HEIiATING TO THE 


MADRAS PRESIDENCY. 


1.—THE CARNATIC. 

Armaoon, hetwoen Nellore and Pulicat, was the iirst station occnpiodby the 
En^-lish on ttie Coromandel Coast. In 16.39 the station was changed to Madras, 
the Hindu governor of whicli district offered to huild a fort at his own cost, and 
to exem])t the trad(; from customs duties, provided the English would settle 
there. The new setilcmcnt received the name of Fort St. (leorge, and in 
1 653 was made a separate Presidency. When war broke out in Europe in 1740, 
tht^ English possessi(»ns on the Coromandel Coast consisted of Fort St. David 
and a tract of territory around Fort St. George, extending about five miles 
along tlic coast and one mile inland. During the hostilities between England 
and ranee, whieli extended to their resjiective possessions in India, Madras 
was captured ])y Lahourdonnais in 1746, hut was restored after the peace 
of Aix-la-Chaj)ellc. It is unnecessary here to notice in detail the mditaiy 
and political operation.s of tlie English and French in India during this 
war, or the war which broke out two years after the proclamation of peace. 
The struggle was for the Nawahship of the Carnatic. 

The Carnatic was one of the suh-divisions of the great Suhadari of the 
Deccan, Nizam-ul-Mulk, Subadar of the Deccan, had appointed Saadat- 
ulla to be Nawah ot the Carnatic, He died in 1732, and was succeeded by 
his nephew. Dost Ali, whose daughter married Chanda Sahih, bis finance 
minister. Abo nr this time the Raja of Trichinopoly, who was subordinate to 
the Nawah, refused to pay his dues, and Chanda Sahih marched to jmuisli him, 
upon which the Hindu Raja invited the assistance of the Mahrattas. In the 
contest which ensued Dost Ali was killed, and Chanda Sahih was carried 
prisoner to Poona. Nizam-ul-Mulk then appointed one of his own officers, 
Aiiwar-ud-diii Khan, to the vacant Nawahship. In the meantime Chanda 
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Sahib was released from captivity, and his claims to he Nawah were sup¬ 
ported by the French. Anwar-ud-din Khan was killed in battle at Ambur 
in 1749 ; and the second son, Muhammad Ali, was supported by the English. 
In the war that followed Clive defended Arcot against the army of Chauda Sahib* 
The French were reduced to great straits, and Chanda Sahib was compelled 
to take refuge with the Itaja of I anjore, by whom he was murdered. Event¬ 
ually the struggle resulted in the conclusion of a Treaty (No. I.) between 
the English and French in December 1754, subject to confirmation in Europe, 
by which Muhammad Ali w’as practically left Nawah of the Carnatic, and the 
English and French agreed to restore all the territories they had respectively 
acquired, except certain specified places, to the Native rulers, and to put their 
establishments on an equal footing. 

Hostilities, which in the interval had never entirely ceased, were carried 
on with redoubled vigour after the declaration of war between England and 
F'ranco in 1756. The French, through tlieir influence at the ("ourt of the Suba- 
dar of the Deccan, had obtained possession of the Northern Cirears. 
They captured Fort St. David and laid siege to Madras ; and the siege was 
raised in Feliruary 1759 only bv the arrival of an English fleet. The tide of 
war, liow(wer, soon turned in favour of the English. The French were driven 
from their settlements, and in January 1701 Pondicherry Rurrendered. Tl)e 
French Settlements were restored to France under the treaty of Paris in 1763; 
and article 11 of the treaty recognised Salabat Jang as Subadar of the Deecan> 
and Muhammad Ali as Nawah of the Carnatic. 

By the overthrow of the I'rench Muhammad Ali was established as 
Nawah of the Carnatic without a rival. He had however contracted large 
debts to the English, on whom the expenses of the war had chiefly fallen. In 
consideration of these debts, and of the assistance rendered him l»y the English, 
the Nawah conferred (No. II,) on them in 1763 districts yielding an annual 
revenue of upwards of four and a half lakhs of pagodas, for which they had 
obtained a Farmau from the Emperor of Delhi. 

In consequence of the war which subsccjuently broke out with Haidar Ali 
of Mysore, the Madras Government were thrown into great pecuniary difli- 
culties, and they applied for aid to the Nawah, on the ground that the expense 
of the military defence of his country had fallen on them. The Nawah 
however ai>pealed to a Treaty (No. III.) which had been concluded in 1781 
with the Bengal Government, by which he was exempted from all pecuniary 
demands beyond the expense of ten battalions of troops, and was recog¬ 
nised as hereditary sovereign of the Carnatic^, besides being promised 
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the restoration of Tanjore and certain districts occupied by Haidar Ali. 
The Madras Government remonstrated against this contention, and at length, 
after much negotiation, it was agreed (No. IV.) on the 2nd December 1781 that 
the revenues of the Carnatic should be transferred to the British Govern¬ 
ment for five years, the Nawab receiving one-sixth for bis private expenses. 

No sooner was this assignment made than the Nawab set himself to 
defeat it. By taking advantage of misunderstandings then existing between 
the Government of India and the Government of Madras he succeeded in obtain¬ 
ing an order from the former authority in January 1783 for the restoration of 
his revenues. 

Tills order, however, the Madras Government did not at once carry out, as 
the arrangements of December 1781 had in the meantime been approved by ibe 
Court of Directors in England. But the Board of Control, which had just been 
created, took the nijinagement of the Carnatic affairs out of the hands of the 
Court of Directors, and ordered the restoration of the revenues to the Nawab, 
and the assignment of twelve lakhs a year for the payment of his debts to the 
Company and to private creditors. It was therefore arranged by the pndimi- 
iiary Treaty of 1785 (No. V) tliat the Nawab should pay twelve lakhs of 
Pagodas a year towards the payment of his debts, and four lakhs to meet 
current charges, territorial security being given for punctual payment. The 
expense of the peace establishment was estimated at twenty-one lakhs, and it 
was Y^roposed that this sliould be met by the Madras Government, the Nawab 
and the Raja of Tanjore, in Y)roportiou to their respective revenues. At tliis 
ratt* the Nawab^s contribution would have been ten and a half lakhs. It was 
fixed at nine lakhs, and by the Treaty of 1787 (No. VI.) it was agreed 
that the Nawab should pay this sum for protection in time of peace besides 
the twelve lakhs for his debts; that in time of war the contracting parties 
should each pay four-fifths of their revenues, the Nawab being first allowed to 
deduct the value of certain jagirs; and that in case of failure of payment by 
the Nawab certain districts sliould be assigned as security. By this treaty 
also the Nawab relinquished direct political relations with other Native States, 
The Court of Directors however were of oYiinion that the abat ement of one and a 
half lakhs, which was allowed to the Nawab, should have been made rather 
from the assignment of twelve lakhs for liquidation of the debts than from the 
subsidj^, and therefore directed that the contingent should be established 
at eleven lakhs, being ten and a half lakhs as the contribution proportioned to 
the revenues, and 50,000 Pagodas paid as tribute by the Raja of Tanjore. In 
this arrangement the Nawab acquiesced after some demur. 
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When the war with Mysore broke out in 1700, it was found that no eon. 
tributions coidd be realised thron^-li the officers of the !Nawab of tlie Carnatic; 
and it was resolved to take the direct maDa^ement of his country wliile liostili- 
ties continued. On the conclusion of peace in 1703 this temporary anance¬ 
ment came to an end, and, as all parties were dissatisfied with the treaty of 1 7S7, 
some other arrangement was necessary. A new Treaty (No. VII.) was there¬ 
fore concluded in 1793. 'I'his treaty stipulated that the British Government 
should maintain a force, for the payment of which the Nawab should con¬ 
tribute nine lahbs oT Pag-odas yearly; that the conntry should be g-arrisoned 
by Britisli tro()j)s ; that in tljc event of war the British Government should 
take the ( iitire management of the conntry, paying to the Nawab one-fifth 
of the revenues ; tliat the assignment for the debts of the Nawab should b(* 
reduced to 6,21,105 Pagodas; that the liritisb Government sboiihl collect 
the tribute of tbej alogars (polygars) in the Nawab\s name, and give him (;redit 
for it in bis contribution ; that on failure of payment llie British (Mjvernment 
should assume the management of certain specified districts; that, if the 
Nawab rerpiired additional troops, tlie}^ should be se})arately ])aid for; and 
that the Nawab should renounce political intercourse with other States and be 
included in all treaties relating to the (kiriiatic. 

M uliainmad Ali was succeeded by bis son Umdat-ul-l Jmra on thelOth 
Oefober 1795. '^fbe treaty of 1792 was found to liave bad the most injinaous 
effects. The subsidy indeed was regularly paid, but to meet bis liabililies the 
Nawab contracted heavy loans, and to liquidate tlu-m assigned to his creditors the 
revenues of Ids country,—a system which resulted in erind ()])))ressi()n. Several 
atlem}>ts, including the Agreement of August 1800 (No. YllL), were made to 
renu'dy this state of tldngs, but without much success. On the fall of 
Seringapatam a treasonable (‘orrespondence was discoveied, which bad been 
begun by Muhammad Ali and bis son with Tipu Sultan shortly after the 
conclusion of the treaty of 1 792. The object of this secret corn‘spondcnce 
was hostile to the interests of the British Government. It had been 
continued by Umdat-ul-Urara as late as the year 1796, and was iu direct 
violation of his treaty obligations. Enquiry was instituted and tully proved 
the guilt of the Nawab. The British Government therefore declared its(‘lf 
released from the obligations of the treaty of 1792, which had been thus 
flagrantly violated, and resolved to a.ssunie the government of the Carnatic, 
making provision for the family of the Nawab. 

Umdat-ul-Umra died on the 15th July 1801 before the coiiclusiou of the 
proposed arrangements. Terms framed on the above basis were offered to his 
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r(‘pnle(l son Ali ITnsain, wlio Lnd been nominated by Umdat-ul-Umra as liis 
successor, but were rejectc'd by 1dm. Neo-otiations were then opened 
with Azim-nd-Daula, nephew of tlie Nawab Unidat-nl-Urnra. If the ri^'-ht of 
succession had not been forfeited, Azim-nd-Daula would perhaps have liad 
stronger claims than Ali Husain. He was the onmdson of Aluhamrnad Ali, 
and «reat-o*randson by both parents of Anwar-ud-din, the founder of the 
family of tlui Carnatic. An Ihi^ajLrement (No. IX.) was made with him on 
the dlst July 1801, by which he renounced the civil and military jrovernmenb 
of the Carnatic and ac(;e])ted a sti})endiary ])rovision. This treaty was 
ratilied by the (iovernor (jcneral in (’Council. The Aladras Government were 
directed to add certain exjdanatory articles, if this could conveniently he 
done, so as clearly to set forth that Azim-iid-Daula was acknowledged by 
the free graci? and favour of tin* British Government, and not hy reason of 
any hereditary rights, as tbt^se had been entirely forfeited. It was also dechl- 
cd to regulate the disposal of jag-ir lands and the calculation of the Navvab’s 
share of the revenues. The Nawuh willingly agreed to the modifications pro¬ 
posed. 

On th(i 3rd August 1819 A/.irn-ud-Daula died. A/im Jah, his son, was 
informed that as the tia-nty ol' I SOI did not stijnilate that the rank and dignity 
of Nawah of the (Carnatic should be hereditary in tlie family of Azim-ud- 
Hanla, his succession dei'cmled on the pleasure of the Supieme Governmetit. 
A/dm Jah was, howtwer, r()eogiiised ; but it was not considered necessary to 
coneludp any new engageiiumt with Inrn. 

Azim Jah died on tlie IS^tli Novemlx r iS^o. Ills infant son, Aluhammad 
Ghans, was ri'eogniscd as his suect^ssor under the guardianshi[) of his uncle, 
Azirn Jah. Il(‘ died without issue on the 7th October 1855 ; and tiie succession 
was claimed l)y the uncle Azim Jah. But as the treaty of ISOI had recognised 
no hereditary right, and was a purely personal treaty with Azim-ud-Daida, 
the successions in 18 19 and 18:i5 had been by express })erinission of the British 
Government, and conveyed no kind of pledge. There was no obligation to eou- 
tinue the succession to ihe titular dignity of the Nawahship of the Carnatic, 
and there were obvious reasons of expediency against it. Under these circum¬ 
stances the Goviaaiiiu nt of India declared that the title, privileges, and 
iinmunilies of the Caniatic family were at an end. The family was liberally 
])rovided for, a pension of a lakh and a half of rupees and the ])()sition of the 
first native nobleman of Madras being assigned to Azim Jah, 

Azim Jah, hovvevei’, was dissatisfied with this arrangement, and made 
several appeals on the subject. Her Alajesty^s Government declined to re-open 
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the question of continuini^ the Nawabship of the Carnatic in the person o£ 
Azim Jah, but the title ot Prince of Arcot was granted in 1867 to him and liis 
heirs by Her Majesty imrler Letters Patent. At the same time a pension of three 
lakiis of rupeesjwliicli was to cover all claims whether by the prince, his rela¬ 
tives or dependents, was assigned to him; one-half of this amount was 
under like conditions to descend to his successors ; and a large sum was allowed 
to the prince to pay otf his debts after enquiry and adjustment by a British 
officer. The prince and his successors in the title were exempted from the 
jurisdiction of the civil courts, but the exemption which Azim Jah enjoyed as 
regards the criminal courts was continued for his life only. Azim Jah and his 
family were also permitted to reside at any place which the Madras Govern¬ 
ment might think proper. A personal salute of fifteen guns was granted to 
Azim Jah on occasions of special ceremony. 

It was arranged that the titles and honours and t.lie perpetual portion of 
the pension assigned to the family should descend only to a representative 
in the direct male line of Azim Jah. Authority was not given to adopt in case 
of failure of male issue, but the prince for the time being was to choose, sub¬ 
ject to the approval and confirmation of Government, who should succeed on his 
death, the choice being limited to his own sons or grandsons, or, on failure of 
male issue, to one of the descendants of Azim Jah in the direct male line. 
Azim Jail died in January 1871, and was succeeded by his son Zahir-ud-Datila, 
who was made a Knight Grand Commander of the Order of the Star of India 
in 1S77. He died on the 16th June 1879 and was succeeded by his hull-brother 
Ahmad-ul’a, who died in 1889. lie was tlie last surviving son of Azim Jah, 
as the 3 0 nngest son, Muazzaz-ud-Daula, had ilied in 1881. On the death of 
Ahmad-ulla, Muhamrnad Munawar, Khan Ihihadnr, the eld(!st son of Muazzaz- 
ud-Hanla, was selected as the head of the Carnatic family, and was apjHiintcd 
to he Prince of Arcot. He is not styled Ilis IJighuess, nor does he get asaliilc. 

Act XXXVII of 1858 (jonferred certain personal jirivilcges, in respect 
of liability to civil suit and other matters, upon specified members of the Car¬ 
natic family. 

Act XX of 1873 was passed to continue certain privileges and immunities 
then enjoyed by Prince Azim Jah Bahadur, as Prince of Arcot, to his sons on 
succeeding to the title, dhe Act ceased to be in force on the deatli of the last 
son, Alimad-ulla.

Article 1. 

The two Companies, English and 
Fieneli, shall renounce for ever all 
Nloorish government and dignity and 
gliall never iiiteii’ere in any difPereuce 
tliat may arise between the 2 )rinces of 
the country. 

All j)laces, except those which shall 
be stipulated in the definitive TVeaty to 
remain in the possession of the two 
aforesaid nations, French and English, 
shall be delivered up to the Moors.

shall bo razed. 

The French shn.ll have their factory 
a,t Yana.ni with districts equal to those 
of Snncra})ollain, and they sliall he at 
liberty to have a \vart‘hous(‘ on tlie 
/rrrd Jirnid in (-aso they jiulgt* it. neces¬ 
sary tor the conveniiniee and ease of 
their Ivadiiig business. 

Article 7. 

In the Chieknenl conntry as the 
English liave Vizagapatam, the French 
may S(dtle a factory wlierc they please 
to the southwa.rd ol Ikindemarka or the 
northward of Hinihpatam, whether at 
Ganjam or Mafoushender, on an equal¬ 
ity with Vizagapatam.

These conditions accepted on both

porary Treaty, for such an event, 
which we hope is far distant. Such 
acknowledgments are equivalent to 
Treaties and of the liighest possible 
authority, and must ])e binding on 
all the servants of the Company and 
on the King’s bubjects. 

7th.—We are greatly affected 
that any oci^asion should have been 
afforded for such complaints as are 
stated in this Article. Tliey are 
no less repugnant to jnsti(*c than 
injurious to the Knglisli reputation. 
We are williiig to engage on tiie 
part of the English Comjiany and 
of all their dependants that no one 
under their authoi’ity shall be per¬ 
mitted to lend money to any of the 
Nawah^s subjects for the time to 
come, that it he prohibited in public 
or lers, and that it is ecjuitable that 
if any person shall act contrary to 
this ])r<)liibiti(m or shall 0])pi'ess the 
ryots, the Nawab shall have a 
right to reipiire his removal, and 
that tin* G(»vernor and Council of 
Madras shall be bound on such 
requisition to remove him and to 
bring to a public trial that he may 
siitfer such sentenc(i as sliall be due 
to the degree of tlie offence if it 
shall be established against birn. 
13ut as we conceive that it will be 
often di Hi cult in cases of this nature 
to obtain sucli evidence of the facts 
as the strict forms of our military 
laws shall require, and must in 
every ease render the Nawab popu¬ 
larly obnoxious by standing forth 
as he necessarily must in the char¬ 
acter of a })rosecutor against the 
servants of the Company, to wliom 
he ought never to be known but by 
acts of benevolence, and as the ap¬ 
pointment to military commands in 
his country is intended for his sole 
benefit and the support of his gov¬ 
ernment and interests, we proceed 
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Sfh .—My oonsiant wisli 1ms bocMi to 
vlisclijir^o ilio money due to tlie troops 
staliomnl l)y tlie C'ompiiny, and I Imve 
iilwaNS ex(‘>tc‘d myseH* for this purp(>se. 
From the commeiict'meiit of my connec¬ 
tion 1 have paid very eonsiderahle sums 
on this aceountj and on tin; day tl»at 
IJydcr invaded the Carnatic, I owed 
the Governor and Council of Madras 
less than one lakh of Pa^-odas, wliich 
1 was in ho]^es of diseharj^ing’ hy 
receivini: lulls from the bankers in 
the country, when in the meanwhile 
tlie attack v)f our enemy began, and 
I, instead of liaying the balance in 
money to tlie CJoiujiany, provided in 
my country a greater amount than that 
in rice and bullocks and sheep for the 
army, besides the stores in my forts, 
of which there is a large supply in 
Trichi nopoly and a less quantity in 
Vellore, &c., and what was in those 
forts which our enemy has taken is in 
bis i)osscssion. 

Had not rny bad destiny produced 
many obstaedes there is no doubt but 


yet further to declare that the 
Nawah has just claim to object to 
the apf)ointment of any person of 
whom he shall disapprove to any 
command in his country or to the 
continuance of any person in any 
sindi command against whom he 
shall liave cause of sufficient vali¬ 
dity for his own conviction to ob¬ 
ject, and that in every such case 
tlie Governor and Council ought to 
conform to bis objections. JUit the 
invariable application of this rule 
can only be admitted in a time of 
peace. In a state of actual war it 
might be productive of dangerous 
consequenecs, and the jirinciple on 
which it is constructed must be 
therefore in such a season left to the 
equity of the Governor and Council 
and tlie discretion of the Coinmand- 
cr-in-Chief of the forces. 

8tk .—This is just; let the Nawab 
consent and engage to assign all tlie 
revenues of bis country during the 
war without any (‘xceptioji to the 
Conijiany for tlie actual siqifiort of 
the war. Let the collections and 
their assignments be made by his 
own ami Is in con junction with per- 
sfins appointed hy tlie President and 
Council of Fort St. George and 
invested with an authority from 
him to receive from the amils all 
the money which shall be collected ; 
and to interce])t and seize all sums 
of money which the amils or others 
shall attempt to secrete from tlie 
districts under their jurisdiction, 
that tile wliole may he a])plied and 
ex(*liisively appropriated to the ser¬ 
vice of the war, excepting such sums 
as the Nawab shall require to be 
paid immediately to himself for his 
own and the necessary disbursements 
of his country ; that he will remove 
and punish such of his amils as 
sliall attenijit to elude this regula- 
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at till's time I should not have been 
indebted one single Pagoda to the 
Company. 

Of several talooks of the Carnalie, 
wliieh are stiJ) secured from oiiiMUjemy, 
the colIeefcioMs are included in tlie 
accounts of the Company, but some 
t.'dooks arc assigned to my creditors, 
and some I have received tlie peshciisli 
in advance for. Wliatevor is eolleeted 
from tliese mahals let it be expended 
for the Company, but for the satisfac¬ 
tion of iny ciiMiitors my fiiends must 
be just: as soon as the enemy shall 
liave left my country let the collections 
of thos(‘ talooks he giv(m to my credi¬ 
tors in ordiu* to pay oil' their ])rincipal 
agreeable to my eiigag-ements with 
them. 


9lh .—For s(‘veral n'asons, and from 
llic invasion of my enemy, whieli are 
not unknown to my friends, 1 am 
greatly distressed, and my subj(‘ets are 
not in a state to suffer me to have any 
hopes from them. With ray exertions 
and endeavours alone it is dillicult to 
adjust my concerns; it is necessary 
that my friends should be just and 
favourable to me and should assist me 
in this manner by giving into my 
bands alter the defeat of our enemy 
the talook of Kurpah and Zeer Ghat 
and several mahals in Balia Ghat be¬ 
longing to Carnatic Payen Ghat which 
are in my country and are my right, 
and I will maintain in my service 5,000 
well disciplined horse for the collections 
of it. 


tion, and that the persons as above- 
luentioDed ajijtointed to receive the 
revenues, as a jiledge of their inte¬ 
grity, shall he recjiiired to swear that 
they will be true to the trust reposed 
in them, and that they neither re¬ 
ceive nor p(‘rmit to he taken, either 
directly or indii'i'ctly, any portion of 
the revenues, hut such as they shall 
hring to a public account ; that of 
siicli talo(»ks as have been assigned 
t,o the Nawah^s creditors the net

])r()vided, but carried to the credit of 
the collection liead of the Nawab^s 
creditors to whom they have been 
assigned, to be hereafter distributed 
amongst them according to their 
res|)ective claims. J^y this arra.nge- 
iiHuit the r(‘sources of the Carnatic 
will be a]iplicd as they ought to bo 
to its immediate defeiK'c and preser¬ 
vation, and tlu' rights of tiu‘ credi¬ 
tors will be secured,—and this agree- 
al)le to the request which the 
creditors themselves have formerly 
made. 

9fh .—The recovery of the (kiTiia- 
tic from the hands of the enemy 
must be our first object. That of 
its depi'iideueies will be the second ; 
but it will not vest upon our ability. 
It cannot be made a fixed Article of 
a Treaty. The purposes for wliich 
the pro})Osed annexations of Curka- 
])ah and Zeer Ghat Gutti and the 
several mahals in Palla Gliat, which 
Ixdoiig to Carnatic Payen Ghat, is 
professed to be intended, is equally 
necessary for the service of the 
Nawab and of the Company, and 
the future security of their common 
interests, and therefore must be 
equally the desire of both. 
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loth .—The talook of Tanjore, which 
is my i*i"kt, I at a conpi(leral)le expense, 
conforma,l)le to tlie rules and practice 
of Hindoslari, took possession of; in 
this my friends assisted me, for wliich 
I returned them thanks. Since that 
they have at tlie sole instigation of 
self-interested people taken it from mo 
by force, which has brought g^reat 
damag“e to me, my sub jects, and credi¬ 
tors. To this time sncli is the situa¬ 
tion, numbers of my creditors are En<if- 
lishmoii, whi(‘h is not uid^nown to you, 
as 1 have repeatedly wi’itten to you. 
From that time my ri^ht has been 
^■iven u]) to a ryot of mine, but no ad- 
vanla<r<i has accrued from it to the 
Company's concerns, l)ut<, on the con¬ 
trary, he has connected himself secretly 
with Hyder Ali and tlie Mahrattas and 
has refus(‘d to supply money and stores, 
but keeps all Ids money in Nei^-apatam, 
a Dutcl) Settlement. If my friends 
would act justly and give the talook 
to me, great advantage would be de¬ 
rived for the Comjiany and my affairs 
and the views of our enemies would be 
counteracted, otherwise let the whole 
collections of Tanjore be a])propriatcd 
to the payment of the Carnatic army, 
my jniblic and private debts, and the 
exjiulsion of our enemy. Tanjore is 
a talook of the C^arnatic, and let a share 
of it be assigned to my creditors that 
they may be quieted and jiacified in 
some degree till my friends in England 
shall have done me justice; and let 
the Governor General and Council 
conformably to their justice and great¬ 
ness write about this matter which 
is my right. The Governor General 
and Council have the administration of 
affairs of India; if the enquiry into 
this matter depends on the gentlemen 
in Europe, it is for the general advan¬ 
tage that they should wudte about it. 
1 am the friend of the Company; the 
great weight of debts, the mortgaging 


10th .—This Government hath no 
authoritv to enquire into tlie reci¬ 
procal claims of the Nawah and the 
Rajah of Tanjore. These are before 
a higher and a competent tribunal. 
We can only require that as the 
zemindaree of Tanjore is a member 
of the sonbah or province of Carna¬ 
tic, its resources shall in like manner 
be primarily, and at this time of 
common danger be exclusively, ap¬ 
plied to the maintenance of the 
forces employed in the defence and 
preservation of the whole; that the 
revenues he tfdven in assignment and 
put under a commission similar to 
that pro})osed for the rest of the 
Carnatic, and received and applied 
in the same manner and for the 
same purposes. This requisition has 
been partly made, and shall be re¬ 
peated in the above forms to the 
President and Council of Fort St. 
George. But it will rest with them 
to conform to it or by rejecting it 
to take the responsibility of it upon 
themselves. 
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my jewels and the sale of them have 
broUjO-ht on me a disgrace and distress 
which the Company never meant to 
have come upon their old friend. 

lllh, —Beside.s tlic expenses of the 
Company, the pay of my troops, the 
native hankers iny creditors, the Hin¬ 
doo and Musselmen securities, I am 
indebted about 70 lakhs of Pagodas to 
European creditors, both old and new, 
and people living under the protection 
of the Company. When I reflect on 
the payment of such large sums I am 
j>lunged into a sea of distress. Except 
from the assistance of my friends I can 
see no release from this lieavy load, 
that having escaped from such nnxicity 
might apply myself to the cultivation 
of the country and the j)rote(^tion of 
the ryots. I therefore beg your advice 
and sentiments on this point, which I 
request you to give in such a manner 
as no injury may arise to rny concerns 
and reputation, no detriment to my 
creditors, and no loss to the Company. 


11th .—Our advice is this, tliat a 
new adjustment be made of all the 
Nawab^s debts contracted with Bri¬ 
tish sulvjects without any distinction 
of old debts, of those of a more 
recent kind called his consolidated 
debts, or of others newly contra(;led 
but not yet brought to any public 
account or adjustment; that the 
interest upon the whole and ujxjii' 
each debt sliall be allowed and added 
to the original debt to the ^25th 
ISFovember 17S1 and thenceforward 
shall cease; that from such debts as 
have been transferred from the ori¬ 
ginal pro])ri(‘t(n’s by ]>urcbase or 
otherwise a deduction shall l)e made 
of 25 per cent, from the wliole 
amount, and the remainder be the 
sum lor wliicb the Nawab shall be 
finally debited ; that the adjustment 
being made in this manner the sum 
adjudged to be respectively due to 
each (creditor shall be brought to bis 
separate cnnlit ; that Company's 
bonds with the usual interest sliall 
he granted to each wlio shall he en¬ 
titled to a. share in the sums receiv¬ 
ed on account of the assigned reve¬ 
nues in the })roportion of his rf^s})cc- 
tive debt, and in like manner to the 
creditors for advances made on the 
security oi tlie public revenue for 
the sums brought to their account; 
and that it shall be left to the 
Nawab, with the concurrence of the 
President and Council of Fort St. 
George and the sanction of the Gov¬ 
ernor General and Council, to ap¬ 
propriate such a portion of the reve¬ 
nues after the conclusion of the war 
or any period of it which shall admit 
of suedj ail application of them, as an 
assignment for the annual payment 
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of tlie debt until the whole shall he 
discharjj-ed ; that this pbui is recom- 
incndod both to the Nawah, tlie 
President and Council of Fort St. 
(leorj^e, and the creditors, and will 
be transmitted to the Company in 
the first advices to tli«*n from tliks 
Presidency. 

I2ih .— If an agreement shall t:iko 
place accordingly to the ahovenien- 
tioned y)hm, it will be m^cessary 
both for the purpose of renderin^^ 
it effectual and for pr(*ventin^ tlie 
like distresses from falling on the 
Nawab and individuals in futiwe, 
that the Nawab shall solemnly en- 
jT^a^e that be will never hereafter 
lK>rrow money from the Company's 
S(‘vvants or any other Prilish sub¬ 
jects ; that the most }>ul>lic notice 
shall be g'iven that no loans to the 
Nawab or bonds accej)ted nj)Oii sucli 
loans shall he valid «)rth(‘ loans le- 
coverahle by any iiifiiience or irifer- 
ference of the Company or its repre¬ 
sentatives; and the Covernor Gene¬ 
ral and Council will enjyag'e on 
their ])art for themselves, the Com¬ 
pany, and their representative's, th:»t. 
no autliority of the Company or of 
the Presidency of Fort St. George 
shall be em])l()yed for the recovery 
of any debts so contracted. 

The Dewan having’objected to the passage iii the second reply which begins 
with these words, “ Put a state of war, &c.,'‘' and to all the words followinj^ 
in that Article, it is agreed to omit them and in tlie jilace of the preei'dinir 
words ‘Ms incontestibkM^ to substitute tliese, “ we will maintain and support. 
Syed Assam Cawn having clejirly understood and approved of all the rpj)lies of 
the Board with the abovt; amendment, and a liti’ral translation of the same 
being given to him in the Pin-sian language, he, on the part of his master, 
agrees to them in every ])articnlar, and requests that the following Declaration 
may he alhxed to them for his and for the signature and seal of Mr. Kichard 
Joseph Sulivun, whose name iiaving been joined with Assam Cawi/s in the 
credentials is therefore necessary to the complete ratification of any agrecmc'iit 
founded on them. 

We, Assam Cawn and Bichard Joseph Snlivan, in virtue of full powers 
granted to us by Nawab Wollau Jah to negociate and conclude a Treaty of 
Agreement with the Honourable the Governor General and Council of Bengal, 
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for and on account of the future regulation and management of tlie affairs of 
the Carnatic, and in the name and on the behalf of the Nawab Wollau Jab 
aforenamed, solemnly agree to all the conditions expressed in the preceding 
replies of the Governor General and Council to the annexed corresponding 
propositions made by Syed Assam Cawn Bahadoor, on the behalf of the 
Nawab Wollau Jah aforesaid, and do bind him the said Nawab Wollau Jab 
and do declare him to be bound to the performance of every thing required 
to be performed by him in the said replies in the same manner and as fully as 
if lie himself bad been present at the execution of this deed and bad signed 
the same, regarding the same in the light of a Treaty executed in tlie usual 
form. 

In witness whereof we Lave hereunto set our names and seals to this 
deed, and have caused it to he written on a pafier to which thcNawal) Wollau 
Jah himself liath with his own hand affixed his seal in our preseiH^e as a con¬ 
firmation of his concurrence in wdiatsover agreement should be written upon 
it by us, and of the sanction of bis faith pledged for every obligation expressed 
and implied by it. 

We, the Governer General and Council of Bengal, do in the name and 
on the behalf of the East India Company agree to all the conditions as tliey 
are expressed in the above replies made by ns to the annexed and cori’espond- 
ing propositions of Sy<.'d Assam t>awn Bahadoor, and do solemnly hind 
ourselves and all the other representatives of the Coni})any to the exact and 
faithful performance of the same, so far as they are expressed or can be under¬ 
stood to be binding on our jiarts regarding it in the same light as a Treaty 
executed in the usual form. 


No. IV. 

SuNNUD from the Nawab Mahomed Adi for the transfer of the 
revenues of the Carnatic to the British Government, 
DATED 2nd December 1781. 

This paper is to have all the force and validity of a Suiiiiud, and no otlier 
instrument is necessary between His Highness the Nawab and the Governor, 
on behalf of the Company. His Highness empowers the Governor to appoint 
all renters or amildars to be confirmed by His Highness. The Governor to 
settle with them for rent. The time of renting to be for three or five years as 
the Governor shall settle with the renters. Rent not to he inferior to net 
revenue of His Highness’s exchequer in similar circumstances. The orders 
which His Highness will give shall not affect the revenue. Orders relative 
to the revenue shall proceed from Lord Macartney al(»ne. Orders from 11 is 
Highness and from IIis Lordship to he communicated to each other. Jlis 
Highness will give usual cowlcs to the amildars who will he appointed by the 
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Governor, with the addition of a clause declaring that all moneys are to he 
paid to the oixlers of the Governor only. The Governor oblij^fs himself to 
])ay to His Highness the sixth part of the revenue from time to time as the 
same shall be received by the Governor, and to pay it agreeably to His 
Hicrh ness’s orders here or in the respective countries where the same shall he 
collected, as His Highness shall please to direct. I’he remaining five parts of 
the net receipt of the revenue shall be placed to His Hig'hness's credit with 
the Company. The Governor to furnish receipts to His Highness from time 
to time for the suras that vshall be received on His Highness’s account. 

H is Hioi-hiiess declares that during the period now agreed upon of five 
years he will not remove or dismiss any renter without the knowledge and 
consent of the Governor. His Highness also empowers the Governor to 
regulate and receive all peshcush and all other revenues of the Carnatic: 
allowance to be made only by the Governor for the amount of His Highness’s 
Sunnuds for giving peshcush for one or two years, granted before the second 
day of April last. All new Sunnuds to polygars to be given by His Highness 
and not by the Governor. Such revenues to be so regulated as not to be inferior 
to the net receipts in similar circumstances. The Governor to pay one-sixlli 
part also of such peshcush and other revenue to His Highness ; the remainder 
to he placed to his credit, as in the ease of the amount of rents. 

Lord Macartney will please to act conformably to this paper, which is 
signed and scaled in duplicate, both by His Highness and the Governor, and 
reciprocally delivered to each other.

Preliminary Treaty with the Nawab Mauomed Ali, 1785. 

Preliminary Articles of Agreement to be entered into between 
His Highness the Nawab of the Carnatic and the Gov- 
ERNME>JT of Fort St. George, previous to the surrender of 
the Assignment, June 1785. 

Article 1. 

His Highness the Nawab agrees to pay his proportion of the current 
charges, as stipulated by the Company, to be finally settled by Treaty between 
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His H ij^hness tlio Navval> and the Governor and Council of Madras, ao^r<*cahly 
to the late orders of the Company, dated the 9th December 1784. Until the 
exact proportion can he asetataiued His Hin;-hucss consents to consider it at 
tour lakhs of Pagodas jau’ anmim. 

Article 2. 

IJis ll iij^hness the Nan ah will likewise piiy twelve lakhs of Paefodas per 
annum on acaiount of his dehts to the Company and private creditors, until 
those dehts are disehari^ed. 

Article 3. 

Under tin* two forenfoimnj* Artiides, His Hiephness will pay sixt-oen lakhs ot 
^•Paoodas per annum to tin* Company, who are to be answerable to the private 
creditors for the propr)rtion allotted to tliem, according- to the payments that 
shall he made. 

Article 4. 

H is Highness agrees to give the same security for the above twelve laklis 
of Pagodas per annum as is reipiired of him by the Company for his proper- 
tiou of the current (diargos. 

Artici.e 5. 

In cas(' of any failure in the payment of the kist wh(‘n it boeomos dne, 
or witliin twenty <lays afterwards, it is hereby stipulated that tlie Company 
may possess tbeuiselvcs of (certain distrii-ts hereafter meutioned to double the 
amount of tin* balance due by the Navvali at the time. When the Company 
find it expedient, under the (amditions agreed on, to have recourse to this 
security, application must ]>e made to His Highness the Nawab, who will 
inform the ainihlar or airilldars of the amount of the Company's claim. The 
CV>m|)any may exercise all neecssa,ry authority for collecting the revtmnes, but 
are not to disturl) tlu* Nawalds government by turning out the amildars or 
sheristailars. Tin* Com}>any*s poojile employed in those districts are to give 
regular ri'ceipts for tlie moneys they shall receive; and when the full amount 
for which such district or districts stood answerable shall have been paid to 
the Company, their ]iovver will of course immediately cease, and the Nawab's 
authority be restored as fully as over any other ])art of the Carnatic. 

Article 6. 

Should any cause of eo3Tiplaint arise against the amildars of the districts 
so made over to the Company, it must be represented to His Highness the 
Nawab, who wilt give them satisfaction upon the subject, even to the dis¬ 
missing the amildars and appointing others in their stead, if it should be 
necessary. 

Article 7. 

It has already been stated that wlien a kist, or any part of it that is 
due, shall remain unpaid more than twenty days, the Company may resort to 
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tlie Hocnrity i’ivon to them ; but as, from tlie ruiture of revenue eolleetions, 
tlu‘ full ])r()(hice of the eoiiiitry to make < 4 () 0<1 the hist kist cannot be received 
until tlie he^innin< 4 - of the following year, the Navvab requires two months for 
completinii,^ what may nunain diui of tlu; last ki.^t, to the amount of two lakhs 
of Paf^-odas. Sliould the balance exceed that sum, two months after tlie kist 
shall liav(‘ heconi(‘ due, the Company may take possession of the management, 
as before mentioned in tlie fifth Article of this Aj^reernent. 

Article 8. 

Ilis Highness the Nawah, taking notice of the particular stress the 
fvom})any lay on the security to be required for the punc tual payment of his 
shai-e of the current charges, and being sensible of how much importjincje it 
is tliat the; military exficnses should he regularly provided for, His Highness 
agrees that the amount of his shares of the current charges shall be exclusively 
})aid with the first kist, and as much of the second kist as may be necessary 
to make up the four lakhs of Pagodas. The remaining part of the second 
kist and the whole of the third kist, amounting to twelve lakhs of Pagodas, 
will ho appropriated in discharge of His Highness’s debt to the Company and 
his private creditors. 

Article 9. 

Tlie whole sum of sixteen lakhs of Pagodas is to be paid in the manner 
fcdlowing :— 

First Kist, ItOtli Soptenibor .... * Pagodas 8,00,^00 

Sconnd Kist, 8ist Jiinuary ..... „ (),00,000 

Third Kist. 10th July ...... „ 7,00,000 

It was submitted and known to Plis II ighness the Nawah that the 
renters, his subjects, were empl(>yed under the Company, and His Highness 
engages to continue the same renters as long as they shall conduct themselves 
to his satisfaction, at the same tirm; that lie cannot consent to confirm them 
on the conditions of the Company’s cowle. 

Article 10. 

The following districts are to be answerable to the Company in case of 
failure of jiaymcnt :— 

1. The disirict of Trwatoor with the villages of Tummanoor. 

2. The district of Eilcngad, &c., consisting of twelve Magans. 

3. Tlie district of Usspoor with ilio villages of Coonammead. 

4. The pergnnnah of Tondawannam. 

6. The porijunnah of the Cushali of Veordaoor, including nine mehals, and Terwadec and 

Veedvor and Vecramuiineo and the talooka of Choalwatlee. 

G. The pergnnnah Pealpoor, including the pergnnnahs of Terwamaloor, Tceraloor, 
Tcnrian Nellore, Servapallam, and Terwum Nellore. 

7. Tho villages of Arcot and Arahvadie. 
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8. The pergunnah of Weerdachal, Gograj^oor, Woolumgaul, and Seneminorhiie.

Their value is estimated at six lakhs of Pac^odas per annum ; and if the defi¬ 
ciency exceed what the above districts can make g^ond, in the proportion men¬ 
tioned in the fifth Article of thi.s agrreement, the Navvab is then to specify 
other districts in addition, and make them over to the Company accordingly, 
with due regard to the spirit of such obligation. 

The security for the twelve lakhs on the Arcot districts is accepted upon 
a full conviction that Soucar security is not valid: hut should the Bengal 
Government judge that the Soucar security should be taken in preference to 
it, the Navvab agrees to cancel the security he has already given, and substi¬ 
tute Soucar security in its stead. 


Article 11. 

Should there he any essential failure in the crops, owing to the want of 
rain or otherwise, it is agreed that a deduction be made, not from the current 
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charges, but from the twelve lakhs stipulated to be paid to the public and 
private creditors, to the extent of the injury the Company may sustain, as 
shall be estimated and fixed on by the Governor and Council. 

Article 12. 

The Company having been pleased to direct that a Treaty be formed with 
H is H ighness the Nawab, embra< ing some essential points, which cannot at 
})resent be ascertained, and as it is His Hi^hness^s wish that the Treaty, when 
concluded at Madras, should be ratified by the Governor-General and Council 
of Bengal, which would take up some time, and consequently }>revent the 
orders of the Company regarding the assignment being carried immediately 
into effect, the above preliminary Articles of agreement have therefore been 
entered into between His Highness the Nawab and the Governor and Council 
which are hereby declared to have all the force of a Treaty : and as to what 
respects the twelve lakhs of Pagodas to be paid yearly on account of the debt 
due to the Company and private creditors, an instrument, separate from the 
Treaty, to the effect above mentioned, shall be executed under the seal and sig¬ 
nature of His Highness the Nawab. 

Article 13. 

The within conditions being first duly signed and sealed by the respective 
parties, tlie agreement of the 2n(l December 1781 will be immediately returned 
to His Highness the Nawah, who is hereby restored to the possession of and 
full exercise of sovereignty over the Carnatic.

Treaty of perpetual friendship, alliance and security con¬ 
cluded between tlie Honorable Major General Sir 
Archibald Camim’.ell, Knight of Hath, JbiEsiJ)ENr 
and Governor of Fort St. George and tlie Council lli(‘re- 
of, on tlie part of t]i(‘ United Company of MERCiiANrs of 
England trading to tlie East Indies and Ills Highness tin* 
Nawab Wolau Jah OMDET-ooji-MooLK Umekr-ool-Hinj) 
Ausupfi Dowlah Aneveroeen Khan 13 ahadi) 0 r, Zai per 
Jung Sippa Salar, Soubadar of tlie Carnatic, on bcdiali* 
of himself, liis lurirs and succ(‘ssors. 

The C<>uit of Diri'clofs of Ihe Honour.ilJe Uiiiod Indi.M Uotnpanv 

having* taken into their serious consideration tlie <j^reat advantajk^es wliich may 
1)6 attained by improving the blessings of [)eace now hajipily le-establishcd on 
the coast of Coromandel and the Carnatic, and considcriiit^ the jneseut Ijoiii 
the best suited for settlin^j: and arran^in^, by a just and equitable Treaty, a 
plan for the future defence and protection of the (\arnatic and tlie Northern 
Circars on a solid and lastinf^ foundation, have communicated llicse tlieir senti¬ 
ments to His Hi«liness the Nawab of the Carnatic, who beini>' fully imj)ressed 
with the propriety and wisdom of such an arrang-cment, has for himself, Ids 
heirs and successors, adjusted and concluded a solid and permanent Trc'aty 
with the President and Council of Fort St. George uj)un the jninciples and 
conditions hereinafter mentioned ; in consequence whereof it is sti|’ulated and 
agreed that due jirovision shall be made for the military peace establishment; 
and also that for discharging the expense of war, in the event oi* war breaking 
out in the Carnatic or on the coast of Coromandel, certain contributions or 
proportions of the revenues of the contracting ])firtics shall Le united into one 
common stock to be apjilied for their mutual security and defence. And as it: 
is necessary tliat the application of the said contributions, both for peace and 
war, shall be reposed in the United Company or tlieir representatives, togetlier 
with the direction of the war, the command of the army, magazines of stores, 
and provisions (the granaries and present magazines of Ilis Highness the 
Nawab excepted), with full power to occujiy or dismantle such forts as by 
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them shall be deemed necessary for the general security, the said contracting 
parties do hereby solemnly engage and agree, for themselves and their succes¬ 
sors, to and with e;jch other in manner following, that is to say :— 

ARTfCLR 1. 

The friends nnd enemies of His Highness the Nawab of the Carnatic and 
of the Kiiglish United East India Company shall be considered as the friends 
and enemies of both. 

His Highness the Nawab of the Carnatic will contribute towards the 
military peace establishment, and shall pay into the treasury of the said 
United Company the annual sum of nine lakhs of Pagodas, to commence in 
tlie Fuslee 1 197, corresponding to the 12th July 1787, as his fixed proportion, 
divided into kivsts j^ayable at the following periods, that is to say :— 

30t]i November ........ 3,00,000 

31ht M.-.rch. 6,00,000 

Star Pagodas . 9,00,003 


Article 3. 

That the Honourable East India Company will, in like manner, contribute, 
and, with the aid of Tanjore, shall pay and make good such further sums as 
may ho necessary to discharge the expense of the military peace establishment, 
beyond the said annual contribution of His Iligbness already mentioned. 

Article 4. 

That for the satisfaction of H is TIigliness the Nawab of the Carnatic, 
his heirs and successors, the President and Council of Fort St. George shall 
furnish His Highness annually with an accurate account showing the number 
of troops maintained and the names and situations of the garrisons supported 
by the annual contributions, and particularly the troops and garrisons main¬ 
tained by the nine lakhs of Pagodas annually contributed by His Highness to 
the general defence. 

Article 5. 

In case of failure in the punctual payment of the nine lakhs of Pagodas 
already mentioned, to the amount of one lakh of Pagodas in any kist, for the 
period of one month after the same shall become due, His Highness the 
Nawab agrees that certain districts specified in the Schedule No. I, hereunto 
annexed, shall he made answerable for such failure, and that the Company 
shall have power to appoint superintendents or receivers to collect and receive 
from the Nawab's amildars all the rents, revenues, duties, customs, and 
pesheush of the said districts; and these superintendents or receivers shall 
exercise all necessary authority for collecting such rents, revenues, &c., giving 
regular receipts for all the moneys which may bo received by the said super¬ 
intendents, who shall have full power to inspect and examine all cutcherry 
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receipts and accounts of the lands and districts aforesaid, as well as to ascer¬ 
tain the state ef all other revenues which shall be collected annually Iroin 
customs or from the zemindars or polyg'ars, tributaries to His Hijjliness within 
the said districts; and when the full amount for which such districts stood 
answerable shall have been paid to the Company, the superintendent or receiver 
shall he immediately recalled. 


Article 6. 

At the appointment of the siiperinteiuknt or receiver, the Nawab will 
furnish the Company with the obligations the amildars of each district shall 
have given to the Circar, and if they do not pay the money punctually to 
superintendent or receiver agreeaide thereto, the Nawab, at the request of the 
Governor in Council, will immediately dismiss the said amildars, and a 2 >point 
by Sunnuds such others in their stead as the PresiHeiit in (h)uneil of Fort 
St. George shall recommend, after taking from them the usual obligations, 
which shall be delivered to the Company by His Highness, 

Article 7. 

That the exercise of powers over the said districts and farms, by virtue 
of the conditions mentioned in the fifth and sixth Articles, in ease of failure 
in the payment of any of the said kists, sliall not extend or be construed t ) 
extend to deprive His Highness the Nawab of the Carnatic, or his successors, 
of the civil Government thereof, the c*redit of his family, or the dignity of his 
illustrious house, but that the same shall be preserved to him and them 
inviolate, saving and excepting the powers in the foregoing Articles expressed 
and mentioned. 


Article 8. 

That in the event of any war breaking out in the rarnatic or on tho 
coast of Coromandel, the said United Company will charge themselves with 
the direction, order, and conduct thereof, and during the contiuuaiiee of sucli 
war shall apply four-fifths of their vvlnde revenues in the C’aniatic and tlie 
Northern Circars annually to the military expenses of the war. To removes 
every doubt on the part of His Highness of any secretion or diversion of tlie 
said revenues from the purpose aforesaid. His Highness the Nawab of the 
Carnatic, in behalf of himself, his heirs and successors, shall have full power 
and authority during such war to appoint one or more inspectors or accompt- 
ants to inspect and examine the cuteheriy receipts of all the districts of the 
Company in the (^arnatie and tlie Northern Circars, as well as the state of all 
the other revenues collected from the customs, from the zemindars and 
polygars tributary to the Company. 

Article 9. 

That in the like event His Highness the Nawab of the Carnatic, after 
deducting from the whole amount of his revenues 2,1^5,421 Pagodas annually 
fur jaghires to the family of His Highness, and 21,1366 Pagodas annually for

charities, shall and will pay into the treasury of the said United Company 
four-fifths of his revenue to the general expense of such war, to be applied in 
such manner as the said United Company or their representatives shall find 
necessary for their common safety and interests, as also for the interests of 
their allies in the Carnatic and on the coast of Coromandel; and it is moreover 
agreed that His Highnesses proportion of the debts of the war will henceforth 
he settled at twenty-five fifty-one parts* 

Article 10. 

For the more effectual security of the payments of four-fifths of the 
revenues of His Highness annually to the military expenses of the war, and 
to remove every doubt on the part of the Company of any secretion or diver¬ 
sion of the vsaid revenues from the purpose aforesaid, the President and Council 
of Fort St George, in behalf of the Company, shall have full power and 
authority during such war to appoint one or more inspectors or accomptants 
to inspect and examine the cutcherry receipts of all the countries and districts 
of the Nawab, as well as the state of all the other revonuej collected from the 
customs and from the zemindars and polygars tributaries to His Highness; 
and in case the said four-fifths of the revenues or any part thereof are divert¬ 
ed from the discharge of the current expenses of the war or the debts and 
expenses incurred thereby, the said United Company shall have full power to 
appoint superiiitendorjts and receivers over th$ said countries and districts of 
the Nawab in the manner s|'>ecified in the fifth Article of this Treaty respect¬ 
ing the districts mentioned in Sclu'diile No. 1, with the same authority and 
under the like restrictions and conditions expressed in case of failure. 

Article 11. 

That the said annual four-fifths, payable from the revenues of His 
Highness the Nawab of the Carnatic, shall, after the termination of the war, 
continue to be applied to the discharge of all debts and expenses that may be 
incurred or arise during tlie course of the war until his proportion of twenty- 
five fifty-one parts is paid off and discharged. 

Article 12. 

It is expressly understood and declared that so soon as the expenses 
incurred by the war are paid off and discharged, the superintendents and 
receivers shall be immediately recalled; and it is further expressly declared 
that the eleventh Article shall not have any retrospect to the expenses of any 
war antecedent to the date of this Treaty. 

Article 13. 

That after the termination of such war and during the application of the 
said gross revenues to the debts .and expenses thereof, the second, third, fourth, 
fifth, and sixth Articles of this Treaty shall be and rernawi dormant and be 
of no effect; but shall recommence and regain their full force and validity 
from and immediately after all the debts and expenses of such war have been 
fully and proportionally paid off and discharged. 
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Article 14. 

In case His Higlmess shall at any time have occasion for any number of 
troops for the security and collection of his revenue, the support of his autlio- 
rity, or the g*ood order and government of his dominions, tlie said United 
Company shall and will furnish a sutlicient number of troops for that ])iirp()se 
on a public representation being made by Ilis Highness to the President in 
Council of Fort St. Geor'je of the necessity of employing such a force and the 
objects to be attained thereby. In ease of the march of such troops, the 
additional batta and expenses attending their movements will be annually 
discharged by His Highness at the end of each year. 

Article 15. 

Whenever the Company shall enter into any negociations wherein the 
interests of the Carnatic and its dependencies may be concerMed, the President 
in Council of Fort St. George shall communicate the proceedings to His 
H ighness the Nawab of the Carnatic as the firm of the Company ; and 
although the direction of the combined force of th(3 country is committed 
entirely to the Honourable Company or their representatives, it is nevertheless 
understood that His Highness shall be informed of all measures which shall 
relate to the deelariiig of war or making peace with any of the pidnces and 
powers of Hindostan, so far as the ini crests of the Carnatic may be immediately 
concerned therein, and the name of His Highness shall lx‘ inserted in all 
Treaties regarding the Carnatic, and His Highness will not enter into any 
political negociations or controversies with iiuy State or ])ow(‘r without the 
consent or approbation of the President in Council of Fort St. George. 

Article 16. 

Nothing in this Treaty contained shall be understood to injure the claim 
of His II ighness the Nawab to the Tanjore country. 

Article 17. 

Should there he any essential failure in the crops in the time of peace, 
owing to the want of rain or any other unforeseen calamity, a deduction shall 
be made in the Nawab\s kists to the extent of the injury which the revenues 
may sustain, as shall be estimated and fixed on by the Governor in Council, 
to whom His Highness grants full power and authority to appoint one or 
more superintendents and aceornptants to inspect and examine the cutcherry 
receipts of all the countries and districts of His Highness the Nawab of the 
Carnatic for the jiurpose of ascertaining the amount of such deduction, which 
is to be carried as a charge to the account current of His Highness. 

Article 18. 

It is hereby stipulated that the conditions mentioned in the Articles of 
agreement between the President in Council of Fort St. George and H is 
Highness the Nawab, dated the 2cSth June 1785, for payment of four lakhs

of Pagodas annually to the Honourahle Company, sl)all he null and void, the 
same beino: comprehended and included in the conditions of the present 
Treaty. 


Article 19. 

It is further stipulated that the said Articles of apfreement, dated the 
28th June 1785, as far as relate to the discharge of the debts of His Highness 
the Nawab, shall be and continue in full force and virtue. 

In confirmation of all the Articles in the preceding Treaty, the President 
and Council of P"ort St. George, invested with full power on behalf of the 
India Company, have subscribed and sealed two instruments of the same tenor 
and date at Fort St. ^^eorge on the 24th day of February in the year of the 
Christian era 1787 ; and His Highness the Nawab Wollau Jah, for himself, 
his heirs and successors, hath also subscribed and sealed the same instrument 
at Chepauk House the 5th day of the moon Jernadee in the year of the 
Hegira 1201.

Treaty between the Honorable East India Company and 
the Nawab of Argot, July 1792. 

Whereas a certain engfag-ement, entered into between the Honorable 
English East India Company and His Highness the Nawab of the Carnatic, 
bearing date the 21th February 1787, for the purpose of cementing: an ever¬ 
lasting friendship with each other, and of contributing mutually towards the 
defence of the Carnatic and countries dependent thereon, whereby it was stipu¬ 
lated that the said Company should maintain a military force, and that the 
said Nawab should pay annually a certain sum of money arising from the 
revenues of the Carnatic, and should furnish sufficient and satisfactory secu¬ 
rity, under certain conditions expressed in the said engagement, for the regu¬ 
lar payment of the sum stipulated to the said Company ; and whereas it 
appears by the representations of the said Nawab, contained in a certain letter 
addressed by him to the Governor-General, etc,, etc., dated the 18th of the 
month Shawul, 1206 Hegira (corresponding with the 9th June 1792), that 
the resources of the Carnatic are not competent to enable him to perform the 
stipulations in the said engagement; and whereas it further appears that the 
security which the said Nawab agreed in the above-mentioned engagement to 
furnish, for the due payment of the stipulated sum to the said Company, is iu 
its nature inade(iiiate to the end intended; and whereas certain agreements 
have also been entered into between the said Company and the said Nawab 
for the discharge of certain debts due by the said Nawab to private persons, it 
has been mutually agreed, in consequence of the above-written circumstances, 
that the engagement aforesaid siiall henceforth be considered by the contract¬ 
ing y)arties as annulled, and no longer of effect or in force, and, in lieu thereof 
the Right Honorable Charles Earl Cornwallis, Knight of the Most Noble 
Order of the Garter, Governor-General, etc., etc., etc., invested with full 
powers oil the part of the said Honorable English East India Company to 
direct and control the affairs of the said Company in the East Indies, in the 
name of and for the said Company, their heirs and successors, on one part, and 
the Nawab Wolau Jah Ummeer-ool-Hind Omdet-ool-Moolk Ansupli-ool- 
Dowlah, Aneverdeen Khan Bahadoor Zaffer Jung 8ippa Salar, Nawab of the 
Carnatic, in his own name, and for himself and his successors, his eldest son 
Nawab Omdet-ool-Omrah Najun-ool-Moolk Assud-ool-Dowlah Hossein Ali 
Khan Bahadoor Zoolficar Jung, and his heirs and successors, on the other part, 
agree to the following Articles, which shall be binding on the respective con¬ 
tracting parties for the purposes contained therein, notwithstanding all or any 
of the conditions stipulated in the engagement dated the 24th February 1787 
to the contrary. 


Article 1. 

The friends and enemies of either of the contracting parties shall be 
considered the friends and enemies of both. 
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Aktiolis 2. 

In ’ order to execute the fore<>*oinp^ Article in its full extent the Honor- 
ahle Kn^lisli East India Company airree to maintain a military force, and the 
Navvab Wolau dali Bahadoor agrees to contribute annually a certain sum of 
money, hereinafter mentioned, as his share of the expense of the said military 
force; the said Nawab further a^reeini^* that the disposal of the said sum, 
tog’ether with the arrangement and employment of the troops supported by it, 
shall be left entirely to the said Company. 

Article 3. 

It is hereby also ap^'reed, that for the further security and defence of the 
countries belonging’ and subject to the contracting parties in the Carnatic, 
etc., that all forts shall be garrisoned by the troops of the said Company ; 
and in the event of war breaking out in the Carnatic and countries appertain¬ 
ing to either party, and de])endent on the Carnatic or contiguous thereto, it 
is agreed, for the better prosecution of it, that as long as it should last the 
said Company shall possess full authority over the Carnatic (except the 
jaghires belonging to the family of the said Nawab, amounting to Star 
Pagodas 2,13,911, which, on condition of the good behaviour of the jaghire- 
dars of the said jaghires, and of their tidelitv to the said Nawab and to the 
said Company, shall be continued to them, subject to the pleasure of the said 
Nawab only, and except also certain charities, amounting to Star Pagodas 
21,366 subject to the same conditions as are mentioned with respect to the 
jaghires) and shall collect the revenues thereof, the said Company hereby 
engaging that during such war they will pay to the said Nawab one-fifth 
share of the net revenue arising therefrom, and that at the conclusion of tlu^ 
war the Carnatic shall be restored to the said Nawab, except in certain cases 
which are hereinafter mentioned. 


Article 4. 

The Nawab Wolau Jab agrees to pay to the said Company, for the pur¬ 
pose of mutual defence, the sum of nine lakhs of Star Pagodas annually, as bis 
share of the expense for the military force ; and also in consequence of certain 
agreements entered into by him with the said Company, and guaranteed by 
the Parliament of Great Britain, for the purpose of liquidating certain debtv«j 
due by the said Nawab, a further sum of 6,21,105 Star Pagodas annually, 
which further sum of Star Pagodas shall cease on the full liquidation 

of the debts above mentioned, and the sum of 9,00,000 of Star Pagodas only 
shall continue to be paid by the said Nawab to the Company. 

Article 5. 

The said Nawab having agreed to pay the aggregate sum of 15,21,105 
Star Pagodas, as mentioned in the fourth Article, determines that the tributes 
or pesheush payable by the polygars, as more particularly mentioned in the 
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Schedule No. 1, hereunto annexed, shall he collected by the said Company, 
who a£ 2 :ree to make the collection thereof at their own expense and risk, and 
that they will not increase the demand on the said poly^ars beyond the sum 
mentioned in the said Schedule, except in the case hereinafter mentioned, nor 
char^ife to the said Nawab either the expense attending the collection or any 
deficiencies that may arise thereon, hut will ^ive credit to the said Nawab 
annually for the aforesaid tributes or peshcush, in part payment of the sum 
of nine lakhs of Star Faiifodas abovementioned, without any deduction what¬ 
ever. Although the contracting parties have in the present instrument agreed 
that the sum of 2,64,704 Star Paj^odas 20 Fanains 26 Cash be deducted from 
the sum of nine lakhs of Pajjfodas as the amount of the tributes or peshcush 
from the polygars, yet should it on future enquiry appear that the said 
polygfars ouf^ht, by virtue of any existin'^ and lawful en^-a^ements, to pay a 
larger sum, it shall he demanded of them ; and any addition that shall thus 
he made to the sums mentioned in the said Schedule shall be deducted from 
the sum of nine lakhs, in like manner with the sum of 2,64,704 Star Pagodas 
20 Fanarns 26 Cash, and a similar deduction shall in consequence be made in 
the kisthundy hereinafter mentioned. It is however mutually agreed that the 
diminution of this aggregate sum, which shall take place on the full liquida¬ 
tion of the debts, as specified in the fourth Article, shall make no change in 
this Article, which shall, notwithstanding such diminution, remain in full 
force. 


Article 6. 

The said Company, desirous of preserving the rights of sovereignty over 
the said polygars to the said Nawab, engage to the utmost of their power, and 
consistcFit with the realization of the tributes or peshcush from them, to 
enforce the allegiance and submission of the polygars to the said Nawab, 
in customary ceremonies, and in furnishing the y)olygar peons, according to 
csiablished custom, for the collection of the revenues, the support of govern¬ 
ment, and for the protection of the property of the inhabitants of the said 
Nawab^s country, promising that all acts of authority shall be exercised, and 
all accounts of revenue (of which accounts the said Nawab, if he so wishes, 
shall be annually furnished with copies) shall liear his, the said Nawab’s, 
name. For the better execution of this and the fifth Article, the said Nawab 
promises to furnish to the said Company, that is to say, to their representa¬ 
tives, the President and Council of Fort St. George, the necessary orders, 
under his seal and signature, addressed to each polygar, and to the purport 
hereof, without delay. 

Article 7. 

After deducting from the abovementioned sum of nine laklis of Star 
Pagodas, which forms a part of the aggregate sum of 15,21,105 Star Pagodas, 
mentioned in the fifth Article, the amount of the tributes or peshcush from 
the polygars, as specified in the Schedule No. 1, the said Nawab agrees to pay 
annually the remaining sum, being 6,35,295 Star Pagodas 15 Fanarns 54 
Cash, together with the further sum of 6,21,105 Star Pagodas for the pur- 
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poee mentioned in the fourth Article, making? the sum of 12,56,400 Star

And it is mutually agreed that on the full lif|uidation of the debts before 
mentioned, when the payment of the sum of Star Pagodas 6,21,105 shall 
cease, by virtue of the fourth Article a reduction in equal proportion shall 
take place in the above instalments. 

Article 8. 

The said Nawab engages to make good to tlie said Company the payments 
of the sums, according to the instalments of kistbundy contained in the 
seventh Article; and if, contrary to his sincere intentions and exertions, any 
of the said sums shall not be fully paid at the expiration of fifteen days from 
the time limited, in that case the said Nawab agre^es that the said Company 
shall assume the management of and make the collection of the revenues 
from the districts mentioned in the Schedule No. 2, hereunto annexed, aceonling 
to the following conditions : and for this the present engagement shall he consi¬ 
dered sufficient authority, the said ('ompany, througii their President and 
Council at Fort St. George, giving immediate and explicit information, accord¬ 
ing to the tenor thereof, to the said Nawab, who shall, on the arrival of the 
Company's officers in the said district, recall all his officers except one in each 
district, which officers shall remain at the sudder cutcherry, and shall be 
furnished annually, by the officers of the said Company, with copies of sudder 
cutclierry accounts, of the gross collections, and of the net receipts, under the 
attestation of the officer of the said Company, and of the sudder omlah of the 
district. 

First ,—The said Company shall assume the management of such district 
or districts, the revenues of which, after deducting the charges of collections, 
shall equal the amount of the kist which shall have fallen in arrear. 

Second .—The said Company agree that a deduction shall take place pro- 
portionably from the amount of each of the ten kists aljovementioned, equal 
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to the amount of the net revenue of tlie district or districts which shall have 
been assumed as above, such deduction commencing from the day that the 
assumption shall take place. It is also mutually agreed that an account, 
called Balance Account,'’^ shall be immediately opened for this and other 
purposes hereinafter mentioned, bearing an interest of eight per cent, per 
annum, between the said Nawab and the said Company, in which the said 
Nawal) shall be debited for the balance accrued in his above stipulated pay¬ 
ments, and also for the amount deducted, as above, from the ten kists, and 
shall be credited (or tlie net revenue collected from the said district or dis¬ 
tricts, the said Company continuing to exercise authority in, and to make the 
collections (Voin the same, until, in consequence of the full liquidation of the 
debts and diminution of the annual sum to be for that purpose paid by the 
Nawab to the said Company, according to the fourth Article, the said balance 
account shall he equal on tbe debit and credit side, and nothing shall remain 
due to the said Company, then the said district or districts shall revert to the 
management of the said Nawab. 

Third ,—Whenever the said district or districts, thus assumed, shall he 
restored, according to the alcove condition, it is agreed that, in case of any of 
the kists for the sum remaining (after the deduction of the sum of 6,21,105 
Star Pagodas, that is to say, for the sum of 6,35,295 Star Pagodas 15 
Fanams 54 Cash) be not paid fifteen days after the expiration of the time 
limited, the said Company shall possess equal power to assume the districts 
mentioned in the said Schedule No. 2, as in the first instance, and shall 
accordingly assume such district or districts, the revenues of which after 
deducting the charges of collection, shall e(|ual the amount of the kist which 
shall have fallen in arrear, from which they shall realize the balance that shall 
have arisen from the payment of the kists, and shall give credit to the said 
Nawab for the surplus and subsequent net revenues, in part payment of the 
sum of 6,35,295 Star Pagodas 15 Fanams 54 Cash; and in this case the 
management of the district or districts thus assumed shall for ever continue 
iu the possession of the said Company, any thing contained in the third 
Articde of tlie present engagement to the contrary notwithstanding, and the 
said Company agree to give the Nawab credit for the revenue arising there¬ 
from. 

Fourth .—In order to prevent any loss arising to either party from this 
measure, it is mutually agreed that the district or districts which shall thus he 
assumed by the said Company, shall be entire, as mentioned in the said 
Schedule aud not parts of districts. 

Fifth ,—In consequence of this measure, whereby tbe districts mentioned 
in the Schedule No. 2 become responsible for any arrears that may accrue in 
the payment of tbe above stipulated kists, the said Nawab agrees that he will 
not grant tunkaws, or assignments, on any account, on the revenues thereof; 
and if, contrary to this condition, any tunkaw or assignment should exist, 
where the said districts or any of them shall be assumed by the said Company, 
such tunkaws or assignments shall be declared by the said Company and the 
said Nawab to be of no value, nor shall they remain in effect. 
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Sixth .—It is a^rreed between the contractincT parties tlint tlie above des¬ 
cribed balance aeconnt shall be annually adjusted, and a Coininittee, consist¬ 
ing’ of four respectable and capable persons, of whi(di two shall he nominated 
by the said Company and two by the said Nawah, shall assernhle, on the 1st 
day of August of every year, commencing with 1793, for the purpose of ad¬ 
justing and drawing out a fair and equitable statement thereof. 

Article 9. 

In case the said Nawab shall at any time have ocension for any number 
of troops for the collection of his revenues, the support of his authority, or the 
good order and government of his country, the said Company agree to furnish 
a sullicient number of troops for that purpose, on public representation being 
made by the said Nawab to the President and Council of Fort St George, of 
the necessity of employing such troops and of the objects to be obtained 
thereby; and the said Nawab agrees to defray the additional expense of such 
troops so long as they may be employed at his request, this additional expense 
being the sum over and above the exf)ense of such trooj)s while in garrison or 
at fixed quarters : and it shall he at. the option of the said Nawah to reimburse 
the said surplus expense, either on the conclusion of the service on which such 
troops may have been employed, in money, or to add it to the debit side of the 
account called balance account, as more particularly explained in the second 
condition of the eighth Article. 


Article 10. 

The said Nawah shall receive regular information of any negooiation 
which shall relate to declaring war or making peace, wherein the said (’om])any 
may engage, and the interests of the Carnatic and its dependencies inav be 
concerned ; and the said Nawab shall he consid(*red as an all y of the said Com¬ 
pany in all Treaties which shall in any respect affeef the C^arnatic and coun¬ 
tries depending tlu reon, or belonging to either of the contracting parties con¬ 
tiguous thereto : aud the said Nawab agrees that lie will not enter into any 
negociation or political corres])ondence with any European or Native power 
without the consent of the said Company. 

This Treaty, consisting of ten Articles, and having two Schedules annexed 
thereto, marked No. 1 and No. 2, shall be in force and have effect from 12tli 
day of July, 1792 (corresponding with the 22iid day of the month Zekaida, 
1200 Hegira), aud, the contracting parties having affixed their respective seals 
and siguatuies to two counterparts, on the dates undermentioned, that is to 
say, the Uight Honorable Charles Earl Cornwallis, K.G., Governor General, 
etc., etc., etc., shall affix bis seal and signature to one counterpart, on the part 
of the Honorable English East India Company, and the Nawab Wolau Jah 
Eahadoor, Nawab of the Carnatic, shall affix his seal and signature to another 
counterpart, shall be exchanged. 

Signed and sealed ad Chepauk House, this 22nd dag of Zekaida, 1206 
and 12th dag of Julg, 1792,

Articles of Agreement for tlie adjustment of the Desh 
Cavelly and Talem Cavelly of the province of Tinne- 
velly— 1800 . 

Whereas the polygars and eavilcarrahs of the province of Tinncvelly 
have been subjected to the exclusive authority of tl)e Honorable Company \ 
and whereas the performance of the duties and the collection of the fees 
attached to the offices of Desh (^avelly and d’alem Cavelly within the districts 
still subject to the autlmrity of His Highness the Navvah of the Carnatic in 
the said province of Tinncvelly have been attended with inconvenience to the 
executive government of His said Highness in the said province; and whereas 
it is the earnest desire of the Right Honorable Edward Lord Clive, Governor 
of Fort St. George, etc., to comjdy with the wishes of His said Highness for 
promoting the welfare and tranquillity of his possessions in the province of 
Tinnevelly; it is mutually agreed between His said Highness the Nawab of 
the Carnatic, etc., and the said Right Honorable Edward Lord (dive, etc., 
that the right of collecting Desh Cavelly and Talem Cavelly, in villages now 
subject to the goveinmeiit of His said Highness shall be entirely relinquished 
by the cavilcarrahs now subject to the authority of the Company, the said 
Lord Clive taking on himself to make compensation to the said cavilcarrahs 
for the losses which they will in consequence sustain. 

In consideration whereof the Nawab of the Carnatic, etc., agrees to 
relinquish all claims to the performance of the watching duties, and to 
compensation for theft or losses in the villages situated as abovemen tinned ; 
and His said Highness further agrees to make full compensation to be 
regularly paid in ready money at the Company's treasury for the amount of 
the actual loss sustained by the Company by relinquishing the cavelly fees. 

It is further mutually agreed that the accounts of the cavelly fees shall, 
with all convenient expedition, be investigated, to the end that after deducting 
the amount of the charges of collecting the said fees as well as of the losses

ineklental to the performance of the watching duties within the villages 
subject to His Hi^'hness tlie Nawah, the residue may be paid by His Highness 
to tlie Company, being the acknowledged and ancient right of the polygars 
and cavilcarrahs transferred by tbe Treaty of 179^ to the authority of tbe 
Company. But whereas tliis investigation will be attended with delay and 
injury to the said Nawjd) of the Carnatic, it is agreed that immediate orders 
shall be sent by the said Edward Lord Clive to the Company's collector of 
polygar peshcush for discontinuing the collection of cavelly fees in the 
villages above described to be under the authority of His said Highness, His 
said Highness binding himself in consequence to pay the amount which the 
said Lord Clive on a just consideration of the Company's revenue accounts 
shall determine to be a just compensation for relinquishing the cavelly fees.

No, IX. 

Treaty with Azeem-ool-Dovylait —1801. 

Tueaty for settling the succession to the soubadakry of tlie 
TEKRITORIES of Arcot, and for vesting the administration 
of the CIVIL and military government of the Carnatic 
Pa YEN Ghat in the United Company of Merchants of 
England trading to the East Indies. 

Whereas the several Treaties whicii have been concluded between the 
United Company of Merchants of England trading to the East Indies, and 
their Highnesses heretofore Nawabs of the Carnatic, have been intended to 
cement and identify the interests of the contracting parties ; and whereas, 
in conformity to the spirit of tbe alliance, the said Company did, by the 
Treaty concluded on the 12th July, 1792, with the late Nawab Wolau Jah, 
relinquish extensive pecuniary advantages, acquired by tlie previous Treaty of 
1787, with T/he view and on the consideration of establishing a more adequate 
security for the interests of tbe British Government in the Carnatic; and 
whereas subsequent experience has proved that the intention of the contract¬ 
ing parties has not been fulfilled by the provisions of any of the Treaties 
heretofore concluded between them ; and whereas the musnud of the soubadarry 
of Arcot having become vacant, the Prince Azeem-ool-Dowlah Bahadoor has 
been established by the English East India Company in the rank, property. 
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and possessions of his ancestors, lierf*tofore Nawabs of the Carnatic; and 
whereas the said Company and His Highness the said Prince Azeem-ool- 
Dowlah Bahadoor have judg^ed it expedient that additional provisions should 
at this time be made for the purpose of supplying^ the defects of ali 
former engagements, and of establishing the connection between the said 
contracting parties on a permanent basis of security, in all times to come ; 
wherefore the following Treaty is now established and concluded by the Right 
Honorable Edward Lord Clive, Governor in Council of Fort St. George, by 
and with the sanction and authority of His Excellency the Most Noble the 
Marquis Wellesley, k.p., Governor-General in Council of all the British pos¬ 
sessions in the Fast Indies, on behalf of the said United Company, on the one 
part, and by His Highness the Nawab Wolau Jail Ummeer-ool-Dowlah 
Madar-ool-Moolk Ummeer-ool-Hind Azeem-ool-Dowlah Bahadoor Showkut 
Jung Sippa Salar, Nawab Sonbadar of the Carnatic, on bis own behalf, on 
the other part, for settling tlie succession to the soubadarry of the territories 
of Arcot, and for vesting the administration of the civil and military gf)vern- 
inent. of the ('arnatic in the United Company of Merchants of England trading 
to the East Indies. 

Article 1. 

The Nawab Azeem-ool-Uowlah Bahadoor is hereby formally established 
in the state and rank, witii the dignities dependent thereon, of his ancestors, 
heretofore Nawabs of the Carnatic, and the possession thereof is hereby gua- 
rjinteed by the Honorable East India Company to His said Highness Azeern- 
ool-l)owlah Bahadoor, who has accordingly succeeded to the soubadarry of the 
terri Lories of Arcot. 

Article 2. 

Such parts of the Treaties heretofore concluded between the said East 
India Company and their Pliglmesses, heretofore Nawabs of the Carnatic, as 
are calculated to strengthen the alliance, to cement the friendship, and to 
identify the interests of the contracting parties, are hereby renewed and con¬ 
firmed, and accordingly the friends or enemies of either are the friends and 
enemies of both j)arties. 

Article 3. 

The Honorable Company hereby charges itself with the maintenance 
and support of the military force necessary for the defence of the Carnat ic, 
and for the protection of the rights, person, and ju'operty of the said Nawab 
Azeem-ool-Dowlah Bahadoor ; and with the view of reviving the fundamental 
})rinciples of the alliance between his ancestors and the English nation, the 
said Nawab Azeem-ool-Dowiah stipulates and agrees that he will not enter 
upon any negociation or correspondence with any Furopean or Native power, 
without the knowledge and consent of the said English Company. 

Article 4. 

It is hereby stipulated and agreed that the sole and exclusive administra¬ 
tion of the civil and military governments of all the territories and dependen- 

1 
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cies of the Carnatic Payen Gliat, together with the full and exclusive ri^ht 
to the revenues thereof (with the exception of such portion of the said reve¬ 
nues as sliall he appropriated for the maintenance of the said Nawah and for 
the support of his dignity) shall he for ever vested in the said hn«j:llsh Com¬ 
pany ; and the said Company shall aecording-ly possess the sole power and 
authority of constituting* and ap})ointing without any interference on the 
part of the said Nawah, all officers for the collection of the reveniu's, and of 
establishing Courts for the administration of civil and criminal judicature. 

Article 5. 

It is hereh}^ stipulated and agreed that one-fifth part of the not revenues 
of the Carnatic shall he annually allotted for the maintenance a,nd support of 
tlie said Nauab and of his own immediate family, including the mahal of His 
late H igliness the Ummeer-ool-Omrah. The said fifth part shall he fiaid by 
the Company, in monthly instalments (>f twelve thousand Star Pagodas; and 
what(W(‘r circumstantio may occur affi^eting tlie net nweniies of the Carnatic, 
the said instalments shall not ho less than twelve thonsa-nd Star Pagoihis. 
M’hatcwer balance of the Said fifth ]>art may launain due at the expiration of 
ea.(*h year sliall be liquidated upon the settlement of the acaiounts, and the 
said fifth part shall he at the free disposal of the said Nawah, consistently 
with the princi]»les of the said alliance. 

Article 6. 

The fifth part of the revenues, as stated in the preceding Article, shall 
be calculated and determined in the following manner, viz., all charges of 
every description incurred in the collection of the revenues, the amount of the 
jaghire lands, stated in the ninth Article in the d’reaty of 1787 at Star Pago¬ 
das 2,l‘h421, and the sum of Pagodas 6,21,105, approjiriahle to the liquida¬ 
tion of the debts of the late Mahomed Ali, shall, iu the first instance, he 
deducted from the revenues of the Carnatic; and alter the deduction of tliose 
three items shall have bi*en made, one-lifth part of the remaining ml reveiuK^ 
(including the polygar pesheush, which shall always he calculated at the sum 
of 2,64,704 Star Pagodas 20 Fauams 26 Cash, according to the Treaty of 
1792) shall be allotted for the maintenance of the said Nawah, and for the 
support of His Highnesses dignity. 

Article 7. 

Whereas it was stipulated by the fourth Article of the Treaty of 1 792 
that the sura of six lakhs twenty-one thousand one hundred and five Star 
Pagodas should annually he applied to tlie discharge of certain registered 
debts duo by the late Nawab Mahomed Ali to his private creditors, under 
agreements concluded between His Highness and the Honorable Company, 
and guaranteed by the Parliament of (4reat Britain, until the said registered 
debt should be liquidated; the Honorable English Company accordingly 
hereby charges itself with the annual payment of 6,21,105 Pagodas from the 
revenues of the Carnatic, until the remainder of the said registered debt shall 
be liquidated. 
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Article 8. 

'Whereas certain debts are due to the said Company by the ancestors of 
the said Nawab, and whereas it is expedient, in order that the present Treaty 
may iiudude a comj)letc arraiijjfement of all affairs depending* between the said 
Company and the said Nawab, that an adjustment should be made of the 
aforementioned debts, wherefore the said Nawab formally and explicitly 
acknowledges the debt, commonly called the cavalry loan, amountint^, with 
its interests, to 18,24,34<-2 Star Pagodas 6 Fanams 47 Cash, and also the 
portion of the ro<j;-istered debt heretofore paid by the said Company to the 
creditors of the late Nawab Wolau Jah (according to the annexed Schedule), 
to be just debts ; and whereas, exclusively of the abovementioned debts, 
other unadjusted debts also remain, which were referred to the adjustment 
and decision of the (governor General in Council of Bengal ; and whereas the 
said unadjusted debts have not been determined according to that intention, 
the said Nawab hereby engages that whenever the said determination shall be 
made, His Highness will acknowledge to be a just d(;bt the amount of the 
l)alancc which shall be so declared to be due to the said Comj>any. It is not 
however the intention of" this Article to cause any diminution from the hftli 
part payable to tlie said Nawab, but, on the confrarv, it is specified that> no 
deduction shall l»e made from the revenue, on any account whatever, excepting 
th(i three items stated in the sixth Article, previously to the determination of 
H is Highness’s proportion. 


Akttci.e 9. 

I’he English Company engages to take into consideration the actual 
situation of the families of their Highnesses the late Nawahs Wolan Jah and 
Omdet-oohOinrah Bahadoor, as W(dl as the situation of the ])rincipal oflicers 
of His late Higlinessks government; and the British Government shall charge 
itself with the expense (cliargea})le on the rcveniu's of the Carnatic) of a 
suitable provision for their respective maintenance. ^Ihe amount of the ahove- 
mentiom*d ex})enses, to be defrayed hy the Company, shall he distributed, 
with the knowledge of the said Nawab, in such luauiier as shall be judged 
proper. 

Article 10. 

The said Nawab Azcem-ool-Dowlah Bahadoor shall, in all places, on all 
occasions, and at all times, he treated with the respect and attention due to 
His Highnesses rank and situation, as an ally of the British Govcrnineiit, 
and a suitable guard shall be appointed from the Company's troops for the 
protection of liis said High nesses person aud palace. 


Article 11. 

T.he entire defence of the Carnatic against foreign enemies, and the 
maintenance of the internal tranquillity and police of the country, having 
been hereby transferred to the British Government, His said Highness 
engages not to entertain or em^doy in his service auy armed men without the 
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consent of the British Government, who will fix, in concert with 11 is High¬ 
ness, the number of armed men necessary to be retained for purposes of state. 
Such armed men as His Highness may, in consequence of this Article, engage 
in his service, shall be paid at the exclusive cost and charge of the said 
Navvab. 


Article 12. 

The Honorable East India Company shall, in conformity to the stipula¬ 
tions of this Treaty, enter upon the exclusive administration of the civil and 
military government of the Carnatic, on the 31st day of July, 1801; and 
His said Highness the Nawab shall issue orders to all his civil and military 
officers, to transfer the district or districts under their respective charge to 
such persons as shall be appointed by the said Company to manage the said 
districts, and also to deliver to the persons af)pointed all records, accounts, 
and official papers belouging to their respective cutcherries or offices. 

This Treaty, bearing date the 31st day of July Anno Domini 1801, and 
consisting of twelve Article's, having been executed by Edward Lord Clive, 
Governor in Council aforesaid, on the one part, and His Highness Azeem-ool- 
Dowlah Bahadoor on the other part, is hereby mutually interchanged, the 
said Edward Lord Clive engaging that a copy of the said Treaty shall be 
transmitted to Fort William, for the purpose of being ratified by His Fxeel- 
lency the Most Noble the Marquis Wellesley, k.p., Goveruor General in 
Council, and that, fis soon as the ratified Treaty shall be received from Bengal, 
it shall be delivered to His said Highness, who will then return to His Lord- 
ship the copy which he now receives.

Sepaiiate Explanatory Articles annexed to the Treaty for 
settling the succession to the souradarry of the territo¬ 
ries ot* Arcot and for vesting the administration of tlio 
Civil and Military Government of the Carnatic Eayen 
Ghat in the United Company of Merchants of England 
trading East Indies. 

Article 1. 

Whereas it is stipulated by the fifth Article of the Treaty that the sum 
to be appropriated to the support of the dignity of His Highness the Nawab 
Azeem-ool-Howlah Babadoor shall be calculated at one-fifth part of the net 
revenues of the Carnatic, and whereas the improvement of the said revenutjs 
which, under Providence, may be expected to arise from the effects of the 
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present arrangement, may render the said fifth part greater than will he neces¬ 
sary to the purposes intended by the contracting parties, it is hereby explained, 
for the better understanding of the 5th Article of the Treaty, that whenever 
the whole net revenue of the Carnatic, including the sums to be deducted 
according to the sixth Article of the Treaty, shall exceed the sum of twenty- 
live lakhs of Star Pagodas, then in that case the fifth part of such surj)lus 
shall be applied to the repair of fortifications, to the establishment of a sepa¬ 
rate fund for the eventual exigencies of war, or to the military defence of the 
Carnatic, in such manner as may bo determined by the Governor in Council of 
Fort St. George, after previous communication to Ills Highness the Nawab 
Azeem-ool-DovvIah. 

A llTICLE 2. 

Whereas it is stipulated in the sixth Article of the Treaty tliat the sum 
of 2,13,421 Pagodas on account of jaghires, and the sum of 6,21,105 Pagodas 
on account of the ])rivate debts of the Nawab Mahomed Ali, shall be deduct¬ 
ed from the amount of the net revenue, previously to the determination of the 
])roportioii to be paid to His Highness the Nawab, it is nevertheless hereby 
ex[)lain(‘d that it shall not be incumbent on the Honorable Company to 
appro])riate lands yielding a revenue to the said amount of 2,13,421 Pagodas, 
but that the said Com])any shall be at liberty to exereise its diseretioii in the 
mode and in the extent of the provisions to be made, according to the ninth 
Article of the Treaty, for the snj)))ort of the family and princi[>al ofiicers of 
the Nawab Mahomed All and of the Nawab Orndet-ool-Omrah. And it is 
further explained that, notwithstanding the licpiidation of the private debt of 
the Nawab Mahomed Ali, or of the debt due to the llonorahhj Company, 
the said sura of 6,21,105 Pagodas shall always bo deducted from tlie net 
revenue, and shall in no case be included in the net revenue previously to the 
determination of the share to be allotted to His Highness the Nawab Azeem- 
ool-Dowlah .Hahadoor, it being the intention of the contracting parties that 
the said sum of 2,13,421 Pagodas, and the said sum of 6,21,105 Pagodas shall 
be considered to be permanent deductions, in all times to come, from the 
revenue of the Carnatic.

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2—TANJORE. 

In tlie time of Aurang'zeb, the Hindu Rajas of Tanjore (Tanjavur) were 
dispossessed of their territories by Ekojij balf-brotber of Shivaji, the founder 
of the Mahratta }>ower, who transmitted the State to his posterity. During 
tlie early wars between the Encflisb and the French, the power in Tanjore was 
lield by Pratap Siii;^h, of illeg-itimate birth, who had dispossessed his half- 
brother, Sayaji, the legitimate successor to tlie State. Tanjore had never 
been actually incorporated with the Carnatic, but it bad from time to time 
paid trihutc, when hard pressed by the Nawab. In 1702, in consequenee 
of the war with the French, the finances of the Nawab of the Carnatic were 
at a low ebb. He claimed large arrears of tribute from Tanjore and 
applied to the English for assistance to reduce the Raja. Military aid was 
rcifused, but through the mediation (No. X.) of the Madras Government 
the Raja agreed in 1762 to pay to the Nawab twenty-two lakhs of rupees as 
arrears and a fixed tribute of four lakhs annually for the future. 

In 1771 the Raja of Tanjore, Tuljaji, son of Pratap Singh, prepared an 
expedition against the Palegar of Ramnad, a dependent of the Carnatic, to re¬ 
cover some districts, which, he said, had been wrested from him in 1763. Media¬ 
tion failed and at the request of the Nawab a British force was sent to punish 
the Raja. During the hostilities, however, the son of the Nawab concluded a 
Treaty of peace (No. XI.) with the Raja in 1771 without the knowledge or 
consent of the English. By this the Raja bound himself to pay eight lakhs 
of arrears of tribute and tlilriy-two and a half lakhs as the expenses of the 
expedition, and to furnish the Nawab with trooj)S in time of war. The clan¬ 
destine cnmclusioii of this engagement was condemned by the Madras Govern¬ 
ment. 

The Raja of Tanjore again fell into arrears in 1773, and was believed to 
be intriguing with Haidar Ali and the Mahrattas for a su})ply of troops. His 
position in the country, to the defences of which he contributed nothing, was 
felt to be a source of constant danger, and it was therefore determined to take 
the opportunity, while enforcing the Nawab^s claims, to reduce him to sub¬ 
mission. Tanjore was taken on the 17th September 1773, and the Raja and his 
family were made prisoners in the fort. 1 he Court of Directors disapproved 
of this expedition against Tanjore, and directed the restoration of the Raja. In 
consequence of these orders, and notwithstanding the remonstrances of the 
Nawab of the Carnatic, the Raja was reinstated on the 11th April 1776, and 
a I reaty (No. XII.) was concluded with him. He bound himself by this to do 
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nothing’ contrary to the Cornpany^s interests, to receive British troops for the 
protection of his country, to contribute four lakhs of Pagodas towards military 
expenses, and to grant to the Company two hundred and seventy-seven 
villages. 

Tuljaji died in 1787 and was succeeded by his half-brother, Amar Singh, 
with whom a new Treaty (No. XIII.) was concluded in the same year. It was 
based on the same principles as the one concluded in the same year with the 
Nawab of the Carnatic, viz.y that the Raja should contribute towards the peace 
establishment two-fifths of his revenues, with territorial security for punctual 
payment; that in time of wav the contribution should be doubled ; that he should 
pay a further sum of three lakhs of Pagodas a year for the liquidation of his 
debts to the Nawab and to his private creditors; and that he sliould pay to the 
British Government the tribute ceded to them by the Nawab of the Carnatic. 
After the close of the war with Tipu another Treaty (No. XIV.) was made 
with Amar Singh on the l^th July almost identical in terms with the 

treaty of the same date concluded with the Nawab of the Carnatic. 

Before his death Tuljnji had adopted Sarfoji or Sharahhoji as his son. and 
committed him to the care of Amar Singh, The adoption was disputed on 
three grounds—the imbecile state of Tiiljaji^s mind, the age of the boy, and 
tlie fact that he was an only son. These circumstances were held to in¬ 
validate the adoption, so it was cancelled and Amar Singh was recognised 
as successor to the State. Sarfoji, however, appealed, and as the best 
legal authorities were, on further enquiry, found to he in favour of Iiis claim, 
Amar Singh was deposed and Sarfoji acknowledged in his stead. On his 
accession in 1709 a Treaty (No. XV.) was made with him, by which he 
resigned the administration into the hands of the British Government and 
received a provision of one lakh of Pairodas and one-fifth of the net revenues. 
A pension of 25,000 Pagodas was granted to Amar Singh. The deposed Raja 
died in 1802. 

Political relations with Sarfoji continued unchanged during his lifetime. 
By the treaty of 1799 no sovereign authority was left to him, except in the 
fort of Tunjore and its immediate vicinity, and there it was subject to the control 
of the British Government. Sarfoji died in 1882, and was succeeded by his 
only son Shivaji. On his death in 1855 without male heirs, direct or colla¬ 
teral, the titular dignity became extinct. 

Besides the territory ceded under the treaty of 1799, and the district of 
Devikottai, which was ceded by Pratap Singh, there arc several British districts 
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which originally formed part of the Tanjore State. Tlie French settlement 
of Karikal was purchased from Tanjore in 1739. Negapatam and Nagar, 
which were taken from the Portuguese by the Dutch in 1600, were annexed to 
the British dominions in 1781. Tranquebar, which was purchased by the 
Danes, was sold by them to the British in 184,5. 

The Raja left at his death two daughters and sixteen widows. The elder 
daughter, Rajesa Bai, died a little before the pensionary arrangements for 
the provision of the family were completed. His second daughter, Mohana 
Mukta Bai Amani Raje Sahiba, known thereafter as the Princess of Tanjore^ 
received a pension of Rupees 3,000 per mensem. She was granted a personal 
salute of 13 guns, and in 1878 was ajipointed a member of the Imperial 
Order of the Crown of India. On her death in 1885, a moiety of her pension 
was continued to her husband. Raja Sakharam Sahib. There are now nine 
surviving widows of the Raja, and they are in receipt of a monthly pension of 

Rupees 800 each, except Kamak* 
shi Amba Bai Sahiba, who draws 
Rupees 1,000. The courtesy title 
of “ Highness ” has been conceded 
by Government only to the 
Raja’s widows, 

The affairs of the family are under the management of the Collector 
of the Tanjore District, subject to the general control of the Madras Govern* 
meut.

A Treaty and Aorerment made and concluded between Omdet- 
ool-Moolk Seraj-ool-Dovylah Aneverdeen Khan Baha- 
i)OOR Moonsoor Jung, Nawab of the Carnatic Payen 
Ghat, and Pejitab Sing, IIajah of Tanjore, in mariner 
following-:— 

Whereas a destructive war, fomented and carried on hy the French and 
their allies against the said NaAvab, hath for many years last past wasted and 
adlicted the ])iuvinec of the Carnatic Payen Ghat, in which war the said 
Nawab Aneverdeen Khan Bahadoor hath at length, with the assistance of his 
alii es, proved victorious, and restored jieaoe and tranquillity to the said jirovince ; 
and when'as at sundry times during the said troubles the said Rajah Pertab 
Sing did yield some aid and assistance to the said Nawab Aneverdeen Khan 
whereby, as well as by the necessary defence of his own kingdom against the 
Freiuih, he hath been put to great expense; and whercjis by reason of tluj said 
troubles neither the amount of pesheush dno from the said Rajah to the 
Mogul and ])ayable to the Nawab of the Carnatic, nor the amount of the 
expenses of the said Rajah incurred as aforesaid have been settled or adjusted ; 
but now it ba,ving pleased God to restore peace to these (“ountries by the 
expulsion of the common enemy, the said Nawab and the said Rajah, being 
equally desirous that the people whom God hath placed under their rule may 
enjoy tlie full fruits thereof, have mutually eofisented to eetahlish a firm 
friendship between them, and to that end they have agreed and do agree to 
settle and adjust all accounts and matters of dispute between them in manner 
following, and tliey do faithfully promise each for what concerns himself 
punctually to perform the same. 

1. The said Rajah Pertab Sing doth hereby oblige himsc^lf to pay unto 
the said Nawab Aneverdeen Khan Bahadoor the sum of twenty-two lakhs of 
Rupees coined in the English East India Com[)anyV mint at Port St. George, 
or the value thereof in Star Pagodas coined in ihe said mint, valuing the said 
Rupees at the rate of 350 for 100 Pagodas at the times and in manner 
following, that is to say :—

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And the Baid Nawab Aneverdeeii Khan Balnnloor doth a^ree to accept 
of the said twenty-two lakhs of Rupees in full payment and satisfaction for or 
on account of peshcush and in full of all accounts and demands whatsoever 
unto the lOth day of July last past, being the full term and expiration of the 
year of Phasely il71. 

The said Rajah Pertab Sing doth hereby oblige himself to pay yearly 
in the month of July unto the said Nawah Aiieverdeen Khan Rahadoor or his 
snc(*eysor the sum of two laths of Rupees as a peshcush or tribute to the 
j\f on-ul ■ and for as much as it hath been tlie usage and custom to make certain

sum <)f iwo lakhs of Rupees as a present, provided tliat no furtlun* sum either 
for pesheush or durbar charges be d(‘manded of him, vvhi(dj said two sums, 
inuking together four lakhs, shall 1 )p paid in Rupees coined in the Compaiiv^s 
mint or in Star Pagodas at the ahovementioned exchange?. And tin? said 
Nawab Aiieverdeen Khan Habadoor doth agree to aceejit of the said lirst- 
iiarned sum of two lakhs in full for the annual pesheush due to the Mogul, 
aiid also of the second named sum of two lakhs of Rupees iu full for the usual 
and customary presents or durbar charges, and doth hereby jiromise that he 
will not demand anything more. 

3. Whereas the said Nawah Aneverdeen Khan Rahadoor hath in liis 
possession a bond given by the said Rajah Perl ah Sing unto the said Nawab'^s 
late I’atlier Auev(?r(leeii Khan thibaloor tor the sum of seven lakhs of Rupees, 
wliieh bond appears fair and uneaueelled and without any receipt or endorse¬ 
ment thereon, altliougb the said Rajah Pertab Sing doth allege that the same 
or the greatest part thereof bath been dis(?harged, the said Nawab Aiieverdeen 
Klian Raliadoor, as a testimony of bis good inclinations to cultivate a lasting 
Irii.Midsbip with the said Rajah, doth promise that at the lime of signing Ibis 
agreement liy the said Rajah, ho will cause the said bond to be delivered u^J to 
him to be cancelled as if the same had been fully paid and discharged. 

4. The said Nawab Aneverdeen Khan Rahadoor doth hereby confirm 
unto the said Rajah Pertab Sing the full and free possession and enjoyment of 
the districts of Coiladdy and J'dangar which districts the said Nawab did give 
and grant unto the said Rajah during tiie late troubles, as may appear by the 
said Nawaiys Simnud. 

5. The said Nawab Aneverdeen Khan Rahadoor having expended immense 
sums during tlie late troubles in defence of the province under his govern¬ 
ment. found it necessary, after the expulsion of the common enem), to call 
u}>on the several zemindars, polygars, and jaghiredars to contribute each a 
moderate sum towards reimbursing the moneys so expended in procuring the 
blessings of the peace of which tliey became partakers, and amongst others 
tlid demand of Tremul Rao, killadar of Araiii, his reasonable quota, but the 
said Tremul Rao having obstinately refused to comply therewith, and having 
also in other respects behaved himself di8ol)ediently, the said Nawab found 
himself obliged to inarch an army to compel him to a compliance witii his 
demand, and did accordingly subdue and take the forts of Arani and Doby 
tjuddy witli all the jagbire thereunto belonging, as also the person of the said 
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Tremul Eao with his family and others. The said Nawab havin<^ thus con¬ 
vinced the said Tremul liao and all the world that he can and will enforce due 
obedience in all who are subject to his government, is now equally desirous of 
showing to all mankind that compassion is stronger in him than resentment; 
from these motives, as well as in condescension to the request of the said 
Kajah Pcrtah Sing, the said Nawab doth hereby promise that as soon as the 
said Kajah sliall have signed this agreement, he, the said Nawab, will cause 
the said Tremul Rao with his family, attendants, and all other persons who 
were taken and made prisoners at Arani, to l>e released and set at full liberty; 
and further that on the day the sum of ihree lakhs of Rupees mentioned in 
the first Article hereof shall he paid, lie will cause the said Tremul Rao to be 
put in full possession of the whole jagliire In* possessed and enjoyed before the 
capture of Arani (exce])ting however tlie said fort and Doby Guddy whicdi the 
said Nawab will retain in bis own possession) ; and provided that the said 
Tremul Rao shall not at any time hereafter erect or cause to be erected 
any fortress, walled pagoda, or other stronghold, and that be sball not even 
erect or build any wall round his dwelling-house exceeding eiglit feet high 
and two feet thick ; and further that the said Tremul Rao sball in all things 
beliave himself with due obedience to the government and pay yearly in the 
month of July unto the said Nawab or his successors the sum of ten thousand 
Rupees as a nuzzur : and the said Rajah Pertab Sing doth promise for the 
said Tremul Rao that lie shall in all things demean and behave himself accord¬ 
ingly and })ay yearly the stipulated sum. 

George Pigoi, Esq., Governor of Fort St. George and all the forts, 
factories, and ])laoes subordinate thereto. President of the Council for all the 
affairs of the J^luglisli East India Company on the coast of Coromandel, and 
also the said Council whose names are hereunto signed, having greatly at 
heart the jieace and ti'anqnillity of the countries where the Company hold 
possession and to which they trade, see with great satisfaction the conclusion 
of the Trea.lv of friendship InTwceii Nawab Onidet-ool-Moolk iSeraj-ool-Dow- 
lali Aneverdeen Khan Ikihadoor Moonsoor Jnng, Nawab of the Carnatic Payen 
Ghat, and Pertab Sing, Rajah of Tanjore, of wliich the foiegoing is a transla¬ 
tion, and being willing and desirous as much as in us lies to establish the 
friendship between them upon a lasting foundation, do hereby promise to 
guarantee the performance of the said Treaty, being thereunto invited by both 
pai ties; and accordingly we do hereby promise, as far as in us lies, that in 
case either party sliall fail in the iicrformance of the Article he hath thereby 
nndortaken to perform or any part thereof, we will to the utmost of our power 
assist; the other party to compel him who shall fail to fulfil his agreement 
and to render due satisfaction for his failure therein. 

In wiineHs whereof we have hereimio set OUT hands and' caused the seal of 
the said Company to be affured hereto in Fort George^ the 12th Ocloher 1762, 
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An Agreement taken by the Honorable John Holland, 
Esq., President and Governor in Council of Port St. 
George and Dependencies, from Shenevasarow, heir of 
Tremul Rao, Jaghiredar of Arani. 

The Honorahle the Governor in Council of Fort St. Georg’e having* 
restored co me the possession of the jaghire of Arani, which I inherited after 
the death of Tremul Kao my grandfather^ upon the terms of the Treaty of 
the year of Christ 17(i2, entered into between His Highness the Nawab of the 
Carnatic, &c., &c., &c., and His Excellency Pertab Sing, Rajah of Tanjore ; 
1 do with my own free will and consent agree to conform to the terms of the 
said Treaty so far as it relates to the jaghire of Arani ; acknowledging that 
I Lave no right by the said ^JVeaty to the Fort of Arani and Doby Oiicldy, 
and 1 do for myself and my heirs engage, in every respect, to fulfli the terms 
of the said Treaty according to the intention and S 2 '>irit thereof; binding my¬ 
self t,o be answerable to His Highness the Nawab for the annual pesheush or 
nuzzair of ten thousand Areot Rupees to he paid yearly in the month of’July 
on a reeeij^t being granted for the amount. And 1 I'urther engage that I will 
not erect or cause to be erected any forti'ess, walled pagoda, or other strong¬ 
hold, and tliiit 1 will not raise any wall even round my dwelling house exceed¬ 
ing eight feet high and two feet thick; that I will not entertain any armed 
])eons or followers exce])ting only a few sebundee for the purpose of collecting 
the revenues of the district; and that I will in all respects behave myself 
with due obedience to the Oarnatic government and to that of tlm Honor¬ 
able Comi)any ; that I will do every thing to provide for the welfare of the 
inhabitarils, and be attentive to the increase of cultivation and improvt*ment of 
the eountry and jaghire of Arani; that I will not impose or levy any new 
customs or duties of any kind whatsoever; and I do hereby relinquish and 
give u[) all or any claim or demand whatever on the Company for the collec¬ 
tions of revenues or otherwise since the district lias been under their direction 
and inaiiageiiient.

Translation of a Paper, containiDg the Articles agreed to by 
the IIajah of Tanjore, dated the 20th of October 1771. 

The two years^ jieshcush, amounting to eight lakhs of Rupees, I am to 
pay in ready money. 

For the expenses of the army I am to pay thirty-two lakhs and fifty 
thousand Rupees. 
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Whatever lands, money, and effects I have taken from the Mara war or 
Nalcotey zemindars, I will restore. 

Wlienever horse, se}ioys, peons, &c., h^htiii"* peo])le are required, 1 am to 
send them, and they are not to return till they liave leave from court; and 
the c]iar<^e of the batta, &c., is not to he required of the Circar. 

Sliould the merchants and p(‘Oi)le helonoin^ to the Company in the Tan- 
jore country have been plundered of paddy, I aru to answer it. 

T am to have nothing to do with the Mara war, Na,l(*otey, Tondiman, &c., 
and if tliey are guilty of aiw improper act, tlieir punishment is to be from 
the Cirear. 

With the fiiends of the Cirear I am to he in finhuidship, and with its 
enemies in enmity ; and I am not to jj^ive ]>lace or protection in my country 
to live enemies and those lying under the displeasure of the Cirear. 

If I hav(! taken anything from the run-away jvolygars of Warriore, 
Collarn, and Aleanoor, I am to restore it, and if they are in my country, 1 will 
deliver tliern to the Circar\s pei>ple. 

I have given a separate Treaty of friendshij). 

If any Ihiropv'ans in the servi<*e of the Circar and Company have deserted 
and lied to me, I will deliver them np. 

If tlve Companyts trade in tlu^ whole Tanjore count,ry sliall ]>e (lontimied, 
I am to use their vvavavers well. 

The fort (*f Vellum to be given to me hereafter. It must he dt‘str(>\(‘d. 

The districts of Khmgar and (h)iladdy to he conferred on me. 

1 am to give u]) to tiie Circar the villages of Tewanoor, 

1 am to give up to the Cirear the jaghire district of A rani. 


Translation of nn Engagement uiidc^r the Seal of Hajaii 
Tooljajee, dated the 25tli of October 1771. 

ddie firm engagement of Rajah Tooljajee, Rajah of Tanjore, to the Cirear 
is, that whereas in pari, of the stipulations in favor of the Cirear of the Nawah 
Mh)lau Jah, the sum of thirty-two laklis and fifty thousand Ru})e(>s is sti])u- 
lated to be yvaid ; in lieu of payment thereof in sjvecie 1 Ivave appointed the 
Bouhaship of Manewarum and some districts of the soubaship of Cumeurrum, 
the annual revenues of which may amount to sixteen lakhs and twenty-live 
thousand Rupees, for the discharge of the same; and aeeonlingh^ llie same 
will be entirely discliarged by two years^ revenues of the said lands ; and after 
the receipt of the said money by the Circar, 1 shall take back again the said 
two souhaships which belong to me. 
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Translation of an Engagement under the Seal of Rajah 
Tooljajee, dated the 26th October 1771. 

The firm engagement and true acknowledgment of Rajah Tooljajee, Rajah 
of Tanjore^ to the Circar of the Nawah Wolau Jah are, that with the friends 
of the Circar he will be in friendship, and with the enemies of the Circar in 
enmity; that he will on no account wliatever, either secretly or openly, afford 
assistance or support in any shape to the disturbers of the tranquillity of the 
Carnatic; that he will always join and he in friendship with the Circar; that 
whenever his troops, horse, sepoys, and peons shall be required, he will send 
them with his Sirdar and not demand their expenses from the servants of the 
Circar; that he shall pay the stated peshcnsh yearly without deceit or delay, 
and that in future he shall not undertake any operations whatever. In testi¬ 
mony ol' which, I, the said Rajah, have given this engagement under my hand 
and seal, swearing thereto by the faith of tlie religion I profess that the 
same may appear as a Sunnud. 


No. XII. 

Agreement with tho Rajah of Tanjorb, 1776. 

Tlie satisfaction I feel on occasion of such a friendship and extraordinary 
justice as the Company have displayed towards me is so great, that were I to 
begin to tell you what my mind conceives on the occasion, the subject would 
never have an end : had 1 thousand tongues they could not express my 
gratitude. When I had an interview with your Lordship 1 opened to you the 
sentiments of my heart; but as mere verbal declarations on this subject are 
not sufficient, I have thought it proper to write you a letter. 

I shall ever consider myself as nourished and protected by the Company, 
and shall therefore never assist or succour their enemies. No measure shall 
ever proceed from me contrary to their interests, nor will T ever set on foot 
any connectiou with other powers without the Company's consent. This 
1 have written as means of inere.-ising the li iendshij) tliat is between ns. 

In the present condition of my country, the jdaeing a garrison of English 
troops in tiie fort and city of I’anjore is exceedingly necessary; but besides 
this garrison, if the Comjiany will allow some more troops also for the jiro- 
tection of my whole country, this also will he highly proj^er. If by the favour 
of Heaven tliis be put in execution, neither 1 nor any of tuy family will need 
to fear that the calamities of war will fall upon this country again ; and if 
the Company will only favour me thus far, I will with pleasure assign them 
out of my revenues the sum of four lakhs of Pagodas per annum for their 
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military expenses. The mode of payment as follows :—November 20,000, 
December 40,000; January 40,000; February 1,00,000; March 1,00,000 ; 
April 1,00,000. 

For my body guard I shall keep a body of men from one hundred to five 
hundred; and 1 want not one man, either horse or foot, more than that 
number. 

As my finances are in the utmost disorder, and the state of my country 
all in confusion, 1 must throw myself on the Company for my present sup¬ 
port. 1 therefore wish them to buy of me at a reasonable rate all the grain 
of the present year, excepting what my country may be in need of. By this 
means the Company will not be burthened, and 1 shall be enabled to defray 
the expenses of my government without runuing in debt. 

Finally, as the fort of Devicottah has no country annexed to it, I beg the 
Company will take what they think proper as the dependency thereon. 

The country of Tanjore is the Company'sI have only to beg they will 
preserve my honor.

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Beinp^ altogether, ineludinp^ the town and seaport of Na^ore, two hundred 
and seventy-seven villages or small towns, which I make over to the Company 
aforesaid as a jaghire. 

They will be pleased to acquiesce to the following conditions : — 

1. The ryots shall enjoy their shares of cultivation, enaras, and other 
privileges, as heretofore has been usual. 

2. Such enarns as have been granted for the use of Pagodas, or charity 
to Brahmins, or maintaining choultries and water pandalls, shall be continued 
as formerly. Such spots of land contiguous to Pagodas or Hrnhmin houses, 
which are known by the name of Brimh Wast-tow, and which have been 
rented for money or iu kind, or have been let out as choutruins, shall be 
enjoyed by the present possessors as usual. The charity allowances for the 
rhut or coach of the Pagoda shall be continued. 

3. No houses shall be built by the Circar in villages called Agne where 
Brahmins reside. No Kuropean shall he allowed to dwell near any tanks or 
ponds beloi ging to Pagodas or Brahmin villages. 

4. A number of coolies and laborers, in proportion to the quantity of 
water wanted for the Comj)any^ft lands, shall be sent from those districts to 
dig and repair the water-courses and banks of the rivers in the soubah of 
Munaigoody. A just })r()}>(»rtion shqll be paid to the Ciiear from the Cotn- 
pany^s lands of the whole charges incurred in the soubah ol Munargoody, for 
re])airing the Ancutta and making new water-courses. 

5. If any amil, ryot or dependant of my Circar flies for protection in the 
Company's districts, no protection shall be given to any such persons, hut they 
shall be given up to me. 

6. People shall be sent as usual to draw the rhut or coach of the Pagoda 
at the times ot j)rocession. 

7. If I should at any time disagree with the French, Dutch, and 
others settled in my country, and prohibit any grain bom being carried to 
their settlements, the Company shall in like manner })rohibit any grain from 
being carried out of their districts to these places. 

3. The Circar people collect duties in the districts bordering on Nagore; 
these shall continue to be paid, but no duties shall be paid by me on any 
articles or commodities purchased at Nagore for my own use. 

The Company will be pleased to observe the abovementioned eight condi¬ 
tions and enjoy without molestation the lands made over to them.

Treaty and Agreement concluded between the TTonouaele 
Major General Sir Arciiibald Campbell, Kntoiit of the 
Bath, President and Governor of Port St. George, oh 
belialf of the United Company of Merchants of England 
trading to the East Indies, and His Excellency Ameer 
Sing, Hajau of Tanjore. 

The Court of Directors of the East India Company havinj^* taken into 
their serious consideration the ; 2 ^rcat advantages which may be attained hy im¬ 
proving the blessings of peace now happily re-estahlislieJ on the coast ot‘ Coro¬ 
mandel, in the Carnatio, and the country of Tanjore, and considering the 
present hour host suited for settling and arranging, by a just and equitable 
Treaty, a plan for the future defence and protection of the Carnatic, the T'an- 
jore country, and the Northern Circars, on a solid and lasting foundation, have 
communicated these their sentiments to His EieelUmcy the Hajah of Tanjore, 
who being fully impressed with the propriety and wisdom of such an arrange¬ 
ment, has, for himself, his heirs and successors, adjusted and concluded a solid 
and permanent Treaty with the Honorable East India Company npou the 
principles and conditions hereinafter memtioned. In eonsequeuce whereof it 
is stipulated and agreed that due provision shall be made for the military peace 
establishment; and also that, for discharging the expense of war, in the event 
of war breaking out in the Tanjore country, or in the Carnatic, or any part of 
the coast of Coromandel, certain contributions or proportions of the revenues 
of the contracting parties shall be united into one common stock, to be applied 
for their mutual security and defence. And as it is necessary that the appli¬ 
cation of the said contributions, both for peace and war, should he reposed in 
the United Company, or their representatives, together with the direction of 
the war, the Command of the army, magazines of stores and })rovisions, with 
full power to occupy or dismantle such forts as by them shall be deemed 
necessary for the general security, the said contracting parties do hereby 
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solemnly engfag’e and a^-ree, for themselves and their successors, to and with 
each other in manner following, that is to say 


Article 1. 

The friends and enemies of His Excellency the Rajah of Tanjore and of 
the English United East India Company shall be considered as the friends 
and enemies of both. 

Article 2. 

His Excellency the Rajah of Tanjore will contribute towards the military 
peace establishment, and shall pay into the treasury of the said United 
Compariy the annual sum of four lakhs of Star Pagodas, to commence on the 
12th duly, in the year of Christ 17s7, corresponding to the ^U)th Annee of the 
Malahar month of Palavunga year, and to the Phasely 1197, divided into 
kists, j)ayable at the following periods :—

Article 3. 

The annual contribution of four lakhs of Pagodas, to he paid by His 
Excellency the Rajah of Tanjore towards the army })eaee establishment, is 
proportioned to the gross revenues of his country, estimated at ten lakhs of 
Pagodas; and it is liereby stipulated and agreed that whenever the annual 
gross revenues of the country shall rise above ten lakhs of Pagodas, the annual 
contribution of His Excellency in time of peace shall likewise be increased 
according to the same scale or standard. 


Article 4. 

In case of failure in the punctual payment of the four lakhs of Pagodas 
already mentioned, to the extent of fifty thousand Pagodas, for the period (*f 
one month after the same shall ijceonie due, His Excellency the Rajah agrees 
that the ('ompanv shall have jiower to enter upon any of the districts in tiie 
Tan jore country that shall appear to them necessary to discharge the amount 
of tlie sum in arrear, and that the Company shall have power to appoint 
suj)eriutendents or receivers to collect and receive from the HajalPs renteis, 
managors, and amildars, all the rents, revenues, duties, and customs of the 
said districts; and these superintendents or receivers shall exercise all neces¬ 
sary authority for collecting such rents, revenues, duties, and customs ot the 
said districts, giving regular receipts for all the monies which may be received 
by the said superintendents, who shall have full power to inspect and examine 
all cutcherry receipts and accounts of the lands and districts aforesaid, as w('ll 
as to ascertain the state of all other revenues whicli shall be collected annually 
within the said districts and when the full amount of the airears due sliall 
have been paid to the Comj)any, the superintendent, or receiver shall be imme¬ 
diately recalled. 
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AllTICLE 5. 

At the appointnient of the superintendent or receiver His Excellency the 
Rajah will furnish the Company with tlie ohligations of the amildars, renters, 
or farmers of each distri<!t; and if they do not. pay the money punctually to 
the superintendent or receivers, agreeable thereto, IJis l^ixcellency the Rajah, 
at the recpiest of the Governor in Council of Fort St, George, shall and will 
immediately dismiss the said amildars, renters, or farmers, and appoint such 
others in their st(‘ad as the President in Council of Port St Gecnoc shall 
recommend, after taking from them the usual obligations, wliich shall he 
delivered to the Company by His Excellency. 

Article 6, 

That tlie exercise of power over the said districts and farms, hy virtue of 
the conditions mentioned in the 41h and 5th Articles, in case of failure in the 
j)ayment t)t‘ any of the kists, shall not extend or he construed to extend to 
deprive His J^^xeelleney the Rajah of Tanjore, or his ginfcessors, of the civil 
povci nment thereof, or the honor and diginty of his family ; hut the same 
shall he preserved to him and them inviolate, saving and excepting the powers 
in the Articles 4 and 5 expressed and mentioned. 

Article 7. 

That in the event of any war breaking out in the Carnatic, in Tanjore, 
or on the coast of Coromandel, the said United (hnnpany shall charge them¬ 
selves witli the direction, order, and (fondnet tluM-eol ; and diiring the conti¬ 
nuance of such war shall apply four-fifths of their whole revenues in the 
Carnatic and the Northern Circars annually to the military expenses of the 
war. 


Article 8. 

That in the like event His Excellency the Rajah of Tanjore shall pay 
into the treasury of the said United Company fmir-fifths of his revenues to 
tlie general expenses of such war, to he a])plicd in siicli rnanuer as the said 
United Compatiy or tiicir representative shall find necessary fur their common 
sah'ty and interests, and also for the inten^st oi tlnur allies in the ('arna.tic 
and on the coast of Coromandel; and it is moieover agieed tliat His Excel- 
lencv^s projiortion of the debt and expenses incurred hy war shall henceforth 
be settled at o^e-tifth part of the whole amount thereof. 

Article 9. 

For the more effectual security of the payment of four-fifths of the 
revenues of His Excellency, annually, to the military expenses of the war 
and to remove every doubt on the part of the Company of any secretion or 
diversion of the said revenues from the purpose aforesaid, tlie President in 
Council of Fort 8t. George, in behalf of the Company, shall have full power 
and authority, during such war, to appoint one or more inspectors or

accomptants to inspect and examine all country and cutcherry accounts and 
receipts, of all the countries and districts of His Excellency, as well as all 
other revenues, duties, or customs, collected by or for the use of His 
l.xcelleuey. And in case tlie said four-filths of the revenues or any ’part 
ther(‘of are diverted from the dis<*harjre of tiie current exfnuises of tlie war, or 
the (iehts and expenses incurred thereby, the said United Company shall have 
full power to a|)point superlnteiuhnits and receivers over the said countries 
and districts of the Itajnh, in the manner specified in the 4th Arli(de of this 
4'reaty, witli the same authority and under the like resttietioiis and conditions 
therein exjnessed, in ease of failure. 

Article 10. 

That the said annual fonr-fifths, ])ayahle from the revenues of His 
Ex(‘elleney the Eajah of Tanjore, shall, after the termination of the war 
continue to he applied to the discharj^e of all debts and exj)enses that ma\’ he 
ineiirred or arise durinj^^ the course of the war, until his j)roportic)n of one-lifth 
part of the whole expense is paid oil and dischar;^ed. 

Article 11. 

It is oxfiressly understood and deedared that so soon as the expenses 
incurred hy lh(‘ war are ])aid off and discharged, tlie superintondeuts and 
r< ceivers shall be imnrediately recalled. 

Article 12. 

ddiat during the ap])l{cation of tlie said proportion of fonr-fifths of the 
said gross revenues to tlie discharge of tlie debts and (‘Xpi‘nses incurred in time 
of war, the :?nd, tJrd, 4th, and bth Articles of this Treaty sliall he and remain 
dormant and be of no <‘ll’ect; bur sliall reeorninenee and regain tlicir full force 
and validity from and immediately after all the debts and expenses of such 
war have been fully and j)io])orti<>nally paid off and discharged. 

Akticle 13. 

In ease His Excellency shall at any time have occasion for any number 
of troops for the security and collection of his revenues, the suj)port of his 
authority, or the good order and government of his country, tlie said United 
Company sliail and will furnish a sufficient niiinher of troops for that purpose, 
on a publio repiesentatinn bidng made by His Excellency to the Presid(mt in 
Council of Fort St. George, of the necessity of employing such force and the 
objects to he obtained thereby. In case of the march of such troops, the 
additional batta and expenses attending their movements shall be annually 
discharged by His Excellency at the end of each year. 

Article 14. 

The late Eajah of Tanjore having been, at the time of his death, 
indebted to His Highness the Nawah of the Caruatic for arrears of pesheush 
since the year 1776, which, at the cornmeneement of Pbascly 1197, or 12th 
July 1787, will amount to the sum of twelve lakhs fifty-seven thousand one 
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hundred and forty-two Pag'odas, and bavinalso been indebted to British 
subjects whose names are set forth in a Schedule, hereunto annexed, for 
various sums of money lent by them to and for the use of the Rajah, which 
with interest are computed to amount to about the sum of four lakhs of 
Paofodas, it is hereby stipulated and agreed that for the liquidation of the 
said arrears of pesheusb, Hie Excellency shall appropriate annually the sum

Article 15. 

The private debts of His Excellency not being as yet accurately ascer¬ 
tained, it is hereby agreed that the debts due to the British subjects shall be 
forthwith examined, adjusted, and settled; for wiiich purpose the creditors 
shall be called iqiou to deliver their demands to the President in Council of 
Madras, stated with simple iiitiu'est at the rate of lii per cent, per annum, to 
the P2th day of July 17^7, wbicU accounts will be examined by aLrenIs to be 
appointed on the part of the Rajah, and by the Governor in Council on behalf 
of the creditors, after which they will be laid before His Ext^ellcney, and on 
receiving his final approbation they shall be classed amongst the list of his 
private creditors, and become entitled to a share, or rateable proportion of the 
said sum of eighty thousand Pagodas, agreeable to such equitable arrangement 
as may be formed by the Governor in Council, for the benefit of the Bajah and 
the creditors. And it is agreed that so soon as the debts and interest due 
from the Rajah to British subjects are paid off and discharged, the annual 
payment of h0,()00 Pagodas, agreed to be made by the Bajah for the benefit 
of the creditors, shall from henceforth cease and determine. 

Article 16. 

And whereas His Highness tlie Nawab of the Carnatic has by a solemn 
deed assigned over to the United East India Company tlie arrears of peslieush 
already due and the annual pesheush wliieh shall henceforth become due to 
His Highness, iu part payment of his debt to the Company, His Excellency 
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the Rajah of Tanjore, williujTf to manifest his regard to the Company and 
npriV^'ht intention towards the Nawab of the Carnatic, does hereby cheerfully 
a^ree to pay into the hands of the India Company, for the account of the 
Nawab of the Carnatic, the whole annual appropriations to His Hig-hness, 
specified in the l4th Article, upon the President and Council of Fort St. 
(Tcor^e indemnifying’ His Excellency for the amount of all such money as 
they shall receive on that ac(!Ount. In like manner the Company shall be 
accountable to His Excellency on account of the money received ou behalf of 
the creditors. 

In confirmation of all the Articles in the preceding- Treaty Sir Archibald 
C'ampbell, Governor of Fort St. George, invested with full powers on behalf of 
the India Company, has subscribed ai^d sealed two instruments, of the same 
tenor and date, at Tanjore, on the lOth day of Af)iil in the year of Christ 
one thousand seven hundred and eig’hty-seven : and Ills Excellency Maharajah 
Amc<-r Sing, for himself, his heirs and successors, h.is also subscrii)ed and 
sealed the same instruments, at Tanjore, the twentieth of the month Jamad-ul- 
Auker, and in the year of the Hegira

Treaty with the Rajah of Tanjore— 1792. 

Wherpns a certain enorag-ement was entered into between the Honorable 
English Kast India Company and His Excellency Ameer 8irjg*, Rajali of 
Tanjore, bearing* date the 10th day of April 17S7, for the purpose of cement¬ 
ing an everlasting friendship with each other, and of contributing mutually 
towards the defence of the Carnatic and countries dependent thereon, whereby 
it was stipulated that the said Company should maintain a military foree, and 
that the said Rajah of Tanjore should pay annually a e(*rtain sum of money 
arising from the revenues of his country, and should furnish sufficient and 
satisfactory security under certain conditions expressed in the said engagement 
for the regular payment of tlie sum stipulated to tbe said Company; and 
whereas it appears that the resources of the said country of Tanjore are not 
competent to enable the said Rajah to perform the stipulations in the said 
engagements ; and whereas it further appears that the security which the 
said Rajah of Tanjore agreed in the above-mentioned encragement to furnish, 
for the due payment of the stipulated sum to the said Company, is, in its 
nature, inadequate to the end intend^^d; and whereas certain agreements have 
also been entered into between the said Company and the said Rajah, for the 
discharge of certain debts due by the said Rajah to })rivate jiersons: it has 
been mutually agreed, in consequence of the above writt<ai circaimstances, 
that the engagement aforesaid shall henceforth he considiaed by the contract¬ 
ing parties as annulled and no longer of effect or in force ; and in lieu thereof 
the Honorable Sir Charles Oakeley, Baronet, President and CTOveriior in 
Council of Fort St. George, on behalf of the United Company of Merchants 
of England trading to the East Indies, their heirs and successors, on the one 
part, and His Excellency Ameer Sing, Rajah of Tanjore, in bis own name, and 
for himself, his heirs and successors, on tlie other part, ag^’iec to the following- 
Articles, which shall i )0 binding on the respective parties for the purposes con¬ 
tained therein, notwithstanding all or any of the conditions stipulated in the 
engagement, dated 10th April 17b7,to the contrary. 

Akticle 1. 

The fiiends and enemies of eitiier of the eontraciing })arties shall be con¬ 
sidered the friends and enemies of both. 

Article 2. 

In order to execute the foregoing Artiide in its full extent, the Honor¬ 
able English East India Compaiiy agree to maintain a military force, and the 
Rajali of Tanjore agrees to contribute annually a certain sum of money, herein¬ 
after mentioned, as his sliare of the expense of the said military force; the 
Rajah further agreeing that the disjiosal the said sum, together with the 
arrangement and employments of the troops suppor^d by it, shall be letf en¬ 
tirely to the said Company. 
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Article 3. 

It is hereby also agreed that for the farther security and defence of the 
countries belonging’ and subject to the contracting parties in the Carnatic, &c., 
that all forts shall be garrisoned by the troops of the said Company; and in the 
event of war breaking out in the Carnatic and countries appertaining to either 
])arty and dependent on the Carnatic or contiguous thereto, it is agreed, for the 
better prosecution of it, that so long as it shall last the said Company shall pos¬ 
sess full authority over the Tanjore country, and shall collect the revenues there¬ 
of, the said Company hcrchy engaging that during such war they will pay to 
tlje said Rajah one lakh of Pagodas (1,00,000) per annum, and one-fiflh sliare 
of the net revenue ari.sing therefrom, and that at the conclusion of the war 
ilie Tanjore country shall be restored to the Rajab, except iu certain cases, 
which are hereinafter mentioned. 

Article 4. 

The Rajah of Tanjore agrees to pay to the said Company, for the purpose 
of mutual defence, the sum of three lakhs and fifty thousand (3,50,000; Star 
Pagodas annually as his share of the expenses for the military force; and also 
in consequence of an agreement between the said Company and the Nawab of 
the Carnatic, a further sum of one lakh fourteen thousand two hundred and 
eighty^five (1,14,285) Star Pagodas annually on account of the pesheush pay¬ 
able from Tanjore to the said Nawab, and by him transferred in absolute right 
to the said Company; and the said Rajah further engages to pay the sum of 
sixty thousand (60,(i00) Star Pagodas per annum towards the discharge of 
certain debts sanctioned by the said Company and specified in the Schedule 
liereimto annexed, No. 2, which further sura of sixty thousand (60,000) Star 
l^agodas shall cease on the full liquidation of the said debts. 

Article 5. 

Although the sums above mentioned constitute the regular stated pay¬ 
ments for which the Rajah of Tanjore is to be accountable, under the beads of 
subsidy, pesheush, and private debts, yet the said Company, considering the 
actual state of the Tanjore country, which has for many years been declining 
in its revenue, and desirous of affording the said Kajali as much present 
relief as may be consistent with the absolute necessities of their own Govern¬ 
ment, in the confidence that be will turn it to the improvement of his country 
a nd the comfort of liis people, agree that a temporary suspension shall take 
place with respect to a part of the annual payment stated in the foregoiiig 
Article, that is to say, for three years, commencing with the present Fusly, or 
12th July last, they consent the annual demand of one lakh fourteen thousand 
two hundred and eiglity-flve (1,14,285) Star Pagodas on account of pesheush 
shall be postponed, and that tlie amount which at the expiration of that period 
will become due, being three lakhs forty-two thousand eight hundred and fifty 
five (3,42,855) Star Pagodas, shall be added to the arrears owing by the said 
Rajah on his former engagements ; and the said Rajah agrees, towards the 
liquidation of this aggregate balance, to pay fifty thousand (50,0U0) Star Pa¬ 
godas, per annum, commencing from the 12tb July last, and to be continued 
till the whole shall be discharged ; and after the expiration of three years to 
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pay liis annual pesbcush of onelakb fourteen thousand twobunclrcd andei^bty 
live (ljl4,2 85) Star Pagodas regularly as it becomes due. Thus the whole 
sum to be paid, after the expiration of three years, will be five lakhs fourteen 
thousand two hundred and eighty-five (5,14,ii85) Star Pagodas for account of 
the said Company, and sixty thousand (60,()U0) Star Pagodas per annum for 
account of the private creditors, 

Abticle 6. 

In order to make good the sum stipulated to he paid annually for tliroe 
years, namely, three lakhs and fifty thousand (3,50,000) Star Pagodas on 
jiccouut of the Kajah’s share of the Tnilitary expense, fifty thousand (50,000) 
Star Pagodas on account of arrears, and sixty thousand (60,000) Star Pagodas 
on account of private debts, the said Ra.jah agrees to ]iay the amount of the 
said three sums, being four lakhs sixty thousand (4,60,000) Star Pagodas, 
into the Company's treasury at Madras, at the following })eiiods:

And it is mutually agreed that at the end of three years, when the additional 
]>aymcnt of one lakh fourteen thousand two hundred and eighty-live (1,14,2S5) 
Star Pagodas per annum is to commence a proportionable increase shall take 
])lace in each of the above instalments, and that on the liquidation of the 
]Mivate debts before mentioned, a proportionable deduction sliall be made on 
that account. 

Article 7. 

If, contrary to the intentions of the said Tlajah, any part of tl)e sums 
mentioned in the instalment or kisthundy, fixed hy the foregoing Article, 
shall not 1 j(‘ fully jiaid at the expiration o( fifteen days fiaun tln^ time limited, 
in that case the said Ckmipany shall assume the management of, and make 
the collection of, the revennes from the districts mentioned in the Schedule 
No. 1, hereunto annexed, according to the following conditions; and for this 
the present engagement shall be considered suflieient authority, the said 
(\ampany through their President in Council at Fort St. George g’iving imme¬ 
diate and explicit information, according to the tenor thereof, to the said 
Rajah, who shall, on the arrival of the Company's otiicers in tin* said distri(*ts, 
recall all his officers, except one in each district, which officer shall remain at 
the sudder cutcherry, and shall he furnished annually by the offi(;er of the 
said Company wdtb co])ies of the sudder cutcherry accounts of the gross collec¬ 
tions, and of the net receipts, under the attestation of the officer of the said 
Company and of the sudder omlali of the district. 

First ,—The said Company shall assume the management of such district 
or districts, f,he revenue of which, after deducting the charges of collection, 
shall have fallen in arrear. 
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Second .—The said Company agree that a deduetion shall take |)laeo 
pr(?>portionahly from the arnouiit of the ni’oo kists ahove^mentioned, ecpial to 
the amount of the net revenue of the district or districts whicli shall have 
been assumed as above, such deduction commencing from the day that the 
assumption shall take place. It is hereby also mutually agreed that an 
account, called ^Mmlance account/^ shall be immediately opened for this and 
other purposes hereinafter mentioned, bearing an interest of eight per cent, 
per annum, between the said liajah and the said Company, in which the said 
Rajah shall ho debited for the balance accrued in his above stipulated pay¬ 
ments and also for the amount d(‘diicted as above from the nine kists, and 
shall be credited for the net revenues collected from the said district or dis¬ 
tricts, the said Company continuing to exercise authority in, and to make 
the collections from the same until, in consequence of the full licjuidation cf 
the private debts, and diminution of the annual sum to be for that purpose 
paid by the said Rajah to the said Company, accf>rding to the 1th Article, 
the said balance account shall be equal on the debit and credit side, and 
nothing shall remain duo to the said Company, then the said district or dis¬ 
tricts shall revert to tlie management of the said Rajah. 

Third. — Whenever the said district or districts thus assumed shall be 
restored, according to the above condition, it is agreed that in case any of the 
kists for tlie sum remaining due, after the deduction of the sum of sixty 
thousand (60,000) Star Pagodas, that is to say, for the sum of five lakhs 
fourteen thousand two hundred and ciglity-live {5,id,ti85) Star Pagodas, be 
not paid hfteen days after the exj)iratiou of the time limited, the said Com¬ 
pany shall possess equal pow(T to assume the districts rnentioiu'd iu the said 
Schedule No. 1, as iu the first instance, and shall accordingly assume such 
district or districts, the revenue of which, after deducting the charges of 
collection, shall equal the amount of the kisb which shall have fallen in arrear, 
from which they shall realize the balance that shall have arisen iu the pay¬ 
ment of the kists, and shall give credit to the said Rajah for the surplus and 
subsequent net revenues, in the part payment of the sum of five lakhs 
fourteen thousand two hundred and eighty-hve (5,1 d.SSo) Star Pagod:is; and 
in this case the management of the district or districts thus assumed shall for 
ever eontinue iu the possession of the said Company, anything continued iu the 
^ird Article of the present engagement to the contrary notwithstanding; and 
the said Company agree to give to the said Rajah credit for the net revenue 
arising therefrom. 

Fourth .—In order to prevent any loss arising to either party from this 
measure, it is mutually agi-eed that the district or districts which shall thus 
he assumed by the said Company shall be entire, as mentioned in the said 
Schedule, and not parts of districts. 

Fifth.^\w consequence of this measure, whereby the districts mentioned 
in tlie Schedule No. i become responsible for any arrears that may accrue in 
the payment of the above stipulated kists, the said Rajah agrees that he will 
not grant tunkaus or assignments on any account on the revenues thereof; 
and if, contrary to this condition, any tunkaws or assignments should exist 
when the said districts or any of them shall be assumed by the said Company, 
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such tunkaws or assig*nments shall he dof^lared hy the said Company and the 
said Rajah to be of no value, nor shall they remain in effect. 

Sixth .—It is agreed between the contracting parties that the above de¬ 
scribed balance account shall be annually adjusted; and a committee, consist¬ 
ing of four respectable and capable persons, of which two shall be nominated 
by the said Company and two by the said Rajah, shall assemble on the first 
day of August of every year, commencing with 1793, for the purpose of 
adjusting and of drawing out a fair and equitable statement thereof. 

Article 8, 

In case tho said Rajah shall at any time have occasion for any number 
of troops for the collection of his revenues, the support of his authority, or 
the good order and government of his country, the said Company agree to 
furnish a sufficient number of troops for that purpose, on public representation 
being made by the said Rajah to the President in Council of Fort St. George 
of the necessity for employing such troops, and of the objects to be obtained 
thereby ; and the said Rajah agrees to dafray the additional expense of such 
troops so long as they may be employed at his request, this additional expense 
being the sum over and above the expense of such troops while in garrison 
or at fixed quarters; and it shall be at the option of the said Rajah to reim- 
burst} the said surplus expense, either on the conclusion of the service on which 
such troops may have been employ^ed, in money, or to add it to the debit side 
of the account, called ^‘balance account,^'^ as more particularly explained in 
the second condition of the 7th Article, 

Article 9. 

The said Rajah shall receive regular information of all negociations which 
shall V(‘late to declaring war or making peace wherein the said Company may 
engage, and the interests of the Carnatic and its dependencies may be con- 
cerntnl ; and the said Rajah shall be considered as an ally of the said (k)rnpany 
ill all Treaties which shall in any respect affect the Carnatic and countries 
depending thereon, or belonging to either of the contracting parties, contigu¬ 
ous thereto; and the said Rajah agrees that he will not enter into any nego- 
ciations or political correspondence with any European or native jiower with¬ 
out the consent of the said Company. 

Article 10. 

The said Rajah agrees to allow for the support of Serfojee, the adopted 
son of the late Rajah Tooljajee deceased, the sum of eleven thousand (11,U00) 
Star Pagodas per annum, and for the maintenance of the widows of the 
said Tooljajee the further sum of three thousand (3,000) Star Pagodas each 
per annum; which payments shall be made, by equal monthly instalments, 
into the hands of the Company or whomsoever they may appoint to receive 
them, and applied to the above purposes, according to their discretion. 

This Treaty, consisting of ten Articles and having two Schedules annexed 
thereto, marked Nos. 1 and 2, shall be in force and shall have effect from the 
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] ^th day of July 1792, corresponding witli the 22nd day of t he month Zekaida, 
1206 Hegira, and the contracting parties having affixed their respective seals 
and sii^natures to two counterparts on the dates undermentioned, that is to say, 
the Honorable Sir Charles Oakeley, Baronet, President and Governor in 
Council of Fort St. Geor^^e shall affix his seal and sig-nature to one counter¬ 
part, on the part of the Honorable English East India Company, and His 
Excellency Ameer Sing, Rajah of Tanjore, shall affix his seal and signature to 
another counterpart, shall be exchanged. 

Signed and sealed at Fort St. George the eleventh day of Juiie, one 
thousand seven hundred and ninety-three*

No. XV. 

Treaty with the Hajaii of Tanjore, 1?99. 

Treaty for ccraeiiting the friendship and adihance hetiyeen 
the Honorable Company and Hxs Excellency the Rajah 
of Tanjore and for establishing the government of Tanjore 
on a permanent foundation. 

Whereas the stipulations and conditions of the Treaty of 1792 coneduded 
between the Honorable Sir Charles Oakcley, Baronet, Governor in Council 
of Fort St. George, and Ilis Excellency Ameer Sing, late Rajah of Tanjore, 
have been found inadequate to the intentions of the contracting parties; and 
whereas His Excellency Maharajah Serfojec, Rajah of Tanjore, ba.s, by a certain 
instrument under his signature previous to his elevation to the musnud of his 
ancestors, engaged to consent to such arrangements as may he deemed expedient 
for the better management of the country of 4'anjore, particularly for the duo 
administration of justice, and also for seeming to the Honorable English 
East India Company a regular discharge of their existing and liituro demands 
on Taniore ; wherefore the present Treaty is concluded betw(‘en His Excellency 
Serfojee, Rajah of Tanjore, on his own part, and Benjamin 4’orin, Esquire, 
Resident at Tanjore, on behalf of the Company, being invested witli full powers 
by the Right H<»norable the Earl of Mornington liahaduor. Governor General 
of Bengal, according to the following Articles 

Article 1. 

Such parts of all former Treaties with the former Rajah of Tanjore as 
are intended to establish the friendshij) and alliance between the Honorable 
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(■Company and Ilis Excelloney tLe Eajab of Taiijore are hereby slreng’thened 
and confirmed, and the contracting parties mutually a^rce that the friends 
and enemies of either shall be considered to be the friends and enemies of both. 

Auticle 2. 

The several provisions heretofore established for enabling the contracting’ 
parties to carry the spirit and intention of the preceding Article into execution 
liaving proved defective, and the result of an enquiry instituted by the autho¬ 
rity of tlie Hight Honorable the (lovernor (General in Council, with the pre¬ 
vious written consent of Ilis Excellency Maharajah Serfbjee, for the purpose 
of ascertaining the actual state and condition of the country of Tanjore, 
having ])rov(Hl that it is become indispensably necessary to establish a regular 
and ]>ermanent system for the better administration of the revenues of the 
said connlry, it is stipulated and agreed that all former provisions for securing 
a ])artial or temporary interference on the part of the Honorable Company 
in the gov(‘rnment or in the administration of the revenues of the country of 
Tanjore shall he entirely annulled, and that in lien thereof a permanent system 
for the collection of the revenue and for the administration of justice shall be 
established in the manner hereafter described. 

Auticle 3, 

T1 1 C Honorable Company shall be at liberty as soon as possible to ascer¬ 
tain, determine, and establish rights of property, and to fix a reasonable assess¬ 
ment u])on the several souhahs, pergnnnahs, and villages of tlu' country of 
'^J\mjore, and to secure a fixed and permanent revenue, and the said assessment 
as ascertained and fixed shall not he liable to change, hut sliall he collected 
according to fixed rent-rolls by such ollicers as shall be appointed for that 

})lllJ)OSC. 

Article 4. 

A court or courts shall he established for the due administration of civil 
and criminal justh'c under the sole authority of the English East India 
('oin])any. The s;iid courts shall he composed of oiiiecrs to be appointed by 
the Governor in Council of Fort St. George for the tinn^ being, and shall in 
no instance whatever he suhje(‘t to the control, authority, or interference of 
the said Hajali, hut shall ho conducted according to such ordinances and ri’gu- 
lations (framed with due regard to the existing laws and usages of the country) 
as shall from time to time he enacted and published by the said Governor in 
Council. 


Article 5. 

The revenues shall he collected according to the rates of assessment to he 
established by the third Article by the said Governor in Council for that pur¬ 
pose, and the said Hajah shall exercise no control whatever, nor in any manner 
interfere in the administration of the said revenues. 
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Article 6. 

Whereas it is stipulated and agreed by the fifth Article of the Treaty of 
1792 tliat the payment to be made to the Honorable Company by His Excel¬ 
lency the Rajah shall amount to five lakhs seventy-four thousand two hundred 
and eighty-five Pagodas per annum, under the different denominations of 
subsidy, peslicush, public and private debts, it is now stipulated and agreed 
that these distinctions shall for ever cease, and that the whole revenue shall be 
collected and accounted for by the said Company, in the manner hereafter 
provided, the said Company charging themselves with the payment of tliat 
part of the registered private debt which has not already been transferred to 
their account. 

Article 7. 

In lieu of the said stipulations in the fifth Article of the Treaty of 1792, 
it is hereby stipulated and airreed that His l^xceUeu(!y the Rajah shall in all 
cases receive annually one lakh of Star Pagodas, whicli shall be considered to 
be the first charge jiayable from the net revenues of Tanjore. In addition to 
the said sum of one lakh of Star Pagodas, Plis Excellency shall receive a pro¬ 
portion of one-fifth, to be calculated on the remainder of the net revenue after 
deducting all charges of collection, of whatever description, the charge speci¬ 
fied in the following Article, 


AllTICLE 8. 

It is stipulated and agreed that the sum of twenty-five thousand Star 
Pagodas shall in all cases be appropriated to the support of the late Rajah 
Ameer Sing, and shall he considered as a charge on the nwenue to be deducted 
previous to the calculation of the proportion of one-fifth ahove-mentioned. 
The residue of the revenues, after the foregoing deduction, shall be at the dis¬ 
posal of the said Company. 


Article 9. 

It is stipulated and agreed that the Rajah shall be treated on all occasions, 
in his own territories as well as in those of the Company, with all the atten¬ 
tion, respect, and honor which is due to a friend and ally of the Rritish nation. 

Article 10. 

Whereas His Excellency the Rajah lias had occasion to complain of in¬ 
convenience to His Excellency and his servant, from the j)rc8ent mode of 
garrisoning His Excellency's hereditary fort of Tanjore by a part of the 
Honorable Company's troops, it is stipulated and agreed, with a view to the 
accommodation and satisfaction of His Excellency, that the said fort of Tan¬ 
jore shall be evacuated by the Compan^'^s troops entirely, and that His Ex¬ 
cellency shall be at full liberty to garrison the said fort in such manner as to 
him shall seem fit. 

Provided always, that in the event of an invasion of the territories of the 
Company or of their allies, or in the event of any failure in the due perform- 
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ance of the engagement contracted hy His Excellency the Rajah, the said 
Company shall again have p(*wer to occupy the said fort as a military post for 
the protection and mutual interests of the contracting parties ; the said Com¬ 
pany binding themselves to evacuate the said fort as soon as the reasons for 
not re-occupying it shall no longer exist. 

Article 11. 

His Excellency the Rajah stipulates and agrees that the said fort shall in 
no case whatever become an asylum for public offenders or for persons desir¬ 
ous of escaping from the jurisdiction of the courts of civil and criminal justice, 
or from the authority of the revenue officers, or of any other branch of the 
authority of the Honorable Company ; and His Excellency the Rajah further 
agi(‘cs to deliver up all such persons without delay on ap[»Hcation from such 
olliccr (»r officers as the Governor in Council of Fort St. Ueorge shall appoint 
for the purpose. 

Article 12. 

Ill complaints brought before any of the courts of justice in which it shall 
a})pe:ir, either by the a})i)lication of the Rajah or the representation of the 
defendants, at or before the time of giving in his or her answer, or by the 
petition of the complaint, that both parties are relations, or servants, or de¬ 
pendants of His Excellency, or inhabitants usually resident within the fort 
of Tanjore, it is stipulated and agreed that such parties shall, in the first in¬ 
stance, be referred for justice to the Rajah or to any person he may appoint 
to dispense it. Any conxjilaint against the Rajah^s relations, immediate ser¬ 
vants, or others, residing in the fort of Tanjore, by persons of a diirerent 
description shall, in the first instance, be made to the Company's representa¬ 
tive at Tanjore, who shall refer it to His Excellency. The Rajah hereby 
engages to order an immediate investigation to be made in his court of justice, 
or in case the parties should desire it, to order the dispute to be referred to a 
proper arbitration. His Excellency engaging to bring it to a direct issue and 
to carry the sentence or award, if unfavourable to his relation or servant, into 
immediate execution. 


Article 13. 

Iji order that His Excellency the Rajah may have full satisfaction, in 
respect to the revenues of tVic territory hereby su\)jccted to tbe management 
of the Company, His Excellency shall he at liberty to inspect the accounts 
of the head culcherry, or collector's treasury, from time to time, or to station 
a vakeel or accountant, at his own expense, for the purpose of taking and 
transmitting to His Excellency copies of any or of all the accounts which s'oall 
be recorded in the head cutcherry or treasury of the collector. 


Article 14. 

Whereas a certain annual jieshcush, amounting to two thousand Chiich- 
rums, is payable by the Danish Government of Tranquebar for lauds held of 
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the Rajahs of Tanjore in the vicinity of that place, it is stipulated and agreed 
that the said peshcush shall continue to be received by His Excellency the 
Rajah, without any deduction from Hii Excellency's proportion of the reve¬ 
nue, as hereinbefore stipulated. 


Article 15. 

And whereas it is necessary to the convenience and comfort of His Ex¬ 
cellency the Rajah that certain supplies of rice, gram, and other grain should 
be supplied for the use of His Excellency, the Company bind themselves to 
furnish the said supplies as often as the Rajah shall find it necessary to apply 
for this purpose, His Excellency binding himself to pay for the said grain, 
with the charges of transportation, at the rate of the current prices for the 
time being. 

This Treaty, consisting of fifteen Articles, being settled this day, the 
25th October 1799, corresponding to the i2th of Alpeshy in tiie year Sedhar- 
tey, by Benjamin Torin, Esquire, on the part of and in the name of the Right 
Honorable Ifiehard, Earl of Mornington, Governor General aforesaid, and 
by His Excellency Maharajah Serfojee Rajah, on his own part, the said Ben¬ 
jamin Torin, Esquire, lias delivered to His Excellency Maharajah Serfojee 
Rajah one copy of thc^ same, signed and sealed by himself, and His Excellency 
Maharajah Sei'fojee has delivered to Benjamin Toi’in, Esquire, another C()py 
of the same, scaled and signed by himself; and Benjamin Torin, Esquire, 
engages that the said Treaty shall be ratified by the Right Honorable the 
Governor General under his seal and signature within forty-five days from the 
date hereof.

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3.—PUDUKOTA. 

The Pudukota (Pudukottai) State is surrounded by the British districts 
of Tanjoro, Trichinopoly and Madura. The British Government has no treaty 
with Pudukotaj and the Raja is exempt from tribute. The affairs of the 
State are under the g*eneral control, subject to the Madras Government, of 
the Collector of the Trichinopoly District, who is also Political Agent for 
Pudukota. 

The first connection of the British Government with this Chief, then 
usually called Tondiman, appears to have been formed at the siege of Trichi¬ 
nopoly in 1752, when the British army greatly depended on his fidelity and 
xertions for obtaining supplies. Subsequently he was very serviceable in the 
wars with Haidar Ali, and in the operations against the rebellious usurpers of 
the large zamindari of Shivaganga, in the Madura district, after the cession of 
the Carnatic. In 1803 the Chief solicited, as a reward for his services, favour¬ 
able consideration to a claim preferred by him to the fort and district of 
Kilanclli, situated in the southern part of Tanjore. He based his claim on a 
grant by Pratap Singh,Raja of Tanjore, and engagements which were afterwards 
entered into by Colonel Braithwaite, General Coote and Lord Macartney, on 
the faith of which he had retaken the fort from Haidar Ali. After a very 
complimentary review of Tondiman^s services, the Government of Madras 
ceded (No. XVI.) to him the fort and district of Kilanclli in 1803. The cession 
was afterwards confirmed by the Court of Directors, subject to the condition 
that the district should not be alienated, and that it should revert to the British 
Government upon satisfactory proof being given that the inhabitants were 
subjected to any oppressive system of management. Kilanelli yields a revenue 
of about Rupees 30,000 a year. The grant was also made subject to the yearly 
tribute of an elephant ; but this was never insisted upon, and in 1836 was 
formally remitted. 

Raja Vijaya Raghunatha Tondiman died on the 1st February 1807, 
leaving two sons, the elder of whom, aged eleven, succeeded. During the 
minority of the young Chief the Resident at Tanjore exercised strict super¬ 
vision over the affairs of the State, and effected important reforms in the 
revenue, police and judicial departments. As the Raja grew older, this super¬ 
vision was gradually lessened, till the Raja was placed in charge of the whole 
administration in about the year 1817. 

Raja Vijaya Raghuriatha Rai Tondiman Bahadur died in 1826, and was 
Succeeded by his younger brother. Raja Raghunatha Tondiman, who died on 
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the 13th July 1839, and w«is succeeded by his son, Raja Ramchandra Tondiman 
Bahadur. Until 1841 the administration was conducted by the widow, assist¬ 
ed by two ministers; but in that year, in consequence o£ representations of in¬ 
justice made by relations of the Raja, the Resident at Tanjore was directed to 
reside at Pudukota as much as possible during the minority of the Chief 
and to superintend and control the administration, the conduct of which was 
to be entrusted, as before, to the ministers of the Raja. 

The Resident thereupon framed rules for the guidance of the ministers, 
providing, inter alia, that all expenditure beyond certain limits, grants of land, 
assignments of produce, creation of offices, and increase or decrease of emolu¬ 
ments should be submitted for his sanction, and prescribing the mode in 
which public business should be carried on. 

In the same year the Residency at Tanjore was abolished, and the Poli¬ 
tical charge of Pudukota was entrusted to the Collector of Madura, one of the 
adjoining British districts. The administration of the State was prosperously 
conducted under his superintendence during the remainder of the minority< 
All debts were paid off, and a surplus was invested in the funds of the British 
Government. 

After Raja Ramchandra Tondiman had attained his majority, the Gov¬ 
ernment of Madras were obliged more than once to interpose and check the 
Rajahs expenditure. Tiie Court of Directors in 1805 had made it a condi¬ 
tion, as shown above, that the grant to the Chief of the district of Kilanell, 
should be liable to resumption upon satisfactory proof that the inhabitants 
suffered from oppression. The Raja was therefore warned that, should he 
continue his reckless coarse of living, the British Government would be 
compelled either to withdraw the Political Agent from all connection with 
him, or to take the Pudukota State under their own control and management 
assigning the Raja a fixed personal allowance. Notwithstanding all warnings, 
the Chief persisted in his extravagant career and contracted fresh debts as 
fast as his previous liabilities were discharged with the aid of the Political 
Agent. Accordingly, as a mark of the displeasure of Government, he 
was temporarily deprived of some of his titles. These honours were restored 
provisionally in 1870 on his amending the administration of his State. 

Raja Ramchandra Tondiman died on the 15bh April 1886, and was suc- 
reeded by his infant grandson, Martanda Bhairava Tondiman, the present 
Chief. During the minority the State is administered by a Diwan, called for 
the time the Diwan-Regent, under the control of the Political Agent. 
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III 1887 the Diwan-Regent of Pudukota agreed to certain arrangements 
for the suppression of the manufacture of earth-salt in that territory, the 
British Government paying an annual sum of Rupees 38,000 as compensation 
to the State, and reserving to themselves the option of cancelling the arrange¬ 
ments, after sufficient notice, if they found it to be to their interest to 
discontinue them. 

The political charge of Pudukota was held by the Collector of Madura^ 
from 1841 till 1865, when it was entrusted to the Collector of Tanjore; 
since 1874 the Political Agent has been the Collector of Trichinopoly, who 
exercises a general supervision over the finances of the State and the appoint¬ 
ment and dismissal of public officers. 

In I86;i an Adoption Sanad (No. XVII.) was granted to the Pudukota 
Chief. Nazarana is not taken on succession to tliis State. 

The area of the State is 1,380 square miles; the population, according 
to the census of 1891, is 373,010 ; and the revenue from all sources a little 
under seven lakhs of rupees, independent of alienations. According to the 
returns for 1891, the military force consisted of 136 infantry, 16 cavalry, 6 
guns classed as serviceable, and 5 gunners. The Chief receives a salute of 11 
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No. XVI. 

Grant of the fort and district of Keelanelly to Tondiman— 

1803. 

Captain Blackburne, the Ilesident at Tanjore, having* communicated to 
me an explanation of the nature of the claims which you stated hy my desire 
to that officer, I have in consequence caused particular enquiry to he made 
respecting the grounds of your rigitt to tlie district of Keelanelly, and the 
result of the information which 1 have received, combined with the testi¬ 
monies which have been brought to my attention of the fidelity and attach- 
naent to the interests of the Honorable Company's Government which have 
marked the conduct of yourself and your ancestors, have determined me to 
cede to you the possession of that territory, for the purpose of recompensing 
the services of your family, and of affording a distinguished example of the 
disposition of the C'ompany^s Government to reward with liberality those per¬ 
sons who adhere with fidelity to its interests and confidence in its protection. 

1 shall in consequence direct measures to be taken for defining tlie limits 
of the district of Keelanelly according to its extent when formerly in your 
possession, in order that it may he separated from the territory of the province 
of Tanjore and transferred to you. 

It is my intention that \ on and your descendants shall hold the district 
in perpetual lease, subject to the tribute of an elephant to he presented annu¬ 
ally to the British (iovernment. But as the orders which 1 am about to issue 
on this sul)ject must be dependent on the confirmation of the Honorable 
Court of Directors, you will not consider the arrangement to be permanent 
until it shall have been ratified by the Honorable Court of Directors. In the 
meantime, however, 1 shall direct that you shall be placed in possession of the 
fort of Keelanelly, and that you shall enjoy the revenues of the district until 
the final decision of the Court of Directors on your claim shall have been 
made known to this Government. 

With respect to the honorary marks of distinction which Captain 
Blackburne has inform(*d me that you are desirous of possessing, 1 have deter¬ 
mined that you and your descendants shall be permitted to assume the dis¬ 
tinguishing marks of two gold cbobdar sticks conformably to the wish which 
you have expressed on that subject; and as a token of my approbation 1 have 
desired that two gold sticks of that description shall be prepared and presented 
to you in ray name.

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To Tondiman, 

I have received your letter of the 1st of January last, and have issued 
directions through the Board of Revenue to the Collectors of the northern 
division of Arcot, for facilitating your wishes with respect to the oblations 
which you are desirous of offering at the Pagoda of Tripathy, 

You were informed by a letter from Lord Clive, dated the 8th July 1803, 
of the tenure on which His Lordship was pleased to place you in possession of 
the district of Keelanelly as a reward for your fidelity and that of your 
family to the British Government. 

The subject having been referred to the Honorable the Court of Direc¬ 
tors, agreeably to the intention stated in Lord Clivers letter, I have now to 
ac(|uaint you that I have received the decision of the Honorable Court on 
that reference, and that the grant of Keelanelly to you and your family has 
been confirmed by the Court of Directors, subject, however, to the ‘‘express 
condition that the district shall not be alienated, and that it shall revert to 
the Company upon satisfactory proof being given that the inhabitants labor 
under any oppressive system of management. 

Provided that the above conditions shall be observed, you and fyour 
descendants will continue in the uninterrupted possession of the district in 
question.

Adoption Sunnud granted to the Rajah of Poodoocottah— 

1862. 

Her Majesty being desirous that the governments of the several Princes 
and Chiefs who now govern their own territories should be perpetuated, and 
that the representation and dignity of their Houses should be continued; in 
fulfilment of this desire, this Sunnud is given to you to convey to you\he 
assurance that,^ on failure of natural heirs, the British Government will recog¬ 
nize and confirm any adoption of a successor made by yourself or by any 
future Chief of your State that may be in accordance with Hindoo law and 
the customs of your race. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to you 
60 long as your House is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the conditions of 
the Treaties, grants, or engagements, which record its obligations to the 
British Government.

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4.—BANGANAPALLE. 

Banganapalle was formerly held as a jagir under successive grants from 
Mysore and Hyderabad by Mubummad Beg, son of Aurangzeb^s Grand Wazir, 
and his descendants. It formed part of the territories ceded to the British 
Government by the Nizam under the schedule appended to the treaty of Octo¬ 
ber 1800. It was then conferred on Muzaftar-uUMulk and liis heirs in 
perpetuity. The family continued in uninterrupted possession of the jagir till 
1825, when, in consequence of the disorders which prevailed and the frequent 
complaints which were made against the jngirdar, it was proposed to annex 
the jagir and make an allowance to the members of the family for their 
sustenance. 

This offer of a pension was rejected by the jagirdar, who protested against 
the right of the British Government to resume his jagir. According to the 
5th and Oth articles of the treaty of 1800, referred to above, the jagir had 
been ceded to the British Government in perpetuity. But it was discovered 
from a correspondence which had taken place between the Kesident at 
Hyderabad and the Nizamis Minister, previous to the signing of the treaty, 
that it had been expressly stipulated on the Nizamis part that this jagir should 
be continued to Muzaffar-ul-Mulk and his family, subject to the paramount 
authority and control of the Hon^ble Company as Sovereigns of the whole of 
the Nizamis late possessions south of the Tungabhadra. The Coui*t of Directors 
considcr(‘d that tliis stipulation entitled the holder of the Banganapalle estate 
to be treated in all respects as an hereditary jagirdar. d he intention of resum¬ 
ing the jagir w^as therefore given up, and the Collector of the (hiddapah Dis¬ 
trict was instructed to examine the accounts of the jagirdar and settle the claims 
of his creditors, to whom three-fourths of the net rcveiuie were allotted. 

In 1848 the accounts were closed, and the jagir was restored to Husain 
Ali Klian, the eldest surviving heir. Husain Ali Khan died before a sanad 
confirming the grant could be issued. He was succeeded by his nephew, 
Ghulam Ali Khan, to whom a Sanad (No. XVllI) was issued in 1849. This 
renewed to liim and his heirs their former rights and privileges, and conferred 
power to administer civil and criminal justice, except in cases involving capital 
})unishment. It was further provided that no grants should be made without 
a written document, distinctly specifying that each alienation should hold 
good during such period only as the land alienated should remain in the en¬ 
joyment of the grantee. At the same time all froutier duties were abolished. 


o 
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In 1862 a Sanad (No. XIX.) was granted to the jagirdar guaranteeing 
that the British Government would permit and confirm any succession to the 
estate which might be legitimate according to Muhammadan law. Ghulam 
Ali Khan, who had been appointed to be a Companion of the Order of the 
Star of India, died in October 1868, and his nephew and son-in-law, Saiyid 
Path Ali Khan, the present jagirdar, was recognised as his successor. The 
estate has been exempted from the payment of nazarana on succession. 

The title of Nawab was granted to the jagirdar in 1876 as an hereditary 
distinction. He is not entitled to a salute. The present Nawab was aj)poiiit“ 
eJ to be a Companion of the Order of the Star of India in 1878. He has 
three sons, the eldest of whom is receiving an English education. 

The manufacture of earth-salt in Banganapalle was stopped in the years 
1880 and 1881 ; and the British Government pays the jagirdar Rupees 3,000 
annually as compensation on this account. 

The area of Banganapalle is about 255 square miles ; the population (by 
the census of 1891) amounts to 35,506. The revenue is Rupees 2,72,250 per 
annum, of which Rupees 2,22,255 are derivcKl from land ; but considerably 
more than lialf of the land revenue is alienated in jagirs to members of the 
family. 

In 1891 the jagirdar had a force of 103 irregular footmen or police, 
and 2 unmounted guns of an obsolete pattern. The affairs of Bangana- 
pallc arc under the general control (1892) of the Collector of the British Dis¬ 
trict of Kurnool, in which the jagir is situated. 
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No. XVIII. 

SuNNUD issued to Gholam Ali Khan, Jaghiredar of Bungan- 

PULLY— 1849. 

Whereas the Right Honorable the Governor in Council of Fort Saint 
George was pleased, on the 12th July 1848, to confer upon llossain Ali Khan 
and his heirs for ever in jaghire the lands of Tlunganpully, free of peshcush 
and pecuniary demand; and Whereas the said Hossain Ali Khan has demised 
before the issue of a Suuuud to confirm the same, and Gholam Ali Khan has 
been recognised and acknowledged by the Government of: Fort Saint George 
as his successor and representative : this Sunnud is granted to the said Gholaip 
Ali Khan as the present Jaghiredar. 

The Jaghire of Bunganpully, conferred as aforesaid upon Hossain Ali 
Khan and his heirs for ever free of peshcush and pecuniary demand, is hereby 
confirmed to you, Gholam Ali Khan, as the representative of the said grantee, 
Hossain Ali Kban, now deceased. 

You, therefore, shall have the general management of the revenue and 
police of your jaghire, and also the duty of administering civil justice, subject 
to the undermentioned conditions :— 

You shall at all times maintain faith and allegiance to the Honorable 
Company ; their enemies shall be your enemies, and their friends shall be your 
friends ; you shall assist the Honorable Company to the utmost of your power 
against foreign and domestic foes; you shall maintain a strict watch over the 
j)nblic peace in your jaghire; you shall not afford an asylum to oll'enders from 
the Cornpany^s districts, but shall either deliver them up or assist the oflieer 
of the Company who may be sent in pursuit of them ; you shall cause 
justice to be rendered to inhabitants of the Company's districts and others 
who may have pecuniary claims on any of the inhabitants of Bunganpully. 

In the administration of criminal justice within your jaghire you will 
abstain from the punishment of mutilating criminals, and will not sentence 
capitally, or execute persons capitally convicted, without the sanction of 
Government previously obtained; but will refer all cases appearing to you to 
call 1 ‘or such punishments for the consideration and ordei’s of the Governor in 
Council. 

Yon shall be answerable to the Honorable Company for the good govern¬ 
ment of your jaghire ; and if ever it should happen that in consequence of 
misgovernment the interposition of the Honorable Company should become 
necessary, the Governor in Council of Fort Saint George will, in such case, 
take such measures as may appear just and proper for restoriug order and 
providing for the security of the people. 

On every occasion of your alienating any part of your lands, either r(‘iif- 
free or on payment of favorable quite-rent, you shall notify the particulars and 
conditions of such alienation to the Agent to the Governor of Fort Saint 
George, at Kurnool, or to any other officei who may from time to time he 
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appointed by the Madras Government for the purpose, and you shall not con¬ 
fer any such enara lands, except under a written document, in which the terms 
and duration of the grant shall be distinctly specified, which duration is under 
no circumstances to extend beyond the enjoyment of the jaghire by the 
grantee.

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5.-SANDUR. 

Sandur is a small valley lying between two chains of lofty hills on the 
west of Lhe town of Bellary. It contains a fort which was built by Haidar 
AH and Tipn Sultan at great expense, but which is not now kept up. 

The Mahratta State of Sandur was founded by Siddoji, the grandson of 
Malloji Rao Ghorpade, an officer in the service of the Sultan of Bijapur, and 
formed a part of the possessions of his third son, Morari Rao, the Mahratta 
Chief of Gutti, who was deprived of his dominions by Haidar Ali. Morari Rao's 
nephew and adopted son, Shiva Rao Bapa, fell in battle, leaving a son, Siddoji 
only two years old, under the guardianshij) of his uncle, Venkat Rao. In 1700 
Venkat Rao and his nephew, Siddoji, with a party of their own adherents 
and the assistance of the inhabitants of Sandur, expelled the Governor of Tipii 
Sultan’s fort and got possession of the place. They were allowed to retain it 
after the peace in 179*2 as part of the ancient inheritance of their family. 

Siddoji died without issue in 1796, on which his uncle Venkat Rao asked 
Haulat Rao, the half-brother of Morari Rao, to allow one of his sons to be 
adopted by Siddoji^s widow, but the request was refused. Venkat Rao then 
made the same request of Yeshwant Rao, who also refused, but said that one 
of the sons of his younger brother, Khandi Rao, might be adopted. Khandi Rao 
consented and gave his son, Shiva Rao,who succeeded to the jagir in 1799. 
None of the descendants of Morari Rao ventured to reside in Sandur during 
the life of Tipu, because they were completely surrounded by his dominions, 
and were afraid of being seiz(‘d by treachery, but on the death of Tipu, at 
the fall of Seringapatam in 1799, Venkat Rao and Shiva Rao went to Sandur, 
and Shiva Rao was jagirdar when the districts of Bellary and Cuddapah were 
ceded to the British Government. 

The Peshwa about the same time issued a sanad, granting Sandur as a 
jagir to Yeshwant Rao mentioned above. No prominence was given to this 
sanad until some years after, when Yeshwant Rao sent a copy of it with a 
letter to Venkat Rao, saying at the same time that be wished to avoid 
dissensions in their families. Venkat Rao, therefore, sent for Narsingha Rao, 
the second son of Yeshwant Rao, in 1804, and gave him an allowance of 
100 Pagodas monthly. But as Narsingha Rao attempted to intrigue in bis 
own interests he was dismissed in 1808, and Shiva Rao continued to hold the 
estate as an independent jagirdar until the Mahratta war. The Peshwa indeed 
always regarded him as a rebellious vassal, and endeavoured by fraud aud 
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stratagem in 1815, on pretence of making a pilgrimage to the temple ot 
Kumaraswami, to get possession of the place. 

On the outbreak of the Mahratta war Shiva Rao was summoned by 
Brigadier-General Munro to surrender Sandur, and was promised a jagir of 
nine thousand rupees in any part of British territory which he might select. 
Accordingly Shiva Rao surrendered his fort and valley on the 27th October 

1817. It was at first intended that the territory of Sandur should be 
annexed to the British dominions; that Shiva Rao should have other 
territory assigned him, subject to the laws and regulations of the British 
Government; and that his authority over the inhabitants of his future 
jagir should be that only of an ordinary zamindar. But after the lapse 
of a few months the Madras Government determined to restore the jagir of 
Sandur to Shiva Rao j and the Collector of Eellary was directed, in June 

1818, to deliver over both the fort and district of Sandur to him without 
delay. This order was immediately carried into effect; but the terms on 
which the jagir was to be held were not finally settled for some years. 
In 1826 a formal Sanad (No. XX.) was given to Shiva Rao. It conferred 
upon him and his heirs for ever the jagir of Sandur free of all pecuniary 
demands; and delegated to the jagirdar the entire management of revenue, 
police and civil justice, subject to the condition of his maintaining allegiance 
to the British Government. He was also bound to keep a strict watch over 
the x>ublic peace of the jagir, not to afford an asylum to offenders from British 
territory, but to deliver them up and assist the officers of Government sent 
in fiursuit of them, and to cause justice to be done to the inhabitants of the 
British territory and others who might have pecuniary claims on any of the 
inhabitants of Sandur. It was further stipulated that the jagirdar should he 
answerable for the good government of his jagir, to ensure which the inter¬ 
position of the Madras Government, when necessary, was jirovided for. 

Shiva Rao remained in undisturbed possession till his death, which 
occurred on the 2nd May 1840. He left no son of his own, but had adopted 
Venkat Rao, the son of his brother, Bujanga Rao, as his heir. 

The title of Venkat Rao Hindu Rao Ghorpade to succeed was acknow¬ 
ledged by Government, and a Sanad (No. XXI.) was granted to him in 
1841. The terms of the sanad are the same as those granted to Shiva Rao, 
with the exception that a provision was entered prohibiting punishment by 
mutilation, and that the jagirdar was restricted from passing capital sen¬ 
tences or executing persons capitally convicted, without the previous sanction 
of Government. 
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In 1847 thejagirdar agreed (No. XXII.) to the establishment of a sanita¬ 
rium for British troops on the tableland of Ramandrug and to cede police and 
magisterial jurisdiction over the hill. The jurisdiction of the criminal courts 
of the Bellary district was thereupon extended to this tract. An annual 
quit-rent is paid to the jagirdar for the ground occupied for public and private 
purposes. 

Venkat Rao died in 1861 and was succeeded by his eldest son, Shiva 
Shanmukha Rao. He was a minor, and was not entrusted with the manage¬ 
ment of the jagir until 1863, when the Sanad of 1841 was renewed (No. 
XXIII.) in his favour. In 1876 he received the title of ‘^Raja^^ as an 
hereditary distinction, and it was at the same time ruled that the title might 
be assumed by his successors on their succession to the jagir being formally 
recognised by the British Government. 

Shiva Shanmukha Rao was succeeded by his brother Raja Ramchandra 
Vital Rao Sahib ; and on his taking over the administration in 1879 the sanad 
was again renewed. He has a brother named Bala Sahib. The jagir has 
been exempted from the payment of nazarana on succession. 

In 1862 a Sanad, conferring the privilege of adoption, was granted to 
the jagirdar of Sandur (see Note to No. XIX.) 

The area of Sandur is about 161 square miles; the population in 1891 
amounted to 11,390; the gross revenue is Rupees 45,000, of which about 
one-half is realised from land. The political charge of Sandur is in the hands 
of the Collector of the British district of Bellary, 

The jagirdar has two guns for ceremonial purposes. He is not entitled 
to a salute.

You shall at all times maintain faith and allegiance to the Honorable 
Company; their enemies shall be your enemies and their friends shall 
be your friends. You shall assist the Honorable Company to the utmost 
of your power against foreign and domestic foes. You shall maintain a 
strict watch over the public peace in your jaghire. You shall not atlbrd 
an asylum to offenders from the Company's districts, but shall either 
deliver them up, or assist the officer of the Company who may be sent in 
pursuit of them. You shall cause justice to be rendered to inhabitants of the 
Company's districts and others who may have pecuniary claims on any of the 
inhabitants of Sundoor. 

You shall be answerable to the Honorable Company for the good govern¬ 
ment of your jaghire, and if ever it should happen that in consequence of 
misgoverument the interposition of the Honorable ('oinpany should become 
necessary, the Honorable the Governor in Council of Fort Saint George 
will, in such case, take such measures as may appear just and ]>roper for 
restoring order and providing for the security of the people.

assist llie officer of the Company who may be sent in pursuit of them; you 
shall cause justice to be rendered to inhabitants of the Cornjiany's districts 
and others who may have pecuniary claims on any of the inhabitants of 
Sundoor. 

In the administration of criminal justice witliin your jaghire you will 
ahstaiii from the punishment of mutilating criminals, and will not sentence 
capitally, or execute persons capitally convicted without the sanction of 
Government previously obtained ; but will refer all cases appearing* to you to 
call for such punishments for the consideration and orders of the Governor 
in Council. 

You shall be answerable to tlie Honourable Company for the good govern¬ 
ment of your jaghire ; and if ever it should happen that in c<msequenco of 
misgovernmeut the interpositi(Mi of the Honourable Company should become 
necessary, the Right Honourable the Governor in Council of Fort Saint 
George will, in sucdi case, take such measures as inay appear just and proper 
for restoring order and providing for the security of the people.

Engagement of the Jagirdar of Sundoor to cede lands for a 
British Sanitarium at Ramanorug— 18i7. 

I, Vencut Rao Hindoo Rao (Iliorpada Mamalkatmadar Sansipatti, the 
Somistanic of Sundoor, do execute Hus Tahanainah to the followinj^ effect:— 
The table-land on Ram^ad, situated in my ja^hire, being- suitable for the 
residence of Europeans, some g-entleinen have already built their lnin;galows 
on it, while others are likely to do so; and moreover the subject of erecting* 
barracks by Government at the place is under consideration, I have, therefore, 
been desired by A. Mellor, Esq., the Collector of Bellary, to state, for tlie 
information of Government, on what conditions I would willing-ly give up 
the said table-land, and 1 have entered into the following agreement :— 

Isf ,—Tlie ownersliip of the said land of Ramgad sliall as usual remain 
firm to me. There shall he no objection on my part to the grant on fixed 
rent of as much of the land as may be required for Government as well as 
for officers to build their own liouses, etc., uj) 0 u. Tlie area of the land 
already o(icupied by the bungalows of officers, as well as that to be built 
upon hereafter by Government and officers, shall be surveyed and assessed 
according to the local usage. The assessment to he paid every year to me. 

2iidii/. —I shall eontinue to receive whatever income may be derivable 
from rent of fruit trees, jungle, etc., connected with the said hill. 

Srdly, —I have reserved for myself tlie power of renting out the sale 
of country arrack and toddy on the said hill, and of imposing a tax with 
their own consent on mereliauts who may open shops for trade there, and of 
levying the same. The Company's Government shall not interfere in tlie 
matter. 

4ithly ^—It being probable that as European officers take up their resi¬ 
dence on the said hill many servants, tradesineii, private persons, and others 
will reside there, I have relinquished to the Coinpany^s Government the police 
and magisterial functions of maintaining peace and trying and punishing 
the offences commiited by such people, such as violence, petty crimes, tliefls, 
murder, etc. The Collector is to have jurisdiction in such matters. 

5fkli /.—Whatever hidden property, such as money or other property, 
and jewels, may be found in erecting bungalows and houses, or iu excavating 
earth for any purpose on the land appertaining to tlie said hill, shall be 
delivered over to me ; the Coin])any\s Government shall have nothing to do 
with it. I have thus executed tins Tahanamah of rny own free v\ill, on tiiis 
twelfth day of Sliaban, corresjjoudiiig with the mouth of Ashada of the year 
Plavungali—Katal >at.

You shall at all times maintain faith and allegiance to Her IMajesty^s 
Govei'nrnent; their enemies shall he your enemies and their fri(*nds shall be 
your friends. You shall assist Her Majesty's Government to the utmost of 
your power aiiainst. foreign and domestic foes. You shall maintain a strict 
watch over the public peace in your jaghin*. You shall not afford an asylum 
to olTenders from the distrii'ts of the (government of India, but shall either 
deliver them u[), or assist the otlicer of Her Majesty's Government who may 
be sent in pursuit of them You shall cause justice to be rendered to inhabit¬ 
ants of the districts of the Government of India, and others who may have 
pecuniary claims on any of tlm inhabitants of Sundoor. 

In the administration of criminal justi(?e within your jaghire you shall 
abstain from the punishment of mutilating criminals, and shall not si ntenee 
capitally, or (‘Xccute petsons capitally convicted, without the sanction of 
(iovei iimeiit previously obtained ; but sliall refer all casos appearing to you to 
call for such punishments for the consideration and orders of the Governor in 
Council. 

You shall he answera\)le to Her Majesty's Government for the good 
government of yoiir jagliire; and if ever it should happen that in consequence 
ot inisgovernment the intei]K)sition (d Her Majesty’s Government should 
hecome necessary, the (h>veiiior in Council (d‘ Fort St. George will, in such 
casf', take such measures as may appear just and j)roper for restoring order, 
and providing for the security of the ])eople. 
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6.-TEAVANCORE. 

At the commfMJcement of the eighteenth century the territory of Travan¬ 
core was divided into a number of small Chiefehips, which were constantly 
engaged in struggles with one another. During the course of the century 
these Chiefs were gradually brought under the authority of the Rajas of 
Travancore. Vanji Rala Perumal, whose rule extended from 1758 to 1799, 
liaving a strong body of troops disciplined and directed by a Flemish adven¬ 
turer, was specially successful in reducing these principalities under his power, 
and from the close of his'administration may be dated the entire extinction 
of fln^ autliority of the petty Chieftains in Travancore. 

The English first settled in Travancore at Anjengo in 1GS4, when a com¬ 
mercial llesidentj whose functions soon after became also political, was ap¬ 
pointed. In tlie Madura and 'i'inncvelly campaigns, in 1756, the Travancore 
State gave, though indircctl}’, considerable assistance to the British authori¬ 
ties. 

It is unnecessary to describe here the early relations* between the East 
India Company and the Rulers of Travancore before the complications with 
Mysore arose. But during the wars with Haidar Ali and his son, Tipu 
Sultan, the British invariably found Baja Vanji Bala Perumal a steadfast 
ally; and be was accordingly included in the treaty framed in 1784 betvvecn 
the East India Company and the Snltan of Mysore. In 1788, when threat¬ 
ened by Tipu Sultan, the Raja entered info an Agreement (No. XXIV.) 
to allow two battalions of sepoys to be stationed on bis frontier. In J789 Tipu 
Sultan attacked the Raja, forcing the lines which bad been erected for the 
def ence of the country on its northern frontier towards Cocliin, and cruelly 
devastating the Travancore State. In consequence of this attack on one of its 
allies, the British Government declared war with Tipu ; and on the conclusion 
of peace in 17 92 Tipu was com})elled to restore all that he had wrested from 
the Raja of Travancore. 

Pep])er of the kind which is produced in larger quantities on the Malabar 
Coast had, from the earliest times of the (V)mpany's trade, formed one of the 
chief articles of export from Travancore. On the 28th January i 793 the Raja 
entered into an Agreement (No. XXV.), known as the Pepper Contract, 
to supply a large (puintity of j)e]>per to the Bombay Government for ten 
years, in return f(»r arms and European goods. 

* V \ t i-y com pU lc niid viiluatto collection of tlio early onpaji-tanents and asrrecincnts eon- 
nected with Uritish alTairs on the Malahar Coast has been published (Calicut, 1879) by Mr. VV. 
Logan, late Madras Civil 8oi vice, and at one time Kesident in Travancore. 
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In 1795 the Raja concluded a Treaty (No. XXVI,) by which he en^a^ed 
to pay an annual snbsid\^ adequate to maintain three battalions of sepoys, 
together with a company of European artillery and two companies of lascars, 
to be always stationed, if the Raja desired it, in his country or on the 
frontiers near it, or in any other district within the Company's possessions 
that he should prefer. 

By a subsequent Treaty (No. XXVII.), concluded in 1805, his successor. 
Raja Rama Varma Perumal, agreed to pay annually, in addition to the sub¬ 
sidy, a sum sufficient to maintain one more regiment of the East India Com¬ 
pany's native infantry; and, in ease an additional force should be required 
for the defence of his territory against attack or invasion, to contribute 
sueh a sum as should appear to bear a just and reasonable proportion to his 
net revenues. It was further agreed that, in case the (jovernor-General 
in Council should consider that there were grounds for apprehending failure 
of funds to defray the expense of the permanent military force, or the 
extraordinary charges that might arise under the terms of the treaty, the 
British Government should have power either to introduce at their discretion 
such regulations and ordinances as might he deemed expedient for the 
internal management of the country, or to assume the direct rnanagenient of 
such part or parts of the Rajah's territories as might appear necessary to 
render such funds efficient and available in time of either war or peace. It 
was, however, stipulated that the Raja's actual recci[)ts from his territoiial 
revenues should not be less than two lakhs of rupees, together with one-ilfth of 
the net revenues of the whole of his territories. The Raja at the same time 
j)romised to always pay the utmost attention to the advice of the British 
Government, to hold no communication with any foreign State, and to 
allow no European foreigner to join his service, or to remain within liis terri¬ 
tories, without the previous sanction of the British Government. Eventually 
the subsidy payable by the Travancore State was fixed definitely at Rupees 
8,00,000 per annum. 

A sum of Rupt es 13,:)19>8 a year is also paid by the Travancore State to 
the British Government, being the equivalent of the peshkash and nazarana* 
which the Raja agreed to pay to the Nawah of the Carnatic in 1764.

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insurrection broke out, whicli was put down by a British force. The State was 
required to defray the expense incurred by the British Government in this 
expedition, and a ))ri^ade was left at Quilon as a subsidiary force, agreeably 
to the treaty concluded in November 1795. The debts thus incurred were 
but tardily discharged, and the British Government were about to assume the 
internal administration of tlie country as the only means of ensuring their 
satisfactory settlement, when the Raja died in 1811. 

d’he Kaja was succeeded by Lachhmi Rani, who, according to the pecu¬ 
liar custom of the family of Travancore, assumed charge of the govern¬ 
ment until a male heir was born. She held it until 1814, during whi{5h time 
the British Resident, Colonel Munro, acted also as minister, and by his judi¬ 
cious measures completely retrieved the coiulition of the country. Lacbhmi 
Rani was succeeded b\^ her eldest son, and the country was during his 
minority successfully managed by her sister as Regent, under the advice of 
the Resident. 

The young Raja on attaining his majority in 1S:29 was formally installed. 
He died in 1846, and was succeeded by his brother, Martamla Varrna, whose 
death occurred in 1860. Tlie State then passed to his second nephew, Rama

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Yarmaj the first ne])]ie\v, elder hrotber of Rama Varma, liavino-l,een set aside 
on account of imbecility. Raja Rama Varma was in 1866 appointed a Knight 
Grand Commander of the Most Exalted Order of the Star of India, and in the 
same 3 ^ear the Government of India decided that, as a personal distinction in 
recognition of his excellent administration, he should be addressed by the 
title of Maharaja in all communications from the British Government 
(No. XXVIII.). In 186a the Government of India granted a sanad of 
adoption to the Rulers of Travancore (No. XXIX.). 

The laws which govern the succession to the State of Travancore are 
very peculiar. The descent, according to the usages of the Nayars of the 
western coast, is in the female line. Thus, on the death of a Raja, Ihe 
sovereignty passes, not to his son^, who can in no case inherit, but to his 
iiferine brothers, if he has any. Failing these, or on their demise, it 
passes to his sisters' sons, or to his sisters^ daughters' sons, and so on. 
Hence the only adoptions wliich are performed by the Rajas of Travancore 
are, not of males to snj)}>ly the j)lace of sons of their own body, but 
of females through whom the line must be continued. Any failure 
in the direct female descent re(]uires the selection and adoption of two or 
more females from the immediate relatives of the family who reside at certain 
places in Travancore, The females so adopted are designated the Tambu- 
rattis or Ranis of Attinga,* and by the laws and usages of Travancore are 
assigned a distinguished rank as alone entitled to give heirs to the State, 
and enjoy many important privileges. 

Such an adoption occurred in 1788, when two sisters were selected and 
adopted as Ranis of Attinga. The younger sister died after giving birth to a 
female child, which also died. The present family of Travancore is descended 
from the elder sister, the late Raja being her great-grandson (daughter's 
daugliter's son), and the present Chief her great-great-grandson (daughter's 
dang])ter's daughter's son). 

In 1857 the line of Travancore was again threatened with extinc¬ 
tion. The mother of the late Raja (grand-daughter, daughter's daughter, 
of the elder of the two sisters adopted in 1788) left five children, viz., four sons 
and one daughter. This daughter died suddenly, leaving only two sons, 
the second of whom is the present Maharaja (1892). The Tamburattis of 
Attinga thus became extinct, and although the State after the death ot the

pnbliely at Attinga and in the chief temple of Trivandrum. 
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then Kaja would devolve successively on his four nephews and two grand¬ 
nephews, the line, unless recruited by the adoption of Tamhurattis as before, 
would have expired with them. Under these circumstances, the Raja inti¬ 
mated to the Resident that, in strict conformity with former usage and 
precedents, he proposed to bring in two of the most eligible female members 
from among his relations as senior and junior Ranis. Two ladies were accord¬ 
ingly adopted with the sanction of the British Government. 

In 1871 a question arose relative to jurisdiction over European British 
subjects in Travaneore, which was claimed by the Travaneore Darbar both as 
an inherent right of sovereignty and also as having been admitted by the 
British Government in 1837, when Europeans living in Travaneore and not 
being servants of the British Government, were declared to be subject to the laws 
of that State. The Darbar was informed that, having regard both to the position 
of the British Government as the paramount power in India and to its treaty 
engagements with Travaneore, the position assumed by that State could not be 
recognised. When the jurisdiction of Travaneore was recognised in 1837, 
there were difficulties in the way of trying in British courts European British 
subjects other than servants of Government for offences committed in Native 
States. These difficulties had subsequently been removed by legislation, and 
the alteration of the law required some alteration in the hitherto prevailing 
practice. 

The Darbar however further argued that any modification of British laws 
could not affect its sovereign jurisdiction, and urged other considerations in sup¬ 
port of its position. Finally, in consideration of special circumstances affecting 
Travaneore and Cochin, and more particularly of the efforts made by 
those States to conduct their judicial administration on enlightened principles, 
the Government of India consented to allow the magistrates of Travaneore 
and Cochin, who might be European British subjects and Christians, to 
exercise over European British subjects in those States, subject to such con¬ 
trol as the Resident had hitherto exercised and such advice as he was em¬ 
powered by treaty to offer, the same jurisdiction as might be exercised over 
them in British territory by magistrates of the first class and justices of the 
peace. Under the same conditions the necessary powers were conferred on 
magistrates of Travaneore and Cochin to enable them to commit to the 
High Court at Madras such cases as in British territory are beyond the 
jurisdiction of European British subjects who are magistrates of the first 
class and justices of the peace. These arrangements were declared to 
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be subject to revision if at any time the European magistrates of Tra- 
vaneore and Cochin failed to give satisfaction to the British Govern¬ 
ment. It was also provided that certain magistrates specified by name 
should try cases which may be dealt with entirely by magistrates, and 
that appeals should lie from their decisions to certain appellate judges speci¬ 
fied by name. Offences which are too grave to be dealt with by magistrates 
are committed by justices of the peace in Travancore and Cochin to the Re¬ 
sident for trial, and the Resident’s decisions are subject to appeal to the High 
Court at Madras. The gravest class of offences, with which a Court of Session 
cannot deal, are committed "to the High Court at Madras. The Resident has 
also discretion to commit to the High Court cases which are committed to him, 
or which come before him as a justice of the peace. 

In 1861 the Madras Government proposed the removal of certain fiscal 
restrictions in Travancore. By Act VI of 184S the coasting trade of British 
India was freed from all duties, but Travancore as a Native State did not come 
within the scope of the enactment, and consequently the produce of Travan¬ 
core when landed at British ports was charged with import duty as being 
foreign goods. Similarly the produce of British India, when exported to the 
ports of Travancore, was charged with export duty. The same rules hampered 
the trade in goods passing the land frontier, though on some lines the duties 
had been mutually abandoned. The Maharaja on his part levied customs duties 
on imports from and exports to British ports. 

After some negotiation the Travancore State agreed in 1865 to give up 
all import duties on British Indian produce, with the exception of tobacco, 
opium, salt and spirits, but claimed, in the form of a guarantee or drawback, 
the revenues realised in British Indian ports on foreign produce re-exported to 
Travancore. This was estimated to amount to about Rupees 40,000, but it 
was understood that it might be gradually reduced as the direct trade of Tra¬ 
vancore increased. The Darhar also agreed to reduce its export duty to 5 per 
cent, ad valorem on all articles except pepper, dried betel-nut and timber. The 
duty on pepper and dried betel-nut was retained at Rupees 15 per candy, and 
on timber at 10 per cent, ad valorem. The Darhar also consented to reduce 
the duty on tobacco to the extent of Rupees 1,00,000 a year, 

Travancore is supplied with salt from Bombay on the same terms as 
the Madras Government. There has been no formal agreement on this sub¬ 
ject. 

In 1880 Maharaja Rama Varma, who had succeeded in 1860, died. 
He was succeeded by his brother, also called Hama Varma, who died in 
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1885. He was appointed in 188*i to be a Knight Grand Commander of the 
Order of the Star of India. He was succeeded by his nephew Bala Rama 
Varma, wlio is about 35 years old (189^), and who also, in J888, received tlie 
decoration of a Knight Grand Commander of the Order of the Star of 
India. 

The area of Travancore is 6,730 square miles ; the population, according 
to the census of 1891, is 2,555,074, excluding the Ouilon Cantonment, the 
returns for which were included in those for the Madras Presidency ; and the 
gross revenue is about Rupees 78,48,000. The military force of the country 
consisted, in 1891, of 1,442 infantry, 61 cavalry, and 30 artillerymen with 
6 guns used for saluting purposes only. The Chief has offered to place the 
whole of his forces at the disposal of the Government of India for Imperial 
service.

Agrkkment with the Rajah of Thavancore for two battalions 
to be stationed within Ids dominions — 1788 . 


Prom the Rajali of Triivancore to the Govern¬ 
or, djitod i2tb Itaingun, 19th June 1788. 

The territory of Calicut and Piili- 
catcherry lay quite coutio-uous to the 
wall of my fort, and Tippoo Sultan, 
piirticulariy at this time, is moving’ 
frequently through these districts. In 
cons(‘(jn(;nee of the orders you were 
pleased to give to me, and trusting to 
the peaccahle state of affairs between 
you atid Tippoo, I do nothiug more 
than keep a walcliful eye over my dis¬ 
trict, for which ])iirposo I have appointed 
six battalions and other troops to guard 
the places of strengtii belonging to 
me ; hut it is necessary to have oflicers 
and serjeants to discipline those batta¬ 
lions, I have therefore to request you 
will, out of your favor and friendship 
to me, order four officers and twelve 
s(‘]’jeants, who are well acquainted with 
the ex(ucise and discijiline of troops, 
that I may employ them for that ])ur- 
})()se in my service. 1 hope Your Ex¬ 
cellency will grant me this favor. Ma¬ 
jor Baunerman, whom 1 have (‘arnestly 
spoke to on this subject, has written to 
Your Plxcelleney, and I beg leave to 
refer j ou to what he says.

Extriud letter from the Governor to the 

Rajah of I'rHvancore, dated Fort St. 

George, 12th August 1788. 

1 have very fully considered of 
your request to he supplied with 
English otfieers to eomnuind your 
hatt:ili<»ns of sepoys. My desire to 
show you kindness and protection 
is so manif(;st that it is not neces¬ 
sary to re[)eat to yon how great my 
sat isfaction is when 1 have an oppor¬ 
tunity to add to your happiness. On 
the pn^seut occasion, how<wer, a 
compliance with your request might 
be attended with greater inconveni¬ 
ence than you arc^ aware of. The 
Honoural>Ie Company's offieers are 
brave and good men and will always 
discharge their duty with zeal and 
ability; but it is contrary to the 
systems now laid down for tlie niari- 
agemeiit of the Ihiglish Company's 
affairs to lend their offieers to com¬ 
mand any troops except such as are 
acdnally in their own pay and under 
their own authority. Great incon¬ 
venience has been found to arise 
from pursuing a di tie rent line of 
conduct, wbich 1 hope will reconcile 
to your mind my declining to com¬ 
ply with the proposal. 

If we can suggest any plan by 
which one, two, or even three liatta- 
lions of the Honourable Company's 
troops can be employed to advan¬ 
tage in securing your country against 
any sudden attack from Tippoo, I 
shall very readily take tbe same into 
consideration, and, if practicable, 
form an arrangement that will afford 
safety to your possessions withou 
deviating from tbe rules of our ser¬ 
vice. 
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Extract letter from the Rajah of Tvavaneore 

to the Governor, dated 25th Zecaad, or 2Hth 

August 1788. 

You are pleased to say it is contrary 
to the system now laid down to lend 
the Company's ofliceis to command any 
troops, except such as are actually in 
their pay and under their own autho¬ 
rity; but if I can su^g*cst any plan by 
which one, two, or three battalions of 
the Company's troops can be employed 
in securing my country against any 
sudden attack from Tipj^joo, you will 
readily take the same into consideration 
and form an arrangement for the safety 
of my (iountry without deviating from 
the rules of your service. 

The above letter has given me the 
greatest satisfaction and accomplished 
my wishes. 

The friendship and attachment I hear 
to the English Company are known to 
the whole world, and rny late inter¬ 
course with Tippoo Sultan has also been 
eariied on through their assistance and 
favor. 

I call the Almighty to witness that 
I rest my whole dependeuc'e on them 
for support, and therefore most wil¬ 
lingly accjuiesee to tin* proposal in Your 
Excellency's letter of having some bat¬ 
talions of the Company's troops with 
me. Your Excellency will be pleased 
to shew me your favo]- in any maimer 
that cau tend to the security and pro¬ 
tection of my country, and to inform 
me of the expense that will attend a 
battalion of sej^oys. I refer you to 
Major Ban Hermanns letters for an an¬ 
swer to the other matters he has com¬ 
municated to me from Your Excel¬ 
lency. 


Letter from the Governor to the Rajah of 

Travanoore, dated Fort St. George, the 

7th October 1788. 

I have received your letter dated 
the 28tli August, and you may rest 
assured that the confidence you re¬ 
pose in the friendship of the English 
Company is not ill |)laced. They 
regard you as their faithful ally, 
and consider your interests the same 
as their own. 

Your having acquiesced in the 
proposition I made of having some 
battalions of the (k)mpany^s troops 
stationed on the frontier of Travan- 
core is a wise and judicious mea¬ 
sure; it will ensure the safety of 
your country against the ambitious 
views of any persons who may be 
ill disposed towards you, and cannot 
fail to convince them of the danger 
they would be exposed to in attack¬ 
ing a Prince supported and protected 
as you are by the English, whose 
arms, by the blessing of God, are 
too powerful for them to combat 
with. 

At the same time tliat I am 
anxious to see your country in a 
comjdete state of security, I am not 
less so in effecting it in such a man¬ 
ner as will render your expenses 
easy : for this purpose I would re¬ 
commend that, in time of peace, two 
battalions of the Company's native 
infantry should he stationed on your 
frontic! s at your expense, and that 
the amount may be either paid by 
you to the Company, in cash or 
pepper, as may best suit your con¬ 
venience. That if an additional force 
of Europeans and natives are re¬ 
quired to strengthen your frontier 
against the designs of an enemy, 
these shall be maintained at the 
Company's expense entirely; with 
this proviso, that you will order 
them to be supplied with provisions 
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and the necessary articles for erect¬ 
ing building’s to lodg:e them in, on 
tbeir paying- for the same at the 
usual rates ol your country. That 
you may know the expense of a 
Company's battalion in peace and 
war, I have enclosed an estimate of 
tlie same for your information. 

I shall always have a g^reat plea¬ 
sure in forwarding* your wishes, and 
hope to liear often of ycur health 
and prosperity. What can 1 say 
more ?

Lotti'r from the TIajati of Travancore to the Governor, dated 
6tli vSulTer, or 5th Nov(‘mhcr 1788. 

1 have been liouored with the receipt of Yh.ur Excellency’s gracious letter 
iu which you recommend that two battalions of the Com})auy^s sepoys 
should b(‘ stationed on the frontiers of my country in time of peace, the 
amount of their pay to be provided for by me, in cash or pepj)er, as may suit 
my convenience. That whenever an additional force is required by me as a 
defence against the designs of an enemy, you will send a body of Europeans 
and sepoys which will be maintained at the Company's expense; and that I 
am to supply them with provisions and the necessary articles for erecting 
buildings, on their })aying for the same at the usual rates of my country/' 
You moreover say, ‘‘ that tlie confidence! repose in the friendship of the Com¬ 
pany will not t)e lost, and that tliey regard me as their faithful ally, and con¬ 
sider my interest the same as their own/' Yon have also transmitted to me 
an estimate account of the monthly expense of a Company's battalion of 
sepoys in time of pea(;e and war for my information, all which 1 understand. 

1 he ineasiire which has occurred to Your Excellency's enlightened mind 
for stationing two battalions of sepoys for the defence of my country is highly 
proper, and 1 consider my government and territories perfectly safe and 
aecnred against the machinations of my enemies. The Almighty God knows 
the sincerity of my hmg friendship with the English, whose power I consider 
as the means of my preservation ; may He, of His infinite goodness, grant 
the continuance of their prosperity and success. 

Your Excellency will be pleased, in consequence of what you have written, 
to lend me two battalions of sepoys for the defence of my country, for which 
favour I shall be highly grateful to Your Excellency. 

The account sent me states as the monthly expense of one battalion of 
f^epoys the sum of one thousand seven hundred and fifty Star PagoJas forty 
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Fanams and forty Cash, and the additional eliaro*o to be twenty-six Pag'odas 
seven Fanams ; I tlierefore inform you I hat I shall pay in ready money into 
the hands of whatever person yon are ]>leased to order the annual amount of 
two battalions of sepoys, agreeable to the above-mentioned statejneiit; and in 
the event of a war, 1 shall ])ay the batta to them agreeably to what is stated 
in the said account, bein^ for one battalion nine hundred and ninety-eight 
Star Pagodas six Fanams and twelve Cash. 

From the long and sincere friendship 1 have entertained with the Com¬ 
pany, it has always been my hope that the Fnglish would give me their 
assistance when necessary, by sending me a body of Europeans and sepoy-, 
and now, since Your Excellency has been pleased to mention it yourself, my 
mind is set fully at (^ase in that point. Whenever I shall reqniie an addi¬ 
tional number of tioops for the defence of my conritry, viz., tdiropeans and 
se])oys, 1 shall supply them with provisions and the necessary articles tbc}^ 
may want . ]\1ay it. ])lease Your Excellency, some battalions of sepoys belong¬ 

ing to me have, for a length of time, been em])loyed in the Tinnev(dly 
country, I therefore rcqu(*st Your Excellency will send ])osilive injunctions to 
the olficei' in that dislri(;t to send me the above battalions that 1 may em])l(»y 
them with the two battalions you are to semi mein the defence of my coimiry, 
which will remove all my anxieties regarding the designs of such who intend 
giving me trouble. 

Pe ])leased to consider me at all times your devoted well-wisher, and 
honour me fre(]U(‘ntly with your commands.

on the other part, this twcnty-eigdith day of January of 
the English year one thousand sevcni hundred and ninety- 
three, viz .— 

That this agreement shall not cflTect or interfere with any agreement 
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subsistinc: between the said Honourable Company; and the said Rajah shall 
deliver to the said Company between tlie 10th February 1791 and lOth A])ril 
following throe thousand candies (5(>01hs weig:ht) of clean pepper at the rate 
of one hundred and fifteen Bombay Rupees for each candy, exclusive of two 
Ruj)ees customs for each ; and shall further deliver a similar quantity (dOO 
candies) annually at the same price and similar periods for nine successive 
years, that is three thousand every year, until the 10th April one thousand 
eight hundred and four (English computation;. 

That of the pepper above stipulated to he delivered annually, two thou¬ 
sand five hundred candies shall be delivered at Quilon, and the remaining five 
hundred candies at the said Company's warehouse at Anjengo, into the hands 
of such officers as the Company may appoint for the purpose of receiving it. 

Tliat the said Rajah shall receive in part payment for the said annual 
contract for pejiper the undermentioned articles at tlie usual prices for wliich 
he has been debited in former contracts : two thousand stand of arms com- 
]jh^te, one bundred candies of lead, three hundred yards of scarlet broad cloth 
superfine, one thousand five hundred yai’ds of ditto fine, twenty-seven tliou- 
sand five liundred yards of red puiqut, two thousand yards of blue purpit, 
two buudred yards of yellow purpit, five hundred 3 ^ards of green purjiit. 
That the balance due for the said annual provision of pepper shall be dis¬ 
charged in Bombay, wliieli balance, together with the warlike stores stipulated 
to be taken on part paynicnt, shall be made good between tlic lOtli February 
and 10th April of each respective year; that this agreement shall be in force 
iu like manner as the Rajah engages to deliver the pepper with those periods. 

That slioiild the Rajah fail to deliver the quantity of pepper contracted 
for by this agreement within the periods specified, he shall forfeit to the Com- 
jiaiiy fifty-seven Rupees and a half penalty for each candy of pepper so 
dolicient. In like manner should flie Comjiauy fail, on their part, to make 
good to the Rajah the amount specified in the agreement within tbc terms 
prescribed, they shall forfeit a penalty of double the sums deficient.

Treaty between the Honourable East India Company and the 
Rajah of Travancore in 1795. 

Proposed terms for a Treaty of future perpetual friendship, 
ALLIANCE, and SUBSIDY between the IIonourable East 
India Company and Rajah Ram Raje Bahadoor, the 
reigning Rajah of Travancore, concerted between the 
Honourable Jonathan Duncan, Esq., Governor of 
Bombay, on the part of the Honourable Sir John Shore, 
Bart., the Governor General in Council of Fort William, 
in Bengal, in virtue of the powers vested in him by the King 
and Parliament of Great Britain and by the East India 
Company to direct and control political affairs of all the 
Company’s settlements in India, on the one part; and the 
said reigning Rajah of Travancore on the other: in 
consideration of the Rajah’s application to the Bengal 
Government in the month of September 1793, to have a 
permanent Treaty concluded with the English East India 
Co:^/ T‘ANY and to settle and fix the terms of their old friendship 
and alliance and for the defence of his country against foreign 
enemies. The result is contained in the following Articles 

Akticlb 1. 

Before the breaking out of the last war between the Honourable Company 
and '^I'ippoo Multan, the three talooks of Paroor, Aluiugar, and KoonaUiaar 
made ]ravi of the Rajah of Travancore's country ; and having by the said 
Sultan be(‘n included in bis cessions to the Honourable Company by tlie Treaty 
of peace ot the IStb of March 1792, the said Company do, in view to their 
aneieut liieiidsliip with and the plea of right preferred by the Hajali of 
Travuneorc', lenounce every claim that they may have to the talooks in question, 
and all the said three talooks are accordingly left on the former footing as 
part of the said Hujah^s country. 


Article 2. 

If any power or States^ near or remote, by sea or land, shall, without 
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ag'^res^ion on the part of the Rajah of Travancore, attempt or begin hostility 
and war upon tlie country of the said Rajah or of his successors; under such 
circumstances, the expulsion of, and the protection of the country against, 
such enemies rest with the Company's Government. 

Auticle 3. 

In consideration of the stipulation in the second Article, the Rajah of 
Tra.vancore doth engage for himself and l;is successors to pay annually at 
Anjengo, both in peace and war, a sum c(juivalcnt to the expense of thr('e 
of the Ilononrahle Company's battalions of sepoys, together with a company 
of Euro])ean artillery and two companies of lascars. 

Auticle 4. 

The Company stipulate that this force of infantry and artillery shall, 
if the Rajah desire it, always })e stationed in his country, or on the troiitiers 
near it, or in any other part within the Cornpany^s possessions where he shall 
prefer; and that they shall always be in readiness: and in respect to siieli 
requisitions as the Rajah and his successors may have occasion to address to 
the ollicer in command of tlieee troops, to proceed to act against foreign 
enemies who shall have invaded the said Rajah^s country, it is proper that such 
commanding ollicer stand previously furnished with instrnetioiis from the 
Government of that Presidency whence he shall have beim detached; or 
otherwise, he is immediately on sneh re(piiBition to procure instnietions and 
the sanction of his said sup(!riors for repelling such invasion ; but in the event 
of the Kajah’s country being so unexpectedly invaded by an enemy, that the 
urgency oL' the danger or attack from without shall not admit of deferring the 
necessary operations till the orders of the Govoinment of such Presidency 
can be received, the commanding ollicer is, under such cireumstanees, to 
apj^ly immediately and without ohjeetion the force under his command to the 
(^lefence and prot('ction of the Rajah and his successors; and should it so 
haj)jieii that the aforesaid force and the Rajah^s own army be at any time 
found unequal to cojie with and defend the country against tin' superior force 
of the enemy, the expense of such further troops as it may he necessary 
and requisite for the Company to furnish in such instances, is to be altogether 
:it the said Com]ai.ny^s cost; nor shall their government anywise object to 
furnish such additional force, the expense of which shall in no respect be 
chargeable on the Rajah or his suecessors; nor shall the Company ever apjily 
or demand any sum on that account, nor possess any plea or claim to 
make any further requisition for pecuniary aid from the Rajah or his succes¬ 
sors, by reason of any warfare or hostility that may hereafter eventually occur 

Article 5. 

As the Company do only engage to defend and protect the country 
dependent on the Rajah of Travancore against unprovoked attacks, it is there- 
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fore to be clenrly and distinctly understood between the parties that the 
Rajabs, present and future, are not to commit any hostile aggression towards 
any other Shite whetlier Indian or European ; and in tJie event of the Rajah 
or his successors having* any disputes of a political nature or tendency, it is 
necessary that the same shall be transmitted by the latter to the Honourable 
Comf)any^s Government, who will determine thereon according to justice and 
])olicy and mutual concert. 


Article G. 

The reigning Rajah of Travancore for the time being shall not keep in 
his service, in any civil or military capacity, nor allow to remain witliin his 
dominions as merchants, or under any other jdea or ])retext, the sn])jcct8 or 
citizens of any nation being at war with Great Britain or with the East India 
Company; nor under any circumstances of peace or war allow any European 
nation to obtain settlements (/.c., territory or places under his own autlioritx) 
within the same, nor enter into any new engagements with any European or 
Indian States without the previous concurrence of the British Governments 
in India, 


Article 7, 

When the Company shall require of the Rajah of Travancore any aid of 
his troops to assist them in war, it shall he incumbent on the said reigning 
Rajah for the time being to furnish such aid, to such extent and in such num¬ 
bers as may be in his power, from his regular infantry and cavalry, exclusive 
of the native Nayrs of his country, whi(;h succours thus rurnishahle by tlie 
Rajah, as far as shall be consistent with tlu* safety of Ids own country, sliall 
he liable to he employed as far by the Company's Government on either siile 
of the reninsula as to Madura aud Calicut; and to be, during such service, at 
the Company's expense and under their orders. 

Article 8. 

That the pepper contract with the Com]iany shall continue in perpetuity, 
liable however, after the expiration of tlio period of Ilje exisfjjig contract, to 
such modifications as to price, period, or quantity, as may, from time to time, 
be agreed upon between the parties. 

Article 9. 

The Company engage not to impede in any wise the course of the rule or 
of administration of the Rajah of Travancore^s g*overnment; nor at all to 
possess themselves or enter upon any part of what regards the management of 
the present Rajalds or his successor’s country. At tlie same time it is jmo- 
vided that all the former agreements between the Honourable Com[)any and 
the Rajahs of Travancore, relative to the settlements of Anjengo and Ikldowa 
or Erawa, and to the Company's privileges in respect to trade throughout the 
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Ilajah^s dominions, remain in full force, accordinj^ to the practice hitherto; 
and as otherwise the object of this Treaty is principally to provide for the 
purposes of external deftmce, it bears therefore no reference whatever to the 
llajah^s situation as a tributary to the Carnatic, concerning’ wliioh the Kajah 
of Travancore doth in the sincerity of his lieart, of his own accord, acknow¬ 
ledge and declare that in the line of Ids former fealty, as from of old esta¬ 
blished, towards the Circar of the soubah of Arcot, there shall never occur any 
difference or deviation. 


Article 10. 

All unsettled claims of a pecuniary nature which the contracting parties 
may have had upon each oilier, relative to warlike expenses, up to the ])eriod 
of ilie conchisioM of the Treaty of peace with Tijipoo Sultan, under date the 
18th of March 1702, shall be cancelled and declared null and void. 


Article 11. 

The Company engage that none of the Rajahs of Malabar under their 
jurisdiction shall he allow(!d to commit ex(;essos in the (‘onntry, or to encroacli 
on the rights of the Rajah of Travancore or of his successors; and both the 
contracting ])arti(‘S engage not to give shelter to the rebels, whosoever they 
may }»e, of either of the two States within the countiy of Malabar; but on the 
contrary to seize on and mutually to deliver up such persons. 


Article 12. 

On the commercial vessels of the said Rajah^s frequenting any of the 
ports in India appertaining to the llonournhle Company, they shall obtain 
every requisite assistance and supply on paying for the same; and iu like 
manner the lIonoura])le Cornpany^s ships shall experience the like assistance 
and supply in the ports and roads ot his country. 

This ])ropos('d Treaty, consisting of twelve Articles, has been concerted in 
the iicighl)our]iood of Anjengo, on the 17th ot November 17t)5 of the Christian 
ora., corrcs])()n(ling with the nth of Cartikee 97] of the INlalahar stylo; between 
the reigning Jlajah of Travancore, and the Honourable Jonathan Duncan, 
T]s(j,, (lovc’rnor ot Bombay ; on this footing, that the said proposc'd I’reaty 
shall by tlie latter he transmitted to the Honourable the Governor General m 
(’ouncil, wlien after his approval he will forward it to England, and having 
thence also been approved, is within two years to he returned under the seal 
and ratification of the Company in the accustomed form and dcliv(U’ed to the 
Rajah ; from which time the ])receding concerted copy, being considered as a 
full and com])]ete voucher, shall ho strictly adhered and conformed to by both 
governments. The amount of the subsidy, under these proposed terms of 
perpetual Treaty, shall without fail he annually paid in cash at Anjengo in 
three equal kists or instalments at the expiration of every four months.

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Temporary Engagement between the IIonourable East India 
Company and IIajah Eam IIaje Batiadoor, the reigning 
Rajah of Travancore, settled by the IIonourable Jona¬ 
than Duncan, Esq., Governor of Bombay, on tlie part of the 
Honourable Company, in consequence of instructions from 
the Honourable Sir John Suore, Baronet, Governor- 
General in Council of Fort William in Bengal, in virtue 
of the j)owcrs vested in him by the King and Parliament 
of Great Britain and by the East India Company to direct 
and control the political affairs of all the Company’s Settle¬ 
ments in India, on the one j)art, and by the said reigning 
Rajah of Travancore on the other—1795. 

Article 1. 

Until llie receipt, within two years, of the approbation and ratification 
from (Ireat Britain of the proposed terms of Treaty of future perpetual friend¬ 
ship, Mlliancc, and subsidy, as written this day the ]7tb November 171)5, or 
5th of Cartikee 1)71 Malabar style, and to be then of full force and observed 
on both sides, the following Articles shall constitute the rule of guidance. 

Article 2 , 

The Kajab of Travancore shall, from the 17th of November 1795, or 5th 
of Cartikee Malabar stylf^ pay to the Company, in the mannei- noticed in llio 
;frd Article of the proposcnl terms o(‘a ])(*r}ietual Treaty, a sum e(piivaltmt to 
the expense of one battalion of the Ilononrahle Conijiany’s S{‘i><>ys, which 
battalion shall he kept ready for his service whenever he stands in nred therc'of 
and shall call for the same to defend his country against external foiee ; for 
which defence the Coin{)any engage, in the manner and undrn' the conditions 
concerted under the 4th and 5tli Articles of the prof)Osed terms of a pcrjietual 
Treaty ; under this fui'tlier clause, that if during this interval the saiil Baja 
shall lind occasioii to call for more than one battalion to bis assistance, lie is 
in such ease to pay to the Honourable Comjiany a sum ecjual to the exjiensi? of 
two liattalions, ])ut no more than i’or two, lor any further force for his defence 
that may prove necessary. 


Article 3. 

During the said interval, or until the arrival from Great Britain of the 
approval of the proposed terms of a perpetual Treaty, the Kaja of Travancore 
is to be liable to furnish and maintain at his own expense, on the requisition 
of the Company's Government at Bombay or Madras, one complete battalion 
of his troops, to serve under the command of the British officer, in con June- 
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tion with the Eng-lish forces, on either side, between Madura and Calient, in 
garrison or in the held, for such period or periods within the said interval as 
the assistance of the said battalion may be required ; and any troops required 
beyond this battalion the Raja is to the utmost of his ability to furnish, 0:1 
the terms and to the extent of the 7th Article of the proposed terms of the 
perpetual Treaty. 

This agreement, consisting of three Articles, is settled in the neighbour¬ 
hood of Anjengo, on the 17th of November 1705, corres]H)nding with tlie 5tli 
of Cartikee 071 Malabar style, by the said reigning Ra ja of Travaiicore and 
Mr. Duncan, by whom a copy hereof shall be sent to the Honourable Sir John 
Shore, Baronet, Governor-General in Council, who, on aj)proving thereof, is 
within two months from this date to signify his ratification of the same by a 
letter from the Governor-General to the Rajah Ram Ra jc Bahadoor ; from the 
receipt of which letter this engagement is to become linally binding on the 
contracting parties, and to be in the meantime, or from this date, till the 
expiration of the two montiis allowed for the receijit of the answer from 
Bengal, literidly observed on both sides. The amount of the subsidy under 
this temporary engagement shall without fail be annually paid in cash in 
tlir(‘o equal kists or instalments, at the expiration of every four months, at 
Anjengo.

Whereas, in the 7th Article of the above Treaty, the following words 
occur, which succours t^hus furnishable by the Rajal), as far as sliail be con¬ 
sistent with the salefy of his own country, shall be liable to be employed as 
I'ar by the Coin jinny’s G overiiim.'nt on either side of the Peninsula as to 
Madura and Chilicut,’^ and tliese terms being deemed not suffeicntly exjires- 
sive of the intentions of the contracting jiarties ; they liereby mutnally ag-roo 
tliat the words “ and the boundary of llic Cavae be added immediately utter 
the word Calicut,^' and that accordingly the said Article stands as follows 

Auticle 7. 

When the Company shall require of the Rajah of Travancore any aid of 
his t voojis to assist them in war, it shall be incumbent on the said reigning 
Jfaj.ih for the time being to furnish such aid, to such extent and in such nnm- 
bers as may be in his jiower, from his regular infantry and cavalry, exclusive 
of the native Nayrs of his country, which succours thus furnishable by tlie 
Rajah, as far as shall he consistent Avitli the safety of his own country, shall 
be lialile to bt' emjiloyed as far by the Company's Government on either side 
of the Bouinsula as to Madura and Calicut and the boundary of the Cavae, 
and to be during such service at the Company's expeuse and under their 
orders. 

The above Treaty having been transmitted to the Honourable Court of 
Di rectors for the affairs of the United Company of merchants of England 
trading to the East Indies for their confirmation, agreeable to the stipulation 
therein contained, and the Honourable Court Laving expressed their assent to 
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the several Arlicles of tlie said Treaty, ineludino^ the amended Article sub¬ 
joined to the oiyi^inal Articles, the said Treat}^ is hereby ratihed by me and 
my siijrnatnre, at Trevandruni in the country oE Travancore, this twenty-first 
day of th(i month of July in the year one thousand seven hundred and ninety- 
seven of tlie Christian era, or the ninth day of the month Aru in the year 
nine hundred and twenty-two Malabar style. 

Ratified by the Honourable the Court of Directors in 1707. 


No. XXVII. 

Theaty of PERPETUAL ERiENDSHiP and ALLIANCE between the 
UONOURARLE ENGLISH EaST InI)IA COMPANY EAIIADOOil, 
and the Mauarajau Ham Hajau BAUADooiia Hajah of Tra- 
VANCORE— 1806. 

'Whereas the Treat}'', concluded in the year 1795 between the llononrable 
Company of Mercbants of Eiio-land tradiui^ to the East Indies and llis late 
Ili^'liness the Rajali of Travancore, was intended to defend and prote(*t the 
Trjivancore country airainst foreign enemies, and to stren;f^tben and fix the 
terms of flie ancient friendship and alliance sul)sistino‘ between tlie Coin})any 
and the Rajah of dh’avancore ; and whereas it is evident that the intentions of 
the contracting* parties have not been (Inly fulfilled ; and whereas the said 
Coin})any and the Rajah of Travancore have judged it expedient that addi¬ 
tional ])rovisions should at this time be made for the pur|)ose of su|)])lyiug the 
defects in the said Treaty, and of establisliing the connection hot ween tlie 
said contracting ])artics on a permanent basis of security in all times to conic : 
Th crefore, in order to carry into elTcct the said intentions, the ])rescnt Treaty 
is concluded by Lieutenaut-Colouel Colin Macaulay, the Resident at Travan- 
core, on the part and in the name of liis Excellency the Most Noble Manpiis 
Wellesley, K.P. and K.c., Governor-General in Council of all tlie Rritish 
jiossessions in the East Indies, and by His Highness the Rajah of Travancore 
for himself, agreeably to the following Articles, vvliieh sliall be binding on the 
contracting parties as long as the sun and moon shall endure. 

Article 1. 

The friends and enemies of cither of the contracting parties shall be con¬ 
sidered as the friends and enemies of both ; the Honourable Company especially 
engaging to defend and protect the territories of the Rajah of Travancore 
against all enemies whatsoever. 

Article 2, 

Whereas by the seventh Article of the Treaty concluded in the year 1795 
between the Ham Raiuh Bahadoor and the English East India Company 
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Biiliadoor, it was slipulatcd that when the Company shall require any aid ot 
ills troops to assist them in war, it shall 1)0 ineurnl>ent on the said rei^uin^ 
liajah tor the tiriK' lK‘inpf to furnish sueli aid, to such extent and in siieh nuni- 
hers as may he in his power, from his n'jjfular infantry and eavalry, exclusive 
of the native Ka,yrs of his eountry,^^ and the Company bein<:^ now willini^ 
entindy to release the Kajah from the obligation incurred inuler the said stipu- 
'lation ; it i.s lieiehy concluded and as:reed that the Ram Raja Bahadoor is for 
evitr disclrar^'ed from the aforesaid hurdeiisoine obligation. 

Articlk S. 

In consideration of the stipulation and release contained in the first and 
second Articles, whereby the Company becomes liable to lieavy and constant 
<?\pense, while prreat relief is afforded to the finances of the Rajah, His Hi**-!'.- 
Tiess eno'aj^es to ])ay annually to the said Company a sum equivalent to the 
expense of one reoiment of native infantry in addition to the sum now pava})lc 
for the ibree subsidised by the third Article of the subsidiary Treaty of 1795 ; 
the said amount to Ijc paid in six equal instalrneiits to eoinmence from the first 
day of January on<i th<»usand ei^hl hundred and five; and His said Highness; 
further ao«rees that the disposal of the said sum, too'<‘ther with the arrauoe- 
ment and employment of the troo})s to he maintained by it, whether stationed 
within the Travaneore country or within the Company's limits, shall be left 
entirely to the Company. 

AuTI€LE 4. 

Should it become necessary for the Company to employ a larger force than 
tliat \v]ii<di is stipnUt(*d fov in tln^ precf'dmg- Article, to protect the territories 
of the said Maharajah against attack or invasion, His Highness agrees to eon- 
ta'ibule j(»intly with the Company towards the discharge of the incu'eased 
expense* tlicicby o<'casione<l such a sum as shall appear on an attentive consi- 
ileration of the ine..‘ins of Ills said Higliness to bear a just and reasonabh; pro- 
poj'tiou to the actual net revenues of His Highness. 

Akticle 5. 

And whereas it is indispensably necessary that effectual and lasting secu¬ 
rity should be ])rovided against any failure in the funds destined to defray 
either the expenses of the j)ermanent military force in time of peace, or the 
extraordinary expenses de.se.rihed in the preceding Article of the present 
'^i5’('aty, it is lierel>y stijmlated and agreed between the contracting parties that 
wheinwer the (Tovernor-Cieiierai in Council of F<u*t William in Rengal shall 
have nnsoii to nppreheud such failure in the funds so destined, the said Cov- 
ernor-Ceneral in Council shall ho at liberty and shall have full power and right 
either to introduce snob regulations and ordinances as he shall deem ex])edient 
for the internal management, and collection of the revenues or for the better 
ordering of any otlier hraneii and di*paitnient of the government of Travan¬ 
eore, or to assume and bring under the direct management of the servants of 
the said Company Rahadoor sinJi part or ])arts of the territorial possessions of 
His Higliness the Maharajah Ram Raja Ihihadoor as shall a})pear to liirn, tlie 

S 
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said Governor-CieiKM’iil in Council, necessary to render tlie said funds eHicieut 
and available either in time of jieaee or war. 

Article 6. 

And it is hereby further agreed that, wlienever the said Governor-Gene¬ 
ral in Council shall signify to the said Maliarajah Ram Raja Hahadoor that 
it is become neeessiiry to carry into elfect tlie })r()visi()ns of the filth Article, 
Ilis said Hig'hness Maharajah ham Raja Haliadoor shall immediately issue 
orders to his amils or other oflicers, eitiier for carrying' into eft‘e(d; the said 
regulations and ordinances ar^conlitig to the tenor of tlie fifth Article, or for 
jdacing the territories recjuiied under the exclusive aulliority and control of 
the Rng'lish Company Rahadoor; and in case His Highness shall not issue 
such orders within ten days from the time when the application sliall have 
been formally made to him, then the e-dd Govornor-Genera^ in Council shall 
be at liberty to issue orders by bis own antliority eitlnu’ for carrying into effect 
the said regulations and ordinances, or for assuming the management and 
collection of the said territories, be shall judge most expedient for the 
jmrpose of securing the ellleiency of the said military funds and of providing 
for the effeetnal jirotection of the country and the welfare of the people : 
Ih’ovided always that, whenever and so long as any jiart or jiarts of His said 
irighness^s territories shall he placed and shall rtnnain under the exclusive 
authority and control of the said Hast India Company, the Governor-Gene¬ 
ral in Council shall I’ender to His Highness a tru(! and faithful account of the 
revenues and ])roduc(i of the territories so assnnuMi : Provided also that in no 
case whatever shall His Highnesses actual receipt or animal income, arising 
out of his terntonal levenin*, he less than the sum of two lakhs of Rupees, 
together with one-liftli ])art of the net K'vimnes of the whole of his t(‘»aitories, 
which sum of two lakhs of Rupees, togtUher with the amount of one-fifth of 
the said lu't revenues, the Mast India Companv engages at all tinnvs and in 
<*very possible case to secure and cause to he paid for Jlis Highnesses use. 


Article 7. 

His H ighness Mai larajah Ram Rajah Bahadoor engages that he will be 
guided by a sincere and cordial attention to the relations of peace and amity 
established between the Eiigli.sh Company and their allies, and that he will 
carefully abstain from any interlerenec in the affairs of any IState in alliance 
with the said English Company Baliadoor, or of any State whatever and for 
securing the object of this stipulation it is further stipulated and agreed that 
no communication or correspondence with any foreign State whatever shall 
be holden by His said Higlmess without the previous knowledge and sanction 
of the said English Company hahadoor. 

Article 8. 

His Hig-hnoss stipulates and agrees that he will not admit any European 
foreigners into his service without the concurrence of the hlnglish Company 
Bahadoor, and that be will ajiprehend and deliver to the Company's Govern- 
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merit all Europeans of whatever description, who shall be found within the 
terntories of His said Highness without rei^ular passports from the En^dish 
(iiovernmeiit ; it bein^ TFis IT i^L^-hness’s di'termined resolution not to suffer 
<wcn for a, day any l^uropean to remain within his territories unless by consent 
of the said Company. 


Article 9. 

Such parts of the Treaty of Anno Domini one thousand seven hundred 
and ninety-live (1795) between the l]n<»lish East India Company and the 
late Rajah of Tlh’avaneore as are cahudated to stren^tlum the alliance, to 
cement the friendsliip, and to identify the interests of the contracting* parties, 
are hereby renewed and coidirmed ; and accordingly His Tljirhncss hereby 
promises to pay at all times the utmost attention to sneb advice as the English 
(lovernrnent siiall occasionally jud^e it necessary t() olTer to him, with a view t(» 
tlie economy of his finances, the bettei* collection of his revenues, the admini¬ 
stration of justice, the extension of commerce, the eneonra^mnent of trade, 
agriculture, and iTuIustry, or any other objects connected with the advaiice- 
nnuit of His ITiq-hness's interests, the happiness of hi? peoph', and the mutual 
welfare of both States. 

Article 10. 

This Treaty, consisting of ten Articles, heintr tin’s day, the twelfth day 
of January one thousand ci^»'ht hundred and five, settled and concluded at 
the fortrc'ss of Tecroovamnidapoorani in ^J’ravaneore liy Lieutenant-Colonel 
(V)liu Macaulay, on behalf and in the name of Ills Excellency the Most 
JMi.»hle Marquis VVpUcshw, K r. and K.c,, (hivcrnoi-Ccmu’al in Council, with 
the Maharajah Ram Rajah JTahadoor; he has delivered to the said Maharajah 
one coj)v of the same in Idiolish and Persian si<^ned and sealed by him, and 
His Hii>j'bii(‘ss has delivci*(‘d to the Lientencnt-Coloncl aforesaid another 
copy also in Persian and Enj^llsli, bfarin^* his seal and signature, and signed 
and sealed hy Valoo Tonihy, Dewan to the Maharajah : and the Lieutenant- 
Colonel aforesaid has en^a^cd to ])rocnre and deliver to the said Maharajah, 
without delay, a copy of the same under the seal and sis^nature of Ilis Excel¬ 
lency th.e Most Noble Marquis Wellcslcv, (luv(;rnor-(Ameral in Council, on 
the receipt of which by the said Maharajah, the ])iosent Tre.ity shall he 
deemed complete and hindine^ on the Honourable the En^Jish East India 
Company and on the Maharajah Ram Rajali Rahadoor of Travancore, and 
the copy of it now delivered to tlje said Maharajah shall be returned.

De assured that notliing sliall disturb the engag(‘ment thus made to you 
so long as your House is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the conditions 
of tin; treaties, grants, or engagements which record its obligations to the 
Ihiiisli (Tovernineiit.

A biniilar Sunnud was granted to tin* Rajah of CoehiiL 
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7.~C0CHIN. 

The Rajas of Cochin belonn^ to the pure Kshafcriya caste, and claim to ho 
descended from Cheraman I'erumal, the last of the rulers over the territory 
stretching from Gokaru in North Kaiiara to Cape Comorin. {See Malabar, 
i??Jra.) 

In 1759 the Raja was attacked by the Raja of Calicut, who was expelled 
by the Raja of Tmvancore, and, as a reward for the service performed on that 
occasion, certain ]ioitions of territory were transferred from Cochin to Travau- 
eore. In 1770 the State of Cochin was conquered by Haidar Ali. It remained 
tributary and subordinate to Haidar, and subsequently to his son, Tipu Sultan, 
until the peace concluded by the latter with the British in 1792, when the 
claims of Mysore over Cochin were transfen-ed to the British Government. 
A Treaty (No. XXX.) had already been concluded with the Raja in 1791, by 
which he had agreed to become tributary to the British Government for his 
territories, wldch were then in the possession of d'ipu, and to pay a subsidy of 
Kujioes l,(iO,OOU annually. After the peace of 1792, the island of Chetuwa 
Manupuram was leased (No. XXXI.) to the Baja for ten years. 

In 1809 an insurrection took place in Cochin against the British power. 
This was suppressed, and a fresh Treaty (No. XXXIl) was concluded, by which 
the Haja agreed to pay, in addition to the previous subsidy of one lakh of 
riij CCS, an annual sum equal to the cost of one battalion of native infantry, 
or 1,70,037 Arcot Rupees, making an aggregate payment yearly, iu six equal 
instalments, of Rupees 2,76,037. The disposal of the subsidy, and the distribu¬ 
tion of the force maintained by it, whether stationed within or witliout the 
territories of the Raja of Cochin, were left unreservedly to the British Gov¬ 
ernment. The other provisions of the treaty were similar to those of the 
treaty concluded with the Raja of Travancorc in 1805 (No. XXVII.). The 
annual payment due from the Raja of Cochin to the British Government was 
subsequently reduced fo Rupees 2,40,000, being one-half the amount of the 
Rajahs estimated v< V( iiuo of tho lime. At a later period it was fixed at two 
lakhs, which is its presout amount. 

The late Raja of Cochin, Ravi Varma, who succeeded to power on the 
death of his brother in 1853, received, in 1862, the right of adoption (Note to 
No. XXIX.) fur himself and future rulers of Cochin. He died in 1861 and 
was succeedt*d by Kama Varma, then 28 years of age, who, in 1871, was 
created a Knight Commander of the Most Exalted Order of the Star of India. 
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Raja Rama Varma died in 1888^ and was succeeded by bis brotiier Vira 
Kerala Varma, who, whilst heir-apparent, had been created a Knight Com¬ 
mander of the Most Eminent Order of the Indian Empire. He is now 46 
years of age. In the Cochin as in the Travancore State the line of succession- 
is through females. 

Tlie Government of India have consented to the exercise of jurisdiction 
over European British subjects in Cochin by the Cochin Courts in certain 
cases. (See Travancore, sujira,). 

In 1865 certain fiscal restrictions in Cochin were removed. The arrange¬ 
ment differs from tl»at made vvitli Travancore only in respect to the inclusion 
in the guarantee of iho average receipts from the im[)ort duly on foreign 
tobacco, 1 he duties on the other articles specifi(*<l were fixed with reference to 
Ibc actual receipts of throe previous years. In .Tune 1S71 Bnpees 75,291-10-] 0 
were paid as compensation to the Cochin Darhar. No formal agreement was 
concluded with the Cochin State. 

In 1809 a slight adjustment of boundaries was effected between the 
Cochin Darbar and the Madras Government* The modiheation is exjdained 
in a Notification of the 6th October 1870 (No. XXXIII.). 

The area of Cochin is 1,301 square miles ; the population by the census of 
1891 is 7ii2,906 ; and the gross revenue about seventeen lakhs of rupees. Time 
military force consisted in 1891 of 10 horsemen, 328 footmen, 19 gunners 
and 4 guns. ^Ihe jiolitical charge of Cochin is held jointly with that of 
Travancore by the Resident in the latter State. The Baja receive^ a salute of 
eevciiteeu gnus.

That in consideration of a Treaty wbieb subsists between the Hononriible 
Hutch East India Company and the Rajah Rarnavarmab of Cochin, tlie 
Ilononrahle Governor in Council of Ma<lras, not wishiniTT to enter into any 
condition which may not be c<)mpati))lo with the spirit of the Treaty subsist,in^ 
betwc'en the above-mentioned parties, it is airreed that Rajah Rarnavarmab 
sliall become tributary to tlie Honourable EiiLdish East India Coin])any only 
for those distri(;ts and places before reiu’b'd w]ii(di were in the ])osst'ssion of 
Tifipoo Sultan, and for which the said Rajah })aid him tribute, and with which 
t he Honourable Hutch Company have no concern. 

Article 7. 

Tliat the Rajah Rarnavarmab shall exenuse a cnmyilef-e and uncontrolled 
authoritv over the aforementioned possessions, under the acknowledged sovii- 
reip^nty of the Honourable Eng-lisli Company. 

Article 8. 

The Honourable Enp^lisli East India Company relying on the constancy 
and firmness of Rajali RamavarmalEs alliance and vassalage, and bis continu¬ 
ing faithful to these engagements, it is agreed that no further dc'rmiuds shall 
be made ujion him, and be shall receive that protc'ctiou which the Honourable 
English East India Company alvvays give to their faithful tributaries and 
allies. 


Article 9. 

It is agreed Hint this Treaty shall be considered to have effect from the 
time (25tb September 1790) Rajah Rarnavarmab regained possession, by j) 0 \ier 
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of tlie Honourable Company's arras, of the districts and j)laees wrested from 
him by Tippoo Sultan, and that from that period the said Rajah shall com¬ 
mence to pay the tribute mentioned in the 4th Article of this Treaty.

Treaty with the Eaja of Cochin for the lease of CiietteWxIH 

Manapooram. 

Whereas by a Treaty of jieace concluded betw(‘en the Honourable (h^m- 
pany and Tij^poo Sultan on the iGih March 1792, the latter ceded to the 
former in full sovereignty the province of Malabar; and whereas at the soli¬ 
citation of the Rajah of ('ochin a part of the province, riz., the island 
Chettewah Manapoorara, exclusive of the Cherical lands of Pudewatara, 
Alurne, and Kanru, in which last is the Rajah's temple of Trevangeeolum 
and of the Pagoda Teriparattu, the Honourable the Governor General in 
Council has directed shall be leased to the said Rajah for the s])a(,*e ol ten years 
on the terms and conditions hereunder specified, ])rovided they shall be 
approved and confirmed by the said Governor General in Council: 1, James 
Stevens, Esquire, supervisor of the province of Malabar, by virtue of the 
powers entrusted to me by the Honourable George Dick, Esquire, Governor in 
Council of Bombay, do hereby lease the said island to the above-mentioned 
Rajah of Cochin for the term aforesaid, on the following conditions :— 

1st. —That the said Rajah shall pay annually during the terms aforesaid 
the sum of Rupees thirty thousand clear of all deduct ions of three instalments, 
the first of ten thousand Rupees on the 15th of Danoom, or December 
2Sth; the second of the same sura on the 15th Makharom ; and the remaining 
ten thousand at the end of Shingum. 
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2nil, _That tlic aiilbority of tbe jiulicial courts establislied hy ilie late 

Commissioners shall be in force throughout tbe districts of Cliettewali Mjiria- 
pooram. 

3/yl .—Tliat tbe collections of the customs shall remain with tbe Honour¬ 
able Com])any^s ofbeers, excepting* ^oods belonging- to tbe Rajab, vvbicdi shall 
be exem])ted from duties ju'uvided that tbe liajah shall certify tliat such goods 
on which be claims exemption are bond fide his property.

C'oin])any Baliadoor and tbe late Rajah (*f Cochin, 
by Avhieb that Itajab was to be put in possession of, and to liuld on speeibe 
Conditions as a. tribntiiry of tlie Honourable Com])a,n 3 ', certain districts tbci’cin 
enurncrjited ; and Wlnn-eas tin* st.ijmlati<»ns <»f that Treaty Iiaving been found 
insiitlbni'nl, and the late oeenrrene(‘s in tbe Coebin t(M-ri(()rv having reiKbned 
it expedient that n(‘W engagements sliould be eomduded wbieli slnall be ealeu- 
lattal to prevent the authority and resonrees of tln^ Coebin counti’^^ fi’om 
being (unployed in desiLnis bostibi to the British inter(;sts, and wbieli shall be 
eoiidncive to the advanerimnit of tbe prosjun’ity and welfare of Ix'tb the 
States : VVliei'ct'orc^ the lollowing Articles of a new I'KaiXy between the 
Honourable Com]);inv and the Rajah ot Cochin have Ixani agK'cd njxm and 
settled by tlie licsident at Travaneorc, Ijimitenanl-ColoiKd (b lin Macaulay, 
bt’ing duly vrstixl with antboiaty thereto by the lionomable Sii* Ceorge Hilaro 
Barlow, Baronet, Knight of the Most IJonoui-able Ordia- of t lie Rat h, Cov- 
ernor in Camneil ot f'ort, Saint Ceorge, on tlie fiiirt ot tlie llonouraole East 
India Cinnjiany, and i)y tln^ Rajah of Cocliiri for liim.-elf and successors, t^ be 
binding upon tbi‘ eontracting parties as long as tbe sun and moon endure. 

A ten CUE 1. 

Tiie friends and enemies of oitlnu’ of tbe contracting parties shall be 
considered as tbe friends and enemies ot both, tbe Honourable the East India 
Company Baliadoor engaging to defend and ])roteet the territories of tlie 
Rajah of Coebin against all enemies whomsoever. 
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Article 2. 

In consideration of the stipulations in fhe precediin^- Article, tlie Rnjali 
of C(jcliiu asj;-i*ces to pay annually to tlu*. said Hoiioiiral)l(‘ (h)ru|)any, in addi¬ 
tion to the usual subsidy of one lakh (1,00,000) of K,uj)t‘(‘s, a sum equal to 
the expense of one battalion of nativ(‘ infantry, or Arcot Rupees 1,70,(1-^7, 
making an a-^re^ah* annual payment of Arcot Rupees 2,7(i,0.'’)7, tlie amount 
to be payable in six Cfjual kists, and tlie payment to (foumuuHic from the first 
oC May 1809; and it is ai];-reed that the dis})osal of the said amount, with t!\e 
distribution of the forca^ to b(‘ mainlaincal by it, whetluM- stationed within the 
territories of the Rajah of (mchin or of the Honourable Company, shall be 
left entirely to the Company. 


Article 3. 

Should it become necessary to emjdoy a larg’d’ forc(' for tbe defence and 
protection of th(‘ Cochin tcuTitories against, foreign invasion tlian is st ipulated 
for by the preceding Article, the Rajaii of Cochin agrees to contribute to¬ 
wards the discharge of the increased expense thereby incurred such a sum as 
shall appear to the (xovernor in Council of Fort Saint (ieorge, on an attentiv<^ 
consideration of the means of the said Ha.jah, to hear a just and reasonable 
proportion to tbe actual net revenues of the said Rajah. 

Article I. 

And whereas it is indispensably necessary that effectual and lasting 
seemrity should be provided against, any failure in the funds destined to defray 
either the expenses of the permanent milifa.ry force in time of ])ea(‘e, or the 
extraordinary expenses described in the third Article of the ])resent 'rreaiy, it 
is hereby stipnlatt‘d and agreed between the e.ontracting parlies that whenever 
tli(‘ Govmuor in Council of Fort Sa.int (leorge shall have reason to apprelieiKl 
sneb failure in the funds so destined, the said Covernor in Couma’I shall he at 
liheriy and sliall have lull power and right either to introduce s-jeh r('gnlatious 
a,nd ovdinances as he shall deem ex])odieut for \he internal ma,nag(‘meTit and 
colhK'tiou of the revenues, or for the h(‘tler ordering of any other bvaindi or 
(Irparlment of t he Rajah of Cochin, or to assume and bring undei’ the dirc'et 
nianageiueiit of the servants of the said Coinjiany Fahadoor sneh part or parts 
of the terrltoiial ])Oss(;ssions of the Rajah of CJoehiii a,s shall ap])ear to him, 
the said Covernor in ('ouncil, necessary to render the funds etrieient and avail¬ 
able eitluu- in linii; of peace or war. 


Article 5. 

And it is hereby further agreed that whenever the said Governor in 
Counedl shall signify to the said Rajah of Cocliin that it is heeome lU'cessary 
to carry inio eff(‘ct the jaovisions of the fourth Article, the said Rajah shall 
immediately issue orders to the Karegars or other otlieers, either for earrying 
into effeet the said regulations a,nd ordinances according to the tenor of the 
fourth Artielcj or for ])laciiig the territories re<|uired under the exclusive 
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authority and control of the Enj^lish (Company Baliadoor; and in case the said 
Rajah sliall not issue such orders within ten days from the time when the 
application shall have hecn formally made to him, then the said Governor in 
Council shall he at. liberty to issue orders by his own authority either for 
carrying- into elTeet the sa.id regulations and ordinances, or for assnmino* the 
irianao’emeait and collcn-tion of the revenue of the said territories, as he shall 
jud^e most expedient for the ])Urpose of seeurinc^ the efficienty of the said 
military funds, and of providing' for the effectual protection of the country 
and the welfare of the people : Provided always that, whenever and so long as 
any part or parts of tlie said Rajahterritories shall be jdaeed and shall remain 
under the exclusive authority and control of the said East India Company, the 
Governor in Council shall render to the Rajali a true and faithful account of 
the revenues and prodiuio of the territories so assumed : Provid('d also that in 
no case wliatcver shall the said Rajah^s actual receipt of annual income, arising 
out of his territorial revenues, he less than the sum of thirty-rivc thousand 
Rn})ees, togetlier with one-fifth part of the net revenues of the whole of his 
territories; which sum ol‘ thirty thousand Rupees, together with the amount 
of one-fifth of the said net revenues, the Past India Company engages at all 
times and in every possible case to secure and cause to be paid for the use of 
the said Rajah. 

Article 6. 

The Rajah of Cochin engages that he will be guided by a sincere and 
cordial attention to the relations of peace and amity established between the 
English (yomf)aiiy Bahadoor and their allies ; and that he will carefully abstain 
from any interference in the affairs of any State in alliance with the said 
English Company Bahadoor, or of any State whatever; and for securing the 
object of this stipulation it is further stipulated and agreed that no communi¬ 
cation or correspondence with any foreign State whatever shall he holden by 
the said Rajah, without the previous knowledge and sanction of the said 
English Company Bahadoor. 

Article 7. 

The Rajah of Cochin sti])idates and agrees that he will not admit any 
European foreigners into Ins s(‘rvi(;e without the concurrence of the Englisli 
Company Bahadoor, and that lie will apprehend and deliver to the Company's 
Government all Europeans, of whatever description, who shall he found within 
the territories of the said Itajah without regular passports from the English 
Government ; it biung the said Rajah's determined resolution not to suffer 
even f<ir a day any European foreigners to remain within the territories now 
subjected to Ids autlunity, unless by consent of the said Company. 

Article 8. 

W hereas the com]»lete protection of the said Rajah's territories may re¬ 
quire that such fortresses as are situated within the said territories should be 
dismantled or garrisoned, as well in time of peace as of war, by Britishl^troops 
and officers, the said Rajah hercliy engages that the said English Company 
Bahadoor shall a,I all times he at liberty to dismantle or garrison, in whatever 
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manner they may jndo-e proper, such fortresses and strong* places witliin the 
territories of the said Rajah as it sluill appear to them advisable to take 
charge of. 

Arttci.e 9. 

The Rajah of Cochin hereby promises to pay at all times the utmost 
attention to such advice as the Englisii (Government sliall occasionally judge 
it necessary to offer to him, witli a view to the economy of his financt's, the 
better (M)ilectaon of his revenues, the administration of justice, tlie extension of 
commerce, the encouragement of trade, agriculture, and industry, or any 
other objects connected with the advarmement of the interests of the said Rajah, 
ilie happiness of his j)eo])le, and mutual welfare of both States. 

Article 10. 

This Treaty, consisting of ten Articles, being this day, the sixth day of 
May 1809, settled and conelnded at the palace of Anjekanall, near Cochin, by 
Lieutenant-(a)lonel Colin Macaulay, Resident at Travancore, on the one part, 
on behalf and in the name of the llonourahle Sir George llilaro Harlow, 
Baronet, and Knight of the Most Honourable Order of tlie Hath, Governor 
in (h)nnoil of Fort Saint George, on the part ol the Honourahlo English 
Itast India Comjiany ; and on the other part by the Hajah of (Jochin, for 
himself and successors ; the Lieutenant-Colonel aforesaid has delivered to the 
said Rajah one co])y of the same in Elnglish and Tamul, signed and sealed 
by him, and the said Rajah has delivered to the Lieutenant-Colonel aforesaid 
another co])y, also in Tamul and English, hearing his s(!al and signature; 
and the aforesaid Licntenant-Coloncl has engaged to procure and deliver to 
the said Rajah, without delay, a copy of the same under the seal and signature 
of the Honourable the (Governor in Council, on the receipt of wbieb by the 
said Rajah the present Treaty shall be deemed eomjdete and binding on the 
Honourable the English East India Comj)any and on the Rajah of Cochin, 
and the copy of it now delivered to the said Rajah sliall be returned.

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8.—MALABAR COAST. 

Of the three ^reat ancient kingdoms ot Southern India, namely, Chera, 
Cliola, and Pandya, the first, Chera (a name which is still applied to the 7iad 
or district of Chera in Malahar), lay to the west, and iiicliuled nearly the 
whole of the Malabar Coast. The rulers of Chera were locally styled Peru- 
inals (literally, great men), and it is highly probable that in the third century, 
P.C., the Malabar Coast had a well-organised form of government, for the 
Keralaputraii (king of Kerala, a dialectic form of Chera, Cheram, Kcratn) 
is mentioned along with Chola and Pandya in one of king Asoka^s rock-cut 
inscriptions at Oirnar. The history of these Perumalshas been lost: they are 
traditionally reported to have reigned for twelve years (the cycle of Jupiter), 
and to have held at the close of each cycle a great gathering of their feuda¬ 
tories at Tirunavayi in Malahar. At this gathering feudal relations appear 
to have been periodically revised. 

The names of only three of the Pcrnmals have been historically ])re- 
s(‘rved, namely, Bliaskara Ravi Varma, who granted to the Cochin Jews 
their deed of settlement about A.D. 700 ; Vira Raghava Chakravartti, who 
granted to tlie Christians of Cochin their deed of settlement in A.D. 774 ; 
and Sthanu Ravi (iupta, who granted a further deed of settlement to the 
Christians about A.D. 8^4. This last-named Perumal was probably the last 
of the line, and identical with Chcramaii Perumal (literally, great man of the 
Chera j)coi>lc) who embraced Muhammadanism and sailed for Arabia after 
abdicating bis functions in favor of bis great vassals, of whom the families of 
ibcTravancorc Maharaja, the Zamorin, the Valluvanad Raja, and the Paighat 
Raja are re[)resenied to this day. 

The withdrawal of Clicraman Perumal to Arabia is attributed to the 
growing iniluence of the Zamorin. dhe date of this event is probably 

A.D., tluj 'Zblh August of that year being the initial date of the 
Mortbern Kollam era of the West Coast. The country had jirubably been 
broken into petty States before Clieramaii Perumal left India. 4be first Chief 
of Cochiu was probably tlie PerumaPs legal heir. 

Malabar, as the British found it when tlie factories at Tellicherry (Talas- 
seri) and Anjengo* (subordinate to the Presidency of Surat, and afterwards 


AniuttJaguiJH (tine cocoa-nut trees). 
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[1687] of Bombay) were established, was ruled on feudal principles by four 
principal Chiefs. The Kolattiri family ruled in the north ; the Kottayam 
family (with their connections, the Kurarabranad family) in the eastern 
centre, including'Wainad (Wynaad) ; the Kadattanad family, as feudatories 
of the Kolattiri, in the western centre; while the Zamorin was g-enerally 
acknowledg'ed as the suzerain lord of all the south, except, perhaps, the small 
territories of the Vallabha or Valluvanad, and of the Palg'hat llajas. Subor¬ 
dinate to these were many chieftains with var\ ing* deg-rees of independence, 
ruling each his own portion of country termed a nad. 

About the year 1661 the English began to trade in the Zamorin^s domi¬ 
nions, and in 1708 they obtained a grant of the fort of Tellichcrry in the north 
from the Kolattiri Raja, the limits of which they soon exb'ndcd southwards by 
comiucst from the Kurangott Nayar. In 17 lOJliey received from this same 
Nayar the right of exclusive trade in pepper. A similar privilege was 
obtained in 172*^ from the Kolattiri Kaja, in 1725 from the Raja of Kadat¬ 
tanad, and in 1748 from the Raja of Kottayam. The territorial possessions 
of the English were extended in 1765-66 hy the ae(juisition of tlie island 
of Darmapatarn and the fort of Madakara, and in 1749 the whole island of 
Madakara was obtained, with power to administer justice thereiu. 

So ra})id was the })rogress of British influence that the English soon 
became entitled to exclusive advantag-es in purebasing* tl)(‘ valuable ])r()dncts 
of the greater part of the Malabar country, and in I76u they obtained from 
the Kolattiri Regent the privilege of collecting customs duties within his 
dominions in consideration of a iixed quit-rent of 21,090 silver Fanains, or 
Rupees 1,209 a year. They also obtained the moilgage of Handatara in 
payment of a loan which the feudal chieftains of tluit district (sui)urdinate 
to the Kolattiri Reg-eiit) bad contracted. The grunt of Randatara hy the 
Kolattiri Regent was confirmed hy a subsequent agreeiiumt on the 23rd 
March 17(j5, hy which time tlie debt had not been ])aid off, and again on tlie 
]6th May of tb(^ same year the rents to be collected from the distriet were 
fixed, and the chieftains ])romised to be and remain faithful to the English 
a’/id to assist them when required with 50U Nayais. 

Nos. XXXIV to XLIII form some of the prinei})al Engag(unents con¬ 
tracted with the Malabar and Kanarese Chiefs before the invasion of their 
country by Haidar Ali from Mysore. It is unnecessary here to enter into any 
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detailed history of these enpfapiements, and the many similar agreements that 
were made before Haidar Ali^s conquest.* 

The Zamorin claimed to be sovereign paramount over the smaller princi¬ 
palities in the southern districts of Malabar, and reduced most of them to sub¬ 
ordination by force of arms. This spirit of conquest was one among other 
reasons which led to the invasion of his dominions by Haidar Ali, who 
in 1766 reduced the whole country from Chivakkal to Cochin. The Chiefs 
of Cochin, Kurangott, and Randatara, subordinate to the Dutch, French, and 
English Companies, respectively, were allowed to retain their possessions; but 
the others were driven out and the management of their States was entrusted 
to Madarara, in south Malabar, and to Ali Raja, the Mappilla Chief of Can- 
nanore in the north. 

During the war which broke out between the British Government and 
Haidar Ali in 1768, the Malabar Chiefs who had taken refuge in Travancore and 
the British territories, reinstated themselves and held possession till 1774, when 
the southern Rajas were again expelled. In the northern districts the Raja 
of Kadattanad submitted to Haidar, and the Kolattiri Regent was confirmed by 
Haidar in his possessions, and in Kottayam and Iriivalinad, on condition of 
paying tribute. In the treaty of peacef concluded with Tipu Sultan in 
1 784, the Rajas of Tanjore and Travancore were the only allies of the British 
whose protection was specifically guaranteed ; and this left Tipu free to wreak his 
vengeance for past acts of hostility on the part of the Malabar Chiefs who 
had co-operated with the British against him at the siege of Tellicherry and 
elsewhere. In a few years Tipu again drove most of the Rajas and their 
families from the country by his attempt forcibly to convert them to the 
Muhammadan faith. 

In the war of 1790 the Nayars and Mappillas were encouraged to throw 
off their dependence on Tipu Sultan by a promise of protection on condition of 
their becoming subjects and dependants of the British Government. Accord¬ 
ingly, on the 4th of May 1790, deeds were given to the Kolattiri Regent, to 
the Raja of Kadattanad and to the Regent of Kottayam, promising to include 
them as allies in any treaty which the British Government might make with 
Tipu. A similar deed was given to the heir-apparent of the Zamorin. After 
Tipu^s troops were expelled from Kurangott, the Nayar of that district was 
allowed to resume possession of his country, but he soon after renewed his con-

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nection with the French in the settlement at Maho and acknowledj^ed his 
dependence on them. The Mappilla ruler of Cannanore sided with Tipu, baton 
the reduction of her fort she submitted to the British Government uncondi¬ 
tionally. Before the end of the year 1790 Ti})u^s army was driven out of 
the whole of the Malabar country, the Rajas both in the north and south 
were restored, and their territories, with the exception of those of Nelisharam, 
Vetal Hegra, Kumli, and Bangar fin the South Kanara District), were included 
in the cessions made to the British Government under the treaty of 179^i. 

Commissioners were appointed in 1792 to enquire into the condition of the 
ceded districts, and to establish a suitable system of government and judicial 
administration. The Rajas did not at first acquiesce in the assumption 
of the sovereignty of the country by the British, but eventually agree¬ 
ments were concluded with them by which they engaged to submit to the 
control of the British Government, to pay tribute, and to grant the monopoly 
of the pepper trade. In December 1792 free trade was proclaimed in all 
articles except pepper, but the attempt to maintain the pep])er monopoly 
proved a failure, and the restrictions on the trade in that article also were 
removed in the following year, the British Government limiting its claims to 
a payment in kind of a moiety of the tribute to which, as sovereigns of the 
country, they were entitled. 

The first agreements which were made with the Rajas were temporary 
and generally concluded for one year only, until the resources of the country 
could be ascertained, and a fair tribute fixed in proportion to the revenues. 
Eventually the Rajas agreed to a joint collection of the revenues by their 
own officers and those of the British Government. Inland customs were 
abolished and taxes on exports and imports were levied by the British Gov¬ 
ernment alone. Courts of justice were established, presided over by British 
officers, and in a short time the administration of the country was assimi¬ 
lated to that of the other British provinces. Thereafter engagements were 
from time to time made with the Chiefs; but they were merely revenue 
engagements, which it would be out of place to insert in the present col¬ 
lection. The earlier Engagements made with them before they had lost their 
political status have been included as Nos. XLIV to LXII. 

The administration of the Malabar District was transferred from the 
Presidency of Bombay to that of Madras on the 1st July 1800. Finally, on 
the I5th November 1806, by which time the whole of the Malabar District 
except Cannanore had been taken under the direct revenue management 
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of the Company, an Eng-ag-ement (No. LXITI) was entered into with the 
Zamorin, g'uaranteeing* to him and his family a malikana allowance, eal- 
eulated at the rate of 20 per cent, on the revenues of the year 1800-1801^ 
of the territories of which he was in possession at the time of the Mysore 
invasion. Similar malikana allowances were granted to the other chieftains, 
hut no formal engagements were made with them. The allowances were 
made liable to forfeiture on proof of disloyalty or misconduct. These mali¬ 
kana holders are not in any sense zamindars. 

Mana Vikrama, the late Zarnorin, or first Raja, of Calicut, received the 
]>ersonal title of ^‘Maharaja Bahadur in 1878 and was created a Knight 
Commander of the Oi-der of the Indian Empire on the 25th May 1892. He 
died on the 6tli August 1892. The malikana allowance to the family 
amounts to Rupees in round numbers. 

The rule of succession in Malabar families is jKJCuliar.* A father stands 
in no recognised legal relationship to his own children, who inherit their 
motlier's pi'operty and not their father^s. A Malabar iaravad or family cor¬ 
responds pietty closely to the Roman gens, with this fundamental distinction, 
however, that the members of the iaravad trace their descent from a common 
ancestress, instead of from a common ancestor. When the members of a 
taravad divide the common property among themselves, they become split up 
into separate taravads, but when, as in the case of the taravads of these Rajas 
and Cliieltains, a large part of the common stock is set aside for the mainte¬ 
nance of the family dignity, a number of separate branches, called tnvalis, are 
jn tlie course of time formed, with no bond to keep them from disintegration 
into separate taravads, except their interest in the common stock so set apart. 
These branches in the ruling families are usually called after the Kovilagams 
(king^s houses) in which their members dwell. Thus among the Kolattiris 
the family has in course of time spUt up into many Kovilagamsy or branches

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This family sprang originally, there can be no doubt, from that of the 
Maharajas of Travancore, as the two families to this day observe the custom 
of death pollution, and adoptions have more than once taken place from the 
Kolattiri into the Travancore family. In all likelihood an adoption will in a 
few years again take place, as there appear to be no prospects of female heirs 
in the Travancore family. The Mavalikkara branch supplied the last adopted 
heirs to Travancore. 

The nominal head of the Kcdattiri family is the eldest female member 
(Acbamma) of all these Kovilogamsy or branches, and her rank is styled 
Muppast/tanam (head dignity). She has however no share of the common 
stock set apart for the maintenance of her position. Subordinate to her the 
eldest five male members of all the branches succeeded by seniority to the 
following dignities 

1. The Kolattiri. 

2. The Tekkalankur (Southern Regent), 

3. The Vadakkalankur (Northern Regent). 

4. The Nalamkur (Fourth). 

5. The Anjamkur (Fifth). 

These titles are now practically in abeyance. There were many dissen¬ 
sions ill the family at the time of the Raja of Bednur's irruption into Malabar 
(1782-39), and in consequence, in 1749, the IJdayamangalam branch was cut 
off from succession to the larger portion of the family territory. Since that 
time the senior male member of the Palli branch, styled the Raja of Chirak- 
kal, has been recognised as the head of the house. 

In the Zamorin^s family there are but three Kovilagamsy or branches, viz ,:— 

1. Kilakka (Eastern), 

2. Padinyara (Western). 

3. Putiya (New), 

In addition to these the eldest female of all the branches, whose title is 
Ambadi Rani and who is nominally the head of the whole house, has a share 
of the common stock set apart for her in 

4. The Ambadi Kovilagam. 

Subordinate to her the five eldest male members, who have also each a 
share of the common stock to which they succeed in strict order of seniority^ 
are respectively styled— 

1. The Samutiri (or Zamorin). 
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2. The Eralpad (full title—Eniad Ilaukur Nambiyattiri Tirumulpad). 

3. The Munampad (full title—Eruad Munamkur Nambiyattiri Tiru¬ 

mulpad). 

4. The Nalampad (full title—Itatturnad Nambiyattiri Tirumulpad). 

5. The Anjampad (full title—Netiyiruppu Mutterati Tirumulpad). 

It is unnecessary to give similar details regarding the other families 
mentioned above. 

Even in the Mappilla families in North Malabar, which are Muhamma¬ 
dan, the succession went in the female line. Thus in the Cannanore family, 
which in addition to their estates on the mainland held possession of the 
southern Laccadive Islands, the chief male representative of the family was 
called Ali Haja, the prince of the deep or sea. One of these was succeeded by 
his niece, whose husband died during the siege of Cannanore in 1790. This 
lady was succeeded by her daughter and grand-daughter. I he last died in 
October 1801, and the Madras Government, mistaking the rule of succession, 
which requires that every heir must be descended immediately from a female, 
and imagining that females only could succeed, recognised her distant female 
relative to the exclusion of her son. But on the appeal of the son, Ali Kaja, 
and after further investigation of the case, his right to the succession was 
recognised. He died in 1870 and was succeeded by his nephew, the present 
Ali lliija. 

This family of Cannanore, at first tributary to the Kolattiri, became 
independent about the middle of the last century. After Haidar Ali's con¬ 
quest of Malabar in 1766 the representative of the family became his ally. 
Cannanore was taken by the British during the war with Tipu in 1784, an 
Indemnity was exacted from the Bibi, and a tribute of one lakh of rupees 
was imposed upon her (No. LXIV). On the conclusion of peace with Tipu 
matters reverted to their former position, but when in 1790 war again broke 
out with Tipu, the Bibi instigated the Mappillas against the Nayars, the 
Company's allies. Cannanore was taken by storm, the possessions of the 
Bibi became the right of the British Government by conquest, and were in¬ 
cluded in the cessions made by Tipu. She was however allowed to retain her 
possessions on condition of paying a moiety the produce of her country 
both on the mainland and in her five islands, amounting in all to Rupees 
4,340, as well as Rupees 10,000 per annum as a similar share of the produce 
and commercial advantages accruing from the Laccadives. 
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Laccadive Inlands *—In 1793 the Bibi of Cannanore executed an Agreement 
(No. LXV.), engaging: to submit to the sequestration of the Laccadive Is¬ 
lands if it should he ordered by the British Government. Commissioners were 
sent to investigate the resources of the islands, the treatment of the islanders 
by the Bibi, the abuses connected with her monopoly of coir, and similar 
matters. After a tedious negotiation a provisional Agreement (No. LXVI.) was 
in 1790 signed by the Bibi, subject to ratification by Government, by which 
she engaged to pay Rupees 15,000 per annum to the British Government, 
but the rights of Government to the islands under the agreement of 1793 
were in no way altered or relinquished. Owing to the breaking out of the war 
with France and other considerations, negotiations for the surrender by the 
Bibi of her sovereignty of the islands, for the reform of their administration, 
and for the freedom of trade, were not completed, and for many years the Lac¬ 
cadive Islands remained unnoticed. 

In 1848, however, petitions from the islanders comjdaining of the oppres¬ 
sion of the Bibi, attracted attention, and a British officer was deputed to report 
on the subject. The Bibiks resources having been much cri])pled by the 
damage caused by a recent storm, she was compelled to ask for a remission 
of the peshkash which had fallen much into arrears. The request was 
granted on the condition that she w^ould introduce the necessary reforms into 
her administration, hut as she declined to do so, the offer of remission was 
recalled and her lands at Cannanore were attached for arrears of peshkash. 
In 1854 the Laccadives were sequestrated on a similar account and brought 
under British management. The island of Minicoy, which the Bibi claimed 
as her private pro})eity, offered open resistance to the authority of Govern¬ 
ment, and was not finally brought under control till 1858. 

The islands were restored to the Bibi shortly before her death in 1801, 
with a distinct intimation that, in the event of any acts of oppression or 
extortion being proved against her or her agents, Government would seques¬ 
trate tlie islands in order to compel the introduction of good government. 
During the rule of her son and successor, Ali Raja, the same maladministra¬ 
tion continued. Complaints on his part regarding the evasion by the island¬ 
ers of the monopoly of coir were frequent, and countercharges were brought 
by them of oppression on the part of the Raja and his agents in collecting 
the dues. Enquiries conducted ou the spot showed that the Rajahs authority 
was completely in abeyance in the three principal islands, and that he was 
powerless to enforce the monopoly. He died in 1870, and was succeeded 
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by Musa Ali Baja, the present head of the family, but no improve¬ 
ment took place in the relations between the Raja and the islanders. At 
Jen^th, as there was no hope of any reform in the administration, as the R.ija 
declined to abolish the monopoly, and as the arrears of peshkash had a;L!:aiii 
accumulated to a larg*e sum, tlie islands were attached and their administia- 
tion was assumed by the British Government in 1875. 

In 1889 the Madras Government, being of opinion that there was still no 
hope of any permanent reform if the islands were restored to the Kaja, j)roposcd 
that they should be declared to be British possessions, and that a compensatory 
allowance should be assigned to the Kaja. The Madras Government contended 
that legally the islands were already British tcrritoiy, as in 1792 all the terri¬ 
tories of the Cannanore Raja had become the possessions of the Com]»any by 
concpiest, and were included among the cessions made by Tipu. 9he Govern, 
mentof India eventually could not agree in the view that the islands were British 
toriltory. 1 he peshkash being still in arrears, the islands continue to be ad¬ 
ministered by British odicers. 

Northern Laccadives ,—The inhabitants of the four northern islands re¬ 
volted in 1785 against the authority of the Cannanore family, and sought the 
protection of Tipu, who in 1787 allowed the Raja to annex in lieu of these 
islands a jagir out of the territory of the Raja of Chirakkal. This jagir was 
reoccupied by the Raja of Chirakkal in 1791 : a claim to compensation for the 
ioss of it was put forward by the Bibi of Cannanore in 1821 and conceded by 
the Court of Directors, A sum of Rupees 5,250, in the form of a remission 
of the peshkash, is annually paid to the head of the family on this account. 
The islands form part of the Kanara district. 
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No. XXXIV. 

Treaty with the Prince of Cherical in 1756. 

Article 1. 

If tlie French or any other power should come n^ainst the Enpolish Com¬ 
pany in any part of the dominions of the Kin^ of Colastria, which extend 
from ('anharottu north to the river of Cotta south, the Prince of Cherical pro¬ 
mises to assist them with all his people and arms aud to use his influence to 
g-et succours likewise from the other powers. 

Article 2. 

Immediately on a French fleet of ships appearing off or on, the Chief of 
Tellicherry advising of their being seen, the Prince of ("herical promises to 
send filteen hundred musketeers to the assistance of the English ('ompany 
with such others after them as he can procure, as is stipulated in the above 
Artiele : and fnrtiier, in case a large English force comes to T#^lIicherry and 
the Chief of Tellichery requests the Prince of Cherical to iifford his assistance 
to expel the French from the country, he promises readily to give it to the 
best of his ability on its being previously settled what j)art of the gain he (the 
prince) is to have, the English jiroving successful. 

Article 3. 

If the F rench or any other power conies against the Prince of Cherical, 
the English Company jiromise to assist him with armed j)eople, bulls, powder, 
and loans of money. 

Article 4. 

Whenever the forces of the F^nglish Company act in conjunction with 
those of the Princes, the heads of these last are to be under the directions of 
the officer who may he appointed from time to time by the Cliief of Tellicherry 
to command the English forces. 


Article 4. 

All forces sent by the Prince of Cherical to the assistance of the English 
Company are to be paid by them in the manner of their own Nairs; as, on 
the contrary, the forces sent by the Fliiglish Company to the assistance of 
His Highness with the balls, powder, etc., are to be at his charge aud expense. 

Article 6. 

The trade and commerce of the English Company, in the dominions of 
Colastria, are to remain on the same footing as formerly ; and the Prince of 
Cherical accordingly promises to put no impediments in the way of it, but to

use his influence to enlarg“e it; as on the other hand, the English Company 
promise to favour the Prince in the interest and affairs of his country, accord¬ 
ing to his necessities, as in times past. 


No. XXXV. 

The Koyal Grant of King Baddacalamcur, Regent of 
CoLASTRiA, dated the 9tli September 1760. 

Article 1. 

Of our free and good will we confirm to the English Company all their 
grants and privileges in our kingdom, given them by our ancestors; also the 
agreement entered into with our younger brother, to be and remain unalter¬ 
able for ever. 

Article 2. 

Whereas all the pepper produced in our country is permitted by these 
grants to be bought by the Company without any impediment, also for them to 
impede any one transporting thereof; we now, in order the more firmly to 
establish this privilege unto them, and especially to prevent the Dutch or any 
one else purchasing the pepper of Randahterra, further consent to the Co!ii- 
pany^s placing their people, both by land and sea, in any part they may judge 
proper to frustrate it; and if, for this purpose, the Chief of Tellicberry shall 
rerjuest our assistance, we hereby promise to aflbrd it in like manner as he may 
desire it. 

Article 3. 

All vessels, of what kindsoever, drove on shore by stress of weather or 
other accidents in the dominions of Colastria are, by the laws thereof, the 
sovereign's property; but should any one belonging to the English Company, 
or having their sealed pass, happen to run ashore in any part of our dominions, 
we promise not to seize thereon but rather to be aiding, so as to prevent as 
much as possible any damage or loss accruing to the said vessels or her cargo, 
and to restore her to the Company for account of the lawful owners. 

Article 4. 

Having frequently experienced maleficent and disobedient behaviour in 
our heir, Unnamen Tamban, we are determined to reject him and take such 
other as, on consulting with the Chief of Tellicberry, he may approve; though 
in case Unnamen Tamban returns to his obedience, with the ChiePs consent, 
we will retake him for our heir: and should any of our successors happen to 
be brotherless or nephewless and be necessitated to constitute some other 
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Prince more distantly allied, their heir, we aj^ree that he shall first advise with 
the Cliief, for the time being, of Tellicherry, and not appoint him but with 
his :ip})rol>jiiion. 

Article 5. 

At the expiration of forty days we will come again to Tellicherry, and 
cause a calculate to be made of the amount customs we receive from the 
Company and those trading under their protection in our dominions, agreeable 
to which we will agree to accept of a certain stipend to be paid us annually in 
lieu thereof. 


An Obligation given by the King Regent of Colasteia, the 
9th of September 1760. 

Article 1. 

Whatever balances may be due to the Honourable Company from the 
Princes of the palace of Palliquilote on the adjustment of that account with 
my ministers, together with that owing by the four Chiefs of Payenalt (who 
are the Aehamars of Randahterra) on Randahterra, with the interest thereon 
agreeable to their obligation, also the amount of what the King may be 
supplied with in his present exigency, his Majesty obliges himself to dis¬ 
charge out of the annual rents of Randahterra Poddateddattu Naudu, situated 
to the southward of Nelleaseroon, and Cunhangalattu, to the southward of 
said Poddateddattu Naudu, until the whole is paid o£E; and to that effect his 
Majesty hereby mortgages to the Company the revenues of those places. 

Article 2. 

The district of Randahterra having, for these eight or nine years past, 
been greatly oppressed with heavy rents and fines to its great detriment, and 
which, if continued, will end in the total ruin thereof, particularly the pepper 
plantations there, whereby the Company will receive great prejudice, the 
King promises to alleviate the rents of the said place, also to moderate the 
hues, by not letting them together exceed twenty-five per cent. 

Article 3, 

When the Company are paid the debts abovemeniioned, with the interest 
that shall arise thereon, this obligation is to be null and void. 

Article 4. 

At the expiration o£ forty days, when the King comes hither and settles 
the annual allowance to be paid him in lieu of the customs of Tellicherry, etc..

A Privilege granted by tlie King Baddacalamcur, Regent of 
the Kingdom of Colastkia, on the 22nd of November 1760, 
E.S., 9th of November 936, M.s. 

Be it known to all that I, the King* Baddacalamcur, Regent of the King¬ 
dom of Colastria^ taking into consideration the many services, favours, and 
assistances received by our Palace of Pally from the Honourable English 
Company, as well in the time of our ancestors as in our own, especially in the 
difEcrcnce which was of late between us and our nephew, Prince Unnamen, 
wherein we exjierienced a firm and faithful friendship from the Company ; in 
consequence whereof, by this our royal writing over and above all former 
privileges, we give and grant to the said English Company our whole right 
of collecting customs in all and every place under their protection, throughout 
our dominions, from this day forward for ever; in lieu of which the Company 
shall be obliged annually to pay us the sum of twenty-one thousand (^1,000) 
silver Fanains, wherewith we are satisfied, and against which our heirs and 
successors have nothing to object, nor shall at any time ; it being done of our 
own free and good will and passed with our sign royal.

necessary assistance for the good of my 
palace shall be afforded when required, 
agreeable to what has been observed in 
times past. 


: declare, in behalf of the Honourable 
United English East India Corn- 
, pany, that the present Prince Re¬ 
gent, Revyvarma, having put the 
province of Randahterra under their 
protection, and has ceded the re¬ 
venues thereof to be recovered by 
them, towards discharging the 
amount of their demands on the 
Achamars of the said province, con¬ 
firming in full force his uncles^ 
grants of the same, by a written 
instrument executed by him this 
day. 

These are to certify, all separate 
rents and immunities whatever, bc- 
brnging to his palace therein, shall 
be preserved, and is hereby con¬ 
firmed thereto, on the part of the 
Honourable Company, in the same 
manner as was formerly observed 
and allowed of.

Translate of an Oua, signed by the first Kino of Cotiote and 
delivered to Mr. Thomas Byeeld, giving the sole privilege 
of exporting pepper and cardamoms out of his country to 
the Honourable Company, promising them succours when 
required, etc., dated the 31st July 1748. 

Having discoursed with Mr. Byfeld, who has been here concerning all 
transactions in general, I do agree that the English Company shall carry 
pepper and cardamoms out of my country as formerly, and that hereafter I 
will not permit any European nation so to do. If they are desirous to secure 
their merchandize in this place I will instantly, upon advice thereof, give them 
a remedy for it, and sliould I want assistance the said Company are to afford 
them, and I will reciprocally supply them with what succours they may stand 
in need of. 
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No. XXXVIII. 

Abticles of Agreement with the King of Cotiote, dated the 
23rd of August 1759. 

Article 1. 

Jf at any time the French or other power shall attempt to annoy any 
part of the Honourable Coni{)any^s districts, or the Chief for the tinn^ bein^^ 
shall have notice of such an intention and for the defence thereof applies to 
the Kiu^ Rej^-ent for his assistance, he promises immediately to furnish any 
number of his !Nairs, or musketeers, that may be desired, not exceeding- six 
thousand ; and those who come are to he paid by the Company, during their 
stay in their service, as follows, viz., three measures of riee, Company's mea¬ 
sure, Jind four bejas per day to every common Nair ; and four measures of 
rice, same measure, and eight bejas, to every Moopa. 

Article 2. 

Tlie Nairs which the King may send to the Company’s assistance are to 
he under command of such of their (the Company’s', officers as may, from 
time to time, be appointed by the Chief; and as the King’s levying his troops 
is attended with an extraordinary charge, it is agreed, in consideration thereof, 
on his beginning so to do, tliat the Company allow him the sum of two 
thousand Rupees ; but if it should happen that hostilities cease before procla- 
inatiou of peace, ora war begun, and on that account the King’s troops are 
returned, and yet again be required, before the expiration of twelve months 
from their tirst coming, they are to be remanded without any fresh allowance 
being made the King : though in case they should not be required t ill the 
commencement of another twelve months from the time ahovcmentioned, 
another allowance of two thousand Rupees is to be made the King, as bis 
then levying them will be attended with the like extraordinary expense as 
before. And to the families of those who may die fighting in the Comjiany’s 
c«ause they agree to give thorn as follows, viz.y to those of the officers, from 
340 Fanams to 750 Fanams eaiffi, according to their respective ranks; and to 
those of the common Nairs, from 120 to 240 each, according to theirs, in like 
manner as the King would do, which he is to declare by Ola : and those who 
shall be wounded the Company will either cause to be cured by their or a 
Malabar doctor, at their expense, or if they rather choose to obtain their own 
cure, 300 Fanams are to be given to each officer, and 150 to every common 
Nidr, for that purpose. 


Article 3. 

Should the Company at any time or times require a number of the King’s 
Nairs to their assistance, not exceeding five hundred, they are not to make 
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him any levying* allowance on such account, but only for what may be wanted 
from that number to six thousand; and provided that during the stay of a 
supply from five hundred upwards, the King resides at or on this side on 
Cotiote, the Company are to allow him two hundred Fanams per day for his 
expenses, exclusive of the two thousand Rupees (as per Article 2) to be given 
him on his beginning to levy his troops. 

Article 4. 

For the better preservation of the friendship subsisting between the 
Company and the King, and for the freedom of their commerce in his domi¬ 
nions, the King promises not to suffer any European nation but them to 
purchase pepper, cardamoms, or sandal-wood therein : and the Company are 
annually to present him, at the feast of Onah, with the sum of twelve hun¬ 
dred Fanams on receiving an Ola from him requesting it. 

Article 5. 

On any enemy^s invading the King's territories the Company agree to 
supply him with powder, ball, flints, and other warlike stores at the prices 
under-mentioned, together with the money and rice to the amount of 
l, 50 ,<i 0 () Fanams, including the amount he may at such time he indebted; 
all which, if the King repays within twelve months, no interest is to be 
charged ; but if not, to run at ten per cent, per annum. The Company shall, 
however, first endeavour to accommodate matters amicably ; but if the enemy 
will not attend to such propositions as may be judged reasonable, the Company 
will then assist the King, in order to subject the said enemy, with men 
properly equipped with mortars, cannon, etc,, he defraying the expense, 
giving the same pay to their Nairs and Calliquilones as above agreed by them 
to give bis Nairs, and to the military in like manner as the Company wlien 
they employ them on such occasion ; and to the killed and wounded the same 
as the Comf)auy are to give those belonging to him. 

Article 6. 

If the King should wage war against any enemy (except the Prince of 
Clierical) the Company agree to assist him with powder, shot, etc., at the 
prices below, together with money to tlie amount of 75,000 Fanams, including 
likewise what may at such time be indebted. 

Article 7. 

On the Company's taking arms offensively against any power whatever 
(except the French), the King promises to afford them the assistance stipu¬ 
lated in the first Article of this agreement and on the same terms; and should 
the Company proceed against any of the fortifications belonging even to the 
French, the King engages not to assist them (the French) in any shape, but 
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contrariwise to man the Company’s forts with his troops, if required, during 
the absence ot their own forces on such expedition : but if the French hence¬ 
forward grant the King’s enemies succours of any kind whatever against him, 
he obliges himself to act in conjunction with the Company olfensively against 
them whenever they may think proper.

No. XXXIX. 

Articles of Agreement made with the King of Cartinaad on 
the 30th December 1761. 

Article 1. 

The pepper, sandal-wood, and cardamoms produced in the kingdom of 
Cartinaad shall be contracted for by the English Company without any impe¬ 
diment, they advancing for and buying them at the current prices, and paying 
the King eleven Fanams and a quarter as duties on each candy of pepper, and 
on all the articles agreeable to the custom of the country. 


Article 2. 

If at any time it should happen that any vessel, whether large or small 
with the Honourable Company’s sealed passport and English colours,he drove 
ashore in the kingdom of Cartinaad, on the Chief for the time being writing 
to the King, he promises to deliver up the said vessel and her cargo, the 
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Company defrayin^: any expense the King may be at in placing guards for the 
better safety thereof* 


Article 3. 

Any person or persons who may desert the Honourable Company's service 
whether with arms or without, if found in the kingdom of Cartinaad, the King 
obliges himself to seize and send back, provided that on his application for 
pardon it is granted. 


Article 4. 

Whoever of the King^s subjects may in future become the English Com¬ 
pany's contractors, as long as they shall continue piinetual to their engage¬ 
ments, the King promises to protect and countenance them ; hut those who 
do not, on a representation being made to the King, he obliges himself to 
compel them or their heirs to satisfy what they may be indebted to the 
Company. 


Article 5. 

On any enemies commencing hostilities against the English Company, if 
they have occasion for the King^s assistance, he engages to supply them with 
five thousand musketeers till such occasion may subside, the Company paying 
them in like manner as the King shall advise himself does; and contrariwise, 
when an enemy shall commence hostilities against tlie King, or if it should 
happen tliat any of his subjects should rise in rebellion against him, the 
Honourable Company promise to assist him with their troops, hall, powder 
and arms, as far as they are al>le, the stores at the same prices their friends 
have thf*m at; and the King obliges himself to pay for them immediately on 
their being received. 


No. XL. 

An Ageeement made by Ally Eajah of Cannanoee with 
Thomas IIodges, Esq., Chief of Tellicherry, making God 
witness for remaining in good union with the Honourable 
English East India Company, 1759. 

Article 1. 

If at any time the French or any country powers of Malabar shall design 
to come against the Honourable English Company, or said Honourable English 
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Company propose going’ against any of the ahoven)entioi) 0 (l, 1 oblige mysolf 
by this writing to act entire!}^ on the part of tlie Honourable English ('ora- 
pany, and to assist them readily with three liundrcd (SOO) men armed with 
my firearms, at all times that the Chief of Tellicherry sliall advise or ask 
me, and in no respect will I take part with them who may be the Honourable 
Company's enemies. The Company shall pay these people that I send as they 
do their own Calliquilones, and give to the family of any that may die in 
battle in like manner. Besides this assistance, iF the Company shall have 
occasion of more of my musketeers, I will assemble as many as 1 can and 
supply the Company with them on the above-mentioned terms. 

Article 2. 

I have this day borrowed of the Chief of Tellicherry, Thomas Hodges, 
Esq., on the Honourable English Company’s account, thirteen thousand 
(13,000) Bombay silver Rupees. Eor this money 1 olilige myself to deliver, 
weighed in Tellicherry, pepper to the amount of the said thirteen thousand 
(13,000) Rupees from the beginning of Jan nary to tbe end of March 1700 
c. s. (935 M.s. ) at tic price that the HonourabVj Company shall contract 
for it with their own merchants in Tellicherry. And in case the above written 
is not fulfilled and the time limited exceeded, I hereby give the Company 
free liberty to take my vessels to the amount of what 1 niay be iudel^ted on 
this account : and to conlirni what 1 declare I have passed this with my sign 
in Tellicherry this 7th day of March 1759 c.s. (934? M.s.). 


No. XLI. 

Articles of the Firmaun granted by the Kajah of He7)noi{e 
to Robert Gambier and the Governor, Charles Crum- 
MELIN. 

Robert Gambier having applied to us through Vishuoo Sabayet about 
some privileges and our leave to build a factory at Oiiore, therefore we have 
granted him, as Vishuoo Sabayet applied in his name, our permission to build 
a factory at the Bar of Onore, under the province of Chandore, for whi(;h 
purpose we have granted our liberty to amount thereon in all 21 large and 
small carriage guns. The Eng-lish shall not pay any ground rent for what¬ 
ever houses they or their servants build within the place granted them, but 
if they build any houses without that place, they must pay ground rent for 
them. 

Article 2. 

That the English or tluir servants have free liberty to go up country 
and pass backwards and forwards in our dominions as they please, and all the 
Rajah’s officers and subjects must show them all proper re6])ect. 

Y 
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Article 3. 

Whatever ^oods or merehandize the Ennrlish or their broker shall brinj^ 
into their 1‘actory at Onore, or import into Mirzee river (except horses), they 
shall pay on the amount they are sold for only one and a half j)er cent, 
customs tollidurrieSj etc., officer's fees included. 

Article 4*. 

If the Eiij^lish or their servants import any ^oods at Campta they shall 
also pay only one and a lialf per cent, customs, except on sn»*'iJ’> dates, 
wet dates, kissrnisses, coeoanuts, copra chali) mun^est, tobacco, opium, 
cotton, salt, luirastone, and toothenag’ue on which they shall pay customs as 
other merchants. 


Ahticle 5. 

If they export any country oroods they shall pay the country customs, 
and if they import any ^oods at any place except Mirzee, Campta, and Onore 
they shall pay customs as other merchants, except on f^old and silver, on 
which no customs shall be charji^ed, in case their g-oods remain unsold and 
they choose to export them again they shall not pay any duties. 

Article 6. 

If they cannot sell their goods at the j)laces allowed them, and they 
choose to carry them inland, they liave full liberty to do so, and our killadars, 
etc., officers shall not on any account molest or im})ede them. 

Article 7. 

After they have paid the customs at the place allowed them, if they 
choose to carry their goods inland, they shall pay two Pagodas customs for as 
much as one man can carry of broad cloth, cutnees, velvets, and silk as fal¬ 
as Madura, and if they go beyond Madura then they shall pay the usual 
country customs, and in case they choose to sell their goods in the way tliey 
must pay the usual customs of the jilace at which they sell, but on all goods 
earricU directly from Onore to Bringah, they sliall only pay customs of one 
and a half per cent, at Onore, and then no further customs till they come to 
Brin gall. 

Article 8. 

If the merchants or people to whom the English sell their goods shall 
make any dis}>utes or delays about J’aying them tbeir money, our killadars, 
etc., olliecrs must assist the English all in their power to recover their money, 
aid the English may, if they jilease, carry the merchants, etc., who owe them 
money, and keej) them prisoners in the factory till they have full satisfaction, 
and our killadars, etc., officers shall not impede or make any disputes with the 
English on this account. 
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Auticle 9. 

Nobody must gro into the English factory by force; if they do, and the 
English complain of them, oiir killadar, etc., must do speedy justice and 
punish them ; and whatever slaves or servants run away from the English all 
the Rajairs oHicers and subjects must secure them and deliver them up again 
to the English, but they must not cut their heads ofE. 

Ahtlcle 10. 

In like manner if any of the Rajah^s people run away they must deliver 
them up if they go to the English; and in case any people shall steal any¬ 
thing from the English factory, the Rajah's officers and subjects must assist 
the English to secure the thieves and recover what is stolen. If the English 
import any goods as necessaries they shall pay no customs on them. 

Article 11. 

The English must not kill any cows, oxen, or men in our dominions. 

Article 12. 

If any sliips, grabs, or boats belonging to the English are shipwrecked 
in the Rajah's ports, or on his coasts, all the Kajah's subjects and officers 
must assist the English in saving all their goods and effects and deliver what¬ 
ever is found to the English, hut the English have nothing to do with any 
vessels belonging to any other merchants. 

Article 15. 

If any oxen with pepper, betel nut, or other goods come down from inland 
(or any part of our dominions) belonging to the English, the custom-man 
must settle the customs directly. 

Article 14. 

The English have free liberty to cut timber, stone, and wood to build 
their factory and repair their boats, etc., with; but in case they want to cut 
any masts and timbers to build ships with they must first obtain our 
permission. 

Article 15. 

All ships, grabs of war belonging to the English, have free liberty to 
import and export without paying any anchorage duty. 

Article 16. 

The English have anchorage duty, killadars, etc., officers’ perquisites, and 
all fees included, in one and a half per cent. 

Article 17. 

Whatever pepper the English bring from Bringab shall only pay half a 
Pagoda customs at Gersipah, and the Banda Bayd custom-men must always 
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come immediately vvlien t,l»e En^lislimen send for them ; and in case they do 
not come, the English may carry their jiepper on to Gersipah without paying- 
customs and settle all their customs there. 

Article 18. 

The English have free liberty to settle their factory in Bringah, and 
we are well pleased that tlm Rajah of Bringah should cai ry on a good friend¬ 
ship with the English according to the Firmaun granted them hy the late 
liajah Samsunker !Naique. 


No. XLII. 

Articles of the Ejumaun granted by the Brixoaii Bajah in 

17&S. 

Artici.e 1. 

Whatever pepper or bcteinnt you purchase in my dominions, the country 
of Bringah, you shall pay foi my duties, customs, and perquisites and those 
of my ministers in all two Pagodas twelve Eanarns on every hir of betelmit; 
and in like manner, on every hir of pepper two Pagodas fifteen and a half 
Fanams, and I allow and give up to you two and a half Fanams, on every 
Pagoda; and in case the merchants shall all agree to make any allowances to 
my custom-master, you shall pay your proportion only. 

Article 

Whatever pepper belongs to me, or is produced in my dominions as Rajah 
of Bringah, I secure unto you and will not sell it to any one else, hut you 
shall buy it at the general price settled with the other merchants between the 
months of November and March ; but in case you do not buy it between 
those months, you shall not hinder or object to our selling it to any one else. 
And in case any disputes shall arise between you and the merchants of my 
country, I, the Rajah, will oblige them to deliver their pepper at the price you 
have settled them; but in the recovery of your private debts I have nothing 
to do. 

Article 3. 

If you choose to advance any money to the merchants, and will do it in 
the presence of my parpadar and secretary, 1 will then make all such advances 
secure to you. 

Article 4. 

Whatever ground you want to build a bankshall on, and for your ser¬ 
vants, sepoys, etc., I give to you withuot any ground rent or fee^, and to 
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mount six small "uns on it to secure the Honourable Company's treasure and 
g*oods, and that a good understanding and strict friendship be carried on 
between us. 

Article 5, 

In case any dispute happens between jmur people and mine you are to 
apply to me for justice, which I will give to you immediately; and, in like 
manner, if any of my people are injured by yours, I will apply to you and 
yon sliall do justice ; and if any of my people choose to take your service you 
shall not employ them without my leave ; nor will I employ yours, but with 
your consent obtained in the same manner. 

Article 6. 

If any of my merchants owe you any money, you have full power to re¬ 
cover it, and I will not inlerfcre; but if you cannot recover it yourself, I will 
assist you and settle the dispute. 

—An hir is equal to an Onore candy, or very few pounds less. 

Article 7. 

All goods you bring into my country shall pay only two per cent, cus¬ 
toms, and if you do not sell the goods you may export them again without 
any customs. 

And the customs which all merchants pay on pepper amount to upwards 
of four Pagodas per candy, so that deducting the one Pagoda and a half 
Fiinarn, and also the two and a half Fanams allowed on each Pagoda, the 
abatement in bis duties will exceed six Rupees per candy. 

The allowance mentioned in the first Article to be made to the Rajah's 
custom-master, means a trifiiug annual present given to him by all the mer¬ 
chants at Bringah, 


No. XLIII. 

FirmauN from the Rajah of Soundah in 1760. 

Wckrum Servecher, Margeser Buboots Dismey, or about the 24th of 
December 17 GO. 

Sereipnar Nao Maha (Mibhoo of Soundah) Sevajee Mudoo Sudasaw 
Rayenderoo, 

This Firmaun is granted unto Robert Gambier, belonging to the Honour¬ 
able English East India Company, at Onore according to the application made 
to us by Luximycant, who lias desired to enter into an engagement with us 
about the pepper produced in our dominions : we, therefore, have granted you 
this writing, whereby we allow you full liberty to purchase all the pepper 
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produced in our country, of the Zuzendars or Preza^iils, except what is duo 
unto U8 for our customs Ilahaday, and all other fees included, eleven Chanourer 
Pagodas per eaoh Neese ; and this liberty we "rant you tor the full space of 
one year, and have accordingly issued the necessary orders to our custom- 
masters and oliieers. 


(Sd.) Rajah of Soundah. 

A Chanouree Pagoda is about three Rupees and two quarters 
and a about twenty maunds and three quarters of Onore weight. 


No. XLIV. 

Chief of Tellicherry’s Kowl to the Northern Rajahs— 

1790. 

In the name of the Honourable English East India Company and the 
Governor-General of Bengal, I, Robert Taylor, Chief, for transacting all 
affairs of the English nation at Tellichcrry, do hereby assure Revyvarma, King 
of the House of Palleculora of the kingdom of Colastria, that provided you 
will enter heartily into the war against Tippoo Sultan, and act vigorously 
against him, the English East India Company will assist and protect you, and 
do every thing in their power to render you independent of Tippoo Sultan. 
And as you have agreed to enter into an alliance with the Honourable Com¬ 
pany on the same basis of friendship that formerly subsisted between both 
parties, and as you have also agreed to grant receipts for such snpj)]ies as you 
may receive from the Honourable Company and to settle for the same here¬ 
after, 1 do hereby further assure you tliat, in any future Treaty that may 
take place between the Company and Tippoo Sultan, you shall be included and 
considered as an ally of the Honourable Company. In witness whereof I 
have hereunto set my hand on the Honourable Company's seal, and you have 
affixed your hand and seal at Tellicherry this 4Lh day of May 1790.

Commissioner’s Agreement with the Rajah of Cherical for 

one year, 1792. 

Id ,—That the Rajah shall remain with all the Rajahs and authority of 
Government, subject only to the control of the Company if he abuses this 
authority by oppressing the inhabitants, 

2nd .—That a dewan on the part of the Company shall reside at the 
Kajah^s principal jdacc, whose business it shall be to enquire into any com- 
])laints of oppression and report them to the ("hief of Tellicherry that mea¬ 
sures may be taken to remedy the grievances complained of. 

That two persons on the part of the Company and two on the part 
of the Rajah proceed and make a valuation of the revenues of each district, 

—That as soon as possible it shall be settled what each subject is to 
pay to Government, in order that no oppression may take place by demanding 
more; that when these accounts are settled copies of them shall be lodged at 
Tellicherry. 

6fdi .—That in the month of October next it shall be settled, according 
to the appearance of the crop, wliat tribute the Rajah shall this year pay to 
the Company to Ikj fixed in Rupees. 

Of A .—Tliat after making an estimate of the quantity of pepper which 
will fall to the Government's share, all that quantity shall be delivered to the 
(.'ompariy in part of tribute at a price to be fixed in December next ; if it 
amount to more than the tribute, the Company shall pay the difference. 

7th .—That for what may remain with the ryots, mercliants to be appoint¬ 
ed by the Company shall have the exclusive privilege of purchasing and to 
be protected in tins by the aid of Government, having also some peonle of 
the Company with them to show that they have the Company's protection. 

blh .—Tlicse general principles being agreed on, any lesser points that 
may be necessary from time to time to adjust, shall be settled by reference 
with the Chief of Telliciierry. 

It is understood that the present arrangement is not meant to be per¬ 
petual ; it is meant as a trial how far the authority of the Rajah can subsist 
consistently with the good and security of the subjects, and is not to continue 
in force unless approved by the Honourable General Abercromhy on his return 
to the coast.

Whereas amongst the countries ceded by Tippoo Sultan to the Hononr- 
nble Company are the countries formerly belonging to the Rajahs of Cherical 
comprising, as per the a(*-eount delivered by Tijipoo Sultan, the following 
t.alooks, viz.y Cherical, Pattoom, Ramlaljterra, Cawni, Murrage, of these 
countries the Honourable Company are now the rightful sovereigns in virtue 
of the cessions of Tippoo Sultan. 


Auticle 2. 

And whereas the Rajah Revyvarma having joined the forces of the 
Honourable Company at the time of making war with Tippoo and taken a 
kowl from the Chief of Tellicherry did act with the forces of the Honourahle 
Company during the war : at the conclusion of the said war he was continued 
in charge of four of the said districts, viz.y (/herical, Pattoom, ("awai, Mur¬ 
rage, and met the Commissioners by appointment of General Ahereromby at 
Cannanore and Tellicherry, at which latter place certain Articles were entered 
into with him, dated the 4th day of the month of May 1792. 

Article 3. 

By one of these Articles the tribute to be paid for the said countries 
held by him was to be settled in the English month of October 1792 ; the 
Commissioners therefore having made the said Rajah, it was settled that the 
pepper produced in the country should all l)e collected for the Honourable Com¬ 
pany, and that for the produce of the said four districts in grain and in money 
revenues from the 1st of the Mala])ar mouth Canny j^ear 968 to 30th of 
Chigan, the said Rajah Revyvarma should pay to the Honourable Company 
at Tellicherry the sum of Bombay Rupees fifty thousand or its equivalent in 
coins of the country or in pepper at the following periods; one-half, or 
twenty-five thousand rupees, on the first day of the Malabar month of Cubour 
answering to about the 10th February 1793 ; twenty-five thousand on the 
first of the month Eddawan, answering to about the lOlh of May 1793. 
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Article 4. 

The said sum of fifty thousand rupees being fixed in consequence of the 
Kajah^s representation of the inabilitj^ of the country to pay more from its 
ruined and uncultivated state, it is agreed that if on inspection of the country 
by persons appointed on the part of the Honourable Company it is found tiuit 
more can he collected, it is to be for the benefit of the Honourable Company. 
The collections to be made this year arc to be according to what was usual in 
the time of Ti{>poo, that is, fifty per cent, on the produce. 

Article 5. 

Whereas formerly it was the custom in the country of Chcrical to take 
fru- the account of the Cirear one-half of the pepper produced by the culti- 
vators ; in order to encourage people to plant more vines and to cultiva.U‘ 
})ej)pcr, it is agreed that this custom he abolished, and that in the place of it 
the whoh; of the pe])per be taken for the account of th(‘ Honourable Company 
at the rate of live rupees per maund, or one hundred ruj)ees ]>Br Tellielierry 
(.•andy of 610 pounds; this pepper the said Rajah agrees to collect for the 
Honourable Company and deliver it to them at such ])laces as may hereafter 
he s(‘ttled, subject to siudi regulations as may also hereafter he settled between 
the said Rajah and the Commissioners for ascertaining the quantity and the 
mode of collecting it without oppression by those emjdoycd by the Rajah. 

Artlclk 6. 

Whereas formerly in the ancient government of the Malabar country the 
Mair ('hiefs and many of the t)ctty Nairs held their land wiiliout paying 
revenue or tribute to their Rajahs, but were only liable to follow tliern in war, 
Hyder Ally Khan Bahadoor and his son Tippoo Sultan destroyed this custom, 
and after examining the value of the ])rop('rty of every j)erson they fixed tlu; 
revenin‘ which was to he ])aid, and this revenue Tijjpoo Sultan deliven'd over 
to the Company. The ancient custom is nut to be renewed by the Rajah by 
giving back tlic lands free from tnlmte ; tho Company having their own 
t loops do not want the military service of the Nairs, and thend'orc as far as 
tiicy are able irom produce of the lauds and gardens, thc^y are to pay according 
to the jumiiia of Tippoo or any jumma tluit may hereafter Ijc settled. 

Article 7. 

In the same manner from very ancient times g-rants were made of lands 
l'> t)jo rag<»das and to the Brahmins, all which lands were by Hytler and 
lipl>oo brought to acfcount in the revenue ; these hinds are not to i)e given hack 
on aiiy account to the lirahinins or anything done to prejudice the revenue of 
the Company; they have to defend tlie country and their revenue inusl pay 
their troops. 

Article S. 

r, it is tlic intention of the Governor-General (o send round persons 

lom Bengal to inspect this country and to form rules for colleeling the 
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rtwenue and for the administi-atioii of justice, the said Fajah ol)li^»’es himself 
to a^ree to such le^ulations as it. is thought lit to make^ and in general at all 
times to a<^ree to whatever the Honourable Company may think lit to ordain 
for the better inaiiagemeut of tbenr country and the improvement of tlie 
revenue. 

Article 9. 

Any minister or other persons employed by the Rajah in the government 
of the country or the collections of the revenues to he with the consent of the 
IJonourahle Company by their rej)resentatives; if at any time any of them 
misbehave they are to be dismissed. 

Article 10. 

Any disputes which may arise relative to the revenues between the Fajah 
and p(‘rsons in the Cherical country shall be enquired into by the Chief of 
Telli(diorry, and if on enquiry the dt mands of tlie Rajah are just, the aid of 
the Company's forces shall, if requisite, be given to comi)el the payment r>f 
them. 

Article 11. 

The flsses«?ment for this year being rated at so low a sum as Rupees fifty 
thousand ou the representation of the Rajah of the ruined and uncultivatecl 
state of the country, the Rajah engages that Ijis representation is justly 
founded ; the Company received the JMalabar country in preference to nu/re 
valuahle countries in order to afford their protection to the Malal)ar Rajahs 
and people ; the return due from the Malabar Fa jabs is jus tice and good I'aitli 
as to the revenues, and any deviation in this respect is a breach of the original 
iigreemeiit and will leave the Com])any at liberty to continue their })roteetiou 
or nut as th(‘y may think proper. Th(‘se agreements are for one year and 
subject to the approval or disapproval of the Honourable Major General 
Robert A here ro Ill by, Governor of Bom buy.

Aguekmknt witli the Rajah ofCriKiacAL n gnrding tlie adminis¬ 
tration of his country. 

Whereas an agreement for the Malabar year 908, or a.ix 179 2-93, was 
executed by Revyvarma, Rajah of Chcrieal, with William Gamul Farmer, 
Fs(juire, and Major How, Commissioners, appointed by tlie Presidency of 
Bombay for inspecting- and reg-uiating* the count ries concjnered on this coast 
by the British army during the late war with Tip}x>o Sultan ; in which agree¬ 
ment it is, among other things, stipulated, —That on the part of the 
Honourable Company there shall be inspectors to ascertain the exact amount 
levied as wcdl from tbe land revenues as the customs, to the end that if more 
be realized tlian the sum therein stipulated, the surplus he paid t) the Corn- 
)>any ; 2ndly —I'hat a more full and particnl-ar account shall he framed as soon 
as possible of the country, for which end the said Commissioners shall also 
have a right to appoint inspectors ; ord/j/ —'I'he said Rajah of Chcrieal (l()<\s 
in the said agreement hind himself to ag-ree to all such reguLntioiis and rates 
as shall he formed for the collection o| the revenues and the administration of 
justice by tbe Commissioners then expected from Bengal on the part of the 
(fovernor-General of India; and dthh/ and lastly, by the said agieem(*nt the 
Rajah does contract and hind himself in g-eneral and at all times to agree to 
wliatever the IJonoiirahle Company may think fit to ordain for the better 
rnanag-ement of tlie country and the imju’ovement of the revenue; 

And whereas since the date of the a])ove agreement Sir Robert 
Ahererorahy, the Governor of Bomba}', and Messrs. Duncan and Boddarn,

did, in conjuudtiou with Mr, Farmer, Mr. Page, and Major Dow, Commis- 
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sinners from Poml)iiy, determine tliere slionld be estaldisbed one civil 

government subordinate to lliat of Bom])ay with suitable courts of justi('e 
and otl'.er estublisliments for tlie o’eneral administration of the countries thus 
Cvonquered from and ceded by Tippoo Sultan, in the maniK'r already parti¬

And for as much as the great number of inferior chowkies, for the collec¬ 
tion of Soonuha-m or duties and tolls on merchandize, wore found materially 
to discourage tradi? and thereby keep bacik the inijirovemeiit of the coinitry, 
it was further agreed iqioii and ordered, in view to the general good, that, all 
the said inland districts, lolls, and customs places for the receipts of tliem 
should he from the date of that writing or (‘krarnamah, July 1793, tor 
ev(M' done away and abolished, and that tlie duties on inerchandize should lie 
only collc‘(‘ted on exports by sea or land to or imports from ihe countries 
l)eyond t he Jlonoui’ahle Company's province of JMalahar, that is, from Cavay to 
Cochin, and as tbe duties thus remaining to he colleded would bo levied 
soh'ly oil tbe trade with foreign countries, with whom the connection can only 
lie maintained and eiiltivat( mI h}^ the Company's Government, so it was agrp(‘d 
that the management of ihese residuary duties should be and remain with the 
llononrahle (Jonipaiiy to he iegnlat(‘d or diminished as to their rates as might 
best suit the ])uhlie interest witli foreign nations. 

In jiursuaiiee tlK'ri'fon* and exeeuli(>n of the ahov(‘ (juoted agreement of 
1792 and July 1793, as well as in view to what lias been already agreed on 
with the body of the Rajahs and determined on and confirmed by the Supreme 
Government that the adiniiiistratior. of justice in all its jiart.s within and 
throughout the said province, according to tlm judicial regulations shall 
continue under the management, superintendence, and direction of the gentl(‘- 
mon a}q)ointed for that purpose on tin* part of Government, and for as much 
as the period stipulated by the aforesaid agreement of July 1793, for the joint 
collection of the revenues by officers on the })art of the Company in conjunc¬ 
tion with those of the Rajah, hath now expired, I, James Stevens, Esquire, 
senior supervisor for the afTairs of the Honourable Company in the said })i‘o- 
vince of Malabar, in virtue of ihe powers derived to me from the Honourable 
the President in Council oi' BoiiiSay, do hereby further stipulate and agree lor 
and on behalf of the Honourable English East India Coinjiany with the said 
Kajah to deliver over to the management of him, the said Ivajah, and his 
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Aj^eids tlic district of Cborical in as far as ro£;*Mrds tbe detail collection of the 
revetuies ot the said district (with the reservation of the authority, as more 
particularly s])e(;ined in their hookumnamah or instructions of the Ilononrahle 
Company^’s Canoon^oes a])pointed and confirmed by the above quoted agree¬ 
ment of July 1793, permanent Registers on the part of Government) for the 
term of five years commencing on the Ist of Canny 970, or September 1794, 
on the following conditions : — 

That the said Rajah, his Minister or officers, shall not collect any other 
taxes than those included under the head of Negady with the customary tax 
for the charges of collection, the a-holition of Perrshantrum from the Mopilas 
being hereby confirmed, as well as the nuzzur’or offerings at the feast of 
II onnorn and Barheir. 

That such parhntlos and inferior officers as have assisted the Company’s 
teliseeldars in the collection of the revenues shall not he removed unless they 
may be found guilty of ])eculations or other misbehaviour, and of which suffi¬ 
cient proofs sball be given to the supervisor or superintendents before tbeir 
removal can be accjuicsced in. 

That this agreement shall be submitted for Ibe revision and approbation 
of the Honourable the Governor-General in Council after which, and not 
olbervvise, by bis confirmation, it shall be deemed complete and declared not 
to be deviated from during the term of five years to which its duration is 
intended to extend.

TkANSLATION of fho AGREBMKNT of tlie TiA.TATt of Caiitinaao 
(C onARVAUMA Eajah) 179;5. 

Whereas I eiiteroil last year into an agreement with Afr, Farmer and 
Major l.)o\v (Coiiimiaaioiiors ou the part of tlie Bombay Government) for the 
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revenue of the current year 968^ containing* among* others the following 
Articles 

That a Resident or dewan on the part of the Company shall reside at 
the Rajahprincipal place, whose business it shall be to enquire into any 
complaints of oppression and report them to the Chief of Teilicherry that 
measures may be taken to remedy the grievances complained of. 

That two persons on the part of the Company and two on the part of 
the Rajah shall proceed and make a valuation of the revenues of eacli district. 

That as soon as possible it shall be settled what each subject is to pay 
to Government in order that no oppression may take place by demanding 
more; that when these accounts are settled copies of them shall be lodged at 
Teilicherry.^' 

And whereas since the date of the above agreement Sir Robert Aber- 
eromby, the Governor of Bombay, and Messrs. Duneiin and Boddam, the 
Commissioners from the Governor General, having come to the Malabar 
Coast have, in conjunction with Mr. Farmer, Mr. Page, and Major Dow 
(Commissioners from Bombay), determined that there shall be established one 
civil goverumeut subordinate to that of Bombay, with suitable Cv>urt of 
Justice and other establishments for the general administration of the coun¬ 
tries thus conquered from and ceded by Tippoo Sultau, in the manner already 
particularly set forth and fully notified in the Governor of Bombay's Circular 
letter to all the Rajahs, under date the 30tli of March last. 

In execution and pursuance of that part of the aforesaid agreement of 
August last, which stipulates that the Company shall have insj)ectors of the 
revenue, the Commissioners from Bengal and J5omhay did jointly npi)oirit in 
January last persons in that capacity under the name of scrishtadars, who 
have collected and delivered in cei'tain accounts of the former and present 
value of the country, which scrishtadars' accounts arc, from the shortness of 
time allowed to make the inspection, not nearly so complete or perfect as is 
requisite to enable the Company's Government to fix at present, with sufficient 
regard to the interests of the inhabitants of the country at large (which con¬ 
stitutes its primary object) tire Jumina that should according to justice and 
equity be payable from all and every part thereof. It is tlierefore agnunl 
that, for the purpose of obtaining more full and satisfactory informution on a. 
]K)int of such moment to the general welfare, ins])o(!tors or eolloetors shall he 
appointed on the part of the Comj^any to earry on tlie collections jointly with 
ray officers in conjunction with the Canoongoes who arc to be appointed as 
permanent registers on the part of Government. 

And as the great number of inferior chowkies for the eolleetion of soon- 
ghum or duties and tolls on merchandize must materially tend to the dis¬ 
couragement of trade and thereby to keep hack the improvement of the 
Country, it has been further agreed upon and ord(M’ed, in view to the general 
good, that all the said inland duties and tolls, and the places for the receipts 
of them, he from the date of this writing for ever done away and aholislied, 
and that the duties on merchandize be only collected on exports by sea or laud 
to or imports from the countries beyond the iioiiourahle Company's provin(*e 
of Malabar, that is, from the Cavay to Cochin ; and as the duties that will 
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thus remain to be collected will be levied solely on the trade with foreiirn 
countries witli whom the connection can only be maintained and cultivated be 
the Company's Government, so it is ajjreed tliat the manao^ernent of these 
residuary duties shall be and remain with the Honourable Company, to be 
reg^ulated and increased and diminished as to their rates as may best suit the 
public interest with foreign nations ; but a man of mine shall remain with the 
Com})any’s custom-house officers to keep comparative or check accounts of the 
collections. 

The above agreeTnent was executed hy the Rajah of Cartinaad on the 19th 
of June in Mr, Duucatds y^Tesence.

Articles of Agreement between William Gamel Parmer, 
Esq., and Major Alexander Dow, on the part of the 
English East India Company, and Veravakma, Eajau of 
tlio District of Cokimnaad, concluded at Calicut tliis 
twenty-seventli day of May in the English year 1792, and 
in the 17th of Malabar month Erravam 9G7 year. 

The whole of the country formerly subject to the cutcherry of Calicut 
being ceded to the English Company by the Nawah Tippoo Sultan is become 
the propej'ty of the said Company, and they alone are the rightful sovereigns 
of it, to whom obedience is due. 

—That the said William Gamul Farmer, Esquire, and Major Alex¬ 
ander Dow, being deputed by the Honourable Major-General Ahercromby to 
receive possessions of and to settle the countries so ceded by Tippoo Sultan, 
and particularly to fix a revenue for the present year, have agreed with the 
said Rajah Veravarma that the several districts comprised under the govern¬ 
ment of Corimnaad, in the Sebedule delivered by Tippoo Sultan and mentioned 
below, shall be delivered into the charge and possession of the said Rajah, who 
is to act as manager on the part of the Company to collect the revenues due 
from the country, to administer justice, and preserve the peace and quiet of 
the country. The talooks included in the government of Corimnaad are as 
follows• 

Cuaba Corimnaad | Kolebaat | Tbyknmpooram I Poraye 

Payunad | Payumalla j Warrakumpooram | In all seven talooks. 

Srd, —That it appears from accounts delivered by Shaminatb Putterah, 
the karregar of the Zainorin, that the revenues of these seven talooks was this 
year rated at five lakhs twenty-seven thousand five hundred and ninety-nine 
Fauams, or Rupees one lakh thirty-one thousand eight hundred and ninety- 
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nine tliree quarters and six reas; aItIioijg*h the whole was not collected the 
said Kajah Veravarrna agrees however to pay for the said talooks into the 
hands of the Kesident of Calicut the sum of one huudred and forty thousand 
Rupees for one year, reckoning* from the 1st September 1792, which is the 
he< 4 ’inning of the revenue year, and ending the 31st August 1793, on three 
dill'erent payments as follows : — 

On the 1st of January 1793 one-third, or forty-six thousand six hundred 
and sixty-six Rupees and two-tliirds. 

On the 1st May 1793 one-third, or forty-six thousand six hundred and 
sixty-six Rujiees and two-thirds. 

On the 1st August the sum of forty-six thousand six hundred and sixty- 
six rupees and two-thirds. 

Which said sum of one lakh and forty thousand Rupees the said Rajah 
agrees to pay on the hopes of being continued in this country when the 
arrangements of it are permanently settled. 

4fJi^ —3'hat any balances due from the said talooks for the revenues of the 
present year shall be recovered by the said Rajah ou account of the Company 
and paid to them. 

51 fi .—That the foregoing Articles are meant only to settle the payment 
for this year. Any regulations which the Company or their repr(?sentatives 
may hereafter choose to make, relative to the revenues or to the administration 
of justi(?e, the said Rajah agrees to submit to. 

6th .—All the pepper produced in the said districts shall he delivered to 
the H ouourable Company, the quantity to be settled by a survey to be made 
ill the mouth of January next, and the price at the same time to be llxed.

Translation of an EKRAiiNAMAfrom Vlravarma, the Bajah of 

CORIMNAAD —1793. 

Whereas I did on the 18th of Ma}’’ present to the Commissioners an appli¬ 
cation settin^»-forth (nmonpr other points) “that the country of Corimnaad 
consisted of fiv^e talooks, Cusl>a Corimnnar], Kolicad, Pynaar, Pyoormulla, 

and Poorwye, and that all the said talooks heini^ committed to me from the 
be^T-imiing- of 9ti9, I requested that, for the purj)oses of establishing or fixing 
and nssessin^: the revenue and for making the collections, to the end that 
whatever money shall be realized in the said talooks sucb oflieer may super¬ 
intend, and that I may, in conformity to that account, enter into writings 
with the Company, and reeeiving* credit for or dednetingf whatever the 
Company may allow for me and iny families^ disbursements and for the 
te]n])l(‘s, Hrahrnlns, Cluitters, etc., I may pay the remainder into government 
according to the stated periods and receive my receipts/^ 

“ And furtber iliat wliereas Mr. Farmer bad, in pursuance of the Com¬ 
pany’s ordei’s, jilaced Pyoovmulla, Pynaar, and Pooiwvye in m}^ charge, 1 shall 
confoirr., after the expiiaticn of the appointed term, to such arrangement as 
tlie Honourable Company may make concerning' these ])laces, providing bow^- 
ever that if the Poorw^ye country shall in consequence of the order of govern¬ 
ment, fall under another’s obedience, then 1 may st ill be ant lutrizcd to rt'tain 
under mine those grounds and ])laces in Poorwye aforesaid vvbicli bath for a 
long time ])jist been and remained annexed to the district of Cotangary which 
has met with the gentlemen’s a])})robation.'” 

And whereas Sir Ilohert Ahercrornby, the Governor of Bombay, and 
Messi's. Duncan and Boddam, the (’oinmissioners from the Government 
(ieneral, having come to the IMalahar Coast, have, in conjunction with Mr. 
Ihriner, Al]*. Page, and Alajor Dow (C.V)mmissioners from Hombay), deter- 
mined that there shall bo established one civil govi'niinenf, suhordinate to that 
of Bombay, with suitable (jourts of justice and other cstablisbmems for the 
genera] administration of the countries flius conquered from and ceded by 
lippoo Sultan, in the manner already particularly sot forth and fully notified 
in the ^iovernor of Bombay’s circular letter to all the Bajalis under date the 
doth of March last. 

And the gentlemen having, with the view of ascertaining the collections 
of the (ionntry, a}>pointed in January last j)ersons in that cajiacity under the 
name of serishtadars who have collected and delivered in certain accounts of 
the lormer and })rescnt value of the country, which seiishtadar’s accounts are, 
from the shortness of time allowed to make the inspection, not nearly so com¬ 
plete or ]>erfect as is requisite to enable the Company’s government to fix at

Jigernent of trade, and thereby to keep back the improvement of the country, 
it has been further agreed upon and ordered, in view to the general good, that 
all the said inland duties and tolls and the places for the receipts of them be 
from the date of this writing for ever done away and abolished, and that the 
duties on merchandize be only collected on exports by sea or land to, or imports 
from the countries beyond the Honourable Company's province of Mala])ar,

varma has a(;eordingly entered into a separate ekrarnama with them to the 
same ])ur})()rt and effect (with the exclusion only of the second paragraph) as 
the preceding one for Corimnaad ; the introductory or first paragraph of this 
ek rarnaraa for Cotangary destnihing the said country to consist of the Cusha 
f)f (h>tiote and of the Hobilees of Palcbee, Kudroor, Cootyary, and Tam- 
bercherry.

Agreement with tlie Hajaii of Corimnaad regarding the admin¬ 
istration of his Country. 

Whereas an agreement for the Malabar year 968, or a.D 1792-93, was 
executed by Veiavarrna, Eajah of Corimnaad, with William Ganiul Farmer, 
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?Csquire, and Major Dow, Comnnssioners, appointed by the Presidency of 
Eombay for inspectin" and reg’ulating* the countries conquered on this coast 
by the British army during the late war with Tippoo Sultan; in which aii-ree- 
inent it is among- other thing's stipulated, 1st —That on the j)art of the Hon¬ 
ourable Company there shall be inspectors to ascertain the exact amount levied, 
as well from the land revenue as the customs, to the end that if more be 
realized than the sum therein stipulated the surplus be paid to the Company ; 
2nd —Tliat a more full and particular account shall be framed as soon as possi¬ 
ble of the value of the country, for which end the said Commissioners shall 
also have right to appoint inspectors; and 3rd —The It a j ah does in the said 
ag-reement bind himself to agree to all such regulations and rates as shall be 
framed for the collection of the revenues and the administration of justice by 
t he (’ommissioners then ex])ected from Bengal on the ])art of the Cov('rn()r- 
Ceneral of India ; and 4t?t and lastly, by the said agreement, the Rajah doth 
« ontract and bind himself in general and at all times to agree to whatever the 
Honourable Company think lit to ordain for the better management of the 
country and the improvement of the revenue. 

And whereas since the date of the above agreement Sir Robert Abercrom- 
1 V, the (iovcrnor of Bombay, Messrs. Duncan and Boddam, Commissioners 
from the Governor-General, having come to the Malabar Coast did, in con¬ 
junction with Mr. Farmer, Mr. Page, and Major Dow, Commissioners from 
Bombay, d(‘termine that there shoidd be established one civil government 
subordinate to that of Bombay, with suitable courts of justice and other 
t‘stid)lishmcnls for the gcuieral adnriinistration of the countries thus conqu<u’ed 
from and ceded by Tijipoo Sultan, in the manner already particularly set forth 
nnd fully notified in the Governor of Bombay^s circular letter to all the 
lla jabs under dale the dOth March 1792 ; in pursuance of which arrange¬ 
ment, as well as of the aforesaid agreement of 179-2, it was again, in the 
s\d/se(ju«‘iit month of June 1793, further stipulated and agreed by and between 
the Commissioners above named on the one ])art, and the said Rajah on the 
ot,l)er part, for lh(‘ ])ur])ose of obtaining a more lull and satisfactory informa¬ 
tion us to the revenue funds of the districts subordinate to the said Rajah, 
that inspectors or collectors should be appointed on the part of the C'om-

ever done away and abolished, and that the duties on merchandize should be

In pursuance therefore and execution of tlie above quoted agreements o£ 
179;i and June 179:3, as well as in view to what lias been already agreed on 
with the body of the E.ajahs, and determined on and confirmed by the Supreme 
(xovornment, that the administration of justice in all its parts within and 
throughout tlie said province, according to the judicial regulations, shall con¬ 
tinue under the management, superintendence, and direction of the gentlemen 
appointed for that purpose on the ])art of Government, and for as much as the 
j)oiiod stipulated by the aforesaid ag'reoment of June 17 93 for the joint collec- 
tioii of the revenn(‘s hv otiieers on the part of the Company in conjiinetion 
witli thr)se of tlie Hajah hath now exjiired, I, James Stevens, Esquire, senior 
supervisor for the affairs of the Honourable Company in the said province of 
iMalabai’, in virtue ol the powers derived to me from the Honourable the Pre¬ 
sident in Council o( Bombay,do bere])y further stipulate and agree for and in 
behalf of the Honourahlc English East India Company with the said Rajah, 
to deliver over to the management of him, tlie said Rajah and his agents, tlie 
districts Corimnaad and Kolicaul, composing the talooka of Corimnaad afore¬ 
said, in as far as regards the detail collection of the revenues of rlie said dis¬ 
tricts (with the res(*rvation of the authority) as more paiticularly S))ec‘iiied in 
tlieir hookumuamah or iustructicuis of the Honourable Company's Canoongoos 
apfminted and confirmed by tlie above quoted agioement of June 1 793 per¬ 
manent registers on the part of Government for the term of five years, com¬ 
mencing on the first of Canny 970, or September 1794, on the following con¬ 
ditions :— 

That the said Rajah of Corimnaad or his ministcu- or ofTieers shall not 
collect any other taxes than those included under tlie lioad of Negady, with 
the customary tax for the charges of collections ; the abolition of purshartum 
from the Mopillas being hereby especially confirmed, as well as the nuzzur or 
offering at the leasts ol IJanan and Beesliew. 

Tiiat such parbuties and inferior officers as liave assisted the Company's 
tohseeldars in the collection of the revenues shall not be removed unless they 
may he found guilty of peculation or other misbehaviour, and of which siitli- 
cient proofs shall be given to the supervisor or riqierintendenls before tbeir 
removal can be acquiesced in. 

That this agreement be submitted to the revision and approbation of the 
Honourable the Governor in Council, after which, and not otherwise, by his 
confii mation, it shall be deemed complete and declared not to he deviated from 
during the term of five years to which its duration is intended. 

That for the year 970 and the succeeding years to 974 included the sum 
payable to the Honourable (■om])any’s government is to be for the talooka 
before mentioned without any deduction whatever at three instalments, /ox?., 
the first on the both of Dannoo, tin; second on tlu? 15th of Meddom, the third 
at the end of Cheengum, Ralieties or Hunteray Hoons thirteen thousand and 
four (13,004). 
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And uberens it is })r(>])ablc^ that tbe prt^sent coinage of gold Fanams may 
be abolisbe l, and a new currency more adequate to tbe purpose of a free and 
jjeiieral ciiculat,ioD established, it is boreby declared Ibat the relative value of 
tlie old coin:ige and new sliall be thus adjusted and accounttd for in all 
revenue re(;ei})ts from tbe ryots and j)ayment by tbe Kajabs to tbe Cornpany^s 
government, rvc., ten llira}’^ or new gold Fanams to be equal to three Kuj)ees^ 
And whereas tbe sum of Kaheties twelve hundred and twenty-throe six 
lanams and thirty Cash has been deducted from tbe iurnina as an over assess¬ 
ment on 1 be dliumrnery or batty grounds, if hereafter it shall be found by 
tuture iej)orts of the Caiioougoes and a more minute investigation that the 
dbumuK'rv lands in general are, from their })roductiveuess, equal to tbe ])ay- 
inent of tbe full assessment, then the C'ompany^s share of tbe sum now remit¬ 
ted shall be paid in tlu' same manner and in tbe same jtroporlion as on tbe 
])umims or garden grounds, that is to say, four-fifths of* the increased Negady 
realized therefrom 


An engagement similar to tin* above with (Dorimnaad was made with fbe 
Acbeen of Palgbat for lloons 27,89b-9-29. Tbe only difference was in the 
last clause, whieli was as follows ;— 

And lastly, from a survey of tbe terre land in tbe aforesaid districts of 
Palgbat, it lias been found that ground to tlie amount of 1,500 Kaheties or 
lumulporrarn from being wholly overrun with jungle cannot now in all pro¬ 
bability be cultivated. Should it bereatter on inspection be found capable of 
cultivation it is hereby further stipulated that tbe Compauy^a share of Nega¬ 
dy from the ground in question sliall be allowed and added to tbe present 
revenue.

Whereas I have entered into a written ekrarnama, in which the civil and 
criminal administration of justice in rny country is declared to depend on the 
julawluts of Chcrpoolcherry and of Calicut, and on the gentlemen's orders, in 
respect to which my orders and authority are not to operate. 

And whereas, in consideration of the local distance from Cherpool(‘herry, 
an interior court subordinate to that of Clierpoolcherry is, for the settling of 
small causf^s, on the point of being established at Palghat, which court is to 
take cognizance of suits where the value claimed does not (*X(H'ed Rupees 
200, and also of small and inconsiderable quarrels, brawls, and nifrays. 

I do therefore give in writing that the process and authority of the said 
court shall he and remain current in my country ; and that we ourselves shall 
also in all respects he obedient and conform to the same and submit to its 
justice; and whoever shall be [dissatisfied with this inferior court shall, by 
juoeeeding to Clierpoolcherry and preferring an application to the gentlemen 
there, attain to justice. 

1 have therefore written this ekrarnama to the end that if I deviate 
therefrom 1 may become culpable in the sight of Government.

Translation of the Engagement of Puningaat, the Nair of 

Manoor —1793. 

Whereas I have delivered in my application to the g^entlemen of the 
Honourable Company’s government relative to tlie revenue of the ensuing

that are hereunder written, and 1 do thereon stipulate and j^ive in writing* 
that I shall constantly conform to the tenor of the said orders, and on no

Articles of Agreement between William Gamul Farmer, 
Esq., and Major Alexander Dow, on the part of the 
English East India Company, and Wallabhan, Rajah 
of the District of Vellatre, concluded at Calicut, this 30th 
day of July in the English year 1792, and on the 18th of 
Malabar month of Carracadagom, year 967. 

Ist .—The whole of the country formerly subject to the cutcherry of 
Calicut, being ceded to the English Company by the Nawab Tippoo Sultan, 
is l)ecome the property of the said Company and they alone are the rightful 
sovereigns of it, to whom obedience is due. 

2nd .—William Gamul Farmer and Major Alexander Dow being deputed 
by the Honourable Major-General Robert Abercrornby, Governor of Bombay, 
io settle the said countries so ceded, the said Raja Wallabhan came to them 
at, Calicut and represented that the countries of Mellatoor, Augarypooram, 
Vanarcaddo, and Kapil had always appertained to the kingdom of Vellatre, 
and that in consideration of services rendered the Company in assisting their

The sum of Rupees (10,000) ten thousand on the Ist of the Malabar 
month Minom, answering to the Ist of March 1793. 

The sum of Rupees (10,000) ten thousand on the 1st of the Malabar 
month Vidinom, answering to Ist June 1793. 

4th .—The aforesaid amount of Rupees 38,410-2 being founded on accounts 
delivered as just, the Company shall have a right to appoint any persons 
they may please to inspect them ; and if it is discovered that the collections 
of the country amount to more, the difference is to be paid to the Company. 

5th .—Whereas formerly in the ancient government of the Rajahs, the 
Nair Chiefs and many of the petty Nairs held their lands without paying 
revenue or tribute to the Rajah but were only liable to follow them in war, 
Hyder Ali Khan Bahadoor and his son Tippoo Sultan destroyed this custom, 
and after examining the value of the property of every person they fixed the 
revenue which was to be paid; and this revenue Tippoo Sultan delivered over 
to the Company ; the ancient custom is not to be renewed by the Rajah by 
giving back the lands free from tribute The Company having their own 
troops do not want the military service of the Nairs, and therefore, as far as 
they are able from the produce of their lands and gardens, they are to pay 
according to the jumma settled by Tippoo. 

6lh. — In the same manner from very ancient times grants were made of 
lands to the Pagodas and to the Brahmins, all which lands were by Hyder 
and Tippoo brought to account in the revenue; these lands are not to 
be given back on any account to the Brahmins or any thing done tending to 
prejudice the revenues of the Company; they have to defend the country, and 
these revenues must pay the troops. 

7th ,— Whereas it is the intention of the Governor-General to send round 
persons from Bengal to inspect this country and to form rub s for collecting 
the revenue and for the administration of justice, the said Rajah obliges 
himself to agree to such regulations as it is thought fit to make, and in general, 
at all times, to agree to whatever the Honourable Company may think fit to 
ordain for the better management of their country and the improvement of 
the revenue. 

8fh ,—Any ministers or other persons to be employed by the Rajah in the 
government of the country, or the collection of revenues, to be with the con¬ 
sent of the Honourable Company by their representatives, and if at any time 
any of them misbehave, they are to be dismissed. 

There being in certain districts balances due on account of the col¬ 
lections of the present year, an account is to be made of the same, when 
orders will be given to collect and the collections to be paid to the Company. 
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10th ,—It being the desire of the Company to procure what pepper grows 
ill the countries, they will appoint their own merchants to purchase it in the 
country ; no other merchants are therefore to be permitted to purchase, and 
evci v assistance is to be given to the Company's merchants; the price to be 
paid for said pepper by the merchants to the ryots to be hereafter settled. 
This or any other mode which may be thought better, the Rajah Wallabhan 
is to assist in. 

This agreement is only for one year, and subject to the approval or dis¬ 
approval of the Honourable General Abercromby,

Translation of an Agreement with the Nambyars of 
Irvernaab— 1793. 

We, Kekurat Nambyar, Kamhurt Nambyar, Konmil Nambyar, Chunder- 
wut Nambyar, Naringol Nambyar, and Palolee Nambvar (being the 
re])n*seMtatives of the six Nambyar families of Irvernaad), give in writing as 
follows : — 

Whereas we have hitherto during the period since tlie Company's late 
acquisition of Malabar remained out of possession by reason of the apprehen¬ 
sion entortamed of the bad effects that might be produced from our mutual 
animosities, and lest also by our undefined and mingled rule of administra¬ 
tion detriment might ensue to the country and to the other separate land¬ 
holders within the district; 

It hath therefore been settled before the Commissioners that we shall 
proceed to Mr. Galley at Tellicherry (tliat gentleman being vested with full 
authority to administer all the affairs of this division of the country), and 
concluding before that gentleman a settlement on the footing or in view to 
the general estimation of the present or existing one, we are all six of us 
respectively to enter into separate settlements and kistbnndees (or instalments) 
for the revenue that shall thereby become due from our respective shares, and 
we are also in conformity thereto distinctly to make good to Government our 
respective payments.

And with respect to the other land-proprietors, whose g*r()und6 are situated 
within our respective shares of the districts, their portions of the revenue shall 
be settled hy (government, and they shall only have to pay throiij^h us the 
amount thus fixed for each of them ; in the receipt of which if we shall 
commit any oppression on, or make any over-exaction from them, in such 
manner that in the justice of the Company's Government such act shall be 
proved and established against us, such land-proprietor shall thereby become 
independent of either of us and shall pay his own revenue directly to Govern¬ 
ment. 

And in the same manner as throughout the whole country the articles 
of poorishandram (taking part of the estates of deceased persons), and fines 
and penalties, as well as the dues at the festival of Oman and Vishoo, etc., 
have been forbidden ; so do we also engage not to take from our ryots or 
from any other Nairs or Mopillas or otlier landholders any other of the said 
articles, and on proof thereof we shall pay a fine of twice the amount to 
Government. 

As to the article of pepper, the Company will receive and take the half 
of the produce to which they are eutitled from the vine and the vine owners ; 
and the other half these latter shall remain at liberty to sell to whomsoever 
they shall choose or who shall give them the best price, whilst we shall reserve 
to ourselves the sale of the half of what is the produce of our own vines, the 
other ryots and landowners being in like manner at free liberty to dispose of 
their own pepper produce wherever they like. 

Lastly, we are to remain in obedience to Government, and if any among 
us shall prove disobedient to its orders or oppress or act unjustly towards 
others, such of us sliall, becoming guilty towards Government, be punished 
and be expelled from the land that is his inheritance.

Agi?eement of the Nambyars of Invernaad regarding the ad¬ 
ministration of their country— 1798. 

Whereas separate agreements have been entered into between the Honour¬ 
able English East India Company and the Kajahs of Malabar, whereby the 
collection of inland duties, tolls, and customs on merchandize and the places 
for the receipts of them are for ever done away and abolished, and that the 
duties on merchandize are only to be collected on exports by sea or laud to, or 
imports from the countries beyond the Honourable Company's province of 
Malabar, t.e., from Cavay to Cochin; and as the duties thus remaining to 
be collected are to be levied solely on the trade with foreign countries with 
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whom the connection can only be maintained and cultivated by the Company's 
Government, so it is agreed that the management of their residuary duties 
sliail be and remain with the Honourable Company, to be regulated, increased, 
or diminished as to their rates as may best suit the public interest with foreign 
nations. 

And it is thereby also agreed that the administration of justice in all 
its parts within and throughout the province of Malabar, according to the 
judicial regulations determined on and confirmed by the Supreme Govern¬ 
ment, shall continue under the management, superintendence, and directions 
of the gentlemen appointed for that purpose on the part of Government. 

In pursuance therefore and conformity to the mode of agreement, as 
above mentioned, settled with the Kajahs of Malabar, I, James Stevens, Esquire, 
senior supervisor for the affairs of the Honourable Company in the province 
of Malabar, in virtue of the powers derived to me from the Honourable the 
President in Council of Bombay, do hereby stipulate and agree for and m 
Ixdialf of tiie Honouralile United English East India Company with 
Kebaguest Canna, Cernamil Killoo, Canmpariet Chapen, and Chanderole 
Amhoo, Nambyars, to deliver over to the management of them, the said 
Irvernaad Nambyars and their agents, the district of Irvernaad in as far as 
regards the detail collection of the revenues of the said district (with the 
reservation of the authority as more particularly specified in their hookumna- 
mas or instructions of the Honourable Company's Canoongoes, appointed by 
the above agreement with the Rajaiis of Malabar permanent registers on the 
part of Government) for the term of five years, commencing on tlie first day 
of Canny nine luindred and seventy Malabar, or a.d. litth September one 
thousand seven hundred and ninety-four, on the following conditions 

That such parbuties and inferior officers as have assisted the Company's 
teliseeldars iu the collection of the revenues, shall not be removed unless 
they may be found guilty of peculation or other misbehaviour, and of which 
suflicient proofs shall be given to the supervisor or superintendent before their 
removal can be acquiesced in. 

That this agreement shall be submitted to the revision and approbation 
of the Honourable the Governor in Council, after which, and not otherwise, 
by bis confirmation, it shall be deemed complete, and declared not to be 
deviated from during the term of five years to which its duration is intended 
to extend. 

That for the year 970 the sum payable to the Honourable Company's 
Government is to be for the talooka before mentioned, without any deduction 
whatever at three instalments, the first on the fifteenth of Dannoo; the 

second on the fifteenth of Meddom ; and the third at the end of Cheeiigam 
Rupees twenty thousand (20,000); for the year 971, at the same period. 
Rupees twenty-one thousand (21,000) ; for the year 972, Rupees twenty-two 
thousand (22,000) ; for the year 973, Rupees twenty-three thousand (23,000); 
and for the year 974, Rupees twenty-four thousand (24,000). 

And as the date of this agreement is posterior to the term fixed for the 
payment of the first List with the Rajahs uf Malabar, it is hereby agieed 
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that the sum of Rupees twenty thousand due for this season shall be paid at 
two instalments, viz.^ one half at the end of Mena, and one-half at the end of 
the month Cheeng-am. 

Whereas separate agreements have been entered into between the Honour¬ 
able English East India Company and the Rajahs of Malabar whereby the 
collection of inland duties, tolls, and customs on merchandize and places for 
the receipts of them are entirely done away and abolished, and that the duties 
on merchandize are only to be collected on exports by sea or land to, or im¬ 
ports I'rom the countries beyond the Honourable Compaiiy^s province of 
Malabar, from Cavay to Cochin; and as the duties thus remaining to be 
collected are to be levied solely on the trade with foreign countries with whom

And whereas James Stevens, Senior, Esquire, supervisor of the pro¬ 
vince of Malabar, did in the Malabar year 970, answering to the Christian 
era 1794-95, on behalf of the Honourable United English East India Company, 
in pursuance of and in conformity to the mode of agreement as above mentioned 
settled with the Rajahs of Malabar, stipulate and agree with Kehaguest Cannal 
Cernamil Killoo, Caumpuriet Chapen, and Chanderole Amboo, Nambyars, 
to deliver over to them, the said Irvernaad Nambyars and their agents, tlie 
management of the district of Irvernaad in as far as regards the detail 
collection of the revenues of the said district (with the reservation of the 
authority of the Canoongoes as more particularly specified in their hookum- 
namas or instructions, who are to be permanent registers on the part of 
Government) for the term of five years commencing on the first of Canny 
nine hnndred and seventy, a.d. 12th September one thousand seven hundred 
and ninety-four; 

Now be it known that the said Nambyars Kehaguest Canna, Cernamil 
Killoo, Caumpuriet Chapen, and Chanderole Amboo having preferred a 
request to Christopher Peile, Esquire, Northern Superintendent, in a paper 
bearing their respective signatures and dated at Mondal the fifth day of 
January or 24th Daiioo 973, desiring, for the reasons therein set forth, that 
the above mentioned ekrarnama or agreement be rescinded and from henceforth 
be considered as null and void; we Joha Spencer, Esquire, Major-General 
James Hartley, and John Smee, Esquire, Commissioners, executing the office of 
supervisor for the affairs of the Honourable Company in the province of Malabar 
in virtue of the authority derived to us from the Honorable the President 
in Council at Bombay, do accordingly hereby rescind the said ekrarnama 
or agreement and declare the same to be henceforth null and of no effect. 
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And tlie snid four Natubyars having further requested, under date as 
above mentioned, that the amount wliicli ihey bound tljetnselves to pay to 
the Honoui-able ('ornj>aDy by the said ekrarnaina shall be [)aid by the six 
Nambyai's of Irvernaad, vie., the four above named and Carriat Araa and 
Narang’oly Nanabyars separately for the years 973 and 974, each paying* for 
that part of division of Irvernaad which belongs to his or her family ; we, the 
said John Spencer, Esquire, Major-General James Hartley, and John Smee, 
Esquire, do hereby stipulate and aijrree for and in behalf of the Honourable 
United English East India Company with Kehaguest Canna Nambyar to 
deliver to the management of him or his agents that part of the district of 
Irvernaad over which his influence and that of his family formerly extended 
according to the annexed Schedule, as far as regards the detail collections of 
the revenue thereof. 

And it is hereby further agreed and stipulated that the sum payable to 
the Honourable Company’s Government by the said Keliagucst Canna Nbimhyar 
for the lands and possessions above described, sball l^e for the eiirrent year 973 
the full and just sum of Rupees four thousand six hundred and forty nine two 
quarters and forty reas (4,()49-2-4()) without any deduction whatever, at three 
instalments, viz., the first on the fifteenth day of Hanoo, the second on the 
fifteenth of Meddorri, and the third at t.he en<i of Cheengarn ; and for the 
year nine hundred and seventy-four the sum payable as above sball be Rupees 
four thousand eight hundred and lifty-one two quarters and seventy reas 
(4,851-2-70) : and it is further agreed that this covenant shall be sulmiitted 
to tlie revision and approbation of the Honourable the Governor in Council, 
by whose ratificiation of the same, and not otherwise, it shall be deemed of full 
force and effect for tlie two years above mentioned. 

And as the date of this agreement is posterior to the term fixed for the 
payment of the first kist, it is hereby further agreed that the sum due on 
account of the first kist shall ho paid to the northern superiutendent by the 
21st of Makarom ensuing or 31sl January. 

The second at the stated period or 15th Meddom, and the third on the 
31st Cheengarn.

and wliereas Kishen Zarnonn, ]»ajah of (Jalicnt, has on tlie jiresent and former 
occasions evinced a flim attaehment to the British interests and proved himself 
useful in s\rj)plying thedr armies : it has therefore been resolved that the said 
Zamorin shall he invested with the sole management of all the countries here¬ 
tofore included in the province of Calicut which are or may be conquered by 
the British troops. 

The said Zamorin is tlierefore directed to exert his authority and influence 
in embodying the IN airs of that country and in directing their operations 
against the common enemy, either sejiarately or in conjunction with the 
British forces as he may be instructed by the officer commanding in that 

quarter. 
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He is to exert himself in establishing magazines in such places as he may 
be required to collect them, and in supplying as far as nniy he practicable 
everythiiig necessary for the prosecution or tlie war, for wlncli regular receipts 
will he given and the amount duly accounted lor at its conciliation. 

This instrument, to which strict obedience is en joined by all whom it 
may concern, is to be considered as a kaulnarnah and authonry for administer¬ 
ing the revenues during the present war. And at its su cessful conclusion by 
the favour of the Almighty the muiassee or right of inlnoit mce of the said 
Zamorin and of every liajah, zemindar, and polygar shall he strictly examined 
and justly determined to the rightful inheritor agreeably to established custom, 
and then also the pesbeush to be paid to the Honourable Company shall be 
equitably adjusted.

Articles of Agreement between William Gamul Farmer, 
Esquire, and Major Alexander Cow, on the part of 
the English East India Company, and Maan Vicrum 
Zamorin, concluded at Calicut this 18th day of August in 
the English year 1792, and on the (Ith of the Malabar month 
of Cheengum, or Singum in the year 9G7. 

1. Of the countries ceded by Tippoo Sultan there remain sundry places in 
the four divisions of Calicut, Belutuaad, Ernaad, and Clrowghaat; the Zamorin 
has further represented that in the districts leased to tlie Rajah of Conmnaad 
there are two talooks which are particularly desired by him, as being family 
places, called Burrakumpooram and Kehakumpooram, On a representation 
to the Rajah of Corimnaad he willingly consents to surrender these two 
talooks. The countries of Columgoora (Colungoor), Cadavoura (Koorwye), 
and Manaree (Mungaree), annexed by Tippoo to tbe talook of Palighat having 
anciently been ceiled to the Zamorin, have been held and collected by him 
since the expulsion of Tippoo. The.se conntries, together with the sea and land 
customs, altogether estimated at Rupees four lakhs sixteen thousand three 
hundred and sixty six and one quarter (Rupees 4,16,.‘)6o-l), as per an account 
hereafter entered, are to be delivered over to the Zamorin for one year from 
the 1st day of tlie Malabar month Canny, year 968, answering to about the 
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1st September 1792 Eng'lish, with full powers to make the collectione, admi- 
nit*er justice, and all other rights ceded by Tippoo Sultan to the English 
Coio^^any, fov which tlie sind Zainorin agrees to ])ay to the Honourable Com¬ 
pany by the hands of such persons as they may appoint the sum of Rupees 
four kkhs f-ixteen thousand three hundred and sixty-six and one quarter 
(Rupees 4^16,^06-1) in the following manner:— 

2. The sum of Rupees one lakh ard fifty thousand (Rupees 1,50,000) on the 
1st of the month of Dann(*o, answering to the 1st of December 1792 English. 

3. The sum of Rupees one lakh thirly-six thousand three hundred and 
sixty-six and one quarter (Rnpees 1,36,306-1) on the let of the month of 
Minom, answering to the 1st of March 1793. 

4. The sum of Rupees one lakh thirty thousand (Bnpees 1,30,000) on the 
Jst of the Malabar month Vederom, answering to the 1st of June 1793 Eng¬ 
lish ; all these payments are to be truly and punctually made at tbe stated 
periods. 

5. Tbe foregoing amount of Rupees four lakhs sixteen thousand three 
hundred and sixty-six and one quarter (Rupees 4,16,366-1) being founded on 
an account of the value of tbe countries leased out and delivered by the 
minister of tbe Zamorin, and estimated at (uie-half of tbe assessment levied 
by Arsbed Beg Khan in the time of the Nawab Tippoo Sultan, it is agreed 
that on the part of the Coui})any shall he inspectors to ascertain the exact 
amount levied on tlie countries as .above stated, and if it is found that more 
is levied, the difference is to be paid to the Honourable Company. The value 
also of the sea customs is by com])utation ; it is therefore also agreed that at 
this place there shall be persons to inspect on tbe part of tbe Honourable 
Company, and if tiny produce more, tbe diiferenee is also to be paid to the 
Company. 

6. In tbe foregoing account is mentioned tbe revenues to he received from 
tbe Rajahs of Beypoor, Per}>eringod, and Bclutnaad, which, at the reque.st of 
the Zamorin, are to be received through him as a mark of respect and supe¬ 
riority ; it is however understood that the collections of those countries are to 
be made by the Rajalis of them without any interference on the part of the 
Zamorin. The amount payable being stated, his officer will have an order to 
receive it when due from the different Rajahs. 

7. The Zamorin has represented that in ancient times the sovereignty of 
all these petty Rajahs, so far as related to the administration of justice, was in 
him, and therefore begged that be might still be permitted to exercise this 
sovereignty ; as tbe Commissioners do not perceive any harm in this, they 
willingly agree to it, subject to the general regulations intended hereafter to 
be made relative to the administration of justice. 

8. That a more full and particular account shall be framed as soon as 
possible of the v.alue of tbe several countries leased out to the Zamorin to be 
delivered to the Commissioners, who will have a right on their part to appoint 
any person they may please for the inspection of the said accounts. 

9. Whereas formerly in the ancient government of the Zamorin, the 
Nair Chiefs and inatiy of the petty ISairs held their lands without paying

11. Whereas it is tbe intention of the Governor-General to send round 
persons from Bengal to inspect this country and to form nile.s for collecting 
tlie revenue and for the administration of justice, tbe said Zamorin obliges 
himself to agree to such regulations as it is thought fit to make, and in 
general at all times to agree to wliatever tbe Honoui’able Company may think 
fit to ordain for tbe better management of their country and the improvement 
of their revenue. 

12. Any minister or other persons to be employed by the Zamorin in 
the government of tbe country or tbe collection of tbe revenues, to be with 
the consent of tbe Honourable Company by their representatives; and if at 
any time any of them misbehave, they are to he dismissed. 

18, There being in certain districts balances due on account of the 
collections of tbe present year, an account is to be made of tbe same, when 
orders will be given to collect and tbe collections paid to tbe Company. 

14. It being the desire of the Company to procure what pepper grows 
in the country, they will appoint their own merchants to purchase it in the 
country. No other merchants are therefore to be permitted to purchase, and 
every assistance is to be given to the Company's merchants; the price to be 
paid for said pepper by the merchants to the ryots to be hereafter settled ; this 
or any other mode which may be thought better the Zamorin is to assist in. 

15. The assessment for this year being rated at one-half of what it was 
by tbe account of Arsbed Beg Khan on a representation from tbe Zamorin 
that to levy more would distress the inhabitants of tbe country, tbe Zamorin 
engages that his representation is justly founded. The Company received the 
Malabar country in preference to more valuable countries in order to afford 
their protection to tbe Malabar Rajahs and people; tbe return due from the 
Malabar Rajahs is justice and good faith as to the revenue, and any deviation 
in this respect is a breach of the original agreement, and will leave the 
Company at liberty to continue their protection or not, as they may think 
proper. 
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16. The Zamorin having appointed his relation the Keraki Collot (Kurld 
Coljjum) Rajah to treat of and settle matters with the Commissioners, it was 
further agreed that the said Rajah of Keraki Collot should be security to the 
Company for the performance of these agreements, and that to enable him to 
be answerable, the Zamorin shall vest him with proper |)ower and control in 
the general management of the country and receipt of the revenue.

This agreement for one year only, and subject to the approval or dis¬ 
approval of General Ahercromhy.

Agrkfmicnt signed l)y llie Zamorin as didivered by his officers 
on the 29th June 1798. 

Whereas an agieemeiit for the Malabar year P6S (hearing date the 18th 
August 1792, or 6th of the month of Cheengum 967 Malabar style) was 
executed by the Samoory Rajah or Zamorin Maan Vicrum with William 
Gamul Farmer, Esq., and Major Dow, Ccmmissioners ap])ointed by the Presi¬ 
dency of Bombay (or inspecting and regulating the countries conquered on 
this coast by tlie British army during tlie late war with Tipfioo Sultan ; in 
which agreement it is, among other things, stipulated, 1st, that “on the part 
of tlie Honourable Compuny there shall be inspectors to ascertain the exact 
amount levied as well from the land revenm^ as the customs, to the end that 
if more be realized tlian the sum therein stipulated, the surplus be paid to the 
Company ; J9ud, tliat “ a more full and particular account shall he framed as 
soon as possible of tlie value of the country, for which end the said Commis¬ 
sioners shall also have a right to appoint inspectors ; and ord, the Zamorin 
does in the said agreement bind himself “ to agree to ail such regulations and 
rules as shall be formed for the collection of the revenue and administration of 
justice by the Commissioners then expected from Bengal on the part of the 
Governraent General of India;and dth and lastly, by the said agreement 
the Zamorin doth contract and bind himself “ in general and at all times to 
agree to whatever the Honourable Company may think lit to ordain for the 
better management of the country and the improvement of the revenue.'^ 

Since the date of the above agreement Sir Robert Abercromby, the Gov¬ 
ernor of Bombay, and Messrs. Duncan and Boddam, Commissioners from the 
Government General, having come to the Malabar coast have, in conjunction 
with Mr. Farmer, Mr. Page, and Major Dow (Commissioners from Bombay), 
determined tliat there shall be established one civil government subordinate 
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to that; of Bombay, with suitable courts of justice and other establishments 
for the general administration of the countries thus conquered from and ceded 
by Tippoo Sultan in the manner already particularly set forth and fully noti¬ 
fied in the Governor of Bombay^s circular letter to all the Rajahs, under date 
the both March last. 

In execution and pursuance of that part of the aforesaid agreement cf 
August last, tfi.icii stipulates that the Company shall have inspectors of the 
revenue, the Commissioners from Bengal and Bombay did jointly appoint 
in January last persons in that capacity under tlie name of serishtadars who 
have collected and delivered, and are still delivering in, certain accounts of 
the former and present value of the country, from which there is reason to 
suppose that the offer made in the subsequent month of February by Sh:im- 
nath, the survadi karrigar or principal minister of the Zamorin, to agree on 
the part of his master to pay the full jumma of Arshed Beg-Khan as assessed 
on the country in the time of Tippoo Sultan, was no more than the present 
state of the country's productiveness is equal to; yet, considering that the 
said serishtadar’s accounts are, from the shortness of time allowed to make 
the inspection, not nearly so complete or perfect as is requisite to enable the 
Company's Government to fix at present with sufficient regard to the inter¬ 
ests of the inhabitants of the country at large {which constitutes its primary 
object), the jumma that should, according to justice and equity, be payable 
from all and every part thereof; it is therefore agreed that, for the purpose 
of obtaining more full and satisfactory information on a point of such moment 
to the general welfare, inspectors or collectors shall be appointed on the part 
of the Company into every district of the Company to carry on the collections 
jointly with the officers of the Samoory Rajah, in conjunction with theCanoon- 
goes who are to be appointed as permanent registers on the part of Government. 

And for as much as the great number of inferior Chowkies for the col¬ 
lection of soonghum or duties and tolls on merchandize must materially tend 
to the discouragement of trade and thereby to keep back the improvement of 
the country, it has been further agreed upon and ordered, in view to the 
general good, that all the said inland duties, tolls, aud customs, and the places 
lor the receipts ol them, be from the date of this writing for ever done away 
aud abolished, and that the duties on merchandize he only collected on ex})ort8 
by sea or land to, or imports from, the countries beyond the Honourable Com¬ 
pany's province of Malabar, that is, from the Cavay toC’oehin; and as the 
duties that will thus remain to be collected will be levied solely on tl»e trade 
with loreien countries, with whom the connection can only be maintained and 
cultivated by the Company's Government, so it is agreed that tiie manage¬ 
ment of these residuary duties shall be and remain with the Honourable Com¬ 
pany to be regulated and increased and dirninisiied as to their rates as may 
best suit the })uhlic interest with foreign nations ; but a man on my part shall 
remain with the Company's officers to keep an account of the custom-house 
receipts. 

As to the mint, what concerns it bath been thus settled, tnz,, that the 
control and giving directions and making all arrangements as to what sorts of 
coin shall be therein struck and at what touch, or with what alloy in each 
kind ; and likewise as to what shall be the seigniorage or duties payable by the 
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merchants ami bankers on the coinag'e of their metals; all these points depend 
on and are entirely subject to the orders and well-seeming of the gfentlemen of 
the Coni])any, of the g'entleman who is or shall he stationed here at 

('alicut for the general conducting and management of all the affairs of 
Malabar, in this manner that my people shall also assist in the conducting 
of the process and details of the business of the mint, conjointly with those 
of the gentleman aforesaid ; and that, after all charges deducted, whatever 
net profit shall accrue from the mint, shall be equally divided between me and 
the Honourable Company.

Agreement of the Zamorin of Calicut regarding the Almints- 
TRATION of his COUNTRY. 

Whereas an agreement for the Malabar year 96S, bearing date the I Sth 
August 1792 or (Jth of the montli of Singum 967 Malal)ar style, was exe¬ 
cuted by the Samoory Rajah or Zamorin Maar Viernin with William Gamul 
Farmer, Esquire, ami Major Alexander Dow, Coininissioners appointed by 
the Presidency of Bombay for inspecting and regulating the countries con¬ 
quered on this coast by the British army during the late war with Tip[>oo 
Sultan, in which agreement it is, among other things sti])ulated, Islf that 
‘‘on the part of the Honourable Company there shall he inspectors to 
ascertain the exact amount levied, as well from the land revenue as the 
customs, to the end that if more l)e realized than the sum therein stipulated, 
the surplus be paid to the Company,^^ 2nd^ that “a more full and particular 
account shall be framed as soon as possible of the value of the country, for 
which end the said Commissioners shall also have a right to appoint inspec¬ 
tors j” and “ the Zamorin does in the said agreement bind himself to 

agree to all such reg^ulations and rates as shall be formed for the collection of 
the revenues and the administration of justice by the Commissioner then 
expected from Bengal on the part of the Governor-General of India;” and 
4tJi and lastly, by the said agreement the Zamorin doth contract and bind 
himself “in general and at all times to agree to whatever the Honourable 
Couq^any may think fit to ordain for the better man;«gement of the country 
and the improvement of the revenue.” 

And whereas since the date of the above agreement Sir Robert Aber- 
cromby, the Governor of Bombay, and Messrs, Duncan and Boddam, Coin¬ 
inissioners from the Governor-General, having come to the Malabar Coast did, 
in corjuncition with Mr. Farmer, Mr. Page, and Major Dow, Commissioners 
from Bombay, determine that there should be established one civil govern¬ 
ment suhoidimiie to that of Bombay, witli suitable courts of jus^tice and 
other establishments for the general administration of the countries tlius 
conquered from and ceded by Tippoo Sultan in the manner already particularly 
set forth and fully notified in the Governor of Bombay's circular letter to all 
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the Kajahs, under date the SOtli March 1792, in pursuance of which arrang*e- 
inent, *as well as of the aforesaid ajrrcement of Au^'ust 1792, it was ag^ain, in 
the subsequent month of June 1793, further stipulated and agreed by and 
between the Commissioners aboveiiamed on the one part, and the Samoory 
llajah Maar Vicrura on the other part, for the purpose of obtaining a more 
full and satisfactory information as to the revenue funds of the district subor¬ 
dinate to the said Zarnorin bajah, as well as in view to corroborate an offer 
made by Sliamnath, the sarvadi karrigar or principal minister of the Zarnorin, 
to agree on the })art of his master to pay the full jumma of Arshed ileg Khan 
as assessed on the said districts in the time of Tippoo Sultan ; that inspectors 
or collectors should be appointed on the part of the Company into every 
district of the Company to carry on th.e collections jointly with the officers of 
I he said Zarnorin Kajiih for tlie sj)ace of one year in conjunction with the 
Canoongoes who, it was also agreed, should be ajq)ointed as permanent or per¬ 
petual registers on the part of Government. 

And for as mu(;h as the great number of inferior Cliovvkies for the collec¬ 
tion of soongbum or duties and tolls on merchandize were found materially to 
discourage trade and thereby keep back the improvement of the country, it 
was furtlier agreed upon and ordered, in view to the general good, that all 
the said inland duties, tolls, and customs and the ])lae(!S for the receipts of 
them, sliould be from the date of that writing, ekrarnamah, viz , June 1793, 
lor ever done away and al>olished, and that the duties on merchandize should 
be only eolleeted on exp(uts by sea or land to, or imports from, tlie countries 
beyond the Honourable Company's province of Malabar, that is, from Cavay 
to Cochin ; and as the duties thus remaining to be collected would be levied 
solely on the trade with foreign countries, with whom the connection can 
only be maintained and cultivated by the Company’s Government, so it was 
agreed that the management of these residuary duties should be and remain 
with the Honourable Comi)aiiy to be regulated, increased, or diminished, as 
to their rates as might best suit the public interest with loreign nations ; but 
a man on his (the said ZainoriiCs) part to remain with the Company's officers 
to keep an account of the custom-house receipts, of which the Zarnorin is to 
have a tenth of the gross produce. 

And in regard to what concerned the mint, it was further settled and 
agreed by and"^ between the said Commissioners and the Zarnorin Rajah Maar 
Vienim, that the control and giving directions and making arrangements as 
to what sorts of coin should be therein struck, ai'id at what touch or with 
what alloy in each kind, and likewise as to what should be seigniorage or 
duties payable by the merchants and bankers on the coinage of their metals, 
ail these points to depend on and be entirely subject to the orders and well- 
seeming of the gentlemen of the Company's, *.<?., of the gentleman who is or 
shall be stationed at Calicut for the general conducting and management of 
all the affairs of Malabar, with the provision only that his, the Zamorin’s, 
people should also assist in the conducting of the process and details of the 
business of the mint conjointly with those of the gentlemen aforesaid, and 
that after all charges deducted whatever net profit shall acorue from the mint 
should be equally divided between him, the said Zarnorin Rajah, and tlie 
Honourable Company. 
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In pursuance therefore and execution of tlie above quoted agreements of 
August 1792 and June J793, aswell as in view to what has been already 
agreed on with the body of the Rajahs and determined on and confirmed by 
the Supreme Government, that the administration of justice in all its parts 
within and throughout the said province, according to the judicial regulations, 
shall continue under the management, superintendence, and direeti<ui of the 
gentlemen appointed for that purpose on the part of Government; and for as 
much as the period stipulated by the aforesaid agreement of June 1793, for 
the joint collection of the revenues by ofiicers on the part of the Company in 
conjunction with those of the Saraoory, bath now expired, I, James Stevens, 
Rsquire, senior supervisor for the affairs of the Honourable Company in the 
said province of Malabar, in virtue of the powers derived to me from the 
llonouralde the President in Council of Bombay, do hereby further stipulate 
and agree for and in behalf of the Honourable English East India Company 
witli tlie said Samoory or Zamorin Rajah Maar Vicrurn to deliver over to the 
management of him, the said Samoory and his agents, the districts of Calicut, 
Cusha, Kultoomporam, Vadakaporam, Payunaiid, Ernaud, Shernaad, Kurva- 
tum, Neringanaad, and Showghat, in as far as regards the detail collection of 
the revenues of the said districts (with the reservation of the authority, as 
more particularly specified in their hookumnamas or iustruc^tions of the Honour¬ 
able Company's Canooiigoes, appointed and confirmed hy the above quoted 
agreement, of June 1793 permanent registers on the part of Government), for 
the term of five years, commencing on the 1st of Canny 970 Malabar, or Sep¬ 
tember 1794, on the following conditions:— 

That the said Rajah or his Minister or officers shall not collect any other 
taxes than those included under the head of Negady with the ten per cent, as 
customary for the charges of collection : the abolition of Purshantum from 
the iMojullas being hereby confirmed as well as the nuzzui or offerings at the 
feasts of Hanan and Beeshew. 

That such parhuties and inferior officers as liave assisted the Company's 
tehseeldars in the (udlection of the revenues shall not be removed unless they 
may be found guilty of peculation or other misbehaviour, and of which suffi¬ 
cient proofs shall be given to the superior or superintendents before their 
removal can be acquiesced in. 

That this agreement shall be submitted to the revision and approbation 
of the Honourable the Governor in Council, after which, and not otherwise, 
by his confirmation, it shall be deemed complete, and declared not to be deviated 
from during the term of five years to which its duration is intended to extend. 

That for the year 970 the sum payable to the Honourable Company's 
Government is to be for the talooks before mentioned without any deduetion 
whatever at three instalments, viz.^ the first on the fifteenth of Danoo, the 
second on the fifteenth of Meddom, and the third at the end of Cheengnm, 
Raheties or Runteray Hoons; 1,65,915-6-24 at ten Vi ray or new gold Eauams 
for each Hoon ; for the year 971 at the same period and equal propor-

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And whereas it is probable that the present coinage o£ gold Fanaras may 
be abolished and a new currency more adequate to the purpose of a free and 
general circulation established, it is hereby declared that the relative value of 
the old coinage and new shall be thus adjusted and accounted for in all 
revenue receipts from the ryots and payment by the Fajahs to the Company's 
(Government, viz., tew Viray or new gold Fanams to be equal to three lluj)ees. 

And lastly, as certain grounds in some of the talookas, as specified in 
the papers containing the grounds on which the agreement has been formed, 
fi-orn the (dreumstanees of having become entirely jungle or being overflown, 
cannot this season be liable to any degree of tax, they are hereafter annually 
to he subject to survey, and such f)ortion of revenue as may he produced from 
them is to be aceouuted for in the same manner as the purrums or garden 
grounds, that is four-fifths to the Company. 


Copy of a circular letter written by General Abercromry, as 
Governor of Bombay, to all the Rajahs and principal 
LANDHOLDERS within the province of Malabar. 

I have to acquaint you that the Commissioners have with my concur¬ 
rence and under my approbation formed a ])hin for the future administration 
of the ceded countries (including the Honourable Comf)any^s ancient domain 
of Tellicherry and the tributary district of Cochin), the particulars of which 
I now communicate to you that you may strictly adhere thereto and he also 
convinced how much it has been framed with a view to your advantage and 
future security inedusive of and consistent with that of the country at large, 
which being now under the immediate protection of tlie Companyts govern¬ 
ment, it is their duty, as just sovereigns thereof, to watch over the welfare of 
all the inhabitants and to eherish them as their subjects, preserving also that 
due regard which they will ever maintain towards the honor and comfort of 
the Native Chiefs of each country and district. 

For the purposes jiforesaid the whole Malabar country, from Cochin to 
the Cavay, has been nearly equally divided into two separate divisions, the 
administratl(»n of which is to l)e entrusted to two civil servants of the Corn- 
])any, who are to he the immediate representatives of the British Government 
within their res])ective districts, in which they are to preserve the peace, 
administer justice, and to receive from you the revenue payable to Government, 
the said gentlemen being in all cases subject to the supervision and control 
of the chief Company's servants within the countries aforesaid henceforth to 
be styled the 'province of Malabar, the seat of whose ordinary residence is to 
be at Calicut, to the end that, in case of any defect in the administration of 
the affairs of the two divisions aforesaid by the gentlemen appointed to 
superintend them, recourse may in all cases he readily had to their superior at 
Calicut, who will not interfere in the ordinary details of justice or revenue. 
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but will be at all times ready to act as a clieck and control over the superin¬ 
tendent of the two divisions aforesaid, either on your application or that of 
any other persons who may think themselves ai^^rieved by tlie aets of the 
superintendents or their officers who will all remain accountable to this chief 
officer at Calicut; and you cannot fail to observe that in this division of 
power and superior control granted to the priinary authority to be vested on 
the gentleman whose residence will he at Calicut in the centre of tlie whole 
provinces of Malabar, the Honourable Compniiy have put themselves to an 
extraordinary expense by the creation of this tin’rd or superior otlicer to o'overii 
and regulate the conduct of the two supeiintendents, and of all other persons 
within the province; to the end that, in consideration of tlie g'reat distance 
between this and Hoinbay you may not be obliged in any case of complaint 
to liavc recouise theie hut r(‘ceive jnst.ic^e within the province, at the same 
time that it is left to your elioi(;e to appeal in a reoubir manner to the Gov¬ 
ernment of llombay in any ease where you may remain dissatisfied with the 
acts or decisions of the su})(m infendents and of the chief mao^istrate ; hut in 
cases of complaint ai^rainst either of the two former only, a])peals are not to In* 
to Bombay in the first instance; the rule heino’ that application must he made 
to the chief majj^istrate of the province of Calicut; after wbost* decision, 
whoever shall remain still dissatisfied mav, without o-iving* ofTeuee to any 
person, carry a furtlier and ultimati* ajipeal to me at Bombay iu tlie manner 
that will be more fully detailed in the regulations which the remaining Com¬ 
missioners will form and have translated into the Malabar lanouaofe and 
disseminated fhrono'bout the ]>rovinee for your and the public information. 
And when the Commissioners shall have completed these arrang^ements, 
together with such agreements as they may think fit (provided your offers are 
reasonable and adeipiate) to conclude with you for the revenue, they will 
dissolve their commission and return to their former stations, after whlidi 
the entire authority and government within tin? ])rovincc of Malaliar, aceord^ 
ing to its limits above described, will rest with the chief magistrate and 
superintendents under the degrees of subordination aforesaid. 

As Mr. Farmer has from the first acted as senior member of the Com¬ 
mission, and has thence acquired a knowledge of the country and habits of 
acquaintance and cornmunii^ation with all the Ilajahs and princijial and other 
jiersons within the ])rovince, I have appointed him to the office of supervisor, 
and tl>o first chief magistrate to reside at Calient, aforesaid, in which capacity 
he will issue his instructions to the superintendents and correspond also with 
the remaining members of the Commission; of wbieli, that he may attend 
to the important duties now consigned to him, he will no longer continue a 
member, and after its dissolution the primary and general authority, as above 
described, will vest in him, as well in regard to all matters of a civil nature 
as with lespeet to the disposal of the military force stationed in the province, 
out while the Commissiou lasts he will act iu all things with their advice and 
coiicurreuce.

Kakarkamau or Agreement entorod into between the Honour, 
able Company’s Government and Korikorte Mauna 
AVicjtama Samoory Hajau of tlie Nedyeruppa Suruwum, 
for liimself and liis family, defining tlic conditions on which 
the Maltkiiana they have heretofore enjoyed is confirmed 
to them in perpetuity—1806. 

Wliereas kararnamabs or agrooments were sigiietl and executed between 
James Stevens, Esep, Supervisor of tbe Province of Malabar under tbe autbo- 
rity vested in bim by tlie Honourable tbe Governor in CoJincil of Bombay on 
tbe one part, and by certain Malabar Rajabs and Chieftains on tbe other 
part. Wherein it was amon<? other stipulations airreed, that for tbe term of 
five years comincncing on tbe 1st of Ranny &7() M^, S. one-bftb share of tbe 
net colleetions of caTtain districts should be on certain conditions ])aid annually 
for the said j)eriod of five years to Korikorte Mauna Wicratna Samoory Rajah, 
out of the revenues accruing to the Company's Government. 

And whereas the' said term of five years so stipulated is now and has been 
lonj? since expired and the conditioiis of the said kaiarnamahs or aoreements 
conse(]uently void and of no effect and no permanent settlement of the 
revenues of Malabar bavln<? since been carried into ])ra(aice, tbe Malikbaiia to 
the several Hajabs has been continued by tbe free bounty of the Company's 
Government on tbe basis of the aforesaid kararnamabs or agreements. And 
wben as tbe jurisdiction of the province of Malabar having been transferred to 
tbe Government of Fort St. George, the Pnnci])al Collector has received the 
orders of the Right Hon'ble the Governor in Council to fix one general assess¬ 
ment of land revenue throughout tbe province of Malabar on certain principles. 
And whereas the proposed assessment may in its operation reduce the amount 
of jumma upon certain districts in particular, or upon tbe whole province in 
general. Whereby the usual Malikbana of five per cent, on tbe jumma may 
be diminished in certain cases to tbe prejudice of tbe comforts of tbe Rajabs 
and their families, contrary to the benevolent iuteiitions of tbe Company's 
Goverument towards tbe Rajahs of Malabar. 

And for as much as some of tbe younger branches of certain Kovilgums 
have at several times forgotten their duties of allegiance to the Company's 
Government, and have in some instances fomented and excited disturbances in 
the country and some are at this moment in actual hostility and rebellion 
against the Government, and it is expedient to use every ])recaution to avert 
such evils in all time to come. But whereas the Company's Government are 
in its justice disposed to pardon the former errors of tbe few (the crimes of 
open hostility and rebellion excepted), in consideration of tbe allegiance and 
commendable demeanour of the majority of tbe members of tbe different 
Kovilgums ill Malabar. 
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'Wherefore the Rif^ht Hon'ble the Governor in Council of Fort St. 
George has deemed it expedient to authorize and direct the Principal Collector 
in Malahar to frame and conclude new stipulations and afirreements of one 
general form and tenor of the most solemn and binding’ nature to comprehend 
and provide for all and singular of the premises. 

In pursuance therefore of the said determination of the Government in 
virtue of powers specially vested in me to this end by authority of the Right 
Hnnourable the Governor in Council of Fort St. George, I, Thomas Warden, 
Principal Collector in the province of Malabar, do hereby stipulate and agree 
in the name of the Honourable United East India Company with Korikort-e 
Maima Wicrama Rajah of the Nedyeruppa Suruwum for himself and his heirs 
for ever in manner and form following :— 

Article 1 , 

Clanae IH .—From and after the 1st day of Kanny 98‘2 M.S, or I5th 
September 1806, the Malikhana or allowance to the several Rajeiims, Kovil-

Clause All existing agreements made under the sanction of tlie 

different Administrations of tlie province of Malabar relative to the distribu¬ 
tion of the one-fiftb share or malikhana among the Rajahs, members, and 
others of the several Rajeums are hereby recognized and eonhrmed ; and the 
several shares shall be recoverable by process in the Civil ('ourts of Judicature 
existing or which may be established in the province of Malabar. 

Clause 3fd.—\n like manner it shall be competent to the several Rajahs, 
under sanction, of the Company's Civil olheers having due authority to form 
separate stipulations with the members and families of the Rajeums, for the 
division of the shares, which shall, in this case, be recoverable in the courts 
of law as specified in clause the second of this article. 
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Auticle 2. 

The amount of the Malikhana as fixed by this instrument shall be pay¬ 
able in quarterly equal instalments at the Cutcherry of the Principal Collector, 
or of the Collector of the Zillah as the case may be. 

Article 3. 

To ensure a due decree of subordination amon" the junior members of 
the different Kovil<4-ums and of the latter upon the principal one, the instal¬ 
ments of Malikhana shall be payable only to the receipt ot the senior member 
oF each Rajeum, unless it shall be otherwise determined by competent authori¬ 
ty of the Company's civil officers. 

Article 4. 

The Malikhana as hereby fixed shall be considered as the security for the 
g'ood and dotitul behaviour towards the Company's Government ot each and 
every member of the Rajeum or family to which it may now and hereafter be 
payable. 

Clause 1st —That is to say, if any senior Rajah having the sole manage¬ 
ment of the Malikhana ot his family shall at any time receive a sumnnons from 
any Collector or Judge or other competent authority requiring tlie personal 
a]q)earance of any subordinate member of his family to answer to any matter 
or thing which may be cognizable by the Criminal Courts in Malabar, which 
matter or thing is to be distinctly specified in the summons, and if within a 
certain period, which shall be also specified in the summons, the said senior 
Rajah shall not have delivered uj) the person of the said member of his family 
or have given satisfactory j)roof of his inabilitj^ to produce the said person, 
then the whole of the Malikhana, which would be payable to that Rajeum in 
all its branches, shall be forfeited to Government for ever. 

Provided that any junior member or family of each Rajeum may, upon 
establishing to the satisfaction of the local authority of Government his indi¬ 
vidual inno(^enee of all concern in the matters charged against his relative and 
his inability to co-oj)erate successfully in securing his person, make application 
through such local authority to Government for the special indulgence of a 
continuance of his or her share. 

Clause 2ri(l —In like manner when the shares have been regularly distri¬ 
buted among the different Rajahstaanums and Kovilgums by due authority as 
specified in clauses second and third of Article 1, then such summons as afore¬ 
said shall issue to the senior Rajah of the particular Kovilgum of which the 
person of any member may be required, in this case the share allotted to such 
Kovilgum,and whatever else the members thereof may otherwise independent¬ 
ly receive of the Malikhana, shall be in the first instance sequestered in the 
event of an unsatisfactory return to such summons. 

Clause Srd —But in the event of the summons requiring the person of the 
senior or managing Rajah of any Kovilgum, then it shall be directed to the 
senior member of the Suruwum or Rajeum, and the whole Malikhana theieof 
shall be the security as in clause first of this article. 
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Article 5. 

Counterparts of this instrument are si<^-ned and interchan^^ed between 
Thomas Warden, Principal Collector of Malabar, on the part of Government, 
and Korikorte Manna Wicrama Rajah of the Nedyeruppa Suruvvuiri for him¬ 
self, and the members of his family, the seniors of whom likewise sign the 
separate copy conjointly and separately for themselves and the members of 
their respective Kovilgums, it being contrary to the custom of the Snruwnin 
for its junior members to put their signatures in the same ])aper with the Za- 
morin or Senior Rajah.

Srd ,—The Queen will pay to the Honourable the Presidency of Bombay, 
within the space of one twelve month, one lakh and one-half lakh of Bombay 
Rupees as an indemnification for the expense of the war, and she will also pay 
an annual tribute of one lakh of Rupees to the said Presidency. 

4th ,—The said Presidency will protect her in the possession of the said 
country against the Nairs her natural enemies, otherwise she cannot pay the 
above sums. 

^th .—All the forts are to remain in possession and at the disposal of the 
J^ng'lish. 

6th ,—The Queen engag-es annually to make the first offer of her pepper 
to the Honourable Company to be bought at a reasonable price.

I, Behee Bulia, the Princess of Cannanore and of the Laccadive Islands, 
etc., do acknowledge and give in writing that I will pay to the Government 
of the Honourable East India Company the moiety of whatever is the produce 
of my country accoiding to the funds thereof, and out of the Rupees 20,000 
annual |)rofit, which I reap from my trade with the Laccadives, 1 am also to 
pay tlie half to Government, besides which I do stipulate to pay in like manner 
tlie half of whatever further income or profits from the said lands or trade 
sliall be hereafter ascertained to accrue to me by the enquiries of the ollices 
of Government.

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And as it had been signified to me that after the rains a gentleman is to 
proceed to the Laccadives to sequester them for the advantage of the Honour¬ 
able Company's Government, and to appropriate to the use of the said Govern¬ 
ment all the produce thereof, I do therefore engage to submit also to tins if 
it shall be ordered by the Governor-Geneial in Council, neither shall I in any 
shape object thereto ; or otherwise, if it be so ordered, I shall be ready to 
account for the true income and produce and to pay the same to Government. 
Wherefore I have written these few lines as a mochulka for the revenue of 
Government.

Tkakslation of an Agreement entered into by the Lebee of 

Cannanoke. 

T, Bnlia, tlie owner or lady of Cannanore and of the Laccadive Islands, 
do give in writing as follows : — 

W’hereas the sum of Bupees 28,r>80-12.3 is in arrear on account of the 
revenue due by me for the Alalahar years 9n6 and 967, 1 do therefore covenant 
and give in writing tiiat I will, without plea or excuse, pay the same in the 
following instalments : — 

On the 4th of Kumzaun 1207 of the Hegira, agreeing with the 15th 
April 1790, Rupees 8,000, and the remaining Rupees 20,680-12-3 in two kists 
or instalments ; the one on the 24th of Rumzaun or 4th of May, and the 
other on the 14th of 8hawul, wliich agrees with the 24th of May, and herein 
1 shall use neither delay nor evasion : wherefore I have entered into tliis 
agreement.

Agreement with the Bfbee of Cannanore, executed hy her on 
the 20tli October 1796, or Malabar style 15 Toolam 972. 

I, Bebee Bulia, lady of Cannanore, do agree and give this writing to 
witness that I will pay to the (■iovernment of the Honourable Euglish East 
India Company fifteen thousand Rupees per annum, being the jumma on the 
houses, purums, etc., situated at and near Cannanore, on my trade U) the Lacca¬ 
dive Island, on my jelm property on the said inland. I do further agree to 
pay the said amount of filteen thousand Rupees at three different kists, the 
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first, or five thousand Rupees, on tlie 15th Danoo,- the second, or five thou¬ 
sand Rupees, on the 15th Meddom ; the third, or five thousand Rupees, at the 
end of Cheeng'uin. '^Fhe article of agreement is not to do away, nor is it 
meant to do away, in any sha}>e, the ritj;“hts which the Government have to 
the Laccadive Islands as is set forth in my mochulka dated the 9th Aj)ril 1793, 
or 27th Shaban 1207 Hegira. 

2 . T do a^'-ree to pay the customs on all articles of merchandize wliether 
imported or exported by me in the same manner and tln^ same rates as the 
merchants of Malabar, save upon the coir imported from the Laccadives. 

3. T ^iv(‘ up my pretensions to the one-fifth sliare of the collection which 
is granted by Government to tlie Rajahs of Malabar, being convinced that 1 
have no right to insist on the said allowance. 

4t. I give up all right and title to the Honourable Company which 1 have 
claimed to the Tarrahs of C'annatoor and Canot Chally and do agree that the 
Com])a.ny shall make the collections in any manner they mav think projx'r, 
except through the medium of the Cherical Rajah, which I most earnestly 
solicit may not he granted. 

5. And 1 do agree to pay all arrea.rs on account of customs, except upon 
tile coir wliicli I may have imported from the Laccadives.

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9.—FRENCH SETTLEMENTS-SALT AND OPIUM. 

On the 7th March 1815 a Treaty (No. LXVII.) was signed between 
Great Britain and France for regulating the supply of salt, opium, and saltpetre 
to the French establishments in India. By the terms of the treaty the right 
to purchase the salt manufactured in the French settlements in India was 
framed to the British Government, a certain quantity being reserved by the 
French authorities for domestic purposes. British trade, however, was seriously 
affected by this arrangement, and in order to prevent the contraband traffic 
which had sprung up, a Convention (No. LXVIll) was concluded on the 131 h 
May 1818 between the Administrators of the FreJich settlements in India 
and the Government of Fort St. George. This provided that the manufaetuie 
of salt in the P'reneh possessions throughout India should cease, and 4,000 Star 
Pagodas should be paid annually to the French Government as an indemnifica¬ 
tion to the proprietors of the salt pans. The British Government also engaged 
1,0 supply at prime cost such quantities of salt as would suffice for the domestic 
use of the inhabitants of the French settlements in India, the French Govern¬ 
ment agreeing to sell this salt at approximately the same price as obtained in 
the adjoining British districts. In 1839 this convention was modified as 
regards the supply of salt to the French settlement of Chandarnagar. (See 
Bengal—Vol. I). 

In 1884 a Convention (No. LXIX) was concluded for five years between 
the Government of India and the French Government, represented by the 
Chef de Service at Chandarnagar, Under this the rights in connection with 
the opium trade, which had been reserved to the French by article 6 of tlu? 
treaty of the 7th March 1815, were converted into an annual payment of 
Us. 3,000. In 1889 this Convention was renewed (No. LXX) for another term 
of five years. 


10.—DUTCH SETTLEMENTS. 

By the treaty of the 17th March 1824 (see Volume I) between the 
Dutch and the British Governments, the former ceded their factories and 
establishments in India to the latter. In pursuance of article 8 of the treaty, 
Commissioners representing the two powers were appointed to hand over and 
to receive the various factories. Those on the Coromandel Coast were delivered 
in August 1825, and a Deed (No. LXXI) to that effect was executed.

Deed of Transfer of DuTcn Possessions on Coromandel Coast 
to the British Government— 1825. 

Whereas by the 8th Arti<d(; of a Treaty between Ills Majesty the King 
of the United Kingdom of Great Britahi and Ireland and llis Majesty the 
King of the Netbei lands concluded at London on the 17lb day ot March in 
the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and twenty-lour, His 
Netherland Majesty cedes to His Britannic Majesty all his establishments on 
the Continent of India and renounces all privih'ges and exemptions enjoyed 
or claimed in virtue of those establishments; and Whereas Henry Fningois 
Vonsolisten, Esq.; has been appointed by His Excellency the Governor-General 
of Netherland India Commissioner to deliver up the Netherland establish¬ 
ments on the Coast of Coromandel, and Lieutenant-Colonel James 8tuart 
Fraser appointed by the Honorable the Governor in Council of Fort St. 
George Commissioner to receive possession of the said establishments. 

Now he it known that I, Henry Fran 9 ois Vonsolisten, do hereby declare 
to have delivered up on the 1st June 1825, in the name and on behalf of 
His Majesty the King of the Netherlands, to Lieutenant-Colonel James 
Stuart Fraser, Commissioner on the part <>f the British Government, the 
Netherland establishments at Sadras, Pulicat, Palicole, Jaggernaikpooram, 
Bimlipatain, Porto Novo, Keelkarray, Tuticorin, and Cape Comorin, with 
their several dependencies; and I, James Stuart Fraser, do hereby acknowledge 
to have received on the 1st June 1825, for and on behalf of Ilis Britannic 
Majesty, from the said Henry Frangois Vonsohsten, Esq., the Netherland 
establishments as aforesaid with their several dependencies. 
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In testimony whereof we the respective Commissioners have hereunto 
subscribed our Names and affixed our Seals at Sadras this Kig'hteenth day of 
August in the year of our Lord One thousand Eight hundred and Twenty-five.

The first diplomatic intercourse between the British Go^^ernment in India 
and the native powers in Ceylon took place in the year 1664, when an 
embassy was sent to obtain from the King of Kandy the release of some 
English sailors whom he held in captivity. The mission was unsuccessful, A 
century later, in 1763, an ambassador was sent to propose a treaty of friend¬ 
ship ; but the negotiations were never carried to maturity. In 1782, after 
the conquest of the Dutch settlements on the Coromandel Coast, a force was 
despatched by the Madras Government to reduce the Dutch possessions in 
Ceylon, and Mr. Hugh Boyd accompanied the expedition for the purpose of 
concluding a treaty of alliance with the King of Kandy, by which the latter 
was to be required not only to supply provisions to the British troops but to 
send a strong force to co-operate with the English. The King, however^ 
refused to take part in the war against the Dutch or to conclude a treaty 
except with an ambassador commissioned from the King of England direct. 

It was not till the year 1795 that the British Government acquired a 
permanent footing in the island. Towards the close of that year an expedition 
organised by the Government of Madras reduced Trincomalee, Jalfna, and 
Kalpitya, and a preliminary Treaty of alliance (No. LXXIT) was concluded 
with the King of Kandy on the 12th October 1795. Subsequently a Cingalese 
envoy was deputed to Madras, who]concluded a definitive Treaty (No. LXXIII) 
on the 12th February 1796, but the King of Kandy, influenced by a party 
at his Court who favoured the Dutch interest, refused to ratify it. At that 
time the position of the Dutch towards the Native Government at Kandy 
was defined by the last treaty* which they had arranged with the Cingalese 
in 1766. They considered themselves entire masters of the whole coast, but 
had never paid the tribute to the King which was stipulated for in the fourth 
article of the treaty. In the mean time the British troops had taken 
Negombo, on the 4th February 1796, and on the 15th February Articles of 
capitulation (No. LXXIV) were framed by which the Dutch settlements in 
Ceylon, including Colombo, Galle, and Kalutara, were ceded by the Governor 
of the Dutch possessions in the island to the British Government. 

The administration of the conquered settlements in Ceylon was entrusted 
to the Government of Madras, but an injudicious attempt to introduce the 
Madras fiscal system, which nearly resulted in a general revolt, led to the 


See Appendix, 
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transfer of the island to the direct government of tbe crown, and the appoint¬ 
ment of Mr. North as the first Governor in 179H. His appointment, as well 
as that of the civil officers, was made by the King, but in the conduct of 
affairs tlie governor was placed under the orders of the Governor General of 
India, an arrangement which lasted till 1802. In the meantime a revo¬ 
lution had broken out at Kandy. The King was deposed by the Adigar or 
prime minister and died in 1798. Vikraina Raja Singha, nephew of the 
Queen, was installed through the influence of the minister who, to secure the 
real power in liis own person, induced the Governor to enter into a scheme* 
to effect the removal of the King to the British seltlemcnts and tc depute the 
Adigar to exercise his power at Kandy where a British suusidiary force was 
to be stationed. 

The project, which was to be carried out by means of an embassy to con¬ 
clude a new treaty with the King, ended in utter failure ; but the Adigar 
determined to gain his object by provoking a war. Several merchants, sub¬ 
jects of the British Government, were forcibly seized and plundered in April 
18(i2. Compensation was refused, and in February 1803 a British force of 
3,000 men occupied Kandy, wliich was abandoned by the King and the inhabi¬ 
tants. Muttu Swami, a member of the royal family, who on the elevation of 
Vikraraa Raja Singha, had fled to the British territories, was set on the 
throne, and a Treaty (No. LXXV) was concluded with him in May 1803 
by which extensive districts were ceded to the British Government, a British 
subsidiary force was to be stationed at Kandy, and the King was prohibited 
from diplomatic intercourse with foreign powers. 

By a separate Agreement of the same date (see supplement to No. LXXV), 
with the Adigar the new King was to reside at Jaffna Avith all the pomp of 
royalty, while the Adigar was to hold the real })ower at Kandy. Encouraged 
i)y the success of his perfidy, the Adigar determined to secure the crown for 
himself, to seize the person of tbe Governor, Mr. North, and to exterminate 
the garrison at Kandy. The plot for the seizure of Mr. North failed through 
an accident, but in June 1803 the natives rose on the garrison at Kandy and, 
after inducing them to capitulate on the promise of their lives, treacherously 
massacred them and the puppet King Muttu Swami. 

The war which ensued with the King of Kandy was waged with great 
severity on both sides for two years. Hostilities ceased only from the ex¬ 
haustion of both parties, and for the next ten years peace continued without 

* For the secret history of this policy, sec Teuuaut’s CeyloD, Volume 11, Part VI, Chapter 3, 
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any formal or amicable ag“reement. In the interval the Adigar was executed 
by Vikrama Raja Singha for treason in 1812. The inhuman barbarities 
which the King perpetrated disgusted and terrified his subjects, who only 
awaited a favourable opportunity to revolt. At length, towards the close of 
tlio year 1814, a party of merchants, who had gone from the British terri¬ 
tories to Kandy to trade, were seized by the King as spies and sent back 
horribly mutilated. War was immediately declared, and in February 1815 
Kandy was occupied almost without opposition. The King Raja Singha was 
made prisoner and deported to Vellore, where he died in 1832, 

On the 2nd March 181 5, at a Convention{No. LXXVI) of the Cingalese 
Chiefs at Kandy, the King was formally deposed, the sovereignty of the 
whole island of Ceylon was vested in the British Oown, and the preservation 
of the old form of government of Kandy and of the customs, laws, and re¬ 
ligion of tlie people was guaranteed. For two years the country I’emained 
tramiuil and the terms of the convention were faithfully observed by the 
British (xovernment. But the people bad little sympathy with the Govern¬ 
ment and in 1817 they rose in rebellion. Towards the close of 1818 the 
rebellion was subdued and the whole country restored to order. Advantage 
was taken of the rebellion to modify (No. LXXVII), the Convention of 1815 
and to emancipate the people from the oppression of their Chiefs by limiting 
the terms of their personal service, commuting taxes to a tithe of the produce 
of the land, and transferring the administration of justice to a regularly 
constituted agency. Since then, with the exception of a few partial and un¬ 
important attempts at rebellion, on one of which occasions (in 1848) reinforce¬ 
ments were applied for fiora India, the peace of the country has remained un¬ 
disturbed, and political relations with the island have necessarily creased.

That henceforward it shall be incumbent on the Honourable Company to 
guard and protect the King, country, and religion called Pootaugamum of 
Ceylon against all its enemies. 

Article 4. 

That in order to secure the constant protection and assistance of the 
Honourable Company by enabling them to keep a force on the island of 
Ceylon, the King of Kandia shall cede to the Honourable Company for ever 
some favourable situation, to which the Dutch can have no right or title 
whereon the Honourable Company shall have full permission from the King 
of Kandia to erect such forts and factories as shall appear necessary. 

Article 5. 

That in order to cement and strengthen the alliance and friendship pro¬ 
posed, the King of Kandia engages that the trade and commerce of the island 
of Ceylon (particularly that of the cinnamon) shall hereafter be carried on 
with the Honourable English East India Company in preference to any other 
nation under such conditions and regulations as shall hereafter be established 
by the contracting parties. 
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Article 6. 

That after a final arransfeinent of the Treaty proposed and other subjects 
at present under discussion sliall liave taken place, no fresh matter of public 
concern shall be undertaken or executed respcictin^ the island of Ceylon pre¬ 
vious to its bein^ made known at the court of Kandia, and His Majesty^s 
sanction being* first had and obtained. 

This above Treaty to be considered preliminary to a more comprehensive 
Treaty of alliance and commercie which I promise shall hereafter he signed by 
the Eight Honourable Lord Hobart, Governor, the Members of Council, and 
that the Honourable Company's seal shall be affixed thereto.

A convention bavin"* heeti entered into between the British Government 
of C(jylon and llis Majesty Kin" Mootoo Samy, the illustrious Lord Pilamc 
Tilawe, first Adi"ar of the Court of Kandy, the second Adi"ar, and the other 
nobles of the court a"ree to and become parties in the same :— 

On condition that IJis Majd'sty Kin" Mootoo Samy deliver over 
the administration of the ]>iovinces helon"ii)(r to the Crown of Kandy to 
the aforc'said Bilarne Tilawe, with the title of Ootoon Homarayen (or Grano 
Prince) durin" the term of his natural life, and cont inue to lesicle and hold his 
court at JulTnapatarn, or in such other part of the Britisli territories tu 
C eylon as may he agreed on between Ilis said Majesty and the British 
Government. 

And for the jiroper maintonaiuie of His Royal dignity the afori'said Pilamc 
Tilawe en"a"(‘s to pay annually to His said Majesty the sum of thirty tiiousand 
fJix Dolhirs in British currency and to lultil all the eii"a"ements entered into 
by His Majesty willi the British Government. 

And for the better security of th(‘ paymimt of tlui sums stipulated to he 
paid to Kin" Mootoo Samy, as well as to the Kin" lately on the throne of 
Kandy, the sai 1 Pilanie Tilawe a"r(‘es to deliver to the British Government at 
CoIouiIk), in the course of ev<‘ry year, the armamt of twenty thousand am- 
monams of "ood areka, nut, each arnmonarii containiri" twenty-four thousand 
nuts at the rate of six Rix Dollars, British currency, per ammonam, to be paid 
to the agents of the suid Pilame Tilawe by the said British Government, in 
coined oopper to that amount, or in such other articles as may be agreed on 
between the parties. 

And the British Government vvdl, in that ease, charge itself with the pay- 
nieiit of the allovvama's stipulated for both those Primais, 

And the Adigar Ihlame 'rilawe agrees to cede in perpetuity to the British 
Government, the village and district of Gangavtdle (or Livele), now called tort 
M acdowall, in exchange for the hill-foit of Geriagarainc, which the British 
Government cedes again to Pilame Tilawe. 
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And it is still further agreed upon that all the Princes and Princesses of 
royal family now in conlineinent shall be immediately set at liberty, and 
allowed to settle, with their personal property, wherever they choose, and that a 
general amnesty and pardon shall be observed on both sides, as w(‘ll towards 
those who have opposed! as lowards those who liave supj'orted the claims ot 
King JVlootoo Sarny, in the late or any former contest. 

And it is hereby agreed bv His Majesty King Mootoo Sarny, on his part, 
by His Excellency Frederic North, (Governor of the British possessions in 
Ceylon, on the part of his Government, and hy the most illustrious Lord 
Pilarne Tilawc, first Adigar, on his part, and on that of the second Adigar and 
principal nobles of the Court, that th(‘ Articles above aijireed upon shall b(^ 
carried into (dfect fidlv and completely, as soon as the Brinee lately on the 
throne of Kandy shall be delivennl in tin* bands of the ib'itish (lovernmc'iit, 
and that till then a perfect truce and cessation of hostilities shall continue 
between all the contrac^ting parties.

in the island of Ceylon, acting in the name and on behalf of His Maj(‘sty 
George the Third, Kinw, and his Royal Flighn(‘ss George Pi‘ini;e of Wales, 
Regent of the ITnited Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, on the one jiart, 
and tlic Adigars, Dessaves, and other principal Chiefs of the Kaiulian })ro-

flagrant, enormous, and int(derablc ; the acts and maxims of his (rovernment 
being equally and entirely devoid of that justice which should secure the safety 
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of his suhj(‘cts, and of that f^*ood faitli wdiich mi^ht obtain a beneficial 
intercouiHi* with tlie settlements 

2. dMiat the Rajah 8rec AVikrema Rajah Sin^-ha, by the hahitnal viola¬ 
tion of the chief and most sacred duties of a sovereign, has forfeited all claims 
to tliat tiths or the powers annexed to the same, and is declared fallen and 
deposed from the olfice of Kin<j^; his family and relatives, wh(‘ther in the 
aseendin^^-, descending*, or collateral line, and whether by affinity or blood, are 
also tor ever exeluded from the throne; and all claim and title; of the Malabar 
race to the dominion of the Kandian })rovinces is abolished and extinguished. 

o. That all male ])ersons, being or pretending to be relations of the late 
R,ajah Sree AVikrema Rajah 8ingli, either by afiinity or blood, and whether 
in the ascending, descending, or collateral line, are herebv declared enemies to 
the Government of the Kandian provinces, and excluded and prohibited fi*om 
entering those {)rovine<‘s on any preieiiee whattnan*, wittioiit. a written ])ermis- 
sion for that })urpos(‘ by tbe authority of t,he British Govenimeiit, under the 
pains and pimallK'S of martial law, which is hereby declareil to b" in lorce for 
that ])ui‘j)ose; and all male ])ers()ns of tbe Malabar caste now ex])elled from 
tbe said provinces are, under the same pcmalties, ])robiblted from returning, 
excej)t with the peiinission befoi'C mentioned. 

4. d be dominion of tbe Kandian j)r()vinces is vestc'd in the sovereign ofc 
the Bi’itish lMnf)ir(‘, and to b(‘ exercised through the Governoi’s or Lifuilcnant-

tions, and customs established and in force amongst them. 

5. The religion of Bndhoo, ])rofessed hy the Cliiefs and inhahitanls of 
tlu'se provinces, is (leclarcnl inviolahh*, and its rights, ministers, and places of 
woj'ship are to la* maintained and jirotected, 

f), J^lvery spt'cies of bodily torture, and all mutilation of hmh, member 
or organ, aic pruhihited and abolished. 

7. No si'iitcnee of d(‘ath can he carried into execution against any 
inhabitant (^xei'pt by the written warrant of tie Bi'itish Gf)vernor or Lieute- 
naiit-Govc'riior for the time being, founded on a report of the ease made to 
him througli tlie. aeeredit(!d agent or agents of the GovTrnmeiit resident in the 
interior, in wlmse jii'csenee all trials for cajhtal offences are to take place. 

8. Subject (o tliesc conditions, the administration of civil and criminal 
justice, and [lolicc over the Kandian inhal)itants of the said jirovinces, is to 
he exercis('d according t,o established forms, and hy the ordinary authorities; 
saving alwoiys the iiilierent right of Gov('rnmeiit to redress grievances and 
reform abuses in ;ill instances whatever, particular or general, wlierc such inter¬ 
position shall become iieeessary. 

9. Over all otlier persons, civil or military, residing in or resorting to 
these provinces, not being Kandians, civil and criminal justice, together with 
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police, shall, until the pleasure of IJis Majesty^s (lovcriiinenl. in lingland may 
be otherwise declared, be administered in manner I'ollowin;^’:— 

First .—All persons, not being-commissioned or non-commissioned military 
officers, soldiers, or followers of the army, usually held liable to military dis¬ 
cipline, shall be subject to the magistracy of the accredited, agent or agents 
of the British Government in all cases, except charges of rnurdc'r, which 
shall be tried l)y special commissions to be issued from time to time by the 
(Tovernor for that. pur})ose; provided always, as to such eliarges of murder 
wherein any British subject may he defendant, who rni|.dit be tried for the 
same by the laws of the Uniled Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, in 
force for the trial of offences committed by British subjects in foreij^-n parts, 
lu) such British subjects shall he tried on any charge of murder alleged to have 
been perpetrated in the Kandian provinces, otherwise than by virtue of sucli 
laws of the United Kingdom. 

Secondh/. —Commissioned or non-commissioned military officers, soldiers, 
or followers of the army usually held amenable to military discipline, shall 
in all civil and criminal cases wherein they be defendants, be liable to the 
laws, regulations and customs of war; rcs(‘rving to the Governor and Cora- 
niandcr-in-Chief in all cases falling under this ninth article, an unlimited 
light of review over every })roceeding,'(nvil or military, had hy virtue thereof,' 
and rcvserving also full power to make such partieulai* f)r(>visiof)s, conformably 
to the general s})irit of the said article, as may be found necessary to carry 
its principle into full effect. 

10. Provided always, that the operation of the several preceding clauses 
shall not be contravened by the provisions of any temporary or partial procla¬ 
mation published during the advance of the array ; whicdi ])rovisions, in so far 
as incompatible with the said preceding articles, are luneby re])(ialed. 

11. The royal dues and revenues of the Kandian provinces are to be 
managed and collected for Mis Majesty^s use, and the support of the provin¬ 
cial establishment according to lawful custom, and under the direction and 
superintendence of the accredited agent or agents ot the British Govern¬ 
ment. 

12. Ills Excellency the Governor will adopt provisionally, and recom¬ 
mend to the (;()]!lirmation of Mis Koyal Highness the Prince Jlegent, in tlie 
name and on behalf of His Majesty, such dis})ositions in favour of the trade of 
these provinces as may facilitate the export of their products and improve 
the returns, whether in money or in salt, cloths, or other commodities useful 
and desirable to the inhabitants of the Kandian country.

1. The Chiefs and people of the Kandian nation, no longer able to endure 

Preamble. cruelties and oppressions which the late 

lieciLal of cession of Kandian King Sree Wikrema lla jali Siiiglia tyrannically 

provinccB to Great Britain. practiged towards them, prayed assistance of 

the British Government for their relief, and a solemn act declared the late 
King deposed, and himself and all persons descending from, or in any manner 
ndated to his family, incapable of claiming or exercising royal authority 
within the Kandian provinces; which were by the same solemn act ceded to 
the dominion of the British sovereign. 

2. The exercise of power by the representatives of His Britannic Majes¬ 
ty, from the date of that convention (the 2nd 
March 1815) till the hour that insurrection 
broke out, in the month of October 1817, was 

marked with the greatest mildness and forbearance towards all classes ; the 
strictest attention to the protection and maintenance <»f the rites, ministers, 
and })laces of worship of the religion of Bndhoo; and a general deference to 
the opinions of the Chiefs who were considered as ).he 1 )orsonR best able, from 
their rank and knowledge, to aid the Government in ensuring the happiness 
of the mass of its new subjects. In exacting eit her taxes or services for the 
State, an extraordinary and unprecedented laxity was allowed to lake place, 
in order that the country might with more ease recover from any evil effects 
sustained by the contrary practice of the late King. In assessing punishments 
lor offences even where a plot to subvert the Government was proved, the 
spirit which always characterizes the British rule wa.s strongly to be contrast¬ 
ed with the ancient and frequent recurrence of capital executions, preceded by 
the most cruel and barbarous tortures.

TREATIES, ENGAGEMENTS, AND SANADS 

EBLATING TO 

HYDERABAD. 


The fortunes of tlie present ruling family of Hyderabad were founded by 
Kamr-ud-din Asaf Jail, a disting-uislied soldier of the Emperor Aurangzeb, who 
in 17E3 was appointed Nizam-iil-Miilk and Subadar of the Deccan, but even¬ 
tually threw off the control of the Delhi Court. Asaf Jah died in 1748, and 
was succeeded by his second son, Nasir Jang, in the absence of the eldest son, 
Ghazi-ud-diu Khan, who was holding high office at the Court of Delhi. The 
claims of Nasir Jang were disputed by Muzaffar Jang, his nephew, with the 
support of Dupleix, the Governor of the French settlements, who saw in the 
establishment, througli his influence, of Muzaffar Jang as Subadar of the 
Deccan, and of Chanda Sahib, a claimant for the Nawabship of the Carnatic, 
means of securing the ascendancy of the French in India. The support 
which Muzaffar Jang received from the French was, in those times, of 
itself sufficient reason to induce the English to lend their aid to Nasir 
Jang. Muzaffar Jang fell into the hands of his uncle, by whom he was 
imprisoned, but in the following year, after the murder of Nasir Jang by 
Pathan rebels, he was released, and with tiie support of the French assumed 
the authority of Subadar. After his accession Muzaffar Jang received into 
his service a body of French troops under command of Pussy, and assigned 
to the French large territories near Pondicherry, the province of Karikal, and 
the town and district of Masulipatam. He was soon after killed in a mutiny 
of his troops. His only son being a minor, Salabat Jang, the third son of 
Asaf Jah, was placed in power by the influence of the French, in gratitude for 
which Salabat Jang confirmed many of the privileges enjoyed by them, and 
assigned several districts in the northern Circars (Sarkars) for the pay and 
equipment of the French auxiliaries in his service. 

On the outbreak of the’war between France and England in 1756, the 
French were driven out of the northern Circars by an English force. Salabat 
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Jang advanced to oppose the English, but did not feel himself strong enough 
to risk a Ijattlo without the aid of his French auxiliaries, wlm h:id been recalled 
by Count Lally. He accordingly concluded a Treaty (No, LXXVIII) in 1759 
with the English. This granted the seaport of Masulipatam and other dis¬ 
tricts, comprising altogether an area of about 700 square miles,* to the 
English in inam, and bound Salabat Jnng to exclude tbe French from bis 
dominions. Tbe acquisitions of tbe English in the northern Circars were 
confirmed by a farman of the Emperor of Delhi in 1765, at tbe time when the 
Diwani of llengal, Behar, and Orissa was ohiaiiied liy the same power. 

Salabat Jang w^as deposed in 1701 by his younger brotlier Nizam Ali, 
and died twm years afterw^ards in prison. In 1765 Nizam Ali devastated tlie 
Carnatic, but was driven back. At llic same time an English force took 
possession of the Carnatic in virtue of a iarma.n from ihe Em])eror of Delhi. 
The Nizam was making active preparations for the continmince of hostilities, 
but the Madras Government, wbicli was then labouring under pecuniary diffi¬ 
culties, d(‘j)uted General (^alliand to Hyderabad to negotiate peace. The nego¬ 
tiations resulted in 17GG in a Treaty (No. LXXIX), by which, in return fur 
tlie Circars of Ellore, ( hicacolc, Bajalirnundry (Bajarnalicndri), Mustafanagar, 
and Murtizanagar or Guntur, the British Government agreed to luniish the 
Nizam with a subsidiary force when required, and to pay nine lakhs a year 
when ihe assistance of their troo])S was not recpiired. The Nizam on his part 
engaged to assist the Britisli with his troops. The Circar of Guntur, wliich 
the Nizam had given in jagir to his brother Basalat Jang, was not to ])e taken 
possession of till the latter^s death, exce])t in the event of his creating disturb¬ 
ances in the Carnatic. 

Under this treaty a corps of two battalions joined the Nizam for the 
reduction of the fort of Bangalore, then in the possession of Haidar Ali of 
Mysore, witli whom the British Governmrmt wuis then on hostile terms; but it 
was soon withdrawn in consequence of the Nizam having treacherously deserted 
the British alliance and invaded the Carnatic in conjunction with Haidar Ali. 
The Nizam, however, was soon compelled to separate from Haidar, and in 1768 
another Treaty (No. LXXX) was concluded between the Britisli Govern¬ 
ment and the Nawab of the Carnatic on the one part, and the Nizam on the 
other. By this treaty the Nizam revoked ail sanads granted to Haidar Ali 
by the Subadars of the Deccan; agreed to cede to the English tlie Diwani 
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of the Caroatic above the ghats wliieh had been seized by Haidar Ali, on 
condition of their paying him seven lakhs of rupees a year; pledged himself 
not to interfere with the possessions of tlie Nawab of the Carnatic; and 
agreed to acce})t a reduced payment for the northern Cirears. The engage¬ 
ment between tlie English and the Nizam mutually to assist each other with 
troops was altered. The British fjovernmcnt undertook to furnish the Nizam 
on his requisition with two battalions <>f sepoys with guns, subject to the con¬ 
ditions that the Nizam would defray the cost of the force, and that it would 
not be employed against any person in alliance with the English. 

In consecjuence of the action of Basalat Jang in collecting French troops 
in Ciintur, it became necessary in 177d to call on the Nizam to order tlnar 
removal. No results followed the Nizam's orders. But in 1779 Basalat Jang, 
threatened hy Haidar Ali, craved the protection of the English and agreed 
witli the Madras Government (No. LXXXl) to rent to them the Guntur dis¬ 
trict, to dismiss the French troops, and to receive English troops adequate for 
the defence of the district. This engagement, wluch was concluded without 
reference to the Nizam, was considered by him to be a breach of tl»e treaty 
of 17()8, and was disallowed by the Government of India. The district of 
Guntur, vvhieli in the meantime had been transferied to the Nawab of the 
Carnatic on a ten years’ lease, was restored to tlie Nizam's oflieers. 

In 17S'Z Basalat Jang died, and the Guntur Circar, which ought to have 
lajised to the English, was retained by the Nizam's odicers. In 1788 a Resi¬ 
dent was sent to Hyderabad h>r the Hrst time, the objects of his mission 
being to demand restituti(m of the district, and to adjust the tribute due 
to the Nizam, the payment of which bad been allowed to fall into 
arrears. The demand for the restoration of Guntur was complied with 
(No. LXXXII) ; but the dispute regarding the arrears of tribute could not 
be adjusted at Hyderabad. It was by mutual consent referred to the 
decision of the Governor-General, and Mir Abdul Kasim was deputed by 
the Nizam to Calcutta to represent his intere.sts. After allowing for the 
revenues which had been irregularly collected from Guntur by the Nizam, 
the arrears due by the British Government were reduced to the sum of Rupees 
9,10,(165. The mission of Mir Abdul Kasim was productive in 1789 oi a 
new Engagement (No. LXXXIII), explanatory of the treaty of 1768. By 
this engagement, which was in the form of a letter from Lord Cornwallis but 
was declared to be as binding on the British Government as a regular treaty, 
it was explained that the words in the 6tb article of the treaty ol 1708 
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‘‘ whenever the situation of affairs will allow of such a body of troops to 
march into the Deccan, should be understood to mean that the force eng‘a^ed 
for by that article sliould be g’ranted whenever tlie Nizam should apply for 
it, provided that it should not be employed against any power in alliance 
with the British Government. 

On the breaking out of the first war with Tipu Sultan, Lord Corn¬ 
wallis succeeded in securing the co-operation of the Nizam by promising him 
full participation in the advantages which might result from the war. A 
Treaty of offensive and defensive alliance (No. LXXXIV) was concluded with 
him on the 4th July 1790. By this treaty, to which tl)e Peshwa was made a 
party, it was stipulated that the Nizam and the Peshwa should invade 
Tipu^s territories, and should furnish a contingent of 10,000 horse to he 
paid for by the British Government,* that an equal division should be made of 
the territories conquered ; that certain palegars (polyg’ars) and zamindars who 
had formerly been dependent on the Nizam and the Peshwa should be placed on 
their former fooling; and that if, after the conclusion of peace, Tipu should 
attack any of the contracting parties, the others should join in punishing him. 
On the termination of the war territories yielding an annual revenue of 
13,16,000 pagodas were made over to the Nizam as his share of the conquests. 

After the conclusion of peace Lord Cornwallis transmitted to Hyder¬ 
abad and Poona proposals to reduce to a definite treaty the mutual guarantee 
against Tipu which had been stipulated for in the treaty of 1790. But 
owing to the delay and evasions of the Peshwa, whose designs against Tipu 
and the Nizam would have been frustrated by the engagements proposed, the 
conclusion of the treaty was abandoned, although the Nizam Lad given 
his verbal consent to it. 

At this time the Mahrattas revived a. claim against the Nizam for arrears 
of chaulh, and threatened hostilities if it were not satisfied. The Nizam 
applied to the British Government for aid, but Sir John Shore was precluded 
by the treaties with the Mahrattas from interfering further than as a media- 
tor. The war which broke out in 1795 terminated in the convention of 
Kurdia, by which the Nizam was compelled to cede to the Mahrattas territo¬ 
ries yielding a revenue of thirty-five lakhs of rufiees, to pay three crores of 
rupees, and to give his minister, Azam-ul-Umara, as a hostage for the fulfil¬ 
ment of these terms. Three-fourths of the territory ceded by the Nizam was 
afterwards recovered during the dissensions which followed the death of Madho 
pao Peshwa. 
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The resentment created in the mind of the Nizam by the refusal of the 
British Government to aid him in his extremities, or to permit the subsidiary 
force to accompany him in the war, led him to entertain in his service a body 
of troops commanded by French officers, and to dismiss the British subsidiary 
force. Friendly relations with him were therefore threatened with rupture; 
but before matters came to a crisis the rebellion of his son, Ali Jah, compelled 
him to beg that the subsidiary force might be sent back. The return of the 
minister Azam-ul-Umara from Poona was also favourable to British influence, 
and as the threatening attitude of Tipu made a closer connection with Hyder¬ 
abad desirable, a Treaty (No. LXXXV) was concluded on the Ist September 
1798, by which the subsidiary force was made permanent and raised to six 
battalions, costing rupees 24,17,100 a year; the Nizamis French corps was to 
be disbanded; and the British Government was to arbitrate between the 
Nizam and the Peshwa, or, in the event of the Peshwa not consenting to that 
arrangement, to protect the Nizam from any unjust and unreasonable demands 
of the Mahiattas. 

On the outbreak of the second war with Tipu in 1799, the subsidiary 
force and the Nizam's army co-operated with the British troops, and after the 
fall of Seringapatam the Nizam received by the partition treaty of Mysore 
(No. LXXXVI) districts yielding 6,07,332 pagodas. To these were subse¬ 
quently added two-thiids of the territories which were offered to, but rejected 
by, the Peshwa. The jealousy with which the Mahrattas viewed the oper¬ 
ations against Tipu, and the threatening attitude which they assumed, led the 
British Government again to strengthen their connection with the Nizam, and a 
new Treaty (No, LXXXV 11) was concluded with him on the liJth October IhOO, 
by which two battalions of infantry and one regiment of cavalry were added to 
the subsidiary force, while to secure the payment of the force the Nizam ceded 
all the territories he had acquired by tbe Mysore treaties of 1792 and 1799, 
yielding about 17,58,000 pagodas, subject to some exchanges to secure a well- 
defined boundary. The treaty regulated the duties on which the subsidiary 
force was to be employed, secured tlie Nizam in the sovereignty of his dominions 
prohibited his entering into political negotiations with other States, and 
made the British Government the arbiter in his disputes with other powers. 
In consequence of the equivocal conduct of the Nizam in the first Mahratta war, 
and the refusal of his officers to receive the wounded in the battle of Assaye 
into the forts of Daulatabad and Darur, an additional article was added to the 
treaty of 1800, requiring the contracting parties to admit the troops of either 
party into their forts when called upon. 
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In 1802 a Treaty (No. LXXXVIII) was concluded with a view to check 
excessive taxation levied by the Nizam’s officials. This treaty provided for 
the free transit of articles of commerce between British and Hyderabad terri¬ 
tories, abolished transit duties, limited import and export, or customs, duties 
to 5 per cent, ad valorem^ to be collected once for all at fixed places. 

Nizam Ali died in 1808 and was succeeded by his son, Sikandar Jah, 
who went throuj^h the form of obtaining- the confirmation of the Emperor 
of Delhi. On his accession all existing treaties with the British Govern¬ 
ment were confirmed (No. LXXXIX). At the close of the Mahratta war 
the Nizam received by the partition Treaty of Hyderabad (No. XC), dated 
the 2iSth April 1801*, the cession of tlie Deccan territories conquered from 
Sindliia and Nagpur. 

In ISOS died Mir Alam, tlic Nizam’s able minister and a sincere friend 
of the British Government. The two persons who stood highest in compe¬ 
tition h'r the vacant post were Muuir-ui-Mulk, son-in-law of Mir Alam, and 
tShams-ul-Ximara, chief of the military party in tlie State. Lord Minto, whose 
advice had been spoiltani‘ously sought by the Nizam, recommended the 
aj)})ointment of the latter; but the Nizam did not acccjit the advice and 
selected Munir-ul-Mulk in preference. As a condition of the appointment 
of the new minister, however, the Nizam required him to enter into an agree¬ 
ment tliat tlie affairs of the State sliould ho conducted through the agency 
of one (diandu Lai, a custom which had prevailed from the time of the death 
of Mir Abdul Kasim. Tlie Nizam himself, whose sanity was doubted, lived 
a seeluiied life, and took no interest in the administration. Chandu Lai was 
a staunch supporter of British interests throughout the long and not alto¬ 
gether friendly rule of Sikandar Jah, and under him the reform of the military 
establishinenls was commenced, and a regular army disciplined by British 
officers was urganibcd. Various views have been taken of Cluindu Lai’s 
cliara(der. But whatever may have been his faults, he was the only person 
that could be found at Hyderabad capable of carrying on the administration, 
and neither the Nizarn himself nor successive Residents, who were not all 
well-disposed to Chaudu Lai, could find a better man to fill his place. 

The Nizam’s army proved of much service in the Pindari and Mahratta 
wars in 1817, and after the overthrow of the Peshwa these services were 
recognised by the Treaty of the 12th December 1822 (No. XCI), whereby 
the Nizam received a considerable accession of territory, was released from all 
arrears of tribute which he owed to the Peshwa, and from all future demands 
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of it, and some exchanges of territory were effected to secure a well-defined 
frontier. The Nizam was bound to protect the rights of the landholders in 
the districts made over to him—a stipulation which has led to constant dis¬ 
cussions with his Government. In 1847 a commission was appointed to 
enquire into all claims under this guarantee. The claims finally allowed 
amounted to Ru{)ees 1,00,147. 

Sikandar Jah died in 1829, and was succeeded by Nasir-ud-Daula, with 
whom a Treaty (No. XCII) was concluded in Ih^il, confirming all existing 
treaties. During the latter years of Sikandar Jah^s rule the administration of 
the country had fallen into great disorder. The revenues of the State were 
farmed to contractors, who were practically supreme in their several districts. 
In consequence the grossest opjiressioii prevailed, and the disiiifiiined force 
under lirilish officers was repeatedly called out to repress local rebellion. The 
country was infested with robber bauds, and the roads were unsafe except for 
persons travelling with large armed escorts. For the restoration of order it 
became neeessary to employ British officers in the different districts. They 
settled the amount of revenue to be levied, and under their administration the 
country soon improved. The State, moreover, was deeply involved in debt, 
both to merchants and to the British Government. The annual payments to 
the Nizam for the northern Circars were accordingly ca[)italis.';d for a sum 
of Rupees 1,66,0(5,666, hy which the Nizam's government was temporarily 
extricated from its difficulties. 

When Nasir-ud-Daula succeeded, be requested that the direct inter- 
f< rence of tlie British officers in the administration might be discontinued. 
IJis request was cornplie<l with. He was assured that, provided he 
maintained tiie revenue settlements made by the British officers until the 
p<‘riod for which they were made should expire, the British Government 
would withdraw from all interference, and the Nizam would be absolute both 
ill the selection and removal of his minister, and in all other matters of 
interniil administration. The withdrawal of interference was immediately 
followed by the return of disorder and misrule. Every department of the 
government became disorganised, and the credit of the State was so bad that 
bankers refused to grant loans. Chandu Lai finding himself unable to cope 
with the financial emharrassmeiits, resigned the office of minister on the 6th 
September 1843. His long and distinguished services to tlie Hyderabad State 
were highly praised by Lord Ellenborough. 

For some mouths the Nizam endeavoured to carry on the admiListration 
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himself, but at leng'th, with the approval of the British Government, he 
appointed a^s his minister Suraj-uI-MuIIr, son of the former minister Munir-ul- 
Mulk. In the meantime the pay of the contingfent had fallen greatly into 
arrears and advances had to be made from the British treasury. By the 12th 
article of the treaty of 1800 the Nizam agreed in time of war to furnish 6,000 
infantry and 9,000 cavalry to co-operate with the British army, and to use 
every effort to bring the whole force of his dominions into the field as speedily 
as possible. The Nizamis troops had proved very inefficient in the first 
Mahratta war, and after the conclusion of the campaign various schemes were 
from time to time proposed for their reform, but with little success. At length 
in 1813 one of the corps at Hyderabad mutinied, and in their place Chandu 
Lai raised two battalions, who were armed, clothed, and equipped like the 
Company's troops. 

It soon became necessary to make advances from the British treasury 
for the payment of this contingent force of reformed troops; and in 1843 
the Nizam was distinctly informed that, in the event of application for 
further advances, a territorial security for the payment of the debt 
would be demanded. No efforts, however, were made to pay off the debt 
on account of the contingent either by Suraj-uI-Mulk or by his succes¬ 
sors in office, Amjad-ul-Mulk and Shams-ul-Urnara, who were appointed 
in 1848 and 1849 with the approval of the British Government. In 1849 
a requisition was made for the payment of the debt by the 31 st December 
1850. No steps were taken for payment, and in 1851 a territorial cession was 
demanded to liquidate the debt, which then amounted to upwards of Itupees 
78,00,000. A payment of Rupees 40,00,000 was at once made, and the 
appropriation of the revenues of certain districts was promised to meet the 
remainder. The demand for a territorial cession was therefore withdrawn. 
But no real improvement followed. The Resident was again obliged to make 
advances for the payment of the contingent, and in 1853 the debt had again 
risen to upwards of Rupees 45,00,000. 

Some new arrangement was therefore absolutely necessary. Accordingly 
in 1853 a new Treaty (No. XCllI) was concluded with the Nizam. By this the 
British Government agreed to maintain an auxiliary force of not less than 5,000 
infantiy, 2,000 cavalry, and four field batteries of artillery. In order to provide 
for the paj^ment of the force, and for certain pensions and the interest on the 
debt, the Nizam assigned in trust districts in Berar, Dharaseo and the Raicbnr 
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Doah, which were estimated to yield a gross revenue of fifty Jakhs of rupees. 
It was also agreed that accounts should be annually rendered to the 
Nizam, and that any sur])lus revenue which might accrue should be paid to 
him. By this treaty the Nizam, while retaining the full use of the subsi¬ 
diary force and contingent, was released from the unlimited obligation of 
service in time of war. Tlie contingent ceased to bo part of the Nizamis 
army, and became an auxiliary force kept up by the British Goverumout for 
the Nizam’s ii^e under the name of tlie Hyderabad contingent. 

Nasir iid-Oaula died in 1857, and was succeeded by his eldest son, Afzal- 
ud-Daula. During the mutinies of 1857 the main!enaiiee of order at Hyder¬ 
abad was im])''rtant for the success of the military o])crations in the Deccan 
and C’cntial India. The hopes of the disalTected were excited by tiui sncci's- 
^ion o{ a new (fiiief, and on the 17th July lSr>7 an attack was made on the 
Ilesidi'ncVj hut it was repulsed. The (dTorts of tlie Hesideiil, to ])r(.‘serv(* order 
\\er(' ably s(‘eonded by the Nizamis Minister, Sular Jang, a neplievv of Suraj-ul- 
iNlnlk, who had been ap])ointed, with the a[)proval c)f the British Goveiaiinent, 
on his uncle’s death in 1858. 

'rhi‘ jii'ovisions of the treaty of I 858, which najuired the submission of 
annual accounts of the Assigned Districts to the Nizam, were jirodiietive of 
incouveiii(‘iu*e and embarrassing discussions. Diiliculties had also arisim 
regardijig the levy of the 5 per cent, duty on goods under the eommm’cial 
treaty of 18(12-. To remove those difficulties, and at the same time to riiward 
the Nizam for his siu vices in 1857, a new Treaty (No. XCIV) was concluded in 
Iteeember 1860. By this the debt of fifty lakhs due by the Nizam was (;an- 
eelled, the territory of Sliorapur, which had been confiscated for the rebellit)n 
oi the Baja, was ceded to the Nizam, and the districts of Dharaseo and the 
ilaichiir Doab were restored to him. 

On the other hand, the Nizam ceded certain distrieds on the left bank of 
the Godavari, treed the traffic on that river from all duties, and agreed 
that the remaining assigned districts in Berar should be held in trust by 
llie Ibitlsli Govcnimeiit for the purposes specified in the treaty of 1S58, but 
tiiat no demand for the accounts of tlie recei])ts or expenditure of the distri(ds 
should be made. A])])licati()ns for the restoration of the Hyderabad Assigned 
Districts have on more than one occasion been made, but the British Gov(M-n- 
meut has declined to make any essential alteration in the arraiigcineiits ])ro- 
vided for by the treaties of 1858 and 1860. Under British administration

the revenue of Berar has <^reatly increased ; and a lar^e surplus has been paid 
over to the Hyderabad State under the treaty provisions. 

The treaty of I860 does not aflfect the customs duties levied on goods 
imported to or exported from the Nizamis territories. The limit for these 
remains as before at 5 per cent, ad valorem. 

In 1861 the Minister drew up, in consultation with the Resident, rules to 
regulate the collection in Hyderabad territory of the customs duties admissible 
under the treaty of 1802. The schedules attached to the rules contained a list 
of artich'S which were to be taxed at a certain sum for a certain weight, tlie 
rat(‘s representing at tln^ time, approximately, 5 percent, ad valoreyn, and being 
liable to increase or reduction from time to time. The rules were apju’oved by 
the Government of India. 

In 1875 the Nizamis Government adopted the pro])osal of the British 
Government that article 3 of the commercial treaty of 1802 should not in 
future be held to appl}' to the transit of salt manufactured in Hyderabad ter¬ 
ritory (No. XCV). 

Owing to a disagreement the Nizam resolved in 1861 to remove Salar 
Jang from otlice, notwithstanding the remonstrances of the Kesident. But 
the British Government refused to countenance the measure, and Salar Jang 
was maintained in oOice. Differences again arose between the Nizam and his 
minister in 1867, but were eventually arranged, and Sir Salar Jang continued 
to \\old the offiee of which he had felt compelled to tei\der his resignation. 
The op])ortunity was taheu to impress u])on the Nizam the advisahility of 
giving his entire confidence to a minister who had ruled the State with so 
much ability, and to point out the serious consequences which a relapse into 
misrule would entail on the Hyderahad State. 

In August I860 the Nizam agreed (No. XCVT) to cede the land required for 
railway purposes in the Raiehur Doah, and in 1870 an Agreement (No. XCVII) 
was concluded between the British Government and the Nizam, providing for 
the construction of a railway to connect Hyderahad with the Great Indian 
Peninsula Railway. The main points of the agreement were that the Hyder¬ 
abad State, with the aid of shareholders, should provide the capital necessary 
for the construction, maintenance and working of the railway, including pro¬ 
vision of land, payment of compensation, and cost of survey ; and that the 
British Government should construct and manage the railway on behalf of the 
Nizam, who should receive all profits derived from the working. 
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111 IbHl the Nizarn issued a 8aiiad (Nu. XCVIII) declaratory of the Re¬ 
sident's authority to inquire into and punish oHeuces committed by Europeans 
and others in the Hyderabad territory. 

The Nizam received in 1862 a guarantee (No. XCIX) that any succes¬ 
sion to his State, which might be in accordance with Muhammadan law and 
the customs of his family, would be recogfiiised. 

In 1867 an Extradition Treaty (No. C) was concluded between the 
British Government and the Nizam. In this treaty the two Governments 
agreed to act upon a system of strict reciprocity in surrendering persons 
charged with any of the offences mentioned in article 4, provided that in each 
case the accused was a subject of the Government making the requisition for 
his surrender, that the ofEence had been committed within the territory belong¬ 
ing to, or administered by, such Government, and that the application for 
surrenderor the accused person was duly made and supported by such evidence 
of his criminality as, according to the laws of the country in which he was 
found, would justify his arrest and sustain the charge if the offence had been 
committed there. 

The procedure pn'scribed by this treaty for the extradition of offenders 
from British India to the Hyderabad State is less simple and effective than 
the procedure prescribed by the law relating to the extraditiou of offenders in 
force in British India. The treaty has therefore been recently modified by a 
supplementary Agreement made with His Highness the JNizam on the Slst 
July 1887 (No. Cl). This provides that the treaty shall no longer apply to 
cases of extradition of offenders from British India to the Hyderabad State: 
hut that the procedure prescribed by the law for the extradition of offenders 
for the time being in force in British India shall he followed in every such 
case. 

The Nizam Afzal-ud-Daula, who had been created a Knight Grand Com¬ 
mander of the Most Exalted Order of the Star of India, died after a short illness 
on the 26th February 1869. His only son, Mir Mahhub Ali Khan, then not 
three years of age, was placed on the masnad by the British Resident, and the 
joint administration of affairs during the young Nizam's minority was entrusted 
to Sir Salar Jang and Nawab Shams-ul-Umara. The education of the young- 
Nizam was an object of much solicitude to the British Government, and a 
guarantee was obtained from the ministers that when the proper time arrived 
an English gentleman should be entrusted with the duty of superintending 
it. In 1874 Captain John (Jerk was appointed for the purpose, and he con- 
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tinned in the post until the year J876, when he was succeeded hy his brother , 
Ca])tain Chmdo Clerk, whose employment came to an end in Jmu* 1887. 

In 1S71 (No. CII) ail excbannre n! villa^^es was agreed t<» with a view te^ 
the rectification of that portion of the border of the Assigned Districts in Berar 
wliieli touches on the territories adininist(*red by the Nizamis (Government. 
It was understood that this arrangement in no way affected the comlitions under 
which the Assigned Districts were held by the Bi itish (iovernment, and tiiat in 
the transferred villages the assessments introduced under British management 
would be maintained. 

By the treaty of the 2nd December 1871 (.^ec Gwalior, Vol. IV) Sindhia 
ceded to the British Government his rights and interests of every doscrijition 
in certain ancestral villages which he possessed within the territories of the 
Nizam. As it was desirable to transfer the rights and interests which the 
British Government bad thus acquired in these villages to the Hyderabad 
State, a Memorandum of Agreement (No. CUT) was signed on the V^th 
August 1872, by whicli the villages in question were ceded to the Nizam, who 
in return ceded to the Britisli Government in full soviu’clgnty certain villages 
in tlie Bombay Presidency, 

His Highness the Nizam, Mir Mahhuh Ali Khan, attended Um Imperial 
AsseinLlago at Dellii, and was present when Her Majesty the Clueeu was jiro- 
edaimed Empress of India. The Nizamis salute was at this time raised from 
19 to 2 I guns. 

A Postal Agreement (No. CIV) was executed by tlie Nizam's Govorn- 
fuent in Aiignst 1882, making [irovision for the interchange of mails betvvecm 
the British and Nizamis Post Ofiiees under certain conditions. 

It had been proposed that the Nizam should visit England in the year 
18S8, but this arrangement fell through owing to the deatli of Sir Salar Jang 
on the Sth February 18S3. During the year that had still to elapse before 
the Nizam came of ago the administration was entrusted to the Peshkar, 
Maliaraja Narindar Parsliad, and Mir Laik Ali, the elder son of Sir Salar 
Jang, who were entitled respectively Senior and Junior Administrators. There 
was also a Council of Begency composed of the Peshkar and the Nawabs 
Ivhurshiil Jah and Bashir-ud-Daula. The Nizam presided over the Council, 
and Mir Laik Ali, who assumed his father's title of Salar Jang, acted as its 
Secretary, but they had no votes. 

In order to protect the interests of both tlie British and the Nizam's 
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Government in the matter of the opium revenue, an Agreement (No. CY) 
was executed on the 29th October 1883. This prohibited the cultivation of 
poppy and the manufacture of opium in the Nizamis territory, and regulated 
the import, export, transport, possession and sale of the drug. It also pro¬ 
vided that any alterations made in the Opium Rules of Ilis Highnesses 
Government should he communicated to the Resident, and that the Opium 
Agent at Indore should issue passes for opium requin'd by the Nizam's Gov¬ 
ernment, and levy on behalf of His Highness’s Government a pass duty, at a 
rat(‘ of not less than Rupees 600 per chest of lbs. UO, on opium consigned to the 
Hyderabad territory, the duty being remitted to the Nizam's Minister through 
the Resident at Hyderabad. The pass duty has, however, ever since been 
levied at the rate of Rupees 700 per chest. The arrangement ejected by this 
agreement has considerably increased the opium revenue of the; Hyderabad 
State, which in 18*^0 was estimated at Rupees 69,062, while the amount of 
pass duty alone levied and paid to the Minister in 1889 was Rupees 2,57,250. 

With the consent of the Government of India the Nizamis Government 
entered into an Agreement (No. CVI) on the 27th December 18S3 with His 
Highness the Nizam's Guaranteed State Railways Company, by which the 
(hunpany purchased, on certain conditioiKS, the r;iilway lino from Wadi to 
Sia'underabad, and undertook to construct new lines from Secunderabad to 
W^arangal, tlicnee to Bezwada, and also in a northerly direction. In connect-ion 
with the transter of the railway to the Company, an Agreement (No. CVll) 
was made between the Nizam's Government and the Government of India 
on the 3 Uth April 1SS5, witli tlie object of secnriii" the due fulfilment by 
the Ruilwiiy Com].any of certain obligations allecling rights reserved to the 
Government of India. 

Tull jurisdiction has been granted by His Highness the Nizam to the 
British Government within the lands in His Highness's territory which are 
occupied, or may hereafter be occupied, by His lligbness the Nizam's Guaran¬ 
teed State Railways Company, the Great Indian Peninsula Railway, tbe 
Madras Railway, the Southern Maliratta Railway, and the Dhond and Manmad 
]lailway, including lands taken up for stations, out-buildings, and for any 
other railway purpose. 

Oil tbe 5tb Fel)rnavy 1884 tbe Nizam came of age and was invested 
with full powers of administration by tbe Viceroy, tbe Marquis of Ripoii. 
Ills Highness, with the concurrence of the Government of India, appointed 
Salar Jang II to be Minister. The Nizam was invested with the imsignia 
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of a Kuight Grand Commander of the Most Exalted Order of the Star of 
India on the 6th February 1885. 

The title of Knight Commander of the Most Eminent Order of the 
Indian Empire was conferred on the Nawab Salar Jang II on the lOtb Febru¬ 
ary 1887, and on the Nawabe Bashir-ud-Daula Asman Jah and Shams-ul- 
Umara Khursbid Jab on the 2iid January 1888. 

On the 7th January 1886 an Agreement (No. CVIII) was executed by 
the Nizamis Government, by winch certain mining rights in His Highnesses 
territory were assigned to concessionaires, who undertook to form a company 
for the purpose of carrying out mining operations. Certain transactions con¬ 
nected with the formation of the mining company, called the Hyderabad 
(Deccan) Company, Limited, subsequently became the subject of contro¬ 
versy, arul a further Agreement (No. (HX) was executed on the 2nd January 
1890 between the Nizamis Government, the Hyderabad (Deecan) Company 
and the original concessionaires. 

In October 1886 the Nizamis Government consented to the ap[)lication 
of the Indian Telegraph Act (XIll of 1885) and the rules framed thereunder 
to all telegraph lines in the Hyderabad Stat(‘, and an order on the subject was 
issued in 1887 iu the Jarlda or State Gazette (No. CX). 

Sir Salar Jang II resigned his appointment as Minister in April 1887, 
and the Nizam, with the concurrenee of tlie Government of India, appointed 
in July 1887 the Nawab Bashir-ud-Daula (Sir Asman Jab) to the vacant 
post, which he still holds. During the interval between April and July 1887 
the business of tlie State was eondacted by the Nizam himself witli the help 
of (Colonel C H. T. Marshall, of the Punjab Commission, who bad been 
appointed in March 1887, at the Nizam’s request, to be Private Secretary to 
His Highness. Colonel Marshall resigned his aj>pointment as Private Secre¬ 
tary in November 1888. 

Sir Salar Jang II died on the 7tb July 1889. A son was born to him 
on the 13tb June 1889. Munir-ul-Mulk, the younger brother of Sir Salar 
Jang 11, and the only other surviving son of Sir Salar Jang I, died on the 
26th January 1890, leaving no male issue. 

11 is Highness the Nizam, Mir Mahbub Ali Khan, has two sons, of 
whom the elder is Mir Osman Ali Khan, born on the 21st May 1886. 

The military forces of the Hyderabad State may be reckoned at about 
10,000 regular or reorganised troops and about 29,000 irregulars. Besides 
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these there are considerable numbere of irreanlars helong-ing- to the Nazara's 
Crown estates and to the Paig’ab nobles of the Shams-ul-Urnara family. 

The ai’ea of Hyderabad territory, exclusive of the Assigned Dis¬ 
tricts, is 82,697 square miles, and its population aceording* to the census of 
1S91 is 11,537,04*0. The State revenue proper may be reckoned at Rupees 
3,00,00,000, which is excdusive of lar^e estates belonging to the Nizam and 
to his nobles and jagirdars. 

The Raja of Gadwal is a feudatory of the Nizam, and appears to be 
pra(itically independent in his internal administration so long as he pays an 
annual tribute of Rupees 1,15,000.

The Navvah Salahnt Jung will oblige the Fren(‘h troops which are in his 
country to ])ass the river Ganges within liftcen days ; or send them to Fondi- 
cdierry, or to any other place out of tin* Dcccan country, on the other side 
of the river Kistna ; in future he will not sulfer tliein to have :i setthnueut in 
this eountry, on any account whatsoev(u*, nor keep them in his service, nor 
assist them, iioi* call them to his assistance. 

The Nawal) will not d(;mand or call Gauze])etty Rauzc to an account for 
what he has collected out of the (Jirears helonging to the French, nor for the 
computation of the rev(‘nues of Ids own country, in the })rcscnt year; ])ut let 
him remain pt‘aceabJ(‘ in it in future, and according to tljc compulation of 
the revenues of his country before the time of the French, agreeable to the

The English Company, on their part, will not assist the Nawab^s enemies 
nor give them protection.

In these happy times, our Firmaun, full of splendor and worthy of obe¬ 
dience, is deseeutled, purporting, that whereas Salabut Jung Bahadoor, Son- 
badar of the Deccan, conferred the Circar of Siecacole, etc., on the French 
Company, and that in consequence of its not being confirmed by us, either 
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by Firmann or otherwise, tbe hig“h, mighty, c^lorioiis Chiefs of the Khans, 
ehosen of tlie Omrahs, Sepoy Sirdars, truly faithful, worthy of receiving favours 
and oblii'-ations, our invariable and never-failin"' friends and well-wishers, the 
Knglisli ( ornpany (having- sent a larj^e force for that pnrj)ose^ did expel the 
Freneh therefrom * we, therefore, in consideration of the fidelity and ^ood 
wishes of tile above hij^li, mit^hty, etc., etc., En<vli>h Coin|>any, have, from our 
tlirone, the basis of the world, ^iven them the aforementioned Cirears, by way 
of enam or free gift (without the least participation of any person whatever 
in the same), from the beginning of the Fussiil of Tuecaiicooul, in the year of 
Fhasely 1172, equal to the month of April 17G2; it is incumbent, therefore, 
on you, our sons, Omrahs, Viziers, Governors, Mootsiiddees, for the aflairs of 
our Dewauship, Mooiecopliils, for those of our kingd«'m, jaghiredars, and 
harorccs, both now and hereafter, for ever and ever, to use your endeavours in 
the strengthening and carrying into execution this onr most high command, 
and to cede and give up to the abovementioued English Company, their lieirs

Treaty with the Nizam, 1766. 

A Treaty of Perpetual Honour, Favor, Alliance, and 
Attachment, between the Great Nawab, high in stationj 
famous as the sun, Nawab Ausuph Jah Nizam-ool-Moolk 
N izAMun-DowLAii Meer Nizam Ally Khan Bauadoor 
Phutta Jung Sepoy Sirdar, and the Honourable English 
East India Company : signed, sealed, and ratified, on the one 
part, by His Highness the said Nawab ; and on the other by 
John Calliattd, Esq., Brigadier General, invested with 
full powers, on behalf of the said Company. Done at 
Hyderabad, the 9th of the Moon Gemace-dussuny, in the 
year of Hegira 1180, equal to the 12th of November 1766. 

Article 1. 

The two contract ing ])artics do, by virtue of this Treaty of honour, favour, 
alliance and fri<‘ndshi|), solemnly engage a mutual assistance to esteem the 
enemitis of one the enemies of hotli, and contrariwise, the friends of one the 
friends of the other. 

Article 

The Jlononrahle English East India Company, in return for tlje gracious 
favours received from Tlis Highness, consisting of Sunnuds for rlie live Cirears 
of Ellour, Siccacole, llajahmundry, Moostafurnugger and Mooitizaiiugger, 
expressing tlie free gift thereof on them and their heirs, for ever and ever, do 
licrchy promise and engage to have a body of their troops ready to settle the 
affairs of H is H ighiu'ss^s govtu'iiment in everything that is right and pro[)er 
whenever reejuired; ])iovicled that they be at liberty to withdraw the whole, or 
sueh part thereof as they shall judge jiropcr, whi'uever either the safety of their 
own settlements and j)ossessions, or the peace ond t lamjuillit.y of the Carnatic, 
he the least endangered : in (aise of falling out of wiiicli eireumstances (which 
tiod forbid) they do promise and engage to give the most timely notice there¬ 
of to His Highness in their power. 

Article 3 . 

The Hononrahlo English East India Company do further engage and 
promise, that in whatever year the assistance of their troops shall not be 
required, they will pay to Ills Highness, as aeousiJeratioii for the iree gift 
of the above-mentioned live Cirears, for ever and ever, the following sums, by 
kists, as specified in 8th Article of this Treaty, for the three Cirears 
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of Rajahmunoryj Kllour niul 8 tafuriiu;i-* 4 er, five lakhs of Rupees; and 
for those of Siecacole and Moortizanuoff^er, as soon as they are in tlioir hands, 
and the settling the same is well effeeted, two lakhs each ; in all nine lakhs 
of Rupees per annum. 


Article 4. 

The red notion of the Sioeacolo Circar, by the blessin" of G od, the 
Company will effeet as soon as possible ; but tliat of Moortizanui:;-^er, in 
consideration of His Highness having, by former agreements, given it to bis 
brother Bazalut Jung as a jaghire, the Honourable English J^kist Intlla, 
Company do promise and engage not to take possession of until it be liis 
Highnesses j)leasure, or until the demise of his said brother; but to ]wevent 
all future disputes and difficulties that may hereafter arise concerning the 
same, the aforesaid Company do further explain their intentions in the 
following Article: — 


Article 5. 

As the Circar of Moortizanugger borders on that of Nizampatam and 
the country of the Carnatic, which by virtue of the former and ])rosent 
Treaties and alliances, the aforesaid Company are bound to maintain and 
protect in all its extent, therefore in case the said Bazalut Jung, his Agents 
or dependants, should cause any disturbances to the prejudice thereof, it is 
hereby agreed on by both parties that the aforesaid Company shall then have 
it in their power to take immediate possession of that Circar. 

Article 6. 

As, by the tenor of the second Article of this Treaty, the aforesaid 
Company have engaged to furnish a body of troops to be ready to march to the 
assistance of His Highness, it is agreed on by both parties that the expenses 
tliereof shall be paid in the following manner, to wit, of the expense of the 
nuinher of tro()])s His Highness may require should fall short of the sum of 
tlic five lakhs of Rupees mentioned to be paid for the three Cirears of Rajah- 
inundry, Ellour, and Moostafurnugger, the Company will account to His 
Highness for what balance may reiuaiii due; and in case of its exceeding the 
above-mentioned sum, the aforesaid Company do hereby engage tlnmselves to 
be answerable for the payment of the reiiuunder. The same agreement, in 
like manner, to bold good for the sums stipulated to be paid for the two 
Cirears of Siecacole aud Moortizanugger, wheu settled. 


Article 7. 

In consideration of the fidelity, attachment, and services of the aforesaid 
Company, and the dependence His Highness has upon them, His said High¬ 
ness, out of his great favour, does hereby entirely acquit the above-mentioned 
Cirears of all arrears aud demands, down lo the present date of these writings. 
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Article 8. 

In case the assistance of the Honourable Company's troops is not required, 
the annual stipulated sum, expressed in the third Article of this Treaty, tlie 
aforesaid Company do eng-a^e to pay in three kists, after the following 
manner, and to give Soucar security for the same, viz,^ the first payment the 
;3l.st of March; the second the iSOth of June; and the third the .‘31st of 
October. 

Article 9. 

VV^honever His Highness goes into winter quarters, and the troops of the 
other Sirdars have leave for that purpose, those of the aforesaid Company 
shall have leave also to depart to their own country. 

Article 10. 

Ilis Highness engages to give as early notice as ])ossihle, not less than 
three months, of tlie service in which he will require the assistance of the 
troops of the aforesaid Company, t\ui.t they may have timely notice to make 
the necessary })reparatioiis, and that the number of troops sent may he suffi¬ 
cient for ilie service refjuired of them, of which the aforesaid (^om])ariy an' to 
he left the entire and sole judges ; and as the success of all (jxpeditions 
depends much upon secrecy iu council, both parties do hereby engage them¬ 
selves not to reveal any such designs as they may communicate to each other 
until everything on both sides is ready for execution. 

Article II. 

The Honourable English East India Company, in consideration of the 
diami)nd mines, with the villages appertaining thereto, having been alwavs 
depeiuh'ut ii])on His Highnesses government, do hereVjy agree that tlie same 
shall remain in his possession now also. 

Article 12. 

His Highness, in order to convince the whole world of the great confi¬ 
dence and trust he reposes in the English nation, agrees and consents that 
the fort of Condapillee shall be entirely garrisoned by the troo})s of the afore¬ 
said Company; iu consideration of which tlie aforesaid Company do hereby 
agree and consent likewise that there be a killadar therein on the part of His 
Highness, and that the usual jagbire annexed to the killadarry shall be ceded 
to liim. 

Article 13. 

In virtue of this Treaty of mutual favour, alliance, and friendship, between 
the two contracting parties, His Highness promises and engages to assist the 
aforesaid Company with his troops when required; reserving to himself the 
same liberty of withdrawing the whole, or any part thereof, in the snme^ 
manner as is expressed, for the aforesaid Company, in the second Article of 
this Treaty, whenever the same shall become necessary. 
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Article 14. 

Ill virtue of the above Treaty of favor, alliance, and friendship, both 
parties do mutuall 3 ^ and solemnly en^aire to the punctual and strict observance 
ot all and every one of the above-mentioned Articles, that from this time all 
doubts and suspicions shall cease between them, and in their room a perpetual, 
just, and sincere confidence be established, so that the <^reat affairs of the 
Deccan government, and the business of the Company may increase every day 
in honour, riches, and happiness, from generation to i^eneration. 

In confirmation of which, His Highness, on the one part, and John 
Calliaud, Esipiire, liri^adier General, invested with full powers from the 
English Comjian}', on the other, have hereunto affixed their hands and seals.

excejded) are now given to and conferred upon tlm European English Com¬ 
pany, by way of enam, or free gift, for ever and ever, agreeable to their 
petition signed by us; in return for which, they the English Company are 
to pay the annual sum of nine lakhs of B-npees, and to stand to all sehbendy 
charges, and whatever earthly or heavenly mischances may happen; yon, 
therefore our above-mentioned deesmookees, etc., are hereby required, with 
contented minds, to live in obedience to the above Company's deputies, and to 
jiay the proper revenues at the fixed aud stated times. 

Looking upon this as a positive order, obey it accordingly.

A Treaty of Perpetual Friendship and Alliance made and 
concluded at Fort St. George, between the Uonourablb 
United Company of Merchants of England trading to 
the East Indies, in conjunction with the Nawab Wolau 
Jah Omdet-ool-Moolk Ummeer-ool-IIind Serajah Dow- 
LAH Anneverdeen Khan Bahadooe Moonsoor Jung, 
SiPPA Sirdar of the Carnatic Payen Gaut, on the one 
part, and the Great Nawab high in station, Ausuph Jah 
Nizam-ool-Moolk Meer Nizam Ally Khan Bahadoor 
Phuttah Jung Sippa Sirdar, Soubah of the Deccan, on 
the other part; by the Honourable Charles Bourchier^ 
Esq., President and Governopv of Fort Sr. George, and 
the Council thereof, on behalf of the said English East 
India Company; the Nawab Wolau Jah Ombet-ool- 
Moolk, on behalf of himself, as Nawab of the Carnatic ; 
and the Nawab Recun-ood-Dowlah Dewan, invested with 
full powers on behalf of the said Nawab Ausuph Jah 
Nizam-ool-Moolk, his heirs and successors, as Soubait of 
the Deccan. Done on the 23rd day of February in the 
year 1768 of the Christian era, and on the 4th of tlie moon 
Shevaul in the year of the Hegira 1181. 

Whereas, on the 12th of November, in the year of the Christian era 17G6, 
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or on the 9th of the moon Gernaee-dnssuny in the year of the Hei^ira 1 180, a 
Treaty was concluded at Hyderabad by and between General John Calliaud, 
invested witli full powers on l>eb;df of the Eng“lish East Indi.i Company, and 
the Nawab Ausuph Jah Nizani-ool-Moolk, etc., on behalf of himself, as Sou- 
bah of the Deccan, with a design to establish an honourable and lastinj^;* friend¬ 
ship and alliance between the two contracting powers ; and whereas, some 
misunderstandin;[![*s have since arisen, which have perverted the intent of the 
said Treaty, and kindled uj) the flames of war; now be it known to the whole 
world, that the beforementioned Nawab Ausuph Jah and the English Com¬ 
pany, with the Nawab VVolau Jah, have entered into another Treaty of the 
strictest friendship and alliance, on the following conditions 

Akticle 1. 

The exalted and illustrious Emperor of Hindostan, Sliah Alum Padteha, 
having out of his gracious favour and in consideration of the attachment and 
services of the English East India Company, given and gianted to them for 
ever by way of enam, or free gift, the five Circars of Moostafurnugger, 
Kajahmundry, 8iccae,ole, Moortizanugger, or Condavir, by his royal birrnaun, 
dated the 12th of August 17b5, or on the iil-lh of the moon Saphier, in the 
bt.h year </f his reign ; and the Nawab Ausupli Jah Nizaui-ool-Moolk, as 
Soubah of the Deccan, having by th(^ second and third Articles of the afore¬ 
mentioned Tr(*at y, ced<*d and surrendered by Sunnuds, under his hand and seal, 
to the b]nglisli East India Company for ever the aforementioned live Circjars, 
it is now further acknowledged and agreed by the said Ausuph Jah Nizam- 
ool-Moolk, Soubah of tlie Dec<;an, that ilie said Company shall en)t)y and 
hold for ever, as their right and property, the said five Circars, on the terms 
hereafter mentioned. 

Akticle 2. 

15y the aforementioned Treaty of Hyderabad it w.‘is stipulated that the 
Nawab Ausijjjh Jab having given the Cirear of Moortizanugger as a jagbijc 
to his brotber the Nawab Uinmeer-ool-Omrah, Soujab-ool-vloolk, Baliadoor 
Bazalut Jung, the Company should not take possession of the said Cirear till 
litter the death of Bazalut Jung, or till he broke the friendshij) with the said 
Com])any by raising disturbances in the country of Nizam})atam or the 
Carnatic ; and though the Comj^any might justiy claim a right to take posses¬ 
sion of the said Cirear, from the late conduct of Bazalut Jung, yet in con¬ 
sideration of their friendship for Ausuph Jah and his family, and that they 
may not distress his affairs Ly ohliging him to provide his brother Bazalut 
Jung with another jaghire, the Comjiany do agree and consent that Bazalut 
Jung still hold the Cirear of Moortizanugger, on the aforesaid conditions, or 
till it he the pleasure of Ausuph Jah that the Company should take possession 
thereof ; provided that the said Bazalut Jung returns immediately to his own 
country of Adony, and neither keeps with nor receives from Hyder Naicjiic 
any vakeel or correspondence but lives in peace and harmony with the Eng¬ 
lish Company and the Nawab Wolau Jah, and gives no protection or assist¬ 
ance whatever to the said naiq^ue, or any of his people, nor any other enemies 
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of tl )0 Company or tiie Nawab AVolaii Jali : but if iliis Article sliall at any 
time be infring’cd, the Company phall bo nt lil) 0 .rty, by virtue of this Treatj^ to 
take ])OFscssion of and kee]) the Circar of AToortizaiuiLr^'cr in the same manner 
as the other four, and the Nawab Aiisupli Jab engag-es to as.sist them therein 
with his troops, if necessary. 

Article 3. 

The fort of ConJapill-'e with its jag-hire sliall for ever hereal’fej- remain 
in possession of tlie English Company, and be garrisoned with tlu'ir troojis, 
under their own odleevs only, notwithstanding anything to the conlrary^ 
stipulated in the twelfth Article of the Treaty of J1 yderaiiad.

Narraindoo, one of the zemindars of the (brear of Si<'eae.>le, having lately 
raised distnrhanccs in the Itxdiapore oonntrv, and ridused (as lu‘ alleges, in 
coni'ormity t.o the Naw[i,V) Ausuph Jah's ordins) to pay his rents, or oh(‘di('nee 
to llie Comjiany, the Nawab Ausnpb Jab agr<‘es, on t,h(‘ signing and (‘xtdiange 
of tin? pr(;sent Treaty, t.o write lol.li'i's not only to Narraiinloo bot to all t.be 
/o-rnitubirs in tbe Caicars of kllonr, AToostafnrnuggur, Ka jalnnnndrv, and 
Sie(\aeole, a(a|nainting ttiem that tlu'v arc; in future to r(‘g*ai-d t.he Fbiglish 
Company as their sovereign, and to pay tlunr rents and oIxMlifunu; to tin' said 
Company, or their deputies, witbont raising any ti’ouhles or distiirlianees. 
The Nawab Ausnph Jab fnrtlier agrees that. In; will not. in future eneourage, 
or prote<;t, in raising tronblos or disobedicnieo, any Zfunindars, renters, or 
servants of tbe Englisb Company, or tlu* Nawali Wolaii Jab, who on t.licir 
parts engage the same to His Highness Ausuph Jah. 

Article 5. 

It has been the constant desire and endeavour of the English Company 
and tlio Nawal) Wolau Jali to ])res(M’ve their possessions in jieaee, and to live' 
on terms of friendship with tbe Soiihah of the J)eeeaii : they si,ill desire to do 
the same ; and thongli the operations of war havt‘ lately ohligi'd tin* (.t)ni]>any 
io send their troojis towards Hyderabad, and t.o take ]»osses<ion of the Cirears 
of Commamet and Worangohg yet, as a proof of their friendshij) for the 
NaAvah Ausuph Jah, etc., Souhah ot tbe Deccan, on tbe signing and exchangx^ 
ol this Treaty, the Company's troo]xs shall he reealle<l <o thi' fort of Comma- 
met, from whence they shall also retire; inte> tlner own (brcais, so soon as tin; 
Sonhah with his army has cross<*d the Kistna,, leaving t he fort of (binnnainet 
lo tin; Souhali’s di'put v. And, as a further proof <d' tin; Cornjiany’s sineere 
desire to preserve a friendship witli tin' Souhah of tin? Di'ccau, thev a<>ree to 
bury in oblivion what is past, and to pay him annually for the space of six 
years, to he computed from the 1st of January 1708, or the 10th of the moon 
Shibaun, in the year of the Hegira 1181, the sum of two lakhs of Arcot 
Rupees, at Aladras or Masulipatam, that .is to say, one lakh on the 31st of 
Afarch, and also one lakh on the 3Jst of October, or two lakhs every vear, 
and one lakh more at eaeh of these periods, whenever the Ciiear of Condavir 
IB put into tlie Company's {lossessioii. The Company moreover promise, that

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if they peaceably possess the Circars diirinGf the aforesaid term of six 3 ^oarg 
and the J>oubah ^-ives them no tron]>le^ tliey will pay annually, from the ]st 
of Jaiuiaiy 1774, the sum of five lakhs, in two equal payments, as before 
expressed, or of seven lakhs, if Condavir be then in their possession ; but in 
ca.^e tiie Soubah, or the Mahrattas by his instigation, should invade the 
Circars or (Jarnatic, or they, or any other power should conquer the Circars 
from the Enj^lish Company, the ])ayment of the said sums shall be suspended 
till peace and the Circars are restored to the Company. 

Article 6. 

It was stipulated in the former Treaty made at Il^alerahad that the Com¬ 
pany and the Soubah should mutually assist each other with their tro(q)s when 
ie(|uired and their own affairs would jiermit; but it bcinsj;’ apprehended at 
present that such an agreement may subject both parties to ditheulties and 
that mi.simd<'rstan(lin<rs may arise on that account, it is now a^a-ecd only that 
a mutual peace, eonfidcnce, and friendship shall subsist for ever between the 
Rniilisli Compan^y His lliyhness Ansnph dab, and the Nawab Wolau Jah ; 
the enemies of eiiher shall be regarded as tlic enemies of the other two powers 
and the tiicnds of either be tr(‘at(‘d as the friends of all ; and in case any 
troubles should arise, or any eniMuii's invade the countries under the g’overn- 
ment of (dther of the contra(*tin<jf parties, the other two shall give no 
conntenanee or assistance to such enemies or invader.s. The Com[)any and the 
Nawab Wolau dab, willini:', how(‘ver, to show their voluntary attachment 
to tl»e Sonbaii, will always b(‘ ready to send two battalions of sf‘p()^•s and six 
pieces of artillery, manned hy Knropeans, wlienever the Soubah shall require 
them and the situation of their alTairs will allow of such a body of troops to 
march into the Deecaii, provided the Soubah ]>ays the expense duriug the time 
tlial the said troojis are enjj>loyed in his service. 

Arttct.e 7. 

The exalted and illustrious Emperor, Shah Allurn, having been pleased, 
out of his great favour and higli esteem for the IN awab Wolau dah, to give 
and grant to him and his eld(‘st son, Aleyen-ool-Moolk Onidet-ool-Onirah, and 
their heirs for ever the government of the Carnatic Payeri (jaut and the 
countries dej)endent thereon, hy his royal hirmauii, hearing date the ii6lh of 
August 1705, or the 27tli of the moon Zuj)hur, in the sixth year of the said 
Kiuperor^s reign; and the Nawah Ausn])li daii izam-ool-Mooik, etc., having 
al>o, out of his affection Jind regard for the said Nawah Wolau Jah, releas(‘d 
him, his son Aleyen-ocl-Moolk, etc., and their heirs, in succession for ever 
from all deqicndence on the Deccan, and given him a full discharge of all 
demauds, past, present, and to come, on the said Carnatic Payen Gaut, by a 
Sunnud, under his hand and seal, dated the Pith of November 170 i> ; in con¬ 
sideration of the said Nawab Wolau dab liaving ])aid the Soubah live laklus u£ 
Rupees, it is now agreed and acknowledged by the said Ausiiph dali Nizam- 
ool-Moolk that the said Nawab Wolau dah, aiul after him bis sou Meyen-ool- 
Moolk and theirs in succession, shall enjoy for ever as an ultumgah, or free 
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gift, tlio government of the Carnatic Payen Gant, in the fullest and amplpst 
manner, the said Nawab Ausupli Jah promising and engaging not to bold or 
keep lip any kind of correspondence with any jierson or }»ersons in the said 
Carnatic Paven Gant or in the (hrenrs before and now ceded to the Pnglisli 
Company, except the said Nawab Wola.u Jah, or the said Englisli Comjiany 
by tlio means of their Presid(*nt and Conn<;il of Madras, who, on their part, 
in conjunction with the said Nawab VVolau Jah, engage lilo'wise not to hold 
or maintain any correspondence wit!) any ])(‘i-,son or persr>ns in tlie Deccan, 
except the Nawab Ausuph Jah, his Dewan, and the securities whose names are 
hereunto subscribed. 

Article 8. 

The Nawab Ansuph Jab, out of bis great regard and affection, and from 
other considerations, having been pleased tn grant and confer on the Nawab 
Wolau Jah, and his eldest son Meyeu-ool Moolk Omdet-ool Omrah, several 
Sunn lids, viz ,— 

An iiltiimgah Siinniid for the whole of the Carnatic. 

An ultiiingah Suiinud for the whole of the pergunnah of Imungundela, 
with tlie Gudda of Ghiin])o()ra. 

An ultiimgah Suimud for the wdiole of the villages of Cathasera, etc. 

An iiltumgali Suimud for the killedary of the fort of Cohiiir, 

An ultiimg.di Sunnud for the Avhoh* of the district of Sonedaupe; and a 
full and anijdc Sniiniid, containing a discliarge for all demands, past, 
present, and future on account of the Carnatic, etc. 

It is hereby agreed that all and every one of these Sunniids shall be 
regarded equally binding with any other Article of the d'rcaty, and be as duly 
observed by the Nawab Ausuph Jab as if entered here at full length. 

Article 9. 

Hyder Naique having for some years past usurped the government of the 
Monsore country, and given great disturbances to bis neighbours by attacking 
and taking from ninny of them their possessions, and having so lately invaded 
and laid waste with tire and sword the possessions of the English Comjiany 
and the Nawab Wolau Jah in the Carnatic, it is certainly ni'cessary for tlieir 
peace and lor the general benefit of all the ncighboaring jxiwcis, that the said 
JSaique should be punished and reduced, so that he may not hereafter have 
the power to give any person further trouble : to this end, the Nawab Ausuph 
Jah hereby declares and makes known to all the world that he regards tlie 
said Naique as n rebel and usurper, and as such divests him of, and revokes 
from him, all Sunniids, honours, and distinctions conferred by himself or 
any other Soubah of the Deccan, because the said Naique has deceived the 
Nawab Ausuph Jah, broken liis agreement, and rendered himself unworthy 
of all further countenance and favours. 

Article 10. 

That the Englisli Company may hereafter carry on their trade peaceably 
on this coast of C’oromandel, and also on the coast of Malabar, and that they, 
with the Nawab Wolau Jah, may hold the Carnatic and their other possessions 
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in peace, it appears necessary tiiat the countries ot Carnatic Balap^aute, 
beloni^ini^ to the soulKidarry of Viziapore, now or lately possessed by Hyder 
Nai(]ae, should l)e under the nianairement and proieetiou ot those who will do 
justiee and pay obedicuee to th(' hi^h coirimaiids from Court : it is therefore 
a(Lr»ced hy tlie Nawah Ausuph Jali that he shall reliinjuish to the English 
(\)inpariy all his rii^ht to the Dewaniiy of the said Carnatic Bala^aute, 
he[r)u; 4 ‘ing‘ to the soubadarry of Viziaj»ore, and that the Company shall present 
ail urzee, or petition, to the royal ))resenee, to obtain from the Emperor Shah 
A Hum a Firinaun, confirmin-j;- and a)iprovin^ their riqht thereto. But that 
the Nawab Ausuph Jah, as Sonhah of the Deeean, may not lose his dignity or 
the revenue a,rising fi’om the said countri(*s, the English Com})ariy ag’ree to 
pay him annually, out of tin* Dewanny (U)lleeti(Ui, from the time they are in 
possc'ssion rheieof, the surri of seven lakhs of Areot B,ii])eos, including Durbar 
(‘liar^es, beint;' the sum annually j>aid heretofore, in two equal payments, at 
irje space of six months fr<*m eaidi other, provided Die said Ausn])h Jah, 
Sonhah of Deeean, assists the said Company and tlu'Nawab Wolau Jah in 
punishing Myder Naiipnq and neither receives from or sends either vakeels or 
letters to him.

As Die Eno'lish Ch>mpany do not intend to deprive tJie INIahrattas of their 
ehout, any inori* than the Soubah (d' his pesheush, whieli used to be paid from 
Die Carnat.i<.t I3ala;Ltaiife, l/elon^ano- (,<> tJio souliadarry oF Viziajiorc, now or 
lately possessc'd by II yder ]\’ai<pie, it is hereby a^rei'd, and the Company 
vviilinoly ])romise to jiay the Maiirattas le^ailarly and annually without trouble 
for the whole ehout, as s(‘ttlc;d in lorin(*r times^ from tln^ time the said coun¬ 
tries shall be uruh'r the Compa,ijy ’s protection as Dewan ; provided, however, 
that the Mali rat,las i^-iiaraaitee to the (/'ompanj' the ])eae(‘a)»le possession of the 
said Dewanny: to this end, the Na\va,h Ausuph Jah promises to use his best 
endeavours, jointly with tlie Eiij^'lish and the Nawab Wolau Jah, to settle 
with the Mahratta,s eoiu'Orniii^ tlu‘ ehout of the said countries, how anJ where 
it, is to be paid, so that there may he no distnrlianei's Inu’eafter on that account 
between any of the eontraetnig' parties or the Maliratlas.

The Sunnud of the killadarsliip of the fort of Colaur (belonging to the 
soubalisbip of Viziapore) to Muddam-ool-Moolk Rosbun-ood-Dowlab Ilanjdiiz 
Mahomed Munnowur Khan Bahadoor Bahadoor Jung, runs the same as that 
for the fort of Chunj>oora (excepting that the whole of the jaghire is men¬ 
tioned in this) ; the date is also the same as the other.

Treaty of Alliance with Bazalut Jung, 1779. 

11 ADS of a Treaty of FRiENDsuir and Alliance between the 
Nawad Ameeu-ool-Omraji Sji uj ah-ool-Moolk Baiia- 
DOOR, and the Governor and Select Committee of Fort 
St. George, in behalf of the English East India Com¬ 
pany —1779. 

Article 1. 

The English Company agree to rent from the Nawab Shujah-ool-Moolk 
Bahadoor the Circar of Moortizaiiugger, commonly called Guutoor^ elcar of 
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Fpbuiidy, for wliatovor he now annually rocoivop from it, as will appear by the 
accounts of collections of tlie Auniil now resiclin<i- there. 


We, the English Company, shall always have at heart the good and pros¬ 
perity of the Nawal) Slinjah-ool Moolk. He shall dismiss from liis service 
the ihench soldiers now with him. We will send him what troops he may 
want (the quota to he settled hereafter), who will remain with him constantly 
and obey his instructions. They arc, however, only to he employed within 
the districts belonging to him, or for the defence ot his eouiitry in ease of an 
attack from a foreign enemy ; but these trooj>s are on no ac(;ount to be carried 
out of bis eoimtry, or those of the zemindars dependent upon him. If bis 
affairs should at any time require his going to visit his hrothei-, the Nawab 
Nizarn-ood-Dowlah Bahadoor, their troops shall attend him and be always 
with him. 


Akti(U.e 3 , 

The expenses of their troops shall be regulated by the Company's custom, 
and the accounts having been sigiu'd by the Nawab, shall be paid monthly 
from the rent of the Oniitoor Chrear. The remainder ot the rent shall be 
regularly rernitied in souear bills to the Nawab. In ease of any iinpropi'r 
behaviour or disres]>eet shown by the commanding officer or any otlnu* Euro¬ 
pean officer of our troops, upon representation being made to us by the Nawab, 
we shall remove such officer and appoint another in his room. 

Article 4. 

If the Nawab Sbnjah-ool-Moolk's territories he invaded by an enemy, we 
shall, besides the troops that are statiomul with him, send sueh a sufficient 
tovee as we cun spare to liis assistance. The ordinary and t^xtraordinary 
expenses of such troops, whatever they may amount to, shall he paid agree¬ 
able to the Con)pany^s established customs by the Nawab, wlio will sign the 
accounts. If any disputes arise between our soldiers and sc'poys and the ryots 
and the servants of the Nawab, punishment shall be inilic^ted by our officers 
on onr men, agreeable to the Knglisli laws and customs. The English officicrs 
and their people shall not interfere with the servants and ryots of tlu^ Nawab, 
and shall not protect or coui'.tenanee them in any shape. In eas(* of any dis¬ 
pute, wluu*e the Nawab^s people appear to l)e in the wrong, they shall be deli¬ 
vered up to him for punishment. 


Article 5. 

The customary allowances of the zemindars of the Ountoor Circar, 
amounting annually to live thousand Pagodas, shall continue as before. The 
fort and jaghire villages of Condavir shall remain under the management of 
the servants of the Nawab; but a garrison of English troops, as may be 
deemed necessary for the defence of the fort, shall be stationed with the 
killadar. 
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Artict.e 6. 

If tlie Company sliall domand a Ixxly of liorse from tlio Nawal>, lio shrdi 
let tiiem Ijave a iiurnlier acoordiiijj;- to liis ahilitios; and tlie said cavalry shall 
he returned to and their ex])enyes paid_, as soon as the service for which

Copy of a Lettep^ from Eap.e Coknwallis to tlic Nizam, doemod 
equal to a Treaty, written 7tli July 1789. 

1 Our lllgliiue'^s’s leUer, coniaining strong ex])i‘esslons of friendship, was 
jirescjited 1o me by i\Ieer Abdnol Cassim, and has allhrded me tlu‘ most inox- 
])?(“ssible saiisfaetion. 1 have f)er((‘etly nndeislood all the inatt(irs entrust-cnl 
to tlu‘ verbal eoinmuricat ion d JNIeer Abdool (aissim, and the sine^'i’C and. 
friendly sentiments wideh I have diseova'red Your lliglniess to be imj)r(‘ssed 
with towards me have induced me to show the (fonhdeiiee 1 ])laee in Your 
Jiigbness^s deelaraiion, by candid and explicit conversations witli Meer AIkIooI 
Cassim (Ui siibj(*cts of the highest importance ; and as they all of them have 
tcndcn(;y to sticngllien and increase our friendship, I shall communicate 
without reserve to Your Highness what has oceurred to me relative to tiieiii. 

It was with no small concern I found 07i my arrival, in charge of the 
control of all the (V)mpany's affairs, that one of tlui eventual and most essen¬ 
tial points of the Treaty of friendship and alliance made in 1768 between 
Your Highness and tlie Company, remained unexecuted ou both sides, r/s., 
the surrender of the Guntoor Cirear to the Company, and the regular dis¬ 
charge of Y"our Highness's dtuiiand for the pesheush from the Company, 
Anxious, notwithstanding, that by urging tlie due performance of this 
Article, 1 should not intrude on Your Highness while engaged in pursnits of 
importance, I postponed all negociations ou the subject until I was convinced 
that Your Higlmess, uninterrupted by war, had full leisure to consider the 
pro])riety of the ]ierf()rmaTice of this Article of the Treaty ; and until you 
might have had sutlicieiit opportunity to put implicit confidence in ray assur¬ 
ances for the punctual discharge of tlie pesheush for the Northern Circars. 
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I then deputed Captain Kennawny to Your Highness's Court, with instructions 
to make the demand of the Guntoor Circar by virtue of the Treaty of 1768 ; 
to assure Your Highness of my tirm intention to discharge tlu; balances, upon 
fair statement, due to Your Highness on account of the pesheiish ; and to 
impress you with the sincerity of my intentions for its regular payment here¬ 
after. 

I have already expressed my satisfaction at Yf)ur Highness's immediate 
compliance to deliver up the Guntoor Circar to the Company, and have assured 
Your Highraess of my firm intention to persevere in a strict S 3 ^stem of faith 
to engagements ; and now, with such a proof of the sincerity of Your High¬ 
ness's friendship and good faith, 1 have, from a desire to testify to Your 
Hi glmess tliat I am impressed with similar sentiments, entered into a full dis- 
(uission of every Article with Meer Ahdool Cassim, in order that such parts 
of it as are undefined and bear an obscure and doubtful meaning, may be so 
(‘xplained as shall preclude every necessity of future discussion, remove all 
grounds of misunderstanding, and give stability and permanency to that 
friendship which now subsists between us. 

In adopting this rule of conduct, T do no more thnn fulfil the intention of 
the King of England and the llritish nation, who, l)y the system lately estah- 
lislied for the Government of this connta*y, had in vii*w the important end of 
g'iving efficacy to the existing Treaties between the J^]nglish and the powers of 
Hindostan, and of securing a due performance thereof in future. This com¬ 
munication, 1 am persuaded, willfull}^ satisfy Your Highness of tlu‘ proj)riety 
of my declining tlie proposal of Meer Ahdool Cassim for entering into a new 
s(‘curity for the discliarge of the peslumsh, hy mortgaging a portion of tlie 
(Vicars, considering, as 1 do, the faith of the English nation pledged tor the 
due payment of it. 

In proof of the sincerity of my intentions that the Treaty should he 
cari’ied into full elTect, 1 agree that, in the sixth Article ol the Treaty, the 
words whenever the situation of alTairs will allow such a body of troops to 
march into the Deccan," shall he understood to uacan, tliat the force engaged 
lor by this Article, two battalions of sepoys and six pieces of cannon, 
manned by Eurojieans, shall be granted whenever Yonr Highness shall apply 
for it, making only one exception, that it is not to be employed against any 
power in alliance with the Company, rzj., Eundit Firdhun Peishwa, Kagojee 
Hhoosla, Madajee Sindia, and the other Mahratta Cluefs, the Nawah of Arcot 
and Nawah Vizier, llajalis of Tanjore and 'I’ravancorc. That the battalions at 
present not defined in number shall not consist of less than eight hundred men 
each. Idiat th(‘six field pieces shall be manned with the nuinher of Europeans 
which is usual iu time of war. That the expense to be charged to Your High¬ 
ness shall he no more than the exaet sum which it costs the Company to main¬ 
tain a body of that force when employed on service in the field, and that, this 
expense he as per separate account. Idiat this detachment shall inarch within 
two months, or sooner if possible, after it is demanded, and Your Highness 
shall be charged witli the expense of it from the day it enters Your Highness's 
territories until it quits them on its return to the Company's ; with the addi- 
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lion of one month, nt the averncre calculation of the whole amount, in order 
to defray the charges the Company must necessarily incur to put such a force 
in state fit for service. 

I have so fully discussed the Articles of the Treaty that relate to the 
!Na^\•al) of Arcot and the Carnatic, on the le presen fat ion of Meer Ahdool 
('assim, that a mere reference to the Articles themselves will inform Your 
JJi^hness of tlie full force of my arguments : and although the Ion" existiu" 
frierjdship between the Nawab and the Company mi"bt be nr^ed as fnrtber 
"round for decliniri" tlie proposal of Meer Abdool Cassini, his ri^ht to the 
j)Ossession of tlie Carnatic Payen Cant is fully established and admitted by 
the seventh and eighth Articles and j)JijK‘rs apperlainin" to them j there can 
therefore be no necessity lor troublin" Your Highness with other reasons. 

In regard to the Articles relative to the Dewanny of the Carnatic 
Balla"aute, Your Highness must be well convinced that circumstances have 
totally })reveiited the ex(‘cutioii of timsc Articles, and the Company are in the 
full enjoyment of peace with all the world ; but should it luMeaftcr ba})peu 
that the Company should obtain }>ossession of the (‘ountry mentioned in these 
Articles, with Your Hi"hness^s assistance, they will strictly perform the stipu¬ 
lations in favour of Your Highness and the Mahrattas. Your Highness 
must l)e well assured that while Treaties of peace nud friendshij) exist with 
any Chief, negotiations that tend to deprive that Chief of any pari of his 
})()ssessi()ns, unprovoked on his ])a.rt, must naturally create suspicions in his 
mind unfavourable to the reputation of Your Highness and to the character of 
the (.'ompiiny, since tlie only grounds on which such negotiations could he 
carri(^d on rest on a reaty existing upwards of twenty years, the execution 
of which is yet unclaimed, and siuee no provocation has hitherto been made 
t,() justify a breach in the present peaceable and amicable understanding be¬ 
tween eaeli other. 

As I am at all tinu'S desirous that such circumstances as carry with them 
impediment and hindcranee to good order and govenimcnt, without hearing 
the smallest advantage to either side, should he so (dianged as to produce Hkj 
good elleets exjieetcd from Treaties ; and as the aflairs ol‘ both parties might 
sulTt r great injury from being excluded from corresponding with the other 
j'owcrs of the Deccan, ] agree that in future eitlier party, without a hreaeli 
of Treaty, shall he at liberty to receive or send vakeels to correspond with any 
powers in tiie Dcecaii, in such manner as may he exjx'dient for the benefit of 
tlieir own affairs, under the condition that the object of such intercourse or 
eoiTcs])ondenee he not hostile to either of the governments. 

I have in many instances, as well through Captain Kennaway as to Meer 
Ahdool Cassim, and in the first part of this letter, declared my firm intention 
to execute the Treaty of 1768, and to live in perpetual amity and friendship 
with Your Highness, and Your Highness will he convinced, from the explan¬ 
ations 1 have given to those Articles in the Treaty of ambiguous and obscure 
meaning, that 1 arn earnestly desirous of the adjustment of every matter on 
grounds fair and liberal. But it is necessary, in oousideratlou of the subjects of 
couYcrsation with Meer Ahdool Cassim, that 1 should point out to Your High- 
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ness Hint Tin less just cnuso should be p^iven for enterinp^ into new Treaties, the 
laws of niy eountry, the injunctions of the Kinp^ and Company of England, 
as W(dl as the faith and honour of the En^-lish, ])rohibit me from enterinpf 
into any nepi’ociations to make new Treaties ; and I have confined my confer¬ 
ences with Meer Abdonl Cassim to the explanation of that made in 180^, 
wilh a view to a more jierfcet execution of it. On this account I have not 
jiulp-ed ju’oper to eom])ly with such requests as have been made by Meer Abdool 
Cassim that in any shajie tend to alter the spirit of that Treaty. A further 
ar^niment to impr(‘ss Your Mip'hnosg with the projiriety of this determination 
is the sanction ;ind support of 11 is Majestv and the Company of Enprland of 
those measures that (;oinoide with tlndr instructions. I have mentioned this 
(dreumstanc(‘ merely to assure Your llip’hness of the strenp;-th of my assertions 
and the' value of my enpap’eimMits in reo-urd to the Guntoor Circar and the 
other Articles of the Treaty; and I trust that this clear exjdaaiation of the 
amhii^uous Articles of the d'lxail.y will I’ender it effectual, and will aiTord Your 
lliphncss a convincing proof of the Cornpany^s determination to adhere to the 
faith of it. 

Althoup-h T have not airreed to enter into a new Treaty with Your 
Ilip^luuss throup'h ]\Teer Ahdool Cassim, for the reasons above assipned, yet 
Vour II iphiu'ss, ill eonslderathm of t]H‘authorit y vested in me hy the Kinp’ 
and I’arlijimcnf. of Enphind, will consider my hdter, thonph merely piirportinp' 
a cleaa-exjih'ination of th<‘ several Artiel(‘s in the Tj(‘aty of 1768, sti’OJip* and 
etlieient upon tin* Jhiptisii Goveriiirient in India, (‘qindly so as a Ti'eaty in dn(‘ 
form could be, sinc(' the Members of tlu' Couiieil Jiave p-ivon their elicerful 
acquiescence to its contents.

Treaty of Offensive and Defensive Alliance between the 
Honou]iarle United English East India Company, the 
Nawar Aushph Jah ILihadoor, Soubadar of the Deccan, 
and the Peisiiwa, Sewoy Madho E,ao Narain Pundit 
Prudhan Baiiadoor against P'ulti Ali Khan, known by 
the denomination of Tippoo Sultan, settled by Captain 
John Kennaway on the part of tlie said Honourable Com¬ 
pany, with the said Nawab Ausuph Jah, by virtue of the 
j)Owers delegated to him by the IliGiiT Honourable Charles 
Earl Cornwallis, k.g., Governor-General in Council, 
appointed by the Honoukable tlic Court of Directors of 
the said Honourable Company to direct and control all 
their affairs in the East Indies. 

Article 1. 

The friendship subsisting between the three States agreeable to former 
Treaties shall be inereased by this, and between tlie Honourable Comj)any and 
11 is Highness the Nizam, the tliree former Treaties eonchided with the lat(' 
Salabut Jun^’, throu^di Colonel Ford, in tlie year 1759, with tlui Nizam through 
General Calliaud in the >ear 1766, and the Treaty of 1708 with the iVJadras 
Government, together with Lord Coriiwallis^s letter of the 7th July 1 789 ; 
which is equivalent to a foiirtli Treaty, remain in lull force, except such 
Articles of them as may by the present Treaty be otherwise agre(>d to, and 
jierpetual friendship shall subsist between both parties and their heirs and 
successors agreeably thereto. 


Article 2. 

Tifipoo Sultan, having engagements with the three contracting powers, 
has notwithstanding acted with infidelity to them all, for which reason they 
have united in a league, that to the utmost of their power they may punish 
hirn and deprive him of the means of disturbing the general tranquillity in 
future. 


Article 3. 

This undertaking being resolved on, it is agreed that on Captain 
Kennaway^s aniiuneiution to the Nawab Ausupb Jab of the actual com- 
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mencement of hostilities between the Honourable Company's force and the 
said Tippoo, and on Mr. Malet's announcing the same to Pundit Prudhan, the 
forces of the said Nawab Ausuph Jah and Pundit Prudhan, in number not 
less tlian 25,000, but as many more and as much greater an equipment as may 
ho, shall immediately invade the territories of the said Tippoo, and reduce as 
much of his dominions as possible before and during the rains, and after that 
season the said Nawab and Pundit Prudhan will seriously and rigorously 
prosecute the war with a f)oteiit army, well appointed and equipped with the 
requisite Avarlike apparatus. 


Article 4. 

Tf the Pigbt HoTiourahle the Governor-General should require a body of 
cavalry to join the English forces, the Nawab Ausuph Jah and Pundit Prudhan 
shall furnish to the nninher of 10,000 to march in one month from the time 
of their henng d(‘mnnded hy the shortest and safest route with all expedition 
to the ])lace of their destination, to act. with the Company’s forces ; hut should 
any service occur practicable only hy cavalry they shall exeeutc it, nor cavil 
on the clause of ** ^fo act with the Company’s forces.” The pay of the said 
cavalry to he defrayed monthly hy the Honourable Company at the rate and 
on the conditions hereafter to be settled. 

Article 5. 

If in the prosecution of the war by the three allies, the enem\' should 
gain a superiority over cither, the others shall to the utmost of their {)owcrs 
exert tliernselves to relieve the said party and distress the enemy. 

Article 6. 

The three contracting ]>owcrs having agreed to enter into the prcscmt 
war, should their arms be crowned with success in the joint prosecution of it, 
an equal division shall be made of the acquisition of territory, forts and what¬ 
ever Cirear or government may become ]>ossesRcd of from the time of each 
party commencing hostilities ; but should the Honourable Company’s forces 
make any acquisitions of territory from the enemy previous to the commence¬ 
ment of hostilities hy tlie other parties, those parties shall not he entitled to 
any share thereof. In the general partition of territory, forts, etc., due atten¬ 
tion shall he ])ai(l to the wishes and eonvemence of the parties relatively to 
their respective frontiers. 


Article 7- 

Thc under-written polygars and zemindars, being dependent on the 
Nawab Ausuph Jah and Pundit Prudhan, it is agreed that on their territories, 
forts, etc., falling into the hands of any of the allies, they shall he re-estab¬ 
lished therein, and the nnzzurana that shall he fixed on that occasion shall he 
equally divided amongst the allies. But in future the Nawab Ausuph Jah 
and Pundit Prudhan shall collect from them the usual pesheush and kundnee 
which have been heretofore annually collected, and should the said polygars 
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and zemindars act unfaithfully towards the Nawah or Pundit Prudhan, ot 
prove refractory in the discliarg’e of their ])eshcush and kundiiee, the said 
Nawah and Pundit Prudhan are to be at liberty to treat them as may he 
judged proper. The Chief of Shanoor is to he subject to service with both 
tlie Nawab and Pundit Prudhan, and slumid he fail in the usual conditions 
thereof, the Nawah and Pundit Prudhan will act as they think ])roper.

To preserve as far as possible consistency and concert in the conduct 
of this important undertalvinf:>', a vakeel from each ])arty shall he permitted 
to reside in the army of the others, for the ])urpose of communicating to each 
other their respective views and circumstances, and the representations of the 
contracting parti(‘S to each other shall he duly attended to consistent with 
circumstances and the stipulations of this Treaty. 


Ahticle 9. 

After this Treaty is si^ricd and sealed, it will become incumbent on tbe 
jiarties not to swerve fioni its conditions at the verbal or written instance of 
any ])erson or ])c‘rsons wbatever, or on any other ])ret(‘nce ; and in the (went 
of a peace hein;[^ judged expedient, it shall be made by mutual consent, no 
]'arly introdueiii”- unreasonable objoelions, nor shall either of the partic.'s enter 
into any separate neg-otiations with Ti}>poo, but on tbe receipt of any advance 
or message from him by either party, it shall be communicated to the others. 


Article 10. 

If after the conclusion of peace with Tippoo he should attack or molest 
eillier of the contracting ])arties, the others shall join to punish him, the mode 
aiul conditions of efliectiug’ which shall be hereafter settled by tbe contraetinjj 
l)owers, 


Article 11. 

This Treaty, consisting; of eleven Articles, being* this day setth^d and 
concluded by Captain John Kennaway with His Highness the Nawab, Cap¬ 
tain Kenuaway has delivered to His Highness the Nawab one eo])y of the 
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Fame in En;Li'liFli aiiJ Persian, si^-netl and scaled by biuiself; and the Nawabv 
has delivered to C'aptain Kennauay another copy in Persian, exeouted by 
IdmFelJ', and Captain Kennaway b.as (;njifa^ed to procure and deliver to the 
JSawab in sixty-five days a ratified co|>y from the Governor-General, on the 
delivery of which the Treaty executed by Captain Kennaway shall he re¬ 
turned.

Separate Agreement with tlte Kizam— 1790. 

Articles of Agreement between Hjs Highness the Nizam 
and the East India Company for sending the battalions 
on their march from Bengal—1790. 


Article 1. 

From four to six battalions of tlie Eeiio-al detachment sliall ho sent to 
His lli^diness the Nizam, under the eonunand of an expeuienced odicer, 
top;eiher with a complement of f^uns, manned by Europeans, the whole 
ecpiipped in the established manner ( uiuhu' the conditions agreed upon for 
sendino- jPj. ori^mal t^vo liattaiions), for the precise monthly eliarg^e which 
tliey stnnd the Comjiany in, as jt shall he stated by the Governor-General, 
Lord (^ornwallis, Tlie orders of His Highness, either for their operations in 
the field or for caviying' on sieges, shall he put in execution by mutual con¬ 
sultation between the Commanding Officer of His Highnesses army and the 
Commanding Office r of the English detachment, who will be a man of ex¬ 
perience, and versed in the rules of war. 
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Article 2. 

1'he ])ay of tbe said detachinoiit shall be charged to His Highness 
from the period of its arrival at Vagtour, or of its junction with His llighness''s 
army. 

Article 3. 

The pay of the said detachment siiall he defrayed from the receipts from 
Ti})poo’s country, that is, what accrues from the present war ; })ut if delay 
should occur in those expected receipts, the Company shall pay tlie expenses 
out of the ppsheush that will he payable for the Fussully year 1200, and take 
credit, for the amount. Whatever may fall short, after taking credit for the 
pay of the detachment^ shall be made up in ready money by His Highness. 

Article 4. 

Whenever a letter from Lord Cornwallis requiring the dismission of the 
said detachment shall arrive, provided it is at leisure from service, and also 
whenever His Highm'ss shall think proper to dismiss them, there shall be no 
liesitation on either side. 


Article 5. 

Whatever plunder shall fall into the hands of the said detachment shall 
be given up to His Highness; excepting only any eonsidera.hle oj)eu or <*on- 
ctialed treasure, which, agreeable to tlie second Article of the Treaty, is U> be 
divided amongst the three confederates. 

Article 6. 

A proper body of good cavalry, under the command of experienced and 
trusty Otiicers, shall be detached by His Highness, to act with the battalions, 
agreeable to the concerted plans of the officers of both bodies.

Treaty with the Nizam, w^itli two separate Articles—1798. 

An enlarged perpetual Subsidiary Treaty between the 

llONOURABLE UNITED ENGLISH EaST InDIA COMPANY and 

Ills Highness tue Naw^ab Nizam-ool-Moolk Ausuph 
Jah Baiiadoor, Soubadar of the Deccan, his children, 
heirs, and successors, settled by Captain James Achilles 
KikkpaTRICK, by virtue of the powers delegated to him 
by the Bight Honourable Bichakd, Eapl of Morning- 
ton, Knight of the Most Honourable Order of Sr. 
Patrick, one of His IUhtannic Majesty’s Most Honour¬ 
able Privy Council, Governor-Genejial in Council, 
appointed by the Honourable Court of Directors of the 
said Honourable East India Company to direct and con¬ 
trol all their affairs in the East Indies. 

Whereas His Hig'hness Nizara-ool-MooIk Ausnpli Jah Bahadoor has, 
from the ^'■reatness of existing friendship, exi)rossed a desire for an increase 
of the detachment of the Honourable Com])any^s troops at present serving* 
His Highness, the Right Honoural)le Earl of Mornington, Governor-General, 
has taken the proposals to that effect into his most serious consideration ; and 
the present juncture of affairs, and the recent hostile conduct and evil designs 
of Tippoo Sultan, as fully evinced by his sending ambassadors to the Isle of 
France, by his proposing to enter into a Treaty, offensive and defensive, with 
the French llepublic against the English nation, and by actually receiving a 
body of French troops into his dominions and immediate ])ay, rendering it 
indispensably necessary that effectual measures for the mutual defence of their 
r(‘speetive possessions should be immediately taken by the three allied Powers, 
united in a defensive league against the aforesaid Tippoo Sultan, the aforesaid 
Governor-General in consequence empowered Captain James Achilles Kirk¬ 
patrick, Acting Resident at the Court of His Highness the Nizam, to enter, 
in behalf of the Honourable United English East India Company, into 
certain engagements with His Highness Nizam-ool-Moolk Ausu[)h Jah Haha- 
door, for a permanent increase of the Honourable Company's troops in His 
Highness's pay, in the proportion and on the condition specified in the follow¬ 
ing Articles, which must be understood to be of full validity when this Treaty 
shall be returned signed and sealed by the Governor-General. 

Auticle 1. 

Such parts of the letter from Earl Cornwallis to His Highness the 
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Nizam, dated the 7th July 1789, and which has always been considered in the 
lifjht o£ a Treaty, as relate to the stationini’!* of troops with Hie Highness, 
to be considered as in lull force; that is, the services of the new perma¬ 
nent subsidiary force are to be regulated precisely by the same restrictive 
clauses that operate on the present detachment, unless the Peishwa shall here¬ 
after consent to any alterations in those conditions, and His Highness like¬ 
wise approve of the same. 


Article 2. 

Agreeably to the practice in the Company's service, the new subsidiary 
force shall he subject to relief, either partial or entire, as often and in such 
manner as the Coinpany^s government may require ; provided, withal, that no 
diminution takes place by such means in the stipulated number to be stationed 
with His Highness. 

Article 3. 

The propos(*d reinforcement of suhsidiary troops shall be in the pay of 
this State from the day of their crossing the boundaries. Satisfactory and 
effectual provision shall be made for the regular payment of this force, which 
including the present detachment is to amount to six thousand sepoys with 
firelocks, with a due proportion of field pieces, manned by Euro})eans, and at 
the monthly rate of Rupees 2,01,425. The yearly amount of subsidy for the 
aforesaid birce of six thousand men, with guns, artillerymen, and other neces¬ 
sary appurtenances, is Rupees 24,1 7,100. The said sum shall be completely 
discharged in the course of the year, by four equal instalments ; that is, at 
the expiration of every three English months, the sum of Rupees 6,('4,275 in 
silver, of full currency, shall he issued, without hesitation, from His High¬ 
nesses treasury : and should the aforesaid instalnaents happen to fall at any 
time tlie least in arrears, such arrears shall he deducted, notwithstanding 
objections thereto, from the current kist of pesheush payable to His Highness 
on account of the Northern Circars. Should it at any time so happen, more¬ 
over, that delay were to occur in the issue of the instalments aforesaid, in the 
stated periods, in such case assignments sliall he granted on the collections of 
certain districts in the State, the real and actual revenue of which shall be 
adequate to the discharge of the yearly subsidy of the aforesaid force. 


Article 4. 

The duties on grain and all articles of consumption, as well as on all 
necessaries whatever, for the use of the new suhsidiary force, shall he commut¬ 
ed agreeably to the practice that obtained with the former detachment, A 
place likewise shall be fixed on as the head-quarters of the said force, where it 
shall always remain, except when services of importance are required to be 
performed ; and whenever either the whole or part of the said force is to be 
employed in the business of the State, a person of respectability, and who is a 
servant of this Circar, shall be appointed to attend it. The commanding officer 
and officers of the said subsidiary force shall be treated in all respect in a 
manner suitable to the greatness and dignity of both States. 
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Akticlb 5. 

The paid subsidiary force will at all times be ready to execute services of 
importance, such as the protection of the person of His Highness, his heirs 
and successors, from race to race, and overawing and chastising all rebels 
or exciters of disturbance in the dominions of this State; but it is not to be 
emjjloyed on trilling oceasions, nor, like Sebuudy, to be stationed in the country 
to collect the revenues thereof. 


Auticlk 6. 

Immediately upon the arrival of the subsidiary force at Hyderabad, tlu* 
whole of the ollicers aud servants of the French party are to be dismissal, 
and the troojis composing it dispersed and disorganized, that no trace of tlie 
former establishm(‘nt shall remain. And His lliglmess hereby engages for 
himself, his heiis and suc'ctjssors, that no Freneliinan whatever shall ever here¬ 
after be entertained in his own service, or in that of any of his (chiefs or 
de})en(lanta, nor be sull’ered to remain in any part ol Mis Higlnu'ss^s dominions ; 
nor shall any Furo[)(iaus whatever he admitted into the service of this State*, 
nor he permitted to remain within its tei’ritories without the knowledge and 
cons( 3 nt ol the Company's Governnumt. 

Akticlr 7. 

The whole* of the French and sepoy deserters from the Company's servieie 
that may he in the French or any other party of troops belonging to this State, 
are to he seize^d and delivered up to tlie British Residemt; an<l no jiersons e>f 
the above de'seription are to ho allowed re‘fuge in future in His Highness’s 
territories, but are, e)n the coiitrary, to he seiz(‘d without delay and delivered up 
to the British Hesident: neither shall any refuge he allowed in tlie Company's 
territories, hut sejioy deserters from the service of His Highness shall, in like 
luanner, lie seized and delivered up without delay. 

Article 8. 

Whereas His Highness the Nizam, from eonsiderations of prudence and 
foresight, and with a view of avoiding manifold evils, has determined on dis¬ 
missing the Freneh from his service, and on disoersiug and disorganizing the 
troops commanded by them, as specified in the sixth Article, and on entertain¬ 
ing a perpetual standing force of the Honourable Company's in their room, 
subject ti' the limitations and restrictions prescribed by Earl Cornwallis's 
letter to His Highness the Nizam, mentioned in the first Article ; it is there¬ 
fore agreed, with a view to the mutual benefit of His Highness and the 
Peishwa, and the ha})piness of t’neir respective subjects, that the Com})any's 
government will use their best endeavours to have inserted, with the consent 
and apjiroiiation of both, in the new Treaty in contemjdation between the 
th ree Allied Bowers, such a clause as shall set each at ease with regard to the 
other. Should the Peishwa, however, not accede to a proposal so higlily 
advantageous and prohtablc to both guvcrumonls, and difEereiices hereafter 
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arise between the two States, namely, that of the Nawab Ausuph Jah Baha- 
door and of Rao Pundit Prudhan, in such case the English Government here¬ 
by engage that, interposing their mediation in a way suitable to rectitude, 
friendship, and union, they will apply themselves to the adjustment thereof, 
conformable to propriety, truth, and justice : the Nawab Ausuph Jah Bahadoor 
accordingly hereby engages never to commit on his part any (excess dr aggres¬ 
sion against the Cirear of Rao Pundit Prudhan; and in the event of such 
differences arising, whatever adjustment of them the English Government, 
weighing things in the scale of truth and justice, may detpimine upon shall, 
without hesitation or objection, meet with full approbation and acquiescence. 

Article 9. 

All former Treaties between the English and the government of the 
Nawab Ansnph Jah and the Peishwa remain in full force. Should hereafter 
the Rao Pundit Prudhan express a desire to enter into subsidiary engagements, 
similar to tlie present with the Company, the Nawab Ausuph Jah will most 
readily give his concurrence. 

Article 10. 

This enlarired subsidiary Treaty, consisting of ten Articles, being ibis 
day settled by Captain Kirkpatrick with the Nawab Ausuph Jah Bahadoor, 
Captain Kirkpatrick has delivered one copy hereof, in English and Persian, 
signed and sealed by himself, to the Nawab, who, on bis part, has also 
delivered to Captain Kirkpatrick one copy of the same, duly executed by 
himself; and Captain Kirkpatrick hereby engages to procure aud deliver to 
Ills Highness, in the space of fifty days, a ratified copy from the Governor- 
Cjcncral, in every respect the counterpart of the one executed by himself; arid 
on the delivery of such copy, which will then have become a full and complete 
instrument, the Treaty executed by Captain Kirkpatrick shall be returned, 
in the meanwhile no time shall be lost in writing for the advance of the 
pro])Oscd reinforcement.

Whereas, in conformity to a wish expressed by His Highness the Nizam

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the stipulation in the sixth Article of the subsidiary Treaty, respecting tlie 
delivering up of the French, is agreed to be made a separate one, His High¬ 
ness hereby engages that after the arrival of the Company's troops at Hyder¬ 
abad, the whole of the French officers and soldiers in his service shall be appre¬ 
hended, in such way as Captain Kirkpatrick may point out, and be delivered 
up to him, or for a time be kept in confinement, in a habitation belonging to 
this Circar, but in the custody of the Company's troops, and upon the reorga¬ 
nization of the party lately under the command of the aforesaid French officers 
and soldiers, shall, within the space of two months, be delivered up to the 
British llesidcnt. Strict orders shall, moreover, be given to all talookdars on 
the frontiers, and to those in charge of all fords and passes, to seize any Fluro- 
peans whatever attempting to pass their respective stations, and send them 
immediately, with all due precautions, prisoners to Hyderabad, where they 
shall instantly be delivered up to the British Resident. On the above condition 
it is hereby agreed that the F’renchmen thus delivered up shall not be considered 
as common prisoners of wnr, nor be in any respect malti’eated. They shall be 
conveyed at the Company's expense and with as little restraint as possible to 
l^ngland, and from thence be sent by the first favourable opportunity to 
France, without being detained for a cartel or exchange of prisoners.

No correspondence on affairs of importance shall in future on any account 
be carried on with the Circar of Rao Pundit Prudhan, or with any of his 
dependants, either by the Nawab Ausuph Jah Bahadoor or by the Honourable 
Coinpany^’s government, without the mutual privity and consent of both con¬ 
tracting parties; and whatever transactions, whether of great or small import, 
may in future take place with the aforesaid Rao Pundit Prudhan or his depen¬ 
dants, a reciprocal communication of the same shall be made to the other con¬ 
tracting party without delay and without reserve.

Partition Treaty of Mysore— 1799. 

Theai y for strengthening the Alliance and Friendship subsist¬ 
ing between the English East India Company Bahadoor, 
Ills Highness the Nawab Nizam-ood-Dowlah Atjsuph Jah 
Bahadoor, and the Peishwa, Kao Pundit Prudhan Baha- 
DOOR and for cifecting a settlement of the dominions of the 
late Tippoo Sultan. 

Whereas tlie deceased Tij>poo Sultan, unprovoked hy anyaet of ai^gression 
on the part of the allies, entered into an odensive and defensive alliance with the 
French, and admitted a French force into his army for the purpose of com¬ 
mencing war against the Honourable English Company Bahadoor and its allies, 
Nizam-ood-Dowlah Ansuph Jah Bahadoor, and the Peishwa Rao Pundit Prud¬ 
han Bahadoor; and the said Tippoo Sultan having attemi>ted to evade the just 
demands of satisfaction and security made hy the Honourable English Com- 
j>any and its allies for their defence and protection against the joint designs of 
the said Sultan and of the French, the allied armies of the Honourable English 
Company Baliadoor and of His Highness Nizam-ood-Dowlah Ausuph Jah 
Bahjidoor proceeded to hostilities in vindication of their rights and for the pre¬ 
servation of their respective dominions from the perils of foreign invasion and 
from the ravages of a cruel and relentless enemy ; And whereas it has pleased 
vVlmighty God to ])i'osper the just cause of the said allies, the Honourable 
I'nglish Company Bahadoor and His Highness Nizam-ood-Dowlah Ausuph 
Jail Bahadoor, with a eoutinual course of vietory and success, and finally to 
mown their arms hy the reduction of the eajiital of Mysore, the fall of J'ippoo 
Sultan, the utter extinction of his power, and the unconditional submission of 
his people; And whereas the said allies, being disposed to exercise the rights of 
eon(|uest with the same moderation and forbearance which they have observed 
I'roui the commi’iieement to the conclusion of the late successful war, have 
ivsolved to use the power which it has pleased Almighty God to place in their 
hands for the purpose of obtaining reasonable compensation for the expenses 
of the war and of ('stahlishing permanent security and genuine tranquillity for 
themselves and their subjects, as well as for all the powers contiguous to their 
respective dominions. Wherefore a Treaty for the adjustment of the territories of 
the late Tippoo Sultan between the Kng-lish East India Company Bahadoor and 
His Highness the Nawah Nizam-ood-Dowlah Ausuph Jah Bahadoor is now con¬ 
cluded by Lieutenant-General George Harris, Commander-in-Chief of the forces 
of His Britannic Majesty and of tlie English East India Company Bahadoor in 
the Carnatic and on the Coast of Malabar, the Honourable Colonel Arthur 
Wellesley, the Honourable Henry Welleshqq Lieutenant-Colonel William 
Kirkpatrick, and Lieutenant-Colonel Barry Close, on the part and in the 
name of the Right Honourable Biebard, Earl of Mornington, K.P., Governor

upon the heirs and successors of the contracting parties as long as the sun and 
moon shall endure, and of which the conditions shall be reciprocally observed 
by the said contracting parties. 


Article I, 

It being reasonable and just that the allies by this Treaty should accom¬ 
plish the original objects of the war (viz., a due indemnification for the 
expenses incurred in their own defence, and effectual security for their respec¬ 
tive poss(\ssions against the future designs of their enemies), it is stipulated 
and agreed that the districts specified in the Schedule A. hereunto annexed 
together with the heads of all the passes leading from the territory of the 
late Tippoo Sultan to any part of the possessions of the English East India 
Company Bahadoor, of its allies, or tributaries, situated between the ghauts 
(ui either coast, and all forts situated near to and commanding the said })asses, 
shall be subjected to the authority, and be for ever incorporated with the 
dominions of the English East India Company Bahadoor, the said Com¬ 
pany Baliadoor engaging to provide effectually, out of the reveuiues of the 
said districts, for the suitable maintenance of the whole of the families of the 
late Hyder Ali Khan and of the late Tippoo Sultan, and to apply to this 
j)urposej with the reservation hereinafter stated, and an annual sum of 
not less than two lakhs of Star Pagodas, making the Company's share as 
follows r—

Article 2. 

For the same reason stated in the piecedii>g Articles, the district specified 
in Schedule B. annexed hereunto, shall be subjected to the authority, and for 
ever united to the dominions, of the Nawab Nizam-ood-Dowlah Ausuph Jah 
Bahadoor, the said Nawab having engaged to provide liberally from the 
revenues of the said districts for the support of Meer Kumrner-ood-deen Khan 
Bahadocr, and of his family and relations, and to grant him for this purpose 
a personal jaghire in the districts of Gurrumcondah, ecjual to the annual sum 
of P.npecs 2,10,000 or of 70,000 Canterai Pagodas, over and above and 
exclusive of a jaghire which the said Nawab has also agreed to assign to the 
said Meer Kummer-ood-deen Khan for the pay and maintenance of a proper- 
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tioriate number of troops to be employed in the serviee of His said Highness, 
making tlie share of His Highness as follows: —

Article 3. 

It being further expedient, for the preservation of peace and tranquillity 
and for the general security of the foundations now established by the con¬ 
tracting parties, that the fortress of Seringapatam should be subjected to the 
said Company Bahadoor, it is stipulated and agreed that the said fortress and 
the island on which it is situated (including the small tract of land, or island, 
lying to the westward of the main island, and bounded on the west by a 
nullah, called the Mysore Nullah, which falls into the Cauvery near Chenagal 
Ghaut) shall become part of the dominions of the said Company, in full right 
and sovereignty for ever. 


Article 4. 

A separate government shall be established in Mysore; and for this 
purp)ose it is stipulated and agreed that the Maharajah Mysore Kishna Kajali 
Oodiaver Bahadoor, a descendant of the ancient Rajahs of Mysore, shall 
possess the territory hereinafter described upon the conditions lieieinafter 
mentioned. 


Article 5. 

The contracting powers mutually and severally agree that the districts 
specified in Schedule C. hereunto annexed, shall be ceded to the said Maha¬ 
rajah Mysore Kislma Rajah, and shall form the separate government of 
Mysore, upon the conditions hereinafter mentioned. 

Article 6. 

The English East India Company Bahadoor shall be at liberty to make 
such deductions from time to time from the sums allotted by the first Article 
of the present Treaty for the maintenance of the families of Hyder Ali Khan 
and Tippoo Sultan, as may be proper, in consequence of the decease of any 
member of the said families; and in the event of any hostile attempt, on the 
part of the said family or of any member of it, against the authority of the 
contracting parties, or against the peace of their respective dominions or the 
territories of the Rajah of Mysore, then the said English East India Company 
Bahadoor shall be at liberty to limit or suspend entirely the pay ment of the 
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whole or any part of the stipend hereinbefore stipulated to be applied to the 
naaintenance and support of the said families. 

Article 7. ' 

His Hij^hness the Peishvva Rao Pundit Prudhan Bahadoor shall be 
invited to accede to the present Treaty; and althoujrh the said Peishwa Rao 
Pundit Prudhan Bahadoor has neither participated in the expense or danger 
of the late war, and therefore is not entitled to share any part of the acquisi¬ 
tions made by the contracting parties (namely, the English East India Com¬ 
pany Bahadoor and his Highness the Nawab Nizam-ood-Dovvlah Ausuph 
Jab Bahadoor), yet, for the maintenance of the relations of friendship and 
alliance between the said Peishwa Rao Pundit Prudhan Bahadoor, the English 
East India Company Bahadoor, His Highness the Nawab Nizam-ood-Dowlah 
Ausuph Jah Bahadoor, and Maharajah Mysore Kishna Rajah Bahadoor, it is 
stipulated and agreed that certain districts, specified in Schedule D. hereunto 
annexed, shall be reserved for the purpose of being eventually ceded to the 
said Peishwa Rao Pundit Prudhan Bahadoor in full right and sovereignty, in 
the same manner as if he had been a contracting party to this Tieaty; pro¬ 
vided, however, that the said Peishwa Rao Pundit Prudhan Bahadoor shall 
accede to tlic present ^Ireaty in its full extent within one month from the day 
on which it sliall be formally communicated to him by the contracting parties, 
and provided also that he shall give satisfaction to the English East India 
Company Bahadoor, and to His Highness Nizam-ood-Dowlah Ausuph Jah 
Bahadoor, with reg'ard to certain points now depending between him, the 
said Peishwa Rao Pundit Prudhan Bahadoor and the said Nawab Nizam-ood- 
Dowlah Ausuph Jah Bahadoor, and also with regard to such points as shall 
be represented to the said Peishwa, on the part of the English East India 
Company Bahadoor, by the Governor-General or the British Resident at the 
Court of Poonah. 


Article 8. 

Jf, contrary to the amicable expectation of the contracting parties, the 
said Peishwa Rao Pundit Prudhan Bahadoor shall refuse to accede to this 
Treaty or to give satisfaction upon the points to which the seventh Article 
refers, then the right to and sovereignty of the several districts hereinbefore 
reserved for eventual cession to the Peishwa Rao Pundit Prudhan Bahadoor, 
shall rest jointly in the said English East India Company Bahadoor, and the 
said Nawab Nizam-ood-Dowlah Ausuph Jah Bahadoor, who will either ex¬ 
change them with the Rajah of Mysore for other districts of equal value more 
contiguous to their respective territories, or otherwise arrange and settle re¬ 
specting them, as they shall judge proper. 

Article 9. 

It being expedient, for the effectual establishment of Maharajah Mysore 
Kishna Rajah in the Government of Mysore, that His Highness should be 
assisted with a suitable subsidiary force, it is stipulated and agreed that the 
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whole of the said force shall be furnished by the English East India Company 
Eahadoor, according* to the terms of a separate Treaty to be immediately con¬ 
cluded between the said English East India ('ompany Bahadoor and His 
Highness the Maharajah Mysore Kishna Bajah Oodiavar Bahadoor. 

Article 10. 

This Treaty, consisting of ten Articles, being settled and concluded this 
day, the 5i2nd of June 1799 (corresponding to the 17th of Mohurrum, 1214 
Anno Heginc), by the Lieutenant-General George Harris, the Honourable 
Colonel Arthur Wellesley, the Honourable Henry W^ellesky, Lieutenant- 
Colonel William Kirkpatrick, and Lieutenant-Colouel Barry Close, on the part 
and in the name of the Right Honourable Richard, Earl of Mornington, 
Governor-General aforesaid; and by Meer Allum l^abadoor, on the part and 
in the name of His Highness the Nawah Nizam-ood-l>owl.uh Ausuph Jah 
Baluidoor; the said Lieutenant-General Harris, the Honourable Colonel Arthur 
Wellesley, the Honourable Henry Wellesley, Lieutenant-Colonel Willinm 
Kirkpatrick, and Lieutenant-Colonel Barry Close, have delivered to Meer 
Allum Bahadoor one copy of the same, signed and sealed by themselves; and 
Meer Allum Bahadoor has delivered to Lieutenant-General George Harris, 
the Honourable Colonel Arthur Wellesley, the Honourable Henry Wellesley, 
Lieutenant-Colonel William Kirkpatrick, and Lieutenant-Colonel Barry Close, 
another copy of the same, sealed by himselt; and Lieutenant-Gensral George 
Harris, the Honourable Colonel Arthur Welh sley, the Honourable Henry 
Wellesley, Lieutenant-Colonel William Kirkpatrick, and Lieutenant-Colonel 
Barry Close, and Meer Allum Bahadoor, severally and mutually engage 
that the said Treaty shall be respectively ratified by the Right Honour¬ 
able the Governor-General under bis seal and signature within eight days 
from the date hereof, and by His Highness the Nawah Nizam-ood-Dowlah 
Ausuph Jah Bahadoor, within twenty-five days from the date hereof.

Separate Articles nppertaining to the Treaty of Mysore, con¬ 
cluded on the 22nd of June 1799 (corresponding to the 17th 
of Mohurrum Anno Hegirse 1214) between the Honourable 
English East India Company Bahadoor and the Nawab 
Nizam-ood-Dowlah Ausupu Jah Bahadoor. 

Article 1. 

With a view to the prevention of future altercations, it is agreed between 
H is Highness the Nawab Nizam-ood-Dowlah Ausuph Jah Baliadoor and the 
Honourable English p]ast India Company Bahadoor, that to whatever amount 
the stipends appropriated to the maintenance of the sons, relations, and depend¬ 
ants of the late Ilyder Ali Khan and Tippoo Sultan, or the personal jaghire of 
Meer Kummer-ood-deen Khan, shall hereafter be diminished, in consequence of 
any one of the stipulations of the Treaty of Mysore, the contracting parties 
shall not be accountable to each other on this head. 
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Article 2. 

And it is further agreed between the contracting parties that in the event 
provided for by the eighth Article of the Treaty of Mysore, two-thirds of tbe 
share reserved for Rao Pundit Prudhan Bahadoor shall fall to His Highness 
the Navvab Nizain-ood-Dowlah Ausuph Jah Bahadoor, and the remaining third 
to the Honourable English East India Company Bahadoor.

Treaty of Perpeitjal and General Defensive Alliance be¬ 
tween the Honourable the Englisu East India Company 
and Ills Highness the N aw a b Nizam-ool-Moolr Ausuph 
Jah Bahadoor, Soubadar of tho Deccan, his children, lieirs, 
and successors; settled by Captain James Achilles 
Kirkpatrick, Resident at the Court of His Highness, 
hy virtue of the powers delegated to him by the Most Noble 
Richard, Marquis Wellesley, Knight of the Most Illus¬ 
trious Order of St. Patrick, one of His Britannic 
Majesty’s Most Honourable Privy Council. Governor- 
General in Council, appointed by the Honourable the 
Court of Directors of the said Honourable Company to 
direct and control all their affairs in the East Indies, and 
Governor-General in Council of all the British Posses¬ 
sions in the East Indies. 

Whereas, by the blessing of God, an intimate friendship and union have 
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firmly subsisted for a len^^fb of time between tbe Honourable En^lisli East 
India Company and His Highness the Nawab Nizam-ool-MooIk Ausuph Jab 
Babadoor, and have been cemented and strengthened by several Treaties of 
alliance, to tbe mutual and manifest advantage of both powers, who, with 
uninterrupted harmony and concord having equally shared tbe fatigues ami 
dangers of war and tbe blessings of peace, are, in fact, become one and tbe 
same in interest, policy, friendship, and honour. Tbe powers aforesaid advert¬ 
ing to tbe complexion of the times have determined on principles ol precaution 
and foresight and with a view to the eifeetual preservation of constant })ea(?e 
and tranquillity, to enter into a general defensive alliance, for the complete 
and reciprocal prot(‘ction of their respective territories, together with those 
of their several allies and dependants, against the unprovoked aggressions 
or unjust encroiuihuuints of all or of any enemies whatever. 

Article 1. 

The i^eace, union, and friendship so long subsisting between the two 
States shall be j)erpetual ; tbe friends and enemies of (‘ither shall be the 
ftiends and (meinies of both; and the contracting parties agree that all the 
former 'freatic'S and agreements b(;tween tbe two States now in force and not 
contrary to tbe tenor of tliis engagement shall be coulirmed by it. 

Article 2. 

If any ])ower or State whatever shall commit any act of unprovoked 
hostility or aggression against eitlier of the contracting parties, or against 
their respeittive dependants or allies, and, after due representation, shall refuse 
to enter into amicable exjilaiiation, or shall deny the just satisfaction or 
indemnity wbiidi the contracting parties shall have requii'cd, then the eontra<*t- 
ing parties will proceed to concijrt and prosecute such further measures as tbe 
case shall apjiear to demand. 

For tlie more distinct explanation of tbe true intent and effect of the 
agreement, tbe Governor-Cieneral in Council, on behalf of the Honourable 
Company, hereby declares that the British (Tovt'rnmeut will never permit any 
power or State wbahwer to commit with impunity any act of unprovoked 
hostility or aggression against tbe rights or territories of His IJigliness the 
Nizam, but will at all times maintain and defend the same, in tbe same man¬ 
ner as tbe rights and territories of the Honourable Company are now main¬ 
tained and defended- 


Articlk b. 

With a view to fulfil this Treaty of general defence and protection, His 
Highness the Nawab Ausuph Jah agrees that two battailous of sepoys and 
one regiment of cavalry, with a due proportion of guns and artillerymen 
shall be added in peri)etuity to the present permanent subsidiary force of six 
battalions of sepoys, of one thousand firelocks each, and one regiment of 
cavalry, five hundred strong (with their proportion of guns and artillerymen), 
so that the whole subsidiary force furnished by the Honourable East India 
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Company to His Hi‘>hness shall henceforward consist of ei"lit battalions of 
sepoys (or ei^ht thousand firelocks) and two regiments of cavaliy (or one 
thousand horse), with their requisite complement of ^uns, European artillery¬ 
men, lasears, and pioneers, fully equip})ed with warlike stores and ammuni¬ 
tion, which force is to he stationed in perpetuity in His Highnesses terri¬ 
tories. 


Article 4. 

The pay of the above mentioned additional force shnll he calculated at 
the rate of the pay of the existing subsidiary force, and shall eoinmeuce from 
the day of the entrance of the said additional force into His Highnesses 
territories. 


Article 5. 

For the regular payment of the whole expense of the said augmented 
subsidiary force (c.onsisting of eight thousand infantry, one thousand cavalry, 
and their usual proportion of artillery) His Highness the Nawab Ausnph .lab 
liereby assigns and cedes to the Honourable East India Comj)any in per})etuity 
all the territories acquired by His Highness, under the Treaty of Seringa])a- 
tam on the 18th March 1792, and also all the territories acquired by His 
Highness under the Treaty of Mysore on the 22nd June 1799, a(jcording to 
th(.‘ Schedule annexed to this Treaty. 

Article 0. 

Certain of the territories ceded by the foregoing Article to the Honour¬ 
able Comjiany being inconvenient, from their situation to the northward of 
the river Toomhuddrali, His Hig'hness the Nawab Ausupb .Tali, for the pur¬ 
pose of rendering tlie boundary line <»f the Honourable Com])any^s ])OS.sessioi]s 
a good and well-defined one, agrees to retain the districts in (juestion, namely, 
Copnl, Giijjunderghur, and others (as marked in the aniu'xed Schedule) in his 
own possession ; and in lieu thereof assigns and cedes in full and in jierpe- 
tuity to the Honourable Company the district of Adoni, together with what¬ 
ever other teriitory His Highness may he possessed of, or is dependent on 
His Highnesses Government, to the south of the Toornbuddrah, or to tbc 
south of the Kistnah, below the junction of those two rivers. 

Article 7. 

The territories to be assigned and ceded to the ITonouralile Company by 
the fifth Article, or in consequence of the exchange stipulated in the sixth 
Article, shall he subject to the exclusive management and authority of the 
said Company and of their oflicers. 

Article 8. 

Whereas the actual produce of a considerable portion of the districts 
ceded to the Honourable Company by Article fifth is ascertained and acknow- 
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led^ed to be greatly inferior to their nominal value, as specified in the Sche¬ 
dule annexed to this Treaty, and the said districts cannot he expected for a 
long* course of years to reach to their said nominal value ; and whereas differ¬ 
ences might hereafter arise between the contracting parties with respect to 
the real value of the same, and the friendship and harmony happily subsisting 
between the contracting ])arties he disturbed by discussions relating to the 
adjustment of accounts of the produce and value of the said districts ; in 
order to preclude all causes of any such future difference or discussion between 
the two States, the said East India Company agrees to accept the said dis¬ 
tricts (with the reservation stated in the sixth Article) as a full and comjdete 
satisfactaon for all demands on account of the pay and charges of the said 
subsidiary force; and therefore to whatever extent or for whatever length 
of time the actual ]iroduce of the said districts shall prove inadequate to the 
amount of the subsidy payai>le by llis Highness on account of the said subsi¬ 
diary force, no demands shall ever he made by the Honourable Company upon 
the treasury of His Highness on account of any such deficiency or on account 
of any failure in the revenues (ff the said districts, arising from unfavourable 
seasons, from the calamity of war, or any other cause. His Highness the 
Nizam, on his part, with the same friendly views hereby renounces all claim 
to any arrears or halaiiees which may he due to him from the said districts at 
the period of their cession to the Honourable Company, and also to any even¬ 
tual excess in the produce of the said districts, beyond the amount of the 
subsidy payable by His Highness on account of the said subsidiary force, the 
true intention and meaning of this Article being that the cession of the 
said districts and the exchanges stipulated in the sixth Article shall he consi¬ 
dered as a final close and termination of accounts hi'tween the contracting 
parties with respect to the charges of the said subsidiary force. 


Article 9. 

After the conclusion of this Treaty, and as soon as the British Resident 
shall signify to His Highness Ausuj)li Jah that the Honourable Cornpany^s 
otficers are prepared to take charge of the districts ceded by the fifth Article, 
11 is iii^i jness will immediately issue the necessary perwannahs or orders to 
his officers to tleliver over charge of the same to the officers of the Company; 
and it is hereby sti]>ulated and agreed that all collections made by His 
11 ighness’s officers subsequent, to the date of the said perwannahs or orders, 
and before the officers of the Company shall have taken charge of the said 
districts, shall he carried to the account of the Honourable Company. 


Article 10. 

All forts situated within the districts to be ceded as aforesaid shall he 
delivered to the officers of the Honourable Company with the said districts; 
and His Highness the Nawah Ausuph Jah engages that the said forts shall he 
delivered to the Honourable Company as nearly as possible in the same state 
as that in which His Highness received them. 
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Article ] I. 

His Highness the Nawab Ausuph Jah will continue to pay tlie subsidy 
of the former subsidiary force and also that of tlie additional troops from Ins 
treasury in the same manner as hitherto observed, until the Honourable Easit 
India Company's officers shall have obtained complete possession from His 
Highnesses officers of the country ceded to the said Companv by the fifth 
Article. The Company will not claim any payments of subsidy from His 
Higliness^s treasury after their officers shall have obtained possession of tlie 
said districts from the officers of His Highness. 

Akticle 12. 

The contracting parties will employ all practicable means of conciliation 
to prevent the calamity of war; and for that pnrpr)se will at all times be 
ready to enter into amicable explanations with other States and to cultivate 
and im])rove the general relations of peace and amity with all the powers of 
India, according to the true spirit and tenor of tins defensive Treaty. But if 
a war should unfortunately break out between the contracting parties and any 
other power whatever, then His Highness the Nawah Ansiiph Jah engiiges 
that, with the reserve of two battalions of sepoys which are to remain near 
II is Highness's })erson, the residue of the British subsidiary force (con¬ 
sisting of six battalions of sepoys and two regiments of cavalry with 
artillery) joined by six thousand infantry and nine thousand horse of His 
Highness's (»vvn troops, and making together an army of twelve thousand 
infantry and ten thousand cavalry, with their requisite train of artillery, and 
warlike stores of every kind, shall be immediately put in motion for the pur- 
j)ose of opposing the enemy ; and His Highness likewise engages to em])loy 
every further effort in his power for the purpose of bringing into the field as 
s[>eedily as possible the whole force which he may be able to supjily from his 
dominions; with a view to the effectual prosecution and speedy termination of 
the said war, the Honourable Coinj>any in the same maimer eiiLjage on their 
part, in tliis case, to employ in active operations against the enemy the larg<'st 
force which they may be able to furnisli over and above tlie said subsidiary 
iurce. 


Article 13. 

^Vhenever war shall appear probable His Highness the Nawab Ansnph 
Jah engiiges to collect as many henjarahs as possible, and to store as much 
g iain as may lie practicable in bis frontier garrisons. 


Article 14, 

Grain and all other artiides of consumption and provision, and all sorts 
of materials for wearing ajiparel, together with the necessary quantity of 
cattle, horses, and camels required for the use of the subsidiary force, shall, in 

2 u 
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proportion to Us present nugmontationj he, as Iieivtoforp, entirvJy exempted 
from duties. 


Article 15. 

As hy the ]TiVesent Treaty the union and fiiendsliip of the two States are 
so firmly cerncntc'd as that they may he eonsidered a< one and the same, Mis 
Mio-hness tlie Nizam (m^ao-es neither to commenee nor to pursue in future 
any m^^oeiatious with any o!her power whatever without, oivino' pfe\i'Uis 
n()ti(!e and entei'in^ inio mutual eonsultation with the Honourahle J<]ast India 
('ompany^s Government; and the Honourahle ('om pany's (iov<*rnm(Uit on tlu'ir 
part herehy declare that tht'V have no manner of eoucern with any of Mis 
IIi^-hnesses ehildien, relations, subjects, or servants with lespecjt to whom His 
Highness is absolut('. 


Article lf>. 

As by the ]n(‘sent. Treaty of general dedensive allianee, mutual defenee 
and prot(M*tion against all enomies are est.ibli^lu'd. His Hiohness tin* Nawaib 
Ausu])h Jall conse(jnently engages never to commit any act ol hoslilitv or 
aggressif)!) agminst any power whatever; and in the t>v(‘nt, <»f any didei^Muros 
arising wliatev<*r a<ljnst.ment of (Iwm the Goinpany^s govi rnrin iit.. wriglnng 
matters in the s(;ale <1 truth and justiee, may determine shall meet with full 
a])j)iobation and juapiic'seeiu'e. 


Article 17. 

By the present Treaty of general defensive allianee, the ties of union, 
hy the blessing of Clod, are drawn so close that tin* friends of one party 
will he Iieneeforward eonsidt'red as the friends of the oilier, and the enemies 
of the one Jiarty as the enemies of the oth<*r ; it is therefore hereby agreed 
that if in future the Shorapore orCIndwall zemindars, or any othei' subjects 
or dependants of His Higbness^s government should withhold the ]iaymeiit 
of the Circar^g just claims u]>on tlumi, or oxidte rebellion or disl nrhanee, the 
subsidiary force, or sncli proportion thereof as may be reipiisite, aft«r 
the reality of the olTence shall be duly ascertained, shall b(‘ ready, in concert 
with His Highnesses own troops, to reduce all such olfeiidcrs to obedience. 
And tiie interests of the two States being now in every respect identified, 
it is further mutually agreed that if disturbance's shall at any time break 
out in the districts ceded to the Honourable Company by this treaty, His 
High ness the Naw'ah Ausuph .Tab shall permit such a proportion of tlie sub¬ 
sidiary troops as may be requisite to be employed in quelling the same with¬ 
in the said districts. If disturbances shall at any time break out in any 
part of His Highnesses dominions, contiguous to the Company's frontier, to 
•which it might he iiieonvenient to detach any proportion ot* the subsidiary 
troops, tlie British Govenimeiit, in like manner, if required by His Highness 
the Nawab Ausuph Jah, shall direct such proportion of the troops of the 
Company as may be most conveniently stationed for the puiqiose to assist in 
quelling the said disturbances witbiu His Iligbiiess's doinliiions. 
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Article 18. 

Wliorens, by tbc fnvoiir of Frovkloneo, a pcifnet union, liarmony, nnd 
ooiKiord, liiive lon^ and linnly subsisted between tlu' Honourable Kast India 
Company, His llio-lniess the Nawab Ausiiph Jali, His Hi^liness the Peishvva 
Jtao Pundit Prndhan, and llajah Rao-hojee Bliooslal), therefore should His 
Highness Rao Ihindit Prndlian and Itajah Ha^ltojee Bliooslah, or either of 
them, expre-!s a drsire to participate in the beneht'^ of tlie present defensive 
alha,n(*(‘, vvhi(di is (;alculat<Hl to .^treiii^tlien and ]H‘rpetuiite tlie foundations 
of o*(Mjeral tianqudlity, tin; contractiULj- partit's will readily admit both or 
(‘ither of th(‘ said ])o\ver.s to i)e ineinbers of tlie present alliance, on smdi terms 
and conditions as shall appear just and expedient to the contractiinj; parties. 


Article 19. 

The contractino- ]>arties heino* actuated hy a .sincere de.sire to promote 
am maintain o-eiicral i.rampiillity, will admit Dowlut Rao Sindia to be a ]>arty 
to tlic prC'iMit, d’rcaty whenever he shall satisfy the contractino* [)artics of 
his disposition t.o cadtivatc the Rd;t.tions of peace and amity with both States, 
and shall oivc sneli securities for the maintenance of tiam^uillity as shall 
appear to the contracting parti(‘S to he sufheient. 


Article 20. 

d his Treaty, consistiin]^ of twenty Articles, heinp^ this day settled by 
(aiptaln Jann s Atdiillcs Kirkjiatriek with the Nawab Aiisn})h Jab Ihibailoor, 
(aipt-ain Kirkpatrick lias delivered one (^opy thereof in hlnolisli and Persian 
signed and si'aled by liimself, to the said Nauab, who, on his part, has also 
d(divered one copy of the saine, duly executed by himself; and Oaptain 
Kirkfiatriek, by virtue of special authority priven to him on tiiat behalf hy 
the Most Noble tJie Goveinor-Cjreiieral in Council, hereliy dcclaies the said 
Treaty to he in full force from the date hereof, and enp-apes to jnocuro and 
deliver to His lliphness in the space of thirty days a copy of the same from 
tlu^ Ciov(>rnor-Gcncral in Council, in every respect the counterpart of that 
executed l)y liimself; and on the delivery of such copy the Treaty executed by 
(aiptain Kirkpatrick shall be n‘turued; but the addit ional subsidiary force 
s]H‘ciri< d in the third Article shall be immediately required by Ills Hipbness 
tlie Nizam and furnished by the Honourable Comjianv, and all the other 
At lodes shall be in full foicc from this lime.

Separate and Secret Apticles appertaining to the Treaty of 
Peppetual and General Defensive Alliance concluded 
between the IIonourable English East India Compamy 
and Ills Highness the Nawab Ausiiph Jah Bahadoor on the 
12th October Anno Domini 1800, or 22nd Jommadec-ul- 
Awul, Anno Hegirae 1215. 

Article 1. 

The Peisliwa Rao Pundit Prudhan sliall be admitted to the benefits ot 
tills general defensive alliance on the following conditions 

FivRt .—Bao Pundit T^nulban shall a(‘cept the mediation of the Hononrable 
Com})any^s Government for the amicable adjustment, on the liasis of the Treaty 
of Mah, of all claims or demands of choiit, and of all other claims or demands 
whatever, on the territories or government of llis Highness the Nawab Ausuph 
Jah. 

British Government will also lake into consideration the claims of 
H is Highness the Nawab Ausuph Jah to a total exemption from cliout, and 
will arbitrate, on the princijiles of Justice and ecjuity, any (jiiestion now existing 
or which shall hereafter arise, relative to the same, between Rao Pundit 
Thudhan and the Nawab Ausuph Jah; jirovided Rao Pundit Prudhan shall 
agree to accept the said arbitration ; and Rao Pundit Prudhan shall not be 
admitted to the benefit of this general defensive alliance, until he shall have 
agreed to accept the arbitration of the British Government, with respect to 
the said claims of the Navvah Ausuph Jah to a total exemption from chout. 

Secondh /Pundit Prudhan shall give full satisfaction to the Honour¬ 
able East India Company on the various points depending between him and 
the British Government in India. 

Thirdli /.—If Rao Pundit Prudhan shall agree to the following conditions, 
the IIonourable East India Company and His Highness the Nawab Ausu))h 
Jah will assist him in the restoration of his just authority in the Maliratta 
Empire. 

Fourthly this purpose Rao Pundit Prudhan shall agree to subsidize 
in perpetuity such a body of the said Company’s troops as shall hereafter be 
judged necessary for the restoration and maintenance of his authority. 

Article 2. 

Bajah Ragbojee Bhooslah shall be admitted to the benefit of this general 
alliance on the following conditions :— 

—Rajah Ragbojee Bhooslah shall accept the Honourable Company’s 
arbitration of all unadjusted points between His Highness the Nawab Ausuph 
Jah and the said Rajah, according to the tenor of subsisting Treaties. 
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Secondly, —Kajah Rap^hojee Bliooslali shall a^ree to such equitable inter¬ 
changes of territory with the Honourable East India Company as shall be 
judged necessary to complete or improve their respective frontiers, or to such 
cessions of territory (in consideration of a just pecuniary equivalent) as shall 
be judged necessary to the same purpose. 

Article 3. 

If, contrary to the spirit and object of this defensive Treaty, war should 
hereafter appear unavoidable (wldch God avert!) the contraeting parties will 
proceed to adjust tbe rule of partition of all such advantages and acquisitions 
as may eventually result from the success of their united arms. 

The contracting parties entertain no views of conquest or extension of 
their respective dominions, nor any intention of proceeding to hostilities, 
unless in the ease of unjust and unprovoked aggression, and after the failure 
of their joint endeavours to obtain reasonable satisfaction, throiigli thecliannel 
of pacific negoeiation, according to tbe tenor of the preceding 'treaty. It is 
however declared that, in the event of war, and of a consequent partition of 
conquests between the contracting parties. His Highness the Nawab Ausuph 
Jab shall be entitled to participate equally with the other contracting parties 
in the division of every territory which may be acquired by the suc(;essfnl 
exertion of their united arms, provided His Highness the Nawab Ausuph Jali 
shall have faithfully lidfdled all the stipulations of the preceding Treaty, 
especially those contained in the twelfth and thirteenth Articles thereof.

Additional Aritcle of Treaty botwt'on the IIonourarle East 
India Company on tlui our , part, and Ills Htgtinkss Nawap 
N izaai-ool-AToolk Ausdpii Jau Mekr Ukiiur Ali Khan 
] 1 ahadoor, Soubah of the Eeccan, liis cdiildren, heirs, and 
successors, on the otlnn*; to be considtu’ed as appertaining’ 1,o 
tlie Treaty of Peiipetual and General Depensive Alli¬ 
ance concluded at IIyderabad on tlie 12th of October 
1800 A.D., or 22nd of Jemniadcc-ul-Awul 1215 A.ii. 

Ahticle. 

In the event (which God however avert !) of joint war breaking' out liere- 
after with any other power, it is hereby agreed that duriug the continuance 
thereof all otiicers and all troops, wlicthei individually or collectively, helong- 
ing to eitluT of the contraetiiig parties, shall have free ingress and egress to 
and from all the teiritnries, and to and from all tlie forts belongiug to each 
other respedively ; and it is hereby furtlier agreed that all officers, whether 
civil or military, belonging to their government, shall, when requisite, 
employ all their power and all the resources at their command in facilitating 
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the operations of the troops employed, to whichever of the two contracting- 
powers they may happen to belongs.

CoMMKIlCIAL TrKATV with tllC NlZAM —1802. 

Trbaty for the TMiMioviiMENT and SECiiRnw of the Trade and 
Commerce between the territories of the llONOUiiABijEilAST 
India Company and of Ills Highness tlie Nawar Nizam- 
ooe-Moolk Ausuph Jah, Soubadak of the Deccan ; settled 
hy Major James Achilles Kirkbatrick, Resident at the 
Court of His Highness, by virtue of the powers delegated 
to him by His Excellency tlie Most Noble Richard 
Marquis Wellesley, Knight of the Most Illustrious 
Order of Saint Patrick, one of His Britannic Majesty’s 
Privy Council, Governor-General in Council, Captain 
General and Commander-in-Chiep of His Majesty’s and 
the Honourable Company’s Eorces in India, appointed by 
the Honourable the Court of Directors of the said 
Honourable Company to direct and control all their affairs 
in the East Indies, and Governor-General in Council of 
all the British Possessions in the East Indies. 

Whereas a well regulated commerce is essential to the opulence and 
prosperity of the people and to the wealth and power of the State; and 
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whereas a free and secure commercial intercourse tends to maintain and 
improve the relations of amity p(‘ace, and concord hetwccn eontiiL’Mious nations : 
Wherefore the Honourahle ast India Company and His Hi^^hness the 
Nawab Ausuph Jah, anxi(nis to improve hy every possible means the close and 
intimate connection now happily established het-ween the two States, and to 
extend the benefits of their union to their respective subjects^ have ai^reed on 
the following- Articles of a Treaty of commerce between the two States: — 

Article 1. 

As the testimony of the firm friendship, union, and attachment, subsist¬ 
ing between tlie. Honourable Company and His Highness the Nawah Am mph 
Jah, the Honoui’al)le (company hereby agree to grant to His Highness th<^ free 
use of th(‘ seaport of Masulipatam ; at which port His Highness shall he at 
liberty to establish a commercial factory and agents under such regulatinns as 
the nature of the Comjtany's governnnmfc shall re<juire and as shall be adjusted 
between the Governor-General in Council and His said Highness. 

Article 2. 

H is Highness’s ships bearing bis flag sliall be entitled at all times to the 
protection of His Britannic IMajcsty’s and of the Honoundile Company’s shi[)s 
of war, and shall he admitted into all the ports belonging to the British 
Governiueut in India upon the footing of the most favoured nations. 

Article 3. 

Tlierc shall be a free transit between the territories of the contracting 
parties of all artich's being tJie growth, produce, or manufacture of each le- 
s})ectivc]y; and also of all articles being* the growth, produce, or manufacture 
(•JP any part of His Britannic Majesty’s dominions. 

Article 4. 

All rabdarry duties and all duties collected by individual renters or zemin¬ 
dars on goods ])assing to and from the territories of the contracting parties 
shall be abolished, and all zemindars, renters, &c., shall he strictly piohibited 
from committing any acts of extortion or violence on the merchants passing 
through the resi)ective territories of the contracting parties. 

Article 5, 

A duty of five per cent, and no more shall be levied at Hyderabad indig- 
crimiuately on all articles of merchandize whatever imported into His High¬ 
ness’s dominions from the Company’s possessions. No articles shall pay duty 
more than once. The duties payable shall be regulated by a just valuation of 
the article or commodity on which they shall he charged, and which shall be 
determined by an invoice authenticated by the seal and signature of the proper 
Officer on each side : Nor shall any arbitrary valuation of any article or 
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commodity admitted to enhance the amount of the duties payable thereon, 
and the said duties sliall be fixed and imrautai)le except by tlie mutual consent 
of the coutracting’ parties. 

Article 6. 

The Honourable East India Company shall on their part adopt similar 
arrangements in every respect for the jmrpose of facilitating the transit through 
their dominions of all articles the growth, produce, or manufacture of Ilis 
Highnesses territories and of guarding the same from all unjust exactions or 
vexatious imposts whatever. 

Article 7. 

The duties payable to the Honourable Company on all articles imported 
into their territories from His Highnesses dominions shall be collected in tlnj 
mode prescribed by the lifth Article at Masulipatam alone, or at one or more 
places acicording to the convenien(;e of the merchants belonging to His High¬ 
nesses dominions ; and the said place or places shall be fixed with the consent 
of His Highness the Nizam, it being understood that no article imported from 
H is Highness’s dominioiis shall in any case pav duty more than once, whether 
the said duty be collected at Masulipatam or elsev/here. 

Article 8. 

A duty of five per cent, and no more shall he levied once by His High¬ 
nesses (fovernment, and be made }>ayable at ilydiuabad on the prime cost of 
all commodities pnrcliased in His Highnesses dominions for exportation. 

Article 9. 

No merchants or traders under the Companyes Government shall be allow¬ 
ed to re-v(‘nd in the dominions of the Nawab aforesaid the productions or 
manufactures of his territories puchased by them therein. Neither shall auv 
grain he expoited from the territories of the Nawab aforesaid into those of 
the H()noural)le Company without a special license for the purpose; nor any 
more grain be purchased in His Highness's territories than what is necessary 
for the coiisum])tion of the subsidiary force. But it is at the same time here¬ 
by agreed that, in cases of necessity, permission shall reciprocally be granted 
immediately on application for the transportation of grain, free from all duties 
whatever, into the respective territories of the two contracting powers in 
Hindostan and Deccan. 


Article 10. 

The traders under both governments, namely, all such as shall traffic 
from the Honourable East India C^>mpaiiy's territories to the territories of His 
Hitrhness the Nawab Ausuph Jah, and mce verfid, shall, upon the importation 
of their commodities into the respective territories, pay once a duty of five per 
cent, according to the terms prescribed in the foregoing Articles. With re- 
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spect to others who do not come under the above description, such as traders 
from foreign parts or inhabitants of Hyderabad, wlio have always paid the 
usual duties, the kurrorah shall, as heretofore, levy duties from them according 
to custom. 


Article 11. 

The preceding regulations shall take effect and be established in the re¬ 
spective territories of the contracting parlies on the 1st day of September next, 
answering to the 2nd of Jernmadee-uUAvvul, a.h. J217, after which day no 
duties sliall be levied in any other manner than in conformity to the stipula^ 
tions of this Treaty. 


Article 12. 

This Treaty, consisting of twelve Articles, being this day settled by 
Major James Achilles Kirkpatrick with the Nawab Ausn]di Jab Babadoor, 
Major Kirkpatrick has delivered one copy tliereof in English and Persian, 
signed and sealed by himself, to the said Nawab, who on bis part has also 
delivered one co[)y of the same duly executed by himself : and Major Kirkpat- 
ri<‘k, by virtue of special authority given to him in that behalf by His hlx(;(d- 
lency the Most Noble the Governor-(7eneral in Council, hereby declares the 
said Treaty to he in full force from the date hereof, and engages to procure 
and deliver to his Hiirliness in the space of hfty days a copy of the same 
f rom tlie Governor-General in Council, in every respect the counterpart of that 
executed by himself, and on the delivery of such copy, the treaty executed by 
Major Kirk])atrick shall be returned.

Instrument under tlic signature of the Governok-General 
IN Council, delivered to the Nizam (Secunber Jau) on his 
accession to the musnud, recognizing all the former Treaties 
and Engagements with Nizam Ali, deceased—1808. 

Tne friendship and alliance which so firmly and happily subsisted between 
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His late the Nawab Nizam Ali Khan, Soubadar of the Deccan, and 

the H onourable Company's government, shall be considered to subsist with 
equal force and sincerity and shall continue for ever unimpaired between His 
late Hi^^-hness’s eldest son and successor, the Nawab Secunder Jab, and the 
IJ onourable Com})any, and all Tr<*aties and eni»aoements which subsisted 
between His late Highness and the Honourable Company's ooverument shall 
be considered to be in lull force to all intents and purposes. And His Excel¬ 
lency tbe IVIost Noble the Governor-Cieneral in Council hereby deelares, on 
the part of the Honourable Corn])any, that tbe British Government is effec¬ 
tually bound by the said en^ao'ernents and Treaties, and that tbe said engage¬ 
ments and Treaties shall b(‘ duly observed until tiie end of time. 

Given under ihe seal of the llonovrahle Conipnvy and the sig)}atnre of 
Jlis Kivcellency the Most N( (jle the Governor General in Council at fort IVtC 
Ham in JBeinjul i/us 24th day of August 1803. 


Engagejnient between Secunjdeii Jail and the Company— 1803. 

The friendship and union which so strongly and happily subsisted between 
tbe 1 ate jNawab Nizam All Ivban liabfuloor (whose soul is in Paradise) and 
the llononralile Company's government are to be considered as perfectly 
unirnpaiied, and shall meet with no interruption ha lever. All existing 
^I'rcatics and engagements lik<ovise tliat were contracbal with tbe late Nawab 
afoivsald arc in full force; to all ini,cuts and purposes; and wo hereby declare 
that we are effectually bound by tbe engaocmeuts and Treaties aforesaid and 
by tb(‘ blessing of (iod, the said Treaties and engage/nents shall be duly 
observed until the end of time.

Partition Treaty of IIydera^ad with ITis Highness the 
SouBAiiDAR of the Deccan—1804. 

Treaty for tiie SF/rrLKMENT of Genkrat. Peace in TTindostan 
mid the Deccan, and for the Confirmation ol‘ the Phtendsiiip 
subsisting between tlie Honourable Pngmsit East India 
C oAiBANY nnd its allies, llrs Highness the Soubaudar of the 
Deccan and His Highness Rao Pundit ibuJuiiAN Peisitwa 
Paiiadoor, settled between the said Honourable Company 
and the said allies by Major James AcHiiiUES K [R3vPatktck, 
Hesident of the Court of Hyderabad, in virtue of the 
])()wers d(de^ated to him by His Excellency the Mos'r 
Noble Richard, Marc^uis Wellesley, Knight of tiieMosr 
Illusijmous Order of Saint Patrick, oih' of His Majes¬ 
ty's Most Honourable Privy Council, GovBRNoii- 
General in Council of all the Britisi[ Possessions and 
C/APi AIN General of all the British Land Eorces in the 
East Indies. 

Wheiv'as l>v thf* tprins of the Ti-eaties of concluded by Major 

General the Honourable Artluir W(dlesley, on tlie ]>art of the Monound)le 
Company and its nllies, with tlie Maharajah Senali Saheh Souhah, Hajah of 
Berar, at De<>o*anni, on the 17th of D(*eem]K‘r 180‘i, and with Maharajah 
Dowlut Bao Sindia at Snrjee Anjen^aum, on the *R)th of that month, whicli 
^J'rcaties have been duly rati tied by tl)(‘ Governor-General in Council and by 
the allies of the British Government, certain forts and territories iiave been 
coded by Maharajah Seiiah Saheh Souhah, nnd by Maharajali Dowlut Rao 
Sindia, to the Honourable Coinpauv and its allies, the followinii: Aitioles of 
agreement, for the settlement of the said forts and territories, have been con¬ 
cluded by the British Government and by the said allies :— 

Article 1. 

The province of Cuttack, including tlie port and district of Balasore, and 
all ce.Msions of every description made by the second Arti(de of the Treaty of 
Deo^aum, or by any Treaties which have been confirmed by the tenth Article 
of the said Tieaty of Deojnraum, shall belong- in perpetual sovereignty to the 
Ilonouiahle English East India Company. 


Article 2. 

The territories of which Maharajjih Senah Saheh Sonhah formerly col¬ 
lected the revenues, in participution with His Highness the Soubadar of the 
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Deccan, and those formerly possessed hy Maharajah Senah Saheb Soubah, to 
the westward of the river Wiirdah, ceded by the third Article of the Treaty 
of Deog'aum, a?id the territory situated to the southward of the hills, on 
which are the forts of Nernullah and Gawilt^hur, and to the westward of the 
river Wurdah, stated by the fourth Article of the Treaty of Deo^aum to 
belong to the British Government and its allies, shall belong in per])etual 
sovereignty to His Highness the Soubadar of the Deccan, with the exception 
of the districts reserved to Senah Saheb Soubah in the fifth Article of the said 
Treaty of Deogaum. 

Article 3. 

All the forts, territories, and rights of Maharajah Dowlnt Rao Sindia in 
the Dual), or country situated between the Juiniia and Ganges, and all bis 
forts, territories, rights, and interests in tlie countries which are to the north- 
ward of those of the Kajahs of Jeypore and Jodhpore, and of the Rana of 
Gohud, ceded hy the second Article of the Treaty of Siir jee Anjeugaum, shall 
belong in perpetual sovereignty to the Honourable Com[)any. 

AimcT.E 4. 

The fort of Baroach and territory depending thereon, (‘eded by the third 
Article of the ^rnaily of Surjne Anjengaum, shall belong in ])erpetual sove- 
leiguty to the Honourable Company. 

Article 5. 

The fort and city of Ahmednugger, together with sneb part of the terri¬ 
tory depending thereon as is ceded by the tliird Arti<;l(' of the 'rreaty of Sur- 
jee Anjengaum to the Honourable C(>mj)any and its allies, shall belong in 
perpetual sovereignty to His Highness the Peishwa. 

Article C. 

All the territories which belonged to Maharajah Dowlnt Rao Sindia be¬ 
fore the Cbmmencement of the late war, situated to the southward of the hills 
called the Adjuiitee Hills, including the fort and district of Jalnapore, the 
town and district of Gandaf)ore, and all other districts between that range of 
hills and the river Godavery, ceded by the Rmrth Article of the Treaty for 
Surjee Anjengaum to the Honourable Company and its allies, sliall belong in 
perpetual sovereignty to His tiigbness the Soubadar of the Deccan. 

Article 7. 

All cessions made to the Honourable Company by any Treaties which 
have been conririned by the ninth Article of the Treaty of Surjee Anjengaum 
shall belong in yierpetual sovereignty to the Honourable Company. 

Article 8, 

This Treaty, consibting of eight Articles, being this day, the 17th of 
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Moburnirn, coiTespondinj? with the 28th of April, settled and concluded at 
Hyderahlid by Major James Achilles Kirkpatrick, witli His Highness the 
Mnwab Ausuph Jah Meer Ukbur Ali Khan Bahadoor, Soubadar of the Dec- 
ean, the said Major James Achilles Kirkpatrick lias delivered to His said 
Highness a copy of the same, in English and Persian, under the seal and 
signature of the said Major James Achilles Kirkpatrick, and His Highness 
the Nawab Ausuph Jah Meer Akber Ali Khan Bahadoor has delivered to the 
said Major James Achilles Kirkpatrick another copy also in Persian and Eng¬ 
lish, bearing His Highnesses seal and signature; and the aforesaid Major 
James Achilles Kirkpatrick has engaged to procure and deliver to His said 
Higl mess without delay a copy of the same, duly ratified by His Ex(ielleney 
the Most Noble the Cjovernor-tieiieral in Council, on the receipt of which by 
His said H ighness the present Treaty shall be deemed complete and binding 
on the Honourable the English East India (i’ompaiiy and His Higluiess, and 
the copy of it now delivered to His said Highness the Nawab Ausujih Jah 
sliall be returned.

Treaty betwoeii tlio Honourable East India Company and ITis 
lIiGENESs the Soubadar of the Deccan and his Children, 
Heirs, and Successors, for the further Coneirmatjon of 
Friendship and Unity of Interests, concluded through tlie 
agency of Charles Tueophieijs Metcalfe, Esq., Besidejst 
at the Court of His said Highness, by virtue of full powers 
to that effect vested in liim by His Excellency the Most 
Noble Francis, Marquis of Hastings, Knigut of the Most 
Noble Ojider of the Garter, Knight, G.C., of the Most 
Honourable Order of the Bath, one of His Britannic 
Majesi Y^s Most Honourable Privy Council, Governor- 
General in Council, appointed by the Honourable the 
Court of Directors of the said Honourable Company to 
direct and control all their affairs in the East Indies, and 
Commander-in-Chief of His Majesty’s and the Honour 
able Company’s P’orces— 1822 . 

Whereas certain rights, forts, and territories have come into the posses. 
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STon of the Ronour.ible East India rompariv from the States of Nai^pore and 
IJolkar, and in eonse(]ijerice of the reduet on and oeeupidion of the dominions 
of the Feishwa, tlie following Aitieles of at^reement for tlie settlement of the 
said li^dits, forts, and territories have been eoneluded by the said Honourable 
Company and His said Hiohness the Soiibadar of the Deccan. 

Article 1. 

All former Treaties and en^^ai^ements between the two States now in 
force and not contrary to the tenor of this Treaty shall be confirmed by it. 

Article 2 . 

The arrears of all claims and demands of ehont, and of all other claims 
whatever on the territories or ofovernmeiit of His Highness the Nizam, due 
by His said Hij^hness to the Peishwa are hereby declared to be extin^uislied, 
and His said Highness is released in pei judiiity from tln^ payment of all cliout 
of every description on account of any part of his possessions. 

Article 3. 

H is Hiirhness the Nizam hein^ desirous of possessini::^ certain of the 
districts acquired by the late war on ac(^i>unt of their sitnatioii within the 
exterior line of Mis Highness’s frontier, the following* exchanges of territory 
are hereby agreed upon for His Highness’s benefit and the mutual eonvenienee 
of the contracting })arties. 

Article 4. 

The districts formerly belonging to the Peishwa as specified in the Scbo- 
dnle A., h(U*eunto a,nnexed, and estimated at the annual sum of ilupees 
5,611,^7^-^ hereby transferred in perpetual sovereignty to His Higlmess 
the Nizam. 

Article 5 . 

The districts formerly belonging to the Rajah of Na^qinre according to 
the Sehedule B., hereunto a,nnex(‘d, and estimated at the annual sum of Itupees 
3,10,743-8, together with th(* forts of Gawilghur and Narnulla, and the 
I'jinge of hills on which they are situated, shall belong in perpetual sovereignty 
to H is said Highness. 

Article 6. 

The districts of Umber and Ellora, formerly belonging to Mabara.1 
Mulbar Rao Holkar, and estimated at the annual sum of Uupees 1,89,373^ 
shall also belong in perpetual sovereignty to His said Highness, 

Article 7. 

His Highness the Niz:im on his part hereby cedes to the Honourable 
Company in perpetual sovereignty the whole of his rights and possessions 
situated on the west or right hank of the river Seena, according to the Sehe¬ 
dule C , hereunto annexed, and also the whole of his rights and possessions 
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situated within the district of Ahmednu^^ur as detailed in the said Schedule, 
the whole being eslirnated at the annual sum of Uupees 4,31,7S5-3|. 

Article 8. 

H is Highness the Nizam also cedes, for the purpose of their being trans¬ 
ferred in perpetual sovereignty to the Kajah of Nagpore, the wliole of his 
participated rights and possessions situated on the east or left hank of the river 
Wui’dah, aeeordiug to the Schedule D. annexed to the present Treaty, and esti¬ 
mated to produce an annual revenue of Itupees 75,000. 

Article 9. 

Certain assignments of chout within the territory of His Highness the 
NizaiU, to the estimated annual amount of Rii])ees one lakli and twenty 
thousand, having been guaranteed to Apna l>essa\e and tlie Putvvardhuns, His 
Hi ghiiess tlie Nizam htieby agrees to j)ay the aforesaid suhi annually to the 
Honourable East India Company' in perpetuity. 

Artici.e 10. 

His Higliness the Niznin also ( nirages to confirm and continue all enams 
and vvurshasjins and all individual and cluiiitable allowances of every destTip- 
tion wli:itev(!r whit li may have heen granted eit her on the chout payable by 
His H ighiiess to tiie Peishwa, or any portion of the distritjts formeidy belong¬ 
ing to the Peishwa and now aeqnirt'd hy His said Highness under the fourth 
Article of the present Treaty, ])rovided those grants shall have been in force

Prom tlio time wli«ii Hajcc lino ascended tin* iiiusniid liis country was a i>i“<“y to faction and 
rebellion, mul there was no ellieient government to protect tin* people. At length Hajt'O lino 
wMs ex})elled from his domiiiions and t.ooU refuge in Hassein, where he was dojiemieut on the 
houiity of Lundee llao llustia. At this time he enter»*d into alliiitue wdtli the Hritisli liovt!rii- 
ment,. and was imuu'dintely re-tored to the full possession of liis nnthoi ity ; the trajujuillity that 
li.is l)eeu enjo>ed since that jieriod is known to nil ranks of men. At liajcc Kao’s restoration 
the country was laid vvast** by war and Famine, the people w'ere reduced to n)is(*ry, and the govern¬ 
ment derived scarcely any revenm; from its lands; since then, in spite of tin; farming system 
and the exactions of Kajce Kao’s officers, the country has completely recovered, through the 
jirotectifii) afforded it hy tlie Kritish (Tovernnient, and Kajoe Kao has accumulated those treasures 
which h(. is now i;m])loyint: against his benofaA-tors. 'I'he Kritish (Jovermnent nob only protected 
the Peishwa’s own possessions, but maintained his rights abroad. It could not without injury to 
ihe rights of others restore his authority over the Mahratta Chiefs, which had exj)ired long 
before its alliance with him ; hut it pnid the greatest attention to satisfy his admissible demands, 
and succeeded, in spite of many ditliculties, in adjusting some and putting others in a train of 
settlement. Among these were Kajee Kao’s claims on the Guicowar. 'J’he Kritish Govemment 
laid prevailed on that Prince to send his prime minister to I’ooiiah for the express puipuse of 
s ttling lliose demands, and they were on the ev<* of adjustnnmt, w'itfi great profit to the 
JVishwa, wlnm (iungadliur Shastry, the (fuirowm’s vakeel, was murdered by Triuibuchjee 
DaiuL'lia. the, iVishw-H’H nnJiUoter, wliile in actual attendance on his court and during the 
)oie. Strong suspicion rested on 13ajeo Kao, who was accused 
mntry; but the Kritish Government, tinwilling to credit such 
L an ally, contented itself with demanding the jmnishmeut

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Article 11. 

This Treaty, consisting- of eleven Articles, having been this clay settled by 
Charles Theophilus Metcalfe, Esquire, with tlje Nawab Ansuph Jah Bahatloor, 

of Triinbuckji!c. This was refused, until the Hritish Govermneut had umiched an army Ut 
support its demands; yet it made no claim on the Peishwa for its expenses, and iiiflii‘ted no 
])iinibhment lor his protection of a murderer: it simply required the surrender of the criminal ; 
and on Pajee Kao’s compliance, it restored him to the undiminishe*! tmjoynuni. of all the benefits 
of the alliance. JS’otwithstandin^ this generosity, Kajee Kao immediately commenced on a new 
system of intrigues, and used every exertion to turn all the power of India against the British 
Government. At length he gave the signal of tlisturhances hy fomenting an insurreetion in Ids 
own dominions, and prepared to support the insurgents hy open force. The British (Tovernment 
had then no reiuc<ly hut to arm in turn. Its troops entered Bajee l»ao’s territories at all points 
and surrounded him in his capittil, before any of tliose with whom he had intrigued had time to 
stir. Kajee Ifao’s life was now in the hands of the British ovornment; but that Government, 
moved by Bajee Kao’s professions of gratitude for past favours and of entire dependence 
on its moderation, once more resolved to continue him on his throne, after imposing such 
terms on him as might secure it from his future jterfidy. The principal of these terms was 
a commutation of the contingent which the Peishwa was hound to furnish, for money equal 
to tin; pay of a similar body of troops; and on their being agreed to, the Britislj Govern¬ 
ment restored Bajee Kao to its friendship, and pnaveded to settle the Bindarecs, wlio had so 
long been the pests of the ])eaceuhle inhabitHUts of India, and of none more than the Peishwa’s 
ow»» 8al>j(‘ctB. Bajee Kao affe(d/ed to enter with /cal into an enterprise so worthy of a great govern¬ 
ment, and asseuihlod a larg-e army on ])r<'teii(re of cordially assisting in the contest : hut in the 
midst of alibis professions lie spared neither pains nor money to engage tin* powers of lliudostau 
to Combine against tlie British ; and no sooner had tln^ British troops marched towards the haunts 
ot the Bindai-ees, than he seized the opportunity to commence war, without a deilaration, ami 
withruit even an alleged ground of complaint. He attacked ami Imrncd the house of the Britisli 
Kesident, contrary to tlie laws of nations and the practice of India, jilimdtTcd and seized on 
peaceable travidlers, and put two British Oliicers to an iguominious death. Bajee Kao himsidf 
fouml tlu! last transaction too harhnrous to avow; hut as the perpetrators are still mipunislied ami 
r(h.ain their command in his army, the guilt remains with him. A fun- the co.nmcueement of the 
war, Bajee Hao threw off the mask regarding the murder of Gungadhur Shastiy, and avowed his 
parti(fipation in tin? crime, by uniting his cause with tluit of the munlerer. By these acts nf 
pt'i'iidy and violence Bajee Itao li,\s compelletl the British Govmimn'nt to drive liim from his 
iinisnud ami to c niquer his dominions. For this purpose a force is gom; in ])nrsuit of Bajee Ba >, 
which will allow him no rest; another is employed in taking his forts; a third has arrivid by the 
way ol Ahmctinuggur ; and a greater force than eitlu;r is now entering the Kandeish, under tlic 
jiersonal cominaml of His Kxcellency Sir Thomas Ilislop. A force under General Munro is re¬ 
ducing the Carujitie, and a force from Bombay is taking tdie forts in the Concan, ami occupying 
that country, so that in a short time no trace of Bajee Kao will remain. The Kajah of Sattara, 
who is now a jirisoner in Bajee Kao’s hands, will he released and placed at the head ot an imlo- 
pendeiit sovereignty, of such an extent as may maintain the Kajah and his family in comfort and 
di;:nity. Wilh this view, the fort of Sattara has been lakmi, the Rujali’s flag has been set up in 
it and his lorimu- ministers have been called into employment. Whatever country is assigneil to 
tlu? Kajah will be administered by liim, and he will ht* bound cstablisli a system of justice a:id 
order : the rest of the country will be ludd hy the Honourable Company. The revenue will be 
collecti'd for tlie goverumont, but all property, real or personal, will be secured. All wuttun ami 
enmu (hereditary lands), wurshasnn (annual stipends), ami all religious and charitable estahlisli- 
nu nts will he prolcctctl, and all religiouH seels w’ill he tolerated, and their customs maintained, an fur 
as is just and reasonable. The farming system is abolished. Olfn*ers shall he forthwith appointed 
to collect a regular and moderate revenue on the part of the British Government, to administer 
ju^tice ami to encovnage the cultivators of the soil. Tiicy will he authorized to allow'^ of roinissions, 
in consideration of tne circumstances of the times. All persons are prohibited paying revenue to 
Bajee Kao or his adherents, or assisting them in any shape. No reduction will be made from the 
reyeuue on account of such payments. Wuttundars, and other holdtjrs of land, are requit ed to 
quit his standard and return to their villages within two mouths from this time. The zemindars 
wdll report the names of those who remain; and all who fail to appear in that time shall forfeit 
their lands, and shall be pursued wdihout remission until they are entirely crushed. 

All persons, whether belougitig to the enemy or othorw'ise, who may attempt to lay waste the 
country or to plunder the roads, will he pm. to de.ith whenever they are found. 
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one copy tliereof l)as been delivered to the said Nawab, and the Nawab on his 
part has delivered one copy of the same duly executed by himself to the afore¬ 
said jrentleman, who eng“a^es to procure and deliver to His Highness a co})y of 
the same from His Excelleucy the Governor General, in every respect the 
counterpart to this executed by himself, after which the copy executed by the 
aforesaid gentleman shall be returned.

Engagemekt of 1831. 

T1 le friendship and nriion wliieli have been so strongly and liappily esfab- 
lished from of old between tbe Hononrabb* Company and the late Nawab 
Ausuph Jah A1 ozuffer-ool-lVIooinalik Nizanri-ool-Moolk Nizam-ood-Dowlab 
Nawab Meer Ukbur Ali Khan Bahadoor Fiitteb Jung (whose soul is in 
Paradise) shall always continue on the same footing between Ilis Highness 
Ausuph Jah MozufCer-ool-Moomalik Kizam-ool-Moolk Nizam-ood-Dowlab 
Nawab Meer Fnrkhund Ali Khan Bahadoor, the eldest son and successor of 
tbe deceased Nawab, and the said Honourable Company. 

All existing treaties, engagements, and relations that were contracted 
or established between tbe tvvo States during the time of the late Nawabs 
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Nizarn-ool-Moolk Nawab Meer Nazira Ali Klian Baliadoor^ and Nizarn-ool- 
Moolk Nawab Meer Ukbur Ali Kban Habadoor, shall remain in full force 
to all intents and purposes; accordingly the lli|;bt Honourable the Governor 
tieneral, on the part of the said Honourable (V)m])an 3 ^, declares that the 
British officers are effectually bound by the en"at»eniej)ts aud treaties afore¬ 
said, and that by the favour of God the stipulations of the said treaties and 
engagements sludl be duly observed till the end of time In assurance 
whereof the Governor General has given in writing these few. lines in the 
shape of an engagement.

TitEAiY with the Nizam, dated the 21st ]Mny 1853. 

Ijikaty between the IIonoukable the Engiasii East India 
Company and His Highness the Nawab Nizam-ool-Moolk 
Ausiiph Jait Hahahoob, settled hy Coj.onel John Low, 
C.B , IvEsiDKNT at the Court of His Higunijss, hy virtue 
of full powers to that effect vested in him by the Most 
Noble James Andrew, Majiquis of Dalhousie, Knight 
of tlie Most Ancient and Most Noble Ojidior of the 
1 iiisTLE, one of Her Majesty^s Most Honourable Privy 
Council, and Goyernob General, appointed by the 
Honourable Company, to direct and control all tlieir affairs 
in the East Indies. 

Whereas friendship and union have subsisted for a length of time 
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between tlio Honoiirai)Ie East India Company and His Highness the Nawab 
Nizam-ool-Moollv Ansuph Jah llahadoor, and have been cemented and 
gtreno-thened by ire;ities of g-eneral defence and protection; and whereas in 
the lapse of time many chiin^j^es in the condition ot Princes and nei^hV)ourTng' 
States have taken place, i)y reason of wliich it has now become expedient to 
revise the military airani^^ements that were formerly ao-reed upon for the 
fulfilment of the said Treaties; and whereas differences and discussions liave 
for some time existed between the eontraetinof parties reo-urdino* the adjust¬ 
ment of cbar^res connected witli portions of the military arrangements subsist¬ 
ing* between tlie States; and whereas it is fit and proper, and for the mutual 
advantao-e of both powers, that sneli differen<*es should now be finally settled, 
and that the recurrence of such discussions, which tend to disturb the friend¬ 
ship and harmony of the contractin^^C ])arties, sliould effectually he prevented : 
wherefore the Honourable East India Company and His Hi^^hness the Nawab 
Nizara-ool-Moolk Ansuph dab Bahadoor have agreed upon the following 
Articles of a Treaty between the States :— 


Aiiticle 1. 

The peace, union, and friendship so long suhsisting between the Honour¬ 
able East India Comjiariy and His Highness the Nawab Nizani-ool-Moolk 
Ansuph Jah Bahadoor shall bo perpetual; the friends and enemies of either 
shall he the friends and enemies of both ; and the conlTactiiiLT parties agr(?e 
that all the former Treatio*^ and agreements betweim the two States now in 
force, and not contrary to the tenor of this engagement, shall be conhnned 
by it. 

Artict.r 2. 

The subsidiary force, which for general defence and protection has Ixicii 
Furnished by the Hotinurahle East India C()rnpany to His Highness the 
Nizam, shall be continued, and shall consist, as her(*tofore, of not less than 
eight battalions of sepoN S and two regiments of cavalry, with their rO(piisite 
CO n])leineiit of gnus, and Buro[>eaii artillerynicu, tully ecpiipped with warlike 
stores and ammunition. 

Unless with the express consent of His Higliness, there shall never he 
le‘'’s than five regiments of infantry. an<l one of cavalry (with a din* proportion 
of artilleryl of the sai<l subsidiary force stationed within the territories of His 
Highness, and the residue of such sn])-i(lia.rv force sh ill at all times he brought 
into His Highnftss^s territories without delay, on His liiglmess making re¬ 
quisition therefor. 

The said subsidiary force shall he employed when required to execute 
services of importance, such as protecting tiie persons of His Highness, his 
heirs and successors, and reducing to obedience all rebels and exciters of dis¬ 
turbance in His Highness’s dominions; but it is not to he employed ou triHiug 
occasions, or like sebundee, to he stationed in the country to collect revenue. 


Article 3, 

The Honourable East India Company further agrees that in lieu of His 
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Hiijrliiiess’s present eontia^ent, it sliall maintain for His II i< 4 *}ine.*=!s, his heirs 
and successors, an auxiliary foree which shall be styled the “ Hvderabad Con- 
ting*ent,^^ accordiui^ to tlie provisions for the inaintenance of tliat force which 
are detailed in 0th Article of this Treaty. 

It shall consist of not less than five thousand infantry and two thousand 
cavalry, with four held batteries of artillery. It shall he commanded by 
British officers fully equipped and disciplined and controlled by the British 
Government, through its representative the llesideut at Hyderabad. 

Whensover the services of the said contingent may he required, they 
shall he afforded at all times to His Higliness the Nizam, fully and })roinptly, 
tlirouirhout his whole dominions. If rebellion or distiirhanee shall he exchtod, 
or if the just (daims and authority of His Highness sliall be resisted, the said 
contin^-ent, after tlie reality of the offence shall iiave been duly ascertained, 
shall bo employed to reduce the offenders to submission. 


AimcLE 4. 

As the interests of the two States have loner been identified, it is further 
mutually agreed that if disturbances shall break out in the districts belonging 
to the Honourable East India Company, His Highness the Nizam shall permit 
such ])ortions of the subsidiary force as may be re(iuisite, to he employed in 
(pielling the same within the said districts. In like manner, if disturbances 
shall break out in any part of His Highnesses dominions contiguous to the 
territories of the Honourable East India Company, to which it might be 
inconvenient, owing to the distance from Hyderabad to detach any portion of 
the subsidiary force, the British Government, if required by His Higlmess the 
Nizam, shall dirt;et such portions of its troops as may be most available to 
a.^sist in quelling the disturbances within His Highness's dominions. 


Article 6. 

Ill the ev(mt of war His Highness the Nizam engages that tlie sulisldiary 
foree, joined by the Hyderabad Contingent, shall be employed in sneh manner 
as the British Government may consider best calculated for the ])nrpose of 
opposing the enemy, provided that two battalions of sepoys shall always 
remain, as settled by former Treaties, near to tlie ca})ital of Hyderabad ; and 
it is also hereby agreed that, excepting the said subsidiary and contingent 
lorees, His Higlmess shall not under any circumstances be called upon to fur¬ 
nish any other troops whatsoever. 


Article 6. 

Por the purpose of providing the regular montldy payintnt to the 
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Paid contingent troops, and paynient o£ Appa Dessaye’s cbo\it, and the 
allowances to Mulii})ut llamas family, and to ceitain Mahratta pensioners, as 
guaranteed in Intli Article of the Treaty of and also for ]>ayment of 

the interest at six per cent, per annum oS the debt due to the Honourable 
Company, so lon<r as the principal of that debt shall remain unpaid, whieli 
debt now amounts to about hfty lakhs of Hyderabad Rupees, the Nizam here- 
by afjrees to asslLrn the districts mentionid in the aeeompanyiii^ Schedule 
marked A., yieldinj^ an annual gross revenue of about iifty lakiis of Rupees, 
to the exclusive management of the British Resident for the time being at 
Hyderabad, and to sucli other ofticers, acting under his orders, as may from 
time to time be appointed by the Cilovernment of India to the charge of those 
districtg* 


Article 7, 

By the 12th Article of the Treaty of 1800 the British Government can in 
time of war call upon that of Mis Highness the Nizam to fnmish nine thou¬ 
sand cavalry and thousand infantry to accompany the British troops in the 
field ; the present llyderahad Contingent, which is to bo maintained at all times 
(whether in pt‘ace or war), is accepted as an equivalent lor the larger laxly of 
troops above sj^ecifiod to be furnished in time of war ; and it is accordingly 
hereby declared that the Nizarn sliall not be called upon at any time by the 
British Government to furnish any other troops but those of the subsidiary 
force and the Hyderabad Contingent, and that part of the 12th ArlicOe of the 
Treaty of 1800, which requires the Nizam to furnisli nine thousand cavalry 
and six thousand infantry is accordingly hereby annulled. 


Article 8. 

The districts mentioned in Schedule A are to be* transferred to Colonel 
Low, c B., the Resident, immediately that the latified Treaty shall be received 
from Calcutta ; and that officer engages on the part of the British (lovernment, 
that the Resident at the Court of Hyderal>ad for the time being shall always

Supplemental Treaty between Her Majesty the Queen of 
Great ]?ritain on the one part, and His Highness the 
Nawab TJf/ul-ood-HowlahNizam-ool-Mulk Ausuph Jah 
Bahadoor, on the otlier part, settled by Lieutenant-Colo¬ 
nel CuTiiBERT Davidson, c.b., Kesident at the Court of 
Ills Highness, by virtue of full powers to that effect vested 
ill liini by His Excellency the Hight Honourable 
Charles John Earl Canning, g.c.b.. Viceroy and Gov- 
ejinor-Genkral of India, and one of Her Majesty’s Most 
Honourable Privy Council— 18G0. 

Whereas it will be for the convenience of both the contracting parties to 
the Treaty of lS53 and will simplify the relations of the two Governments, if 
certain rnodineutions of that Treaty are made, and whereas certain matUn’s not 
dealt with in that Treaty call for adjustment between tlie two coiHractinjyf 
parties, and whereas it is the desire of the Governor-General in Council to 
^ivc all ]>ossihle solemnity to certain acts marking* the hi^h esteem in which 
IIis PTi^hness tlie Nizam is held by Her Majesty the Queen, therefore the 
follovvinj^' Articles have been agreed upon and determined between the Viceroy 
and Governor-General on behalf of Her Majesty, and the Nawab Ufzul-ood- 
Bowlah Ni/am-ool-Moolk Ausuph Jab Bahadoor. 

Article 1. 

All Treaties and en^a^^ements between the two States and not contrary 
to the tenor of this eng^agement are hereby confirmed by it. 

Article 2. 

The Viceroy and Governor-General in Council cedes to His Highness the 
Nizam in full sovereignty the territory of Shorapore. 


Article 3. 

The debt of about fifty (50) lakhs of Hyderabad Rupees due by the Nizam 
to the British Government is hereby cancelled. 

Article 4. 

His Highness the Nizam agrees to forego all demand for an account of 
the receipts and expenditure of the Assigned Districts for the past, present, or 
future. But the British Government will pay to His Highness any surplus 
that may hereafter accrue after defraying all charges under Article 6 and al] 
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future expenspp of ad mi u in t ration, the amount of such expenses being entirely 
at the discretion of the British Government. 

Article 5. 

The Viceroy and Governor-General in Council restores to His Highness 
the Nizam all the Assigned Districts in the Kaichore Doah, and on the 
western frontier of the dominions of His Highness adjoining the Collectorate 
of Ahmednnggur and Sholapore. 


Abticle 6. 

The districts in Berar already assigned to the British Government under 
the Treaty of 185*5, together with all the Surf-i-Klias talooks comprised 
therein, and such additional districts adjoining thereto as will suffice to make 
up a present annual gross revenue of thirty-two (32) lakhs of Rupees currency 
of the British Government, shall l>e held by the Ihitish Government in trust 
for th»^ payment of the troops of the Hyderabad Contingent, Appa Dessaye^s 
ehout, tlie allowance to Mohiput Ram's family, and certain pensions men¬ 
tioned in Article 6 of the said Treaty, 

Article 7. 

The Surf-i-Khas talooks and additional districts mentioned in the fore¬ 
going Article are to be transferred to tlie Resident as soon as this Treaty is 
ralilied. 


Article 8. 

II is Highness the Nizam cedes to the British Government in full sove¬ 
reignty all the possessions of His Highness on the left bank of the river

Translation of a letter from His Highness tlie Nizam’s Minis¬ 
ter to the Resident, Hyderabad, No. 917, dated 29th 
March 1875. 

In reply to your letter No. 492, dated 6th instant, affording further in* 
formation relatinj^ to a proposal emanating’ from the Government of India 
that Article 3 of tlie Commendal Treaty of 1802, which provides for a free 
transit of all articles of produce and manufacture between the territories of 
the eonlraeting paities, may not he held to apply to the transit of salt pro¬ 
duced in H is H ighness the Nizamis territory, and eiKjuiring whether there is 
any objection on the part of His Highnesses Government to the proposed 
measure, I have the honour to state that although a prohibition against the 
transit of salt from His Highnesses territory would be contrary to the terms 
of the Treaty under reference, yet as it is often found necessary with due 
regard to the interests of both Governments, and in compliance with expe¬ 
diency and cxigmeies of the times, either to act temporarily in contravention 
to the terms of a Treaty, or to amend its provisions, 1 also agree with the 
Government of India in the advisability of the proposal under rtference, and 
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have aecordinn^ly issued instructions to those Talookdars in whose districts salt

territory.

No. XCVII. 

Memorandum of Terms of an Agreement entered into between 
tlie Biimsn Government and tl?e Government of Ills 
Highness the Nizam for the construction of a Railway 
from the Great Indian Peninsular Railway near Gool- 
RUUGA to Hyderabad.— 1870. 

The Government of the Nizam will, with the aid of the sliareholders in 
the liailway, as already arranged, provide all the cajiital required for the con¬ 
struction, maintenance and working of the Kailway, including provision of 
land and x)ayincnt of necessary compensation, survey, and so forth, the whole 
cost of whi(;h is now estimated at about one crore of British Rupees, the 
supply of all requisite rolling-stock and other equipments being included. 

2. The British Government engages to construct and manage the Rail¬ 
way through the Resident at Hyderabad in behalf of the Nizamis Govern¬ 
ment on the following conditions. 

3. The preparation of the project for the Railway, and the estimates which 
have been already begun, shall be completed as soon as practicable, under the 
orders of the Resident. T\ie plans and estimates shall be submitted for the 
consideration of the Minister of the Nizam, who shall be at liberty to offer 
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his opinions and sng^restions th^n-eon. The Hesident will forward the project 
and Lstimate with the remarks of the Minister and his own opinions to the 
Government of India, which will determine all questions arising as to the 
proposals put forward. 

4. The Resident will commonly correspond direct with the Government 
of India and issue any needful orders as to the Railway as occasion may arise. 
But on matters of importance he will not refer to the Government of India 
or issue orders, unless in case of great urgency, without consulting the 
Minister, who will promptly express his opinion on the question at issue. 
The Min’ister will also at all times communicate to the Resident on any 
matter relating to the Railway to whieh he shall desire to draw attention. 
All such communications and their results shall be reduced to writing and 
recorded. 

5. The Nizam's Government will not issue any orders regarding the 
Railway to any officers or servants employed on the line, but all necessary 
communications will be made through the Resident or such officers as he shall 
ajipoiut for this purpose. Summonses will be dealt with as is usual in such 
cases. 

6. The Resident in carrying out the business connected with the Rail- 
wiiy will exercise the same control over the Engineers and other persons 
employed ou it as he exercises over other officers and persons emjiloyed in like 
duties within his administrative jurisdiction. 

7. All the Engineers and other persons employed on the Railway will 
be appointed undJi* the Resident or by him in the manner customary in the 
Public Works Department, but they shall be regarded as servants of tlie 
Nizam’s Government. The employment of all Europeans will be subject to 
the reservations made in the 'treaties between the two Governments, and 
European British subjects employed on the Railway will be dealt with in 
accordance with the'rules existing from time to time for dealing with such 
persons in Foreign States. 

8. Any persons in the regular service of the British Government trans¬ 
ferred for eniji loyrncnlon the Railway shall have preserved to them the claims 
for leave, absentee allowances and pension, etc,, which they had while in the 
service of the British Government, and the Nizamis Government will make 
suitable arrangements to meet the payments for salaries and a proper propor¬ 
tionate contribution for leave, allowances and pensions of such persons. 

9. The Railway Police shall be established on the same system as on 
the part of the Great Indian Peninsular Railway in the Nizam s territories, 
and shall be placed under the general control and direction of the Resident. 

10. The general Railway Act applicable to Railways in British India 
shall be made applicable to the Railway and its management as far as circum¬ 
stances will admit. 

11. Regular yearly or half-yearly Judicial Returns of all cases dealt 
with in connection with the Railway shall be furnished to the Minister. 
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1^. The acfiounts of the construction and workings of the Railways shall 
be kept in Halee Sicca currency, and in the g^eneral manner adopted on the 
Kuilwiiys of the British Government. Half-yearly accounts will be furnished 
to the Ministers in such form as shall be agreed between him and the 
Resident. 

13. Half-yearly or yearly Returns of the working of tlie Railway and 
of the traffic will be prepared as customary on British Railways and furnished 
to the Minister together with the income, whatever it may be, every six 
months, the Minister advancing from time to time such sums as the Resident 
may require for the paj^ment of establishments and the maintenance and 
working of the Railway. 

14. The stores and materials obtained from England for the Railway 
will be charged to the Nizamis Government on the same system that is fol¬ 
lowed in making similar eliarges for the Railways of the British Government; 
and the {)a 3 nnents will be held to be due when the charges are so made in the 
accounts. The })ayments will he made at Hyderabad at the ordinary rate of 
exchange fixed from time to time for other transactions between the two 
Governments, or hoondees for the amount will be granted by the Nizamis 
Government on such places may he deemed requisite. 

15. A yearly or hall-y<‘arly estimab; of the rccpiirements of cash for the 
Railway shall be communicated at suitable times to tlie Minister, who will 
make needliil arrangements for the supply of funds at convenient places along 
the line ; and no demand for a supply of money will be made in excess of the 
estimated amount lor caeli |)eriod. 

1(). Tho Railway will be called the Nizamis State Railway. It will he 
the exclusive property of the Nizam's Government, which will receive all the 
profits derived from the working. 

17. The Engineer who holds the appointment of Secretary in the Public 
Works Department of the Nizam's Government will he at liberty to inspect 
all the works of the Railway at all times, and all reasonable facilities sliall be 
friven to him in such inspections for ascertaining how the works are being 
constructed and tlie Railway worked. 

18. The Troops, Military Stores, and Police of both Governments shall 
be carried on the Railway on the same general terms and system as are io 
force on Railways in British India. 

19. The Mails of both Governments will be carried free on the Railway 
and the arrangements for the postal service shall be regulated as nearly as 
possible as on Railways in British India. 

20. It shall be left to the British Government to decide whether they 
will construct the Telegra])h along the Railway at their owm cost, and so 
work it, or whether it shall form part of the Railway. But under any 
circumstances so many wires shall be secured for the use of the Railway as are 
required for the proper working of the traffic, the Nizam’s Government in such 
a case bearing a proper proportionate share of the cost of maintenance and 
working.

The 
former cireumstam^es to which you hav(! been ])leased to allude are all strictly 
true, because exe-hant^es of villa<yes could not be effected without obtaining- 
the ord CM'S of Ills late IJighness Afzal-ud-Rowlah, and 1 was not able, witliout 
intbrmatioii of all points, to make solicitations on any subji'ct. Hy m(\-jns of 
Mr. Cotd(M*y^s halter preliminary arranj^-ements were made for ascertaining, 
through the aid ion of the boundary settlement, the circumstances and condi¬ 
tion of tlie villag(‘s ri‘(|uiring to be (‘xelianged ; and now both Shanis-ul-Uniara 
Ameer-i-Kabeer Bahadur and mvself are jirejtarcd to have^ as suggested by 
you, the Herar boundary rectihed. 

2. Witli reference to the loth paragraph of your lid-ter containing an 
allusion to certain apprehensions to which I gave expression in eonversatiou 
witii Alajor Tweedie, you may rest assured tiiat no appreliensions in regard 
to tlic settlement of the boundary or any such arrang-ement emanating from 
yourself were entertained by me; because the boundary settlement, ])eing 
conducive only to good administration, cannot give rise to any ap])i-ehcnsionH. 
Tlic oidy doubt entertained by m<- was that in tlie ahsenee of any ]>reliminary 
ex]danation the exchange of unaseigned for assigned territory would result, lu 
didicultics in the event of Bei-ar being returned to this Covernment. Otlier- 
wisc there is nob the least doubt in I’egard to any arrangement made hy the 
British Govc*rnm(Mit. On the contrary, !<■ is a matter of certainty that any 
advice given by tli(‘ British (ioviM-nim nt is for the advaritag-e oi this (ioveni- 
meiit, since the former is, and always wall be, a sn])j)orter of the latter. 

All the ex]^lanation that has Ixhmi considered necessary has now been 
given by me. I have also to acknowledge the receipt of all your kind letters, 
'rhere seem to be no objections to carrying out tlie arraiigemfMits proposed hy 
Talookdar Khorshedjee and Mr. Hobson. On receipt of sanction from IJ is 
Excellency the Viceroy, I will issue orders for the exchange ; but even should 
you wish the exchange to be eflected at once, the NizanVs Government are in 
a position to issue the necessary orders. 

4. T1 lis Government binds itself to respect all concessions granted by 
the British Government during their administration of the said tracts. 

5, In conclusion, I have much pleasure in bringing to your notice the 
good services of Mr. Hobson, the Revenue Officer deputed for this work, who 
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personally undertook the trouhle of drawini^- up the necessary maps, and sup- 
pl 3 dni;‘ our Talookdar, Khorshedjee, for reetu'd in iny Odiee, with copies and 
for all kindness shown him while cn^a^ed in this work. 1 would therefore 
recjiu'st that you will kindly convey the sj'Ceial thanks of the Nizamis Govern- 
iiient to that oflieer. All Kn^li^li })apers eonuected with the suhjeet will be 
returned, after eopies of them have been taken, lou;-ether with the maps.

Memorandum of Agreement between the British Government 
on the one part and the IIyderabad State on the other 
concluded hy Colonel Peter Stark Lumsden, C.S.I., duly 
authorized hy the Viceroy and Governor-General of 
India in Council for that purpose, and His Excellency 
Sir Salar Jung, G.O.S.L, and Nawar Suums-ool-Omra 
Bahadoor, on behalf of the Hyderabad State— 1872. 

Whereas in a Treaty concluded on the 2nd December 1871 between the 
British Government and the Gwalior State, it is provided, among other things. 
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that H is H i^^hness the Maharnjah of Gwalior cedes to the British Govern¬ 
ment his ri^^hts and interests of every description in the villages named in 
Schedule B. annexed to the said Treaty, a cof)y of which Schedule is attached 
to this Mernoiandum of Agreement; 

And whereas the said villages are situated within the territorial limits of 
the Ilyderahad State; 

And whereas for reasons of State and for the advantage of both contract¬ 
ing parties, it is desirable to transfer to the Hyderabad State the rights and 
interests aforesaid : 

The following terms are hereby agreed upon :— 

(1) The British Government cedes to the Hyderabad State all its rights 
and interests of every description in the villages named in Schedule B. annexed 
to the Treaty concluded between the British Government and the Gwalior 
State on 2nd December 1871. 

(2) In consideration of the aforesaid cession, His H ighness the Niznm 
of Hy(leral)ad cedes to the British Governmtmt in full sovereignty the villages 
namiMl in Seh(‘dul(‘ A. annexed to this Memorandum of Agreement with all 
his rights and iuteiests tlu'reon.

Postal Agreement. 

Arrangement for the Exchange of Correspondence between 
the Imperial Post Opfice of British India and the 
Post Opfices in the Territories of His Highness the 
Nizam—18S2. 

Article ]. 

There shall be a mutual exchan^’c of correspoDtlence between the Imperial 
Post Office of British India, hereinafter termed the imperial post,^^ and the 
Post (Offices in the territories of His Ilig^lmess the Nizam, hereinafter termed 
the ‘‘ Nizam's State post." 

The term '' correspondence " shall include all classes of articles which may 
be forwarded by post under the rules for the time being" of Imperial post. 

Article 2. 

On corre.spondence originating in the Nizam's State post, and destined for 
delivery through the Imperial post, the Nizam's State post may levy such 
local postage as may from time to time be directed by the Darbar of His 
High ness the Nizam, But all such postage shall be collected by payment in 
advance, and the correspondence shall be made over to the Imperial post with¬ 
out any claim whatsoever. 

Article 3. 

Correspondence so made over shall be treated by the Imperial post in the 
same way as if it had been posted originally in an Imperial Fo.st Offii^e, no 
account being taken of any Nizam's State postage already paid thereon 
whether in cash or by means of postage labels of the Nizam's State ])ost. 

Article 4. 

Correspondence which may be made over by the Imperial post to tlie 
Nizam's State post shall be made over without claim when no Imperial postage 
is due and with claim when Im])erial postage is due. lu the latter case the 
claim shall be— 

{a) ou correspondence originating in Office of the Imperial post termed 
‘^Inland correspondence" one-half of the amount of the 
Imperial postage due; 

(i) on correspondence originating in Foreign Offices termed ^‘Foreign 
correspondence " the whole amount of the Imperial postage due, 
the terra Imperial postage including in this case the postage 
due to the Imperial post, or (in the case of foreign parcels) to 
the Custom House. 
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Articlk 5. 

On correspondence made over under liead (//) of tlie preceding!;' Article 
wh(‘tlier with or without claim, the Nizarn’.*^ State post may levy such local 
postage as may from time to time he directed hy the Darhar of His Hif^hness 
the Nizam, but on correspondence made over under head (b) no local postajj^e 
shall he levied. 


Auticlk 6. 

Correspondence received by the Imperial post from the Nizam’s State 
post or vica versa, wbi(!h may be undidiverable, shall be returned, and on corre- 
s])ondence so returned to the Imperial post, the Nizam’s State post shall have 
the ri^ht to reclaim any po.stug-e previously claimed for it under Article IV. 


Article 7, 

Detailed ri’^nlations for carryin*^ out this arrano*omcnt in respect to the 
particular odice dcsio-iiated for the cx(diano*e of correspondtmee on which 
Imperial postao'p is due, the forms to bo nsetl in exeiianoMii^* coircspondcnce, 
the })re})aiation and set ilemeut of accounts and other matters of <letail shall he 
drawn ont by tlie eonl rcdlino- authoriti(‘s of the Jm))erial })ost and tlie Nizam’s 
State ])ost ill direct communication witli each otlnu*, and the detailed reo-iila- 
tions so diawii out shall be subject to such modification as may from time to 
time be nuitually ao-reed to by the said authorities. 

Article 8. 

This arranfjeinent shall be executed by the Darbar of His Higbness tlie 
Nizam and tlie Ib'sident at Hyderabad, and shall be brougdit into ojieration 
from tlu‘ ] st Au^'ust ISBii. 


Article 9. 

Tills arranofcment shall continue in force for one year after Die date on 
wbieb one of the two contracting parties shall have announced to the other an 
intention to terniinate it.

Detailed Regulations for cnrryiii" out the Arrangement for 
the Exciiange of Correspondence between the Imperial 
Post Ofeice of Rriiistt Jndia arul tlic Post Office in the 
Territories of His Highness the Nizam, executed under 
date the 10th August 1882. 

Regulation ]. 

Correpyxjiidence orio-inating* in the Imperial post, on which no Imperial 
postage is due, and destined for delivery through the Nizam'^s State post, as 
well as all correspondence originating in tlie Nizam''s State post, and destined 
for delivery throui'h tlie Irnpcu'ial post, shall he (exchanged through any con¬ 
veniently situated offices of the two Departments. 

Regulation 2. 

For tlie exchange of tlic correspondence referred to above, no form of 
letter bill is necessary, as no claim is raised. 

Regulation 3. 

The exchange of regi.‘^tercd articles, parcels and correspondence, originat¬ 
ing in the Imjjcrial post on which Imperial postage is due, destined for deli¬ 
very through the Nizamis State ])(>st, shall be effected by the Hyderabad 
Imperial post office only in communication with the Nizam's State post office 
in Hyderabad. 

Regulation 4. 

When forwarding correspondence as provided in the foregoing Regulation, 
the Imperial office of exefiarige shall use tlie annexed form (»f letter hill. The 
receiving office of the Nizam's State post should acknowledge the receipt of 
the articles in the upper portion of the letter bill, certify the amount due by 
the Nizam's State post at the foot of it, and return the letter bill to the 
Impierial office of exchange. 

Regulation 5. 

W'hen returning (as provided in Article 6) undeliverahle articles such 
as registered articles, parcels or articles on which postage has been charged by 
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the TiTipeiiul ofhce of excli.'uig'e, the Nizam’s State post shall forward there¬ 
with a claim hill iu the aiuiexed form. The amount claimed shall he verified 
by the Imperial post office and the certificates (orif,dnal and du))licate) at the 
foot of the claim bill shall be sig-ned by the Postmaster of the Imperial post 
office, the original certificate being returned to the Nizam’s State post oH'Jce 
and the duplieate forwarded to the Postmaster General^ Madras. 

Ukoulation 6. 

From the certificates of letter bills and claim bills of each month, received 
from the Imperial offices of exchange, there shall be prepan'd, in duplicate, in 
the office of the Postmaster General, Madras, an account-current for the 
month showing the net amount due by the Nizam’s State post to the lm})eriai 
post. One copy of the account shall be sent to the controlling authority of 
the Nizam’s State post and the other to tlie Imperial Postmaster, Hyderabad. 
The former shall pay to the latter th e balance due.

Opium Agreement— 1883. 

Memorandum of Agreement between the British Govern¬ 
ment and the Government of His Highness the Nizam 
of Hyderabad. 

For the protection of the common interests of the British Government 
and the Government of His Highness the Nizam of Hyderabad in the matter 
of the opium revenue. His Highness the Nizam of Hyderabad has agreed, 
as regards His Highnesses Territories, that— 

(1) The cultivation of the poppy and the manufacture of opium shall 
be absolutely prohibited. 
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(2) With the exception of opium booked throug'h by rail to the Madras 

Presidency, no opium shall be imported without a license from 
H is H i^hncss the Nizam. 

(3) With the same exception no opium shall be exported. 

(Ii) The im})ort of opium shall as far as possible be confined to what is 
absolutely requisite for licit home consumption. 

(5) The transport, possession, and retail sale of opium shall be permit¬ 
ted only under license from His Highness the Nizam. 

2. His Highness the Nizam further agrees to communicate to the Resi¬ 
dent at Hyderabad all alterations which it may from time to time be found 
neeessary to make in the rules whiidi have been framed to give elTect to the 
above conditions, and not to make any alterations the eflccl of which will be 
to diminish the securities provided by the rules for due obscrvaiu'c of the said 
couditions. 

3. And the British Government has agreed that the Opium Agent at 
Indore shall issue passes for the transport from Indore to Hydeiahad of such 
quantities of opium as may from time to time be aj^plied for hy His High- 
ncsshs Government through the Resident at Hyderabad, and shall levy on the 
same, on behalf of His Higliness's Government, pass duly at the rate which 
may (Vom time to time be fixed by the Briiish Government, and shall remit 
the said duty through the Resident at Hyderabad in such manner as mav be 
from time to time arranged, })rovided that, if the Pritish Government tix a 
rate of' ])ass duty lower than Rs, bOO (six hiindrc'd) per chest of 140 lbs. 
avoirdupois, the rate charg('d on opium sujijdied to Hyderabad shall not be 
less than Rs. 600 (six hundred) per chest of 140 lbs. avoirdup..is, except with 
the previous consent of His Highnesses Government. 

4. Lastly it is ])rovlded that either of the j»aities to this agreement shall 
be at liberty to withdraw from it after giving to the other party twelve months^ 
notice.

and His lliolmess the Nizamis (jiiaranteed State liailways Coinj)auy Limited 
of the second ])a.rt : 

Wher^'as certain surveys, plans, drawino*s, spe(dfica1ions, schedules of 
C|uantities and (‘stimates and rc'poids liave ])een })repared by direction of the 
(lov'ciaiinent for t he const rnc'l i<u) and <‘(]ulpment of the ik'W lines her*']na I t er 
nnci t ioiK'd or some jairt oi pai'ts ther(‘of, and it is intended that the same shall, 
subject to such vai'ialions and imidijications thereof as hertinafLu- ])]ovidi'd, 
be a(loj>tcd ;;nd carried out by the (Company party hereto as nearly as cdreuni- 
stanees j)ermit. 

Nov^ this Indenture witnesseth that it is herehy acrecnl and deedared as 
follows :— 

1. In this Contaacd — 

Th(‘ex]iression “ the Governmentmeans the Government of His 
Hi o'hness the Niz:mi. 

The expression “the Company meatis the Company party to these 
j)rt\sen1 s. 

The expi’(’ssion “ the existin'^;’ Railway mcains the existino* line of 
Railwa\ from Wadi to Hvderahad and Sf^ennderahad, with all 
its stations, lands, works, en^iiK's and ollnn- rolling- stock and 
aj)purt enaneaxs. 

The expression “the new linesmeans the proj'osed new Railways, 
liereinaft(‘i'in Article 2 mentioned, from Hvderahad to W anin- 
^al, and thence to the southern frontier of t he State of llyd('ra- 
had man- Hizwada, and from Warun^al to the northern frontier 
of the said State near Chanda. 

The expression “ the lines means all lines for the time being* form¬ 
ing part of the undertaking of the Com})any. 

The expression “the first section means the said proposed new 
Railways from Hyderabad to M^arungal and thence to the 
southern frontier. 
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The expiession the second section ” means the said proposed new 
Railway from Warungal to the northern frontier. 

The expression Inspecting Ollicer^^ means an Inspecting Officer o^ 
Offi<*ers a]ipointed hy the Government and approved by th® 
Government of India for the purposes of these presents, 

2. The Company shall take over the existing Railway from Wadi to 
Hyderabad and Secunderabad (about 121 miles in length) on the terms and 
conditions mentioned in Articles 20 and 23 hereof ; and shall construct, at the 
times and in manner and subjpct to the })rovisions hereinafter prescribed and 
contained, a single line of Railway of tbe gauge of 5 feet 6 inches the first 
section, about 210 miles in length, to extend from Hyder.thad to Warujigal 
and thence to the southern frontier of the State of Hyderabad near Rizvvada, 
and tbe second section tliereof (about IbO miles in length) to extend from 
Warungal to the northern frontier of the said State near Chanda. The total 
length of the two sections not to exceed 370 miles. The standard dimensions 
of fixed structures and rolling stock as laid down hy the (government of India 
for the gauge of 5 feet 0 inches shall be strictly followed. 

3. The Government shall at the time of execution of this Tnclenture 
deliver to the Company, free of ch.uge, all the said surveys, plans, drawings, 
s[)eciticatlons, schedules of (quantities and estimates and reports already 
prepared for the construction and equipment of the new lines as aforesaid, 
and the same, subject to such alterations thereof and deviations therefrom 
as shall from time to time be agreed between the Government and the 
Coinqiany, shall be adhered to and adopted as nearly as circumstanees will 
permit. ^Jdie situation and extent of all stations, station yards, sidings, 
oil ceSj warehouses, buildings, convenien(.*es and apjiurtenances to he con¬ 
structed in connection with the lines shall be subject to the approval of the 
(Government. 

4. The Government shall, after the definitive selection of the route 
a.nd direction of the new lines, or of any part or parts thereof, and as and 
when required by tlie Company, provide free of cost to the Company the 
lands which shall ho ])ermanently and temjiorarily required for the con¬ 
s'ruction of the new lines or for the part or parts so selected and for the 
works connected therewith, and for the stations, station yards, sidings, 
oflicics, warehous(*s, convcuiienees and appurtenances aforesaid, and shall 
give to the Company piossession of the lancls so provided. All land of which 
po>^ession shall be so given which shall not be permanently required for tbe 
purposes of tbe Company shall, as soon as practical>le, be delivered up by 
tbe Company to the Government. The Government will permit the Com¬ 
pany to take, free from any royalty or other payment, such stone, sand, 
gravel, earth, brick earth and hx'aJ products suitable for conversion into 
lime and mortar, being lespeetively the property of tbe Government, as 
may be bond Jide reasonably necessary for the purposes of the (jonstru(.*tion 
of the new lines or any part thereof, provided that the same be taken only 
from such places within a convenient distance frona the works as an officer to 
be appointed by the Government and the Company shall agree.

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5. The Com})any shall, on receiving possession of the lands provided 
under the last preoediiif^ Artiele, proceed with dilioenee in the construction, 
in accordance with the suid surveys, ]>laus, specifications and other documents 
(subject to sijcli alleiations ;is aforesaid), of the new liues^ and of all 
such stations, station yards, sidinjrs, offices, warehouses, conveniences and 
appurtenances as aforesaid, including’ all works necessary or expedient to 
secure their jierinanem^e, and for the ))rotection of the same against injury by 
inundation or otherwise, and will complete the first section and the second 
section respectively within a period of three years from the date of obtaining 
possession of all the land for the same. The second section shall not, unless 
otherwise agreed between tbe Government and the Company, be comrnefieed 
until the Railway proposed to be constructed between Nagpore and Calcutta 
is near completion. The dat(‘ for such commencement shall be hereafter agreed 
upon between the Government and tbe Company.

During the construed ion of the lu'vv lines all 
iriatcrials to be used and also the manner in which the works are pertormed 
shall be subject to the inspection and ajiproval of an Inspecting Officer. 

7. Upon the first section being completed and 0])ened for public traffic 
throughout, the Government will, at tbeir own expense and free from all 
expense* ami cost. t'> the Company, wh(*th(‘r by way of rent or otherwise, grant 
to tiio (bnnpany n lease of, or otherwise seeture to the Company a right, and 
title to the land wliic'li shall have been provided for that section under Article 
4 (or so much of the said land as shall 1)0 permanently required for the pur¬ 
poses of tl’.e (bimpany) aiul tin* Railways and works constructed thereon, for a 
term f)f by yeais horn tin* datt* of the op(‘ningof the said sc'ction for traflic 
throughout, suhj(‘ct, to the same lu'ing sooner determined under the provi¬ 
sions in 1 hat. b(dialf lier(*inarter contaii;e(\ ; and the Governunmt shall guarantee 
to the Com])any theriglit to and posse.^sion of smdi land as against any claim¬ 
ant, but shall not be called upon to show any title thereto. 

The provisions hereinbefore in this Article contained shall apply, mutafis 
mulandift, to the second section, except that the grant to the Com})any of the 
lease or other title to the second section shall be made for a term co-extensive 
with the period of 99 > ears ajiplicable to the first section, and so that the 
period for both sections shall terminate at the same date. 

S. The C b)mpany shall keep the lines (or so much thereof respectively 
as shall lor the time being have been 0 ]>ened for traflic) and all the stations, 
station yards, oiiices, warehouses, conveniences, and works thereto belonging 
in good repair, and sufficiently supplied with engines, carriages, rolling stock 
plant and machinery, and shall keep the wfxole in good working condition 
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The. whole shall at all times he open to the inspection of an Inspectino; 
OHicer, and the company shall afford to every Inspecting Officer 
all such facilities as may be reasonal>ly requisite to enable him to per¬ 
form his duties. Tiie Compau}' shall upon notice in wiitinji: frotn the Gov¬ 
ernment forthwith execute all sucii works and do all such things as upon the 
Report of an Inspecting Officer shall he found to be necessary for keeping the 
lines in good repair and in good working condition, and sufficiently sujiplied 
as aforesaid.

t). After the new lines or either section thei(‘of shall he opened for 
traffic throughout the Government may from tirm^ l,o time, u})on the report 
of an Inspecting Officer, by notice in writing, reipiire the Gom])any to carry 
out at their own cost any reasonable alteration or im})roveniont in or addition 
to the lines, or in or to any stafions, station yards, offi(‘es, warehouses, conve¬ 
niences or W(*rks therewith coimecled resp(*(;tively, wliich may be necessary 
for the safety of passengers or of the public, or for aceommodation of in¬ 
creased or increasing traffic, and to supply smdi additional engines, carriages, 
rolling stock, plant and machinery as tlie Government may consider necessary.

pany a lease of, or other title, as aforesaid, to such land, for the period in 
Article 7 mentioned, and upon the same terms. It' in any case the Company 
shall fail to execute and complete the works to the satisfaction of an Inspect¬ 
ing Officer, and within a reasonable time, the Government may execute the 
works or the portion thereof unexecuted by the Company, and for that pur¬ 
pose may from time to time enter upon any land or premises of the Company, 
and the Company shall on demand pay to the Government the money ex¬ 
pended by the Government in executing such works, and if such moneys shall 
not he p:iid on demand the same shall carry simple interest as against tliefkmi- 
pany at the rate of 4 per cent, per annum,, to be computed from the time of de¬ 
mand for payment of such moneys until payment of the same : Provided, 
nevertheless, that the Company shall not be called upon to do or perform any 
work, or incur any expense, under this Article for which additional Ciii>ital 
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would be required, unless and until the Government shall have g'uaranteed 
such interest thereon not excedin^ £4 per cent, per annum, and for such 
period as shall enable the Company to raise the additional capital. 

10. The GovcTiiment may from time to time prohibit the Company from 
usin" any engine, carriage, waggon, vehicle, boat, machine, or appliance of 
any kind whatsoever the use of which sball be declared by an Inspecting 
Officer to be attended with danger to passengers or the pul die, and the Gov¬ 
ernment may, by taking possession of such engine, carriage, waggon, vehicle, 
boat, machine, or appliance, or by such other means as they shall think fit to 
employ, prevent the Company from using the same. 

11. The C()rn})any shall, unless hindered or prevented by accident or any* 
other matter beyond their own control, cause at least one train daily to be 
run from either extremity of the lines which shall for the time being have 
been opened for traffic, to the other extremity of the same lines, and so as to 
afford reasonable convenience for the Post Ollice. 

12. The rates and fares to be charged by the Company for the carriage 
of passengt rs and goods respectively shall not, unless otherwise agreed be¬ 
tween the Government r.nd the Company, be in excess of the rates and fares 
fron» time to time prevailing on the Great Indian Peninsula Kail way. 

13. The Comfjany will at all times convey free of charge on their lines 
of Railway, and on any part thereof which lor the time being shall have been 
opened for trallie, the mails and Post Ollice bags of the (iovernment and of 
the Government of India, and the guards and other servants of the Post 
Office in charge thereof, arid also (when they are on duty) all officers and per¬ 
sons in the administration of the Post Office of the Government and of the 
Government of India. Tlie Company will also at all times convey all troops 
and sailors in the service of His Highness the Nizam and of the Government 
of India when such troops are on duty, and all police officers, engineers, arti- 
zans, and other j>er.sons when employed in the business of the Government or 
of the Government of India at rates calculated as follows, v'lz,^ all commis¬ 
sioned officers and persons in a similar station in life in His Highness the Ni¬ 
zam's service or in the service of the (lovernment of India shall be entitled 
to travel in first class carriages at second class fares ; troops, sailors and arti- 
zaus (under the rank of eommissiened officers) shall be euiitled to travel in 
second class carriages at the lowest fares, and all such other persons aforesaid 
at tlie lowest fares. To every 100 men conveyed at the lowest fares two tons 
of luggage will he conveyed free of charge, and the persons entiiled to travel 
first class will be allowed the ordinary amount of luggage taken by a first 
class passenger free of charge. The ('ompany will also at all times convey 
all military establishments not hereinbefore specified, all horses and other ani¬ 
mals used for military purposes, guns, ammunition, military stores, carriages, 
waggons, camp equipage and equipments and all })ublic stores of what kind 
soever of the Government and the Government of India at the lowest rates 
for the time being ordinarily chargeable by the Company for the carriage 
of such animals, goods, merchandise and stores respectively. The several 
privileges of conveyance and carriage hereby stipulated for shall at all times 
be enjoyed and all other reasonable requirements of the Government or 
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of the Government of India shall be complied with in preference to and with 
priority over the public use of the lines, 

14 The Company shall convey ^old and silver bullion and coin and 
copper coin bclon^in;L»' to the Government or to the Government of India and 
the persons in char^^e thereof at special rates, to be from time to time respec¬ 
tively Ji^reed upon between the Government and the Company and between the 
Government of India and the Company. 

15. As reerards the electric telej^rapblc appliances already existing on the 
Kail way from Wadi to Hyderabad and ISecunderabad tl)e same shall be worked 
in accordance with the terms and conditions in ti)at behalf contained in the 
A^r^’oeinent of the 1 9tb of May 1870 entered into between the Government of 
India and the Government. 

The Government of India shall be at liberty to construct, maintain, use 
and work such electric tede^rapbs and telegraphic appliances as it shall think 
fit alon^ the lines or any part or parts thereof; and it shall be lawful for the 
Government of India for such purposes to enter at all reasonable times, by its 
ajj^ents, workmen or others on the lines or any ])art of tluun, and to erect, 
maintain, make, do and oxeeute thereon all such buildings, machinery, works, 
acts and tliinj^s not unnecessarily obstructing the working" of the Railway as 
it shall consider necessary or proper in relation to the construction, mainte¬ 
nance, use and working of the said telegraphs and telegra])hic appliances. 
And the Government of India shall not, in respect to such matters or any of 
th.em, he sui)ject to the control or interference of the Company. 

All bnildings, machinery, works and appliances erected or brought by or 
on behalf of tb^ Government of India on the lines or any part thereof shall 
bo and remain the property of the Government of India and shall be remov¬ 
able by it at pleasure. 

T1 le Company shall at all times furnish the (lovernment of India with 
such free passes over the said lines as ibey shall require for persons employed 
in or about the eonstruetion, maintenance, working or inspection of all elec¬ 
tric telegraplis and telegraphic appliances hereinbefore referred to or any build¬ 
ings or works appeitaining thereto. 

16. The Government of India has agreed to construct or provide such 
electric telegraphs and telegraphic appliances as the Company shall, with the 
approval of the Government of India, from time to time require for the pur¬ 
poses of working the lines, and to allow the Company to have the exclusive use 
(so long as they shall work the lines) of such telegraphs and telegraphic appli¬ 
ances and to maintain the same in good repair and good working condition. 
The working of such last mentioned telegraphs and telegraphic appliances shall 
be exclusively in the hands of the Company and at their cost. But the Com¬ 
pany shall observe the rules For the time being in force in the case of Indian 
State Railway Telegraphs or such of the said rules as the Government of India 
may from time to time prescribe for their observance. And the Company will 
pay the charges of the Telegraph Department of the Government of India for 
rent, maintenance, and inspection of the telegraphs and telegraphic appliances 
provided under this section for their use. 
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17. All materials^ plant, engines, rolling-stock, machinery and utensils 
required for the construction and equipment of the new lines, and of all future 
lines to be made by the Company under the provisions contained in Article 45, 
or for the maintenance and workinj^ thereof respectively, shall be permitted to 
be passed and imported into the territories of His Highness the Nizam free 
of all customs charges and import duties or other imposts. 

18. The Government shall provide and maintain for the purposes of the 
lines such a force of police as the Company, with the approval of the Govern¬ 
ment shall from time to time require, and also a Railway Magistrate, which 
jiolice force and Railway Magistrate shall be under the direction of the British 
Resident at Hyderabad, j)rovided that in case of difference between tlie 
Government aiid the Company as to the extent of the force required for the 
preservation of law and order the determination of the question shall rest with 
the Government. The cost of providing and maintaining the whole force of 
police emploN cd for the purposes of the lines and the salary of the Railway 
Magistrate shall he defrayed as follows (that is to say) three-tenths thereof 
shall be borne hy the Government and the remaining seven-tenths shall be borne 
by the Company, 

19. The Company and Its linos of Railway and undertaking shall be sub¬ 
ject to provisions as nearly as circumstances will admit of, and having regard 
to the provisions of this Indenture, similar to those contained in the “ Indian 
Railway Act, 1879/-’ and the Telegraph Act of 187(),'^ of the Indian Legis¬ 
lative Ch)uncil, and, if the (lovernment shall think fit, in any subsequent Acts 
all'ectiDg Knilways or Tdegraphs to lx* hereafter passed hy the Government of 
India; and tin.* Government will pass ah Act or A(*ts or issue an edict or 
cilicts for the purpose of giving to the Company like powers to those con¬ 
tained in the said Acts of the Indian Legislative Council, and such further 
Acts or edicts for facilitating the business and operations of the Company as 
the Company shall recpiire and the Government approve. 

20. Th(\ Government will, on the issue of the fully paid shares and on 
payment and satisfaction of the several sums of money mentioned in Article 
23, ])aragraphs (a), (b) and (c), in manner therein provided, deliver through 
the (Tovernment of India (who are at piesent in possession of and working the 
same) to the Company possession of the existing Railway, together with all 
stations, plant, engines, rolling stock, telegraphs, and all movahhi property, and 
also all stores thereto belonging or ajipertainiiig, freed and discharged of and 
from all claims on the part of the Government under the Agreement dated the 
(Sth day of October, 1874, and made between the Government and the Nizamis 
State Railway Company (other than rights of sovereignty) and so long as the 
Company shall maintain and work the existing Railway as a 5 feet 6 inches 
gauge line, from all rights of the Government of India under the Agreement 
entered into between that Government and the Government of His Highness 
the Nizam, and dated tlie 19th day of May 1879, except as provided in clause 
15 hereof, and will hold the Company indemnitied against all claims of the said 
Nizamis State Railway Company and of the Shareholders in that Company 
under the said Agreement of the Sth day of October 1 874, and against all debts, 
liabilities, and engagements whatsoever affecting the existing Railway, 
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21. The existinf^ Railway shall be vested in the Company from the date 
of delivery of possession thereof as aforesaid for a term which shall end with 
the term of 91) years mentioned in article 7, and in the like manner and upon 
tdie like conditions as arc stipulated in that Article with r(}spect to the land pro¬ 
vided by the Government for tlie first section. 

22. The capital of the Company shall be issued as follows: for the pur¬ 
poses of this contract, otlier than the construction and equipment of the second 
section £2,00i),00() in shares and £1,509,000 in redeemable morts^a^e deben¬ 
tures bearin^^ interest at the rate of 4 per cefit. per annum and for the pur¬ 
poses of tlie second section £500,000 of like debentures, and any sum or suras 
of additional capital not exceeding* £500,000, as the Company shall require, 
aiul to he raised in such manner and at such time or times as shall he agreed 
between the Government and the Company. 

2-h Tiie Company will, as the consideration for the purchase of the exist¬ 
ing Raihvay and for tlie oblig<tious, concessions and guarantees of tlu? Govern¬ 
ment in ibis Indenture expressed and contained, issue the shares and pay the 
sums of money hereinafter in this article mentioned, lh:it is to say — 

(a) The Com]iany will issue to the Sirdar Diler Jung Ralnidur or otlier 
the accredited rejiresentative for the time being of the Govern¬ 
ment ajipointed for that jmrpose and on behalf of the Govern¬ 
ment fully paid shares of the (/ornpany to the amount of 
,£500,000, at the time of the lirst genera) issue of shares in the 
Company (the numbers of such shares to he didined liy a supple¬ 
mental contract to be execul.ed by the parties In rero) ami to he 
filed with the R(‘gistrar of Joint Stot k Compjinies in fJngland 
before the issue of such shares. 

(//) The Company will pay £625,000 in cash out of the first moneys 
received by the Company in respect of the issue of its capital or 
any part of it, to a special account to be 0 |)eii(‘d at the National 
Provincial Hank of England, Limited, to the credit of the 
(Tovernment, and to be applied by the vSirdar Diler Jung’ Baha¬ 
dur or other the accredited representative* of the Government in 
acapiiring the interest of the English sharelioldcn-s of tlui Nizam’s 
State Railway Company in tlie existing Railway, so far as the 
eoMsideratiou for the acquisition of such interest has to be pro¬ 
vided in cash. 

(e) 'the Company will deposit £200,000 in cash with the said Bank 
for the purpose of the Guarantee Eund mentioned in Article 46, 
such deposit to be made out of the first moneys of the Company 
available after making the payment lastly hereinbefore directed. 

(d) And the Company will, within six months from the first general 
allotment of its shares, pay £641,666 in London in cash to the 
credit of the Government at the said Bank. 

24. The Company will [lay or cause |to he paid into the said Dank or 
other the Dank for the time being of the Company the remainder of its said 
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capital by instalments as and when the money is required for the purposes of 
this Indenture, 

25. The Government will, for a period of 20 years, pay to the Company 
in London, in sterling, by half-yearly payments, on every 1st day of January 
and 1st (lay of July an annuity equal to £5 per cent, per annum on all or 
any such sums or sum not in the whole exceeding* £4,500,001) as shall, for 
the time being’, have been issued in shares and debentures by the Comy)any and 
paid into its Bankers, or credited by the Company as p;dd up, and the Com¬ 
pany shall apply the said annuity in payment of interest at £5 per cent, per 
annum on the share capital for the time being paid-up or credited as paid-up, 
and in payment of interest upon the debenture capital for the time being, such 
payment of interest on share and debenture ca])ital being limited to the eapital 
mentioned in Article 22, and in providing a sinking fund for redemption or 
reduction of capital in accordance with the provision in that behalf herein¬ 
after contained. The said period of 20 years shall commence to run and be 
reckoned upon and in respect of each individual sum from the time when 
the same shall have been issued and paid into such Bank or credited as paid 
up as aforesaid. 

26. The Company shall repay all moneys paid by the Government in 
respect of the said annuity, and (unless otherwise agreed) in respect of any 
guarantee of interest under Article 9, and on all such moneys until repaid, the 
GovernnKMit slnill be entitled to simple interest at the rate of £5 per cent, 
per annmn accruing de die ni dlem.y and calculated on the snme moneys re¬ 
spectively from the respective dates of the payment tliereol to the (’omj)any 
until repayment, but such moneys or any interest tiiereon shall not be repay¬ 
able or payalde to the Government except so far as the said Government 
sliall become enlitled to receive the same under the provisions of Articles 31 
and 47. Provided, nevertheless, that the (jovernnKuit shall not be entitled to 
interest on any sucli part of any half-yearly payment of the said annuity or 
interest as shall be ultimately re])aid to the Government out of or by means of 
the net e.nnings (hereinafter defined) of the Company att.rihut’ahle to the 
half-year, in respecd of which the same half-yearly payment ol the annuity or 
interest shall have been made. 

27. All moneys received bv or on account of Gic Company in India in 
resyieet of tlie working of their lines or any part or parts thereof whicii shall, 
for tlie time being, have been opened for traHic, and all income in any wise 
received by ihe Company in res])ect of the undertaking carried on by them 
und(‘r ihe jirovisions of these presents (whi(di said irioneys and income are 
bereinaiter collectively termed gross earnings), sliall, in the (Irst place, he 
a])plicable in fuiyment of the working expenses (as hereinaf t' l* de(ined) of the 
Company in such manner tliat the working expenses of every half-year shall, as 
far as practicable, be borne by the gross earnings of the half-year to which 
such working expenses are properly attributable, and the residue remaining 
from time to time at the end of each half-year, after debiting all unpaid work¬ 
ing expenses incurred np to the end of such half-year, shall be deemed the 
net earnings of the Company for that half-year, and shall be dealt with 
accordingly. 
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^S. The term worhinir expenses^’ shall mean and iDcdiide the paymrnt 
all salaries and wa^es ot“ the oflieials and employes ot‘ the Company, and 
nil expenses of and incidental to the manai^ement, carrying* on and working- of 
the under talcing- of tiie C'ornpany, including all costs and expenses incurred 
hy tl»e C'ompany in and about the repairs and maintenance ot the lines, wirli 
all stations, station yards, oflices, warehouses, eonvenieiiees, junetions and 
W('rks, engines, rolling stoek, plant and machinery thereto belonging or there¬ 
with or thereon used, and all expenses of and ineid-Mital to the working and 
maintenance of any electric or other telegraphic or telephonic communication 
of the Comjiany. 

29. In the working expenses there shall be reckoned and included so 
much of the cost of provi<iing and maintaining a police force and Police 
Maoistrate for the ])nrposes of the lines as is not hereby agreed to he borne 
hv the Government, an i anv other moneys (wfietiier in the nature of a p iy- 
iiient towards a reserve fund or otherwise), which the Government and the 
Coni])any may from time to time agree, or sliall iu case of dispute he dt 
miruai by arbitration to he ]n-optuly chargeable to working ex}>ensos. Bub 
no part of the cost of the original construction of the new lines or any of t'no 
stati(»ns, station yards, otfiees, wareliouses, conveiiiences and works, or of any 
additions to the same or either of tl»ein, or of the purehasc (ex(;ept by way 
of renhujcment or reiuu^al) of any of the engin(>s, rolling stoek, plant or 
nniehinery helongiiig to or used witii or on or jirovided for the Comjiaiiy^s 
lines shall be included in the woiking ex])ensos of the Gon)])any. 

30. The Company shall keep a revenue account in which shall be entered 
all the gross earnings of the Company and the working expenses of the 
Company. Tlie revenue acjcounts shall he made u[) half-yearly to the 30tli 
<lay of June and the 3Jst day of l)(^eemh<‘r in every year, or to such other 
days as tlie Government and the Com])aiiy shall from time to time agree and 
arrange. 

31. So long ns tlie Government shall he liable to pay tlie annuity under 
Article 25, and aftf-r the termination of such liahiliiy so long as any moneys 
aie due by the Company to ihe Government, llie revenue receipts of tiie 
Coinj):iny shall be dealt with as follows, that, is to say—During the period of 
the said annuity the net earnings of every half-year shall be apj)lied, in the 
hrst instance, in or towards repayment of the portion of the said annuity, 
a,lid subject as aforesaid to any further guaranie(‘d interest which shall have 
been ])aid in resp(;et of the same half-year, iind the residue (if any) of the said 
net earnings shall he applied in manner following, tliat. is to say—One moiety 
thereof (or such part thereof less than one moiety as shall be sutricieiit for 
the purpose) shall be apfdied in or towards re})avment to the Government of 
such sum or sums of money as shall at any previous time or times have been paid 
by the Government to the Company in respect of the said annuity or (subject 
as aforesaid) any guaranteed interest and not been repaid; and the balance, if 
any, of such moiety of net earnings shall be applied in or towards payment of 
any other sum or sums of money for the time being owing by the Company 
to the Government. And as to the remaining moiety of such net earnings 
the Company shall be entitled to the same (or its own use and benefit. All 
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moneys payahle tn tiu? (jovnrninent mxlnr tins artiele shall he paiJ in sterling 
iri Lomlon or in lioinhay at the enrrent rate of exchariLic as the (Government 
may direct 

And from and after the expiration of the period of the said annuity in 
case any moneys shall then remain due from the Company to tlie Government 
in respectot the said annuity, or so Iod^ as any other moneys remain due hy 
the (Company to the Government, the said net earnings of the ('o.n])any in each 
year shall be applied as follows, that is to say ;—A sum equal to £5 per cent. 
))er annum on the total debenture and share capital of the Company (or the 
time being shall be retained hy tln^ Company and applied in such manner as 
the Company shall think hi; and the halanc^e, if any, of the said net, receipts 
shall he af)plied as follows, namely :—One moiety thereof in or towards ])ay- 
ment to the (iovernment of anv m meys then due by the Company to tlie 
Government; and the remaining moiety for the use and benoht of the Com- 
pany. 

When ad moneys due from the Company to the Government liave heeri 
paid and discliarged, the Company shall he entitled to all net earnings for its 
own use and henelil. 

The revenue account of the Company shall he regnlarly submitted by the 
Company to the (iov('rinnent, who may audit the same (the Company giving 
every facility and assistance r(‘quired for such audit), and may in case of error 
being discovered therein correct the same witliin three calendar nuinths after 
the aeeount, containing such error sliall have biam snhrnilted to the Govern¬ 
ment, tA'f-ry revenue account shall, suhjei^t to the correction of such erroi s 
as afoH'said, he considered as settled at the expiration of three calendar 
inontlis after tlie same shall have hetm submitted to the Government. Any 
reasonable expenses of and ineidei>tal to every audit on behalf of the Govern¬ 
ment (meluding the expenst's imairred hy the employment by the Government 
of any person tor any purpose connected tlier<‘with) shall be paid by the 
(aiinpany and shad foi in part of the working expenses of the Company, and 
the statement t)f the Gov(‘rnment of tiu* amount of such expenses shall he 
conclnsi ve. 

d2. All the expe’ ditun* of tln^ Company in relation to the formation and 
registration of the (’ompany, and the raising and issue of its share and 
deheutnre cajiilal and all oilier expenditure of Mie (Jomjiany during or 
relative to tlie original constrnetion and comjbdion of the new lines, with the 
stations, station yards, olhees, w^arehoiises, eonvenienees ana works thereof 
lespeetivtdy including anv works agreed upon as aforesaid and executed upon 
the existing ItaiUvay and relative to the (;ost of originally sup])lying the 
requisite engines, carriages, lolling sioek, plant and machinery shall, from 
time to time, he stated by the (’ompany and submitted to the Government, 
and as between the Corrqiany and the Government such expenditure shall be 
a!l< wed as capital oxjienditnre so far only as the same shall from time to 
tiuK' be or have been jircviously agreed to or subsequently admitted by the 
Government or its representative. 

«3d. If any cpiostion shall arise wdiether any expenditure incurred by the 
Company is to l»e treated in the whole or in part us a charge incurred on 
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capital account, or how the same is to he dealt with, the same sliall he deter¬ 
mined on the g*eneral principle that capital is to hear the cost of new works, 
of additional rolling" stock, i)lant, and machinery, and of siihstantial improve¬ 
ments of, and additions to, old works, roll ug stock, )dant, and maclunery 
(including the cost of any temporary new work, the constrin tion of which is 
requisite for the construction of a work properly chargcahle to capital), and 
that the cost of rc])airs, restorations, renewals, or rejilaceinents tails under 
tJie head of working expenses, and is not a charge incurred on capital account 
(provided that the expenses of maintenance or repair necessitated by causes 
oi her than fair or ordinary wear and tear if incuned within twelve months 
after the ojiening f{)r trallic shall be borne by capital). After the new lines 
have been ojiened for traffic throughout no ])ortion of the salaries or allow¬ 
ances of any of the C'ompany's jiermanent supervising or other administrative 
staff shall l)e ehargeable to capital, although lor the time being employed 
jiartly or wholly in directing or superintending work so ehargeable, and no 
expenses connected with the engagement or passage from or to England of 
any person in the (aunjiany^s service shall be charg«‘ahle to ca])ital unless such 
person shall have lieen specially engaged to carry out work chargeable to 
capital, and been actually employed on such work, but until the fiist section 
is opened for traffic tbroughout, all the expenses of tlie Company (iiudnding 
all costs of and incidental to the formation and registration of the Company, 
and the raising and issue of its capital as aforesaid) shall be chargeable to 
capital. 

o-f. If any difFerence shall arise between the Government and the Com- 
j’any as to whether any expenditure incurred in any particular case is to he 
treated as a charge incurred on caj>ital account the matter in dilference shall 
he refcived to the decision of the Joint Auditor if tl'(; Government and the 
Company shall have appointed such an otlicer, but in case a, Joint Auditor 
shall not have been appointed, then the matter in dilference shall he referred 
for final decision to the Company's Auditor or some other person, to be named 
bv the Company, and a person to be named liy the Government, or in case of 
tlu‘ir being unable to agree to an Ilrnpire to be named by them, and in the 
event of their failing to do so within fourteen days alter the dillerence shall 
have been referred to them, then the appointment of an Umpire may be 
made on the application of either party by Her Majosty^s Secretary of 
State for India. Tlie costs of any such reference shall, unleS'^ the referees or 
reteree shall otherwise direct, be treated as part of the working exjienses of 
the Company. 

Sh. Hie Company shall enter all the expenditure allowed under Artiide 
32 in an account to be called “The Capital Ae(;ount,^^ and when and so soon 
as the first seed,ion and the second section resfiectively and all proper stations, 
station yards, offi(‘es, warehouses, conveniences and works thereof shall 
have been completed and provided with the necessary engines, carriages, 
works, rolling stoerk, plant and machinery, the Government shall, by examin¬ 
ation of such accounts, ascertain and certify the amount of the expenditure. 
If any further expenditure shall from time to time be made by the Company, 
or if any payment shall he made by the Company to reimburse the Govorii- 
ment for moneys expended by the Government under Article 9, and if it is 
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aji^reecl between the Government and the Company that such expenditure or 
payment is properly chargeable to capital^ the same shall in like manner b<» 
entered in the eay)ital account, and from time to time as occasion shall 
require the said capital account siiall be made up and stated afresh, and 
tlie total amount of expenditure entered thereiti shall be ascertained and 
certified by the Government. In the said capital account shall also be 
entered any moneys produced by sale of property originally porebased un¬ 
der expenditure entered in the said capital account under article 32 or this 
piesent article, and the Government shall, from time to time, as may be 
iiecessarv, ascertain and certify the amount of the excess of the expenditure 
entered in the capital account over the receipts entered therein. 

30. The Comyianv shall keep accounts and returns of its trafTic in a 
manner similar to those required by the Goverunumt of India to he kept by 
the Indian Railway (a^uipanics whose uu<l<'rtakino-s are worked under tlie 
supervision of tin? Secretary ol State for India., and in forms similar to those 
in wliieh the like accounts and r<*turns of traffic are required to he k(*pt by 
such C()inpani(“s, or in sucli other manner and form as the said accounts and 
returns are from lime to time n'quired by the sai 1 Gov'-rnment, and the 
(i!oin]>any shall, at. its own cost, r(Mi(h*r all a<*counts and returns of tradic 
r(‘(]i.ircd to ht^ kept, by it. under Ibis S(‘ction, to the Gov(‘rnmciit at such times 
ns ilic (lovcmnnait shall from t ime to linu' iTMpjire. And the hooks and ac- 
c -unis <'f the ('oinpaiiy shall he (>pen to the iiis]K*ciion of the Government at 
all roasonal le times. 

37. ^flic Government will use their best endeavours to obtain for the 
Com'|)anv poueis to f rm junctions with otlau- railways near to aaiy of the 
livK's. and ])owt‘rs to run the trains of the Conipany on su(di otlu'r railways 
u])t)n reasonal)le ttu iiis and Comlitioiis, and will en<h‘avour to obtain such pow(Ts 
r>.r tlu; (’oni]):my with rc'bueiue to any railways that inav boK^afun* be foimcd 
in ihe tei-ritori<‘s of Ills Hiolmess th(‘ iS'izam, if such railways be not con¬ 
structed by the Company paity ]i(‘reto. 

38. 3heC(>m])any will, from time to time, n]>oii the requisition of His 
Hiolmess the iNizam, or (T tbe (R)veniment of India, mak(‘ reasonable ar- 
rauo-emonts foi' the use of tlu ir lim*s for the ]:>:issage of tlu' engines and trains 
of otli(M- 1 ail ways f<u the iutcrchaime ol traffic and rolling stock thereof, and 
for the use of any of the stations of the (a)mpauy, and fi»r the aecornmoda- 
t'on of tlie traffic of otiier railways, provided that all such arrangements shall 
b(‘ made subject to tlie payment of reasonable trills and charges and under 
reasonabh' coiniitions and icstrlctions. 

3ff. Kvery notice, direction, requisition, appointment, approval or cer- 
tiTuate to be oiven or sioned on the part of tlie Government for any of tin* 
puijK)ses of tliese presents shall he sufficient and liiiiding if in writing signed 
by any duly autliorised otliclal of the Government. 

40. 3 he C’ompany shall at all times keep an office establishod at Bomhay 
or H> dei*abad as the Company may determine, and shall keep at sueh ofTiec 
an authorised agent or comnffttee of agency with whom the Government 
may communicate on affairs concerning the lines. All drafts drawn and 
receipts given by the said agent or committee of agency, or under hi.s or 
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their authority on behalf of the Company, concerning the lines and the affairs 
thereof, shall be bindin"- on the Company, and every notice to be given to the 
Compaov other than the notices mentioned in any of the several articles 
hereinafter contained, which shall be served at the Company's registered ottice 
in London, shall be sufficiently given if left at the office first mentioned in the 
article, or if personally served on the agent or any member of the said com¬ 
mittee of agency. 

41. At the end of the term of 99 years, mentioned in article 7, the land 
which shall have been provided for the Company under these presents so far 
as the same shall not have been }n‘evioiisly delivered up by the Coinpaii}', 
shall with the lines and all buildings, works and fixed machinery thereon not 
then already belonging to the (Government revert to the Government free 
from all debts and charges whatsoever. The Company shall tliereupon deli¬ 
ver to the Governmend all plans, surveys, sections, books, ])riDtings, writini^s, 
drawings and documents wdiatsoever in any wise connected with llie lines and 
the affairs thereof, and the Company shall sell and the Government shall 
purchase all engines, carriages, rolling stock, plant and machinery and stores 
wliich at the end of the said term of 9.t years shall be the pro])erty of the 
Company and used in working the lines or in ooimection therewith, for such 
sum of money as shall he the fair value thereof for the purposes of the lines, 
the same to be determined in ease of dispute by arbitration in manner by arti¬ 
cle 4S provided in rc'spect of the matters therein dealt with, and such sum of 
money with interest thereon at the rate of £5 i)er C(*nt. ])er annum, calculated 
from the expiration of the said tenn of 99 years until payment, shall be paid in 
steiliug by the Government to the Company in London within six calendar 
months after the amount thereof shall have been determined. 

42. It shall lie lawful for the Goveniment to purchase all the Company's 
lines with the stations, station yards, oOices, warehouses, works, conveni¬ 
ences, engines, rolling stock, jdant, machinpry and stores thereto belonging 
upon the 1st day of January, which shall be either in the year 1914, 19?f4, or 
1954, upon giving one year's pnwious notice in writing to the Company in 
London of the intention of the Government to purchase the same, and, iu 
case such notice of purchase sliall he given, the land provided for the Com¬ 
pany under these presents so far as tlie same sliall not have been previously 
dtdivered np, with the lines and all buildings, works and machinery thereon 
(not then already belonging to the Government) and all engines, carriages, 
rolling stock, plant, machinery and stores used in working tlie lines, or in 
connection there\\ilh, or appropriated thereto, shall on the said 1st day of 
January, 1914, ]9;i4, or 1954, as the ease may be, and upon payment of the 
])urchase-money hereinafter mentioned for the same, become the absolute 
property of the Government, free from all debts and charges whatsoever, 
and the Company shall thereupon deliver to the Government all the engines, 
carriages, rolling stock, plant, machinery and stores used upon or in connec¬ 
tion with or appropriated to the lines, and all surveys, plans, sections, print¬ 
ings, writings, drawings and documents whatsoever in any wise relating 
thereto. The Government shall on the day on which the lines and other 
the premises mentioned in this article shall, under this Article, become the 
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property of His Ili^Hmess the Nizam, pay to the Company in London in stiT- 
ling so riiueh of fho soveral sums mentioned in article 22 as shall be unre¬ 
deemed, tog'ether with a bonus of £25 per cent. uj)Oii the amount unredeemed. 

43. In ease of any breach on the part of the Company of any of tbe 
provisions herein contained, it shall be lawful for tbe (Government,, upon the 
re[»ort of an Inspeeting- OfrK;er, to pj-ive to the Company in London six calen¬ 
dar months* notice in writino* of the intention of the (Government to termi¬ 
nate the interest of the (^ompany in the lin(*s and works, and the land provided 
for the same, and unless the default or hreaeli sball he made p^ood or reme¬ 
died prior to th(^ expiration of tlie said six <*alendar months, or sueii fuitber 
period, if any, as shall b(* agreed between the (Govornrnent and the (k>m))aMy, 
or determined hy arbitration under article 4<S, it shall be lawful for the 
GoV( rnment on the expiration of tbe same six calendar months, or sueh fur¬ 
ther period, as tbe case inay be, and upon payment of tbe amount next herein¬ 
after mentioned, to assume possession of the lines, works and land, and of tbe 
engines, earriae-es, rolling- stock, plant, maebinerv and stores ladon^ing; or 
appropriated to tbe linos free from all debts and < luir^-es wbalsoever. And 
in case of such ])oss(*ssion bein<^ assumed, the (Government shall pay to the 
CoTn])!iny in London in sterling* so much of tbe said sums mentioned in article 
22 as shall be unredeemed. 

44. II])on tb(‘ Government ac(|nirin<T tb(‘ right of ]K)Ssession of tbe lines 
and tbe interest of the (k)mpaijy in the same lerminating* under any of the 
three articles last hereinbefore contained, tbe obligations of tlie parties here¬ 
to under any of tbe provisions of tlieso presents (save tbe provisions in sueh 
three articles) shall as to any future operation tliereof cease. But it shall he 
lawful for the Governnumt, out of any moneys payable by tlnnn to the Com¬ 
pany under any of such articles, to deduct tbe amount (if au}^) of money iu 
tbe bands of the Company, representing sanctioned ca})ital remaining unex¬ 
pended. 

45. Tbe ('’omjiany sball not acquire any interest in respect of those 
sections of the Great Indian Peninsula Bail way now existing or already 
sanctioned in tbe territories of His Highness tbe Nizam, nor in any concession 
already made to tbe West of India Portuguese (Biaranteed Bailway C orapany, 
nor in respect of those portions of the Hellary Hraneb of the Madras Itailway 
Company or tbe Kliarngaon and Arnraoti State Bail ways now worked by the 
(Great Indian Peninsula Railway Company, but, save as herein excepted, the 
Company shall have tbe preference to make and construct all railways 
within the territories of His Highness tbe Nizam, subject to their acceptance 
within six months of the offer on the terms to he named by tbe (Government 
of His Highness the Nizam for carrying out any such railways, such terms 
not being less favourable to the Coiii]>any than those to be given to any other 
parties, 

46 And it is mutually agreed that the sum of £200,000, to be deposited 
by the Company under article 23 in tbe National Provincial Bank of England, 
Limited^ shall be paid out to two Trustees, one to be appointed by tbe Gov- 
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ernmeiit, and the other hy the Company, ;ind such Trustees shall stand pos¬ 
sessed of the same upon the trusts following, that is to say : 

{a) To invest the same, in the names of the Trustees, in any of the pub¬ 
lic stocks, funds, or securities of the British Government in 
England or India, or any other stocks, funds or securities 
ag-reed upon hetween the Government and the Compaiiy, with 
jiovver from time to time to vary the investments for others of a 
like nature. 

(6) To pay the dividends, interest, and income, as and wlien received, 
to the Government, so long as the Government sliall not make 
default in punctual payment of the said annuity payable by 
the Government to the Company under article 25. 

(c) In the event of any such default as aforesaid from time to time 

to raise out of tlie said dividends interest and income, or hy 
sale of an adeijuate part of the principal, and t()f)ay to the 
Company such moneys as the Government shall have here¬ 
inbefore agreed to pay to the Company, and shall have failed 
to pay on the due date, together with interest on all sueb 
moneys at the rate of 5 per cent, per annum from the due 
date tliereof until payment. 

(d) And suhjeet to the trusts hereinheforc declared in trust for the 

Government, 

And the Government agrees, so long as the said annuity is payable to the 
Company under the provisions of these presents, torihwith to pay and make 
good to the Trustees from time to time such sum or sums as tin* Trustees m.ay, 
under the trusts in suh-arti(de (e) of this article contained have raised hy sale 
of any part of the stocks, funds, or securities aforesaid, to the intent that the 
said Trust Fund may always be maintained during the period of the said 
annuity at the full value of £200,0UU. 

Provided always, that in the event of the death or resignation of either of 
the said Trustees, or of their respective successors in the trust, a new Trustee 
shall he appointed in his pla<*e by the Government if the Trustee so dying or 
resigniiig shall have been originally appointed by the Government, and hy the 
Conjpany if the Trustee so dying or resigning shall have been originally ap- 
)K)inted by the Company. The Trustees shall he recouj)ed all expenses rea¬ 
sonably incurred hy them in resf)eet of the said trusts and may be paid a yearly 
fee not exceeding £100 each for their services in relation thereto, and unless 
otherwise agreed between the Government and the Company, such expenses 
and fees shall he treated as part of the working expenses of the Company. 

47. The balance of the annuity to he paid hy the Government to the 
Company in pursuance of article 25 from time to time remaining in the hands 
of the Company after each half-yearly payment of the interest specitied in 
that article shall be immediately paid over by the Com])any to the Trustees 
mentioned in article 40. 

The said Trustees shall, during the period of 20 years mentioned in article 
26, invest all moneys received by them in respect of such balance of the 
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said annuity in manner mentioned in article 4t>, paragraph (/i), and sliall hold 
the stocks, funds and securities in which the said money shall he invested, and 
the acciuiii«r interest and dividends thereof, in trust to he aecuiniilated and to 
form a sinkinj^ fund for the redemption of clehcnture capital, and after the ex¬ 
piration of the said period of *20 years shall apply the said sinkins;- fund or 
any part or parts thereof in the redemption of any debenture caj ital of the 
Company, in such manner and at such times as shall be requisite havincf re¬ 
gard to the terms of issue of such debenture eapital and subject thereto in 
such manner and at su'*h times as the Government and the Company shall 
a<^ree. 

On the determination of the contract, any balance of tbc said sinlcinnj 
fund whicb shall then remain unapplied sball, in the event of the (loverri- 
inent purebasin^ the undertaking under article 42, or in the event of a for¬ 
feiture under article 4d, and up to the amount payable in respect of tlie 
debenture (•a])ital of the C’oinpany for the time liein^ unredeemed and subsist- 
in<r, and any interest thereon and all moneys for the time bein^ payable by 
the Cyompany to the Government, be treated as and appliinl by the dVustees in 
part ])aynient of tlie money payable by the (jovernrneiit to the Company under 
those arti(des respectively, and in the event of the said term ol‘99 year.-; expir- 
incf by ellluxioii of time, any sueli balanec shall be applied in repayment, so 
far as the same will extend, of the dt!benture eapital of the Comf>any, or so 
mu(!h theieof as irrimediat,i;ly before the exjiiration of the said term shall have 
beiui unredeemed and subsist,in^, and interest thereon and subject thereto shall 
be applied in payment to the Government of any inone\’s then })ayable by the 
(’ompany to the Government, and subject thereto the balance shall belong 
the (k»m])any. 

48, If the Government and the Company shall fail to ay-ree touching 
any matter with respect to which their aii^reement is required by those 
jiresents, or if any dispute or question shall arise as to the necessity for or the 
character, situation or extent of any work proposed by the Comjnniy 
or required by the G^iverumeut to be executed by the Company under 
any of tbc provisions hert inbeforc contained, or if in any ease whatso(‘V(*r 
(except with respect to matters referred to in article 31), aiiy dis[)ute, question 
or controversy sliall at any time arise between the Government and the Com- 
))iiny toiichinj^ these presents, or tlie construction or operations hereof, or the 
rights, duties or liabilities of either party in relation to the premises, thou and 
in any of such cases the matter as to whicb the Government and the Com- 
])auy shall fail to ajijree, or the matter in difference as the case may be, shall 
be submitted to a lioard of Arbitration, one member of which shall be ap¬ 
pointed by the Government, and the other by the Company, and the duty nf 
sucli Board shall be to enquire iuto and equitably adjust auJ determine such dis¬ 
putes, and if unable to do so by reason of- difference of opinion amongst the 
members thereof, or for any other reason, to refer the said dispute for determina¬ 
tion to ail Umpire, to be appointed by the mutual constmt of the said Board in 
each case before they proceed to arbitration, or in case the said Board shall 
not, within fourteen days after the dispute or diiferen(;e shall have been re¬ 
ferred to them, have appointed the said Umpire, the appointment of an Um¬ 
pire may be made upon the application of either party by Her Majesty’s 
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Secretary of State for India, and the decision of such Board, or in the event of 
tliere not arriving* at a decision, as aforesaid, of such Umpire shall be final and 
binding upon both parties, and no appeal shall lie therefrom, and upon every 
Bueh reference, the Board of Arbitration and Umpire sliall respectively have 
power to examine witnesses upon oath or affirmation, and to fix, settle 
and determine the amount of the cost of the reference and award respectively 
or incidental thereto to be paid by both parties or by either party, and to direct 
and :i\vard when and by whom such costs shall be paid. In matters not other¬ 
wise herein provided for, the provisions of the Railway Companies Arbitration 
Act, 1859, shall, mutatis rnutandia, have effect in relation to every arbitration 
under this indenture.

Whereas the line of railway known as the Nizamis State Railway and 
running from Wadi to Hyderabad and Secunderabad is now managed by the

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British Government, in virtue of an aj^reement conchuled between the (i<>vern- 
ment and His Highness the Nizarn on the 19th of May lb70 :—And whereas 
His Highness the Nizam, with the consent of the British Government under¬ 
took, in an agreement concluded on the 27th December 18S3, with His Highness 
the Nizamis Guaranteed State Railway Company, Limited, to transfer the said 
line subject to tlie fulfilment ( f certain conditions specified in the 2()th and

December 1SS.‘^ r—'Murefore His Highness tbe Nizam bereby undertakes and 
promises to tbe British Government, in respect of the reservations aforesaid 
as follows : — 

1. In tb(‘ event of the said Nizamis Gnarante<‘d State Railway Company, 
Limited, fa-iling to nurinlain and work the existing raihvay from Wadi to 
Hyderabad and Si'enmlerahad as a five feet six inch gauge lim' in the manner 
and aceording to the provisions of tbe agaemnent; datt'd the 27tb Decembm* 
1SSJ3, tiien the operations of th(‘ agreement enteriul into between the Jtritisb 
Government and ilis Highness the Nizam on tbe IDlb May l S7() shall recidve 
ami be(!onie of lull effect; and tbe rights of the British (i overn rnent under the 
said agreturieni shall be the same as if tlie British Government had never 
delivered the said line to the Comjiany. 

2. His Highness the Nizam will cause the Company, and its lines of rail¬ 
way and undertaking, to be subject to provisions as nearly sirnibir as cir- 
(aiinstanc(‘s and tbe provisions of the agreement dated the 27th De«*cmber 
lb8d, wdll admit of, to those contained in the Indian Railway Acts of 1S79 
a,ml 18S-S, and th(‘ Indian Telegraph Act, 18/(», ami if tbe Britisli (ilovern- 
ment shall think lit in any subseijuent Acts affecting railways or telegraphs 
wliieli may be hereaftcu' passed by the Ihilish Government. 

?). His Highness the Nizam will, so fa-r as lies in his power under the 
terms of the agreement, cause tin* Conipauy to oi>si*rve the ruh's for the time 
being in force in the case of Indian State Railway telegraphs or such of the 
said rules as the Ih’itisli (government may from time to time prescribe for 
their observance ; and will cause the tb>inp;»ny t,o pay the charges of the 
Telegraph Department of tbe British (Toveriiimmt for the rent, maintenance 
and inspection of tbe telegTapbs and telegraphic appliances provided for 
their nsc. 

4. His Highness tbe Nizam will, whenever he may be called upon to do 
so, render to the British Government all assistance that may be considered 
by the British Government necessary for obtaining from tiie Company the 
discharge of their obligations to tbe British Government in respect of the 
matters mentioned below : — 

(/t) ITiuI’r jirticle lo of tbe aforesaid agreement, dated tbe 27tb Decem¬ 
ber 1883, which provides for the free carriage of mails, and servants of the 
post office in charge thereof, and also (when they are on duty) of all officers 
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and persons in tKf» administiMtion of the Po^t OlHce of the British Govern¬ 
ment for the conveyanee of troops an i sailors in the service of the British Gov¬ 
ernment when on duty, atid all police oflieers, enurineers, artizans and other per¬ 
sons when employed in the business of the British Government at the rates speci¬ 
fied in the said article lo for t lie convex anee of military est ahlisliments, horses 
and other animals used for military purposes, ^ams, amrniinitiuii, military stores, 
carria.^es, vvaii^ons, camp equipage and equifiments and all ]ml)lie stores what¬ 
ever of the .lhiii>h Government, at the lowest rat(‘s ordinarily charn^'eable for 
the time heinc^ hy the Com[)any for the carriage of siudi animals, g-oods, mer- 
cdiandlse and stores respectively, and for priority of the privileges recited and 
of the re(|uiremeMts of the British Government over the public use of the 
lines. 

{/>) Uiidoi* article Id of the same agreement, wlilch provides tliat ilie 
(\)mpany shall convey g(dd and silver bullion and coin and cop})er coin 
belonging to the British Government, and the persons in charge thereof, 
at sppcial rates to be from time to time agreed upon between the British 
Government and the Company, 

(^) Tinder article 15 of the same agreement, which provides that the 
British Government shall be at lilierty to (u>nstru(d,. maintain, us -, and work 
such eleidrie telegraphs and telegraphic appliances as it shall think fit along the 
lines or any part or parts thereof; that it shall be lawful for the British Gov¬ 
ernment for such purposes to enter at all reasonable times by its agents, 
work men, or others on the lines or any part of them, and to erect, maintain, 
make, do, and e>:eeute thereon all such buildings, machinery, works, acts, 
and tilings not unnecessarily olistrueting the working of the railway us it shall 
consider necessary or proper in relation to the construction, maintenance, use, 
and working of the said telegraphs and telegraphic apjiliances; that the 
British Government shall not, in respetd to such matters or any of them, 
be subject to the control or interference of the Gompany ; that all buildings, 
iiiacluMcry, works, and ap|)liances erected or brouglit by or on behalf of the 
British Government on the lines or any part thereof shall be and remain the 
property of the British Government, and shall he removalile hy it at ph'asure ;

ings or works appertaining thereto, 

(d) Under article 16 of the same agreement, which provides that the 
British Government has agreed to construct or provide such electrii? tide- 
graphs and telegraphic appliances as the Company shall, with the approval of 
the British Government, from time to time require for the purposes of work¬ 
ing the lines, and to allow the Company to have the exclusive use (so long as 
they shall work the lines) of such telegraphs and telegraphic appliances, and 
to maintain the same in good repair and good working condition ; and that 
the working of such hist mentioned telegraphs and telegraphic appliances 
shall be exclusively in the hands of the Company and at their cost; but that 
the Company will not be permitted to themselves construct or provide any

(c) Under article 38 of the same agreement, which provides that the 
Company shall, from time to time, upon the requisition of the British

terchange of trathc and rolling stock thereof, and tor the use of any of the 
stations of the Company, and for the accoinniodatjon of the traffic of other 
railways, provided that all such arrangements shall be made subject to the 
j)ayment of reasonable tolls and charges and under reasonable conditions and 
restriction. 

if) Under any other articles of the said agreement of the 27th Decem¬ 
ber 18S3, wliercin an obligation on the part of the Company towards the 
British Government may be expressed or implied. 

5. His Highness the Nizam will supply the British Government, for 
statistical ])iirposes, with copies of the periodical accounts and returns which 
may be rendered to His Highness under the provisions of Article '6^ of the 
aforesaid agreement. 

6. His Highness the Nizam will appoint an inspecting officer for the 
purposes sjiecified in Articles 6, 8, 9, and 10 of the said agreement of the 27th 
December 1883, upon receiving the approval of the British Government to 
the said appointment; and further whenever the office of inspecting officer 
may become vacant will iroin time to time make appointments to the said 
office, subject to the approval of the British Government.

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Mining Agreement, dated the 7th January 1886. 

This Indenture made the seventh day of January 1886 
BETWEEN NaWAB MiR LaIK AlI KhAN BaHADUR 

Salar Jung Munir*ud-Douuah Mukrtar-ul-Mulk 
Imad-as-Sultana, Prime Minister to His Highness 
the Nizam, acting on behalf of the Government of llis 
Highness the Nizam (hereinafter referred to as “ j he Gov- 
ernment ”), of the one part, and William Clarence 
Watson of No. 7, Great Winchester Street, in the City 
of London, Merchant, and John Stewart, of No. 26, 
Throgmorton Street, in the said City, Esquire (hereinafter 
referred to as the Concessionaires) of the other part. 

Whereas the Concessionaires having, on the 7th day of November ](S82, 
made a proposal in writing to the (Government for the ^rant to them of such 
concession as therein mentioned, deposited at the National Provincial Lank of 
Knjiland, in the joint names of the Concessionaires, a sum of L 1(10,()()() as 
caution money, sid'ject to certain terms and conditions a^r(*ed h(*tvv(‘cn the 
parties hereto, and whereas by an Edict in writing, dated the 2nd day of 
June 1 8n 3, duly executed l)y the Council of Kegency of IJis Highness the 
Nizam at Hyderabad, Saiad AIkIuI Hak Sardar Oder Jung Sardar Dilc^r-ud- 
Honla Bahadur, C.l.K.,the Agent of the Government, wasamong-st other things 
fully authorized and empowered on behalf of the Government to enter into, 
sign and exeeute all necessary deeds and papers for granting a mining coii- 
ce.ssi<n) to the Concessionaires, and WHEREAS by a letter, dated the 5th 
day of July 188‘G, addressed by the Under Secretary of State for India to 
tlie said Saiad Abdul Hak Sardar Diler Jung Sardar l)iler-ud*Duula Bai)adur, 
the said Sardar was authorized to act upon the instructions so given to him 
as aforesaid by the said Council of Regency at Hyderabad, and whereas 
a Railway Company has lately been formed under the Companies Acts, 1862, 
to 1880, having for its objects (among other things) the construction of a 
Railway from Hyderabad to Warangal, and thence to the southern frontier 
of the State of Hyderabad near Bezwada, and from Warangal to the northern 
frontier of the said State near Chanda, and whereas the said Saiad 
Abdul Hak Sardar Diler Jung Sardar Diler-iid-Doula Bahadur has given a 
general acceptance of the proposal to grant to the Concessionaires the conces¬ 
sions hereinafter contained, now this indenture W1TNESSE^^ that, 
in consideration of the j•reraises, it is hereby agreed between the said 
parties hereto the Government binding itself as to the matters to be per¬ 
formed and observed by the Government and the Concessionaires binding them^ 
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selves as to all tlie matters to be performed a!»d observed either by themselves 
cT by the Company to be formed as hereinafter mentioned but subject to the 
transfer to the same (Company of the liability of the Concessionaires as herein- 
alter mentioned as follows :— 

1. The Concessionaires or their respective executors or administrators 
shall on any date within six months after the capital for the construction of 
1 he line from Waran^al to Sinirareni is practically assured, form in London 
under the Comf)anies Acts, iHtiii to lS8n, a Company limited bv shares with 
a eaj)ital of not le..s tiian £1,000,000 with powers to increase the capital hv 
an issue of delxmtures or otherwise if necessary, and havini> for or amon^ its 
oi*jects tlie acfjnisition of the ri^-lils ami liabilities of the Concessionaires 

iider these presents and tlie execution of the works herein referred to. 

2. If such a Company shall he formed before the expiration of the period 

fixed in danse 1, and if lieiore that period £150,000 of its share cajiital at the 
least shall have lieen suhscrilx'd for and £75,000 shall have been actually 
])ai(l up in resjiect of the siibscrilaxl share capital and if suc*h Company shall 
also before the said period have adopted this concession and made itself liable 
to make the payments mentioned in danse 11 hereof and in all other respects 
liable ujxrn ])resents to the same ext< nt as the Concessionaires were or 

would be lialde, tlum it sliall be lawful tor the Comressionaires t.o transfer to 
sneh CoTnpany the heneht of this concession, and upon such Iransier beinjj;- 
effected and notified to tlie Government liefore the (‘Xpiration of the period 
named in clause 1, all liability of the Concessionaires to the Government liere- 
under shall c(‘ase, and tlie said deposit of £100,000 shall be released to the 
(^>iicessionaries subject to the deduction of any moneys then due from them 
to the Gov(‘rnment. Until so reh*ased the same sum of £100,000 shall remain 
deiiosited as aforesaid. Provided always tliat £50,000 of such £100,000 may 
from time to lime be willulrawn and used for the purposes of prospecting 
and obtaining: specimens of ores, coal, and other deposits; but that no actual 
inininp;' operations shall be eomrmnuM'd, nor shall any oblio-atioii be entailed 
on the (loveriimeut to ^rant any lease under these presents until the Com- 
})any hereby agreed to lie formed shall have been registered, and such pro¬ 
portion of its share capital as aforesaid paid up. 

The lirst object of the Company thus constituted Avill be to work the 
eoal-field at Sing’areni. They will, when duly constituted, arrang^e, as speci¬ 
fied ill clauses 4 to 12 below, for the occujiation of the site and opening up 
the mine in such a manner that they will he in a position to supply (if so 
re(pured) not less than 500 tons of good coal per week by the date of the 
o])ening of the railway communication to either Hyderabad or Bezwada or by 
the 30th Juno 1888 at latest. 

At any time or times and from time to time until the Ist January 
1890, the said Company to be formed as aforesaid may, without payment to 
the Government, from time to time, select and notify to the Covernment the 
selection of such and so many of the following coal and iron mines and beds 
in H is Highnesses territories, namely, the Singareui iron mines, the Kammam 
coal and iron mines, the Sasti coal and iron mines, the Paoni coal and iron 
mines, the Nirmal coal and iron mines, the Hanamkonda coal and iron mines. 
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tlu* Yel^aiulal coal and iron mines, and the Medak coal and iron mines, as the 
said C’<»rn()any may wish to acquire for mining operations, and on which 
the said Company shall he prepared to ct»minence, within two years from 
selection, or from the opening of a section ot the proposed railway within 
reas(»nable distance, whichever shall first happen, active minim;- operations 
conformably with tlie terms of these presents. Every such notilieation shall 
deseiihe the premises therein referred to by reference to the villaq;e-f)lan 
or map relating to the same or otherwise with sulfn-ient certainty. Provided 
that this power of notif\ inj^ shall not extend to any mines or minerals which 
have once been liascd in pursuance of this concession, and have been surren¬ 
dered, abandoned, or forfeited as hereinafter mentioned. Providi'd also that 
no land shall he taken without the previ(ms consent ot the representatives of 
tlie Government heinf^ first obtained. 

■4i. U])on any such ])remises as aforesaid beim:;- selcided and notified as 
aforesaid, if the Concessionaires and the said Com})a,ny shall, up ■'o tiiat tiim;, 
have tully observed and t)rrformed their part of the said agreement, the (lov- 
ernment will, from time to time, at the expense of the Concessionaires or the 
('omf)any, but free of any pn'iniurn or other payment not herein exprf^ssly pro¬ 
vided for, ^rant to tlie Company or their licensed nominees (il any) and tlu? 
said Company or their licensed nominees shall accept, without any investi^-a- 
tion of, or objection to, tlu? title to such premises a lease of such premises for 
a term of 99 years from tlie date of these presents, upon and subject to the 
terms and conditions h(U-<dnafter referred to. Any number of mirms may, at 
the option of the said Coinjiany, he comprised in any one and the sarm* h-ase. 
Tile Government shall not he hound to ^raiit any lease to any nominee or 
assij^nee of the said Company, but only to the said Comjiany ; hut the (iov- 
ernmerit will not, ns a rule, wiliiludd its sanction to tlie t^i-ant of any lease by 
the Com]>aiiy, unless the proposed lessee or assignee be not considered sufli- 
ciently solvent. 

5. There sliall be included in every such lease so much surface as shall 
he ne(?essary for spoil hanks for the purpose of depositing the output from 
the mines, and for constmctiii"- huilding-s, roads, aaul works for carrying on 
mining operations under the lease, the quantity and position of such lands (iu 
case of dispute) to bo settled by Arbitration under clause 18 hereof. Pro¬ 
vided tliat no surface land shall be taken for smelting or any otlier purpose 
than g-ettin^ and carrying away the raw ores and other substances gotten 
from the demised prmniscs unless by special arrangement with the Govern¬ 
ment. 

6. Every lea^e shall be granted and taken subject to the payment of the 
rate of land assessment usually payable in respect of similar lauds iu His 
HighnessT Dominions. 

7. The privileges intended to be hereby granted sliall be taken to be 
subject to the estates, interests, and rights (if any) in or to the premises 
to be comprised in any such lease as aforesaid of all persons (other than the 
Government, and persons claiming under the Government by any grant of the 
Government of later date than tiic date hereof), and the Government shall 
not be called upon to grant any such lease, nor shall any land be entered 
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upon, nor any operations commenced within or under the same, until such 
arrangements shall have been made, at the cost of the (Company, as regards 
compensation to holders, occupiers or others, as shall vest in the Government 
and enable the Govern men t to hand over to the Company the lands, minerals, 
and privileges to be demised. Provided always that the Government shall 
not be hound to include in any such lease any lands not under their immediate 
control as to wlii<'li they may deem it inexpedient to make such arrangements 
as aforesaid. Every such lea^e shall contain a covenant by the Lessee to com¬ 
pensate all persons, subject to whose estates, interests, or rights such lease 
shall be granted, Ln- all unavoidable or incidental damage, and to keep the 
Government indemnified against all claims for such damage. 

8. Every lease sliall contain proper poweis to the L(‘sspe to work the de¬ 
mised premises and to use any part of the surface 1 herein comprised for spoil- 
hanks for the })urj)ose of depositing the output from the mines therehy demis¬ 
ed of whatsoever nature it may be and to make and construct, on such sur¬ 
face, all buildings, r(Tads and works, either tera])oiary or permaiient, of every 
kind, for working and carrying on all or any of the mining operations of the 
Lessee. 

9. Every lease shall purport to empower the Lessee for tlie purposes of 
mining, and, with the consent of the Government, to make and use roads 
over the lands adjacent to the premises com])riscd in such lease, and to 
lay down and use rails, sidings, and junctions (but without prejudice to the 
rights of any Riilway Gornpany), and to use all wavs, water-courses, rivers, 
and rivulets in and thronghont the tprritories of Ilis Highness the Nizam 
and belonging to the (iovernment, and also a covenant by ibe Lessee to 
maintain all roads in good repair wliicli shall be constructed by such Lessee 
on such adjacent lands. 

10. In every lease there shall be reserved to the Government all powers, 
easements, and rights necessary or expedient for working by themselves or 
their grantees in an efficient and usual manner all mines, fields, beds, deposits 
of coal, clay, iron-stone, limestone, and other minerals, metals, precious stones, 
mineral-oils and mineral substances not comprised in the lease, and whether 
or not under the same surface as the premises leased, and whether or not 
originally comprised in the lease. 

11. Every lease shall reserve by way of rent royalties on the amount of 
coal, raw ore, material or substances won, and su»*h royalties shall be fixed by 
agreenunt between a Mining Engineer to be appointed by the Government, 
and a Mining Engineer to be appointed by the Lessee, or, in default of their 
agreement, by an experienced Kngineer in India or England to be appointed 
by the Government of India, which said Engineers and Engineer respectively 
are hereinafter called the Mining Hoard, and tbe said Mining Board in fixing 
such royalties shall have regard to the quality of the coal, or of the ore, 
material or substances to be worked (as for example in the case of iron 
whether hematite, oxides, carbonates, or otherwise), the percentage of metal 
in the ore, the selling-prices in England and India of coal, iron, or other 
substance in question, the cost of carriage and all other circumstances, and so 
that the fixing and determining of such royalties shall be based and founded 
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on the general principle of a fair rent. The Company may, if tljreatened 
with loss by the commodities beinof unsaleable, be at liberty by griving; a year's 
notice to transfer to the Government such mines as they are unable to work 
profitably. 

li«. Provided that in case of the Sing^areni coal-field the rate of 
royalty shall be computed on quantities won and shall, if the sales be less 
than 100,000 Biitish tons per annum, be fixed at eight annas per ton, any 
excess over the above quantity may be charged with a higher rate of royalty 
up to a limit of one ru})ee per ton. 

12. Every lease (whether of the coal or iron mines hereinbefore mention¬ 
ed, or of any other miiu's or mineral suhstanees or materials under the provi¬ 
sions hereinafter containtHl for leases of other mines or niitieral substances) 
sh;ill also contain covenants by tbe Lessee {the word Lessee comprehending 
one or more Lessees, their respective executors, administrators, and licensed 
assigns) to the following eilk^ct, so far as a})plicable to the cases of siudi 
lease : — 

(1) To pay the said assessment. 

(2) To pay the said royalties to be reserved in such lease and to be 
fixed as hereinbefore piovided. 

(3) To work in every year of the said lease u]> to such a minimum 
total royalty as shall bo fixed two years subsequent fo the commencing 
of active minitig o))erations by the Mining Board to be constituted as 
hereinbefore provided. 

(4) To maintain in good order and repair, and to the satisfaction 
of tlu' Government, all roads, buildings, plant, machinery, and works cou- 
slrueled or used by the Lessee or any p(n-son claiming under the Less(*e 
(luring tin; continuance of the lease except mines incapable of being worked 
to b(Miefit; but this covenant is to be subject to the power of removal to be 
grauti'J to the Lessee as hereinafter mentioned. 

(b) That the Lessee, or any person claiming under the Lessee, shall 
not k('ep any armed ndainers, but shall, if necessary, apf)ly for j»rotection to 
tbe Government of His Highness the Nizam, who sliall engage to allord the 
same. 

(C) That the Lessee, or any person claiming under the Lessee, or 
their respective servants, other than natives of India, shall not have, nor 
shall such natives, by the permission or sufferance of the Lessee, or any 
ptason claiming under the Lessee, have any monetaiy transactions with the 
G<>vernment of His Highness the Nizam or the Nobles, Jagirdars, Jenmdars, 
Zamindars or other officials of the Hyderabad State, beyond those imovided 
for in the lease. 

(7) That; the Lessee, or the executors, administrators, successors, or 
assigns of the Lessee will not assign, underlet, or part with the ])ossessi(>n of 
the demised premises or any part thereof, unless with the previous consent 
in wnting- of the Government*

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(8) That the Lessee, and all claiming under the Lessee, will durin<? 
the term and after any section of railway is opened within a reasonable dis¬ 
tance in the best and most ellectual manner and to the utmost and on the 
most aj)proved principles, and with due provision for drainaoe and ventilation 
of mines and for the security of life and the maintenance of the value of the 
pro])eity, and without intermission, except when prevented by insui)erable ac- 
eiilent, work, win, j^et and raise all the mines, helds, deposits of coal, ore and 
otJier material or substanc(*s c()mj)rised in the lease ( except such as shall not 
b(! cajiable of bein^ worked to benefit), and so far as is consistent with the 
covenant next hereinafter mentioned. 

(9) ^riiat the Lessee, and all claiming under the Lessee, will not 
permit or suffer any subterram ous or other excavations to be made under 
or within a distance to be flx(;d in each case and from time to time 
by the Government Mining* Eng-ine('r (and which distance may 
vary for different deptlis or different soils) of or an\^ works or operations what¬ 
ever likely to damages strindnially any dwclling-bouse or building* belonging 
to any person other than the Lessee. 

(10) 'Jdiat except by the (‘X])r(‘ss consent of the Government, no coal, raw 

or other mat(u-ial or substance raised or gotten from the demised premises 
shall he removed from the pj’cmiscs for the ]>urj)Ose of sale or otherwise or 
convert('d (^r used for any oth<*r purpose until tlu* particulars thereof have been 
duly entered and reciorded tog-idher with the amount of the royalties ])ayable 
in r('S]>eet of the same, hut that, in the ease of coal and ores, the Lessee shall 
he allowed one-tenth of the actual winuiugs for colliery consumption and 
waste. 

ill) That the Lessee and the executors, administrators, successors, 
and assigns of the Ijosscc*, will, at his or tlu'ir own exjiense during the term, 
erect and continue at the ]daee or each of the ])laces where any coal, raw ore, 
or other material or suhstanc'C to he gotten during the term out of the de¬ 
mised jn’Cinis(‘s shall be raised or brought to the surface, a machine-house 
or miichuu'-houses and ket'j) the same in good repair, and set up and con¬ 
tinue a, weighing maebine or m:u*him‘S, with ]>ro]>er standard weights of His

and raised from tbe demised premises, and of all sali‘s thereof respectively 
with dates, wei^lits, names, prices and all such other particulars as the 
Government shall from time to time require and also of all rents and royal¬ 
ties that shall have become payable under or l)y virtue of tbe lease and will 
keep proper working [)lans with reference to all o])erations under the lease. 

(18) That all accounts pertaining to the matters of this agreement 
shall be kept in local currency and in such form as tbe Goveumment shall from 
time to time prescribe, and a true statement thereof shall be submitted yearly 
by the Lessee to the Government with copies of all tbe said plans. 

(14) That the accounts in respect of each of the following^ classes 
of minerals and metals shall be kept separately, viz. : — 

(A) Gold and silver. 

(B) Iron ore and stone (of which eacfi separate* quality is to be 
in a separate class as if separately here specified). 

(C) Coal. 

(D) Precious stones. 

(E) Mineral oils. 

(F) Alum. 

(G) Pottery earth. 

(H) Fireclay. 

(K) Limestone. 

(L) All other clays, metals, minerals and mineral substances ((*aeh 
to be se[»arately classified). 

(15) That all books, accounts, documents, plans, vouchers and pajiers 
relating to any operations under the lease and also all tbe mines and works 
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of tbe Lessee shall at all reasonable times be open to the inspection of any 
person or persons duly authorized in that behalf by the Government, and 
that free access and all reasonable facilities for inspecting and taking* copies 
of or extracts from such books, accounts, documents, plans, vouchers, and 
papers, and for inspecting*, measuring and testing such mines and works and 
all inTormation in connection therewith, which shall be required by such 
pers(Ui or persons, shall be afforded from time to time to such person or persons 
])>" tiie Loss(^e and all persons claiming under tlie Lessee, provided that the 
exer(;ise of the rights of inspection, measurement and testing shall be 
conducted at reasonable hours in the day time, and in sucli a manner as not 
to interfere more than is reasonably necessary with the workiirg of the mines. 

(16) That the accounts may bo audited half-yearly by any duly autho- 
tized agent or agents of llic Government who for that j)urpose shall liave j)OWcr 
to call for all such books, a(*connts, documents, ])lans and vouchers as he or 
they may think jn-oper for the verification thereof. 

(17) Tl'.at all pits, sliafts, machinery and works'shall he kept properly 
fenced oft* so as to protect the public, or their cattle, sheep or other animals 
fi’om tbe danger of straying thereunto, and that the Lessee or the executors, 
administrators, successors, or assigns of the Lessee, and all poi sons working 
under the Lessee tin* demised j)remises or any part thereof, will from time to 
time* within six calendar months next after any pit or shaft shall have been 
disused, arch ov(!r the mouth thereof with good bricks and mortar and will, 
within six (salendar months next after the 1st day of January in every year, 
eitlier till up and level such parts of the surface comprised in the lease as 
shall no longer he required for the operations under the lease (exeejit such 
parts as the (joverniiu'nt may fe(|uire not to be filled up, st()p])ed, or levelled) 
or make due eompemsation to all jiersons other than the Govc'rnmenl affected 
by failnre or omission to till up and level the sannq and at all cvfuits will 
cause the whole of the surlace comprised in the lease to be filled up, sto})ped or 
levelled within six ealendar montlis next after the end or sooner determination 
of tlie term ereat(*(l by the lease (except sucli parts as may he required by the 
Gov^<M'nment not to he tilled up sto])po(l or levelled and will within six 
ealtuular months either reinstate or restore the lands so to be levelled to a 
state tit for cultivation and herbage or make due eoinjiensation to all persons 
other than the Government affected by failure or omission to so restore and 
reinstat(^ the same. 

(IS) That at the expiratioTi or sooiior debumination of the term the 
Lessee or those claiming under the Less<e will d(*liver uj) to the Government 
the demised premises, togtqher with all erections and buildings then standing 
and being theieon and nil tixtures aiid additions ihereto (ex<‘ept such as are 
by the h a e authorized to he removed) in good aud substantial repair and work¬ 
ing order and in all respicts in such stale and cumdition as shall he consistent 
witli th(‘ due performance of the covenants in the lease except as shall he 
otherwise agreed In'tween the Lessee and the G(»vernment, and also all agiee- 
ments between the Government and the Lessee. 

(19) That a special Police shall, if required by tJie Lessee, Ixi appointed 
when necessary to enforce order between the servants of the Lessee when 
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engfa^od in o])erations on the pi’eniiscR leased and the subjects of Fiis Hio'hness, 
and that the cost of such Police shall be l)orne in the following* proportions, 
fv>,, yT) by the Ciovernment and Kv lb<^ Lessee, and that the Police force 
thus constituted shall be placed under the? orders of an oliictu* of the Govern¬ 
ment of India ap])ointe(l by the Britisli Resident at Hyderabad so long as the 
GovernIIleiit of India shall consent to such arrangement. 

(20) And also a clause for referring* to arbiti-ation any differences or 
disputes between the Government and tlie Lessee, such < lauso to be similar 
[inuiafis muttintim) to clause 18 hereof. 

And also covenants l>y the Government to the following effeetj (r/V.) — 

(21) That at the expiration or sooner determination <.f the term crciateJ 
by tlie ](‘ase or at any time priuuons tliereto the IjC'SC^^ shall be at liberty 
(subject to the right ot jiersons other ihan the Governrnent) to remove all 
engines, boilers and other machinery and plant of cverv dt^si riptimi belonging* 
to the Pessee, which may be or have been in use on the ])remisos tluTcin eom- 
priseil in connection with any of tin* ojierations under thi^ lease, or to sell the

agri'cd to be formed sliall proyide mim-ral trafhe on the same Railways to an 
extent of a freight of £45,000 ])er annum, ])royided that the Railway Company 
giyi'S reasonable facilities for such trafhe and the deyelojunent and working 
of tlie mines produce suflleieiit for that jnirpose. 

14. The Concessionaires, tbeirexeeutorsoradministratorsshal1not,nor 
shall the S!»id Company, keep any armed retainers, but shall, if necessary, 
apply to the (Government of His Highness the Nizam for protection which 
shall at once be afforded by the Government.

refer the sann* difTerenee or dispute to an Umpire to be apjiointed by the 
mutual consent of the said lb>ard in each ease before* they pro(‘eed to arliitra- 
tion, or in ease the Board shall not within fourteen days after the dispute or ditfer- 
enee shall have b(‘en referred to tliem have appointed the said Umpire, the 
apjiointinont- of an Urn])ire may be made upon the application of (*ither party 
by Her Majesiy^s Secretary of State for India, and the decision of such 
Board, or in the event of their not arriving at a decision as aforesaid, the 
decisien of such Umpire shall he final, and binding iqion l)oth parties and no 
ajq eal shall lie iherefiMin, and upon evt*ry sm h refi renee tlie Hoard of Arbi¬ 
tration and Umpire shall respectively have power to examine witnesses upon 
oath or afiirmation and to fix, settle and determine the amount of the cost of 
the reference ami award respectively or incidental thereto to be paid by both

This Agreement entered into this second day of January 1890, 
bct\v{‘en His Higuness the Nizam of Htderarad (herein¬ 
after called “ Ills Highness ”), of the first part; the Hy- 
herabab (Deccan) Company Limited (hereinafter called 
“ the Company ”), of the second part; William Clarence 
Watson, of 7 Great Winchester Street, in the City of 
London, Merchant (hereinafter called Mr. Watson), and 
James Graiiame Stewart, of the Conservative Club,' St. 
James Sreet, in the County of London, Esquire, and 
Charles James Stewart, of No. 70 Lexham Gardens, in the 
said County, Esquire, which said James Grahame Stewart 
and Cif ARLES James Stewart are the Executors of John 
S' l'EWART deceased, and are (hereinafter called Mr. Stewart’s 
T]xeeutors), of the tliird part, and tlie said William 
Clarence M^atson and James Graiiame Stewart, of the 
fourth part; Witnesseth as follows:— 

By an iiulcntiirc, datfd thf; 7tli day of January, 1886 (hereinafter called 
“ the Concession and inad(‘ between the Government of His Highness and 
the said William (darenee Watson and John Stewart (h(‘reiuafter called Messrs. 
Wat son & Stewart), it was ag’reed that Messrs. Watson & Stewart should, 
within the time therein mentioned, form in London a Company of the de¬ 
scription therein mentioiual, having* for or amon^ its olqects the acquisition of 
the njj^hts and liabilities of Messrs. YV^atson & Stewart under the Concession 
and the execution of the works theiein refer rial to ; and if within such time 
such a Company should be formed, and the proportions of its ca})ital therein 
mentioned should be subscribed and j)aid up, it should be lawful for Messrs. 
YV atson & Stewart to transfer to such Company the benefit of the Conces¬ 
sion ; and it was agreed that the Company should have certain mining and 
other rights within the dominions of Ilis Highness of the nature and upon the 
conditions more fully expressed in the Concession, to which reference is here¬ 
by made. 

Messrs. Watson & Stewart, as they allege, within the time in that behalf 
limited by the Concession, formed the Company, and subscribed and paid up 
the proportions of its capital thereby prescribed, and sold and transferred to it 
the Concession in consideration of certain fully paid shares of the Company 
allotted to them. 
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On tlie 20th July 1887 the said John Stewart died, liavinf]^ by his will, 
dated the 19th February 1885, appointed the said James Grahame Stewart 
and Charles James Stewart, and also Matilda Stewart and Henry Hardcastle 
executors thereof ; and the said will was proved by the said James Graliame 
Stewart and Charles James Stewart on the 9th August 1887. 

His Highness asserts and maintains certain claims against one Abdul Huk, 
who had been, previously to the said 7th day of January 1880, and then was, 
an official in the service of His Highness, by reason of his being, and as His 
Highness alleges, interested in the said Concession with Messrs. Watson & 
Stewart to the extent of a one-fourth part of share thereof or therein; and 
also in respect of certain dealings or transactions of the said Abdul Huk in 
connection with certain shares in the Company by disposing of them to His 
Highness. 

Plis Highness also raised objections to the propriety and validity of the 
formation of the Company, and to the terms on which the Concession was sold 
and transferred to it, and disputed the right of the Company to any of the 
rights or ])rivileges granted by His Highness under the Concession ; and 
usstuted claims against the parties hereto of the third part in respect of the 
formation of the Company, and the terms of the transfer to it of the Conces¬ 
sion ; and assert(^d claims against Mr. Watson alone, in respect of his acts as 
agent lor IILs Highness in connection with the disposition of the said shares 
by Abdul Huk to His Higliiiess. 

Suggestions have been made by some of the shareholders of the Company 
that by reason of the part taken by Messrs. Watson & Stewart and other 
parties interested with them in the Concession in the formation of the Com¬ 
pany, the settlement of the terms of the sale and transfer to it of the Con¬ 
cession, and the carrying of the same into effect, the Company might be en¬ 
titled to rescind the said sale and transfer, or to require the parties hereto of 
the third part, or the parlies interested therein with them, to account to the 
Company for all or some part of the profit thereby made by such parties re¬ 
spectively. 

The Company does not admit any of the assertions and claims made by or 
on behalf of His Highness. 

The parties hereto of the third and fourth parts do not admit any of the 
said assertions and claims, or of the assertions and claims so made or suggested 
by or on behalf or in the interest of the Company or the shareholders, and 
recognise no liability in respect of any of the matters hereinbefore referred 
to; but they are desirous of assisting the Company, and in consequence cer¬ 
tain negotiations were commenced for the removal of all objections, claims 
and disputes of any kind by or between any of the parties hereto, and the 
obtaining from His Highness of the recognition by him of the Company and 
its title to the rights and privileges granted under the Concession, and the 
confirmation of the said Concession to the Company with certain modifica- 
ations thereof; and these negotiations have led to the arrangement herein 
contained. 
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It has been ag^reed between His Hijj^hness and the parties of the second, 
third and fourth parts that the performance by the parties liereto of the 
second and fourth parts of the enj^aj^-emerits hereinafter contained on their 
parts respectively shall he aceepted by His Highness in satisfaction and dis- 
c;har^e of all claims hy His Hij^hness af^-ainst the Company and Mr. Watson 
and Mr. Stewart^s executors and estate, and all other parties orig’inally inter¬ 
ested in the said concession or any of them (save and except the said Abdul 
Huk as hereinafter moi’c fnlly appears), whether siK^h claims have Ix'en 
already asserted or not, arising- (uit of the obtaining of the Concession 
the arrangenumts connected therewith, the formation of the Comjiany, the 
sale and transfer to it of the Coi)C(\ssion, or the connection, if any, of tlie 
said parties with any dealings in or with any of its shares, all which claims 
are hereby abandoned. 

His Highness, at the request of tlie parties of the second and fourtli 
])arts, herel)y declares tliat in the ev(uit of this agreement being executed 
and the engagements of the otlua* parties liereto being duly jierformed the 
ilrafts of the leases and the ratios of royalties for coal and all other minerals 
mentioned in the (^oneession sliall be jiromjitly sidtled, in accordance with the 
terms of t.lie said Concession. 

The ])arties hereto of the fourth ])art shall subscribe or find resjionsible 
subscribers for £150,000 Deferred Share (Capital, so that the sum of £150,000 
shall be paid to the Company, and which Deferred Share Capital is not to 
rec(dve dividends for any 3 'ear unless 5 per cent, be paid for that year on the 
existing £ 1 ,000,000 of capital, hut when 5 per cent, is paid for any 3 X‘ar on 
the whoh'£1,160,000, further dividends for that year are to be paid on all 
without distinction. 

The Covenirnent of Ills Highness is to liave the perpetual right to nomi¬ 
nate a Director, who need not be qualified by shares, and who may reside in 
J^inglaud or in India, and who shall have the same rights and ])()wers as the 
other Directors, except with res|)cct to any differences which may arise 
between His Highness and the Company, as to uliicli he shall not he 
entitled to vote or otherwise act as a Dire<;tor. Any necessary regulations to 
this end are to be carried out hy the Company. 

Su])jeet to the duo jierforrnanee hy the parties hereto of the second, third 
and fourth parts of their respective engagements hereunder, the selecting 
j'criod under Clause uA of the Concession is to he extended to December 31st 
1891. 

Subject to the due performance by the parties hereto of the second, third 
•and fourth parts of tlieir respective engagements hereunder the Concession 
with tiie modiheations thereof stated in the preceding two clauses of this 
agreement, is hereby confirmed to the Company, their successors and assigns, 
subject to the due performance by them of their obligations thereunder as so 
modified. 

His Highness absolutely reserves and maintains all his rights and claims 
against the said Abdul Huk and his interest or shares in the Company ; and 
no steps taken or to bo taken h\^ His Highness^ Governm('ut with reference 
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thereto shall affect or prejudice the rights or posltiou of Ilis Hig-hness, or the 
obligations hereunder of the parties of the second and fourth parts. 

The Company confirms th(‘ sale and transfer of the Concession by Messrs. 
Watson & Stewart to the Company, and renounces all claim to any })art of 
the ])rofit made by means thei’cof by jMessrs. atson ^ Stewart, or any 
parties interested with them in the said sale and transier.

1—MYSORE. 

Tlic present dynasty of Mysore dates from the commencement of the 
fifteenth century, when two brothers, Vijaya Raj and Krishna Raj, came to 
Mysore and established a rule which, commeneini»* with a few villages, now eom- 
])rises the Mysore territory. The ninth Chiel* in succession took the fortr(*ss of 
Serino’iipatain from the Vi jay ana<^ar dynasty, and s])f>edily enlarged his posses¬ 
sions, which comprised by the year 170A an area of 15,000 square miles, 
with a revenue of fifty lakhs of rupees. The direct descent failed on the 
death of Dodda Krishna Raj in 1731, and thenceforth the real power remain¬ 
ed in the hands of the hereditary (jcneral of the forces, hy whom tlie Rajas 
of Mysore were selected. 

The first intercourse between the British Government and Mysore was 
during- the struggle for the supremacy of the Carnatic, at which time Mj^soro 
was still under Hindu rulers. In this war Haidar Ali, who was destined to 
sup[)lant the native dynasty by Muhammadan rule, commanded a force which 
the Maharaja of Mysore had sent to take part in the operations at Trichinopoli. 
It is unnecessary here to trace the various steps of Haidar Ali’s career. By 
intrigue and force he soon raised himself to the cljief ])owcr in Mysore, and 
deposed the Hindu ruler, Chikka Krishna Raj Wadiar. In 17(33 the Bombay 
Government concluded a commercial Treaty (No. CXI) with him; and in 176G, 
after his conquest of Malabar, Haidar Ali confirmed (No. CXII) all the grants 
and privileges acquired by the Bombay Government in Malabar. 

The rapid extension of the conquests of Haidar Ali over the neighbouriug 
districts made his power dangerous to the peace of the Company^’s possessions 
in the Carnatic. Therefore, in the treaty concluded with the Nizam in 1766,

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the English agreed to assist him with a force against Haidar. Scarcely was the 
treaty concluded when the Nizam deserted the alliance and joined Haidar Ali 
in invading the Carnatic. Their united forces were defeated, and the Nizam 
was detached from the alliance with Haidar by the treaty of 1768. Haidar All 
for a time prosecuted the war alone j but, in the following year, after sustain¬ 
ing severe reverses, and not feeling himself very secuirely established in his 
own territories, he evinced a disposition for peace. His overtures, however, 
were not accepted. In 1769, by a rapid movement of his cavalry, he appeared 
within five miles of Madras, and the English, fearing the plunder of the town^ 
eoiududcd a Treaty (No. CXIII) with him in A])ril 1769 on the footing of 
mutual restitution ol‘ coiupiests and a defensive alliance. The treaty with the 
Madras Government was followed on the 8th August 1770 by a Treaty 
(No. CXIV) bet-ween the Bombay Government and Haidar. Its provisions 
were chielly of a commercial nature. 

Under tln^ treaty of 1769 Haidar Ali claimed assistance against the Mah- 
rattas, with whom he was at war, but his request was refus(;d on the ground 
that he had been the aggressor by withholding the chauth whidi was due. He 
was reduced to great dillicultios by the Mahrattas and was glad to make peace 
on very disadvantageous t(‘rms. During the distractions at the Poona Court 
Haidar recovered most of the territories which had been wrested from him by 
the Mahrattas, but he never forgave the English for refusing him assistance 
in liis diiriculties. 

When war was declared between England and Franco in 177S, it was de¬ 
termined to drive the French from all their possessions in India. Chaudariia- 
gar, Masulipatam, Karikal, and Pondicherry surrendered without resistance, 
and there remained to the French only the small station of Mahe on the Ma¬ 
labar coast. Malic was situated in the territories of a petty (^hief who was 
tributary to Haidar Ali, and the British Government resolved to atta(;k it, not¬ 
withstanding the threat of Haidar Ali to retaliate hy an invasion of the Car¬ 
natic. The place was taken in 1779. Haidar Ali, as well as the Nizam, was 
further irritated by the arraugements made with Basalat Jang respecting the 
Guntur Circar. Having collected a large force, Haidar burst into the Car. 
iiatie in 1780, when the British Government were pressed for money and troops 
and ill prepared to meet him. Notwithstanding many brilliant successes iu 
the camj)aigu which ensued, the British army was so crippled by a defective 
commissariat that it could effect nothing decisive. 

As a means of assisting the military operations by creating a revolution 
iu Haidar^s territories, the British Kesident at Tanjore entered into secret 
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neg’otiations for the restoration of the Hindu dynasty in Mysore. A Brahman, 
named Trimal Rao^ who had for some years resided at Tanjore and had held 
othce in Mysore under the Hindu Government, was supposed to possess political 
powers from the imprisoned Rani. With him a Treaty (No. CXY) was con¬ 
cluded on the 2hth October 1782 on the Rani^s behalf. Its principal provisions 
were the restoration of the Hindu family to power, the payment by the Rani 
of stipulated contributions for the assistance of British troops, the future pro¬ 
tection of the country by a British force, and the payment lhroui:;*h the British 
Government of the tribute due from Mysore to the Mu^lials (Moguls) and 
of the Mahratta chauth. 

Shortly after the conclusion of this aij^reement Haidar Ali died on the 7th 
Dccem))ei 1782, but the war was prosecuted with unabated energy by his son 
Tipu Sultan. To further the objects of the secret treaty a scheme was formed 
at Sering-apatam for the release of the English prisoners, the seizure of the 
fort, and the proclamation of the Hindu Raja. But the project was dis¬ 
covered on the night preceding the concerted rising. Every one concerned 
or suspected of being concerned in it was put to death. The treaty led to no 
practi<!al results, and there is every reason to believe that the Rani knew 
nothing <d the treaty which bad been concluded in her name, or of the conspi¬ 
racy which bad been formed for the overthrow of Tipu^'s government. 

Tipu Sultan recedved vigorous support in the war from the French, be- 
twetoi whom and Haidar Ali there had always been a close friendship. But 
the do(dai'ation of peace between England and France, and the cousc(]u<‘nt 
withdrawal of the French tro(>ps, left him too weak to prosecute hostilities 
ah'iic. A Treaty of peace (No, CXVI) was therefore concluded at Mangalore 
on the ] Uh March 1784. In this treaty the Rajas of Tanjore and Travancore 
and the other allies of both })arties were included. The basis of the treaty was 
the mutual restoration of conquests, and the confirmation to the British Gov¬ 
ernment of all the [)rivilege6 granted them by Haidar Ali, The conclusion of 
this treaty nearly produced a rupture with the Mabrattas, who considered it a 
violation of the treaty of Salbai.* 

In 1789 Tipu approached the country of Travancore, then in alliance with 
the British Government, with the object of recovering Karanganur and 
Ayakotta, which district, being the key to Travancore, the Raja had j)urchased 
from the Dutch, but which Tipu alleged to form part of Cochin and to be

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tributary to him. His attack on the lines of Travancore failed ; and the attack 
was considered by tlie British (lovcrnment as a declaration of war^ and a 
violation of tl)C treaty of 17S1., in which the Raja of Travancore was included 
by name. The war whicli followed was closed in February 1792, when Tipu 
Sultan threw himself on the mercy o( his conquerors and gave his two sons 
as hostages for the conclusion of a preliminary Treaty (No. CXVII). Tbe Treaty 
(No. CXVIII) was definitively concluded on the 18th March 1792 at Serin- 
gapatam. Tij)u was by this treaty stripped of half his territories and required 
to pay three crores and thirty lakhs of rupees, and was bound not to molest the 
palegars ({>olygars) and zarnindars wlio had assisted the British forces in the 
war. The territories taken from Tipu were divided equally between the 
British Government, the Nizam and the Peshwa, in pursuance of the triple 
alliance which had been formed in 1790 to reduce his power. 

When hostilities broke out between the Mahratlas and the Nizam in 
1795, Tipu Sultan, who had eoinincnci'd intrigues witli the French, the 
Mahrattas and the Nizam, almost irnme<lia.tely after the ])eaee of Seringa})atam, 
assembled his army and f hreateiu'd to join the Mahrattas against lly(leral)ad. 
In 179S he sent amhassadors to the Ish^ of France to raise volunteers for the 
purpose, piihliely avowed and |)roelaimed, of ex])elling the British from India. 
The remonstrances ol' Lord Wellesley w(‘re ineffectual to induce Tipu to come 
to friendly arrangements, and in February 1799 it became necessary for the 
armies of the British (iovtu-nment and the Nizam to march against Inm. The 
war was terminated on tlie 1th May hy the fall of Seringapatam and the death 
of Ti})U, who fell bravely defending the fort. 

In dis])Osing ot the compiored territories, it was considered that the 
partition of them betweem the British Government and the Nizam would 
afford jusf. ground of jealousy to the Mahrattas and aggrandise tlie power of 
the Nizam beyond due limits. It was therefore resolved to create a separate 
li'overnmcnt in Mysore, and to bestow a portion of the territories on the 
Mahrattas, although they had taken no part in the war, on condition that 
the grant should form the basis of a new treaty with them. The family 
of Tipu was set aside and the Hindu dynasty was restored in Mysore under 
Krishna Raj Wadiar, a child of three years of age, the grandson of the 
ruler deposed by Haidar Ali forty years before. The districts on the sca- 
coast of Mysore, and provinces adjoining the British territories in Malabar and 
the Carnatic, yielding 7,77,1 70 Pagodas, were reserved by the British Govern¬ 
ment. The districts of Garamkoiida, Guti (Gooty), and others contiguous to 
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Hyderabad, affording* a revenue of (3,07,o32 Pagodas, were assig*ned to the 
Nizam. Provinces yielding* 2,03,957 Pagodas were offered to but rejected by 
the Pesliwa, and wore subsequently shared between the Britisli Government and 
the Nizam ; and the young Maharaja was put in possession of territory pro¬ 
ducing a yearly revenue of 13,74,U70 Pagodas. 

Krishna llaj Wadiai* was not a party to the partition treaty of Mysore 
of the loth July 1799,* otherwise than as the notitied future recipient of the 
liberality of the British Government. To give effect to its liberal intentions 
the British Government concluded a subsidiary Treaty (No. CXIX) with 
him on tlie Sth July 1799, to which the Nizam was not a party. The subsi¬ 
diary treaty provided for the location in the Mysore territory of a British 
subsidiary force, for whicli the Maharaja was to ]>ay seven lalrhs of Pagodas 
a year; reserved to the British Government the rigiit to assume the whole or 
part of the Mysore territory, if tliere should be cause to apprehend failure in 
the payment of the subsidy ; r(‘(piired the Maharaja to contribuU*, to meet the 
extraordinary expenses of war, such a sum as should bo (^oinsidered to bear a 
just and reasonable ])r()portion to his revenues; and bound him to good 
government. 

The descendants of Tipti were removed to Vellore in the IMadras Presi¬ 
dency, where they were liberally provided for. After the mutiny at Vellore, 
in which they were believed to be concerned, they were removed to Calcutta, 
wh('i*(^ tiie}^ contiuucd to reside as stipendiaries till 1800. A large sum was 
then (!apitalis('d as a provision for them, with a view to terminate their de- 
])endenc*.e on the liberality of the British Government and to absorb them in 
the general mass of the population. 

In D<^cemher lS03 a supplementary Treaty (No. CXX) was formed to 
effect certain exchangesf of territory with J Mysore; and in 1807 the sum

Put 
tbongb allotted to both parties, the Company alone retained possession of it, and tinally, on tlie29t,h 
December 180:J, the liaja resigned all claim to it on the cession to him by the Company of certain 
districts of equivalent value. 
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which the Maliaraja was required to contribute to meet the ordinary expenses 
of war was commuted (No. CXXI) to the maintenance by the Maharaja of a 
body of horse in peace and war. 

During;' tlie minority of the Maharaja the administration was conducted 
by an able Brahman minister named Purnaiya, who was invested with full 
powers of administration. He continued in office till 1812, when he resigned the 
g'overnment into the hands of the Maharaja, leaving in the treasury a sum ex¬ 
ceeding^ two crores of rupees. By a continued course of miso-overnment the 
Maharaja drove the greater part of his subjects into rebellion, which was a 
dan^^er to the pea(^e of the nelg‘libourin<>“ British districts, and in 1831 it became 
necessary for the Bi itish Government to interfere. The Maharaja had dissij>ated 
all the treasure acquired by the Diwan Purnaiya, and had involved himself 
deeply in debt. Notwithstanding: promises to put restraint on his reckh'ss ex- 
])enditure, he continued to alienate revenues and sell privileges and State offices 
to raise funds for his extravagance. The pay of his troojis fell into arrears. 
Extortions and cruelties w(!re pra(!tised ; and there was no hope of redress. 
The raiyats combined in resistance, and at last rebellion broke out, calling 
for tbe active exertions of a large British force in addition to the whole 
military power of the Maharaja. So gross was the mismanagement and mal¬ 
administration that it was deemed necessary for the British Government, 
under the provisions of the treaty of 1799, to assume the direct management 
of the State, subject to the claim of tbe Maharaja, reserved by the treaty, to 
a provision of one lakh ol' Star Pagodas per annum and one-lifth of the net re¬ 
venue realised from the territory, until arrangements for the good government 
of tlie country should be so firmly established as to secure it from luture dis¬ 
turbance. 

lu 1834 the Governor General (Lord W. Bentinck) visited Mysore. Soon 
afterwards it was proposed tliat the Maharaja should ceile the districts of Nagar, 
Chitaldrug, and Bangalore, with as much tej*ritory as, after paying the ex¬ 
penses of management, would yield a revenue equal to the claims ot the Gov¬ 
ernment of India on the Maharaja, which amounted to about thirteen laklis of 
Pagodas a year; and that the remaining districts of the province should be 
restored to the Maharaja under securities for good government. But it was 
finally decided not to restore any portion of the territory until the adminis¬ 
tration hud been established on a sound footing. The government was accord¬ 
ingly carried on by British ''Commissioners for the government of the terri¬ 
tories of Mysore.^' At first there was a Board of two Commissioners, with a 
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Resident attached as before to the Court of the Maharaja. It was, however, 
almost immediately found necessary to substitute for the Board a single Com¬ 
missioner; and in 1813 the post of Resident was abolished. 

At different times the Maharaja made applications for the restoration of 
his State. The application made in February 1861 was rejected by Lord Can¬ 
ning in March IS62, because the improvement which had been effected in the 
administration had l)een effected in spite of opposition on the part of the 
Maharaja and his partisans; because the grant of territories to the Maharaja, 
under tlie subsidiary treaty of Mysore, was made solely in virtue of powers 
ac(juired by the British Government by conquest, and not of any hereditary 
rights of the Maharaja; because the conditions of the grant had been for 
twenty y(*ars flagrantly and habitually violated before the British Government 
interfered to enforce the remedy provided by the subsidiary treaty ; because no 
expectation, direct or indirect, had been held out that the Maharajahs autiiority 
would be restored in his lifetime under its former conditions, although language 
had been used consistent with a jmrpose, at some future time and under condi¬ 
tions left undefined, to restore a Native government, but not specilieally that of 
the Maharaja; because the provision secured by treaty to the Maharaja in the 
event of the resumption of his territories, which provision was a })ersonal and 
not an hereditary one, had been fully secured to and enjoyed by him ; because the 
obligations of the British Government to the people of Mysore were as sacred 
as its obligations to the Maharaja; and, finally, because there was no security 
against a relapse into misgovernment if the Maharaja's authority should be 
restored. 

In spite of this refusal the Maharaja continued to press his claims, and in 
186;i he appealed to Her Majesty's Government. After careful consideration of 
the arguments brought forward by the Maharaja, Her Majesty's Government 
decided that the assumption of the administration of the Mysore territories 
was in accordance with the provisions of the subsidiary treaty, and that the 
Maharaja could not as of right claim its restoration; further that the rein¬ 
statement of the Maharaja in the administration of the country was incompati¬ 
ble with the true interests of the people of Mysore. 

On this final decision being communicated in February 1864 to the 
Maharaja he submitted a statement of requests, of which the most important 
was that he should be permitted to adopt a son and heir to inherit his country 
and hold it as a Native State. The Government of India, while recognising 
the Raja’s right to adopt so far as his private property was concerned, inform- 
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ed him in March 18G4 that no authority to adopt a successor to the State 
of M ysore had ever been g'iven him, and that no such power could now be 
conceded. The decision was upheld by Her MajestyGovernment. About 
the same time the Government of India compromised for about 30 lakhs the 
private debts of the Chief, which amounted to upwards of 55 lakhs of rupees. 

In June 1865, notwithstanding the earlier decision of the Government, 
the Maharaja adopted Chamrajendra Wadiar Bahadur, a child 24 years of age, 
and a member of the Bcttada Kote branch of the ruling family, as successor 
to all his rights and privileges. The Government of India declined to recog¬ 
nise the adoption or to accord to the Maharaja’s adopted son the honours 
and privileges due to the heir to the State of Mysore. 

In the following year the Maharaja again urged the question of the 
recognition of his adopted son, and in April 18()7 his reejuests met with a 
favourable response. Without entering into any minute exaniinntion of the 
terms of the treaty of 17ttb, Her Majesty’s Gov(3ri]njeiit iY‘cognised in the 
policy which dictated that settlenn'iit a desiri* to ])rovide for tlie maintenance 
of an Indian dynasty in Mysore uj)on terms whieli sliould at once afford a 
guarantee for the good government of the j)eo})le and for the security of 
British rights and interests. Having regard to the antiquity of the Maha¬ 
raja’s family, its long coimectiou with Mysore, and the personal loyalty and 
attachment to the British Government which the Maharaja had manifested, 
the British Government desired to maintain that family on the gadi in the 
})crson of the Maharaja’s adopted son, upon terms corresponding with those 
made in 1799, so far as the altered circumstances of the lime would allow. 
But before replacing the people of Mysore, in wliose welfare the British 
Government felt ])eeuliar interest owing to their having so long been under 
British administration, under the rule of a Native ruler, it was held that it 
would be necessary both to give the young Chief an education calculated to 
prepare him for the duties of administration, and also to enter into an agree¬ 
ment with him as to the princi])les iij)on which he should rule the country. 
If at the demise of the Maharaja the young prince should not have attained 
his mnjority, the Mysore territory should, it was decided, continue to he 
governed in his name upon the same principles and under the same regulations 
as might be then in force. 

Maharaja Krishna Baj Wadiar, who had been appointed to be a Knight 
Grand Commander of the Most Exalted Order of the Star of India, survived 
only a year after the completion of this arrangement, and died on the 27th

Marcli 1 808, at the a"e of seventy-four. A Proclamation (No. CXXII) was 
issued acknowledg-ing^ the succession of Chamrajendra Wadiar, and stating Iluvt 
durin<jr his minority the Mysore territory would be admiuistered in his name by 
the British Government; and that if on his attaining the age of eighteen years 
he should be found qualified for the discliarge of the duties of his positioiq the 
government of the country would be entrusted to him, subject to such condi¬ 
tions as might be determined at that time. The Maharaja was accordingly 
])ubliely installed by the Commissioner of Mysore on the 23rd Sei)tembcr 
18 G 8 . 

Between the date of the settlement of his debts in 1864 and the time of his 
deatli in 18()8 Maharaja Krishna Raj Wadiar had contracted further liabili¬ 
ties to the amount of 13 lalchs of rupiu^s. These were liquidated from the sur¬ 
plus revenues of iM 3 ’sore. It had been intended to set apart this surplus as a 
fund for the support of the relatives and dependents of Maharaja Krishiui Raj 
Wadiar after his death, but this was nmdered unnecessary V)y tbe continuance 
of the ruling family in the person of the Maharajahs adojited son. 

Th e jieeount of the one-fifth of the net revenues of ]\r\^soro, which had 
been paid to ^Maharaja Krishna Raj Wadiar during his lifeliim.* under art iele 5 
of the tieaty of 17b9, and which had for several years averagi*d 13 lakhs of 
rupees per aiiniim, was elosinl at his death. All the revenues of Mysore were 
thereafter administered in trust hy the British (Toverumeiit, a separate account 
being kept of the provision mad(‘ for tbe support of tbe Maharaja, his family 
and de])eudeiits, and the unapproju’iated balances being accumulated lor the 
beiieht of the Maharaja and the State of Mysore. 

The opportuuify afforded hy Maharaja Krishna Raj Wadiar^s death was 
taken to revise the overgrown ]Kilace establishments, the cost of wliich was 
reduced to nearly half its amount. One of the principal items of palace 
expenditure .still consists of the allowances which are ])ald to the family eon- 
neetions of the Chief. Of these there are three classes, the Arsus or Kaj- 
bandhus, who claim a common descent with the ruling family; the Kumars 
or illegitimate descendants of the Mysore Chiefs; and the Sivaehars or blood 
relations of those with whom illegitimate connections were formi'd. The 
stipends of the grandsons and male Arsus are hereditary and amount to 
Riuiees 1,18,000 per annum : the eontinnance or lapse of the stipends enjoyed 
hy the others is regulated by a code of rules sanctioned by the Government of 
India. 
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In JS77 it was arran£]f(‘(] that, tbc lands in the Mysore State occupied by 
tlie Mad las rallwa}^ should bo held to have been transferred with full jurisdic¬ 
tion, sliort of sovereignty rights, to the British Government. 

On the 5th Marcli ] 881, the Maliaraja Chamrajendra Wadiar Bahadur 
attained the age of 18 years; and on the ‘25th of the same month the rendi¬ 
tion of Mysore to native rule was effected by the installation of the young 
f^hlef as Maharaja of Mysore under the following Proclamation (No. CXXIIl) 
of the Viceroy and Governor-General of India in Council : — 

Wh ereas in th(‘ year lS(i8 the Viceroy and Governor-General of India 
in Council announced, l)y proclamation to the Chiefs and people in Mysore, 
that 11 is II ighness Chamrajendra Wadiar Bahadur, the adopted son of the 
late Maharaj.'i Krishna ll-aj Wadiar Bahadur, had been acknowledged by the 
Government of India as successor to Maharaja Krislina Baj Wadiar and as 
Maharaja of the iMysoi'c territories, and declared that when His Highness 
should attain tdie age <>f eighteen) years, tl)e government of the country would 
be entrusted to iiim, subject to such conditions as might be detennined at the 
time ; 

Now, tliorefore. Ills ExcelloiK'y the Viceroy and Governor-General of 
India in (knincil announces to the (Hiiefs and people of Mysr>re, by command 
of Her Majesty tlie (lueeii of Great Britain and Ireland and Empress of India, 
that 11 is Highness Cliamra jendra Wadiar Bahadur is herc))y placed iu pos¬ 
session of the territories of Mysore, and invested with the administration of 
the Mysore State. 

“And His Excellency tlie Aieeroy and Governor-General in Council 
declares further to tlx' Chiefs and p(‘ople of Mysore that the administration of 
the aforesaid territories by the Britij>h Government has on this day ceased and 
determ i 11 ed.^^ 

The Maharaja at the same time signed a Sanad or Instrument of 
Transfer (No. CXXIV) describing in twenty-four articles the conditions upon 
wliieh the administration of th<‘ Mysore State was transferred to him by the 
British Government. By the fiftli article the subsidy of twenty-five lakhs of 
rupees a year hitherto paid to the British Government by Mysore was 
enhanced to thirty-five lakhs. 

On the 5th of April 1881, the Maharaja signed a Heed of Assignment 
(No. eXXA^), making over (with effect from the date of his accession, the 

25th March ISSJ) free of charge, to the exclusive management of the British 
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Goverumentj for tbe purposes stated in article f) of the Instnimontof Transfer, 
all lands forming the Civil and Military Station of ]bin<;alore^ and certain 
adjacent villag-es, as described in the sebedule attached to the Deed of 
Assi^niment. The Maharaja renounced all jurisdiction in the lands so as- 
sif^ned. Their area is about 12^ stpiare miles, witli a ])opulation, aceordiug* to 
the census of 1891, of 100,081. The Island of Serin<;-apatam, which hitherto 
had formed a part of British India, thoug“h leased to the Government of 
Mysore since 1811 for Rupees 50,000 a year, was at the same time made 
over to Mysore by free grant. 

In 1881 tlie Government of India, in consideration of the financial posi¬ 
tion of tbe Mysore State, remitted for a period of five years, i.e.^ till the 1st 
April 1880, tbe (Uihauced subsidy du(? undtn* tbe Instrument of Transfer. Tlui 
remission was afterwards extended for a further period of ten years, that is, t ill 
llie 1st April 1896. In 1885 the Government of Indi i nOiiujuished, on similar 
grounds, their claims to the accumulated surplus revenues of tbe Bangalore 
Assigned Tract, which were then deposited in the treasiaiy. 

From tlie date of the rendition the Chief Commissioner of Mysore became 
Resident in Mysore and Chief Commissioner of (\)org (xc^e Cooi'g). He is in- 
vested with the ])owers of a Local Government ami of a High Court, in respect 
of tlic Bangalore Assigned Tract. 

The first Diwan of Mysore was Rangacharulu, who had previously been 
a Secretary to the Chief Commissioner. He instituted in the State the Repre¬ 
sentative Assembly, which met for the first time in 1881. It is composed of 
raiyats, merchants, planters and others selected by the local officers of the gov¬ 
ernment as representatives of their classes. The assembly consists apjiroxi- 
inately of 350 members who meet annually at Mysore on the occasion of the 
Dasahara, when the proceedings of the Government and the progress of the 
State during the past year are reviewed h}^ the Diwan in an address resem¬ 
bling the annual administration rejiort of a British ludian province. 

Diwan Rangacharulu died in January 1883, and was succeeded as Diwan 
by Kumarapuram Sheshadri Aiyar, the present Diwan, who is a Companion 
of the Order of the Star of India. 

The Maharajahs eldest son, Krishna Raj Wadiar (Yuvaraja Bahadur),was 
born in June 1884. He has besides six other children—one son, named 
Narsimha Raj Wadiar, born in the year 1888, two sons born in 1890 and 
1892, respectively, and three daughters. 
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Duriiif^ tlie famine uliich visited tlie country from 1877 to 1879 the 
Government of India advanced to the Mysore Government a sum of 80 lakhs 
of rupees to be expended on famine relief. The loan bore interest at 5 per 
cent.; but the Government of India agreed to credit 1 ])er cent, of the inteix'st 
to a sinking fund which would liquidate the loan in 28 years. 

In lS82j with the sanction of the Government of India, the Darbar raised 
in India a loan of 20 lakhs of rupees for railway purposes. 

In 18Sf tim Darhar asked the Govc^rnment of India to assist tliem in 
extending the Mysore State Railway from Gubhi to llarlhar, to join the 
SouiIkmmi MaJiralta lino. It was estimated that tlie cost of the exlension would 
refjuire. a ca])ital of SO lakhs, and as the Darbar represented that the finances 
of the State did not admit, of the work hein^ carried out witlioiit extraneous aid, 
tli(' Govcu'umeut of India were asked to postpone the ])ayment of the sutisidy 
a^enhaneeil by the nth article of the Instrument of Transfer till after the 
ll(lui(lat ion of the debt due by the State. 

(lovcrnmeiit of India agreed, as has been stated,to fore< 4 'o for a further 
jieriod of ten years, till tlie 1st Ajiril l''0(),the (mlianeenumt of the subsidy 
fiom 2r> to of) biklis, and sno-g-ested for the D.irhar's aeceptaiice a s(;h('rni^ for the 
h\j'otliecation of tlie Mysore State Railway to the Southern Mahratta Railway 
C'omjiany, Tlu; proposals were eventually acecjited by the Darbar, and on the 
1st April 1886 the Mysore State Railway was transferred for a term of 50 
years to the Company, being- however redeemable by tlie INlysore Statn at 
certain j>eriods during the currency of the eontiaet. 1 n consideration oi tin; 
transllu’ the Southern Mahratta Railway Company ])aul to iNIysore, throui::ii 
tlie Secretary of State, a sum of Hupees 68,(U),508, which rejireseiib^d tlie 
capital cost of the Mysore line then ojien. This sum was credited to Mysore 
in reduction of the famine loan of 80 lakhs, whieii was thus fully ])aid olT in 
Januarv ISSi). The extension of the Railway to Harihar was (‘arried out, and 
the railway line dcidared ojien by the Maharaja in person on tlie 5th August 
ISSO. A line from Mysore to Nanjangod was completed in 189], and 
aiiotlu'r from Ihuigalore to Hindupur, which will meet a branch of the 
Sout hern Mahratta system from the north, is at present under construction. 
The Government of India have also sanctioned the construction of a line from 
the Kolar Road Station on the Madras Railway to tlie Kolar Gold Mines. 

The Imperial postal department took charge of all postal arrangements in 
the State on the 1st April 1889. The result has been a substantial Iluancial 
gain to Mysore. 
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Mysore, inclusive of (he Bangalore Assii^ned Tructj has an area of 
27,9:i(;i square miles, with a population (accordiii^^ to the census of iS9l) of 
4,948,601-. For the 3 ^ear 1891-92 the ^ross revenue of the State exclusive 
of the Assigned Tract was estimated at llupees 1,49,19,028. Up to 1891 the 
Maharaja's civil list amounted to 18 laklis of rupees anmlall 3 ^ In that year 
this sum was increased to 14 lakhs, and further relief was afforded to Ilis 
lli^liness's private income by the transfer from the eivil list to State revenues 
of certain charges ajj^greg-ating Rupees 88,000 a year. 

At the rendition of the State the Mysore military force consisted of 
three j-ogMinents of (Silahdar) horse of a total strength of 1,()(){), and three 
regimt'Uts of (Barr) infantry aggregating 2,000 men. In lS9i the strength 
of the force was shown as J, 1 SO cavalry and 2,201) infantry, with 10 guns 
and 2o artillerymen. Of these forces, the Dar])ar has jhreod t wo regiments 
of bilahdai eavaliy, each 000 strong, at the disposal of the Oovernnient of 
India for linj)erial Service.

nor sliall any Enropoan or other nation h(‘side.s tliem havt‘ h'ave to juirehase 
pepper within these districts. Tin* price shall he adjusted every year between 
the Resident and four j)riuelpal rnerehants of Onorc. 

Article 

The Ilonouralde Enj^lish Comjiany have free liherty to export annually 
from Mangalore three hundred eor<:e of rice for the service of 'JVdlieherry, 
exempt from the duty calh'd Adlamy; or if ihi'y ehoo.s(‘ to eai-ry this ri(*e to 
Bombay, it is exonijit from the same duty. Any ]>rlvate En^Elish merchants 
who purchase rice must he liahle to the same customs as other merchants. 

Akticle 4. 

AVhercas several Onore merchants are largely indebted to the TIononrable 
Company, the killadar, (‘te., ()t!je(“r.s must assist the hhi^lish in recoverinir 
t heir just demands ; and pj'ovided any rnerehants in future should h{‘ indohted 
to the English, and make any disputes about payirie^, they have free liherty to 
eouline such merchants in their factory till they clear their debts* 

Article 5. 

All g;oods that the English import, either at Onorc or Mirjoo, shall pay 
one and a lialf ]H‘r cent, customs on the sales; exeejit horses, wet and dry 
dates, sugar, kislunisses, coeoanuts, copra, tobacco, muuchustry, ojiiurn, cotton, 
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salt, brimstone, and cam])]ior : these fourteen articles arc to pay tlie same 
customs as other rnercliants pay. Any "oods they cannot sell they have leave 
to re-export without })ayin^ any customs on them, on showiiiLr them to the 
custom-master. (Juld aiul silver are to pay no customs, nor any necessaries 
that the English may import for their own use. 

Article 6. 

If any ships or vessels, belonging to the English, sliould he cast away 
upon any part of the coast in the IJednure dominions, the Naavah’s killadars, 
etc., odlcers and ])eopIe shall assist in saving tlie goods, stores, etc., which 
shall be all returned to the English. 

Article 7. 

Tlie English have free liberty to cut timber, stones, hay, and wood, for 
to build their factory: but if they want musts for vessels, they must aj)ply 
for leave to cut them. 


Article 8. 

No grabs, galllvafs, or armed boats, belonging to the English, shall pay 
aneliorage, but Lave free liberty to go and come. 

Article 9. 

d'lie Ihiglish will not, assist the enemies of tl)e Nawah ; nor, on llm otljcr 
hand, shall the Nawab all'ord any assistance to the enemies of the English. 

Article 10. 

The killadars and ofheers of the Nawab shall alwaj's show tlie English 
and tlu'ir servants a due respect everywhere, and at all times be ready to 
assist tliein.

C oiMPANV, for all their possessions, and for Carnatic 
Payan Gliai, on the on(‘ part; and the Naavap. IIyder Alt 
Khan Pajiajtoop., for the country of IMysore Ily(]('i‘ Nagur, 
anil liis other ])ossessious, on the other part; on the follow¬ 
ing conditions : 

Article 1. 

That all hostilities shall immediately cease on the conclusion of this 
Treaty, which is to he ]>erju‘tual, or as long as tlu‘ C\)in])iiny may (-xist ; t'-at 
])eacc a]nl f riendship shall lake place bet w een th(‘ conti aci ing ]>arfics (parti- 
<-id:<rly including tlnu-cin the llajali of T’anjoj-e, tln^ Alalabar Ram ibijali, .and 
jMoiari Ib'io, ndio ai’c fVnnids aiul allies to tin* (kirnafic Payen (lljat), also all 
others, the friends and allies of the contracting })artaes, ]»rovided they do not 
be('omc the .aggressors again.st either of them ; but if they are aggressors they 
are not to he assisted hy either party. 

Article 2. 

That in ease eitkicr of the contracting parties shall he- attacked, they 
<;liall, from tlieir vespeedive (*onntries, rnutnallv assist (aicli otlier to drive 
the enemy (uit. Tin* ])ay of sueli assistanee of troo])s, from one ])a.rtv to 
anotlu'r, to he after the following rates, r/r., to every soldier and horsernaji 
lifte(‘n Hnpees ])cr month, and every sepoy seven and a half Rnpec-s per 
month : ihe })ay of the Sirdars and Commandants to be as it shall he agreed 
on at the time. 
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Article 3. 

The Presidency of Bombay, and all the factories and places which were 
before or are now under their government, are included in this Treaty of 
friendship : and the Nawab Hyder Ali Khan Bahadoor engages, out of his 
friendship and regard for the Company, to grant to tl»em tlie factories, 
privileges, and exemptions in trade, in the same manner as they before held 
thorn ; moreover, to release all the Sirdars, Europeans, sepoys, etc., who mav 
have been taken on that side and this, immediately on the arrival of a proper 
person from the Governor and Council of Bombay for that purpose ; and also 
to settle the particulars of the judvileges of trade, and other matters relative 
to the sandal-wood and pepper, etc., articles of trade. And as there is now 
established between the contracting parties (the Company and the Nawab 
Hyder Ali Kban) a perpetual peace, there is no doubt but the Presidency of 
Bombay will exchange with the said Nawab a Treaty to the same purport 
as this, resp(‘cting the affairs of the said jdace, etc., and all tlie factories on 
that side. With regard to the ships, etc., which have hc'cn taken on l)oth 
si(h's in the course of this war, it is hereby agreed and stipulated that they 
shall be mutually forgiven, and no claim or demand on any account made for 
them hereafter. 


Article 4. 

The above Nawab engages that all the officers, Europeans and sepoys 
belong i ng to the Presidency of Madras, shall imiiHwlialcly be released on the 
arrival of a proper person at Bangalore to demand tliem ; also all the Sirdars 
and people belonging to the Carnatic Payen Glint, wlio may have been taken 
in this war, sliall likewise be released ; the Englisli ('Company engaging on 
their side to release the people belonging to the said Nawab who may have 
been taken also in this war. 


Article 5. 

The contracting parties mutually engage and agree that the forts and 
places wliich may have been taken by either party from the other in this war 
shall be mutually restored, except the fort of Caroor and its districts. And 
whereas the English Company have, in the forts of Colaur and Vencatighen y 
(exclusive of the former stores therein) many cannon-shot, powder, ball, and 
muskets, the Nawab Hyder Ali Khan engages that the said Company shall 
have permission to bring away the same, without any let or molestation being 
given them therein; and as soon as they are witlulvawn, the said forts shaVl 
immediately he evacuated and restored to the said Nawab.

Articles for a Treaty of Peace and firm Friendship between 
tlie IIoNOERABLE TiIOMAS IloDGES, EsQUIRE, PRESIDENT 
and Governor, and the Council of Bombay, in behalf of 
the Honourable United English East India Company, 
on the one part, and the Nawab IIydeb Ali Khan Baha-

Article 1. 

Tint u}:roe:il>lc to tlte third Articde of the Treaty of ponce coneltided 
hetween th(‘ I loJi<*iirn)d<‘ t he I'fesidout nnd Council of Madras and the Nawnh 
IIyder Ali Khnii Hnhndoor, tl»ere h(‘, from this day, a firm j:>eaee and fri(‘n<l- 
ship hot ween t he Jlonournhle Knj^lish East India Company and the said 
Naw ab, and t heir sucecssors to continue for ever. 

Articijc ii. 

That the Honourable Company may liave free liberty to build a eorntno- 
dious i'atToiy and warehouses at Onore, hy the water-side, or any place they 
may pitch u])ou, and tliat tliey may emtlose the compound with a suitable 
wall : and the irround allottiMl them shall he rent-free. They shall also luive 
jierinissiou to cut timber, liriu^’ stones, bay, and wood, for their u-:e. In like 
manner, thf'y shall have a factiuy at (kii war ; and t he Nawab ]>romises to 
oblige tli(^ Kajab of Hil<j^ney to p^ive all tlie p€‘])per produced in his country 
to the Honourable Company at the same price as they may jiurchase this 
article at Onore. 

Article 3. 

That the llonourahle Company shall likewise have the sole and exclusive 
ri^rht. of jmrcdiasiii^^ all the pepper and sandal-wood produced in the Nawab’s 
dnmiiiions, the priees of which must be settled a^reeaVile to former custom. 
T^he amount, or as much of it as the Honourable Company (dioose to be made 
j^ood in j::uns, rnnskets, salt, saltpetre, lead, and gunpowder, and the balance 
made good in ready money. 


Article 4. 

'lhat the Honourable Company shall have free liberty to export from 
Mangalore, or otber ports of the Nawab^s dominions, whatever rice they may 
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want for TpIJicherry or Bombay ; three hundred corges of which is, as usual, 
to he free of the duty called adlamy. 

Article 5. 

That the English shall have free liberty of trading in the several ports of 
the Nawah^s dominions on the Malabar coast, paying customs at, the rate of 
one and a half per cent, on the sale of all goods; and to liave permission to 
re-export any goods wliich will not sell free of custoni, on sinuifying tlie same 
to the custom-master. No customs to he charged on gold and silver nor on 
any artieli-s for the immediate use and consumption of the English, their ser¬ 
vants, and dependants. 

Article 6. 

The Nawfd) obliges himself to assist the English in recovering their just 
del ts from his subjects, by compelling them to make good the same on the 
debts being fully proved to his satisfaction. 

Article 7. 

That tlie Honourable Company, and the English in general, shall have 
free liberty to cut and purchase masts, timber, and plank at Ouore, Manga¬ 
lore, or any other ports of the Nawah's country, teak excepted. 

Article 8. 

That no vessels, of what kind or denomination soever, belonging to the 
En<dish, shall pay anchorage in any of the Nawah^s ports, hut have free liberty 
to go out and come in without hindrance or molestation. 

Article 9. 

Whatever vessels belonging to the English may he drove on shore on anv 
part of the Nawah^s dominions, whether by stress of weather or otlu'rwise, his 
killaclars, otheers, and subjects are to assist them that their goods may he 
saved and delivered to the proprietors. 


Article 10. 

That the said Na^vah shall not assist the enemies of the English, nor, on 
the other hand, shall the English assist the enemies of the Nawah ; but should 
assistance he ailorded on either part hereafter, the oftieers and men who may 
he sent to them are to he i)aid at the following rates, by the parties to whom 
they may he sent, viz ,—

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Article 11. 

Should at any time disputes arise between the servants of the Eng-lish 
factories and the Nawab^s subjects, servants, or dependants, and the former bo 
found culpable, they shall be sent to the En<^lish Resident to be punished, as 
shall the Nawab's people to Ins killadars, humrauidars, etc., if they are iound 
to be in fault. The servants of the English fac^tory, as well as their lainilies, 
shall be entirely under the Honourable Company's protection. 

Article 12, 

That the said Nawab shall not "rant any new Firmaiind or privileges to 
any European nation whatever, or siiiTer any of them to establish any new 
settlements in any part of his dominions. In all matters of trade or business 
the English to have the preference; and in matters of ceremony or state, they 
are to take rank of all other European nations, as well as the country powers. 

Article 1^1. 

The said Nawah hereby ratifies and confirms the grant which he execaitcd 
in February 1760, and delivered to Me-srs. Sparks and I’ownsend, relative to 
the jirivileges and immunities tin' Honourable ("oinpany possessed in the seve¬ 
ral countries lie conquered upon this coast, before he took ])ossession tliereof ; 
and hereby binds and ol>lig<\s himself to compel whoever may he in possession 
of those counti'ies to grant to the flonourable C'()m})any tlie ])roduee thereof, 
as well as the full enjoyment of all their rights and privileges therein in their 
utmost extent.

ment with Her Excellency the Rana of Mysore, subject to the approbation of 
the Governor-General and Council. 
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I do tlierefore hereby solemnly eiig’ag’e on the part of the said Jliy’ht 
Hononrable Geor^rc Lord Macartney, President and Governor and Select 
Committee, that all and every the Articles of a^reemcmt annexed, authentica¬ 
ted by the Rev. Mr. Swartz, and interchanofed with Trimulrow, the Agent of 
Her Excellency the said Hana, and with me as representative of the Honour¬ 
able Company, at Taujore on this 28th day of Octoher in tlm year of our Lord 
1 782, sliall be received and acknowledged as the basis of a Treaty of amity 
and alliance between the said Honourable Company and the said Rana, subject 
to the before recited condition. And I do hereby solemnly engage that ail 
and every the Articles annexed shall stand inviolably as the fixed and unalter¬ 
able terms of the said Treaty, unless by mutual consent of the said Rana or 
Her Hepiesentatives, and the Representatives of the Honourable Com])auy, 
it may hereafter be deemed expedient to amend and alter them. 

In witness whereof, in the presence of Almighty God, I have hereunto 
adixed the seal of the Honourable Company, and have also subscribed rny 
signature this 2Sth day of Octoher in the year of our Lord 1782.

Treaty of Perpettjai. Peace and Friends uip between tbo 
Honourable the English East India Company and the 
Nawab Tippoo Sultan Bahadoor, on bis own Ixdialf, for tbe 
countries of Serin^apatam, llyder Na^ur, etc,, and all bis other 
possessions, settled by Anthony: Sadlier, George Leonard 
Staunton, and John Hudleston, Esquires, on behalf of tbo 
Honourable English East India Company, for all tbeir 
possessions and for the Carnatic Payen Ghat, by virtue of 
powers del(*gated to tbe Honourable the President and 
Select Committee of Fort St. George for that purpose, by 
the Honourable tlie Governor-General and Council 
appointed by tbe King and Parliament of Great Britain 
to direct and control all political affairs of the Honourable 
English East India Company in India, and liy the said 
Nawab, agreeable to the following Articles, which arc to be 
strictly and invariably observed, as long as tbe sun and moon 
shall last, by both parties ; that is to say, by tbe English 
Company and tbe three Governments of Bengal, Madras and 
Bombay, and the Nawab Tippoo Sultan Bahadoor. 

Article 1. 

Peace and friendship shall immediately take place ])et\veen the said Com¬ 
pany and the Nawab Tippoo Sultan Bahadoor and their friends and allies, 
particularly including therein the Itajahs of Tanjore and Travancore, who 
are friends and allies to tlie English and the Carnatie Payen Ghaf, also 
Tippoo Sultan's friends and allies. The Beehoe of Cannanore and the Kajali.s 
or zemidars of the Malabar coast are included in this Treaty. The English 
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will not (lir<"ctly or indirectly assist the enemies of the Nawab Tippoo Sultan 
Bahadoor, nor make war upon his friends or allies; and the Nawab Tippoo 
Sultan Baliadoor will not directly or indirectly assist the enemies, nor make 
war u])on the friends or allies of the English. 

AkTTCLE 2. 

Immediately after si^ninp^ and sealing the Tin^aty by the Nawab Tippoo 
Sultan Bahadoor and the three Eng-lish Commissioners, the said Nawidi 
shall send orders for the complete evacuation of tiu‘ Carnatic, and the restora¬ 
tion of all the forts and j)laces in it now possessed by his troops, the forts of 
Arnboor^ur and Satjjur excepted : and such evacuation and restoiiition shall 
actually atid etTeetually he made in the space of thirty days from the day of 
sijj^ninj^ the Treaty. And the said Nawab shall also, immediabdy after 
sitrninj:!^ the Tia'aty, send orders for the release of all the ix rsoTis wlio were 
talc(*n and made })rison<*rs in the late war and now alive, whetlier Eiiropcam 
oi Native; and for their hein^ safely conducted to, and ib‘livered at, siieh 
Eiit!,*lish forts or settlements as shall be nearest to the places wliere they now 
ar(*, so that the said release and delivery of tlie ]>risoners shall actually and 
elTeetually he made in thirty days from tb(‘ day of sig-ninn;- the Treaty.

'J'iie Commissioners will send an o(iic<*r or efii<*ers to accompany the prisoners 
to (he difb'reiit phua.'s where they are to be delivcMcd : in particular Abdul 
Waliab Khan, lakeii at Chitoor, and his family, shall b(‘ imnuHiiately released, 
and if willing to return to the Carnatic shall be allowed to do so. If any 
j'crsr)!! or persons belon‘ 4 ‘in< 4 ' to the said Nawab, and taken hy the Company 
in the late war, be now alive, and in prison in Bencoolen or otlier territories 
of the Comjnin}^, such person or persons shall be immediately relcas(‘d, and 
if willing to return shall be sent without delay to the nearest, fort or seltle- 
ment in the Mysore country. Boswajia, late amuldar of Palicaeherry, shall 
be released and set, at liberty to depart.

Immediately after sif^nino; and sealinj^ the Treaty, the Eng-lish Commis¬ 
sioners shall o^ive written orders for the delivery ol Onore, Carwar, and 
Sadashevag-ar, and forts or places adjoininir thereto, and send a ship or ships to 
biii'.pn away tin? garrisons. The Nawab Tippoo Sultan Bahadoor will cause 
the troo]is in those places to be supplied with provisions and any other neces¬ 
sary assistance for their voyaire to Bombay (they paying for the same).

As soon as all tli<i prisoners are released and delivered, the fort and 
distiict of C.innanore shall be evaeuat^ed and restored to Ali Rajah Biby, the 
Qn(*en of that ooiintry, in the presence of any one person without troops, 
whom tlie Nawab Tipp(K) Sidtan Bahadoor may appoint for that pnrpos(! : and 
at tlie same time that the orders are ^iven for the evacuation aiul delivery of 
the forts of Cannanore and Dindi<j:ul, the said Nawab shall j:^ive writtcm ordei'vS 
Ibi- tlie eva(*ua,tion and delivery of Arnboorirur and Satyur to the Kn^lish ; 
and in tlie meantime none of the troops of the said Nawab shall be left in 
^iny part of the Carnatic except in the two forts above mentioned. 

Akticle 5. 

After the eoncbision of this Treaty the Nawab Tippoo Sultan Baliadoor 
will rnahe no claim whatever in future on tlie Carnatic. 

AirrrcLE 6. 

All persons whatsoever who have been taken and carried away from the 
Carnatic; Faycn (Biat (wliich includes Tanjore) by the late Nawab Hyder Ali 
Khan Babadoor, who is in heaven, or by the Nawab Tippoo Sultan Baliadoor, 
or otherwise liclon^ing* to the Carnatic, and now in the Nawab Tippoo Sultan 
liabadoor'’s dominions and willimi' to return, shall be immediately allowed to 
return with their families and children, or as soon as may be convemient to 
iln^mselves ; and all persons belonofing’ to the Veneataeberiy Rajah, who were 
talcen ))risoners in returning'’ from the fort of Vellore, to which ]>lace they had 
beem scuit with ju'ovisioiis, sliall also be released, and permitted immediately 
to return.

Article 7. 

This beiiifi: the liappv period of p^oneral peace and reconciliation, the 
Nawab Ti])po() Sultan Baliadoor, as a testimony and proof of his freinJship 
to the English, agrees that tlie Rajahs or zemindars on this coast who have 
favored the English in the late war shall not be molested on that account. 

Article 8. 

The Nawab Tippoo Sulfan Baliadoor hereby renews and confirms all the 
commercial privileges and immunities given to the English by the late 
Nawab Hyder Ali Klian Baliadoor, who is in heaven, and particularly stipu¬ 
lated and specified in the Treaty between the Company and the said Nawab 
concluded the 8th of August 1770. 


Article 9. 

The Nawab Tippoo Sultan Bahadoor shall restore the factory and pri- 
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vilo^es poFFossod by tlie English at Calicut until tbe year 1779 (or 1193 
He”*ira), and shall restore Mount Dilly and its district, belong-ing’ to the 
settlement of Tellicberry, and possessed by the English, till taken by Sirdar 
Khan at the commencement of the late war. 

Article 10. 

This Treaty shall be signed and sealed by tbe English Commissioners, 
and a copy of it shall afterwards be signed and sealed by the President and 
Select Committee of Fort St. George, and returned to the Nawab Tippoo 
Sultan Bahadoor in one month, or sooner if possible ; and the same shall he 
acdinowledged under the hands and seals of the Governor Genera! and Council 
of Bengal, and the Governor and Select Committee of Bombay, as binding 
upon all tbe governments of India; and copies of the Treaty, so acknowledged, 
shall be sent to the said Nawab in three months, or sooner if possible. In 
testimony wlnM’eof tbe said contracting parties have signed, sealed and inter- 
cbariL'cably delivered two instruments, of tbe same tenor and date; to wit,

PRELIMIKARY Treaty with TiPPOO SuLTAN —February 1792. 

Copy of the Preliminary Articles agreed upon and exchanged, 
dated 22nd February 1792. 


Article 1. 

One-half of the dominions which were in possession of Tippoo Sultan 
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at the commencement of the present war shall be ceded to the allies adjacent 
to the respective boundaries, and agreeable to their selection. 

Article 2. 

Three crores and tliirty laklis of Sicca Kupees shall he paid to the allies, 
agreeably to the following particulars, etc. 

One crore and thirty-five lakhs shall lie paid immedialely. in Pagodas 
or gold inohurs, or Rupees, of full weight and standard, or in gold or silver 
bullion. The remainder one crore and sixty-five lakiis at three instalments, 
not exceeding four months each, in the three coins before mentioned. 

Article 3. 

All subjects of the four several powers who may have been prisoners 
from the time of the late Hyder Ali Khan to the present period shall be fairly 
and unequivocally released. 


Article 4. 

Until the due performance of the three Artieles ahovernenf ion(’(l, two of 
the three eldest sons of Tippoo Sultan shall he given as hostages, on the 
arrival of whom a cessation of hostilities shall take place. 

Article 5. 

Wh on an agreement containing the Articles above written shall arrive, 
bearing the seal and signature of Tippoo Sultan, counter agreiunents sliall he 
sent from the three powers ; and after the cessation of hostilities sneli a defi¬ 
nitive Treaty of perpetual friendship, as shall be settled by tbe several ])artie8, 
shall be adjusted and entered into.

Definitive Treaty of Perpetual Pkiendship for tlic adjust¬ 
ment of affairs between the Honourable T^^ngllsii East 
India Company, the Nam^ab Ausupii Jaii Bahadur and 
Kao Pundit Prudhan Bahadoor, and Tippoo Sultan, in 
virtue of the autliority of the Right Honourable Charles 
Earl Cornwallis, Knight of the Most Noble Order of 
the Garter, Governor-General, etc , etc*., invested with 
full powers to dirc^ct and control all the affairs of tlie said 
Company in the East Indies, dependent on the several Pre- 
sidenc*ies of B(‘n"al, Madras, and Bombay, and of the Na- 
"WAB A/hm-ool-Omrah Baiiadoor possessin*^ full powers on 
the part of tlu^ Nam^ab Ausuph Jah Bahat)()or, and Hurry 
Bam Pundit Tantea I^ahadoor poss(issing e(|ual powers on 
the part of Kao Pundit I^rudhan Bahadoor, settled the 
17th day of March 1792, of the Christian era, answering to 
the 23r(l day of the month Eaj'eb, 1200 of the JI(‘^ira; by 
Sir John Kennaavav, Baronet, on the j)art of the Bight 
Honourable ChaPvLes J'Iarl Cornwallis, Knight of the 
Most Noble Order of the Garter, etc.; and Meer Aulum 
Bahadoor, on the part of the Naavab Azim-ool-Omraji 
Bahadoor; and Bucka.iee Pundit, on the })art of Hurry 
Bam Pundit Tantea Bahadoor, on one part: and by Gjio- 
LAUM Ali Ivhan Bahadoor, and Ali Bheza Khan, oh 
behalf of Tippoo Sultan, according to the undernieutioned 
Articles, Avhicli by the blessing of God shall be binding on 
their heirs and successors as long as the sun and moon 
endure, and the conditions of them be invariably observed 
by the contracting parties. 

Article 1. 

The friendship subsisting between the Iluiiouruble Company «md the 
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Cii’cars of Tippoo Sultan, a^'roeahlv U> foniier Treaties, the first with the late 
Nawab Ilyder Ati Khan, bearin<^ date 8tli Anj^iist 177d, and the other with 
Tij)poo Sultan, of the 11th of March 178t, is hereby coidirined ai\d increased, 
and the Articles of tlie two former Treaties are to remain in full, excepting 
such of them as by tlic pn^sent en<^agemeut are otherwise adjusted : and the 
eighth Article of the second above-mentioned Treaty, dated the 11th March

In the fourth Article of the preliminary Treaty entered into between the 
allied [)owers and the said Tippoo Sultan, dated the 22nd Kohruary 17M2, 
corresponding with the 28lh of the month Jemmadee-ul-sanee 12n(> Hegira, 
it is written, until the due performanee of the three foregoing Articles (the 
first Article stipulating the cession of half the (tountry; the second, the iinme- 
diiit(5 j)ayineiit of half tlie sum of money agreed to be paid, and the remainder 
in specie only, at three inslalmcnts, not exceeding four months each instal¬ 
ment; and the third engaging for (he ndcase of ])ris()ner.s) ‘Hwo of the sons 
of the said Tippoo Sultan shall be detained as hostages,^' which Articles are 
conllrmed hy the present instrument; accordingly the said d’ippoo Sultan shall 
divide the sum agreed to be paid at t))ree instalments abovcmcnlioned into 
three equal parts, and shall pay to the said three powers their respective shares, 
at the exchange affixed for the amount, to be paid immediately, at such places 
on the b(miidarles of the allies as shall he determined on by them; and after 
the performance of the remaining two Articles ahovcmcntioned, that is to say, 
the cession of one-lialf of the country and the release of the prisoners, in case 
the amount of the instalments he paid hy Ti])poo Sultan to the tliree powers 
prior to the exjiiration of the }>eriod stij)ulated for it, the said sons of Tippoo 
Sultan shall be immediately dismissed, and all pecuniary demands between the 
contracting parties shall cease and be at an end. 

Article 3. 

By the first Article of the preliminary Treaty it is agreed that ono-half 
of the dominions wliich were in the possession of the said Tippoo Sultan at 
the commencement of the war, shall be ceded to the allies adjacent to their 
respective boundaries, and subject to their selection aceordingly. The general 
abstract of countries, composing half the dominions of '^fippoo Sultan, to be 
ceded to the allies agreeably to their rCwSpective shares, is hereunto subjoined 
and the detail of them is inserted in a separate Schedule bearing the seal and 
signature of Tippoo Sultan.

Whatever part of Nnrnue], Sniika^urry, Siilem Caveripoor, Attoor, and 
Parrrnitty, vvliicli, as above stated, are comprised within the division ceded to 
the aforesaid ('oinpany, shall he situated to the northward and eastward of 
tlie river Cavery, or it* there should he any other talooks or villages of talooks 
situated as above described, they shall belong to the said Company and others 
of efpial value shall be relinquished by the said Company to Ti{)poo Sultan 
in exchange for them ; and if of the above districts ther(^ shall be any talooks 
or villao'cs of talooks sitnat(‘d to the westward or southward of the said river, 
they shall he relinquished to Tippoo Sultan, iu exchange for others of equal 
value to the said Company. 

Article 5. 

On the ratification and mutual exchange of this definite Treaty, such 
districts and forts as are to he ee led by 'lippoo Sultan shall be delivered up 
without any cavil or demand for outstanding balances : and such talooks and 
forts as are to be relinquished by the throe powers to Tippoo Sultan shall, in 
the same manner, he deliv^ered up ; and orders to this elfeet, addressed to the 
aiiinils and commanders of forts, shall he imrnedia,te]y prepared and delivered 
to each respectively of tin? eoutracting ])arties. On the receipt of which orders, 
the <lischarge of the money stipulated to he jiaid immediately, and the reh'ase 
of firisoncrs on all sides (of whicih tbe contracting parties, considering Cod as 
])resent and a witness, shall release without cavil all that are in existence, and 
shall not detain a single person), the armies of the allied powers shall march 
from 8eringa])atam. Such forts and ])laees, nevertheless, as shall he in the 
possession of the said Company, and on the mad by which the said armies are 
to march, shall not he given nj) until the said armic^s shall have removed the 
stores, grain, etc., and sick which are in them, ami shall have ])assed them on 
their return. As far as possible, no delay shall be allowed to occur in the 
said stores, etc., being removed. 

Article (>. 

Wliatever guns and shot shall he left by Tippoo Snllan in the forts which 
the said Tipjioo Sultan has agreed to cede to the allied powers, an equal 
number of guns and shot shall he left in the forts which the allied powers 
have agreed to restoi’C to Ti])poo Sultan. 

Article 7. 

The contracting parties agree that zemindars and aiimildars, being in 
l>nlanc(‘ to either party, and re})airing to the country of cither party, pro¬ 
tection shall not he given them, and they shall be restored. If hereafter it 
shcuild ha])|)en that any disputes arise on the boundaries of the allies and the 
said Tippoo Sultan, such disputes shall l^e adjusted with the knowledge and 
approbation of all parlies. 

Article 8. 

The polygars and zemindars of this country, who in the course of the 
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present war have attached themselves and been serviceable to the allies, shall 
not on that aeconnt^ in any shape or manner, be injured or molested by Tippoo 
Sultan, 

Whenever three copies of this Treaty, consisting of eTp:ht Articles, shall 
be delivered by 'I'ippoo Sultan, beariii" his seal and signature, accompanied by 
three Schedules, also under the seal and sit^nature of the said Tippoo Sultan, 
si)ecifYin^ the detail of the countries coded to the three powers, one to the 
said Company with the Schedule, one to the said Nawah Ausujdi Jah Baha- 
door with the Schedule, and one to the said Kao Pundit Prudhan Bahadoor 
with the Schedule, three counterparts thereof and of the Schedule shall he 
delivered to the said Tippoo Sultan by tbe allies, that is to say, one counter¬ 
part with the Schedule on the part of the said Company, beariiiir the seal and 
sig’nature of the said Earl Cornwallis ; one with the Schedule on the ])art of 
the said Nawah Ausuph Jah Bahadoor, bearing the seal and signature of tiie 
said Nawah and of Azim-ool-Oomrah Bahadoor ; and one with the Schedule 
on the jiart of the said Kao Pundit Prudhan Baiiadoor, hcarint^ the seal of 
the said Rao Pundit Prudhan Bahadoor and the signature of the said Hurry 
Ram Pundit Tantea Bahadoor.

Subsidiary Treaty with the Eajait of Mysore— 1709. 

A Treaty of* Perpetual Friendship and Alliance cone] tided 
on the one part by Ills Excellency LiEUTENANr-GENURAL 
George Uarris, Commandbr-in-Ciiief of the Forces of Uis 
Eritannic Majesty and of tlie English East India Com¬ 
pany Bahadoor in tile Carntitic and on the coast of Mcalabar, 
tlie Honourable Colonel Arthur ATellesley, tlie Hon¬ 
ourable Henry AVellesley, Lieutenant-Colonel ATil- 
LiAM Kirkpatkick, and Lieutenant-Colonel Barry^ 
Close, on behalf and in the name of the Bight Honourable 
Richard, Earl of Mornington, K.P., Governor-General, 
for all affairs, civil and military, of the British nation in 
India, by virtue of full powers vested in them for tliis purpose 
by the said Richard, Earl of Mornington, Governor- 
General; and on the other part by Maharajah Mysore 
Kishna Rajah Oodiaver Bahadoor, Rajah of Mysore. 

Whereas it is stipulated in the Treaty concluded on the 22nd of June, 
1799, between the Honourable English East India Company Bahadoor and 
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the Nawab Nizam-ood-dowlah Aiisuph Jali Baliadoor, for strengthonin<j^ the 
alliance and friendship subsisting* between the said English East India (Com¬ 
pany baliadoor. His Highness Nizam-ood-dowlah Ausuph Jab Bahadoor, 
and the Peishwa Rao Pundit Prudhan Bahadoor, and for effecting a settlement 
oC the territories of the late Tippoo Sultan, that a separate government shall 
be established in Mysore, and that His Highness Maharajah Mysore Kishna 
Rajah Oodiaver Bahadoor shall possess certain territories, specified in Schedule 
C'. annexed to the said Treaty, and that, for the effectual establishment of the 
government of Mysore, His Highness shall be assisted with a suitable subsi¬ 
diary force, to be furnished by the Englisli Plast India Company Bahadoor ; 
wherefore, in order to carry the said stipulations into effect, and to increase 
and strengthen the friendship subsistii»g between the said Eng-lish East India 
Company and the said Maharajah Mysore Kishna Rajah Oodiaver Baliadoor, 
this ''i'reaty is concluded by Lieutenant-General George Harris, Commandei- 
in-Chief of the forces of His Britannic Majesty and of tlie said English East 
India Com})any Bahadoor in the Carnatic and on tlu* coast of Malabar, the 
Honourable Colonel Arthur Wellesley, the Hiinourablc Henry Wellesley, 
Lieutenant-Colonel William Kirkpatrick, and Lieut nant-Colonel Barry ("lose, 
on the part and in tlie name of the Right Honourable Kicliard, Ihirl of 
Morning'-ton, Governor-General aforesaid, and by His Iligliness IMaliarnjali 
Mysore Kislina Rajah Oodiaver Baliadoor, which shall be liinding upon the 
contracting parties as long as the sun and moon shall endure. 

Article 1. 

Tlic friends and enemies of either of the contracting [iiirtles shall ho con¬ 
sidered as the friends and enemies of both, 

Airncr.K 2. 

Tlie Honourable East India Cotnpanv Bahadoor agrees to inaintain, and 
His H ighiiess Maliarajah Mysore Kishna Rajah Oodiaver Baliadoor agrees to 
receive, a military force for the defence and security of His Highnesses domi¬ 
nions; in consideration of which protection, His Highness engages to pay the 
annual sum of seven lakhs of star pagodas to the said East India Comfiany, 
the said sum to be paid in twelve equal monthly instalments, coinriiencing 
from the 1st of July Anno Domini 1799. And His Highness furtlier agrees 
that the disposal of the said sum, together witli the arrangement and omjiloy- 
ment of the troops to be maintained by it, shall be entirely left to the Com- 
pany. 

Article 3. 

If it shall be necessary for the protection and defence of the territories of 
the contracting parties, or of either of them, that hostilities shall be under¬ 
taken, or preparations made for commencing hostilities against any State or 
power. His said Highness Maharajah Mysore Kishna Rajah Oodiaver Baha¬ 
door agrees to contribute towards the discharge of the increased expense 
incurred by the augmentation of the military force and the unavoidable cliarges 
of war, such a sum as shall appear to the Governor-General in Council of 
Fort William, on an attentive consideration of the means of His said High.-

AiiTicnE 4. 

And whereas it is indispensably necessary that effectual and lastinpf 
security should be ])rovided ag'aiust any failure in the funds destined to defray 
either the expenses of the permanent military force in time of peace, or the 
extraordinary expenses descrilx-d in the third Article of the present Treaty, it 
is hereby stipulated and a^^reed between tlie eoniractinf^ pai ties, that whenever 
the (jovernor-Cleneral in Council of Fort William in JieniL^al shall have reason 
to apprehend such failure iu tlie funds so destined, the said (iovenior-trcuieral 
in Council shall he at lih*'rty, and shall liave full power and ri^ht either t(» 
introduce su(;l» re^»*ulations and ordinances as he shall deem expedient for the 
interiial manajrernent and colleetion of the revenues, or for the better ordering- 
of any other branch ;ind department of the Government of Mysore, or to 
assutru' and brinjj^ under tlie direct mananj-ement of the servants of the said 
Company Hahadoor sncti part or parts of the territorial possessions oC His 
Highness Maharajah Mysore Kisbna Uajah Oodiaver Bahadoor, as shall 
appear to him, the said Governor-General in Council, necessary to render the 
said funds ctiicient and available, either in time of peace or war. 

Article 5. 

And it is hereby further af^'reed tliat whenever the said Governor-General 
in Council sliall Fio^nify to the said Maharajah Mysore Kishna Uajah Oodiaver 
Bahadoor tlin.t it is bee mie nec-essarv to carry into effect the provisions of the 
fourtli Arti(‘le, His said Hij^^liness Maharajah Mysore Ivislma Bajah Oodiaver 
Bahadoor slnill immediately issue orders to his aiimils or other oflioers either 
for caiTvin^ into effect the said reo^ulatious and or<linatices, aecoinlinfj;- to the 
tenor of tin* foui th Article, or for placinj^* the territories recpilred under the 
exclusive authority and control of the EnjL^lish Company Bahadoor. And in 
case His Hi<j;’hiu*ss sliall notissue such orders within ten days from the time 
when tlie apjilicatiun shall have been formally made to him, then the said 
Governor-General in Council shall be at liberty to issue orders, by bis own 
authority, either for carryinf]^ into effect the said rej^r^^ln-thins and ordinances, 
or for assuming the manajjjement and collection of the revenues of the said 
territories, as he shall judg’e most expedient for the purpose of securing the 
efficiency of the said military funds and of providing for the effectual protec¬ 
tion of the country and the welfare of the people. Provided always, that 
whenever and so long as any part or parts of His said Higliness^s territories 
shall he placed and shall remain under the exclusive authority and control of 
the said East India Companv, the Governor General iu Council shall render 
to H is Highness a true and faithful account of tlie revenues and produce 
of the territories so assumed; provided also, that in no case whatever 
shall His Highnesses actual receipt or annual income, arising out of his 
territorial revenue, bo less than the sum of one lakh of Star Pagodas, together 
with one-lifib of tlie net revenues of the whole of the territories ceded to 
him by the lll’th Article of the Treaty of Mysore; which sum of one lakh 
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of Star Pag'odas, tog-ether with the amount, of ono-fifth of the said net revenues, 
tlie East India Company engages, at all times and in every possible case, 
to secure and cause to be paid for His Highness’s use. 

Article 6. 

His Highness Maharajah Mysore Kishna Rajah Oodiaver Eahadoor 
engages that he will be guided by a sincere and cordial attention to the rela¬ 
tions of peace and amity now estahlisfied between the linglish Company 
Bahadoor and their allies, and that he will carefully alistain from any interfer¬ 
ence in the affairs of any State in alliance‘with the said English (company 
Bahadoor, or of any State whatever. And for securing the ol>ject of this 
stipulation it is further stipulated and agreed that no coiiimiinication or 
correspondence with any foreign State whatever shall he holdcn by His said 
Highness without the previous knowledge and sanction of the said l^lnglish 
Company Bahadoor. 

Article 7. 

H is Highness stipulates and agrees that he will not admit any European 
foreigners into his service without the concurrence of the English Company 
Bahadoor; and tliat he will apprehend and deliver up to the Company\s gov¬ 
ernment all Europeans of whatever description who shall be found within 
the territories of His said Highness without regular passports from the (Com¬ 
pany’s government, it being His Highness’s determined resolution not to 
siiflor, even for a day, any European foreigners to remain within the 
territories now subjected to his authority, unless by consent of the said Com- 
pany. 

Article 8. 

"Whereas the complete protection of His Highness’s said territories re¬ 
quires that various fortresses and strong places situated within the territories 
of H is II ighness should be garrisoned and commanded, as well in time of 
])eaee as of war, by British troops and otlicers, His Highness Maharajah 
M 3 ’sore Kishna Rajah Oodiaver Bahadoor engages tliat the said hJnglish 
Company Bahadoor shall at all times he at liberty to garrison, in whatever 
manner tliey may judge proper, all such fortresses and strong places witlnu 
His said Higliness’s territories as it shall appear to them advisable to take 
charge of. 

Article 9. 

And whereas, in consequence of the system of defence which it may he 
expedient to adopt for the security of the territorial possessions of His High¬ 
ness Maharajah Myst)re Kishna Bajah Oodiaver Bahadoor, it may be neces¬ 
sary that certain forts and strong ])laces within His Highness’s territories 
should be dismantled or destroyed, and that other forts and strong places 
should be strengthened and repaired, it is stipulated and agreed that the 
English East India Company Bahadoor shall be the sole judges of the neces¬ 
sity of any such alterations in the said fortresses : and it is further agreed 
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that Hiich ex|)ciist*6 as may be incurred on tins account shall be borne and de¬ 
frayed in equal proportions by the contracting parties. 

Article 10. 

In case it shall become necessary, for enforcing and maintaining the au¬ 
thority and government of His Highness in the territories now subjected to 
his power, that the regular troops of tlie English East India Company Baha- 
docr should be employed, it is stipulaled and agreed that, upon formal appli¬ 
cation being made for the service of the said troo])S, they shall he employed in 
such manner as to the said Company shall seem fit ; hut it is expressly under¬ 
stood by the eon tract] iig parties that this stipulation shall not subject the 
troops of the English East India Company Bahadoor to be employed in the 
ordinary transactions of revenue. 


Article 11. 

It being expedient for the restoration and permanent establishment of 
tran(|uillity in the loivitori(?s now subjected to the authority of His Highness 
Maharajah Mysore Kishna Kajah OodiaV(?r Bahadoor, that suitable provision 
sbnuld be ma(h‘ for certain ollicers of rank in the service of the late Tippoo 
Sultan, His said Highness agre(‘s to enter into the immediate discussion of 
this point, and to hx the amount of the funds (as soon as the necessary infor¬ 
mation can be obtained) to be gianted for this purpose, in a separate Article, 
to be hereafter added to this Treaty. 

Article 12. 

Lest the garrison of Serlngapatam should at any time be subject to 
inconvenience, from the high }>ri<*e of provisions and other necessaries, His 
Highness Maharajah Mysore Kishna Bajah Oodiaver Bahadoor agrees that 
such quantities of provisions and other necessaries as may be required for the 
use and consumption of the troops composing the said garrison shall be 
allowed to enter the place from all and every part of liis dotninions free of 
any duty, tax, or impediment whatever. 

Article 13. 

The contracting parties hereby agree to take into their early consideration 
the best means of estaldishing such a commercial intercourse between their 
respective dominions as shall be mutually beneficial to the subjects of both 
Governments, and to conclude a Commercial Treaty for this purpose with as 
little delay as possible. 

Article 14. 

His Highness Maharajah Mysore Kishna Itajah Oodiaver Bahadoor 
hereby promises to pay at all times the utmost attention to such advice as the 
Company's government shall occasionally judge it necessary to offer to him, 
with a view to the economy of his hoances, the better collection of bis 
revenues, the administration of justice, the extension of commerce, the 
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encouragement of trade, agriculture, and industry, or any other objects 
connected with the advancement of Flis Fli^hness^s interests, the happiness of 
his people and the mutual welfare of both States. 

Article 15. 

Whereas it may hereafter appear that some of the districts declared by 
the Treaty of Mysore to belong* respectively to the English Company Baha- 
door and to Flis Fligliness are inconveniently situated, with a view to the 
proper connection of their respective lines of frontier, it is hereby stipulated 
between the contracting parties that in all such cases they will proceed to such 
an adjustment, by means of exchanges or otherwise, as shall be best suited to 
the occasion. 

Article 16. 

This Treaty, consisting of 16 Articles, being this day, the 8th of July 
Anno Domini 1799 (corresponding to the 3rd of Suffer, Anno Ilegirae 1214 
and to the 7th of the month Assar, of the 1721st year of the Saliwund era) 
settled and concluded at the fort of Nazzerbah, near Seringapatam, by bis 
FCxi^ellency Lieutenant-General George Harris, Commaiuler-in-Chief of the 
Fo ices of His Britannic Majesty, and of the FTonourable English East India 
Company Bahadoor in tiie Carnatic and on the coast of Malabar, the Honour¬ 
able C\)lonel Arthur Wellesley, the Honourable Henry Wellesley, Lieutenant- 
Colonel William Kirlv))atiiek, and Ijieutenant-Colonel IC'irry (dose, with the 
Maharajah Mysore Kisbiia Itajali Oodiaver Bahadoor; the aforesaid gentlemen 
have delivered to the said Maharajah one copy of tlie same, in English and 
l^ersian, sealed and signed by them, and Flis Highness Maharajah has delivered 
to the gentlemen aforesaid another copy, also in Persian and English, 
bearing liis seal, and signed by Lucbuma, widow of the late Kishna Bajah, 
and sealed and signed by l^urnia, Dcwiin to the Maharajah Kishna Ilajah 
Oodiaver. And the aforesaid gentlemen have engaged to procure and to 
deliver to the said Maharajah without delay a copy of the same, under the 
seal and signature of tlie Right HonouraVde the Governor General, on the 
receipt of which by the said Maharajah the present d'reaty shall he deemed 
complete and binding on the Ffonourable the English Kast India Company 
and on the Maharajah Mysore Kishna Rajah Oodiaver Baliadoor, and the copy 
of it now delivered to the said Maharajah shall be returned.

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Supplementary Treaty with the Rajah of Mysore, 1803, with 
reference to the fifteenth Article of the Treaty of Mysore, 
concluded in 1799. 

Supplementary Treaty for adjusting an Exchange of certain 
Districts between the English East India Company Baha- 
DOOR and Ills Highness Maharajah MysoreKishna Rajah 
Oodiaver Bahadoqr, PlAjah of Mysore. 

Whereas it is provided by the fifteenth Article of tlie Treaty of Mysore 
that if occasion should retpiire certain intereluintre of territory should be 
made between the Honourable Company and His Highness ; and wliereas it 
has now become expedient, upon the principle of mutual convenience, that 
certain districts belonfirinu“ to the said Kno^lish East India Company Bohadoor 
slioiild be exchano'cd for otlier districts of equal value belou^-inir to the said 
Maharajah Mysoie Kishna Rajah Oodiaver Bahadoor, Rajah of Mysore : 
wherefore a supplem('.nta.ry Treaty, for the adjustment of the interchange 
of the said districts, is now concluded on the one part by Josiah Wehhe, Esq., 
ill the name and on behalf of the Most Nohl<^ Richard Marquis Wellesley, 
K.P., Governor (icneral lor all affairs, civil and military, of the Britisli nation 
in India, by virtue of full powers vested in him for this purpose by the said 
Ricliard Marquis Wellesley, Governor General, and on the other part by 
Maharajah Mysore Kishna Rajah Oodiaver Bahadoor, Rajah of Mysore, in 
his own behalf. 


Article 1. 

It is agreed and stipulated iliat the following interchange of districts 
shall take place between the tjontracting parties, viz., that the districts l)elong- 
ing to Maharajah Mysore Kishna Rajah Oodiaver Bahadonr contained in 
Schedule A, liereunto annexed, shall he ceded to the English East India 
Company Bahadoor, who, in li(*u thereof, shall cede to the said Maharajah 
Bahadoor the districts contained in Schedule B hereunto annexed. 

This supplementary Treaty, consisting of one Article, with two Schedules 
annexed, having been settled and concluded on this ‘29th day of December 
Anno Domini 1803, corresponding to the 14<th day of Ruzaii Anno Hegira? 
1218, and to the 16th day of the month of Foosheara, of the year 1725 
of the Sokrandan era, at Hurryghur by Josiah Wehhe, Esq., with the 
Maharajah Oodiaver Bahadoor, Mr. Wehhe has accordingly delivered one 
copy of the same, in Persian and English, signed and sealed by him, to His 
Highness the Maliarajah, who lias likewise delivered to Mr, Wehhe another 
copy, in Persian and English, bearing His Highness’ seal, and signed by 
Ducliuma, widow of the late Kishna Rajah, and sealed and signed by Purnia, 
Dewan to His Highness Maharajah Oodiaver Bahadoor , and Mr. Wehhe has 
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cn^a^cd to prooure and deliver to tlie said Maharajah without delay a copy 
of* the same, under the seal and signature <*f the Most Noble the Governor- 
Genf ral, on the receipt of which by the said Maharajah the present supple¬ 
mentary I'reaty shall be deemed complete and bindini^ on the Honourable Hast 
India Company and on the Maharajah IMysore Kishna Rajah Oodiaver Baha- 
door, and the copy of it now delivered to the said Maharajah slndl be 
returned.

Articles explanatory of the Third Article of the Treaty of 
Mysore, concluded in 1799. 

Additional Articles for modifying and defining the Provisions 
of the Third Article of the Treaty of Mysore, settled 
and concluded between the English East India Company 
Bahadooh and Maharajah Mysore Kishna Rajah Oodia- 
VER Battadoor, Rajah of Mysore. 

Whereas it is stipulated by t he third Article of the Treaty of Mysore that 
in the event of hostilities, or of })reparatious for hostilities jj^ainst any State? 
or power, Maharajah Mysore Kishna Rujali Oodiav(?r Hahadoor shall contribute 
towards the discharge of the increased expenses thereby incurred a sum to he 
eventually determined by the Governor-General in Council of Port William ; 
and whereas it has appeared expedient to the eontractinj^* parties that the pro¬ 
visions of tile said Article should now he rendered specilic, and that the said 
indefinite contributions in war should bo commuted for the fixed maintenance 
of a certain body of horse in peace and war; wherefore these additional Arti- 
edes, for modifying and defining the provisions of the third Article of the said 
Treaty are now concluded on the one part by Major Mark Wilks in the name 
and on behalf of t he Honourable 8ir (icor^e Hilaro Barlow, Baronet, Governor- 
(ieneral for all affairs, civil and military, of the British nation in India, by 
virtue of full powers vested in him for the purpose by the said Sir Gc(U‘j^e 
Hilaro Barlow, Baronet, Governor-General, and on the other part by Maha¬ 
rajah Mysore Kishna Rajah Oodiaver Bahadoor, Rajah of Mysore, in his own 
belialf. 


Article 1. 

It is agrreed and stipulated that His Highness Maharajah Mysore Kishna 
Rajah Oodiaver shall be relieved from the pecuniary contribution to which he 
was liable by the provisions of the third Article of the Treaty of Mysore ; in 
consideration whereof, His Highness engages to maintain at all times, fit for 
service and subject to muster a body of (4,000) four thousand effective horse, 
of which number about (500) five hundred shall be Bargeers, and the rest 
Silladar horse. 


Article 2 , 

Such portion of the said body of (4,000) four thousand horse as in the 
opinion of the British Government shall not be necessary for the internal pro¬ 
tection of the country of Mysore, shall be at all times ready to accompany and 
serve with the Honourable Company's army ; and while employed beyond the 
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territory of Mysore the extra expenses of their maintenance^ or batta, at the 
rate of (4) four Star Pa^^odas per month for eacdi effe(;tive man and horse, 
after the expiration of one month from the date of their ero-sim;’ the frontier, 
shall be regularly paid by the Honourable Couijiany. The extra expense of 
<iny casual serviee beyond the frontier, not exceeding’ in duration the period of 
one mouth, shall be borne by the o^overnment of M 3 ^so]'e. 

Artici.e 

If it should at any time be found expedient to augment the cavalry of 
Mysore beyond the number of (4,000) four thousand, on intimation to that 
f^’ffect from the British Government, His Highness the Rajah rdiall use his 
utmost endeavours for that purpose ; hut the whole expense of such iingmenta- 
tion, and of the maintenance of the additional nnrahers, at Ihe rate of (S) eight 
Star Pagodas for each effective man and horse, while within tlie territory of 
Mysore, and of an additional sum, or batta, at the rate of ( I) four Star Fagodas 
month after the expiration of one month from the ])eriod oT their passing the 
i'rontier of Mysore, as described in the second Article, shall be del’rayc^d by the 
Hononrahlc Conijiany. 


Article I-. 

Whereas, in conformity to the wish of the Governor-General, a body of 
(4,000) four thousand horse and upwards has been provisionally maintained by 
Ilis Highness the Rajah, from the period of the eonchision of war in tlie Deccan 
vintil this time, it is hereby declared that His Highness has fnliy and faithfully 
])erformed the obligations of the third Article ot the Treat y of Mysore until 
this day, and is here})y absolved from all retrospective claims on that account. 

These four additional Articles, which like the original Treaty of Mysore, 
shall he binding on the contracting parties as long as tli(‘ sun and moon shall 
endure, having been settl(‘d and concluded on this 2hth day of January Anno 
Domini 1807, corresponding to the 19th of Zilcaad, Anno Hcijrine J22i, and to 
tiie 21st day of the month of Pooshe, of the year 1728 of the Shalwan era, at 
Mysore, by Major Mark Wilks with the Maharajah Kishna Raja Oialiaver 
Bahaaoor, Major Wilks has accordingly d^divered one copy of the same, in 
Persian and English, signed and sealed by him, to His Highness the Mahara¬ 
jah, who has likewise delivered to Major Wilks another copy, in Persian and 
English, bearing His Highness's seal and signature, and signed by Luchumn, 
widow of the late Kistna Rajah, and sealed and signed by Puriiia, Dewan to 
His Highness Maharajah Oodiaver Bahadoor; and Major Wilks has engaged 
to procure and deliver to the said Maharajah without delay a copy of the same, 
under the seal and signature of the Honourable the Governor-General, on the 
receipt of which by the Maharajah the present additional Articles sliall he 
<leemed complete and binding on the Honourable East India Company and on 
the Maharajah Mysore Kishna Rajah Oodiaver Bahadoor and the co|)y now 
delivered to the said Maharajah shall be returned.

Proclamation. 

Dated the 30 th March 1868 . 

His Excellency the Ri^lit Hon^ble the Viceroy and Governor-General in 
Council announces to the Chiefs and people of Mysore the death of His 
Ili^liness the Maharajah Krisnaraj Wodiar Pahadoor, Knight Grand Corn- 
inancler of the Most Exalted Order of the Star of India, This event is re¬ 
garded with sorrow hy fh(‘ G<>v<a*nrnent of India, with whicli the late Maha¬ 
rajah bad preserved relations of fri^ndshij) for more than half a century. 

H is llio'hness Chainrajendra Wodiar Bahadoor, at present a minor, the 
adopted son of the late Maharajah, is acknowledg*ed by the Government of 
India as his successor and as Maharajah of the Mysore Territories. 

Durin" tlie minority of His Highness, the said territories will he ad¬ 
ministered in His Highnesses name by the I^ritisli Government, and will he 
governed on the same i)rinci[)los and under the same regulations as heretofore. 

Wdum His Highness shall attain to the period of majority, that is, the 
age of cigliteien years, and if His Highness shall then he found qualilied for 
tJie discharge of the duties of his (‘xalted position, the Government of the 
country will he entrusted to him, subject to such conditions as may he deter¬ 
mined at that time.

Pkoclamation on the installation of CiiAMiJAJicNnRA WoDTAit 
Haiiaduii as Maharaja of Mysopr, dat(‘d the 25 th March 

1881 . 

Whereas in the year 1868 the Viceroy and Governor-General of India 
in Council announced by proclamation to the Chiefs and people in Mysore 
that, Ilis Highness Chamrajendra Wodiar Bahadur, the adopted son of the 
late INTaharaja Kristna Raj Wodiar Bahadur, had been acknowledged hy the 
Government of India as successor to Maharaja Kristna Raj Woeliarandas 
Maharaja of the Mysore territories; and declared that when His Highness 
should attain the age of 18 years, the government of the country would be 
entrusted to him, subject to such conditions as might be determined at the 
time : 
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Now, tlierofore, His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General of 
India in Council announces to the Chiefs and peo])Ie of JMysore, by eoininand 
of Her Majesty the Queen of Great Eritain and Ireland and Enij)ress of 
India, that HivS Highness Chanirajendra Wodiar Bahadur is hereby placed in 
possession of the territories of Mysore, and invested with the administration 
of the Mysore State. 

And TI is Exoelleney the Viceroy and Governor-tUMieral in Council 
declares further to tlie Chiefs and people of Mysore tliat tlie adrnir)istration of 
the aforesaid territories by the British Government has on this day ceased 
and determined. 


No. CXXIV. 

Instrument of Transfer— 1881. 

Whereas the British Government has now been for a lonp; j^eriod in 
possession of the territories of Mysore and has introduced into the said tcr- 
ritori(^s an improved system of administration : And wliereas, on the ch^ath of 
the lat(; Maharaja the said Govcrniuent, beini!;' desirous that the said territo¬ 
ries should he administered by an Indian dynasty under such restrictions and 
(londitions as mio’ht he necessary for ensuring: the inaiutenance of the system 
of administratiou so introduced, declared that if Maharaja Cniainraj(*ndra 
Wadiar Bahadur, the ado])ted son of the late Maharaja, should, on attait»ing' 
tin; ago of eighteen years, he found qualified for the position of ruler of the 
said territories, the Government thereof should be intrusted to him, subject 
to such conditions and restrictions as might he thereafter determined : And 
whereas the said Maharaja Chamrajeudra Wadiar Bahadur has now atfained 
the said age of eighteen years and appears to the British Government quali¬ 
fied for the position aforesaid, and is about to he intrusted with the Gov¬ 
ernment of the said territories : And whereas it is expedient to grant to tlie 
said Maharaja C'hamrajcndra Wadiar Bahadur a written Instrument defining 
the conditions subject to which he will be so intrusted : It is hereby declared 
as follows : — 

1. The Maharaja Chamrajendra Wadiar Bahadur shall, on the twenty- 
fifth day of March BS81, he placed in possession of the terrilorics of Mysore, 
and installed in the administration thereof. 

2. The said Maharaja Chamrajendra Wadiar Bahadur and those who 
succeed him in manner hereinafter jirovided shall he entitled to hold posses¬ 
sion of, and admini.-ter, the said tenitoiies as long as he and they fulfil Die 
condiiions hereinafter preseiibed. 

3. The succession to the administration of the said territories shall devolve 
upon the lineal dcseendants of the said Maharaja Chainrajeiulra Wadiar 
Bahadur, whether by blood or adoption, according to the rules and usages of 
his family, except in case of disqualification through manifest unfitness to 
rule : 
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Provided that no succession shall be valid until it has been recognized 
by the (/overnor-General in Council. 

In tlie event of a failure of lineal descendants, by blood and adoption, 
of the said Maharaja CharnrajcMidra Wadiar Bahadur, it shall be within the 
discretion of (iOve''nor-G( neral in Council to select as a successor any 
mornber of any collateral braueh of the family whom he thinks lit. 

4. The Maharaja Chamrajendra Wadiar Bahadur and his successors 
(hereinaltcv cuINmI the Maharaja of Mysore) shall at all times remain faithful 
in al]e<;iance and subordination to Her Majesty the Queen of Great Britain 
atul Ireland and Mmoress of India, Her Heirs and Successors, and j)erform 
all ilie duties wind) in virtue of such allegiance and subordination may he 
demanded of* them. 

5. T]i(‘ British Government having undertaken to defend and jirotect the 
said territories against all external enemies, and to relieve the Maharaja of 
Myson* of the obligation to keep troops ready to serve with the British army 
when n‘(|uired, t.luTe shall, in consideration of su(di undertaking, he paid from 
the rt'venuos of the said territories to the British Government an annual sura 
of Gov(‘rmnent Hupees thirty-five lakhs in two half-yearly instalments, com¬ 
mencing from the said twenty-fiftli day of March 1881. 

G. From tin* djite of tlie Maliararja^a faking possession of the territories 
of M ysore, the Ihitish sovenugnty in the island of Scringapatam shall cease 
and detiU'ininc, and the said island sliall bec^ome jinrt of tlie said territories, 
ami be ludd by the Maharaja upon the same conditions as tliose subject to 
which he holds the rest of the said t(‘rritories. 

7. The Maharaja of Mysore shall not, without the previous sanction of 
the Governor-General in Council, build .any new fortresses or strongholds, 
or repair tin; defences of any existing fortresses or strongholds in the said 
territories. 

8. The Maharaja of Mysore shall not, wifhout the permission of the 
Governor-Gcneirl in Council, imjiort, or permit to he imported, into the said 
territories, arms, ammnuition or military stores, and shall prohibit the manu- 
faeiure of arms, ammunition and military stores throughout the said tenitories, 
or at any sjiecified place therein, whenever recjuired by the Governor-General 
in Council to do so. 

9. The Maharaja of Mysore shall not object to the maintenance ar estab¬ 
lishment of British cantonments in the said territories whenever and wherever 
the Governor-General in Council may consider such cantonments necessary. 
He shall grant free of all (diarge such land as may be required for such can¬ 
tonments, and shall renounce all jurisdiction witliin the lands so granted. He 
shall earry out in the lands adjoining British cantonments in the said terri¬ 
tories such sanitary measures as the Governor-General in Council may declare 
to be necessary. He shall give every facility for the provision of supplies and 
articles requir(;d for the troops in such cantonments, and on goods inij^ortcd 
or j)nrchased for that purj'ose no duties or taxes of any kind shall be levied 
without the assent of the British Governmeut. 
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10. The military force employed in the Mysore State for the maintenance 
of interniil order and the Maharajahs personal dip^nity, and for any other 
purposes ap])ioved by the Governor-(lencral in Council, shall not exceed the 
strenm'th which the Governor-General in Council may, from time to time, fix. 
The directions of the Governor-General in Council in respect to the enlistment, 
or^^anisation, equijunent and drill of troops shall at all times be complied 
with. 

11. The Maharaja of Mysore shall abstain from inti'rference in the affairs 
of any other State or Power, and shall have no communication or correspond¬ 
ence with any other State or Power, or the Agents or Officers of any other 
State or Power, except with the previous sanction and through the medium 
of the Governor-General in Council. 

1*2. The Maharaja of Mysore shall not employ in his service any person 
not a native of India without the previous sanction of the Governor-General 
in Council, and shall, on being so required l)y the Governor-General in Council, 
dismiss from his service any person so employed. 

13. The coins of the Government of India shall be a legal tender in the 
said territories in the cases in which payment made in such coins would, under 
the law for the time being in force, be a legal tender in British India ; and all 
laws and rules for the time being ap])licable to coins current in British India 
shall a])})ly to coins current in the said territories. The separate coinage of 
the Mysore State, which has long been discontinued, shall not be revived. 

11. The Maharaja of M^'soi'e shall grant free of all charge such land as 
may be required for the construction and working of lines of telegraph in the 
said territories wherever the Governor-General in Council may require such 
land, and shall do his utmost to facilitate the construction and working of such 
lines. All lines of telegraph in the said territories, whether constructed and 
maintained at the expense of the British Government, or out of the revi*nues 
of the said territories, shall form part of the British telegraph system and 
shall, save in cases to he specially excepted, by agreement between the British 
Government and the Maharaja of Mysore, be worked by the British Telegraph 
Department; and all laws and rules for the time being in force in British 
India in respect to telegraphs shall apply to such lines of telegraph when so 
worked. 

15. If the British Government at any time desires to constru(;t or work, 
by itself or otherwise, a railway in the said territories, the Maharaja of Mysore 
shall grant free of all charge such lands as may be required for that purpose, 
and shall transfer to the Governor-General in Council plenary jurisdiction 
within such laud ; and no duty or tax whatever shall be levied on through 
trad I e carried by such railway wiiich may not break bulk in the said territories. 

16. The Maharaja of Mysore shall cause to be arrested and surrendered 
to the proper officers of the British Government any person within the said 
teriitories accused of having committed an offence in British India, for vvhose 
arrest and surrender a demand may be made by the British Resident in Mysore, 
or some other officer authorised by him in this behalf; and he shall afford every 
assistance for the trial of such persons by causing the attendance of witnesses 
required, and by such other n»eans as may be necessary. 
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17. Plenary cnminal jurisdietion over European British subjpcts in the 
said territories shall continue to he vested in the Govern or-General in Council, 
and th(‘ Mahajara of Mysore shall €*xercise only such jurisdiction in respect to 
Euro})ean British sub jects as may from time to time be delegated to him by 
the Governor-Cicneral in Council. 

18. The Maharaja of Mysore shall comply with the wishes of the Governor- 
General in (^)uncil in the inatho' of prohibiting or limiting the manufacture 
of salt and opium, and the cultivation of ]) 0 ]>])y, in Mysore ; also in the matter 
of giving effect to all such regulations as may be considered proper in respect 
to the export and import of salt, opium and ])oppy-beads. 

19. All laws in force and rules having the force of law in the said territo¬ 
ries when the Maharaja Chamrajendra Wadiar Bahadur is placed in posses¬ 
sion thereof, as shown in the Schedule hereto annexed, shall })e maintaiu(‘d and 
efiiciently adminislered, aiid,exce])t with the previous consent of the Governor- 
General in Council, the Maharaja of Mysore shall not re])eal or modify such 
laws, or pass any laws or ruh^s inconsistent therewith. 

20. No matc'rial change in the system of administration, as established 
when the Maharaja Chamrajendra Wadiar Bahadur is jdaced in ]X)sses6i()n (»£ 
the territories, shall 1)(‘ made without the consent of tlie Governor-General in 
Council. 

21. All title-deeds grantcnl and all settlements of land-revenue made 
during the administration of tlie said territori('s by the British Government, 
and in force on the said tw(Mity-lifth day of March 1S81, shall be maintained 
in ac(;ordanee with the respective terms thereof, exce'[)t in so far as tliey may 
be rescinded or inodilied either by a eompetent Court of Law, or with the con¬ 
sent (»f the Governor-General in Council. 

22. The Mah araja of Mysore shall at all times conform to such advice as 
the Governor-General in Council may offer him with a view to the manage¬ 
ment of his finances, the settlement and collection of his revenues, the imposi¬ 
tion of tax(*s, the administration of justieo, tlie extension of commerce, the en- 
couragemcmt of trade, agriculture and iudustry, and any other objects connect¬ 
ed with the advancement of llis Highness's interests, the happiness of his 
subjects, and his relations to the Britisli Governnunxt. 

23. Ill the event of the breach or non-observance by the Maharaja of 
Mysore of any of the foregoing conditions, the Governor-General in Council 
may resume possession of tiie said territories and ossurne the direct administra¬ 
tion thereof, or make sucdi other arrangements as he may think necessary to 
provide adeipiately tor the good government of the people of Mysore, or for 
tlie sceurity of British rights and interests wilhin the province. 

21. This doemment shall supersede all oilier documents by which the 
position of the British Government with reference to the said territories has 
been fonnidly recorded. And if any question arise as to whether any of the 
above conditions has been faithfully performed, or as to whether any person is 
entitled to succeed, or is lit to succeed, to the administration of the said terri¬ 
tories, the decision thereon of the Governor-General in Council shall be final.

Memorandum of the Assignment of Lands for the Banga-

Under tlje 9th Article of the Instrument of Transfer of the Mysore 
State to His Hig'hness the Maharaja of Mysore, the Maliara ja lun-ehy assigns 
(witli effect from the date of his accession, viz., 25th March 1881), free ot 
(diarge, to the exclusive management of tlie British Governm(‘nt, for the 
purposes stated in the aforesaid article, all lands situated within the limits 
specilied and described in the schedule and map hereto annexed, and forming 
the Civil and Miliiaty Station ol’ Bangalore And the Maharaja of Mysore 
hereby renounces the exercise of all jurisdiedion in the lands so assigned. 
(Jiven under our hand and seal at Ootacamund this htth day of April l8Sl.

The iiiliabitarits of Coorg* are said to be a braneb of the Nayar tribe. 
Haidar Ali, when ruler of Mysore, long endeavoured in vain to subdue the 
country ; but by taking advantage of a dispute betwoen two brothers he* at 
last effeeted his ])urpose, destroyed the family of the elder brother, and made 
the younger, Vira Kaja, a prisoner. Vira baja e>(*aped in He wa^ 

joined by his (dansmen in great numbers and soon cleared lus eouutry ol' the 
invaders. Previous to the war with Tipu Sultan in 171)0, \dia Ka j:i, a|)pli('d 
to the British Government for assistance, whieli could not at the time be 
granted. But as soon as the war broke out he olTered his services and sent 
a large supply of bullocks for t.he use of the Prilish :uiny. An lCngagi*mcnt 
(No. CXXVI) was made with him by which ho agn'cd to eo-o}>cratt‘ witii the 
Britisli army against Tipu; the independence of his country was guaranteed ; 
and it was sti[)ulated that in any peace inadt^ with Ti])U the interests of the 
Baja would be faithfully consulted. 

Coorg was part of the territory which Tipu was rcapiired to resign b\ the 
tia^aty of 1792. This demand was unexpected, and Tipu eomplaimd of it 
as a. violation of the preliminary agreement, which re(]uir(‘d (liat tlie territories 
to he ceded should lie adjacent to the possessions of tlu^ allies. It was only 
wlnm })reparati()ns were made to recommence hostilities that Tipu 8ultan 
yielded. It was arranged (No. CXXVJI) that the annual tribute of itup(?os 
2i,0U(), which Tipu had exacted from Coorg, should be transferred to the 
British Government in consideration of its friendship and protection, d’his 
arrangement was distasteful to the Raja, who denied that he had ever paid 
tribute to M 3 ’sorc. 

Vira Raja again rendered valuable service in the second war with Tipu 
Sultan, in consideration of which his annual tribute was rernith'tl in 1799 
(No. CXXVIII), and he was required only to send an elephant every year, as 
an acknowledgment of feudal subordination. Towards tlie end of bis rule liis 
eliaraciter underwent a great change. Ile became suspicious and cruel, and was 
subjpct to temporary tits of insanity, lie died in June 1S09 ; at his request 
Devammaji was acknowledged as Rani of Coorg, but after a few months she 
was deposed hy Linga Raja, the surviving brother of Vira Raja. 

Linga Raja died in 1820, after a rule remarkable for nothing but snvage 
cruelty, and was sueceeded by Vira Rajendra Wadiar, the last of the Coorg

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Rnjas. The crimes perpetrated this man were so revolting that in 1833 he 
was directed to report all capital punishments to the Madras Government- 
Many of his nearest relatives were put to death by his own hand. TJis sister 
and her husband, whom he had threatened with death, fled from the country 
and took refuge with the Resident at Mysore. A British officer was sent to 
Coorg to bring about a better state of things by negotiation, but the mission 
failed. A native agent, who was sent to prepare the way for another mission, 
was detained as a prisoner. At the same time the Raja addressed letters of tlie 
most insulting kind to the British Government, and it was accordingly resolved 
to treat him as a public enemy. 

A Proclamation (No. CXXIX) was issued in 1834, setting forth the 
objects of the war and declaring Vira Rajendra Wadiar to be no longer Raja 
of Coorg. After a short campaign the Raja surrendered. A considerable 
number of the inbahitaiits having expressed a desire to become subjects of 
the British Government, the country was annexed in 1831, and the peojdc 
were assured (No. CXXX) that they would not again be subjected to 
native rule; that tlioir civil rights and religious usages would be respected ; 
and that every effort would be made by the British Government to augment 
their security, comfort, arid haj)])iness. 

The Raja and his family wei’e pensioned and I'ernoved to Benai’es. He 
afterwards went to England, where he died in 1859. 

The area of Coorg is roughly com[)uted at 1,583 square miles, the popula¬ 
tion, accordiug to the census of 1891, at 173,955, and the gross revenues at 
about Ru])ecs 8,50,009. The British Resident in Mysore is Chief Commis¬ 
sioner of Cooi’g and also Judicial Commissioner, and there is a Commissioner 
whose head-quarters are at Mercai-a.

Articles of Agreement entered into between Robert Taylor, 
Esquire, Chief, etc., Eactors, Telltcuerry, in behalf of 
the Honourable Uniteb English East India Company 
on the one part, and Alorv" Virarajaii of Coorg on the 
other—1700. 

1st .— A firm and jx'rpctiial friendslup shall subsist between both parties 
as lon^ as the sun and moou shall endure. 

2nd .—Tippoo Sultan and his adherents shall be considered as the com¬ 
mon enemy of both parties, and in the prosecution of the war in which the 
JMiglish arc at present engaged, the Coorg Rajah shall, whenever it may be 
in his power, do his utmost to distress the enemy, and to admit the English 
troo])s at any time to pass ihrough his dominions, should they have occasion 
to penetrate the enemyhs country from this coast ; he moreover engages to 
furnish them with such supplies of provisions as the country can afFord at 
reasonable rates, and to join the English army with siudi a force as he can 
spare whenever any operations are carried on above the ghats or in the 
country of Tippoo Sultan. 

8rd .—The Rajah engages to give the Company the preforenco in pur¬ 
chasing, at a reasonable and moderate price, sueb arlielcs of commerce as are 
]noduced in his country and the Company may want, and he engages not to 
permit any other European nation to interfere in ibis respect. 

This English l^ast India Company engage to do (wcu'ything in 
their j)Ower to render him, the Coorg Rajah, independent of Tippoo, in the 
same manner as the other powers who have entered into an alliance with the 
Company, and they shall, whenever a peace takes ])lace, insist upon it as an 
express stipnhitiou, that the Coorg Rajah shall be considered as t]»e fiiend and 
ally of the Honourable Company, and iu no manner subject to the authority 
and control of Tippoo, of whom he shall be declared totally independent. 

C)t/i .—Should tlie Rajah^s family or that of auy of his subjects have 
occasion in the present troubles to take refuge in Tellielierry, the Company 
engages to receive them at the foot of the ghats and conduct them in safety 
to 'I’ellicherry under a guard of sepoys, where they will find an asylum, and 
be ])rotected during the troubles ; a house shall be provided for them during 
their residence at Tellielierry, and the families shall be returned in safety 
whenever required. In testimony of the perpetual friendship that shall 
subsist between both parties, which neither party will ever disturb, we jointly 
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call God, 1])(‘ sun, tlio riioon^ and the world to witness this our agreement and 
mutual j)ledge of faith.

For the services rendered hy me to the English Circ*arlhe Eight Honour¬ 
able Ihe Karl of Mornington Bahadoor, (iovernor-General, etc., etc., etc., on 
the 2()th day of tlie month Chytia of the year Siddartee (^Rjth April 1799), in 
his friendship wrote to me that on that day he fiad relin(|iiished to me the 
Rupees 24,090 that by agreement 1 annually ])aid to the Cirear, and that the 
Honourahle Jonathan Duncan, (Lwernor of Romhay, would through the medium 
of Ca])tain Mahony, the English Resident with me, fix upon some token to 
l)e annually given in future in acknowledgment and as a memorial of my 
sid\jcction and fidelity to the Circar, which he required me annually to 
perform. 

In conformity (o this letter Captain Mahony and me heing in Virarajendra 
Pete, the relinquishment of the Nikadee wbieh Ity mutual eonsent has been 
annually paid from my country to the Circar was this day made agi’ceable to 
the Company's orders and with infinite satisfaction to me, and iu return 1 am 
to train and presemt annnally to the Circar an elephant, in token to all the 
world of my fidelity and filial attachment, even as tin; .son of her own womb, to 
the Circar tliat prot(*cts me, and for which a sadana tranui is executed hy 
both parties and interchanged this day, being Wednesday the 18th of the 
month of /\ skua ice of tlie year Siddartee of the Cally Yuggun 4,9()1 or IGth 
October 1799.

Proclamation of War with Cookg in 1834. 

The conduct of the Rajah of Coorg has for a long time past been of such 
a nature as to reader him uuworth}' of the friendship and })iotection of the 
British (Government. 

Unmindful of his duty as a ruler, and regardless of his obligations as a 
dependent ally of the East India Company, he has been guilty of the greatest 
oppression and cruelty towards the people subject to his Government, and he 
has evinced the most wanton disrespect of the authority of, and the most 
hostile disposition towards, the former, from whom he and his ancestors have 
invariably received every degree of kindness and protection. 
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It will 1)6 neeclloes to enumorate the several instances of his misconduct; 
but it is sufficient to state that, in c<uisequpnce of an asylum having been 
afforded in the llritish territories to bis own sister Devamajee and her hus¬ 
band Chenna Hasavappa, who to preserve their lives had fled from his oj^pres- 
siou, the Rajah has presumed to address letters replete with the most iusull- 
iu" expressions, to tlie Governor of Fort St. George and the Governor- 
General of India; that he has assumed an attitude of hostility and defiance 
towards the British Government; that he has received and eneouniged the 
proclaimed enemies of that (government; and that he has unjustifiably placed 
under restraint an old and faithful servant of the Company, named Kulputty 
Karnikara Manoon, who had been formally deputed by the British represent¬ 
ative for the jnirpose of opening a friendly negotiation, thus committing a 
gross oiitrace, not only upon the authority by whom the above-named indivi¬ 
dual was deputed, but upon the establislied rules of all civilised nations, by 
whom the persons of accredited agents are invariably held sacred. 

The ancient alliance and the firm friendshi}? wliich had so happily sub¬ 
sisted between the predecessors of the present Rajah and the Honourable 
Comf)any have caused bis errors to be treated uniformly with indulgence. 
The most earnest remonsiran< cs have been in vain tried to bring him to a 
sense of Ids obligations, and it is not until further forbearance would be cul¬ 
pable that His .Kxcellency the Right Honourable the Governor-lieneral, at 
the suggestion and with the concurrence of the Right Honoural)lc the Governor 
in Council of Fort St. George, lias resolved on employing the only means left 
of vindicating the dignity of the sovereign State, and of securing to the 
inhabitants of Coorg the blessings of a just and equitable Government. 

It is accordingly hereby notified that a British army is about to invade 
the Coorg territory ; that Virarajeiidra Wodyar is no longer to be considered 
as Rajah of Coorg ; that the pcTsons and property of all those who conduct 
themselves peaceably or in aid of the operations of the British troops shall 
be res])(‘cteil ; and that such a system of government shall be established as 
may seem best calculated to secure the liappiness of the peojile. 

Jt is also hereby mad(; known to all i^ritish subjects who may liave 
entered 1 lie service of Virarajeiidra Wodyar, that they arc required to place 
themselves under the protection of the Biitish authorities, ly whom they will 
be kindly received, and their rights and privileges respected ; and that such 
of them as may in any way render assistance to tlie enemy will he considered 
as traitors and punished accordingly. 

This proclamation will be carefully made known in Cliittledroog, 
B-aidroog, Mysore, Rellary, Malabar, Canara, in order that the relatives of 
such persons as have taken service in Coorg from those places or adjoining 
districts may adopt the earliest means of communicating its purport to the 
parties in whose safety they are interested.

and that the greatest dt‘sir(‘ will invariably b(‘ shown hy the British Govern¬ 
ment to augment their security, comfort and happiiu^ss.

TREATIES, ENGAGEMENTS AND SANADS 

ItKLATINO TO THE 

CENTRAL PROVINCES. 

I.—NAGPUR. 

The early bistory of the ruling* family of Nng'piir is somewhat obscure, 
but its imi)ortance in Indian history may be said to date from Haghuji, who 
as a loader iT predatory expeditions, bad, at the time of bis di’atb in 1755, 
established the Mabratta supremacy over the country between the Nerbiidda 
(Narbada) and the Oodavari, from the Ajanta bills eastward to the sea. Ragbuji 
lelt four sons, Janoji, Sabaji, Madboji and Bimbaji, and was succeeded by 
Janoji, the eldest, who died in 1772, after having*, with tl)o concurrcnec of the 
Pesb wa, ado})ted bis nephew Ragbuji, son of Madboji, as bis heir. 'Jdie govern¬ 
ment, however, was, on Janoji^s death, seized by Sabaji, who held it through 
luuc'b opjiositlon till 1 775, when be vvas slain in battle by his brother, and was 
succeeded by Ilagbuji, a minor, under the regency of Madboji. 

Advances had been made by the Bengal Government during the rule of 
Janoji willi a view to obtain possession of Cuttack (Katak), but without success. 
An nnsiiccessfnl attempt vvas also made by Warren Hastings to rent a tract of 
country on the Cuttack coast from Madboji. In 1779 Madboji sent a force 
to invade Bengal in puisuauci* of a confederacy between the Mahratias, the 
Nizam, and Haidar Ali, for the overthrow of the British power. Madboji was 
at heart friendly to tlie British Government, and, being disgusted at the refusal 
of the Peshwa to admit bis claims to Garba Mandla,, lie undertook this ex})edi" 
tion with much reiuctauce. The British Government, who had despatched a 
force to tlie Carnatic by the coast route, under Colonel Pearse, to co-operate 
with the Madras army against Haidar Ali, found therefore little difficulty in 
concluding a Treaty (No. CXXXI) on the (ith April 1781, by which the army 
of Madh <'ji was bought oil from its invasion of Orissa, and a promise was obtain¬ 
ed from liim of assistance against Haidar Ali.

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On the death of Madlioji in 1788 he was succeeded by Raghuji, who 
was then twrnty-eight years of ag^e. When the triple alllan(!e was formed 
between the Rritish Government, the Nizam and the Peshwa, for the 
overtlirow of Tipu Sultan, negotiations were opened with a view to include 
llaghuji in the confederacy, but Seringapatam fell before they were brought to 
a close. Ragbuji was too jealous of the increased ascendancy acquired by the 
Rritish Government on the fall of Tipu to be induced to enter into an 
alliance to check the growing power of Sindhia. lie even exerted his 
influence, although without success, to put a stop to the contest between 
Sindhia and Holkar with a view to a union against the English; and after the 
treaty of Bassein he joined Sindhia in the war which followed to defeat the 
objects of that treaty. Tlic ])ower of Sindhia and Kaglinji in the Deccan was 
broken in the battles of Assaye and Argaum. The ruin of Kaglinji was com¬ 
pleted by the fall of Gawilgarli, and, on the i7th December J SOcl, he signed the 
M’reaty of Deogaon (No. CXXXII). By this treaty the Raja was deprived of 
the province of Cuttack and of the country to the west of the Wardba and 
boutli of the Nariiala and Gawilgarh bills. This treaty was confirmed by the 
treaty of 1804 with the Peshwa. Its effect was to reduce the revenues of the 
Berar State from about one croro to sixty laklis of rupees. 

In 1806 the territory of Sambaljiur and Patna was restored (No. CXXXITI) 
to lliejllaja gratuitously, in consideration of the great loss to which he had been 
subjected by the transicr of the tribute and allegiance of the Chiefs of those 
districts to the British Government. But the Raja steadily rejected repeated 
advances towards closer relations, and resisted all efforts made to induce him 
to subsidise a British force. 

Ragbuji died in 181G and was succeeded by his only son Parsoji. This 
Cliief being incapacitated for government, a regency was formed under 
Madboji Bhonsla, better known as Apa Sahib, Parsoji^s cousin. Ajia Sahib, 
however, was by no means secure in power, and to strengthen himself In* nego¬ 
tiated a Treaty (No. CXXXIY) with the British Government in May 1816. In 
this he agreed to subsidise a British force, costing Rupees 7,66,000 a year, and 
to maintain a force of not less than 3,000 cavalry and :d,000 infantry, with the 
necessary equipment of guns and warlike stores. 

In 1817 Parsoji died suddenly, having been murdered, as was afterwards 
discovered, by Apa Sahib. Soon after his accession, A])a Sahib made com¬ 
mon cause with the Peshwa, who was then inciting all the Mahrattas to unite 
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against the English. He fell upon the Uesidoiiey with an overwhelming 
force, but was repulsed, and was compelled on the Gtli January 1818 to sign a 
provisional Agreement (No. CXXXV), ceding lands in lieu of the subsidy and 
contingent, and engaging that the government of the country should be conduct¬ 
ed according to the advice of the Hesident. Apa Sahib, however, persevered in 
his intrigues against tlie Hritish Government. He was arrested, but effected 
his escape, and found refuge among the Goiuls. After an unsuccessful attempt 
to regain his hold of Nagpur he fled to Hindustan in February 1819, He died 
at Jodh])ur iu liajputana in 1819. 

On the deposition of Apa Sahib, a son of Raghiiji^s daughter was 
jdaced ill power ou the 2GUi June 1818. He assumed the name of ilaghnji 
ill honour of bis grandfather. During the minority of the new Raja the Nag- 
j)nr territory was under the management of the Resident, acting in the name 
of the Raja. In 1S2(>, when the Raja attained his majority and was entrusted 
with the administration, a Treaty (No. CXXXVI) was made with him, by which 
lie ceded territori(‘S to cover the cost of the subsidiary force, and 
assigned lands as a guarantee for the payment of the troo])S which he under¬ 
took to maintain, and which were thenceforth to he under cont rol of the British 
Government. The Raja also bound himself to maintain good government 
under the supervision of the Resident. The provisions of this treaty, however, 
were acknowledged to press heavily on the Rajahs resources, and to be incon¬ 
sistent with the declared wish and int«ntion of the RritisliGovernmont to restore 
the Ehonsla family to the rank and position of one of the substantive j)Owers of 
India. In 1829 therefore the treaty was modified (No. CXXXV] I); the assigned 
districts w^ere restored to Nagpur; a subsidy of eight lakhs a year was taken 
instt'ad ; the auxiliary force was disbanded ; and the Raja was required to keep 
up a force of his own sufficient to preserve the internal tranquillity of the 
country. The Baja was at the same time released to some extent from his 
complete subjection to the Resident in the administration of affairs. At the 
request of the Baja in 1830 article 6 of the treaty of 182G, relating to an 
exchange of lands, was cancelled. 

Raghuji retained the administration till his death, on the 11th December 
1853. He died without a sou, natural or adopted, and without leaving any 
heir. The Nagpur State was then annexed to British India. It had been for¬ 
feited in 1818 though the treachery and hostility of Apa Sahib, and bad been 
declared to belong by right of conquest to the British Government, who 
had conferred it as a free gift on Raghuji under the treaty of 182G.

In 1855 the surviving* widows of the last Raja adopted as their son and 
heir Janoji Bhonsla, a collateral relation of the Raja in the female line. In 
consideration of tlie loyalty of the family during the rebellion of 1S57, the 
title of Raja Bahadur of Deor^ and the lands of Deor, in the district of 
Satara, were conferred in perpetuity on Janoji and his heirs, whetlier by 
blood or by adoption. 

Raja Janoji died on tbe 5th December 1881, leaving three widows, two 
minor sons (Raghnji Rao and Lachhman Rao) and three daughters, to wliom 
stipends aggregating Rs. 90,000 per annum were granted. Thc‘ stipend 
enjoyed by Raja Janoji at tbe time of his death was Rs. 1,20,000 ])er annum. 
On his death the estate of the family, pending the mji jorlty of the heir, was 
taken, and still (1892) continues, under the Court of Wards, 

In November ISdl Nagpur and its depemdeneies and the iSaugor and 
Nerbudda territories w(‘re formed into a s(‘parate a<lministrati()n under a Cliief 
CommissiomM*, and to tln^se w(*re added in April 1802 Samltalpur, Patna, and 
their de[)endencies, which had till tlu n hei'n under the control of tlie Govern¬ 
ment of Bengal. Nimar was added subsequently, as narrated in the following 
])aragraph. These tvrribnies are now known as tln^ Chief Commissiunerahi]) of 
the Central Provinces. 

The history of Niinar may he summarised as follows :—In May 1861 tlie 
British portion of Nimar was transferred from the Central India Agency to the 
Central Ih’ovinees. Tlie tracts forming this district had come under Biltish 
administration at ditlerent times. Those lying on tlie hanks of tlie Nerbudda 
became British territory in ISlS, and in 3823 the greater part; of Sindhia’s 
possessions ill Nimar came under British inanagcuu nt. In 1860 (pertain terri¬ 
torial exchanges were cli'eeted with Sindhia, by which the soveri'iguty of the 
British Government iu Sindhians Nimar was eontlrmed, anil Burlianpur and 
Zainahad were also ceded by him (See Gwalior, Vol, IV). Some parts of Nimar 
also belonged to llolkar, while outlying portions of the British districts were 
surrounded by his territory. As tliis gave rise to inconvenience, it was re¬ 
solved to exchange the detached distriiTs held by the British Government in 
the western portion of Nirnar for Holkar’s possessions in the Deccan. The 
exchange was finally completed in 1867. Tlie parganas of Barwai, Dhargnon, 
and Mandlesar, north of the Nerbudda, and of Kasrawad, including the lapsed 
jagir of Chhota Kasrawad, south of that river, of an aggregate annual value 
of Rs. 45,500, were accordingly made over to Holkar. The transfer of 
Barwai was accompanied by the condition that Holkar bhuuld abolish his 
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transit duties on the line between Indore and the Great Indian Peninsula 
Railway in JSimar {See Indore, Vol. 'IV). In 18C)5 Sanads were issued to 
cerlain land-holders of the Miniar district, conferring' on them grants of lauds 
or money in compensation for the loss of the emoluments attached to certain 
hereditary offices, the duties of which they formerly discharged. Forms of 
these Sanads are given as Nos. CXXXVllI and CXXXIX. 

II.—CHIEFSHIPS AND ZAMINDARIS of the CENTRAL PRO¬ 
VINCES up to the date of their classification as Feudatories 
and ordinary British Subjects. 

In l8Gd a report was submitted to the Government of India by the

tas to Gond or Jliijpiit families, as rtnvards for 
service or to ensure their assistance in maintaining order in what was then a 
very nnsetthd country. The zarnindars were bound to furnish a certain 
numix'r of armed men to assist the Government in ])()Jiee duties, and pai<3 a 
rent always liable to enhancement. No written engagements under the treaty 
of were formed with them by the British Government. 

The Chhattisgarh zamindaris were lield i)i ancient times by the Chhattis- 
garh Rajas of the llaihaihansi dynasty of Katanpur on a tenure of military 
service, which the Mahratlas changed to a tribute varying in amount with the 
power of the government to exact it. 

The Chanda tenures were of a similar descri])tion to those of the Wain- 
gauga group and subject as a rule to the payment of tribute. 

Tile Chhiiidwara jagirdars had always been in a kind of feudal subjection, 
first to the Gond Rajas and subsequently to the Mahrattas; but the natural 
strength of their country preserved them from entire subjection to the latter, 
whose policy, therefore, it was to support one of the most powerful of them in 
order that he might keep the others in cheek. 

In 1S19 tl e status of these dependent Chieftains was enquired into by 
the Muhratta G overnment through the British ofiicers, who were then manag-

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the country in the name of the Raja. The powers of the Chiefs were 
restricted by new eng-agfements t binding them not to inflict capital punish¬ 
ment, to refer their disputes to the arbitration of the Mahratta Government, 
and generally to he loyal and obedient. They renounced in these engage¬ 
ments the right which some of them had usurped of levying transit duties ; 
some of them were also required to furnish a specified number of men when 
called upon by the Mahratta (Government to do so; but as it was an object to 
treat them liberally their tributes were not as a rule enhanced. 

By article 2 of the treaty of 1818 Engagements (No. CXL) were 
ccmcluded with the Gond and other tributary Chiefs and zamindars by British 
ofllcers in the name of the Raja. The engagt'inents concluded with the 
zamindars of Chhattisgavh, Chanda, and Deogarh or Chhindwara were gua¬ 
ranteed by article 2 of the treaty of 1820. 

In 1855, after the lapse of the Nagpur State to the IGritish Government, 
encpiiries into these tenures were made, and in some cases tlie old sanads 
were informally renew(‘d ; but the only material eliange cdTeeted in the position 
of the zaminda.rs was the gradual restriction of (heir judicial ]>owers. 

The Saugor and Nerhudda Chiefs, though their treatment \)y the Mali-

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rattas had been in some respects different from that of the Nag*pur zamiu- 
dars, lield eventually much the same position as the latter. 

The Samhalpur and Patna, or Garhjat, Chiefs were at first independent 
but were subsequently held in subordination to the Maharaja of Patna, tlie 
most powerful of their number. In later times he was compelled to share 
this supremacy with the Maharaja of Samhalpur. The Chieftainships which 
formerly owed allei^ianee to Samhalpur and Patna were, including those two, 
eighteen in number, and the country was known as the Athara (18) Garb, 
just as that to the west was and still is called the Chhattis (3(5) Garb : hence 
it has been conjectured that the Ilaihaihansi dynasty, whose capital was 
Chhatisij^arh, ruled also over the Samhalpur and Patna Garhjats. 

In 1755 these territories fell under the dominion of the Mahrattas, hut 
were ceded to tlie Pritish Government by the Treaty of l(S{j3 with lla^huji 
lihonsla (No. CXXXIT). With the exce})tion of Kaigarh, the Chief of which 
Stale was, as a reward for his fidelity and services, declared to he under the 
special prol.cction of the British Government, all these States were restored to 
the Mahrattas in 1806. But in 1818 they reverted to the British Government, 
and vvcu’c liniilly ceded by the Treaty of 1826 (No. CXXXVI), Advantai^’C was 
taken of the ciixaunstances in which Sarnhaljiur, Patna, and thiar dependencies 
were found on their cession to annul the dependency of the other zamindars 
on these two Chiefs, and in 1821 separate sanads were granted by Govern¬ 
ment to each zarnindar, and so})arate engagements were taken. 

The Government from the first declined to issue any definite rules for the 
guidance of the Chiefs. The general line of ])olicy to he adopted was alone 
indicated. The ascertained and generally admitted rights of the llaja and the 
various classes of his subjects, and all customs of the country that were not 
ineom])atible with the usages of civilised nations, were to he maintained. In 
regard to tribute it was determined to ado]>t generally a lower scale than that 
which had been levied under the Mahratta Government. Except with Raigarh, 
with which a final Settlement (No. CXLI) was made in 1819, the settle¬ 
ments were all made for a limited period. They were renewed in 1827, 
hut though the engagements entered into in that 3 ^ear were nominally for 
five years only, they were not renewed at the expiration of that period. One 
of these engagements is given (No. CXLII). Separate engagements of which 
one is given (No. CXLIII), were at the same time taken from each Chief, 
binding him to use rightly the judicial and police powers entrusted to him. la 
practice the powers of the Chiefs in criminal cases were limited to the inflic¬ 
tion of seven years’ imprisonment. 
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Of the orig-inal Athara (18) Garh, eleven only remain attached to the 

Central Provinces. Of the Sanibalpnr <,»-ronp 
Sarahalpur proper escheated to Government 
in 1849, and Chandarpur is no loinj-er man¬ 
aged by a Chief. On the abolition of the 
South-Western Frontier Agency' in )8d7 
Bod and Athmalih were transferred to the 
control of the Superintendent of the Tribu¬ 
tary Mahals of Orissa and still r<‘main under his charge. In 183d the zainin- 
dar of Bargarh was convicted of rebellion, and bis estate was conferred on 
Deonath Singh, Baja of Kaigarh, who was thenceforth considered Chief of Bai- 
garh rum Bargarh. On the formation of the Central Provinces Administra¬ 
tion the States of Gangpur and Bonai, of the Patna gronj), remained as before 
attached to the Cliutia Nagpur division of Bengal. 

In 18()2 disturb?inces occurred in the Sambalpur distri(*t, eau.scd by the 
intrigues of Sur(!iidra Sab, a relative of the last Maharaja of Sambal])ur. 
This man bad suecessfully stirred n]> a rebellion in the Sambalj)ur disti’iet in 
1857 and subsequent years, but. surrendered on conditions, and was permitted 
to resich" under surveillance at, Sambalpur. Soon aft.erwards, with tlie idf‘a of 
possessing himself of the ehiiT })ow(‘r in SamDalpiir, h(i organised marauding 
bands, which committed great atrocities in the Sambalpur district. For these 
offences be was detained as a political prisoner in the fort of Asirgarli, where 
lie died iii 1884.

III.—THE FEUDATORY STATES- 


Knquiries made between the years 1863 and 18G6 into the status of 
the Chiefs and Zamiiulars of the Central Provinces resulted in their classifi¬ 


cation into two divi.sions, one comprising Chiefs of the rank of feudatories, the 
other those whose position was merely that of British subjects.

Fifteen* Chiefs were declared 
to hold the position of feuda¬ 
tories, and sanads of adojition 
were issued to such of them 
as had not already received 
tliem. A general form of the 
Sanad is given (No. CXLBV). 


• Baafar, Karond, and Makrai r«-c« ived .Saiiads of udcJptioo in 1 S() 2 , and all tbo othic- ('hictfi 
t'xcopt Balrakbol received them in i860. A 8auad of adoption >vafi granted to the Chief of 
Hainikhol in 1866 . 
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Acknowledjji-iTionts of fealty (No. CXLV) were taken from all tlie feuda¬ 
tories of the Nagpur g-roiip except Karaiid, and from IVIakrai and Sakti. 
Karond, Sarang-arh, llaigarhj Bamva, Rairakhol and Simpur (winch, with 
Patna, were attached to the i^^amhalpiir tiistriet), Sanads (No. CXLVI) were 
g-ranted containing conditions similar to those contained in the acknowledg¬ 
ment of fealty (No. CXL.N). A sanad was prepared for delivery to Patna, 
l)nt was not actually delivered, owing appaiamtly to tronhles in the State 
wliieh resulted in its being taken under Government management. 

Advantage was tah(‘ii of the enquiry into and didinition of the status of 
the Feudatory Chiefs to declare the intc-ntion to revise from time to time tlie 
iriliutes (takolis) payable by them. Such revision is expressly provided for 
111 the Acknow ledgments of fealty and ui the Sanads by whitdi the status of 
tbe C hiefs is regulated (Nos. CXLA' and (.^X1 j\^ 1). A(H*or<lingl}', the tributes 
of all the Feudatory States exccqit Ka-nker (which was for special reastiiis 
exem})ted from the ])ayment of tribute) and ATakrai (which has never jiaid 
any tribute) \ver(‘ revised for a period of 20 years commencing from 1807. 

Since 1^67 there has been a remarkable increase in iho revenue of tbe 
Feudatory Stab's, from the opening out and general progress of the country, 
and a still further augmentation of their rfvsomces may be expected fiom the 
extension of the railway. When, t-herefore, the }>eriod embraced in the settle¬ 
ment of that year was about to expin*, the Chief Commissioner proposed a 
g(meral enhance ment of the tributes to tbe point of making them substantial 
contributions to the Suzerain State. d'he increased rates received the 
sanction of the Government of India in February 1888. For sjiecial reasons 
Kankar had been exempted in 18G7 from the payment of tribute, and it was 
decided in 1888 that tlie exemption should continue until tlie next succession. 
The revision of the tribute of Ibistar was, in view of the remoteness and other 
peculiar conditions of the State, also deferred for the lifetime of the then 
Chief. It has recently been tlxed by tbe (government of India at Rupees 
17,000 a year, being 10 ])er cent, on tbe estimated gross ri'venne.

Subject to tlie political control of the Chief Commissioner and his sub¬ 
ordinate officers, the Feudatory Chiefs exercise full civil and revenue powers 
in their States ; in criminal cases sentences of cajiital punishment (and 
in the case of Feudatories from whom an acknowledg-ment of fealty in form 
Ko. CXLV has been taken, sent«uices of imprisonment exceeding’ seven years) 
cannot be (airried into effect until confirmed by a British Oflicer. Under the 
executivi’ orders of the Central Brovinees Administratioii, all sentences of 
death are submitted, through the ('ommissioner c>f the Division, to the Chief 
Commissioner for eonfiimation. The Feiulator}' Chiefs and their subjects are 
not amenable to British laws for acts done or property possessed in their 
States. 

Until the y('ar 1 S8d the adininistrat ion of all these (chiefs was supervised by 
the Commissioners of the Divisions and the D(‘puty Commissioners of the 
Districts to which tin; several States were attached. ]n that year, however 
disturbances having l>r()ken out iu Kalaliaudi—one of the States in the 
(ddiattisgarh Division—it was phieed under the management of a Political 
Agent. St’veral other State's in this Division had at the same time to be taken 
under direct manage inent, and it was found that it was impossible for De])uty 
Commissioners to supervise the work in tln in efliciently in addition to their 
ordinary dntit;s. When order had been restored in Kalahandi, it was pro- 
jioscd that the Pulitic'al A< 4 ent in that State* shenild be apjiointed Political 
Assistant to the Commissioner of the (Tdiattisgarb Division. This was 
sanctioned, and all the Feudatory State.s in the Clihatt.isgai’h Division are now 
(iSUii) under the charge of the Political Agent for ilu' Chhattisgaih Fenda- 
toi iees, w lie) lias his he ael-ejuarters at. Bai] ur and works under the general 
C))ntrol of the Coinmis>i()ner of the Division. The Political Agent exercises 
the }>owers of a Political Agent, under chapters IV and Y of the Foreign 
.1 urisdietion and Extradition Act, XXI of I87t), for the Feudatory States of 
which he holds charge. 

IVlakrai is under the charge of the Deputy Comrnip<^ioncr of IJoshangahad 
District, subject to the control of the Commissioner of the Nerbudda Division. 

The rules regulating the ])aytDent of Nazarana in cases of succession to 
the Chiefships are generally applicable to the Feudatory States of the Central 
Provinces. 



Part IV Central Provinces—Feudatory States— Khaira^arh, Namiqaon. 503 


The total area of the Feudatory States is 29,454 square miles, and the 
population, according' to the census of 1891, is 2,157,456. 

None of the Chiefs have any military force in the real sense of the term. 

(1) KIIATRAGARIT. 

The family of the Khairagarh Chief is a braneli of the old Goncl dynasty 
of Manclla. In 1755 the Mahrattas levied a tribute of 1,.5UU Nagpur rupees, 
and this amount was at various times raised till, on tlie lapse of the Nagpur 
State to the British Government in 1851, it stood at nearly 61^6^4) Com¬ 
pany’s ru]>ecs. In 1867 the trihute was again revised and fixed at Rs. 47,000 
per annum for a period of twenty years. It now stands at Bs. 70,000. 

In ] S7(h owing to his tyranny and opjiression, the ruling Chief, Lai Fateh 
Singh, was deprived of civil and criminal jurisdiction. In 1S73 his indebted¬ 
ness and continued maladministration compidled the Cjovernmeiit of India to 
cle[)rlvo him of the fiscal nianagement also, and to assume the entire adminis¬ 
tration of the State. Lai Fateh Singh died in 1871, and the State remained 
under direct management till 1886 when it was rest.ori'd to his eldest son, 
Lai Umrao Singh, oUnf; Kanhaya Lai. Kanhaya Lai died towaids the (dose 
of 1890, and was succeeded by his son Kamal Naravan Singh, who was horn 
in 1869. His succession was recognised by the Government of India in 
February 1891. 

In 1865 the Chief of this State ri'Ceived an adoption Sanad (No. CXLTV), 
and he subsequently executed an Acknowledgment of fealty (No. CXLV). 
Tliree Deeds (Nos. CX LVll to CX LTX) making over railway lands, with 
the jurisdiction therein, were executed hy the ChuT, Lai Umrao Singh. The 
first, executed on the 21st August 1883, referred to land re(piired for the 
Nagpur and Chhattisgarli State Railway ; and the two latter, which were 
executed on the 9th Mandi 1890 and 27th Se]>temher 1890, ies}»ectively, 
referred to the Bengal-Nagpur Railway. 

The area of the State is 931 square miles ; and according to the census 
of 1891 its population is 181,184. Tlie gross revenue in the year 1890-91 
was estimated to be Rs. 1,63,021. 

(2) NANDGAON. 

The country comprised in the Nandgaon Chiefship was conferred in 1723 
by Raghuji Bhonsla on a religious devotee, named Ram Das. Celibacy being 
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one of the oijscrvances of the sect to which Ram Das belonged, the succession 
is maintained by adoption. Though belonging to the sect of Bairagis pro¬ 
fessing celibacy, such jirofession was among the headtnen meiely nominal. The 
late Chief, Ghasi Das, was himself married at a somewhat advanced time of 
life, but adopted the Hindu custom of marrying his son at an early 
age. On a representation made by him in 187 9 the Government of India 
assured him that marriage would not he allowed to invalidate the succession, 

Ghasi Das died in November 1883 and was succeeded by his son Balram 
Das, who was horn in 18G6. The administration of the State, until Balram 
Das attained the age of 21, was entrusted to his mother aided hy a Divvan. In 
1SH7 the Chief received the title of Raja as a personal distinction. In 188S, 
owing to the lax supervision of the Dnvaii, Gobind Ran, and the general 
rernissness of the State police in properly dealing with crime, tlie arrange¬ 
ments sanctioned in 1884 were suspended and an ollieer of the standing of 
an Extra Assistant Commissioner was appointed as Diwan to conduct the 
administration of the Slate in the name of the young Chief, Ra ja Balram Das, 
till he should prove himself capable of managing* its affairs. 

In the Chief of this State received an adoption Sanad (CXLIV) 

and he subsequently executed an Aeknowledgimmt of fealty (No. CXLV). 

Certain lands reepured for the Bongal-Nagpiir Railway were made over, 
with the jurisdiction llierein, by the Chief under a Deed, executed on the 
l‘2tli January 1891 (No. CL), This deed supersedes the one executed by the 
Chief, Mahaiit Ghasi Das, on the 2nd July 1883, whereby certain lands were 
provided for the Nagpur and Clihattisgarh State Railway. 

Tlje iuvesture of Raja. Balram Das with full p(»wers of administration 
was sanctioned by the Government of India in August 1891. 

The urea of Nandgaon is 871 square miles; and its population is I83,S6t> 
(1891). Tlie gross revenue of the State in the year 1890-91 amounted to 
Rs. 2,23,318. The tribute is Rs. 70,U00. 

(3) KONDKA, OR CIIIIUIKIIADAN. 

This Chiefship is also held by a religious famil}^; it was conferred on 
Rup Das in 1750 by Madhoji Bhonsla, Marriage is permitted in the sect to 
which this family belongs. 

Tli« present (^hief is Mabaut Sham Kislmr Das, who was horn in 1838 
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nnd succeeded in December 18S7, after having- been for some years previously 
the virtual ruler of the State. About the time of his father^s death it was 
brouixht to lig^ht that IMahant Sham Kishor Das had committed a g-ross act 
of injustice by threatening* certain malguzars with eviction from their villages 
unless they paid up very heavy fines, inflicted because they had brought to 
^he notice of the autljorities certain exactions on the part of the Chief. The 
men paid the fines in order to escape eviction. Enquiry showed that this 
policy of intimidation was not uncommon in Chhuikhadan, and the Chief was 
accordingly c;illed on to make amends to the men he had injured, to abolish 
the nazarana system, guaranteeing his gaontias against unwarrantable eviction, 
and to appoint an approved Diwaii to assist him in carrying out the neces¬ 
sary reforms in the administration of the State, the affairs of which were 
found to have been grossly mismanaged. A Talisildar of approved service 
was appointed Diwan, and was directed to carefully examine the whole ad¬ 
ministration of the State, under the supervision of the Toliticail Agent, In 
1 Sfio tlu‘Chief received an adoption Sanad (No. CXLIV) and subsequently 
executed an Ackuovvldgintnt of fealty (No. CXLYj. 

The area of (dihuikliadan is 154 square miles, and its poj)ulation (1891) 
is 36,2SS. The gross revenue in LS89-90 was estimated to be Ks, 56,497. 
This State pays a tribute of Us. 15,000. 


(4) KAWATtDIIA. 

Kawardlia is held by a branch of the Pandariya family, and was con¬ 
ferred for military services by llagbuji Bhonsla. The elder branch of the 
Kawardha family holds the zamindari of Pandariya, to whi(di the son by a 
senior wife succeeds to the exclusion of his elder brother by a junior wife. By 
this custom Ram Singh, a younger son, but by a senior wife, became zamindar 
of Paiuhu-iya. On the extinction in 1803 of the younger or Kawardha branch 
of tlie family, Earn Singh's elder brother, Bahadur Singh, was recognised as 
Chief of Kawardha, hut died shortly afterwards, when he was succeeded by 
Uam Singh's elder son by a junior wife, Uajpal Singh, who was born in 1849. 

In consequence of his maladministration the Covernment of India, in 
1884, sanctioned his removal from power for a period of five years, the 
arrangement being subject to reconsideration at the expiration of that time. 
In Nov'eraber 18S9 the Government of India sanctioned the continuance of 
the same arrangements for a further period of five years, the Stale beiug 
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administered by an officer of the grade of an Extra Assistant Commissioner 
appointed as Superintendent, assisted by a Tahsildar. 

Thalcur Rajpal Singli died on the 3lst December 1891, and was succeeded 
by his nephew, Kritpal Singh, who is now about six years of age. 

The tril)ute originally fixed at Rs. 2,(>00 was subsequently more than 
quadrupled by the Bhonsla family : it now stands at Rs. 32,000. 

In 1865 the Chief of this State received an adoption Sanad (No. CXLIV), 
and he subsequently executed an Acknowledgment of fealty (No. CXLV). 

The area of Kawardha is about 79S square miles, and its population 
(1891) is 91,813. Its revenue in 1890-91 was Rs. 92,936. 

(5) BASTAR. 

This family is said to have been driven from Warangal in the Deccan by 
tbe eucroaciiments of the Muhammadan power early in the fourtceiiili century. 
In 1777 the Raja of Bastar was driven out of his territories by bis brother, 
and took refuge with tbe neighbouring Chief of Jai])ur, in the northern 
Circars, to whom, in return for assistance iu recovering his territories, he ceded 
on certain conditions the pargana of Kotijiad. In 1782 hostilities broke out 
between the two Stales in consequence of the nonfinhlment by Jai])ur of the 
conditions of the cession. The Basfar Cliief died before he could recover the 
whole pargana, and as Bastar at this lime failed in its payment of tribute to 
Nagpur, that government took possession of the ])aigana and subse(piently 
granted it to Jaipur, subject to the obligation of fnriiisliing military aid 
against Bastar when required. 

Tbe constant raids and reprisals between the two States of Bastar and 
Jaipur kept the country for many years in a state of anarchy. In au Agree- 
meut (No. (MjI) taken by the Nagpur Government from the (Jiief of 
Bastar on the occasion of a revision of Ihe settlement of the Chliattisgarh 
district, the latter bound himself to pay an annual tribute of 5,000 Nagpur 
rupees, subject to a remission of Rupees 1,000 so long as the Kotipad pargana 
should remain separated from his territories. Claims to tbe restoration of 
Kotipad were more than once put forward by Bastar, but iu 1863 it was 
finally decided that the British Governrneut, which had succeeded to the 
rights of the Nagpur State, should receive Rupees 3,000 per annum from 
the Jaipur Chief, in return for which he was to retain Kotipad and be exempt 
from the condition of military service attached to the original grant. Of 
this sum Rupees 2,000 were formally paid to the Raja of Bastar iu money. 
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and the remainder in the form of a continued remission of tribute, which then 
stood at Rupees 3,0oG* per annum. 

A new arrangement was sanctioned in March 1889, by wliich the entire 
sum of Ru})ees 3,UU0 payable by Jaipur was to be credited in the accounts 
of the Madras Presidency,— Rupees 1,000 on account of the Kotipad pargana, 
and the ])alance as part payment of the Bastar tribute which was reduced, foj. 
the lifetime of the late Raja Bhairam Deo, to Rupees 2,056, the remaining 
Rupees 50 being recovered directly from the Bastar Chief. 

The Chief of Bastar received a Sanad of adoption in 1862 (No. CXLIV), 
and subsequently executed an Acknowledgment of fealty (No. CXLV). 

The late Chief, Ra ja Bhairam Deo, was born in 1839, and succeeded in 
1853. There is nothing noteworthy in the p<^>litical history of Bastar till 
March 1876, when a disturbance broke out at Jagdalpur, owing to certain acts 
of oppression and injustice committed on the people by the then Diwan, 
Ciopinath Guru, and Adit Prasad, who were eventually removed to Sironeha 
in the Central Provinces. In 1881 Lai Kalandar Singh, a cousin of the Raja, 
became Diwan ; but soon after, owing to a difTerence of opiuiou between him. 
self and the Rani, he withdrew himself from work. 

On a visit to Bastar in 1S83 the Commissioner found that utter confusion 
and chaos prevailed; and the Chief Commissioner decided that Kalandar 
Singh should resume his duties as Diwan and be assisted by a selected officer 
of Government. Tahsildar Sher Muhammad was accordingly aj)pointed Naib- 
Diwan of Bastar. These arrangements were sanctioned by the Government 
of India, but eventually broke down, owing to the incompetence as Diwan 
of Lai Kalandar Singh, and in 1886 an Extra Assistant Commissioner, selected 
by the Chief Commissioner, was appointed by the Raja as his Diwan to 
admiilister the State. 

Raja Bhairam Deo died in July 1891, and the Government recognised 
the succession of Ills infant son, Rudra Praia}) Deo. The Slate is now (1892) 
managed by a Superintendent, under the control of the Political Agent, during 
the minority of the Chief, 

The area of Bastar is about 13,062 square miles; and its population 
(1891) is 310,884. The gross revenue in the year 1890-91 was estimated to 
be Rupees 1,68,268. 

The tribute of the State was fixed after the last succession at Rupees 
17,000. 

* 4,000 Nagpur rupees, the amount of the tribute fixed in 1819 after deducting the 

remissiou. 
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(6).—KAKOND, oil KaLAHANDI. 

Under the Mahrattas this State paid a tribute of Rupees 5,330 in Nagpur 
coin, but tiie amount was reduced to Rupees 4,5(JO under the last Raja of 
Nagpur. Subject to Karoiul is the petty Chiefship of Thuamul held by a 
1/ranch of the Karond family. The Thuamul family again is divided into an 
elder and a younger branch : the head of the former succeeding to the Chief- 
ship with the title of Pat Raja, the head of the latter to the administration of 
the country with the title of Tat Raja. This custom led to constant feuds 
between the Tab and Pat Rajas : disputes also occurred between Karond and 
Jaipur, occasioned by claims of the latter to suj)remacy over the pargana of 
Kashi pur, a part of Thuamul. 

The Nagpur Government therefore determined to separale Thuamul from 
Karond and to h‘ave its administration in the hands of the Tat Raja. Tiiese 
orders were conhrmed by Goviuiiment in 1S()2, and tlie claims of Jaipur to 
Kashipur were at the same time^ disallowed. In 1865, however, it was found 
that the disjnites between the Pat and Tat Rajas still continued. Thuamul 
was therefore divided between them, the Tat Raja retaining Kashipur and 
})aying a proportionate share of the tribute. The tei ritory under tlie Pat Raja 
was restored to tlie jurisdiction of the Chief of Karond, and the remaining 
territory was given as a separate zamindari to the Tat Raja. In 18(59 the Tat 
Raja also was placed under the ftuidal contnd of the Karond Chief. 

The late Chief of Karond, Udit Pariah Deo, died in 1881, having pre¬ 
viously adopted as his heir Raghu Keshar Deo, a hoy of ternhu' years. He Iind 
at a considerahly earlier peri«)d adopted one Rambhadra Sai, but luid cancelled 
the adoption in consequence of the youth^s miscondu(;t. The claim of Raghii 
Keshar Deo as heir was recognised by the Government of India and he suc¬ 
ceeded accordingly. There tln-nce arose a dispute as to the succession, and the 
oi)portunity was taken by the Khands to j)refer numerous complaints as to the 
oppression and mismanagement from which they had long sufCered. Even- 
ually the Khands rose in open rebell ion and committed many excesses attended 
with bloodshed. 

The disturbances were suppre.ssed with the aid of British troops ; and a 
British otTicer was in 1882 appointed as Political Agent, wuth head-quarters at 
Bhawani Patna to manage the State. In 1887 this officer was, as has already 
been mentioned, appointed Political Agent for the Chhattisgarh Feudatories, 
and this State is now administered by a Superintendent under that officer's 
control. The present Chief, Raja Raghu Keshar Deo, was born in 1872 and 
Las been educated at the Rajkumar College, Jabal])ur. 
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A San:ul of adoption (No. (^XIjIV^} was ted to the (/liief of Karond in 
1S02, and a Sanad (No. CXLVJ) delining his status as a Feudatorv Chief 
was ^ranteil to liiin suhscHjuently, 

Tlie trlhute paid by Karond is Rupees its area is about 3,74 5 

s(jiuire miles; and its jiopulation in 1S91 was 326/295. The gross revenue in 
the year 1890-91 amounted to Ru]>ees 1,22,484. 

(7) KANKER. 

Tliis State was held by the Mahrattas on the condition of furnishing 
hCH) rru'ti for the servi('e of the (iovei-ninent, fre(‘ of (‘Xjiense, whenever re(|nired 
to do so. In 1809 the them Chief was dejirivc'd of Ranker, but was in 1818 
restored to it, uniler the authority of tlu' Rritish Residtuit. at Nairpur on ])av“ 
ment of an annual trlhut(‘ of Ru]»ees 500. This was remitted in 1S2;), in 
('onsequenee of the Government, having resumed th(‘ sayar duties formerly 
l(‘vied by him. T1 le Ranker (diief theiid’ore ])ays no tribute. 

Mahai’aj-Adhiraj Narhar D(‘o, the present Chief, was born in 18.50 
and succeeded in 1S53. In lss9 the Haja's mind bcca,mo unhingcil by 
domestic troubles, and as he showed no signs of recovery, it became necessary 
to a]>])oiut a Diwan to administer the Stale. This was accordingly done in 
1890, and this arrangement continued in force nj) to July 1892, when it, was 
decided to take the State under the management of Governnu nt until the 
general health and mental condition of the Chief should improve suHieiiuitly 
to enahle him to resume the administration. Tlu‘ St,at(‘ has been ])lae(‘(l in 
charge of a Sn])erintendeiit acting under the orders and control of the 
Polit.ical Agent,

(H) MAKRAl. 

This i>etty Chiefship struggled with vari(‘d fortune against the Peshwa, 
8indhia and the Pindari.s, and was eventually taken under liritish protection. 

In 1858 the Chief was ]da(u‘d under the control of tlu^ Cornmissioncu*, 
Jahal})ur Division, with the Deputy Commissioner, Iloshangahad, as Political 
Agent; he was instructed to correspond with the latter and attend to his wishes 
and advice. Up to 1863 the Chief received Rs. 2,243-14-5 annually as compen¬ 
sation for the loss of transit duties, the levy of which was entirely abolished

Th(' ]m*scnt Chief of Rairalchol, Raja Bishan Chandar Janamuni, who was 
born m 1819, succeeded in 1825. Owin^ to his blindness and advanced 
a^^e, and the death of his only son, the finances and the affairs of the State g-ene- 
rallv f^ll into great disorder. A portion of the State had become depopulaUai 
in eonsequenc(‘ of the oppression of the RajaA ofiicials, and the State treasury 
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u’:is baakrujit. It was thoreiore dtH'ideil in IJS89 that LIk' Kaja should appoint 
a competent oflicer, ^v•ith lht‘ approval ol the Chi<d‘ Coimuissioiicr, as his Diwan 
to assist him in the administration ot his State. These arrang'ements were sanc¬ 
tioned hy the Government of India, and an idiieL'r ol the position of a Tahsildar 
has heen appointed hy the llaja as his Diwan, and administers the State under 
the supervision ot‘ tin; Politi(ial A<j;‘ent.

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Patna. They were speedily reduced, but not until Lai Bishnath Sini^di and 
bis followers had eorninitted many atroeities in cold blood.

Maharaja Sur Pratap Dt^), who was a Chauhan Kai])ut. and t]ie 
twenty-sixth rejnesentative of the family, died in 1878, leavino' no male 
issue. lie was sueetjeded ))y his nephew, Ramehandra Sin<;h, born in 1872, 
th(‘ son (d* Lai Bishnath Sin;;h. The State* still (1892) remains under the 
mana.o'mient of the Brit-ish (jovernment; the administration is carried on by a 
Nativo oirwu*!* as Superintendent, under the control of the Political Ag-(‘nt. 
The Cdiief has been educated at the Ra jkumar Colleoa* at .Tabalpur. 

l'h(‘ Chi<d rec(‘ived an adoption Sanad in 1865 (No (hXTjTV). Nosanad 
in Form ('XLVl h:is yet, Ix'eii deliv(‘r(‘d to th(* Cdiief [vnlc ,s?/pr(>). 

The area ol Paina is estimatod at 2,699 s<piare miles ; and its population 
in 1891 was 662,197. Tin* i^ioss r(‘vemie in 1890-91 was estimated to he 
Rs. 91 262. The State now pays a tribute of bs. S^oOO.

The Cdiauda /ainindars (20 in number) retain more of their ancient 
eharar’ter than the zamindars of Bhandara and Balao-hat, and hold their 
estates under special Patent (No. CLllI). They are all Scheduled districts. 

The Chhattis^arh zamindaris (47 in number) form portions of the 
Raipur, Bilaspur and Sambalpur^t distriets,§§ The niajority of them are 
Sc'heduled districts.

Tbe friends and enemies of either shall be the friends and (Miemit'S ot both, 
and the contraetinj^ parties agree, that all the former Treaties arid Ag“i(*ements 
between the tw^o States now in force, and not contrary to the tenor of this 
Engagement, shall be confirmed by it. 

Article 2. 

If any Power or State whatever shall commit any act of unprovoked 
liostility or aggression against Maharajah Pursojei* Bhooslah, and, after- due 
representation, shall refuse to enter into amicable explanation, or shall deny 
the just satisfaction or indemnity which the contracting jiarties shall iiave 
reqinred, then the contracting parties will proceed to concert and prosecute 
such further measures as the case shall appear to demand. For the more 
distinct exjdanatiou of the true intent and effect of this Ag-reement, the 
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Govornor-Oonornl in Council, in behalf of the Honorable Company, liereby 
declares that the 15riiisli Governm('nt will never }>ermit any Power or State 
whatever, in which deseriotion is inelii(h*d the tribe of Pindarricis, to commit 
with impunity any act of unprovoked bostality or a^-<rri'ssion iiLjainst t.ht‘ rights 
and tmritories of Maharajah Piirsojee Bhooslah, but will at. all times maintain 
and defend the sain(^ in the same manner as the rights and territories of the 
Honorable Company are now maintained and derended. 

Aktictj-: 

In conformity t.o the s])irit of eom]det(? allianec and indemnity of in¬ 
terests, ('stablished by the ])rovisi<»ns of the preceding Articles, and in ict urn 
for tlu' oldiga.tion w}ii(‘h tb(‘ PntisU (J()vernm(Mjt has tluaeby imposed upon 
itself, to protect and didend th<‘ State* of Na.gporc against all ('luunies, tlie 
Maharajah agn^es not oidy to employ tlu^ utmost, clTort of bis military power 
and resources, in con junct ion wit.li thos(* of t lie Brit ish Govei rimcnt, for the 
purp{)sc of assisting t,o rep(‘l a.ets of hostility or ai:gi’(‘ssioii diriH'ted against 
the St:ite of Nagpore, lint, also l.o consichn* the forces and vesoiu'ces of his 
(iovermnent to h(‘ applicable to tin* utmost, pi act icahh* (’Mt‘nt, on occasions on 
which the British (lOvcrniiKUit may he engagc'd in ojieralions foi* the defence 
of tlu* t,erri((iri(*s of its allies,. Their 11 igliiiesses tin* Nawah Sekiinder Jah, 
Soohalidar of ih(^ Di'ccan, and the P(*ishw,i. Rao Pundit Ihinllian, as well as 
generally to aid the British (TOV('i’iim(‘nt as far as his ]>ower and n‘soiirces will 
admit, in any contest in whicli the Jiritish (B)vernment may at any time Ihj 
engaged for the defence of its own rights and those ot its allies.

AVith a view to fulfil this Treaty of defensive alliance, Maharajah 
]^ursoj (‘0 Bhooslali ai’ia'cs to reccivi*, and the Honorable Past India Com])any 
to furnish, a permanent, subsidiary f(U('(‘ of British troops, consisting of md, 
less than one regiment of Native cavalry, six battalions of Native infantry, 
om‘ eomph'ti; compaiiv of ]hiro])eaii artillery, ami one company of pioneers 
with the usual proportion of field pic(‘es attached, and with the pri^per equip¬ 
ment, of warlike stores and ammunition, which force shall he accordingly 
stationed in perpetuity in the JMaharajalPs territories. Tt is moreover agreed 
that, with the laiserve of two haitalions of sepoys which are to remain near 
His Highness^ person, tlie ri'slduo of the force shall he posted in such a situ¬ 
ation near the south hank of the Nerhiidda. as may lx; chosen by the British 
Gov('rnm(*iit and with liberty to move in any direction necessary through Ids 
Highness^ territories, as w(;ll as to have the privilege of changing its position 
in ease it shall he so determined on, the MaharajalPs Government being 
})revious]y consulted in the latter ease;. In the event, however, of its being 
deemed advisable by the British Government, at any time, that one of the 
two battalions of sepoys, wddeh it is above provided are to remain near 
His Highness' person, should join the force stationed near the Nerbudda, the 
said Maharajah will make no ohjeetion,' hut the force near His Highness’ 
person shall never consist of less than one battalion. 
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AltTlCLE 5. 

Tlie MjJiiiiaj.ih lierehy en<j:n<_»e? to pay to the Honorable Company, from 
His Highness^ treasury at Nagpore, aectudiiig to the two uiuler-meutic'neJ 
etpial and half-yearly instalments, punctually and without demur or hesitation 
the animal sum of seven lakhs and lifty thousand Nagjiore luipees of the 
present standard value, being the estimated additional charge of the iield 
establishm(‘nt of the force desciibed in the preceding Article.

Grain and all other articles of consumption, and provisions, 
and all sorts of materials for wearing apparel, together with the necessary 
number of cattle, liorses, and camels, required for the use of the subsidiary

The subsidiary^ 
force will at all times ])e ready to execute services of irn])ortance, sucli as tlie 
|)rot<-ction of tl>e. person of tlie Maharajah, his heirs and successors, the oven- 
awing and (hastiserrient of rebels, ()r exciters of distinbance in llis Highness' 
dominions, and due correction of bis sul»jects or dependents, who may with- 
l)()ld payment of the Sirkar^s just edairns, but it is not to be employed on 
trifling occasions, imr like Sebundy t() be stationed in the country to collect 
the revenues, nor in levying contributions in the manner of Moolukgeeree, 

AitriCLE 9. 

Tnasmu(*b as by the present Treaty the Bi itish Crovuinment engages 
to maintain and (bdend the rights and territories of IVl aba,rajah Pursujee 
Bliooslali iti the same manner as tlie riglits ami tenitories of the Honorable 
('omjianv ar(‘ now maintairu‘(l and detVnded, and as the object of tln^ ])resent 
allianee is purely and (‘Xe]usiv(‘ly of a defensive nature, the Maliarajab conse- 
fpieTitly <mg-ag(*s never to commit, any act. of hostility of aggression against 
Tlu'ir IJigbm *sses tb(‘ Nizam and tlie Feishwa, or any of tlu' lionorabb' Corn- 
}>anyV allii's or (b'pindi'iits, or against any otiuu' Ibwviu' or St.ito wliati'ver, 
and in tie' evi nt. of (iillerences aiisiiig, wliatcvi'r adjustnu'iit tb(‘ (u)inpanv's

As by the ])r(*s(‘nt Treaty tin* union and friimdsliip of the two States is 
so firmly oeinent(‘d that they may be considered as one atid the same, the 
Mab.irajali engages neither to coininenec* nor to pursue in future any nego¬ 
tiations with any other JState whatever, without giving ]>revious notice to, and 
eiitming into mutual consultation with, the (bimpany's Cjovernmeut ; and the 
Hritisli (lovernment on its part heriiiy d(‘elares, that it has no manner of 
coneern with any of the Malnirajah's (iiildren, relations, dependents, subjects, 
or servants, with respect to whom the Maharajah is absolute. 

Article 11. 

Whereas it is incumbent on the Maharajah to he prepar<.‘d to unite with 
the Brilish Government to the utmost extent of his powmr and resources in 
the protection and dci'enee of his rights and territories, against all external 
and internal enemies; and whereas by the drd Article of this Treaty, the 
Alaharajah eugag('s not only to fuJtll that obligation, but also to a.s.si.st the 
British Government as far as may be ])racticahle on occasions on which that 
Govt runu^ut niay be c(mipolled to exert its power in the defence of its own 
rights aiul those of its allif*s, the Maharajah engages, with a view to fnifl 
these ohllgations, to maintain, at all times, in a state of elfciency, and fit for 
active service, a force consisting of not less than three thousand cavalry, and 
two thousand infaiitrv, with the necessary ec]ui])nieiils of guns and warlike 
stores, which force shall he employed on occasions of actual service in tlie 
manner that may he pointed out by the Officer Commanding the British sub¬ 
sidiary force. 1 n the same manner, in the event of any part of the forces of 
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the Maharajah being* required to act in conjunetion with a Britisl) force beyond 
the limits of His Highnesses territories, the former shall be employed under 
the orders and directions of the Commanding Otficer of the latter. It is more¬ 
over, declared that, in addition to the foree of cavalry and infantry which the 
Maharajah is bound by this Article perpetually to maintain, His Highness 
will keep up as large a number of troops as may be necessary, and as the 
resources of his Government may enable him to su])port, and that on all neces¬ 
sary occasions, he will be ready to assist the British Goveninieut with the 
whole of his forces. 


Article 12. 

Maharajah Pursojee Bbooslah agrees to attend and conform to whatever 
advice and recommendation may from time to time he olTered by the British 
Resident at His Highnesses Court on all points connected with the due support 
and equipment of the fon^e, consisting of three thousand cavalry and two 
tbonsaiid infantry, which, by the 1 1th Article, tlic Maharajah engages perma¬ 
nently to maintain, wliicli advice and recommendation will exteiul to the 
regularity and sulliciency of the pay and good quality of the accoutrements, 
horses, arms, etc., of the troops ooinj)<)sing the said force, and to the general 
discijdine of the wiiole. His Highness further agrees to aliord witliout 
excuse or hesitation to the llesident any evidenee tliat he may at any time 
require of the actual existence of tlie force in qin stion in a state of elliciency 
for active service; and whtmever the Resident may re(piire it, His IJigbiKjss 
will permit the said force to he mustered, inspc^ctcd, and reviewed personally 
either by the Resident or by the Officer Commanding the subsidiary force. 

Article 13. 

Inasmuch as by the present Treaty of defensive alliance, the ties of union 
are so closely drawn that the interests of the two States are become identified, 
it is agreed that on occasions on which it may he deemed expedient and 
necessary for the general defence of the Deccan, or for the suppression of 
disorders, the British subsidiary force serving with the Maharajah shall he 
permitted, at the direction of the British Governinont, to he employed in the 
Province of Berar, in co-operation with the subsidiary force of Hyderabad, 
and also in other territories adjacent to the Maharajah's dominions; provided, 
however, that by such temporary employment of the force stationed with the 
Alaharajah, His Highness's territories shall not he exj^osed to serious danger, 
and that the force stationed near His Highness's person shall never be less 
than one battalion of sepoys. 


Article 14. 

The British Government agrees not to give aid or countenance to any 
discontented subjects or dependents of the Alaharajah, or any members of His 
Highness's family, or relations or servants of IIis Highness, who, in like 
manner, engages to refuse protection to any persons who may be in a state of 
rebellion against the British Government or its allies, or to any fugitives 
from their respective territories.

This Treaty, consisting of fifteen Articles, being this day settled by 
Richard .Jenkins, flsqiiire, witli Rajah Moodhojee Bhooslali, on the part of

and with his own seal and signature; and Air. Jenkins, by virtue of official 
authority given to him in that behalf by the Right Honorable the (iovernor-

of forty days a ratithal copy of the same under the seal of the Honourable 
Company, and the siL'iiatnre of the liight Houorahle the Covernor-General 
in Couiieil, on the delivery of wliieh tln^ Treaty executed hv Air.

IVhereas a Treaty of perpetual drl'oiirivu alliance, eoiisititiiie' of fiffeen 
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Articles, was concluded at Naj^pore between the Honorable East India Com¬ 
pany and the Slate of Nagpore, under date the 27th May 1S16, corresponding 
with the 2<Sth of Juinadoossanee, in the year of the Hijri 1231 ; and whereas 
during the sul)sistenee of that Treaty in full force, in violation of public iaith 
and of the laws of nations, an attack was made by Rajah Moodhajee Bhooslah 
on the British Resident and the troops of his ally stationed at Nagpore for the 
said Rajah's protection, thereby dissolving the said Treaty, annulling the 
relations of peace and amity between the two States, placing the State of 
Nagpore at the mercy of the British Government, and the Maharajah's 
Musnud at its disposal ; and whereas the British Government, still recollecting 
the former close alliance, consented to restore the relations of amity and friend¬ 
ship ami to replace His Ilighness on the Musnud ; and whereas in utter for- 
getlulness of this hmity, and in disregard of every principle of faith and honor 
A)>pah Salieh entered into fresli concert with the enemies of the British Gov¬ 
ernment, that Government was consequently comj)elhHl to remove him from 
tJie Musnud; and Maharajah Raghojee Bhooslah having succeeded to the 
same by the favour of the said Government, the following Treaty is concluded 
between the States 

Article 1. 

All Articles of the Treaty concluded at Nagpore, on the 27th of May 
ISlO, which are not contrary to the tenor of the present engagement, are 
hereby continued. 

Article 2. 

Altliough the Rajah assumes, with (ho permission of the British Gov¬ 
ernment, the title and ensigns of 8ena Saheb Soohah, which have been held 
by foruK'r Rajahs of JSagpon^, he hereby rciiounees for ever for himself and 
successors all dcqx'udcnce u])on or coiineclion with the Rajah of Sattarali or 
ul li(‘r Maliaratta j)ovv('rs^ and agr<‘es to relinquish all (ceremonies and observ¬ 
ances whatever referring to the dignity of Sena tSaheb Soobali. 


Artici.e 3, 

By the 10th Article of tlie Treaty of Nagpore it is agreed that the 
ATahaijijah is neither to coninicm*e nor to pursue any negoeiation with any 
other Stati' whati'ver, without giving })revioiis notice to and entering into 
mutual cuiKsuliatioii witli the Company's Government, Iir order to the more 
elTect.ual fullllmeiit of this Article, Maharajah Raghojee Bhooslah hereby 
airret's neither to maintain vakeels or other agents at the Courts of any 
Eoreign Stale whatever nor to permit the residence of vakeels or other agents 
from any such State at his Court; and His Highness further engages to hold 
no communication with any power whatever, except through the Resident or 
other Minister of the Honorable Company's Government residing at His 
High ness' Court. 

Article 4. 

By the 4th Article of the Treaty of Nagpore, it was agreed that, witii 
the reserve of two battalions of sepoys which were to remain near the Rajah's 
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person, tlie residue of tlie subsidiary force which the British Government 
thereby agreed to furnish should he posted in such a situation near the south 
bank of the Nerbudda as might be chosen by the British Government, 
By the present Article it is agreed that the British Government shall he 
at liberty in future to station its troops in any part of the Rajah's territories, 
as it may deem necessary for their protection and the maintenance of tran¬ 
quillity ; and also to decide u|X)n the number of troops to he so maintained, 
vviiether greater or smaller than the amount ot the subsidiary force before 
fixed. 

Article 5. 

The late Rajah Moodbajee Bbooslab, commonly called Appa Sahib, 
agreed to cede to ih(‘ Honorable Company certain territories for the payment 
of the expenses of the permanent military force maintained }>y the British 
Government in Ilis Highness^ territories^ and in lieu of the subsidy of 
7,50,000 Rupees formerly paid by the said Rajah, and of the contingent 
he was bound to maintain by the former Treaty. These territories, as detailed 
in the Schedule annexed to this Treaty, shall remain for ever under tlm 
dominion of the Honorable Company. His Highness Maharaja Raghojec 
Bhooslah hereby expressly renounces all claims and pretensions of whatever 
descri])tion on the territories aforesaid, and all connection with the Chiefs 
and Zemindars or other inhabitants of them. The [British Government on 
its part hereby guarantees tlie rest of the dominions of the Nagpoie State 
to Maharaja Ilaghojoe Bhooslah, his heirs and successors. 


Article 6. 

As it may be found that some of the territories ceded to the Brilisli 
Government in the foregoing Article would, from their situation, he more 
conveniently attached to the territories of the Nagpore State, His Highness 
agrees that such exchanges of talooks and lands shall be made hereafter 
on terms of a fair valuation of their respective revenues as may be necessary 
for the convenience of both parties ; and it is agreed and covenanted tliat 
the territories to be assigned and ceded to the Honorable Company by the 
5th Article, or in consequeiiee of the exchange stipulated eventually in this 
Article, shall he subject to the exclusive management of the said Company 
and their oiiicers. 


Article 7. 

The British Government undertook, during the Rajah's minority, the 
Fettlemcnt and management of the whole of the country reserved to His 
Highness, and the general direction of his affairs in His Highness' name 
and on his behalf; His Highness' nonage, according to Hindu law and usage, 
being now expired, the powers of Government and the administration of his 
dominions under the several conditions and exceptions hereinafter specified are 
declared to be vested in the Rajah.

to in tli(‘ preceding' Aidich*, and fur the civil expens(‘s of tin? said (listried-s. A 
taai(^ and fa,itlifid account ol the lawcuue and the produr*o of the said district,s, 
and of the militaiy and (avil dishiirsenient.s, shall he rendfued to His Hij^h- 
ncss, and any surplus remaining after payment of the above cliare*es shall he 
])aid into llis lliuhness^ lia^asury. 

d'he rest of His Hie-hness^ territori(‘s, includino* the city of Nae'pore, 
shall be replaced under the direct, adininistrat-ion of His Highness and his 
Ministers, the Brilisli siiperintimdence Ixuiil’- gradually witlidiawn ; and it is 
hciadiy further declared, that whenever tin' state of the district, ladaituMl und<*r 
Britisli supei iiileruhnu'c under t his Article, and th(‘ success of His Ili<j;-hn(‘ss^ 
inana^’orTamt in the country now transR'rred to him, shall appear to the Bri¬ 
tish (I overiiment to justify such a imaisure, tlie disti iels exeejited in tliis 
Article shall also lie reslorcxi to the dirtx't mana^'ement of the Rajah, His 
Highness a^ipropriatin^- sullicient funds from his resources for the payment of 
the military hire*', and the British Clovermnent remaining* the medium of 
conducting' all alTairs with the tributary Chiefs and Zemindars of the 
country. 

Articf.e 10. 

In the management of the country transferred to the Rnjalds immediate 
aiilhoiity by the ])reeeding Article, and in that of the excepted districts when 
restored to His Higliness^s coiitrcd, Rajah Raghojee Blrooslah lieiadiy promist^s 
to ])ay at all times the utmost attention to such advice as tln^ Brilisli (iovnu-u- 
ment shall judge it necessary to olTer him with a view to the economy ol hi.s 
finances, the better collection of his revenue, the administration of justice 
and police, the extension of commerce, the encouragement of trade, agricul¬ 
ture and industry, or any other objects connected with the advauc( ment of 
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Hicrliness’s int<*rest.«i, the linppini'ss oChis p<‘oph‘, and tlie mutual welfare of 
hotii states, and always to cninluet. the all'aiis of his (lovemment hy the hands 
of Ministers ii» the eonhdenee of the liritisli Government, and responsible to 
it as well as to 11 is llio-hness in the exercise of their duties in evei y branch of 
the adininisiration. 

IIis Highness sjieeifieally airrees to adopt such rt'o’ulations and ordinances 
as mav he sii^ocstiMl hy the British Government throiio-h its rejii'eseiitativo at 
llis Highness's Court, for ensurimj^ order, ecoinimy, and inteo-rity in every 
dnpaitnient of his Government., and the ennasremi'nts and settlements which 
have been or may h(* concluded witli the pntels and ryots or others in his 
name throiioh tiie intervention of British Assents shall be faithfully main- 
taiiu'd and acted uj)on. Idle (o'vil estahlislirnents of the Governnumt, the 
a[>pointrneiii oC jiei’sons to till them, and the (‘Xfienditrire on account of tliose 
establishments, as well as of llis lli^liness’ Court and household, shall he 
fixed and continued aceordino- to the advice of the IMitisli (jovornment; and 
ilie Ih'sidf'iit shall he a.t all tones at liberty to inspect and invi'stio-atc the 
aocoiint.s of the receipts and dislmrsemcnts of the Government in every 
hranch, as well as to have access to the treasury, in order to be assured of the 
iu.tual state of the tinanees. 

Article 11. 

If it sliall he neeessaiy for the prot<^ction and debmee of the territorie.s of 
the eontiactin^ jiait.ics, (U' eitlu'i* of them, tliat hostilities shall he undertaken 
or y)r(‘parations made for eommeiiein^ hostilities ao-aiiist any State or Power, 
Ha.jah Itauhojee Biiooflah a.g'rees to con tribute towards th(‘ diseharg“e of t.he 
imaeased expense incurred hy lli(‘ au;^mentation of the military force and the 
nnavoidahle eharijes of tin* war, such a sum as shall ayipear to the British 
(iovernnuMit, on an atb utive consideration of the means of liis said Highness, 
to hear a just and reasonable jiroyioition to the actual net revenue of IIis said 
Highness. 

Aktici.e 12. 

And vvliereas the interests and leyiutation of the contracting^ parties rc- 
ipiiie that the prosperity of llis lliohness’ dominions siiould he increased and 
perpetnaled hy the ojierations of this Treaty, and it is indisyieiisahle tliat 
(dh ('tual and lasting security should he yirovided for the welfare and happiness 
of the peo])le and aid’llinst any failure in the funds destined to defray the 
expenses ()f llis 1 lio-lmess' yiermaiient military establishment in the time of 
peace, as well as to secure an eventual surplus for the purjiose mentioned in 
tile 11th Article, it is hereby stijmlated and a^»Teed between the contracting* 
parties that if, from the mismanagement of His Highness^ Oflicers, and from 
the neglect of the advice and suggestions of the British Government, on the 
j>art of His Highness, the British Government shall have reason to apprehend 
at any future period, a failure in the funds so destined, or a deterioration, 
instead of the exjiected improvement in His Highness’ resources, and in the 
condition of the people, tlie British Government shall he at liberty and shall 
Inive full power and right to assume and bring under the direct maiiagerrieut 
of the servants of tlie British Government such part or parts of the territorial 
possessions of llis Highness as shall apjiear to the said Government necessary 
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iiO render tlie funds efficient and available cither in litne of peace or war, or 
the whole, should the W(;lfare of the country recpiire it. 

Articlk 13. 

It is here'by further a^^reed that, whenever the Tlrili^h Government shall 
sig-nify to the said Maharajah Rairhojee Bhooslah, that :t is heeome necessary 
to ciiiry into effect the provision of the 12th Article, Ills said Mii^hness shall 
immediately issue ord(*is to his amils or other i)niccrs for placing the teiri- 
torit‘s recjuiri'd uiKh.T the exclusive authority and contr(>l of the said Govern¬ 
ment, and in case His Ilio-luiess sliall not issue su(?li orders within ten days 
from the time when the a{)])lication shall have been formally made to him, 
tli(‘n the j^riti.sb Gov(U*nrruuit shall be at liberty t * issue orders by its own 
autliority for assuming the collections and inanagement of the said territriries. 
Provided always that whenever and as long as any part f)f His said Hio-hness^ 
(errilories shall lie jdaeed and shall remain under the exclusive authority and 
control of the said British Governmimt, tlie said Government shall renden* to 
11 is Highness a true and laiiliful account of the revenues and prodnea* of the 
teli'it,(‘ries so assnim'd ; ]»rovided also that in no case wlnitever shall His 
llighiu*ss^ actual ii*e(‘ipt of annual income arising out of his territorial revenue 
be h‘ss tlian Xho fifth part of the net revenues of the wlioh* of his territorit>s, 
whieli amount of one-fiftli ( f the said net revenues the 15rit.ish Government 
(‘iigages at all times to secure and cause to be paid for Mis llioliness' use. 

Article 14^. 

The hill of Seetabnldee and that ad jacent to it, with the land and bazars 
ad joining, within a lioundary line whicdi will be selt.l(‘d, shall be annexed to 
the Briiisb Residency, and the iliitisb Government shall he at full liberty to 
K’e(‘p up tlx' neei'Hsary works for rendering them a good military position, 
wbieli liave been or may be erected upon them or elsewliere within the 
boundary aforesaid. 

The ^Maharajah also erigagt's at. all times to furnish such yiastnre land as 
may lx* recjuirtul for the use of the British fon-(‘S at tl)e most eonvonient 
})lae(‘S adjoining to the Cantonments of the dilferent divisions of the said 
forces. 

Akticlk 15. 

The Maharajah also agrees that the Britisli Government shall be at nil 
limes at liberty to garrison and occupy such fortresses and strong places with¬ 
in his dorninioiis, as it shall appear to them advisable tf> take cliarge of, and 
that all oflicers and all troops, whether individually or collectively belonging 
to tlie Honorable Company, shall have free ingress to and egress from all 
His Highness^ forts and y>laces of strength when neees.sary for their safety. 

Article 16. 

Whenever called upon by the British Government, the Maharajah agrees 
to collect as mmiy Briiijarries as possible, and to store as much grain as may 
be practicable in convenient places for the purjiose of aiding the supplies of 
the armies of both States in any contest in which they may be eng.iged.

Translation of a Sunned granted in the name and on the part 
of Sreement Maharaj Rajah Sreb Senah Sahir Soobah 
Ragojee Bhooslah by Richard Jenkins, Esq., British 
Resident, on the part of the Honorable East India.

heirs for ever, and all tlie Rajahs, Thakoors, Zemindars and others are hereby 
enjoined to avoid all interference with your management of them and you are 
hereby held responsible for maintaining them in cultivation and population, 
binding yourself thereby to yield immediate obedience to all orders or calls 
for service of any sort by this Government, as may be liereafter specified. 

Whereas three Jatras are annually held in the Mahadeo hills on which 
you have claims from pilgrims and others, the following arrangement is now 
made with you on that head ; agreeable to it [and with your full consent pive- 
viously rendered] you must hereafter abide refraining from, every species of 
interference or violence. 

The Jatra of Sawun is yonr exclusive right, hut no tax can be levied on 
pilgrims in progress to the temple. 

In the Jatra of Kartik the offerings at the shrine are the joint right of 
the three 'fhakoors, in which you will continue to participate. No taxes, 
however, to be levied on pilgrims. 

In tlie Sooratree Jatra of Phagoon, or the Great Jatra, the offerings are 
also the joint right of the three Thakoors, and this will continue, and for the 
taxes levied thereto at the several ghauts and roads leading to the temple or 
connected with it, they belong for the future to Government, and the follow¬ 
ing provision is hereby made : — 

In lieu of your right to levy a tax on pilgrims at the several river and 
hill ghauts leading to the temple, which you have hitherto exercised, hut 
which is now resumed by Government, and in lien of your claim on one-third 
of the profits arising from the duties levied on pilgrims, cattle, merchandise, 
etc., etc., etc., at Koreel Ghaut, together with your exclusive right to the whole 
profit of the Tara Ghaut, Government hereby agrees to give you, for a period 
of three years, commencing with the year 1280 Fuslce, and ending with the 
year 1232 Fuslee, an annual sum of Nagpore Rupees 7o0. 

This sum will be paid to you by the Government direct; you have no 
further right on the pilgrim duties, but on the expiration of three years, 
should you feel so disposed, you may apply for a new arrangement, which 
will meet with due consideration. 

Such are the arrangements for the Pooja and Jntra rights ; hv no means 
iiiterfere in them in at>y other way than is now written^ 'taking care that no 
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theft or purloining* shall occur during the assembly of the pilgrims at the 
Murr. You are responsible."^ Avoid also all violence in every way towards 
them or to traders, visitors^ etc. ; all collections from them and pilgrims in 
progress to the Jatra belong exclusively to Government. 

All items, such as Ureeta, Furohee, Rand, Dhurawun, Jejeea, Kularu, 
Moohwa Paunree, etc., etc., hitherto levied by you, as well as the zemindary 
Sayer Khoont, are confirmed to you. 

And in consideration of your expenses, this Government has also bestow¬ 
ed on you a right to levy the Sayer of Nandoura on its present scale ; avoid 
increasing it without authority. 

This therefore, as above detailed, is the provision made for you by this 
Government. Receive and eat ; l»ave no concern for the interference of others. 
In return your duties to Government are as follow :— 

You will henceforth ]>ay to Government in quit-rent 25 rupees in ready 
money, lO seers of Cherongee, b seers Honey, 10 Bamboo Balas, and 10 
Churrees ; send them yearly. 

Y^ou are hereby bound to appear in person at call, yielding attendance on 
the immediate Agimt under whom you are placed, obeying every order im« 
])licitly; if called on you will appear with five or ten (number undefined) 
attendants readv to do every duty imposed. You are held responsible for the 
internal tranquillity and good arrangement of your own lands throughout 
their boundary, settling and keeping under all thieves, rogues, and villains of 
every description, shewing in no instance the semblance of Dad faith to Gov¬ 
ernment, offering no excuse in a ready obedience to its mandates, and are held 
responsible for any act of criminality or irregularity, whether of your relatives 
or your ryots; any ])erson throughout your bounds, being guilty of any 
irr(!gularity of any nature, for bis act you are amenable, unless you produce 
the culprit or trace him to the satisfaction of the Government. 

You are positively prohibited entertaining any foreign soldiers or bearers 
of weapons without its authority.

M’hereas I, Maharajah Maharaj Sahce of Sumbulpore, have* been vested with 
authority from the (lovernment to administer justice, and to conduct Poli( e 
duties within the limits of my estate, and I have voluntarily aeceph'd the obli¬ 
gation, 1 do hereby promise that 1 will, with all faithfulness and integrity, 
discharge the duties entrusted to me. 1 will conseienliously and impartially 
decide all civil causes. I will hear and properly investigate all suits jireferred 
to me ; and I will, to the utmost of mv ability, give no reason to any one lor 
dissatisfaction. If the litigating parties desire arliitration, 1 will peimit them 
to have recourse to that mode of settling their differences, and 1 will direct the 
Punchayet to decide with con'^cientiousuess and iin])artiality. 1 will ])jomptly 
investigate all heinous offences, such as daeoity, plunder, minder, wounding, 
burglary, theft, highway robbery, etc., that may occur. 1 will apprehend the 
ofienders, and alter duly U’leording the depositit>iis 1 will pass an impartial 
judgment. I will report all that occurs within my estate to the authorities. 
1 will submit regularly, on the 5th of each month, a Statement of Crimes; 
and 1 will never be guilty of coueealing any offence. I will not myself op¬ 
press, nor will I suffer my Amlahs to oppress, any of my ryots, or any per¬ 
sons rcj^iding within my estate. I will not, by oppression, confinement, or 
otherwise, levy the cesses prohibited by Government; and I w'ill not appro- 
])riatc unclaimed or intestate property; it belongs to the Government. All 
such property I will take cl)arge of and report to Government for orders. I 
will be personally responsible in the event of the terms above agreed to bcumr 
violated ; and should a breach of engagement be proved against me, I will 
render myself liable to any penalty that may be imposed on me for such 
offence.

Adoption Sunnud granted to Rajah Bhyron Deo of B a star— 

1862. 

Her Majesty being- desirous that the Governments of the several Princes 
and Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories should be perpetu¬ 
ated, and that the representation and dignity of their houses should be con¬ 
tinued, in fulfilment of this desire this Sunnud is given to you to convey to you 
the assurance tluit on failure of natural heirs, the British Government will re¬ 
cognize and confirm any adoption of a successor made by yourself, or by any 
future Chief of your State, that may be in accordance with Hindoo law and 
the customs of your race. 

2. Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to 
you so long as your house is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the c<»nditions 
of the grants or engagements which record its obligations to the British Gov¬ 
ernment.

I am a Chieftain under the administration of the Chief Conrirnissioner of 
the Centra! Provinces. 1 have now been recognized by the British Govern¬ 
ment as a feudatory, subject to the political control of the Chief Commissioner, 
or of such officer as he may direct me to subordinate myself to. 

1 will respect and maintain all rights within my territories; I will attend 
to the prosperity of my ryots, to the strict administration of justice, and to the 
effectual suppression of crime. When a criminal convicted before me shall 
merit the i)nnisbment of death, or a term of imprisonment beyond seven years, 
I will refer the case to such British officer as the Chief Cominissioner may ap¬ 
point before I punish the offender. 
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If any person who lias committed an offence in my State shall fly to 
British or otlier territory, I will represent the matter to British officers, in 
orde r that the offender may be g'iven up. Should any persons who have com¬ 
mitted offences in British territory, or criminals belonging to British territory, 
seek refuge in my country, they shall be pursued by officers of the British 
Government, and 1 will render every assistance in capturing and delivering 
up such fugitives. 

I will pay into the British Treasury an annual tribute of rupees three 
hundred and forty, and when the amount of my tribute may come from time 
to time under revision, I will render every assistance towards settling such 
amount. I will always pay punctually such tribute as may be settled. 

I engage not to levy transit duties within my jurisdiction, neither by 
myself nor my successors. 

I will take such an order with my subjects that they shall have no cause 
to complain against injustice of mine ; and when complaints preferred against 
them are referred to me by British officers, 1 will dispose of them equitably. 
When the (ffiief ('ommissioiuT, or his officers, shall give me instructions or 
advice, 1 will obey such instructions and accept such advice. And I will con¬ 
form, and cause my subjects to conform, to such Forest Kegulations as the 
Cdiief ( ommissioner may be pleased to prescribe. 

If at any time, tlirough the misconduct of myself or my su(;cesRor, my 
Stale should fall into great disorder, or great oppression should be practised, 
then J, or my successor, shall be liable t.o suspension or forfeiture of my or 
bis governing powers. I eng-age to depute a Vakeel to be in attoudanee at 
the Court ol t he Deputy (a)mmissioner of Sumhulpur, or at any other Court 
where the Chief (himinissioner from time to time may direct.

Form of Sanab granted by the Chief Commissioneii of the Cen¬ 
tral Provinces in 1867 to the Kharonhe Chief and to 
those of the Gurjat Chiefs who had not executed any 
acknowledgment of fealty. 

Whereas you were formerly a tributary Chief of a Gurjat State, H is Excel¬ 
lency tlie Viceroy of India in Council has now been jdoased to recognise you 
as Feudatory, and to permit you to govern your own territory in all matters, 
whether Criminal, Civil or Revenue, with the following proviso ; that in the 
event of any offender appearing to you to merit capital punishment you will 
before passing order for carrying out such sentence send the case up to the 
Commissioner of the Chhattisgarh Division, or such other officer as shall be 
nominated by the British Government for confirmation.

Nagpur and Mypaul Deo, Eajau of Bastar, and his Heirs 
and Successors, concluded on tl)e part of tlie Government of 
Nagpur by Major P. Vans Agnew, in virtue of powers 
vested in him and on the part of Bajah Mypaul Deo, by 
Narrain and Kasir Sing Dow, in virtue of powers vested in 
them—1819. 

Article 1. 

Tlio Rajah Mypaul Deo aclviiovvledg’es his depcudence on the State of 
Na^Ji'pur, aud on his owu part and that of his heirs and successors eii^ag'os 
to be faithful to it and to obey its orders. 

Article 2. 

The Government of Nagpur engages, as far as in its power, to j)roteet 
the territory of bastar. 

Article a. 

The Ra jah Mypaul Deo and his heirs and successors will act in subordi¬ 
nate co-operation with the Government of Nagpur. 

Article 4. 

The Rajah, his heirs and successors, will not have any connection, or 
enter into any negociation, or commence hostilities with other Child's and 
tStates without the knowledge and sanction of the Government of Nagpur, 
and will submit all disputes with others to its arbitration and award. 

Article 5. 

The Rajah of Bastar, his heirs and successors, engage to give a free pas¬ 
sage and protection to all traders passing through their eouiiLry, and not to 
exact any unusual or oj)pressive duties. 


Article 6. 

The Rajah of Bastar, his heirs and successors, engage that, should any of 
the enemies of the State of Nag})ur, or any criminal, seek refuge in the terri¬ 
tory cf Bastar, they shall immediately be given up. 
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Article 7. 

Kajah Mypaiil Deo, his heirs and successors, engag-e to pay annually, in 
three equal instalments, —in Jilcand, lleb-el-Awul, and Kejub, to the 
Government of Naj^pur, the usual tuckolee or tribute of 5,000 Nagpur 
Eupees in coin, and to depute a vakeel for this and other purposes to Chuttees- 
^urh. It is provided, however, by this agreement that whilst the districts of 
Kotepaul and its dependencies are separated from the territory of Bastar a 
remission of one-JKfth of this tuckolee or tribute be allowed. 

Article 8. 

The Government of Nagpur renounces all tuckolee or tribute due by 
Bastar uj) to the end of the year Fussulee 1227, on the condition that the 
tuckolee for Fussulee 1228 be punctually paid. 

Article 9. 

This engagement of nine Articles having been concluded and signed and 
sealed hy Major F. Vans Agnew and by Narrain and Kasir J>ing Dow, the rati- 
licatioii of the same hy the Government of Nagpur and Rajah Mypaul Deo 
shall be e.\changed within three months from this date*

1. Shall be indivisible. 

2. Shall be untransferable, savt' to the nearest male heir; and the trans¬ 
fer in such case shall be subject to the approval of the Chief Commissioner. 

S. Shall be held by one person, the Zemindar or Zemindarin, for the 
time bein^. 

4. Shall be held on conditions of— 

(i) Loyalty. 

(ii) (lood Police Administration. 

(iii) Improvement and cultivation of estate. 

SUCCESSION. 

5. Subject to the provisions contained in Clause VI, the order of suc¬ 
cession shall be as under— 

On the death of the Zemindar, the estate shall devolve upon his 
eldest son. 

In default of a son, upon the widows* of the Zemindar in order of 
seniority, each for her life-time. 

On the death of the widows, upon the nearest male heir of the Zemindar. 

* VVitli the exception of the proviso that on the death of a Zcniiudar his e.state shall on 
default of a son devolve upon his widow. In such a case, and when adoption has not taken place, 
the succession should preferably devolve on the nearest male kinsman, the widow i*ecoiviug a 
suitable maintenance. 
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6. In the event of the first in order of suecession beinq-, in the opinion 
of the 1 ocal Government, unfit to carry out the conditions of Clinse IV, the 
zemindaroe shall devolve upon the nearest heir who possesses the required 
qualification. 

7. The Zemindar, in the case of gross niiscondnet, shall be liable to 
removal by the local Government; and if such removal be ordered the 
succession shall take place as if the Zemindar removed bad died. 

SHARERS. 

8. Members of the Zemindar’s family shall have a right to fitting 
maintenance by the Zemindar. 

MANAGEMENT. 

9. At least one qualified residtuit Accountant sliall be maintained by 
the Zemindar. Tlie Accountant previous to appointment shall be approved 
by the Deputy Commissioner, and shall be liable to removal by the latter’s 
orders for miseonduct or inefiicieney. 

10. The rent-roll of the zemindaree showing tlio receipts undcu- each 
head of revenue, and the statistical jiapers of eacli village in tlie form ])re- 
scrihed for the klialsa tracts, shall he renaered annually to the Deputy Com¬ 
missioner. 

11. In each village the Zemindar shall appoint a head-man (Patcd) as 
his representative. 

12. In the event of dispute as to the remuneration to ho pnid to tlie 
head-man, such remuneration shall be deemed to be ten per cent, on the gross 
revenue collected in the village. 

13. The forests shall be managed by the Zemindar under the rules 
obtainiug in the Government unreserved forests. 

14. No agreement for felling trees over a term of more than one year, 
or for the sale of more than one thousand trets of the reserved kinds, shall 
have effect without the written sanction of the Deputy Commissioner. 

15. In the event of the Police mauagement being defective one or 
more District Police posts shall be stationed in the zemindaree, and their cost 
defrayed by the Zemiudar. 

REVENUE. 

16. The revenue from—- 

(i) Land, (iv) Paiidhari, 

(i>) Forests, (v) Ferries, 

(iii) Abkarec, (vij Pounds, 

shall be enjoyed by the Zemindar, 

(i) Tc«k. I (iv) DorlMuk. 17. Reserved timber, beino- of 

(u) Sheshum. (v) Mowah. the kinds marginally noted, shall be 

(lii) Satiu-wootl. 1 (vi) Tundoo. ctiarged at the discretion of tlie 

Zemiedar. 

18. On unreserved timber, bamboos, grass, and minor forest produce, 
exported from the zemindaree, and on the grazing of cattle belonging to 
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persons not resident in the zeraindaree, duty shrll ho levied at the pleasure of 
the Zemindar. 

19. On unreserved timber, bamboos, grass, and minor forest produce 
cut or collected by residents in the zemindaree for their own use, and on the 
grazing of cattle belonging to them, no duty shall be levied. 

It shall be competent to the Zemindar to prescribe the parts of the forest 
where this right shall be exercised ; but the places fixed shall be within a 
reasonable distance from the residence of the persons concerned. 

20. Duty on the manufacture and sale of spirituous liquors shall be 
levied at the diseretion of the Zemindar, but subject to the condition that the 
duly he so uiariaged as not to injure the distillery system in the khalsa tracts. 
Should such injury occur, the Deputy (Commissioner may take such ineasnres 
as may seem fit for administering the abkaree himself; and at the order of the 
Chief Commissioner the tnkolee may be proportionately reduced.

22. Ferry toll shall be levied by the Zemindar under the rules ob¬ 
taining in the khalsa tract, and subject to ihe condition that cflicienl ferry 
boats be kej)t uj) at the places prescribed from time to time by the Deputy 
Commissioner. 

23. Pound fees shall be levied by the Zemindar under the rules ob¬ 
taining in the khalsa tract. 

24. Offerings to the Zemindar at the Dusserab shall be considered 
purely voluntary, which it is optional to the people to give, or not to give, at 
their own jdeasiire. 

25. All dues, whether in labour, kind, or cash, not entered above, must 
be regarded as })robibited, and their collection must be discontinued. 

2(). 4’be produce of quarries and mines is the property of the Crown. 
Ordinarily, however, the Zemindar shall he allowed to work stone quarries and 
iron inrnes without }>aying a royalty. 

27. The duty on the growth and sale of opium and other intoxi¬ 
cating drugs shall be levied as heretofore by the State, and not by the 
Zemindar. 

28 . 'llie levy of transit duties is prohibited. But the Zemindar may, 
with the Deputy Commissioner's sanction, levy octroi duties in selecti'd 
towns, provided the yield of such duties be in every case spent on the improve¬ 
ment of such towns. 

SUBORDINATE RIGHTS. 

29. Evtry Mookasdar, Muktadar, Fatol, or farmer of a village, w’ho 
has performed such acts with reference to the village beholds as would qualify 
a tenant in a khalsa village to be declared proprietor of bis holding, siiall be 
recorded as ])roprietor of his holding. 

30. Cultivators of fields, of twelve years' occupancy and upwards, 
shall be recorded as tenants with right of occupancy. 
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31. No tenant-at-will shall be ejected unless the Zemindar has ^iven 
him notice, verbally or in writing', before the let of April of the year 
ill which ejectment is to take place. 

32. llie subjoined extracts from the tehsil wajib-ool-nrz for the districts 
of Chanda shall be ap])licable to all the villages in the zemindaree:—

Sanad granted to Chindwaiia Jagirdaiis. 

Whereas the Chief Commissioner of the Central Provinces, with the 
sanction of His Excelleucy^the Governor-General in Council, recognises you 

4 D 
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to be Jagirdar of the estate in the Chhindwara District of the Central Pro¬ 
vinces, this Sanad is granted to you in virtue whereof you and your heirs and 
successors are entitled to hold the estate for ever subject to the conditions and 
provisoes herein set forth. 

1. You will pay as tribute to Government the sum of Rs. annually 

for the period of the Settlement now made with you, subject to revision at 
the discretion of Government after the term of the existing- Settlement has 
expired. 

2. You will enjoy the income accruing in your estate from the following 
sources:— 

(i) Land. (iv) Cattle Pounds. 

(ii) Ahkari, including opium (v) Unclaimed property. 

and drugs. (vi) Sale of timber and minor 

(iii) Pandhri. Forest dues. 

The income from land does not include minerals, in regard to which Gov¬ 
ernment reserves all rights. 

The concession as regards Ahkari income is subject to cancelmeni at any 
time if, owing to mismaiiagcrnoni or disregard of the orders issued from time 
to time for yoiir guidance, your arrangements interfere with the ])r()y>er enfoia-e- 
ment of the system for managing the licjiior, opium and drug duties in the 
adjoining klialsa jurisdiction. 

Your Pandhri assessment must be in accordance with the principles and 
rates laid down for the khalsa, and will be subject to appeal, in all cases of 
individuaLs <assessed, to the Deputy Commissioner and Commissioner for the 
time being. 

Your system of (*attle-pound management must be in keeping with the 
orders in foice in klialsa tracts, and so also the course you follow as regards 
appropriating the j)roce<‘ds of unclaimed property. 

The duos which you realize on Forest produce of all kinds and on the 
grazing of catllc within the lands of your Chiefship must not exceed the rates 
prevailing in Government Forests, and the following kinds of timber shall not 
be cut except in small quantities for home use without the special sanction of 
the Deputy Commissioner of the district :— 

Teak. Beejasal. Mohwa, 

Sal. Shesham. Tendoo. 

Saj. Kowab. Unjau. 

If large quantities are cut or contracts given for the felling of large 
quantities of the above or other valuable descriptions of timber to the perma- 
iieiit detriment of your estate, then the Deputy Commissioner will have 
power of assuming on the part of Government the direct management of your 
Forests. 

3. You are recognised as the sole superior proprietor in your estate, and 
according to custom the succQssiou will he regulated by the rule of prime- 
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^^•enitiire. It follows that the ordinary rules of Hindu inheritance do not ap¬ 
ply iuid that no partition of shares can take place. 'J’he estafe remains one 
and undivided, the head of the family for the time being acknowledged as. 
Chief. 

4 . The estate, with the special and peculiar privileges hereby recognised 
cannot he transferred except with the sanction of the Chief Commissioner, 
and ill ease of dispute the ordinary succession will l>t‘ subject to such sanction. 
Any transfer of ordinary rights ordered under a decree of the Civil (kiurt 
would cany no privileges wliich are hereby declared to be conceded specially 
in favour of the hereditary Chief of the estate and are distinctly not trans¬ 
ferable nor subject to the jurisdiction of the Civil Cniirt. Any transfer there- 
fort‘ without the sanction of the Chief Commissioner and not by succession 
cancels this Sanad and involves a new settlement on different terms. 

5 . Summary removal will follow disloyalty or bad administration, and in 
this case the question of succession remains at the discretion of Government. 

(i. The relations of the Chief are according to caistom entitled to mainte¬ 
nance either in money or land, and this custom you and your heirs and suc¬ 
cessors are required to maintain. r)is])ute as to the adeijuaey or otherwise ef 
the inaintenanei' allowed will be d(!eided by the De})nty Commissioner of the 
district, subject to an jqipeal to the Commissioner of the Division and the 
Chief C\)mmissioner, whose ordt^r on the matters at issue will be final. 

7 . You will maintain all the subordinate rights of snb-proprietorship and 
occupancy which have been recognised in 3 our estate and will accept the 
record of tliose pnqmred by tlui Settlement Officer as final. 

S. Y"on are resjionsibh^ for the proper Polic^e mnnageinent of yonr Cbicfship, 
arul any'' failure in tliis respect renders 3^011 liable for any expenditure which 
may he iueurred in maintaining efficient Police posts under the orders of the 
Chief Commissioner. 

0. Y^ou will carry out the orders issued to you from time to time as to 
the reporting of crime and you will bring promptly to the notice of the 
Diq>uty Commissionc'r the commission of any heinous offences in your estate 
and use your best endeavours to trace and bring to justice the perpetrators. 

10 . Yh)ii are exem])ted during the present Settlement from the payment 
of any Koad, Schoed or Dak chesses, but you will be required to assist the 
District authorities as heretofore in keeping uj> in fair order the public tracks 
which pass through your estate and in maintaining such schools as already 
exist.

Tt'anslafton of a Treat?/ between the Kir?g of Kandia and the Goi'^crnme^it of 
Colombo — 2ith Tebrtiar/ 1766. 

Know all men that their m<rh Mightinesses the illustrious States General 
of the free United Netherlands and the illustrious and miofhty Dutch East 
Indiii Company on the one part, and His Imperial Majesty the illustrious and 
powerful Prince and Lord Kirtie Sree Rajah Sin^ha, Emperor, to<]^ether with 
the Nohles of the realm and Lords of his Court on the other part, have 
mutually agreed to put an end to the war existing betwixt both powers, and 
to conelude a treaty of peace and amity on the following conditions, as the 
foundation of a new peace and eternal friendship agreed upon for their 
mutual advantage, and hereby eonfirmed by the jiersons thereto nominated by 
both parties, ?'iz., on the part of the illustrious and mighty Compaity in thc^ 
name of their High Mightinesses the illustrious States General of the fre(' 
United Netherlands by the Honourable Ima.n Wilhun Falck, Governor and 
Director, and the Members of the Government of Ceylon; an<l on the part of 
His I rnperial Majesty the illustrious and most powerful King of Kandia by 
his Ambassadors Extraordinary the illustrious nobles of the realm and court, 
Dicrnbere Ralehamy, grand Des.save of Matele, Pilimi Salauwelle, halehamy, 
grand Dessave of SaffVegram and the three ('oris, Angamrnonne Ralehamy, 
grand D(\ssave of Gedejiallate, Miewattere Ralcham) , grand Secretary to the 
King and Morgamme Mohandiram Ralehamy. 

Article 1. 

Henceforth there shall be an everlasting friendship betwixt the King of 
Kandia, his nobles of the realm, and other subjects on the one part, and their 
High Mightinesses the States General of the free United Netherlands and the 
mighty Dutch Company and their inhabitants on the other part. 

Article 2. 

His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of Kandia and the nobles of his court 
acknowledge the illustrious and mighty States General of the United Nether- 
lands and the powerful Dutch Company ns lawful and supreme sovereigns of 
all the lands they possessed on this island before the present war, tdz., the 
kingdom of Jaffenapatam with its dependencies and the Wannia provinces, 
the island of Manar with its subordinate provinces from the province of 
Potulurn, Calpentyn and its dependencies, the Dessaveship of Colombo, the 
district of Galle, the Dessaveship of Matura, Battacaloe, and Trincomalee, and 
the lands formerly dependent on those places; and His Imperial Mnjesty and 
the nobles of bis court do hereby relinquish all right and title to the aforesaid 
lands which they may Lave formerly bad or pretended to have. 
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Article 3 

The Kin^ of Kanclia and the nobles of the court ceded over and a))ove to 
the aforesaid Company the sovereit^nty over all the sea coasts round all the 
island in so far the Company did not possess them before tlie pres(‘iit war, 
viz.y on the west side trom Cayrnelly to tlie districts of JaU’enapatnam and on 
the east side from where the district of JafTenapatnam ends as far as the river 
Waluwe; and these coasts are ceded in the aforesaid manner to the breadth of 
one Cingalee mile in land more or less as the situation of the hills and rivers 
will permit it. 


Article 4. 

To limit the boundaries of the ced(.‘d countries, commissaries shall he ap¬ 
pointed by both ])artics, and the measuring shall commence from the liij^h- 
vvat(ir mark on the continent, not compTeluuidin^' tliereunder the small islands 
;is Navikar, Coriaiidiv(^, Poliaiidive, etc.., and as it is not i,he Coir)])any^s inten¬ 
tion to enrich itseli at. the expense of liis Majesl.y^s rt'vouues, tiu* Cknnpany 
^'rornise t,o ]>ay him yearly the same aiimunt as was formerly nn^eived from the 
countries ceded to tlenn ; tlie commissari(‘S who limit- the boundaries shall also 
make the iieci^ssary arraiioeitjeiits res])ecting the revenues. 


Aktici.k 5. 

On the other hand tlu^ illustrious Company aekimwledg-es the King as the 
sovereign Priin^e of the other cnintries of this island. 


Arti.^lk G. 

The illustiious Company from a regard to peaee and amity will restore to 
the King all the countries eouipiereil hy thenu during the war, (*\cept the sea- 
(M)asts, hinds, and jilaces in its vicinity within two hours’ walk from the sea, 
agreeable to tlu* old Article. 


Artjci.e 7. 

P(' rmission will l>e granted to all the King^s servants ami subjects to letch 
witliout jiaying anything lor it either to the Coin])any or any other ])ersou on 
theii* ])art- as much salt as tlicy ])leaHe from the Lewais and other salt pans to 
the cast, and from Silaun and Putulang on the west. 

Akticle 8. 

In the same manner the Comjiany shall be permitted to peel einnainon m 
the King's lower countries, viz.y the Dossaveship of Saffregam, the three and 
four Corls, and Ihi' seven Corls ns far as the hill namnd lialany. 
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Artict.e 9. 

The Kin"* shall issue orders for the cinnamon which "rows in the hip^h lands 
eastwards of the Balany Mountain to be peeled by bis subjects and delivered 
alone to the Company at Galle, (yolombo, or Matiira at the rate of five Pagodas 
for each bale containing BSlbs. of good fine cinnamon. 

Article 10. 

The Company shall exclusive of all others receive ivory, pepper, cardamoms, 
coffee, betelnut, and wax on paying the following rates, riz.^ tor 11b of pepjx r 
with 5 per cent over weight 4 Stivers or ]-^4tb Pagoda, lib. of cotfee witli 5 
].er cent, over weight 2 Stivers or l-48th Pagoda, for one ammonam eoniaining 
twiaity-six thousand good dri^d hetelnuts, wliieh sliall })e delivered on the part 
of the King, three Hix Dollars, or Pagodas for every lOOlbs. of good pure 
wax twenty-five and one-lialf liix Dollars or twelve and a half Pagodas. 

Article 11. 

As the Company never traded here in ivory the price of it is not known, 
and therefore this article will, in })rogress of time, be arranged. 

Article 12. 

If in ])roeess of time the C()m])any shall be in want of any other products 
from the King's country^tbe prices will be fixed according to equity. 

Article 13. 

Their mutual su]»jeets shall he allowed to trade with each other, for whi(‘h 
pur])ose the inhabitants of Kandia will be permitted to come and go to jitid 
from Colombo, (Jalle, and all other places, and sell and purchase with the same 
liheri ies and privileges as the subjects of the Ci^mpany; in like manner the 
Com}many's will he allowed to trade in the King's country, so that both nations 
in future slmll be considered as one and enjoy ecjual privileges. 

Article 14. 

As it is now the interest of both contracting parties to encourage the culti¬ 
vation of the country products and to prevent smuggling, the King as well as 
the Ccm[>auy engage and promise to aid each other; and therefore whatever is 
seized in the King's territory, although it belongs to a Company's suhjt^ct, 
shall be forfeited, without any notice thereof being taken, for behoof of the 
King's treasury ; and in the same manner shall he forfeited to the Com})any all 
that is seized in their territory, althougli the property of a King's subject. 

Article 15. 

If the King shall be in want of any foreign goods the Company will provide 
His Majesty with them agreeable to the musters if they arc to be had. 
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Auttcle 10, 

On the other hand, the Kin" and the nobles of his court en"a"o to supply 
the Corufiany at Battacalffi and Trincomalee with such timber as the Company 
shall want. 

Article 17. 

All persons whether Europeans, Malays, and sepoys, all deserters either from 
the Euro])ean or Native Infautrv, and all rebels who have deserted the Com¬ 
pany's territory, shall be immediately delivered up, and the guns taken from 
the Company at Hangcwclle and other places shall be returned again to them. 

Article 18. 

In future the runaway slaves from each party shall be immediately seized 
and delivered up, and a leward of ten Kix Dollars paid as a gratuity to the 
person who apprehends and returuB them to their musters. 

Article 19. 

In case of any of’ the Company's subjects (commit in the King's territory 
any deprodatious or erime ineriting c(u-poral puiiisliinent, sneh ])(*rson shall he 
seized by tlie King's ])e()ple and delivered with the j)roofs of his ci’ime to the 
Coin])any who will givn s])eedy satisfaetion to the j)aity injured ; and the Com¬ 
pany shall treat the subjeets of His Majesty in the same manner when guilty 
of any outrage in their territories. 

Article 20. 

In tliis manner an intimate friendshi]) will be mamhained betwixt both 
powers, and (lie mighty Comj)auy engage to piotoet His Imperial AJajesty and 
the wliole Ernjiire against any (oreigu lorce, and in such ease the King and his 
nobles ])romise to assist the Company to their utmost, either with arms, troops, 
or coolies, and to continue with them until the enemy shall have been driven 
out of the island. 

Article 21. 

His Imperial Majesty and the nobles of his court shall therefore not carry 
on any corrospond<3ncc, much less conclude any Treaty, with any other Eiiro- 
jiean nation than the Diiteh; and they engage to deliver to tlic Company all 
foreign Europeans that may come into their country. They shall not enter 
intri any contract, or carry on any correspondence with Native Princes to the 
prejudice of the mighty Company. 


On the other hand, the illustrious Company engage on their parts not to 
conclude any Treaty with foreign powers against or to the prejudice of the 

Kmfr rk-p ITortrliQ 
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Aeticle 23. 

For the cultivation of mutual fnendship, amhassadors shall be sent by both 
parties who will make the necessary arranarements for fetching of salt and dried 
fish and the peeling of oiiinamon. They shall he received with such marks of 
honour and distinction as become intimate friends and allies : these ceremonies 
shall be the same on both sides. 


Article 24. 

These Articles shall be solemnly observed and fulfilled by both parties, but 
should it happen contrary to expectation that anythinj^- is done by pitber party 
not aj^reeable to these conditions, or if anything is neglected, these Articles of 
peace and friendship shall not be considered as br.)ken ; but on the injured 
party's preferring a complaint and demanding satisfaction it sliall be given 
within six weeks. 


Article 25. 

On the other hand, should satisfactiou not he given within six weeks after it 
has heeu demanded, or that it is refused, the party that fails shall he considered 
as haviiig transgressed the d’leaty, and the injured j^arty shall have the right 
of seeking satisfaction by force of arms,
